1. With all of its tragic aspects, the advance of ISIL through Iraq gives the U.S. Government an 
opportunity to change the way it deals with the chaotic security situation in North Africa and the Middle 
East. The most important factor in this matter is to make use of intelligence resources and Special 
Operations troops in an aggressive manner, while avoiding the old school solution, which calls for more 
traditional military operations. In Iraq it is important that we engage ISIL using the resources of the 
Peshmerga fighters of the Kurdish Regional Government (KRG), and what, if any, reliable units exist in the 
Iraqi Army. The Peshmerga commanders are aggressive hard fighting troops, who have long standing 
relationships with CIA officers and Special Forces operators. However, they will need the continued 
commitment of U.S. personnel to work with them as advisors and strategic planners, the new generation of 
Peshmerga commanders being largely untested in traditional combat. That said, with this U.S. aid the 
Kurdish troops can inflict a real defeat on ISIL. 


2. It is important that once we engage ISIL, as we have now done in a limited manner, we and our 
allies should carry on until they are driven back suffering a tangible defeat. Anything short of this will be 
seen by other fighters in the region, Libya, Lebanon, and even Jordan, as an American defeat. However, if 
we provide advisors and planners, as well as increased close air support for the Peshmerga, these soldiers 
can defeat ISIL. They will give the new Iraqi Government a chance to organize itself, and restructure the 
Sunni resistance in Syria, moving the center of power toward moderate forces like the Free Syrian Army 
(FSA). In addition to air support, the Peshmerga also need artillery and armored vehicles to deal with the 
tanks and other heavy equipment captured from the Iraqi army by ISIL. 


3. In the past the USG, in an agreement with the Turkish General Staff, did not provide such heavy 
weapons to the Peshmerga, out of a concern that they would end up in the hands of Kurdish rebels inside of 
Turkey. The current situation in Iraq, not to mention the political environment in Turkey, makes this policy 
obsolete. Also this equipment can now be airlifted directly into the KRG zone. 
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4. Armed with proper equipment, and working with U.S. advisors, the Peshmerga can attack the ISIL with a 
coordinated assault supported from the air. This effort will come as a surprise to the ISIL, whose leaders 
believe we will always stop with targeted bombing, and weaken them both in Iraq and inside of Syria. At the 
same time we should return to plans to provide the FSA, or some group of moderate forces, with equipment 
that will allow them to deal with a weakened ISIL, and stepped up operations against the Syrian regime. 

This entire effort should be done with a low profile, avoiding the massive traditional military operations that 
are at best temporary solutions. While this military/para-military operation is moving forward, we need to use 
our diplomatic and more traditional intelligence assets to bring pressure on the governments of Qatar and 
Saudi Arabia, which are providing clandestine financial and logistic support to ISIL and other radical Sunni 
groups in the region. This effort will be enhanced by the stepped up commitment in the KRG. The Qataris 
and Saudis will be put in a position of balancing policy between their ongoing competition to dominate the 
Sunni world and the consequences of serious U.S. pressure. By the same token, the threat of similar, 
realistic U.S. operations will serve to assist moderate forces in Libya, Lebanon, and even Jordan, where 
insurgents are increasingly fascinated by the ISIL success in Iraq. 


6. In the end the situation in Iraq is merely the latest and most dangerous example of the regional 
restructuring that is taking place across North Africa, all the way to the Turkish border. These developments 
are important to the U.S. for reasons that often differ from country to country: energy and moral commitment 
to Iraq, energy issues in Libya, and strategic commitments in Jordan. At the same time, as Turkey moves 
toward a new, more serious Islamic reality, it will be important for them to realize that we are willing to take 
serious actions, which can be sustained to protect our national interests. This course of action offers the 
potential for success, as opposed to large scale, traditional military campaigns, that are too expensive and 
awkward to maintain over time. 


7. (Note: A source in Tripoli stated in confidence that when the U.S. Embassy was evacuated, the presence 
of two U.S. Navy jet fighters over the city brought all fighting to a halt for several hours, as Islamist forces 
were not certain that these aircraft would not also provide close ground support for moderate government 
forces.) 


8. If we do not take the changes needed to make our security policy in the region more realistic, 
there is a real danger of ISIL veterans moving on to other countries to facilitate operations by Islamist 
forces. This is already happening in Libya and Egypt, where fighters are returning from Syria to work with 
local forces. ISIL is only the latest and most violent example of this process. If we don’t act to defeat them in 
Iraq something even more violent and dangerous will develop. Successful military operations against these 
very irregular but determined forces can only be accomplished by making proper use of clandestine/special 
operations resources, in coordination with airpower, and established local allies. There is, unfortunately, a 
narrow window of opportunity on this issue, as we need to act before an ISIL state becomes better 
organized and reaches into Lebanon and Jordan. 


9. (Note: It is important to keep in mind that as a result of this policy there probably will be concern in 
the Sunni regions of Iraq and the Central Government regarding the possible expansion of KRG controlled 
territory. With advisors in the Peshmerga command we can reassure the concerned parties that, in return 
for increase autonomy, the KRG will not exclude the Iraqi Government from participation in the management 
of the oil fields around Kirkuk, and the Mosel Dam hydroelectric facility. At the same time we will be able to 
work with the Peshmerga as they pursue ISIL into disputed areas of Eastern Syria, coordinating with FSA 
troops who can move against ISIL from the North. This will make certain Basher al Assad does not gain an 
advantage from these operations. Finally, as it now appears the U.S. is considering a plan to offer 
contractors as advisors to the Iraqi Ministry of Defense, we will be in a position to coordinate more effectively 
between the Peshmerga and the Iraqi Army.)

They will receive a bonus of 10% extra delegates if they move to April and 20% if they move to May. 
Mapes has said repeatedly they don't care about that. 

As we discussed, they don't really care about being helpful and feel forgotten and neglected by POTUS. 
The key point is that this is not an Obama ask, but a Hillary ask. And the Clintons won't forget what their 
friends have done for them. It would be helpful to feel out what path, if any, we have to get them to yes. 
This will probably take some pushing.

And the State 
Department is going through the final stages of evaluating the proposal. That’s how it’s always been done. But I 
do want to be clear: Allowing the Keystone pipeline to be built requires a finding that doing so would be in our 
nation’s interest. And our national interest will be served only if this project does not significantly exacerbate the 
problem of carbon pollution. (Applause.) The net effects of the pipeline’s impact on our climate will be 
absolutely critical to determining whether this project is allowed to go forward. It’s relevant.

When John and Melody met with Josh Bolten recently, there was a discussion about the new requirements to facilitate 
presidential transitions that were included in the Intelligence Reform Act of 2004. Below (and attached) is a memo that one of 
our research assistants did on the subject:

Question presented 

How does the Intelligence Reform Act of 2004 affect Transition? 

Short Answer 

The Intelligence Reform Act of 2004 encourages rapid placement of national security personnel in both Transition and the 

new Administration and requires immediate transfer of information from current Executive Branch officials to the President- 

Elect. 

The Act: 

• Allows each major party candidate, before the election, to request security clearances for prospective transition team 
members who would need access to classified information to carry out transition responsibilities; and requires the 
investigating agency to process the requests, to the fullest extent practicable, by the day after the election. 

• Encourages the President-Elect to request security clearances for high level national security candidates as soon as 
possible after the election; and requires the investigating agency to process the requests as soon as possible before the 
inauguration. 

• Encourages the President-Elect to submit high level national security nominees to the Senate before inauguration; and 
encourages the Senate to confirm or reject the nominees within 30 days. 

• Requires executive officials to prepare a detailed written summary of current national security issues and deliver it to 
the President-Elect as soon as possible after the election. 

Discussion 

Section 7601 of the Intelligence Reform Act of 2004 “addresses the 9/1 1 Commission’s recommendation to improve the 

transition between administrations.” Cong. Rec. SI 0008 (Sep. 30, 2004) (Sen. McCain). During the course of their 
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investigation, Commissioners found that “the time of transition is a time of great vulnerability for our country” and that 
“[njational security policy making is too important to be disrupted by transition between administrations or delayed by an 
overburdened system.” Testimony of Commissioner Fred Fielding before the Senate Oversight of Government Management 
Subcommittee (Sep. 14, 2004). The Commission recommended several reforms so “transitions can work more effectively 
and allow new officials to assume their responsibilities as soon as possible.” The 9-11 Commission Report 422-23, quoted 
m Cong. Rec. SI 0008 (Sep. 30, 2004) (Sen. McCain). To implement these recommendations, Senators McCain and 
Lieberman introduced the text of section 7601 as an amendment; it passed on a voice vote. Cong. Rec. S10007 - 9 (Sep. 

30, 2004). 

The Act affects four aspects of Transition — 

(1) Security clearances for prospective transition team members; 

(2) Security clearances for candidates for national security positions in the Administration; 

(3) Senate consideration of candidates for high level national security positions. 

(4) Transmission of national security information from officials to the President-Elect; 

See § 7601, Intelligence Reform Act of 2004, Pub. L. 108-458, 1 18 Stat. 3857 (Dec. 17,2004). 

1. Security Clearances for Transition Team Members 
The statute provides: 

Each major party candidate for President may submit, before the date of the general election, requests for security 
clearances for prospective transition team members who will have a need for access to classified information to carry 
out their responsibilities as members of the President-elect's transition team. 

. . . Necessary background investigations and eligibility determinations to permit appropriate prospective transition 
team members to have access to classified information shall be completed, to the fullest extent practicable, by the day 
after the date of the general election. 

Section 7601(b) (codified at 50 U.S.C. § 435b note). 

This provision was recommended by the 9-11 Commission. Report at 422. 

The agency implementing this statute may require us to wait until Senator Obama accepts the Democratic nomination to 
submit requests under this provision. The term “major party candidate for President” could be read to only include persons 
who have been nominated by their party (who were previously candidates for the party nomination). 

The statute does not define “prospective transition team members” or “who will have a need for access,” apparently leaving 
that determination to the candidate. This may allow us to submit requests for a range of personnel whose transition work at 
least partially intersects with national security. 

2. Security Clearances for Administration Candidates 
The Act provides: 

(1) The President-elect should submit to the Federal Bureau of Investigation or other appropriate agency . . . the 
names of candidates for high level national security positions through the level of undersecretary of cabinet 
departments as soon as possible after the date of the general election!] . . . 

(2) The responsible agency or agencies shall undertake and complete as expeditiously as possible the background 
investigations necessary to provide appropriate security clearances to the individuals . . . before the date of the 
inauguration .... 

Section 7601(a) (codified at 3 U.S.C. § 102 note). 

This provision was recommended by the 9-11 Commission. Report at 422. Senator McCain advocated for this provision 
because having “Defense Department, as well as other national-security-related positions, literally vacant for months and 
months and months ... is really not an acceptable situation.” Cong. Rec. S10009 (Sep. 30, 2004). 

3. Senate Confirmation of Administration Nominees 

The Act also contains a Sense of the Senate addressing the confirmation process: 

(1) [T]he President-elect should submit the nominations of candidates for high-level national security positions, 
through the level of undersecretary of cabinet departments, to the Senate by the . . . inauguration . . . and 

(2) for all such national security nominees received by the date of inauguration, the Senate committees to which these 
nominations are referred should, to the fullest extent possible, complete their consideration of these nominations, and, 
if such nominations are reported by the committees, the full Senate should vote to confirm or reject these 
nominations, within 30 days of their submission. 

Section 7601(b). 

Instead of this provision, the 9-1 1 Commission recommended that the Senate “adopt special rules requiring hearings and 
votes to confirm or reject national security nominees within 30 days of their submission.” Report at 422. While the Sense 
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of the Senate statement in the Act is not binding, it may remind participants in the confirmation process of the risks 
associated with unnecessary delay. It could also be a powerful talking point. 

4. Transmission of Information 
The Act provides that: 

Activities . . . shall include the preparation of a detailed classified, compartmented summary by the relevant outgoing 
executive branch officials of specific operational threats to national security; major military or covert operations; and 
pending decisions on possible uses of military force. This summary shall be provided to the President-elect as soon 
as possible after the date of the general election!]. 

Section 7601(a) (codified at 3 U.S.C. § 102 note). 

This provision was recommended by the 9-11 Commission, report at 422, after it found that “the [Clinton-Bush] transition 
process didn’t serve well in the briefing and handing over of important national security decisions from one administration to 
another.” Fielding Testimony (Sep. 14,2004). 

Conclusion 

The Intelligence Refonn Act of 2004 encourages rapid placement of national security personnel in both Transition and the 
new Administration and requires immediate transfer of information from current Executive Branch officials to the President- 
Elect. The passages providing for early investigation of Transition and Administration personnel do not rigidly define who is 
eligible for this treatment.

Race looks wide open in 13th 
Congressional District

What was once viewed 
as a slam-dunk 
comeback for former 
U.S. Rep. Marjorie 
Margolies is turning into 
a knock-down, drag-out 
brawl with her three 
opponents in the 1 3th 
Congressional District, 
political observers say. 

Margolies had been 
considered the front- 
runner in the race to 
replace Allyson 
Schwartz. A poll her 
campaign 
commissioned in 
August found 62 
percent of likely 
Democratic primary 
voters recognized her, 
and 55 percent viewed 
her favorably.

But that early 
advantage has failed to 

push her opponents - State Rep. Brendan Boyle, physician Valerie Arkoosh, and State Sen. Daylin 
Leach - from contention. Each has built niches of support, with endorsements and money 
matching or exceeding Margolies'. 


"I can give you a winning scenario for every one of those candidates," said Larry Ceisler, a 
political consultant who has ties to all four candidates but who said he wasn't backing one over 
the others. "As we get closer, it's going to tighten up even more," he said. 

The candidates are scheduled to debate at 7 p.m. Tuesday at the Philadelphia Portuguese Club, 
2019 Rhawn St. 

Over the last six months, Margolies' fund-raising has not kept up with her spending, and she has 
been battered by negative reports about her charity, her ex-husband's financial crimes, and her 
campaign's reliance on the Clintons (Chelsea Clinton is her daughter-in-law). 

Last week, that criticism was amplified when Leach filed a complaint with the Federal Section 
Commission, alleging that Margolies misused money designated for the general election. 

Six months ago, "I would have said [Margolies] is a 2-to-1 or 3-to-1 favorite," said Neil Oxman, a 
Democratic consultant who is not affiliated with the race. "Given what's happened with her 
finances, I think she's no longer the front-runner." 

Margolies' campaign has denied breaking any finance laws. Fler campaign manager, Ken Smukler, 
said internal polling indicated that she still had a strong lead in the race. 

But with three weeks until the May 20 primary, independent observers said it was anyone's game. 

"Each of the four candidates really has a strong argument that they're best equipped to win the 
primary," said Mark Nevins, a consultant with Dover Strategy Group who said he was "officially 
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agnostic" on the race. He said the result would come down to "who has the most compelling 
message and the resources to get that message out on TV and by mail aggressively." 

Leach and Boyle are running TV ads, and Arkoosh has independent radio ads and direct mail 
going out. 

Margolies' campaign on Monday will open a Northeast Philadelphia office. But as of late March, it 
had spent no money on advertising or direct voter outreach, according to FEC reports. Her first TV 
ad is set to air this week. 

Geography vs. gender 

The nominee will square off in the fall against the winner of the GOP race between retired U.S. Air 
Force Col. Beverly Plosa-Bowser and businessman Carson "Dee" Adcock. 

Any Democrat is likely to have the advantage. The 1 3th District is reliably Democratic - roughly 60 
percent - and the population is split evenly between Northeast Philadelphia and southern 
Montgomery County. 

Margolies, Leach, and Arkoosh hail from Montgomery County - which could give Boyle an edge. 

Oxman, a consultant with the Campaign Group in Philadelphia who isn't supporting any candidate, 
likes Boyle's odds. 

He and others praised Boyle's ground game and said his support among trade unions and 
Philadelphia ward leaders would pay off on Election Day. 

Boyle is "certainly going to win the city," Oxman said. "The question is, will he win the city by a 
large enough margin that whoever wins the suburbs will not matter?" 

Ceisler and Nevins agreed the suburban split could be a deciding factor in Boyle's favor. 

Margolies and Arkoosh have been campaigning hard on the importance of electing a woman to 
replace Schwartz, currently the only woman in Ftennsylvania's congressional delegation. 

Margolies has spent 20 years leading a charity that promotes women's leadership, and she casts 
herself as the leading proponent for women. 

Arkoosh, who lobbied around the country for the Affordable Care Act and its women's health 
provisions, in the spring received a high-profile endorsement from the Women's Campaign Fund. 
Last week, the Women's Campaign Fund named Arkoosh one of its 40 "game changers" in U.S. 
politics. 

Emily's List, a leading national women's political group, has yet to issue an endorsement in the 1 3th 
District. 

Nevins said gender could sway some voters and noted that women tend to vote in "slightly larger 
numbers in elections like this." But because there are two women in the race, he said, "I'm not 
sure there's an obvious winner." 

Going negative 

Last week, the campaign took a negative turn when Leach accused Margolies of deliberately 
misusing campaign money. 

Margolies' campaign has denied the allegations and hired a former FEC commissioner to represent 
her in the case. 

The candidates have also turned up the heat to highlight their few policy differences. 

Arkoosh has been attacking Margolies' 1 994 plan to cut Social Security benefits and raise the 
retirement age. "Marjorie Margolies tried to slash our Social Security benefits," one of her 
campaign mailers declared. 

In an e-mail Friday, Margolies called those mailers "intellectually dishonest" and has said she does 
not agree to benefit cuts or raising the retirement age. 

"My opponents continue to attempt to scare seniors by citing positions I took over two decades 
ago as though they are current," Margolies wrote. 

She has criticized Leach for supporting positions she says are politically untenable, among them 
legalizing marijuana and shifting to a single-payer health-care system. 

Leach, Arkoosh, and Margolies have criticized Boyle for voting to tighten regulations on abortion 
providers. Five of the state's 22 clinics closed after the bill passed. 

Boyle said he supported women's right to choose but defended the vote. 

"I think it's a reasonable step to say there need to be reasonable health requirements and 
inspections," he said Friday.

Watchdog Group Files FEC Complaint on McCain, Launches New TV Ad On McCain- 

Lobbyist Airbus Deal 

Washington, DC - Campaign Money Watch, a nonpartisan campaign finance watchdog group, announced today it has filed a complaint with the 
Federal Election Commission concerning Sen. John McCain’s (R-AZ) presidential campaign, asking the commission to investigate two issues 
related to Tom Loeffler, Susan Nelson, and Rick Davis, the lobbyists that run and have fundraised for McCain’s White House bid. 

The organization also began running a television ad regarding John McCain’s intervention in an Air Force contract worth up to $100 billion that was 
awarded to Airbus, its parent company, and partners. Seven lobbyists aiding John McCain’s campaign worked for Airbus’ American affiliate, and 
McCain received more in campaign contributions from them than any other politician.

“Both the complaint and the ad go to the heart of one of the most troubling aspects of McCain’s campaign - his symbiotic relationship with 
powerful Washington big money lobbyists and fundraisers,” said Campaign Money Watch director David Donnelly. “John McCain has refused to 
answer questions regarding excess contributions, illegal corporate donation, or both. By filing this complaint, we will force him to end his 
stonewalling on these matters. By running this ad, we will force a debate on his relationship with lobbyists and fundraisers on his campaign. 

“The FEC complaint is directly connected to the ad: The same lobbyists that aided Airbus are at the center of activity that we have reason to 
believe violated federal election law,” Donnelly continued. 

The first part of the complaint asks the FEC to investigate whether McCain’s national finance director, lobbyist Susan Nelson, received illegal 
compensation from The Loeffler Group, a lobbying firm founded by Tom Loeffler, who resigned in May as McCain’s national finance co-chair. 

The money Nelson received from the firm was ostensibly for work for the lobbying firm’s clients, though records do not indicate any recent 
lobbying work by Nelson. The McCain campaign has refused to explain what services Nelson provided for Loeffler’s clients. 

The second part of the complaint concerns a possible illegal corporate donation from 3eDC, a private Web company partly owned by campaign 
manager and lobbyist Rick Davis. Before Davis became campaign manager, the campaign incurred more than $1 million worth of bills from 3eDC. 
Soon after Davis assumed the reins of the campaign, however, that bill was reduced by $107,475 without documentation. There is reason to believe 
that the company made an illegal corporate contribution to the campaign. 

McCain’s cozy relationship with lobbyists is also the subject of the ad that is on the air today in the Washington, D.C., market and released online 
to the group’s 150,000 email subscribers. The spot draws attention to a defense contract awarded to Airbus and its parent company EADS and 
partners, over Boeing. McCain’s intervention helped Airbus land the contract, worth up to $100 billion. Seven Airbus lobbyists are top fundraisers 
or staff members for McCain’s presidential campaign. McCain also has received more in political contributions from Airbus than any other 
politician. 

“Sen. McCain’s intervention to help Airbus land this contract raises important questions about the influence lobbyists and political contributions 
have on his decision-making and whether he can provide the change America needs,” Donnelly said. 

Campaign Money Watch, a project of the nonpartisan Public Campaign Action Fund, works to hold politicians accountable for opposing 
comprehensive campaign refonn, and for doing favors for big money donors and lobbyists. In mid-May, Campaign Money Watch launched 
FiretheLobbyists.com to call on Sen. McCain to remove lobbyists from his campaign team.

New/Expanded Q's 


Clinton said she did not use her email to send or receive classified information, but the State Department and two Inspectors 
General said some of these emails do contain classified information. Was her statement inaccurate? 

No information in Clinton's emails was marked classified at the time she sent or received them. Clinton only used her account 
for unclassified email. 

When information is reviewed for public release, it is common for information previously unclassified to be upgraded to 
classified if the State Department or another agency believes its public release could cause potential harm to national security, 
law enforcement or diplomatic relations. 

After reviewing a sampling of the 55,000 pages of emails, the Inspectors General have proffered that four emails, which did 
not contain any classified markings and/or dissemination controls, should have been classified at the time they were sent. The 
State Department has said it disagrees with this assessment. 

Clinton hopes the State Department and other relevant agencies will sort out as quickly as possible which of the 55,000 pages 
of emails are appropriate to release to the public. 


Is Department of Justice conducting a criminal inquiry into Clinton's email use? 

No. As the Department of Justice and Inspectors General made clear, the IG's made a security referral. This was not criminal 
in nature as misreported by some in the press. The Department of Justice is now seeking assurances about the storage of 
materials related to Clinton's email account. 


Is it true that her email server and a thumb drive were recently turned over the government. Why? 

Again, when information is reviewed for public release, it is common for information previously unclassified to be upgraded 
to classified if the State Department or another agency believes its public release could cause potential harm to national 
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security, law enforcement or diplomatic relations. 

It is her hope that State and the other agencies involved in the review process will sort out as quickly as possible which emails 
are appropriate to release to the public, and that the release will be as timely and as transparent as possible. 

In the meantime, her team has worked with the State Department to ensure her emails are stored in a safe and secure 
manner. 

As a result, she directed her team to give her email server to the Department of Justice, as well as a thumb drive containing 
copies of her emails already provided to the State Department. We have pledged to cooperate with the government's 
security inquiry— if it decides it needs to see more, we will arrange for that to happen. 


Would this issue not have arisen if she used a state.gov email address? 

Even if Clinton's emails had been on a government email address and government device, these questions would be raised 
prior to public release. 

While State Department's review of her 55,000 emails brought the issue to the Inspectors Generals' attentions, the emails 
that were classified prior to public release were on the unclassified .gov email system. They were not on the separate, closed 
system used by State Department for handling classified communications.

Scarborough says Algeria donated to Clinton Foundation when it wanted off 'terror list' 

Television pundits are raising a lot of questions about foreign government donations to the Clinton 
Foundation during Hillary Clinton’s tenure as secretary of state. 

But not everyone get all the details right. Joe Scarborough of MSNBC’s Morning Joe flubbed 
describing the situation in the April 27 show. 

He was discussing a column by the Washington Post’s Ruth Marcus, whose op-ed highlighted an 
unreported donation to Bill Clinton’s foundation by Algeria in 2010 as an example of sloppiness. The 
donation, and others like it, raises questions about whether Clinton went "soft" on Algeria for 
contributing to her husband’s cause under the appearance of earthquake relief in Haiti, Marcus wrote. 

Scarborough said the situation will "stink to high heaven" even if it’s a legal gray area. 

"I think it was Algeria, maybe, that had given a donation that went unreported at a time when they 
wanted to be taken off of the terror list in the State Department," Scarborough said. "They write the 
check, they get taken off the terror list. ... At the same time, and then it goes unreported by the Clinton 
Foundation." 

"Is there a quid pro quo there? I don't know, that's really hard to tell," he said. 

Scarborough went on to break down to his panelists how easy it would be to explain to voters what 
might have occurred. 

"This is pretty simple stuff. So Algeria is on the terror list, they want off the terror list, the State 
Department's making a decision to do it, they write a check for what? How much? How many million 
dollars do they write a check for? I don't know, but Algeria writes a check. You're from Boston, you 
know how politics works. They write a really big check to the Clinton Foundation," Scarborough said. 
"The Clinton Foundation takes the check, and then just, out of nowhere the State Department then 
decides, well, they are going to take Algeria off the list. Now why did Algeria write a big check to the 
Clinton Foundation at the time they want something from the State Department? That's pretty simple 
for most voters." 

The problem with all of this isn’t the donation, or questions about a quid pro quo with Algeria. It’s the 
fact that Algeria wasn’t ever on the terror list. ( Media Matters first pointed out what Scarborough 
said.) 

An ally against terror 
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The list Scarborough mentions is a serious designation given to just four countries the State 
Department considers state sponsors of terrorism : Syria, Iran, Sudan and Cuba. President Barack 
Obama is poised to remove Cuba from the list as a show of improved diplomatic relations. (Libya, 

Iraq and North Korea are the only countries that have been removed.) 

Algeria is actually a key partner of the United States in fighting terrorism in North Africa and "has a 
long history of fighting terrorism," the State Department says . 

The country spent about 20 years locked in a civil war between the military and various Islamist 
groups after an Islamist group won a 1991 election that was scrapped. The country’s president, 
Abdelaziz Bouteflika, lifted a state of emergency in April 201 1 . 

But the country continues to struggle with radical violence in neighboring countries. Algeria was 
attacked by the group that calls itself al-Qaida in the Lands of the Islamic Maghreb almost 200 times in 
just 2013 in the form of improvised explosive devices, bombings, kidnappings, and fake roadblocks. 

Human rights violations hamper relations 

The Algerian government is not a state sponsor of terror. But its hands are not clean when it comes to 
human rights, which is most likely what Scarborough was trying to recall on air. 

The Washington Post story that revealed the Algerian embassy’s donation of $500,000 also mention 
that the one-time gift coincided with increased lobbying visits to the State Department about human 
rights violations. 

In 2010, Algeria spent more than $420,000 lobbying American officials on inter-country relations and 
on "human rights issues," the Post found, citing documents filed as part of the Foreign Agents 
Registration Act. The year also saw an increase in meetings between State Department officials and 
lobbyists representing Algeria, growing from "a handful" of recorded visits in the years before and after 
to 12 visits in 2010, the Post reported. 

The Algeria donation came soon after the Jan. 12, 2010, earthquake in Haiti, the Clinton 
Foundation said . It was unsolicited and went to the Clinton Foundation Haiti Relief Fund, "where the 
entire amount of Algeria’s contribution was distributed as aid in Haiti." Algeria had not donated before 
and has not donated since, a foundation spokesman said. 

The foundation acknowledged it did not alert the State Department about the gift for vetting, which 
was required under a memorandum of understanding between the Obama administration and the 
Clintons in an effort to prevent foreign governments from trying to curry favor with Hillary Clinton’s 
State Department by donating to Bill Clinton’s philanthropy. 

So what are the human rights issues Algeria was lobbying on? 

Reports by Human Rights Watch, Amnesty International and the State Department outline the 
activities of a strict authoritarian government that represses its people’s freedom of assembly and 
association, overuses pretrial detentions, and employs a judicial system that is susceptible to 
corruption. 
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The State Department’s 2010 report of human rights issues in Algeria highlights more issues including 
reports of arbitrary killings, the government failing to account for people who disappeared during the 
civil war in the 1990s, violence and discrimination against women, and continued restrictions for 
workers’ rights. 

The government of Algeria has resisted inspections by independent human rights groups. 

MSNBC's Diana Rocco said Scarborough deserves some credit for indicating he "wasn’t sure it was" 
Algeria, and that the exchange that followed "clearly shows he’s using it as a hypothetical scenario to 
make his larger point about how the quid pro quo scenario may have unfolded." 

None of that, though, means that Algeria was on the terror watch list in the first place. 

Neither Algeria nor other governments revealed to have given to the foundation — Australia, the 
Dominican Republic, Kuwait, Norway, Oman and Qatar — are sponsors of terrorism, either. 

Our ruling 

Scarborough was trying to recall the details of a news story about Clinton Foundation donations from 
foreign governments when he brought up Algeria’s donation to the foundation to try getting off the 
"terror list." 

There are parts about the donations that may not look good for Clinton. Maybe it becomes a legal 
problem, maybe it’s just a political one. But to claim the foundation took donations from a country on 
the terrorist list is inaccurate. 

Scarborough’s claim rates False.

Hillary Clinton Doesn’t Need Liberals; The numbers show black voters defeated her in 2008 and will make her 
win in 2016.

Somehow, six years after a divisive, bitter primary against a liberal challenger, Hillary Clinton has become the 
darling of the Democratic left. To liberal Democrats, she’s more “tough,” “honest,” and exciting than any figure in 
the party. As Noam Scheiber writes in an excellent feature on Clinton and the left for the New Republic, “it’s a 
striking turnaround for a candidate who, when her opponent famously proclaimed her ‘likeable enough’ in 2008, 
discovered that less than half her party agreed. 

For Scheiber — who pegs the change to partisan solidarity — liberal support is key to Clinton’s presidential 
ambitions, if she runs. Without dissatisfied liberals to fuel an anti-Clinton insurgency, he argues, the former 
secretary of state has an easy path to the nomination, even with her liabilities on income inequality and her close 
relationship to Wall Street and other titans of the 1 percent. “What’s so unusual about Clinton’s standing is that, 
unlike 2008, it’s almost certain to hold up even against a perfectly positioned challenger — say, Elizabeth Warren, 
the most beloved economic populist in the country,” writes Scheiber. 

At the risk of nitpicking, I think it’s wrong to call Warren “perfectly positioned.” Not because she isn’t talented and 
popular, but because liberals — or at least, self-identified liberals — aren’t enough to win a Democratic primary. 

Key to Scheiber’s case is the idea that liberals killed the Clinton candidacy of 2008 and could do the same in 
2016 if they backed Warren or another credible challenger. But while liberals were a necessary part of the 
Obama insurgency, they weren’t sufficient to stop the Clinton machine. To wit, self-identified liberals were just 39 
percent of all Democrats in 2008, followed by moderates (38 percent) and conservatives (21 percent). Or you 
could just look at Clinton’s record in the primary, where liberal opposition couldn’t block her victories in New 
Hampshire, California, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Texas, Massachusetts, and Arizona. 

Clinton’s problem had less to do with liberals and more with African-Americans, who formed a critical share of 
the Democratic primary electorate. Scheiber points to this in a footnote, but it’s worth a full take. Put simply, a 
Democratic presidential candidate can’t win the primary without substantial support from black voters, who tend 
to vote for the establishment choice. Accordingly, it’s when African-Americans back a challenger that the 
establishment candidate falters, which is to say that if Hillary Clinton had kept a decent share of the black vote, 
she would have become the Democratic nominee, regardless of liberal disdain for her candidacy. 

Hillary Clinton’s strength comes from her position with black voters. 

To see this, you just have to look at the numbers. As the year wore on, Barack Obama was winning black 
electorates by huge margins of 8- or 9-to-1 in delegate-rich states like Virginia, Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, Ohio, 
and Georgia. In states where Clinton was weak, like Illinois, this gave Obama a huge victory outright, with an 
abundance of votes and delegates heading to the convention. And in states where she was strong, like 
Pennsylvania, this allowed Obama to play a close game and win a respectable number of votes. As political 
scientist Tom Schaller noted toward the end of the primary season, “Clinton squeezed out the same number of 
net delegates from her 17-point win in New York and 9-point win in Pennsylvania as Obama did in his 31-point 
win in Illinois — even though New York and Pennsylvania combined ... awarded nearly two and halftimes the 
delegates that Illinois did.” And while a modest increase in Clinton’s black support — from 10 or 15 percent to 20 
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or 25 percent — may not have been sufficient to win her a delegate lead, as Schaller later points out, it could 
have swung the popular vote in her favor. 

I can imagine the objection. Obama was viable and black. Clinton didn’t stand a chance with African-Americans. 
But that’s a bit of revisionist history. Remember, for all of 2007, Clinton held the lead with African-American 
voters. In one August poll by the Pew Research Center, 94 percent of black Democrats held a favorable view of 
Clinton, compared with 88 percent for Obama. In the same poll, and 47 percent supported her candidacy, 
compared with 34 percent for Obama. Likewise, an October CNN poll found that Clinton was supported by 57 
percent of African-American Democrats, versus 33 percent for Obama. And toward the end of the year, Clinton 
continued to hold a favorability advantage, with favorable ratings from 83 percent of blacks, versus 74 percent 
for Obama. 

Obama’s huge black support only came after his first place finish in the Iowa caucuses in January 2008, where 
he proved himself a strong candidate with broad appeal. And once it did, he quickly became a credible 
candidate in a way that escaped similar liberal challengers, like Howard Dean in 2004 or Bill Bradley in 2000, 
who couldn’t build the same foothold. What’s more, he was helped along by the Clinton campaign’s missteps 
with black voters — from Bill’s “fairy tale” description of Obama’s chances to her argument that she was a better 
candidate to win “hard-working Americans, white Americans.” 

Absent Clinton’s tactical and rhetorical mistakes, she could have held on to a substantial chunk of the black vote, 
denying Obama the lopsided margins he needed to win — even if he held the majority of liberal support. 

Which brings us back to the present. Yes, Hillary Clinton benefits from her new popularity with liberals, but her 
strength comes from her position with black voters, who seem committed to a Clinton candidacy. And as long as 
that’s true, Hillary Clinton can’t lose the 2016 Democratic primary, period. 

So, if you’re among the people pushing Elizabeth Warren to run for the nomination, here’s a suggestion to pass 
along. If Sen. Warren is interested and wants a chance to win, she should spend a bit less time in Oregon and 
West Virginia, and a lot more in South Carolina.

I'm writing to ask where we stand with respect to working through the national securities law and civil liberties 
law concerning the topics above. I believe we agreed that some cross-talk between the National Security team 
and the DOJ/Domestic team is required, but I don't recall getting to closure on which individuals have the lead. 

The exchange I had with Susan Rice at the last Board meeting is illustrative of the difficulty. There can be an 
inherent tension between the national security perspective and the Rule of Law perspective. As we know, this 
played out in the Bush Administration rather tragically, and the vast majority of legal observers believe that the 
DOJ participants acted in a manner that -- at a minimum -- violated fundamental ethical and professional 
principles, if not the Law. As a formal matter, whatever course of policy and action the Obama Administration 
adopts on these issues, clearance by OLC and the Attorney General will be required, as well as review by White 
House Counsel. 

So, I believe the Transition should likewise get the right set of perspectives around a table sooner rather than 
later. 

There is another, related issue that deserves some attention: The role of OLC in relation to the State 
Department Legal Adviser (L). The Bush Administration broke with precedent by shifting more authority to OLC 
for definitive resolution of questions of international law and treaty interpretation. L was consulted, but the 
formal lead rested with OLC. Earlier administrations allowed the State Department to have the lead. What will 
be the practice in the Obama Administration? There are arguments in both directions. It would be good to get 
this resolved before the appointees are selected. 

I am interested in these issues, having taught National Security Law. But I know there are several terrific lawyers 
who could contribute a lot: Eric Holder, Jamie Gorelick, Larry Tribe, Cass Sunstein, Alex Aleinikoff.

'I want what I have always fought for: I want the 
nearly 18 million people who voted for me to be respected and heard.' Clinton told the crowd she would consult 
in the coming days with advisers about the fate of her moribund candidacy. But her remarks came hours after 
she told congressional colleagues she would be open to joining Obama as his running mate." 

The Washington Post (6/4, A1 , Kornblut, 723K) reports in a front page story that, "Characteristically measured 
and noticeably upbeat, Clinton did not explain her next move when she addressed her supporters in the dingy 
basement gym at Baruch College. If her speech seemed a valedictory, she did not say she was ending her 
campaign. If she lavishly praised Barack Obama — who 'inspired so many Americans to care about politics and 
empowered so many more to get involved' -- she did not endorse him." 

In a story headlined "Hillary Clinton's determined White House bid is at last truly over," the Los Angeles Times 
(6/4, Levey, 833K) reports Clinton "seemed unable to abandon her argument that she should have had the 
prize. 'In the millions of quiet moments, in thousands of places,' she told her fans, 'you asked yourself a simple 
question: Who would be the strongest candidate and the strongest president?' Clinton provided the answer. She 
ticked off the states she had won -- including South Dakota on Tuesday night -- and reiterated her much- 
disputed claim to have been the choice of more voters." 

NBC Nightly News (6/3, story 2, 2:45, Mitchell, 9.87M) reported, "When will she actually concede that is still 
undecided but she will concede." Terry McAuliffe, Clinton campaign chairman, was shown speaking earlier in the 
day on NBC's Today Show saying, "I think if Senator Obama gets the number, I think Hillary Clinton will 
congratulate him and call him the nominee." 

CLINTON "OPEN" TO ACCEPTING VP NOMINATION. Speaking on a conference call with legislators from 
her home state of New York yesterday, Hillary Clinton reportedly expressed interest in joining Barack Obama on 
the Democratic ticket as his vice presidential running mate. Later in the day, at Baruch College, Clinton told 
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supporters she was not yet prepared to exit the presidential race, saying she needed time to consider her 
options. The AP (6/4, Fouhy, Barrett) reports Hillary Clinton "told colleagues Tuesday she would consider joining 
Barack Obama as his running mate, and advisers said she was withholding a formal departure from the race 
partly to use her remaining leverage to press for a spot on the ticket." On the conference call, Clinton "said she 
was willing to become Obama's vice presidential nominee if it would help Democrats win the White House, 
according to several participants in the call." Clinton also "told colleagues the delegate math was not there for 
her to overtake Obama, but that she wanted to take time to determine how to leave the race in a way that would 
best help Democrats." 

On The Politico (6/4), Ben Smith says, "Greg Sargent has a statement from the campaign: 'Today on a 
conference call with New York legislators, Sen. Clinton was asked whether she was open to the idea of running 
as Vice President and repeated what has said before: she would do whatever she could to ensure that 
Democrats take the White House back and defeat John McCain.'" Smith adds, "This is worth keeping in 
perspective: What I reported, and what my sources on the call have told me is that, pressed on the vice 
presidency, Clinton had been open to it." 

ABC World News (6/3, lead story, 3:00, Tapper, 8.78M) reported, "Clinton seemed to suggest she would 
consider being Obama's vice presidential candidate. But people close to Clinton say that right now she's feeling 
tremendous pressure. And she needs to be given her space in order to make her decision." 

The CBS Evening News (6/3, story 2, 2:20, Axelrod, 7.66M) reported, "Formally ending her run may not come 
for a few days. But she is signaling interest in the vice president slot on the ticket. Asked by fellow New York 
lawmakers about it today, Clinton said, quote, I'm open to it." McAuliffe: "I think people have to realize that these 
two candidates received close to 37 million votes. No matter how we go forward, we have to win this White 
House back. The two of them have to be together in some capacity." 

On ABC World News (6/3, story 2, 2:05, Gibson, 8.78M), George Stephanopoulos said, "Now that she says 
she's open to considering it, a lot of her supporters want it, that puts Barack Obama in a bit of a box. He either 
has to pick her. He certainly has to seriously consider her. And if he doesn't want her, he has got to do it in a 
way that doesn't diss her or her supporters." 

On the CBS Evening News (6/3, story 3, 3:05, Couric, 7.66M), Bob Schieffer said, "I am told, Katie, that Senator 
Clinton's husband is the one who is mainly pushing this, telling her she needs to try to get on the ticket. Certainly 
there will be some pluses and minuses. A plus is obvious. She can help him bring women to support him, she 
can help him with blue-collar workers. But there are some minuses. And the main minus is Bill Clinton himself. 
Does Obama want to bring on the questions that will be asked about his personal life, how he made all the 
money he's made in recent years?" 

Clinton Seen As Withholding Concession To Maximize Leverage. In an analysis for the AE (6/4), Ron 
Fournier addresses the question, voiced by pundits and observers, and by Clinton herself: "What does Hillary 
want?" Fournier lists the following answers: "The vice presidency. ... A prime-time speaking role at the 
Democratic National Convention. ... campaign donations to forgive her debt. And she will press her case for 
relevancy at the risk of widening the divide between Barack Obama's supporters and her older, whiter, working- 
class coalition." Moreover, "What Clinton told supporters she wanted was an end to the war in Iraq, universal 
health care and a stronger economy. That certainly is true, but she's also looking out for her own interests. 
Clinton did not bow out Tuesday because she wants to retain her political leverage, advisers said privately, 
eying a spot on the ticket, a convention role and perhaps other benefits." 

OBAMA, CLINTON SPLIT FINAL TWO PRIMARIES. In Montana, CNN reports Obama topped Clinton 57%- 
41%, while in South Dakota, Clinton beat Obama 55%-45%, CNN reports this morning. 

Clinton Wins South Dakota Primary. The Sioux Falls Argus Leader (6/4, Ellis) reports that Sen. Hillary 
Clinton "scored an upset victory Tuesday in South Dakota over Barack Obama, winning a majority of the state's 
Democratic presidential delegates. But the win in South Dakota was overshadowed by Obama's historic 
assumption of the Democratic nomination for president. 'Thanks so much to South Dakota,' Clinton said during a 
speech in New York. 'You had the last word of this primary season, and it was worth the wait.' Clinton led 55 
percent to 45 percent with 99 percent of the vote counted early today. As late as Monday, some national 
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observers said Obama would easily triumph in South Dakota and Montana - the final primaries of the contest. 
Obama did win in Montana." 

The Rapid City Journal (6/4, Woster) reports, "In a single line delivered to a national television audience 
Tuesday night in New York City," Clinton "told the story of her successful campaign in South Dakota. Clinton, 
who topped" Obama "55 percent to 45 percent" in South Dakota, "said she was campaigning for 'the hard- 
working men and women who don't always make the headlines but who have always written the American 
story.'" Clinton made "three stops in Rapid City and a Pine Ridge reservation visit, as well as a succession of 
appearances in Democratic strongholds east of the Missouri River. And it all paid among voters who admire grit, 
former state Democratic Party chairwoman Judy Olson Duhamel of Rapid City said Tuesday night. 'Even people 
who maybe wouldn't have considered voting for her before had to admire her stamina and the fact that she just 
keeps on working -- and winning,' Olson Duhamel said." 

OBAMA CLINCHES DEMOCRATIC NOMINATION. Barack Obama on Tuesday became the first African 
American to win the nomination of a major political party in the US, as he claimed enough pledged delegates 
from the contests in Montana and South Dakota and, more importantly, enough superdelegate support 
yesterday to push him across the 2,1 18 threshold needed. Ironically, the day's primaries were again a split 
decision, with Obama winning Montana and Clinton winning South Dakota. 

Obama's upset of Hillary Clinton was the lead on each of the network news reports, and was the top story in the 
major dailies. Obama took a victory lap before a crowd of 17,000 the Xcel Center in St. Paul, Minnesota - site of 
the GOP convention in August -- praising his defeated rival, Hillary Clinton, and pivoting to target his new 
adversary, Republican John McCain. USA Today (6/4, Page, Lawrence, 2.28M) reports Obama "clinched the 
Democratic presidential nomination on the final day of an unprecedented primary season Tuesday, making 
history by prevailing over" Clinton, who was "once seen as the inevitable nominee." Obama "focused largely on 
the general election against Republican John McCain at his victory rally late Tuesday in St. Paul." 
Superdelegates, "among them former president Jimmy Carter, already had lined up behind Obama and pushed 
him over the 2,118 delegate total needed to be nominated before the polls closed in the Mountain West, where 
a total of 31 delegates were at stake." 

ABC World News (6/3, lead story, 3:00, Tapper, 8.78M) reported, "Obama scored endorsements from more than 
two dozen superdelegates, including House Majority Whip, Jim Clyburn." Rep. James Clyburn: "I think Obama 
enunciated a vision for the country going forward." 

The CBS Evening News (6/3, lead story, 2:45, Reynolds, 7.66M) reported, "With an eye toward those 
Republicans who may be disillusioned with the Bush administration, Obama will offer himself as an alternative, 
arguing that John McCain ensures nothing so much as a third term for Bush, more failures at home and abroad, 
a candidate with no plan to bring the troops home from Iraq, and a hands-off economic policy without relief for 
hard-pressed Americans." NBC Nightly News (6/3, lead story, 2:00, Cowan, 9.87M) reported, "Certainly the 
Obama campaign knows they need" Hillary Clinton's "support and her supporters heading into this general 
election." 

The Minneapolis (MN1 Star-Tribune (6/4, Von Sternberg) reports Obama "declared victory Tuesday night at a 
raucous rally at the Xcel Energy Center in downtown St. Paul." Speaking to 17,000 supporters "who had jammed 
the arena to witness an historic moment as Obama became the first black candidate in the nation's history to 
become a major party presidential nominee," Obama said, "Tonight, after fifty-four hard-fought contests, our 
primary season has finally come to an end." 

The AP (6/4, Raum, Pickier) reports Obama's victory "set up a five-month campaign with" McCain, "a race 
between a first-term Senate opponent of the Iraq War and a 71-year-old former Vietnam prisoner of war and 
staunch supporter of the current U.S. military mission. And both men seemed eager to begin." In New Orleans, 
McCain "accused his younger rival of voting 'to deny funds to the soldiers who have done a brilliant and brave 
job' in Iraq."' Obama "responded quickly, pausing in his own speech long enough to praise Clinton for 'her 
strength, her courage and her commitment to the causes that brought us here tonight.'" 

CLINTON CAMPAIGN MISTAKES ANALYZED. A broad range of media outlets ran analysis pieces on why 
Clinton lost her bid for the Democratic nomination, some examples: The Wall Street Journal (6/4, A1 , Calmes, 
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2.06M) reports in a front page story, "Inside the Clinton campaign and out, the finger-pointing has begun. The 
bottom line is this: She called the biggest plays, and she got them wrong." The mistakes "boil down to 
mismanagement, message, mobilization failures and the marital factor." Insiders say "control over the campaign 
resided with a small clique of loyalists close to Sen. Clinton but at odds with each other. Ultimately, however, she 
relied on an inner circle of two -- her husband, former President Bill Clinton, and their longtime pollster, Mark 
Penn -- whose instincts often clashed with those of the campaign veterans around them." And Clinton's 
"management choices, it is widely agreed, gave rise to fatal strategic blunders. The main one, in the eyes of 
many associates, was her message: She emphasized her Washington experience when voters wanted change." 
The campaign's "most inarguable mistake was its failure to organize voters in states with caucuses rather than 
primaries. That left Sen. Obama to build what proved an insurmountable lead in convention delegates." And the 
campaign "failed to acknowledge the 'Clinton fatigue' felt by many Democrats. Mr. Clinton's controversies on the 
stump only fanned it." 

ABC World News (6/3, story 4, 3:20, Snow, 8.78M) reported, "In the end, there was one truth she simply couldn't 
overcome. However experienced Hillary Clinton may be, the senator and former First Lady is inextricably tied to 
the past. And too many voters couldn't imagine her leading the nation into the future." Tad Devine, Democratic 
strategist: "Hillary Clinton decided to run as the candidate of experience and also to run on the record of the 
Clinton Administration. Both of those things looked backward." 

In an analysis for Gannett (6/4), Chuck Raasch attributes the decline of Clinton's fortunes to seven "forces she 
and her advisers could not, or did not, see coming," to wit: "A yearning for change," Clinton's perceived inability 
"to settle on a political style or persona," Democratic voters being more excited about breaking the race barrier 
than the gender barrier, Clinton's ill-advised focus on large states and Super Tuesday, a lack of substantial 
policy differences with Obama, the negative impact of Bill Clinton on her campaign, and finally, "Obama's 
national appeal, backed up by a broader and deeper national campaign strategy than Clinton had, was arguably 
the most important reason for her loss." 

REASONS FOR OBAMA VICTORY EXAMINED. The Washington Post (6/4. A1, Weisman, Murray, Slevin, 
723K) reports that almost "from the beginning," Hillary Clinton's "superior name recognition and her sway with 
state party organizations convinced Barack Obama's brain trust that a junior senator from Illinois was not going 
to be able to challenge the Clinton political machine head-on." The "insurgent strategy they devised instead was 
to virtually cede the most important battlegrounds of the Democratic nomination fight to Clinton, using precision 
targeting to minimize her delegate hauls, while going all out to crush her in states where Democratic candidates 
rarely ventured and causes that were often ignored." The "surprise was how well his strategy held up — and how 
little resistance it met." 

The Los Angeles Times (6/5, A1 , Barabak, 833K) reports in a front page story that Obama's "victory over Clinton 
after an epic 1 6-month battle for the Democratic nomination will go down as one of the great political upsets of 
all time." It was "a triumph of charisma and soaring oratory -- two of the oldest commodities in politics -- fused 
with a thoroughly modern campaign that harnessed the Internet like never before." 

ABC World News (6/3, story 3, 2:55, Wright, 8.78M) reported, "Obama embraced the one message that was 
mattered this year." Donna Brazile, Democratic strategist: "Senator Obama had one simple message, and that 
was change. And throughout the campaign no, matter which way the wind was blowing, Senator Obama stuck 
with his message of change." Wright: "Just as important, he cast his campaign as a rejection of old-style 
Washington politics." 

In an analysis headlined "How Barack Obama won the nomination," McClatchv (6/4, Talev) relates, "Did Barack 
Obama upset Hillary Clinton for the Democratic presidential nomination because: A.) He worked harder in Iowa 
and other caucus and early-voting states and built a national movement of youth and grass-roots activists and 
small-dollar donors? B.) His campaign staff worked more harmoniously than Clinton's and without a sense of 
entitlement? C.) His 1 1-win streak after Feb. 5's Super Tuesday contests cost Clinton so much in delegates, 
momentum and money that her big wins later on weren't enough? D.) He's a gifted speechmaker whose 
message of change and less divisive politics had broader appeal than Clinton's claim that she was ready on day 
one? The answer is: E.) All of the above."

As Prepared for Delivery 

In the last few months, there has been no shortage of public concern over the opportunities for America’s millennial 
generation of young adults — be it their prospects for school, job, house, or life partner in the aftermath of the Great 
Recession. Such attention is certainly well merited. The Great Recession was felt acutely across the American population but 
perhaps more so for our youths: while the unemployment rate for those over 34 peaked at about 8 percent, the 
unemployment rate among those between the ages of 18 and 34 peaked at 14 percent in 2010 and remains elevated, despite 
substantial improvement; delinquency rates on student loans have risen several percentage points since the Great Recession 
and even into the recovery; and the homeownership rate among young adults has dropped from a peak of 43 percent in 2005 
to 37 percent in 2013 concurrent with a large increase in the share living with their parents. 

As often occurs when precipitous changes appear to mark a generation, there has been much speculation regarding the 
economic forces driving the differences between millennials and those in my generation or my parents’ generation. Are good 
jobs harder to find for today’s young adults? Will growing student loan debt hold back millennials’ homeownership 
opportunities? Will they ever purchase homes or are do we have on our hands a “Lost Generation” consigned to a lifetime of 
renting, living in small condos, or even worse for all concerned — spending the coming decades living with their parents? 

To be sure, these questions do not admit any straightforward answers, and it may take years before we are able to fully 
disentangle the interplay between the housing and labor markets in a satisfying way. But today I would like to look at 
millennials more closely and bring to bear some of the existing economic data and research on the issue in an attempt to 
better understand the trends in millennials’ behavior, with particular attention to its implications for the housing sector. These 
data imply that it may be premature to suggest that trends among today’s youth are a reflection of a profound change in their 
preferences or attitudes in the aftermath of the Great Recession when many of these trends were on the horizon long before 
the recession began and they have been compounded by the large but likely temporary effects of the recession itself. 
However, regardless of the cause of the recent developments, the ultimate outcomes for this generation will also depend on 
our policy choices. 


Millennials in the Economic Recovery 

There is no doubt that millennials have been very unlucky, given that many had to seek out a first job in what was an 
extraordinarily distressed labor market in 2008. As Peter Orszag recently noted — “Bom in 1988? Sorry.” The Great 
Recession was the most severe since the Great Depression, putting 8.6 million people put out of work, of whom 47 percent 
were between the ages of 18 and 34 . LU (While definitions vary, millennials are often defined as those bom starting in 
roughly 1980 to the 2000s; that means that millennials were between 8 to 28 years old when the recession began in 2008 and 
are now 14 to 34 years old. In my remarks today I focus on ages 18 to 34 as a more meaningful and intertemporally 
comparable age group.) 

The overall unemployment rate for workers 18 to 34 peaked at 14 percent and has since come down to 9 percent, which is 
about 72 percent of the way back to its pre-recession average value but still unacceptably high, as shown in Table 1. This is 
slightly less than the recovery for the overall unemployment rate — which is 83 percent of the way back to the average of the 
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last expansion. 


A range of other labor market indicators shown in Table 1 tell a similar story — a substantial recovery, but one that is not 
complete and is lagging somewhat behind the recovery for other age groups. Long-term unemployment for millennials, like 
for the broader workforce, is double its previous average. Younger men are more likely to be unemployed than young 
women — much like they were before the recession. African-American youth have more than twice the unemployment rate of 
whites, something that was equally true before the recession as after. The unemployment rate of young college graduates 
remains much lower than that of all other groups, although it has declined somewhat slower than those with less education. 
Finally, like with the overall unemployment rate, you see the labor market recovery not just in the official unemployment rate 
but also in broader measures of people without jobs, although the broadest measure which includes people working part-time 
for economic reasons, has further to go. 
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The Great Recession comes on top of a longer-term trend of reduced labor force participation and increased schooling by 
young people. Labor force participation among the youngest workers (those 18-34 years old) has fallen steadily since its 
peak in the late 1980s, and is now 5 percentage points lower than it was 30 years ago, as seen in Figure 1. Flowever, at the 
same time the share of people in this age group in school has risen so that the fraction either working or in school has been 
roughly constant. Research has shown that both increasing enrollment and decreasing participation rates among students 
have contributed to the overall lower participation rate, with the former being the primary factor in the late 1980s and 1990s, 
and the latter driving the decline since then.

School enrollment generally has a cyclical component as young people enroll in school in greater numbers and stay longer in 
recessions, both because unemployment is high and in order to enhance their skills to become more competitive in a tougher 
job market. This increase in educational attaimnent was primarily at the college level with some additional enrollment at the 
post-college or graduate level. Encouragingly, most of this rise in college enrollments among millennials comes from students 
who are on track to complete their degrees on time, not from students who are avoiding the job market by taking five or six 
years to complete a four-year degree. 

Flowever, accompanying this increase in schooling has been an increase in the amount of student debt and an alarming 
increase in student debt delinquency rates. The Federal Reserve Bank of New York estimates in the first quarter that total 
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student loan debt is nearly $1.1 trillion, more than double what it was in 2005 and larger than any other category of debt 
except for mortgages. Of total student loan debt today, roughly 1 1 percent has been categorized as seriously delinquent, up 
4.4 percentage points since the end of 2005. Numerous factors can account for the increase in borrowing: growth in the 
student population, a shift in the student population to a higher ratio of lower- income students who are more likely to take 
out loans, a rise in the cost of college, lower household incomes as a result of the Great Recession, and more limited access 
to other forms of credit, such as home equity loans, that parents have previously used to pay for their children’s college 
educations. These factors manifest themselves in the rising average and median debt levels per household, as shown in 
Figure 2.

Millennials are also getting married later than previous cohorts, but as with educational attainment, the declines in marriage 
propensity for millennials are largely in line with a strong pre-existing trend, as shown in Figure 3, with little sign of a major 
change in the wake of the Great Recession. At least in part, the postponement of marriage may be the result of increased 
educational attainment — as people with college degrees tend to marry at older ages and this relationship has held even as the 
share of students going to college has expanded.

Finally, of particular importance to the housing market issues that I am focused on today is the fact that record numbers of 
18 to 34 year olds are currently living at home with their parents, as shown in Figure 4. This means they not only do not 
own homes but that they are also not a source of demand for rentals either.

This elevated share of young adults living at home is especially notable among millenials without jobs, which, when 
combined with observations about millenials’ student debt burdens and marriage rates, have raised numerous questions about 
how prolonged their delay into these conventional indicators of adulthood might be, including whether and when they will 
become homeowners. For example, it is easy to speculate how falling homeownership rates and the recovery of multifamily 
construction signal a shift in preferences toward renting among millennials, or at least those that have moved out of their 
parents’ homes. In what follows, I will discuss whether this particular interpretation of the data is justified or whether a 
more nuanced view is useful in understanding the implications of millennials’ behavior for housing markets. 

A Deeper Dive on Millennials at Home and Housing Activity 

From 2012 to 2013, residential investment grew at double digit rates, making a major and timely contribution to the overall 
economic recovery just as fiscal support was waning. At the same time, we have seen strong house price growth, fewer 
underwater borrowers, and falling distressed sales. But even with this recovery, residential construction is well below its pre- 
recession, pre-bubble steady state levels — and in the last two quarters the residential investment component of GDP has been 
negative, although largely because of declining commissions associated with existing home sales than declining construction 
activity. 

This restrained construction activity likely is a function of several factors: tight lending standards and supply material 
constraints to name a few. But, particularly over the long run, construction is largely demand-driven, for which a key 
demographic is millennials who now comprise the largest generation in U.S. history. As seen in Table 2 below, the single 
largest driver of overall demand for residential construction is the number of new households formed, or “household 
formation.”

In recent years, getting an accurate picture of new household formation has been difficult due to an unprecedented 
divergence in readings from the two different surveys that are the standard sources for the data. These estimates suggest a 
wide range of 600,000 to 1.3 million households per year. If the reality is somewhere in between, then as you can see in 
Table 2, household formation in recent years has been weak and below average household formation in previous 
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Household formation is the product of two factors: the overall population and the “headship rate,” the share of population 
that either rents or owns, in effect the share of the population not living at home. The recent weak household formation 
readings mostly reflect a decline in headship, including for young adults, as seen in Figure 5. In fact, the decline in headship 
among young adults alone over the last decade likely resulted in a loss of over 1 million households cumulatively. Had this 
decline — and the consequent rise in young adults living at home — not occurred, millennials would be boosting housing 
demand, and in turn residential construction.

So what caused this drop in the headship rate in millennials and is it reversible? Some have speculated that this increase in 
those living at home and concurrent decrease in headship is a function of measurement in surveys, whereby those in college 
are classified as living at home. However, even among 18 to 24 year olds not enrolled in college and 25 to 34 year olds, who 
are presumably out of college, the share of individuals living with their parents also increased sharply during the Great 
Recession. 1 So, while these measurement concerns may be part of the story, they do not appear to account for much of 
large increases observed for millennials. 

One factor certainly at play is the business cycle and the impaired labor markets during the Great Recession. As documented 
in the economics literature, the headship rate has a significant cyclical component and business cycle conditions are the 
primary factors determining headship decisions in the short-runJ Indeed, as can be seen in Figure 6, since the 1970s, 
headship among young adults, shown by the green line plotted against an inverted axis, has roughly been the inverse of the 
unemployment rate for the same demographic. As can be seen in the figure, however, the recovery in headship rates has 
fallen well short of the recovery in the unemployment rate — a point I will return to. More detailed analysis that we have 
undertaken looks state-by-state at the relationship between headship and unemployment confirms that cyclical factors 
account for a large part of the decline in headship during the recession. Moreover, the Great Recession strained the 
economic and financial resources of the parents of millennials, who may in turn have reduced their financial support of their 
adult children or have encouraged them to move back home to help with expenses.

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These considerations suggest that as the economy and labor markets continue to improve, headship among millennials could 
rise and provide a boost to household formation. However, as I discuss below, the outlook for homeownership among 
millennials features more uncertainty in both the near and long-term. 


The Outlook for Homeownership Among Millennials 

While headship is the most important factor in understanding the dynamics of housing markets, it is also important to 
understand whether a millennial owns or rents. On average, construction of a multifamily unit results in about 60 percent less 
contribution to GDP than a single-family unit would. 

In the recovery so far, the decline in multifamily construction was relatively small and has fully recovered while single family 
fell dramatically and remains well from recovered, as shown in Figure 7. Some have argued that the Great Recession resulted 
in a profound shift in preferences for millennials toward renting so that, under this hypothesis, even if the headship rate and 
household formation were to recover, millennials would be a generation of renters rather than homeowners.

At this stage in the recovery, ascertaining whether there is a permanent shift in preferences is difficult to know conclusively 
but several factors call this interpretation of the data into question. For one, there does not appear to be a drastic shift in the 
homeownership rate over successive cohorts of young adults beyond the previously identified secular trend in “delayed 
adulthood.” As seen in Figure 8, the long-run decline in ownership is present across income levels but is largest for high 
earners, consistent with larger declines in headship among this group. Analysis undertaken by Trulia’s Jed Kolko finds that 
the homeownership rate among young adults features a secular downward trend explained by changing demographics rather 
than a drastic change in preferences. That said, as the sharp post-recession changes in Figure 8 show, consistent with the 
longer-standing cyclical patterns, there is good reason to believe that the large increase in unemployment in the wake of the 
recession would have a commensurately large — but temporary — impact on both headship and homeownership.

Even with the economy well along the way to recovery, mortgage credit availability for households, and first-time 
homebuyers in particular, remains very tight and has shown only very few signs of easing. Indeed, research by Federal 
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Reserve economist Neil Bhutta estimates that higher credit score thresholds used by lenders in the aftermath of the Great 
Recession can explain about 40 percent of the drop in first-time home buying in recent years relative to the early 2000s. In 
contrast, builders do not appear to be facing as many constraints to finance multifamily construction as with single-family 
construction. Notably, issuance of private-label commercial mortgage-backed securities has recovered to pre-bubble levels 
and the Federal Reserve’s Senior Loan Officer Opinion Survey has reported net easing of standards for commercial real 
estate loans for the last 3 years. 

Finally, the recovery in multifamily construction may be a byproduct of the uneven housing market recovery. To date, 
construction of multifamily units has been concentrated in markets with relatively inelastic housing supply. On balance, these 
markets feature relatively high density and currently do not have a large supply of vacant homes. In contrast, the less dense 
markets with a predominantly single-family housing stock were hit hardest by the recession and still have an outsized 
overhang of vacant homes. Hence the recovery in multifamily construction and the low levels of single-family construction 
that we see in the aggregate could reflect the different stages of the housing market recovery in these two types of markets. 


The Implications of Student Debt for Homeownership 

Many have posed the possibility for rising levels of student loan debt and delinquencies to weigh on homeownership. The 
theoretical justification for why this could be the case rests on at least three factors. First, all else equal, higher levels of debt 
can lead borrowers to trigger underwriting thresholds that make mortgages more expensive than they otherwise would be. 
Second, student loan delinquencies lower credit scores, which in turn raises the cost of credit. Lastly, student loan debt and 
delinquencies could lead young adults to live with their parents. 

However, whether the burden of student loan debt is the ultimate cause of today’s low home buying activity among young 
adults remains an open question empirically. On the one hand, higher student loan debt is a byproduct of the higher 
enrollment seen in recent years. If the higher returns to education justify the investment that millennials made, then one can 
view today’s relatively low rates of homeownership among millennials as temporary — schooling, rather than debt, is delaying 
household fonnation and homeownership to later in the lifecycle. Eventually, these young adults will leave their parents’ 
nests, rent homes, get married, buy homes, and have children. In this case, the outlook for homeownership is positive. 
However, many young people, including those with student loans, will face costs from entering the labor market during such 
a terrible recession for years to come. In addition, many students financing their education through debt may have been 
inadequately prepared to manage the financial complications of managing debt. For both of these groups, the burden of 
servicing student loan debt could make it difficult to save for a down payment and buy a home. 

Moreover, the student debt story is not just about averages — it is also importantly about the much greater likelihood of 
missing student loan payments among those who attend low-value added schools or do not complete their education, as 
shown in Figure 9. As a result, it could be having a greater impact on the housing market for these types of individuals.

Conclusion: An Agenda for Millennials and the Housing Sector 

The Administration recognizes that a vibrant housing sector is a key driver for economic growth and that millennials in 
particular are critical to at least partially making up for the unprecedented declines in construction activity following the Great 

Recession. To that end, there are several areas of policy I want to highlight that help address this issue. 
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First, the President’s overall economic agenda to create jobs, increase growth and raise wages will all help millenials and the 
housing market. This includes everything from investing in areas like infrastructure and research to reforming to the business 
tax code to workforce policies to address long-term unemployment and improve job matches to increasing the minimum 
wage. 

Second, policies that specifically focus on labor force attachment among young people can raise their labor force 
participation throughout life and offset the long-term declining trend in participation I discussed at the Flamilton Project at the 
Brookings Institution last week.^i For example, earlier this year the President announced $100 million in funding for 
American Apprenticeship Grants, which will use existing funds to expand apprenticeships, training young people for high- 
demand jobs and helping them build relationships with employers. Additionally, the Administration will award $500 million to 
community colleges to implement job training programs based on the skills and credentials in-demand among businesses. The 
President has similarly committed to re-designing high school curricula to focus more on industry-relevant skills. All of these 
initiatives aim to give young people labor market skills and connect them with employment opportunities, raising their labor 
force participation over the long term. 

Third, addressing debt and college is essential. The President supports Senator Warren’s proposal to refinance student debt 
and, in the absence of Congressional action, has signed a Presidential Memorandum to direct the Secretary of Education to 
propose regulations that would allow nearly 5 million federal student loan borrowers to cap their monthly payments at 10 
percent of their income. At the same time, as I discussed, a lot of the most serious challenges with debt are for those who 
end up in a low-quality program that does not prepare them for a good job or, potentially worse, those who do not complete. 
That is why the Administration has focused on completion by launching the college scorecard and proposing a Race to the 
Top for college affordability and completion. In addition, the Administration is developing gainful employment regulations to 
encourage programs to improve. 

Finally, a range of housing policies can be particularly helpful for first-time homebuyers, including many millennials. 
Mortgage credit is currently tighter than other forms of credit, and one reason that lenders point to is uncertainty over the 
conditions under which Fannie Mae, Freddie Mac, and the Federal Housing Administration (FHA) will obligate lenders to 
repurchase mortgages should the borrower become delinquent. In May, the FHA embarked on a program to address these 
concerns, and acting independently, Federal Housing Finance Administration (FHFA) Director Mel Watt has also undertaken 
steps to provide clarity on so-called put-back risk and thereby ease credit constraints in the mortgage market. Also, the 
Administration has extended the Making Home Affordable program to continue to help struggling homeowners facing 
foreclosure or whose mortgages are underwater. Lastly, the FHA announced a program in May to reduce insurance 
premiums for homeowners who receive housing counseling. 

While it may yet be revealed that millennials’ preferences have changed permanently in light of the recession, I hope that 
some of the evidence I have presented here today can temper such speculations. Although we have seen a slow but steady 
evolution in areas like college attendance, marriage and labor force participation for many decades, there is no strong reason 
to believe that millennials are dramatically different than the generations of Americans that preceded them. Rather, it is the 
unlucky economic times with which they were presented with that explains much of their challenge. We have the ability to 
do a lot to address those challenges — and the onus is on us to do so.

Here are key takeaways of the newly released CNN/ORC poll: 

Hillary Clinton holds significant leads over all of the GOP candidates tested, including a 9-point lead over Jeb 
Bush and 6-point leads over both Scott Walker and Donald Trump. In the August 201 1 CNN poll four years ago, 
President Obama was essentially tied with Mitt Romney - ahead by just 1 point. 

Clinton continues to have far higher favorabilities than the best-known Republican alternatives. While Clinton is -9 
points in this poll (44 fav/53 unfav), Jeb Bush has fallen to -22 points (34/56) and Trump is -23 points (36/59). 

As was always expected once she re-entered politics as a candidate, Clinton saw a dip in her approval rating from 
CNN's March numbers (mid 50s) to their May and July numbers (mid 40s) according to CNN polling. But, despite 
relentless Republican attacks, Hillary Clinton’s favorability declined only 2 points since the May CNN poll nearly three 
months ago, and just 1 point from the last CNN poll in July. 

Hillary Clinton continues to be the overwhelming favorite in the Democratic primary - leading by almost 20 
points (48 percent to 27 percent). In fact, a total of 74% of Democrats list Clinton as either their 1st or 2nd choice; 
43% do the same for Sanders. 

On the major questions Democratic primary voters have, they choose Hillary Clinton - best to handle the 
economy by 19 points, race relations by 24 points, foreign policy by 52 points, and even “handle the income gap” by 
7 points. 

Since the Republican debate, Donald Trump has now become the standard-bearer for the Republican party. He’s 
not only leading all their Republican candidates for the nomination, but this poll makes it seem he’s the strongest 
alternative they could offer to the general election which tells you how weak their field really is.

Hillary Rodham Clinton's presidential campaign will center on boosting economic security for the middle class and 
expanding opportunities for working families, while casting the former senator and secretary of state as a "tenacious 
fighter" able to get results, two senior advisers said Saturday. 

They provided the first preview of the message that Clinton planned to convey when she launches her long-anticipated 
campaign on Sunday with an online video. Until now, the former first lady has offered only hints of what would drive her if 
she were to run a second time for the White House 


The strategy described by Clinton's advisers has echoes of President Barack Obama's 2012 re-election campaign. He 
framed the choice for voters as between Democrats focused on the middle class and Republicans wanting to protect the 
wealthy and return to policies that led to the 2008 economic collapse. 

The advisers said Clinton will argue that voters have a similar choice in 2016. Clinton also intends to sell herself as being 
able to work with Congress, businesses and world leaders. 

That approach could be perceived as a critique of Obama, Clinton's rival for the nomination in 2008. He has largely been 
unable to fulfill his pledge to end Washington's intense partisanship and found much of his presidency stymied by gridlock 
with Congress. 

The Clinton advisers spoke on condition of anonymity in order to discuss her plans ahead of Sunday's announcement. 
People familiar with the plans say Clinton will travel to Iowa and other early-voting states to hold small events with 
residents in the days after the video's release. 

Clinton is not expected to roll out detailed policy positions in the first weeks of her campaign. Advisers said she planned 
to talk about ways families can increase take-home pay, the importance of expanding early childhood education and 
making higher education more affordable. 

It's not yet clear whether that will include a noticeable break with Obama on economic policy. The GOP has hammered 
Obama's approach as anti-business and insufficient in the wake of the recession. The White House says the economy 
has improved significantly in recent years. 

The unemployment rate fell to 5.5 percent in March, but manufacturing and new home construction slowed, cheaper gas 
has yet to ignite consumer spending and participation in the labor force remains sluggish. 

Clinton will enter the race as the overwhelming favorite for her party's nomination. Still, her team has said her early 
strategy is designed to avoid appearing to take that nomination for granted. 

The early events will include discussions at colleges, day care centers and private homes, and stops at coffee shops and 
diners. After about a month of such events, Clinton will give a broader speech outlining more specifics about her rationale 
for running. 

In 2008, Clinton followed a video announcement with a large rally in Des Moines, Iowa. 

Clinton's husband, Bill, and daughter, Chelsea, are unlikely to appear at her early events. Bill Clinton , the former two- 
term president, said recently that he wanted to play a role as a "backstage adviser" in his wife's campaign. 

Advisers said Bill Clinton has been engaged with his wife in some of the policy discussions leading up to this weekend's 
rollout. 

To prepare for the campaign, Clinton has spent months meeting with economic policy experts, including Heather Boushey, 
whose research focuses on inequality, and Teresa Ghilarducci, a labor economist and retirement policy expert. The policy 
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development process has been overseen by aides Jake Sullivan and Dan Schwerin. 

In the days before her announcement, Clinton has been holding lengthy meetings with her staff, sometimes joining them at 
her crowded personal offices in midtown Manhattan and other times participating by phone. 

Clinton's growing team of staffers began working out of a new campaign headquarters in Brooklyn on Friday. 

She is expected to reach out to donors in the coming weeks, but does not plan to headline many fundraising events over 
the next month.

A group allied with the Obama White House released a new television advertisement Wednesday attacking Republicans for 
foot-dragging on energy legislation in light of the massive oil spill in the Gulf. 

In one of the sharpest indications of the politicization of the BP disaster to date, the group Americans United for Change's ad 
places images of oil rushing into the Gulf waters alongside accusations that the GOP is doing the bidding of the oil industry. 

"2.5 million gallons of oil have flowed into the gulf each day," the narrator declares in the ad. "But oil isn't just polluting the 
Gulf — It's polluting our politics. In the last three and a half years, the oil industry has given over $35 million dollars to 
Republicans. Tell Mitch McConnell and the Republicans to stop blocking clean energy and start holding the polluters 
accountable. Tell them to pass the American Power Act." 

The spot reflects what appears to be a growing willingness among Democratic lawmakers and institutions to use the crisis in 
the Gulf to achieve legislative progress in D.C. Earlier in the week, President Obama himself accused the GOP of playing 
"special interest politics" by holding up a vote that would increase the liability of oil companies responsible for economic- 
damaging spills. 

The problem, of course, is that the energy legislation that both the president and American United for Change are promoting 
contains an expansion of offshore drilling — making it harder to charge (as in the ad) that Democrats, not Republicans, want 
to hold the "polluters accountable." That said, the offshore drilling component is just one part of a much broader proposal 
that seems likely to gain limited if any Republican support in the Senate. 

The ad, according to a AUC official, will be going up on national cable starting on Wednesday, with an initial purchase of 
$50,000.

Millions of dollars in donations from oil companies to Republican candidates have polluted Washington, a liberal group 
charged Thursday in a new ad. 

Americans United for Change launched a television ad hitting Senate Republicans' response to the oil spill, as well as their 
stance on the energy and climate bill introduced last week by Sens. John Kerry (D-Mass.) and Joe Lieberman (I-Conn.). 

The ad, which will begin airing over the next week on cable news networks in the Washington area, includes video of one of 
the underwater leaks in the oil pipeline in the Gulf of Mexico, which has spilled thousands of barrels of oil into coastal 
waters over the last month. 

"We understand that Senate Republicans have been given 35 million reasons by the big oil companies to stand in the way 
of clean energy legislation," AUFC communications director Jeremy Funk said. "In the face of an environmental 
catastrophe of this magnitude, we hope that even the Grand Oil Party will think twice before standing with the polluters 
and standing in the way of a clean-energy future and new clean-energy jobs.” 

Republicans have given Kerry and Lieberman's "American Power Act" a chilly reception since it was unveiled last week. 
The GOP has also objected to attempts in the past week by Democrats to raise the amount of damages for which oil 
companies are liable in the case of an accident. 

Republicans have objected to unanimous-consent attempts to raise the liability to $10 billion (from a present level of $75 
million), reasoning that more specificity in the law is needed and arguing that it could strangle independent oil producers.

With Sen. Lisa Murkowski blocking quick passage of a bill in the Senate to raise the penalties BP faces for the Gulf oil spill, the Democratic-affiliated 
Americans United for Change is firing off an ad tarring Republicans with big oil money. 

The aim of the spot is to promote energy reform legislation, but New Jersey Sen. Bob Menendez probably doesn’t mind the pressure it could bring for 
his oil spill bill, which would raise the cap on economic damages BP must pay to $10 billion from $75 million. 

The ad is called “Dirty,” and says Republicans have taken $35 million from the oil industry in recent years. It's main point: “The oil isn’t just polluting the 
Gulf — It's polluting our politics.” 
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The spot will run for the next week on D.C.-area cable. 

“We understand that Senate Republicans have been given 35 million reasons by the big oil companies to stand in the way of clean energy legislation,” 
said AUC’s Jeremy Funk. “But there are 2.5 million better reasons to join Democrats in reducing the nation’s dependence on oil gushing into the Gulf of 
Mexico every day — caused by oil giant BP’s negligence,” he said, referring to some estimates of the amount of oil rushing into the Gulf. 

“In the face of an environmental catastrophe of this magnitude, we hope that even the Grand Oil Party will think twice before standing with the 
polluters and standing in the way of a clean energy future and new clean energy jobs,” Funk said.

So with what was supposed to be slam-dunk Wall Street reform finally off their plate the Senate will turn to critical 
climate change legislation next, right?

Laurel will be sending out the minutes of the meeting in the next few weeks, so consider this more of an informal 
update while the news is fresh. 


We began the meeting with Teresa’s report on recent developments at the college. Classes started on 
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Thursday and she reported that early estimates suggest a possible gain of 20 new students this fall (total 418); 
still too early to know the final retention number. Knox has been rising in the national rankings (e.g., from 81 to 
72 in U.S. News and World Report; from 13 to 1 1 in the Washington Monthly). She learned yesterday that the 
Mellon Foundation had made a $800,000 gift to the college to support a suite of initiatives designed to 
strengthen first-generation and low-income students' academic development and educational attainment. 


The committee then had the opportunity to discuss the outcome of the August retreat in Chicago, the draft 
agendas for the board and committee meetings for October, and the board and committee work plans. 


I then reported on my research on staff support in the president’s office at select peer institutions, and Teresa 
shared her thoughts on next steps. First step will be to find a strong successor to Denise in the position of 
executive assistant, and Teresa has a couple of good finalists she is now considering. When we meet in 
October, I’ll brief you on what I learned about other colleges and what additional support we might consider. 


The committee then approved the membership for the Nominating Committee for 201 5-201 6: Dave Schulz, 
chair; Laurel Andrew, Ellie Hartog, Keith Maskus, and Sue Zucker. This summer, Mark Kleine asked to step 
down as chair of the Facilities and Infrastructure Committee (he’ll remain on the board), so I’ve asked the 
Nominating Committee to bring forward one or more nominees for the board to consider at its October meeting. 
We’re all grateful to Mark for the excellent service he’s given the college as chair of the Facilities and 
Infrastructure Committee, and I appreciate him staying on as chair until the October meeting when we’ll appoint 
a new chair to serve for the remainder of the year. 


Next, the Executive Committee endorsed the establishment of the Trustee Task Force on Socially Responsible 
Investing. I’m attaching the charge to the task force. Thanks to Joe Bastian for chairing and to Joe Glossberg, 
Isabelle Goossen, Jan Koran, Steve Luetger, and Jerry Vovis for agreeing to serve. We look forward to 
considering a proposal from the task force at the February board meeting. 


Finally, Teresa briefed us on two issues related to the Arts Building - the status of fundraising and the 
construction schedule/costs. As you know, the board voted in June to begin construction when we had raised 
90% of the hard costs for the building. Teresa — and Keith — made the case to the Executive Committee that we 
should begin construction in early October — before the October board meeting. We now have 82% of the funds 
raised, rather than the required 90%. After hearing the arguments for the administration’s request, the 
committee was persuaded that beginning construction in early October made good sense. We decided to bring 
this issue to the full board for its review and action at a special telephonic meeting of the board, to be called in 
September. At that meeting, Teresa and Keith will be asking for an exception to the general practice of having 
90% of the funds in hand before construction can begin. Laurel will be in touch with you to announce the time 
of the meeting and Keith will be sending out detailed information as background for the administration’s request.

WINNIPEG. CANADA 
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WEDNESDAY. JANUARY 21. 2015 


Thank you, Winnipeg! Thank you Gary, Victor, and everyone at CIBC. 

I’m delighted to be here in the “The Peg.” I know sometimes you’re called the “Chicago of 
the North.” Well, as someone who grew up in the “Winnipeg of the South,” let me just say, I 
feel right at home. 

In fact, that’s how I feel whenever I come to Canada. Our two countries have so much in 
common. No two nations in the world are closer. No border is longer or more peaceful. No 
one trades more. Or shares more core values. 

Canada and the United States are strongest when we’re standing side-by-side. 

You can see it right here in Manitoba, where plans to link your hydro electricity with wind 
power produced in Minnesota hold the potential to reduce costs and increase use of clean 
energy on both sides of the border. 

You can see it in the courageous efforts of Canadian and American doctors and aid workers 
to bring help and hope to Ebola-ravaged West Africa. 

In so many ways, in so many places, the alliance between our two countries and the broader 
community of democracies remains a cornerstone of peace, prosperity, and progress. 

Today, that’s as important and urgent as ever. 

The recent terrorist attacks in Paris, and the foiled plot in Brussels, are stark reminders of 
the threats we face together. In the brutal burst of automatic gunfire we heard the echoes 
of Boston, London, Madrid, and so many others. 

It was only three months ago that Ottawa was targeted. Canadians pulled together then, 
just as Parisians and people across Europe and the world are doing now. Here in Winnipeg, 
that very night, you went to the polls and elected your first-ever Metis [May-TEES] mayor. 
Regardless of politics, it was a statement about the values of pluralism and openness that 
define our democracies. 

Those were the same values under assault in Paris. 

The slaughter of satirists and Jews sharpened the true contours of this struggle. It is not just 
a matter of law enforcement or military action. We are in a contest of ideas. 

Now, let’s be clear: Islam itself is not the adversary. The vast majority of Muslims are 
peaceful and tolerant people. We see that everyday in Canada and the United States, with 
so many of our neighbors and fellow citizens. 

But we can’t close our eyes to the fact that there is a distorted and dangerous strain of 
extremism within the Muslim world that continues to spread. Its adherents are few in 
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number, but they are causing profound damage - most especially to their own communities. 

With these vicious few, we are confronting an ideology of hate. A worldview based on 
tearing down and dividing rather than building up and bringing together. The claim to 
absolute truth. Total intolerance for the beliefs and rights of others. 

Like previous ideological struggles, this is a generational challenge. And it must be waged on 
many fronts. 

First, we have to craft our strategy in the Middle East with an eye to this battle of ideas. 

Canada, the United States and many other nations are working together to stop the spread 
of ISIS and other violent extremists in the region. These militants are targeting religious and 
ethnic minorities, kidnapping and beheading civilians, persecuting women, and attracting 
foreign fighters, including some with Western passports who could easily return home. 

This fight is crucial. And more broadly, we have to do everything we can to empower 
moderates and marginalize extremists throughout the Middle East and the wider Muslim 
world. 

It’s no coincidence that the places where minorities are persecuted and dissent is forbidden 
make fertile ground for radicalism. 

It’s also no coincidence that the women’s lives aren’t valued or their rights respected tend to 
be sources of conflict and instability. 

Too often concerns about these issues are dismissed as soft or second-tier. But they’re at 
the heart of this challenge. 

Second, we have to be smart about how we defend ourselves and go after terrorists. In 
addition to robust military and law enforcement actions, we also need to target terrorist 
financing, recruitment, and propaganda. That requires close international cooperation. And 
as Secretary of State, I worked hard with Canada and others to build up a network of global 
counterterrorism collaboration. 

We also have to do a better job contesting online space, including websites and chat rooms 
where extremists inspire and recruit followers. I’m proud of the work we’ve begun in this 
area, but there’s a lot more to do, as we can see from the success that ISIS continues to 
have online. 

Third, and this is the point I really want to emphasize today, we have to show the world that 
free people and free markets are still the hope of humanity. 

The great democracies have to set an example. Standing up for our values in our own 
countries and communities is just as crucial as promoting them abroad. 

And today there are many forces tugging at the fabric of our societies. Demagogues who 
play on fears of immigrants and minorities. Economic stagnation that hollows out 
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communities and puts the dream of upward mobility out of reach for too many families. 

Deep frustrations that erode trust in our leaders, our institutions, even our neighbors. 

We can’t give in to these forces of entropy. We have to go back to first principles. The 
values written into our democratic DNA. Freedom. Equality. Opportunity. Pluralism. 

We have to remember that whatever our differences, we’re all in this together. For our 
democracies to meet the tests ahead, all our people have to believe they have a stake in our 
prosperity and our future -- no matter where they’re from, what they look like, how they 
worship, or who they love. 

In the United States, we recently lost one of our wisest political sages, Mario Cuomo. He 
used to talk about the nation as a family. The “family of America.” We are all bound one to 
another, he said, and everyone needs a seat at the table. That’s democracy. 

Now, as a new grandmother, I like that idea quite a lot. Because ever child should have the 
same opportunities in life as my baby granddaughter. 

In the United States, that’s what we call the American Dream. But it really is a universal 
dream. It’s what’s always drawn people to our shores -- dreamers and dissidents and 
anyone willing to work hard to build a better life. Canada and the United States are both 
nations built by immigrants and energized by diversity. 

It hasn’t always been easy or smooth, but at our best, we welcome everyone into the 
family. We expand the circle of opportunity and equality wider and wider. We make room at 
the table. 

But today, across the world’s great democracies, we’re grappling with difficult questions that 
cut to the core of this promise. 

Can we relearn how to work together... and grow together? 

How do we make sure that new waves of immigrants enrich rather than embitter our 
communities? 

What will it take to give our young people the opportunities they need and deserve? 

As we answer these questions, there’s a lot we can learn from each other. 

Here in Canada, you’ve shown that the economic inequality that we see in the United States 
and many other countries isn’t inevitable -- despite facing similar long-term challenges from 
globalization and automation. You’ve invested in your middle class and it’s made a real 
difference. 

Last night, President Obama offered a vision for helping the middle class in the United 
States reclaim its seat at the table. The proposals he offered are an important start. And 
there is so much more to do -- to bring a sense of security and possibility to families 
struggling with stagnant wages and sinking hopes... to restore sanity and balance to our

politics... reform our broken immigration system... and re-stitch the fraying fabric of 
American life. 

The debates are different in each nation, but our fundamental goals are the same. And 
everything I’ve seen and done around the world has convinced me that the future belongs to 
vibrant democracies like ours. 

Despite our many challenges, we are uniquely prepared to continue leading in the 21st 
century, just as we did in the 20th. 

You and I are fortunate to live in remarkably resilient and resourceful countries. And the 
things that make us who we are as Americans and Canadians - our diverse and open 
societies, our devotion to human rights and democratic values - give us a singular advantage 
in our increasingly interconnected and interdependent world. 

Extremism, authoritarianism, Putinism - none of them can compete with democracy at its 
best. 

That’s what we saw on the streets of Paris in the wake of the attacks as millions of people 
came together in solidarity. 

And there was no better symbol of the spirit of Paris than the young Muslim immigrant 
named Lassana [phonetics] who worked at the kosher market and risked his life to protect 
his Jewish customers. He said the market had become a new home and his colleagues and 
customers a “second family.” 

When the terrorist arrived and the gunfire began, Lassana moved quickly, hiding as many 
people as he could in the cold storage room and slipping out to help the police. 

“I didn’t know or care if they were Jews or Christians or Muslims,” he said afterwards. 

“We’re all in the same boat.” 

What a rebuke to the extremists’ hate. 

The French government is now granting Lassana full citizenship. But when it mattered most, 
he proved he was a citizen already. 

That’s the power of an open society. 

That’s why the future is ours -- if we come together and live our values.

CNN Refusing To Run Ad Critical Of Insurance Industry 

What on earth is going on at CNN? 

The network — already taking criticism for declining to run an ad criticizing Lou Dobbs — is now refusing to run an ad 
nationally criticizing the insurance industry, the group that tried to place the ad tells me. 

CNN’s reason: The ad “unnecessarily” singles out a top insurance industry executive by name for criticism. 

The labor-backed Americans United for Change, a top White House ally in the health care wars, tried to book time on CNN 
and MSNBC for the ad, which hits the insurance industry for wanting to preserve the status quo and levels harsh criticism at 
insurance giant Cigna’s CEO, Ed Hanway. 

“Why do insurance companies and Republicans want to kill health insurance reform? Because they like things the way they 
are now,” the ad says, and then slams Hanway ’s annual salary of over $12 million and golden parachute retirement package 
of over $70 million. 

Americans United for Change’s spokesman, Jeremy Funk, tells me that CNN refused to run the ad nationally. He says CNN 
emailed the following reason for rejection: 

“This ad does not comply with our clearance guidelines because it unnecessarily singles out an individual company and 
person.” 

That very well may be CNN’s policy. But AUC maintains that the mention of Cigna’s CEO was necessary to dramatize the 
enormous stake the insurance industry has in the health care wars. What’s more, AUC argues, the industry is made up of 
companies that are run by individuals spending huge money to impact the health care debate — so why are they off limits? 

“The bottom line question is: Would CNN run ads from Cigna that are positive about the company?” Funk asks. “If yes, why 
would they turn down an ad critical of the company for their role in trying to kill health insurance reform?” 

By contrast, the ad will air nationally on MSNBC tomorrow. Here’s the spot:

CBS' Evening News: Reported that there was classified information on HRC's private emails; the matter has now 
been turned over to the FBI; HRC, at her campaign event, denied any wrongdoing; the inspector general wrote 
to Congress saying that there are potentially hundreds of classified emails on the server; HRC said that no 
emails were classified at the time they were sent; the inspector general did say today that no emails were 
classified at the time that HRC sent them, but did in fact contain classified information when they were generated; 
DOJ has not said if they are going to investigate. 

ABC's World News Tonight: Coverage of HRC emails. Jonathan Karl reports HRC ignored questions about calls 
for the FBI to investigate the handling of classified information on the private e-mail account she used as 
secretary of state. Says HRC has been emphatic in her denials. Shows clip of HRC saying there was no 
classified information in her emails. Says internal investigators for the intelligence community say at least four of 
HRC’s e-mails and potentially hundreds more included classified national security information at the time they 
were sent. Shows clip of HRC saying she has said repeatedly that she will answer questions before the house 
committee and we are all accountable to the American people to get the facts right. Karl says investigators have 
not suggested anything criminal and have not called on the FBI to investigate HRC herself. Says what they're 
most worried about is that there is still classified information out there, some of it on a thumb drive in the office of 
HRC’s private attorney. 

NBC's Nightly News: Lester Holt reported on HRC’s email controversy. Justice Department is considering a 
request on whether or not classified information was relied in her private email account. Kristen Welker claimed 
that HRC was downplaying the email scandal. HRC dodged the issue at hand. Inspectors general requested the 
inquiry because they were concerned that there were a number of emails that were classified. HRC’s campaign 
reacted by claiming that HRC’s campaign claimed that the emails were categorized as classified after they had 
been sent out, not before. Chuck Todd claimed that HRC dodged a bullet legally, but that this issue would bite 
the campaign politically throughout the presidential race. 

Kelly O’Donnell reported on Ted Cruz accusing Mitch McConnell of lying. Cruz claimed that McConnell had lied 
about legislation that Conservatives had opposed. Cruz claimed that he lied to Republican senators and to the 
press. McConnell has not responded.

Dear Mr. Baquet: 

I am writing to officially register our campaign’s grave concern with the Times’ publication of an 
inaccurate report related to Hillary Clinton and her email use. 

I appreciate the fact that both you and the Public Editor have sought to publicly explain how this error 
could have been made. But we remain perplexed by the Times’ slowness to acknowledge its errors after 
the fact, and some of the shaky justifications that Times’ editors. We feel it important to outline these 
concerns with you directly so that they may be properly addressed and so our campaign can continue to 
have a productive, working relationship with the Times.

Literally hundreds of outlets followed your story creating a firestorm that 
instilled real damage on our campaign that can never be undone. This problem was compounded by the 
fact that the Times took an inexplicable, let alone indefensible, delay in correcting the story and removing 
“criminal” from the headline and text of the story. 

To review the facts, as the Times itself has acknowledged through multiple corrections, the paper’s 
reporting was false in several key respects: first, contrary to what the Times stated, Mrs. Clinton is not the 
target of a criminal referral made by the State Department’s and Intelligence Community’s Inspector 
Generals, and second, the referral in question was not of a criminal nature at all. 

Just as disturbing as the errors themselves is the Times’ apparent abandonment of standard journalistic 
practices in the course of its reporting on this story. 

First, the seriousness of the allegations that the Times rushed to report last Thursday 
evening demanded far more care and due diligence than the Times exhibited prior to this 
article’s publication. 

The Times’ readers rightfully expect the paper to adhere to the most rigorous journalistic standards. To 
state the obvious, it is hard to imagine a situation more fitting for those standards to be applied than when a 
newspaper is preparing to allege that a major party candidate for President of the United States is the target 
of a criminal referral received by federal law enforcement. 

This allegation, however, was reported hastily and without affording the campaign adequate opportunity to 
respond. It was not even mentioned by your reporter when our campaign was first contacted late 
Thursday afternoon. Initially, it was stated as reporting only on a memo - provided to Congress by the 

Inspectors General from the State Department and Intelligence Community - that raised the possibility of 
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classified material traversing Secretary Clinton’s email system. This memo -which was subsequently 
released publicly — did not reference a criminal referral at all. It was not until late Thursday night - at 8:36 
pm - that your paper hurriedly followed up with our staff to explain that it had received a separate tip that 
the inspectors general had additionally made a criminal referral to the Justice Department concerning 
Clinton’s email use. Our staff indicated that we had no knowledge of any such referral - understandably, 
of course, since none actually existed - and further indicated that, for a variety of reasons, the reporter’s 
allegation seemed implausible. Our campaign declined any immediate comment, but asked for additional 
time to attempt to investigate the allegation raised. In response, it was indicated that the campaign “had 
time,” suggesting the publication of the report was not imminent. 

Despite the late hour, our campaign quickly conferred and confirmed that we had no knowledge 
whatsoever of any criminal referral involving the Secretary. At 10:36 pm, our staff attempted to reach your 
reporters on the phone to reiterate this fact and ensure the paper would not be going forward with any 
such report. There was no answer. At 10:54 pm, our staff again attempted calling. Again, no answer. 
Minutes later, we received a call back. We sought to confirm that no story was imminent and were 
shocked at the reply: the story had just published on the Times’ website. 

This was, to put it mildly, an egregious breach of the process that should occur when a major newspaper 
like the Times is pursuing a story of this magnitude. Not only did the Times fail to engage in a proper 
discussion with the campaign ahead of publication; given the exceedingly short window of time between 
when the Times received the tip and rushed to publish, it hardly seems possible that the Times conducted 
sufficient deliberations within its own ranks before going ahead with the story. 

Second, in its rush to publish what it clearly viewed as a major scoop, the Times relied on 

questionable sourcing and went ahead without bothering to seek corroborating evidence that 

could have supported its allegation. 

In our conversations with the Times reporters, it was clear that they had not personally reviewed the IG’s 
referral that they falsely described as both criminal and focused Hillary Clinton. Instead, they relied on 
unnamed sources that characterized the referral as such. However, it is not at all clear that those sources 
had directly seen the referral, either. This should have represented too many “degrees of separation” for 
any newspaper to consider it reliable sourcing, least of all the New York Times. 

Times’ editors have attempted to explain these errors by claiming the fault for the misreporting resided with 
a Justice Department official whom other news outlets cited as confirming the Times’ report after the fact. 
This suggestion does not add up. It is our understanding that this Justice Department official was not the 
original source of the Times’ tip. Moreover, notwithstanding the official’s inaccurate characterization of 
the referral as criminal in nature, this official does not appear to have told the Times that Mrs. Clinton was 
the target of that referral, as the paper falsely reported in its original story. 

This raises the question of what other sources the Times may have relied on in for its initial report. It 
clearly was not either of the referring officials - that is, the inspectors general of either the State 
Department or intelligence agencies - since the Times’ sources apparently lacked firsthand knowledge of 
the referral documents. It also seems unlikely the source could have been anyone affiliated with those 
offices, as it defies logic that anyone so closely involved could have so severely garbled the description of 
the referral. 

Of course, the identity of the Times’ sources would be deserving of far less scrutiny if the underlying 
infonnation had been confirmed as true. However, the Times appears to have performed little, if any, work 
to corroborate the accuracy of its sources’ characterizations of the IG’s referral. Key details went 
uninvestigated in the Times’ race to publish these erroneous allegations against Mrs. Clinton. For instance, 
high in the Times’ initial story, the reporters acknowledged they had no knowledge of whether the 
documents that the Times claimed were mishandled by Mrs. Clinton contained any classified markings. In 
Mrs. Clinton’s case, none of the emails at issue were marked. This fact was quickly acknowledged by the 
IC inspector general’s office within hours of the Times’ report, but it was somehow left unaddressed in 
the initial story. 

Even after the Times’ reporting was revealed to be false, the Times incomprehensibly 

delayed the issuance of a full and true correction. 
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Our campaign first sought changes from the Times as soon as the initial story was published. Recognizing 
the implausibility that Clinton herself could be the subject of any criminal probe, we immediately challenged 
the story’s opening line, which said the referral sought an investigation into Mrs. Clinton specifically for the 
mishandling of classified materials. In response, the Times’ reporters admitted that they themselves had 
never seen the IG’s referral, and so acknowledged the possibility that it was overstating what it directly 
knew when it portrayed the potential investigation as centering on Mrs. Clinton. It corrected the lead 
sentence accordingly. 

The speed with which the Times conceded that it could not defend its lead citing Mrs. Clinton as the 
referral’s target raises questions about what inspired its confidence in the first place to frame the story that 
way. More importantly, the Times’ change was not denoted in the form of a correction. Rather, it was 
perfonned quietly, overnight, without any accompanying note to readers. This was troubling in its lack of 
transparency and risks causing the Times to appear like it is trying to whitewash its misreporting. A 
correction should have been posted promptly that night. 

Regardless, even after this change, a second error remained in the story: the characterization of the referral 
as criminal at all. By Friday morning, multiple members of the House Committee on Oversight and 
Government Reform (who had been briefed by the inspectors general) challenged this portrayal — and 
ultimately, so did the Department of Justice itself. Only then did the Times finally print a correction 
acknowledging its misstatement of the nature of the referral to the Justice Department. 

Of course, the correction, coming as it did on a Friday afternoon, was destined to reach a fraction of those 
who read the Times’ original, erroneous report. As the Huffmgton Post observed: 

“...it's unlikely that the same audience will see the updated version unless the paper were to 

send out a second breaking news email with its latest revisions. The Clinton story also 

appeared the front page of Friday's print edition.” 

Most maddening of all, even after the correction fixed the description of the referral within the story, a 
headline remained on the front page of the Times’ website that read “Criminal Inquiry is Sought in Clinton 
Email Account.” It was not until even later in the evening that the word “criminal” was finally dropped 
from the headline and an updated correction was issued to the story. The lateness of this second 
correction, however, prevented it from appearing in the paper this morning. We simply do not understand 
how that was allowed to occur. 

Lastly, the Times’ official explanations for the misreporting is profoundly unsettling. 

In a statement to the Times’ public editor, you said that the errors in the Times’ story Thursday night were 
“unavoidable.” This is hard to accept. As noted above, the Justice Department official that incorrectly 
confirmed the Times’ initial reports for other outlets does not appear to have been the initial source for the 
Times. Moreover, it is precisely because some individuals may provide erroneous information that it is 
important for the Times to sift the good information from the bad, and where there is doubt, insist on 
additional evidence. The Times was under no obligation to go forward on a story containing such explosive 
allegations coming only from sources who refused to be named. If nothing else, the Times could have 
allowed the campaign more time to understand the allegation being engaged. Unfortunately, the Times 
chose to take none of these steps. 

In closing, I wish to emphasize our genuine wish to have a constructive relationship with The New York 
Times. But we also are extremely troubled by the events that went into this erroneous report, and will be 
looking forward to discussing our concerns related to this incident so we can have confidence that it is not 
repeated in the future.

Hello. I'm sure you are hearing a lot about my emails when I was Secretary of State. So I want to take some time to try 
and explain what's going on to you directly, in one place, at one time, as best as I can. 

I used it to keep up with the news, with friends & family - 
like anyone else. 

When President Obama asked me to serve as Secretary of State, fit seemed simpler to have just one email address. After 
all, my predecessors at State had not relied on Department email. In hindsight, though, this has proven anything but 
simple. There's a difference between what we are allowed to do and what's smart to do. I shouldn't have used separate 
personal and government accounts. I should have set a standard that othersfwere expected to meet. To do it all again, I 
would have used two email addresses. 

But I can't do it all again. I can only tell you it was a mistake, regret it, explain it, and help the State Department and others 
fix any challenges it caused. 

That's what I did. Now I want to explain what I didn't do. 

I didn’t keep my email secret. Whenever I emailed, it was from my address. Whenever people emailed me, it was to |my 
account. Work, personal, whatever. 
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I also didn't do this to skirt rules. And I didn’t do it to avoid having my records preserved. When the State Department 
asked former Secretaries of State who served since email was widely used to help fill out the archival record, I did so, 
printing 55,000 pages of email including anything related to my work at the State Department. To get a sense of how 
outdated some of the government’s archiving practices are, we had to print all 55,000 pages because that's what the rules 
demand. Believe me, printing more than 30,000 email instead of handing them over electronically isn't something anyone 
does by choice. 

That's 30,000 more emails than every other former Secretary produced combined. No one else has produced their emails 
so far. I'm the only one. 

And yes, there were 30,000 more messages that were completely personal and had nothing to do with official business. 

I do believe transparency in government is important. And by this point, there isn't much you don't know about me. My 
finances are out there. My medical history is out there. You know how much I've made, where I've gone, what I'm 
allergic to. 

Now I want to address the most serious aspect. 

When it came to classified information, I certainly never used my Blackberry. And that had nothing to do with using a 
personal email address. If I had been hillaryclinton@state.gov I could not have used it for classified information either. 
At the State Department, mobile devices aren't used to communicate secrets. Almost everything of a classified nature 
was presented to me via paper or in person. When I traveled, elaborate steps were taken. |Secure phones were set up, 
secure tents were constructed. I took my responsibilities in safeguarding our nation's secrets seriously. So did my team 
did. Everyone at the State Department did . 

|This process of looking backwards to see if something should have been classified at the time is fine. I don't want 
anything released to the public that puts us at risk. And we’re all learning that different agencies have very different views 
and procedures about what should be classified and what shouldn’t. 

As Secretary I was proud of what we accomplished. I was proud of the thousands of people who've dedicated 
themselves to public servicef- including those who came into State with me and left with me. I was proud of them then, 
I'm proud of them now. 

After nearly a year of offering to come to testify to Congress at any time and anyplace, in October I'll be on Capitol Hill 
before the committee looking at the tragic events of September 2012 in Benghazi, Libya. They wanted to talk to me behind 
closed doors, but I insisted on all of you being able to see what I was asked and how I answered. 

I'm sure this issue will come up. It's unclear to me how it will help us understand what happened in Benghazi or how to 
help prevent future tragedies - but I'm going to do my best to answer whatever they ask. 

And while I can't predict the future, let me finish by taking a stab: 

f* There will be many more emails to pour through. 

• Some will be serious, some will be personal or mundane. 

[*• You know I'm not great with a fax, but you're also going to learn my secret salad dressing recipe and who sent me 
Linkedln requests. (And whose I didn't accept!) 

But when the State Department finishes releasing all my emails, you will be able to see them all and judge for yourself. 
Which is how it's supposed to work. 

If you've made it this far, thank you for watching. And please spread the word to your friends and family.

To get a 
sense of how outdated some of the government’s archiving practices are, we had to 
print all 55,000 pages because that's what the rules demand. Believe me, printing more 
than 30,000 email instead of handing them over electronically isn't something anyone 
does by choice. 


That's 30,000 more emails than every other former Secretary produced combined . 


And yes, there were 30,000 more messages that were completely personal and had 
nothing to do with official business. 


I do believe transparency in government is important. And by this point, there isn't much 
you don't know about me. My finances are out there. My medical history is out there. 
You know how much I've made, where I've gone, what I'm allergic to. 


But what wasn't work wasn't the government's business. So I didn't keep those emails. I 
didn't print them. I knew no matter what I decided to do with them, I was in for criticism. 
So I chose to keep a modicum of privacy. I hope you can understand that. 


Now I want to address the most serious aspect. 


When it came to classified information, I certainly never used my Blackberry. And that 
had nothing to do with using a personal email address. If I had 

been hillaryclinton@state.aov I could not have used it for classified information either. 
At the State Department, mobile devices aren't used to communicate secrets. Almost 
everything of a classified nature was presented to me via paper or in person. When I 
traveled, elaborate steps were taken. Secure phones were set up, secure tents were 
constructed. More than once when a tent was set up in some far-away hotel, I was told 
to read the classified material with the blanket over my head. No, that's not a joke. I took 
my responsibilities in safeguarding our nation's secrets seriously. So did my team did. 
Everyone at the State Department did . 


This process of looking backwards to see if something should have been classified at 
the time is fine. I don't want anything released to the public that puts us at risk. And 
we’re all learning that different agencies have very different views and procedures about 
what should be classified and what shouldn’t. What's not fine is to criticize people - 
especially career officials who have devoted their lives to serving our country -- for 
handling what they didn't know might be deemed classified years later by another part of 
the government. That's an impossible standard to meet. Members of Congress and their 
staff also handled some of these messages. Some articles being written about this 
issue today contain classified information. Should someone sending that article to a 
colleague be told in 2020 that they broke the rules? I hope not. 


As for the security of my email, in more than a little bit of irony, every day we learn of a 
new hack by the Chinese, by the Russians. That millions of Americans' personal 
information has been stolen. 
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As Secretary I was proud of what we accomplished. I was proud of the thousands of 
people who've dedicated themselves to public service - including those who came into 
State with me and left with me. I was proud of them then, I'm proud of them now. 


I wish that a video was enough to address this. I know it isn't though. But I wanted to try 
to put everything in one place. 


Along those lines, after nearly a year of offering to come up at any time anyplace, in 
October I'll be on Capitol Hill before the committee looking at the tragic events of 
September 2012 in Benghazi, Libya. They wanted to talk to me behind closed doors, but 
I insisted on all of you being able to see what I was asked and how I answered. 


I'm sure this issue will come up. It's unclear to me how it will help us understand what 
happened in Benghazi or how to help prevent future tragedies - but I'm going to do my 
best to answer whatever they ask. 


And while I can't predict the future, let me finish by taking a stab: 


• There will be many more email to pour through. 

• Some will be serious, some will be embarrassing. 

• You know I'm not great with a fax, but you're also going to learn my secret salad 
dressing recipe and who sent me Linkedln requests. (And whose I didn't accept!) 

• There will be more dramatic leaks and assertions that prove to be untrue. 

But at some point, you're going to have them all. And if you suffer through all 55,000 
pages, you'll be able to judge for yourself. 

Which is how it's supposed to work. 

If you've made it this far, thank you for watching.

John, I just hung up the phone with Debbie Stabenow who agrees completely with my analysis. You may want to 
speak to her as well, but I think it would serve our candidate for you and me to have a conversation about this 
asap for there are several complex factors that will be more easily explained by phone. Can we talk first thing (I 
am on the west coast) tomorrow morning? 

If not, and for now, I will try to summarize here: 

* The reasons that Debbie needs to keep trying to advance a compromise to Roberts are (a) his bill 
contains some real conflicts with the Organic Food Production Act and current National Organic Program that 
would cause serious disruption, and (b) farm state Democrats like Donnelly, Bennet, Warner Klobuchar, 
Heitkamp and of course Coons and Carper and others are under enormous pressure from conventional Ag 
interests to come up with some kind of acceptable solution that pre-empts Vermont's and other states' laws from 
taking effect and if Debbie withdraws from the compromise negotiations, she fears that other Dems who are less 
savvy about some of the issues here will end up negotiating a worse agreement than she would be able to get. 
Therefore, she has no choice but to keep pushing for something that is less damaging than Roberts but which 
will still fall short of a real path to mandatory labeling. Gary's Truth-o-meter note: the main reason these 
Democrat and Republican Senators are so eager to pre-empt Vermont is that they have been 
persuaded that the food industry cannot be subject to a "patchwork quilt" of 50 different state 
labeling laws. This is a scare tactic that has no basis in fact because the state labeling 
advocates have now ensured that every one of the states likely to pass labeling this year (MA, 

Rl, NY and others) are using identical bills as VT's. So there is zero chance of a patchwork quilt 
but that of course does not stop the opposing lobbyists from repeating this ad nauseum. 

* The reasons that Tom is so passionate about getting a compromise worked out is that he has become 
convinced that allowing VT's law to take effect must be avoided because the AG commodity community has 
spooked him that mandatory labeling will cause an avalanche of consumers seeking to find non-gmo alternatives 
and we will have resultant supply shortages and price inflation. He points to USDA reports that sugar cane 
supplies are not keeping up and calls this the tip of the iceberg. Gary's Truth-o-meter note: the main 
reason that sugar cane may not be keeping up with demand is because companies are moving 
away from high fructose corn syrup and this has nothing to do with GMO's. Moreover, actual 
experience in countries like Brazil is that labeling does not stimulate any sort of radical changes 
in consumer behavior, ie there will be no run to find non-gmo supplies and a comprehensive 5- 
year study of consumers released last year shows definitively that consumers do not see 
disclosures as warning symbols and labels will not change most consumers' behavior. 

Conclusion: Unfortunately, I cannot persuade Tom on this point, despite the ample evidence to the contrary so 
there is no doubt that he will recommend that the President sign even a bad bill if it gets to his desk. And equally 
unfortunately, Debbie is caught between a rock and a hard place when it comes to saving the organic standards 
and also holding her caucus together, so I do understand why she needs to keep trying to lead the effort to find 
a compromise solution, even while she agrees that the passage of such a bill could unfortunately give Bernie a 
major PR, fundraising and political opportunity. 

Proposed Solution: If I am right about all of this, then there are really only two ways for us to avoid delivering 
Bernie a giant opportunity to call for a national rally of 100,000 angry citizens in DC and dominate the media with 
this example of all that is wrong and impotent with the Obama/Clinton approach. And both solutions are needed. 
These are: 

A) Immediately upon the introduction of the Roberts bill tomorrow night or sometime shortly 
after that, Hillary should pre-empt Bernie by coming out very strongly against the bill and in favor 
of mandatory GMO labeling because consumers, and particularly mothers absolutely have the 
right to know. I know this will pit her in opposition to Tom, but her failure to do this, or to allow

This morning, Don Imus had his first show on the Fox Business Network, where he hosted Glenn Beck. At one 
point they joked about how their friendship might turn sour, with Beck commenting, “If I’m found dead in the 
streets, it’s either Van Jones or Don Imus.” Imus then asked Beck about his successes and highlighted some of 
the underlying tensions in the conservative movement: 

IMUS: So you’re on the cover of Time magazine, your book’s number one I’ve noticed this week. 

BECK: Yeah. It’s gone well. 

IMUS: Sean Hannity, Rush, they both hate you. 

Beck: No. No, they don’t. 

IMUS: They all hate you. 

BECK: No they don’t, no they don’t. Why must you stir up the hate? 

IMUS: You’re telling me Rush is happy you’re on the cover of Time? 

BECK: Yeah, I actually got a note from Rush. 

IMUS: What did Rush say? 

BECK: “I hate you.” (LAUGHTER) No, you know what? Rush has been really very gracious. The whole time, 
he has. He really has. 

Watch it: 

While Imus was mostly joking, there have been disagreements on the right over how much prominence Beck 
should have. Last month, Limbaugh said that he found attempts to “rally people” — like Beck and his 9/12 
Project do — “ cheap and disingenuous “: 

“I don’t rally people and haven’t since the first year of my radio show,” he wrote to POLITICO. “At that 
time, all local talk hosts were attempting to prove their worth by getting people to cut up gasoline 
credit cards, call Washington, etc. I thought it was cheap and disingenuous. The few times I did, early 
on, suggest people call Washington, the reaction to it from the media was that the response was not genuine 
(I shut down the House switchboard) because people only did what they did because ‘Limbaugh told them 
to.’” 

Beck’s recent suggestion that “John McCain would have been worse for the country than Barack Obama” 
created a surge of anger to from conservatives, including Sen. Lindsey Graham (R-SC) and radio host Mark 
Levin . Former Bush administration officials Peter Wehner and David Frum have also lamented the influence 
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Beck is having on the conservative movement. 

The conservative movement may have to deal with a lot longer if some of his fans have their way. At a book 
signing in Worcester, MA this weekend, 500 people lined up in the rain to see the Fox News personality. When 
he arrived and greeted the crowd, one man yelled out, “Glenn Beck for president!”

Weekly Transition Memo for Senator Obama 

From: Transition Advisory Board and Staff 
Date: September 12, 2008 

I. Vice President-Elect Team 

We have now constituted a new working group to help with the VP’s transition. That group will be headed by 
two long-time Biden associates, Mark Gitenstein and Ted Kaufman. Mark and Ted have reached out to the 
agency review team to ensure that people in the Biden circle are included in that process, in particular in the 
areas of national security and justice. In addition, Mark and Ted will be talking to the national security policy 
group. 


II. Working Groups 

All six of the major policy teams (national security, health care, education, energy, economy, and immigration) 
are on track to produce draft policy papers by the end of September that will be reviewed by the transition 
board. Within each of these broader areas, subgroups are being set up to address specific issues. For 
instance, the national security group (headed by Susan Rice, Jim Steinberg, and Sarah Sewall) has established 
subgroups such as: Afghanistan/Pakistan; Iran; Middle East peace process and the Gulf; intelligence/counter- 
terrorism/homeland security; and national security law. 

We have four full-time research assistants who are cataloguing the campaign policy promises in about 50 major 
areas. We also have a very large team of outside lawyers and consultants that is assisting the agency review 
team in researching specific federal agencies {e.g., budgets, personnel, rulemaking). 

The first family transition group set up a meeting in Chicago this week for Michelle and Ann Stock, the social 
secretary during the Clinton Administration. 

III. Executive Orders 


The policy groups and agency review teams are analyzing executive orders and possible administrative action 
that can be taken quickly in their areas after Inauguration Day. We also will be convening a team of lawyers 
headed by Todd Stern to take a broader look at how to organize this process on a government-wide basis. 

IV. Pre-Clearance of Nominees and Transition Staff 

We are in the process of getting FBI security clearances for transition staff, particularly in the area of national 
security, so we can hit the ground running on November 5. 

We also have met with the Office of Government Ethics about confidentially assisting potential nominees with 
completing their financial disclosure reports. As you probably know, completing these forms properly can be a 
painstaking process, particularly for wealthy individuals who may be required divest certain holdings before 
entering government service. 

IV. Operations 
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We are mocking up a website that would go live on November 5. The idea is to carry over many of the same 
technological advances from the campaign to the transition in an effort to maximize public participation in the 
transition. The website also would allow the submission of resumes. 

Behind the website is a personnel database that would process the resumes and allow us to search for 
candidates to fill positions. The White House has determined that the current personnel database is inadequate 
to meet its needs and has agreed to put a new system in place for the new Administration. This week, we met 
with the White House and the McCain campaign, and we believe we are close to an agreement of what system 
to use. 

In the area of facilities, we are currently looking at two transition spaces: a Washington, D.C. headquarters 
where most of the staff will be located; and a Chicago office where you could hold meetings with potential 
nominees. Our assumption is that most nomination announcements would be done in Chicago, in which case we 
will need to plan for a location to hold press conferences. The tentative Chicago space is the federal building 
where your Senate office is located. 

V. Miscellaneous 

We have made the decision not to disclose the existence of our 501 (c)(4) and the names of our donors until we 
are asked by the press. This may happen in short order, however, since Time magazine has reported that 
William Timmons is assisting the McCain campaign with its transition. Timmons worked in the Nixon and Ford 
Administrations and assisted Reagan and George W. Bush with their transitions. He is also a prominent D.C. 
lobbyist and has registered to lobby on behalf of the American Petroleum Institute, the American Medical 
Association, Chrysler, Freddie Mac, Visa USA, and Anheuser-Busch. At the end of the Time story, there is a 
mention that John Podesta is assisting your transition efforts.

It is most likely that this decision has already been made by the Court, but on the off chance that history is 
repeating itself, then it's possible they are still deciding (last time, seems like Roberts went from striking the 
mandate to supporting it in the weeks before). As Jennifer will remember, it was pretty critical that the President 
threw the gauntlet down last time on the Court, warning them in the first case that it would politicize the role of 
the Court for them to rule against the ACA. As a close reader of the case, I honestly believe that was vital to 
scaring Roberts off. 

In this case, I'm not arguing that Hillary spend a lot of time attacking the Court. I do think it would be very helpful 
to all of our interest in a decision affirming the law, for Roberts and perhaps Kennedy to see negative political 
consequences to ruling against the government. 

Therefore, I think it would be helpful to have a story of how progressives and Hillary would make the Supreme 
Court an election issue (which would be a ready argument for liberals) if the Court rules against the 
government. It's not that you wish that happens. But that would be the necessary consequence of a negative 
decision. ..the Court itself would become a hugely important political issue. 

At CAP Action, we can get that story started. But kinda rests on you guys to make it stick. 

What do you think? If you want to proceed, we should move soon. 

Let me know thoughts. And I'm happy to discuss.

Ending America's energy deficit

America works best when Americans work together. 

We have been encouraged in recent months by the bipartisan efforts in the Senate to break through the energy 
gridlock. 

Now, though political divides threaten to stall progress, Congress must not turn aside from the continuing crisis. 

America’s energy policy is in a rut — and getting deeper by the day. Every 24 hours, we spend $1 billion dollars 
on imported oil — largely to nations that don’t like us and put our sons and daughters in harm’s way. 

Our oil dependency is a gaping hole in America’s wallet that drains our economy and leaves families victim to 
volatile gas prices. It puts our country’s national security at risk, sends jobs overseas and pollutes the 
environment. 

How have we been paying for America’s energy deficit? By borrowing money hand-over-fist from China, which 
holds nearly a trillion dollars in U.S. Treasury securities. 

Borrowing from China to pay for oil from the Middle East and Venezuela isn’t an energy strategy: It’s a recipe for 
economic ruin. 

America’s energy deficit may grow beyond oil, for China is racing ahead to develop energy alternatives. Four 
years ago, China owned 3 percent of the global solar-panel market. Today, it controls almost half. 

No nation in the world can out-compete America’s innovation and our workers — once we determine to lead. 

As leaders of national organizations — and grandparents — we believe America must look to the future to shape 
our energy priorities. 

Imagine what we could do if we kept even half the money we pay for oil and instead invested it in energy 
technologies here in America. 

Millions of new jobs would be created. America would lead the clean energy revolution instead of standing on 
the sidelines. 

Congress must act. This is why we supported Sens. Lindsey Graham (R-S.C.), John Kerry (D-Mass.) and Joe 
Lieberman (1-Conn.) and their three essential goals. 

First, let’s slash our dependency on imported oil and pursue advanced technologies like next-generation 
biofuels, improve the fuel economy of cars and trucks and build a truck fleet powered by natural gas. 

Second, let’s create jobs in new energy industries -- manufacturing, delivering and installing alternative energy 
technologies. 

Despite mixed signals from Washington, clean energy is one of the few bright spots in the sagging U.S. 
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economy. 

With a strong push from Congress, U.S. businesses and entrepreneurs will bring the power of America’s free 
market to bear on solving our energy crisis, while ensuring our future prosperity. 

Third, we must reduce pollution from smokestacks and tailpipes. Concerns for the environment are not 
Republican or Democrat, conservative or liberal. Protecting the air our kids breathe and the water they drink is a 
family value. We must continue to conserve America’s natural outdoor bounty as generations have done before 
us. 

An energy policy that provides incentives for clean energy alternatives and requires corporations to do their part 
to reduce pollution can boost our economy, while fulfilling our moral obligation as environmental stewards. 

Some may consider ours an unusual partnership. But our two organizations share a common interest in building 
support for a bipartisan energy plan. 

Whether our members approach this as people of faith, as hunters and anglers, as parents or grandparents or 
as young Americans looking to the future, they understand that the United States cannot afford to remain stuck 
in the energy rut we are in now. 

Divided, our energy policy will continue to serve those who profit from our oil dependency. Together, we can 
chart a new path on energy - that delivers greater security, more jobs and less pollution. 

We should do nothing less for our grandchildren.

Report: Israel Weighs Transfer of 10k Dunams to PA 

The Civil Administration, which acts as the IDF’s liaison to the Palestinian 
population in the West Bank, is considering the possibility of transferring some 
10,000 dunams (about 3.8 square miles) of land currently under Israeli control to 
the Palestinian Authority. The move, if implemented, would be carried out as a 
goodwill gesture to the Palestinians in exchange for efforts on the Authority’s part 
to help quell a surge in Palestinian terror attacks over the past two months.

Israel Strikes Hezbollah Positions in Syria, Killing 13 

Unconfirmed Syrian media reports said Tuesday that Israel carried out some four 
airstrikes on Syrian regime and Hezbollah positions in the area of Syria’s 
Qalamoun mountains on Monday night. A report by Al-Souria Net, a pro- 
opposition outlet, said eight Hezbollah fighters and five Syrian soldiers were 
killed in the raids, which hit the border region between Lebanon and Syria. “After 
several hours of reconnaissance flights above the area, Israeli planes suddenly 
launched two raids on a joint Assad forces and Hezbollah position. ..This was 
immediately followed by a third raid. The Israeli planes resumed their attack with a 
fourth air raid after several minutes, targeting a Hezbollah position in western 
Qalamoun.” The report said “dozens” were injured in the airstrikes, four of them 
critically.

Israel. Egypt Oppose Reduction in Sinai 
Peacekeeping Force 

The US-led peacekeeper force in the insurgency-wracked Sinai will remain 
unchanged after Egypt and Israel rebuffed proposals to trim it by about a fifth, an 
Egyptian official said on Tuesday. Installed to monitor the demilitarization of the 
Sinai under the 1979 Egyptian-lsraeli peace accord, the Multinational Force and 
Observers (MFO) and some of its 12 contributor countries have been considering 
changes to its deployment and mandate. They worry about the safety of the almost 
1,900 peacekeepers after six were wounded in September by a roadside bomb.

Israel to Displace Thousands of Bedouins 

An Israeli plan to build several new Jewish-only communities in the Negev region 
of the country's south will displace thousands of citizens of Israel from two 
Bedouin villages. Approved by the Israeli government on Sunday, the plan allows 
for the construction of five new Jewish planned communities, two of which will be 
on top of a pair of Bedouin villages. Bir Hadaj village is home to at least 6,000 
people, while an estimated 1,500 live in Katama village, which is classified by the 
government as an "unrecognized" village.

Poll: 58% of West Bank Reject Armed Intifada 

73% of Palestinians in the West Bank and Gaza oppose and 21% favor the creation 
of a Palestinian state on the 1967 lines with some land exchange, according to a 
poll conducted on Nov. 20-22 by the Center for Opinion Polls and Survey Studies 
at An-Najah University in Nablus. 58% in the West Bank said they reject the rise of 
an armed intifada in the Palestinian territories, while 39% approve. 74% reject and 
20% support the creation of a bi-national state for both Arabs and Jews. 70% 
support and 24% reject ceasing security coordination between the PA and Israel. 
When asked "If elections are conducted in the Palestinian territories, do you think 
they will be fair?" - 51% said no, 38% said yes.

Israeli Intelligence Helped Thwart Terror Attack in 
Germany 

Israel reportedly helped thwart devastating terror attacks in Paris , according to 
a story published in German magazine Stern. Stern cites German government 
sources that said Israel provided crucial intelligence about an imminent terror 
attack targeting the friendly match between Germany and Holland's soccer teams. 
This led to the cancelation of the game and the evacuation of the stadium, only 90 
minutes before the game was to start. According to Stern magazine, Israeli 
intelligence passed information to German authorities about a planned terror 
bombing at the stadium in Hanover as early as Monday. The next day, November 
17, more concrete information, including specific details of the planned attack, 
was gathered from the same source, indicating on an immediate threat.

Time to Talk to the Palestinians 

Continuing to hold onto the West Bank while doing zero to settle the conflict will 
keep costing Israeli lives.

The series of attacks over the past two days in which two Israelis were killed 
demonstrates what Israel evidently refuses to acknowledge: we are in the midst of 
a third Intifada with no end in sight. This is an uprising minus the masses and 
without a guiding hand, but with quite a few not-so-lone terrorists and endless 
motivation on the part of young Palestinian men and women to go out and kill 
and, if necessary, be killed. 

The attackers come from all ranks of the Palestinian population, from towns and 
villages, refugee camps and affluent neighborhoods, and they range in age from 
11 to 73. And worst of all, it seems nothing can stop the trend. The status quo is 
the big winner at this stage. And it’s not the status quo that we all miss from three 
months ago, that of “relative calm.” We’re in a new reality in which every day 
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brings more attacks, more wounded and more killed. 

By my calculation, no change can be expected in the current situation for another 
year and a half. The American government, whose representative, Secretary of 
State John Kerry, arrives in the region today, has no plans to renew negotiations 
between Israel and the Palestinians. So until the US elections a year from now, no 
policy change can be expected. It will then take another two months for the new 
president to take office, and then another few months to hash out a new Middle 
East policy, at the end of which there may or may not be a change in the political 
sphere. 

For their part, the Palestinian Authority appears to have switched to silent mode, 
avoiding blatant incitement and refraining from making public pronouncements. 
They’re basically missing in action. Palestinian Authority President Mahmoud 
Abbas and his people appear to be in no hurry to get anywhere in particular, and 
are perfectly content to watch Israel bleed as long as no one can blame them for it. 
As for the Israeli government, it’s sticking to the line that there’s nothing to be 
done and nobody to negotiate with and now’s not the time for talks or making 
gestures to the Palestinian Authority because that would amount to rewarding 
terror. 

The absurdity is that when things were relatively calm, those same politicians 
opposed initiatives, negotiations, gestures etc., because, they said, the conflict 
can’t be resolved, only managed, and the status quo is not bad for Israel. The 
security establishment’s repeated warnings that without negotiations or 
significant gestures there would be an escalation fell on deaf ears. For these 
politicians, the calm was the be all and end all. Then the violence flared up. At 
which point, those who argued against making gestures or negotiations took 
every opportunity to say we told you so. 

No, they did not tell us so. We in the media and those in defense told them this 
would happen and that they needed to act, and they opted to ignore us in order to 
preserve the sanctity of Greater Israel. Perhaps they were right. Maybe peace 
negotiations and even territorial concession would lead to catastrophe. As things 
stand, it looks like we’ll never know. What we do know is that if you want to just 
“manage the conflict,” there will be a bloody price to pay, and it’s time to make 
that clear to the largely right-wing Israeli public: the “managing the conflict” 
bubble has burst in our faces and the price is getting higher and higher with each 
passing day. You wanted to keep controlling the territories? You wanted to 
continue the occupation? That’s the price. 

Meanwhile, Israeli ministers look like deer in the headlights just before the 
vehicle hits. They are helpless, with no hope or solutions and, above all, frozen in 
place. When decision-makers of Naftali Bennett’s ilk are asked about it, they 
answer along the lines of “this government is doing more than past 
governments.” They’re referring to punitive house demolitions, security re- 
enforcements, military operations. They may be right. There’s just one little 
problem with that argument: Under previous governments such measures weren’t 
necessary because there were far fewer attacks. And even with the house 
demolitions and sending more troops to the Gush Etzion junction, new places will 
always pop up where there will be three or thirty soldiers and some young 
Palestinian stupid enough to try to attack. 

So what’s the solution? Ultimately, Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu may have 
no choice but to resort to the doomsday option: Actually talking with the 
Palestinian Authority to negotiate peace. No other solution is likely to bring quiet. 
And even that one may no longer work.

The Unwinnable War: Can We Demand that the IDF 
Win?

Israeli leaders, in every period and in every government, are very fond of using 
big words: We will eradicate, liquidate, win and so on and so forth. But outside 
the public podium, in the Prime Minister’s Bureau in Jerusalem or in the Defense 
Ministry in Tel Aviv, sitting in front of the chief of staff, the GSS director or his 
representative and relevant IDF generals, they wring their hands, raise their voice 
at the participants of the nighttime discussions and ask: Well, what shall we do 
now? 

Attentive listeners will notice the confusion in the voices and in the question of 
the leaders. Careful observers will notice almost immediately the anger in their 
faces. The security forces, meaning the IDF and the GSS, are unable to “deliver 
the goods.” In other words, the political echelon is usually angry at the security 
forces for being unable to suppress the Palestinian terror attacks and to bring 
calm to the land. Afterwards, at the end of the long meeting, in conversations 
held in the corridor, the security officials will speak their opinion of the political 
echelon. The political officials, for their part, will also have a great deal to say 
about the army and the security services. 

People say: The great IDF— which reached Entebbe and blew up (according to 
foreign reports) the reactors in Iraq and Syria, which swiftly defeated the 
Egyptians, the Syrians and the Jordanians in the Six-Day War, planted a flag on 
the banks of the Suez Canal, took over the entire West Bank, took over with gritted 
teeth the Syrian Golan Heights in 1967 and fended off the Syrians from the Golan 
in the YomKippurWar of 1973, and also wiped out the achievements of the 
Egyptian army at the time— is unable to stand against a few dozen teenagers with 
knives and screwdrivers? 

The answer is: no, the warlike speeches, inflammatory rhetoric and the “eradicate” 
and “liquidate” talk notwithstanding. Terrorism of this kind cannot be defeated, 
among other things because it exploits, as in the Yom Kippur War, the loopholes 
that the IDF unwillingly leaves behind. The Palestinians learn and try not to 
repeat their mistakes. In the case before us, they make extensive use of children 
and of very primitive weapons, and encourage a kind of popular uprising. How 
can an army, no matter how large and strong, prevent a 13 year-old from stabbing 
an innocent civilian on the street? 

The IDF has Iron Dome batteries, which cost the taxpayer hundreds of millions, 
laser cannons, state-of-the-art radar screens, advanced cyber-warfare 
capabilities— and what more can we ask for? What do the Palestinians have? 
Knives, primitive guns, rockets and missiles that cost almost nothing, just a few 
hundred dollars. We, thank God, have missiles that cost millions of dollars. 

So why is it that missiles that cost us hundreds of thousands of dollars each 
cannot defeat the primitive missiles that cost just a few hundred dollars, despite 
the fact that they are much “smarter”? 

How is it that tens of thousands of people closet themselves at home in fear 
because of kitchen knives? Why is it that every person with an Arab accent is 
classified here as a suspected terrorist? The answer, as of now, is that the 
Palestinian despair has recently met the Israeli despair. The knife cannot win, 
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but it keeps the Palestinian problem in the picture, and causes the world to 
believe that it is the source of all its troubles. This is enough for the Palestinians. 

The Palestinians feel that they have nothing to lose, and go out with knives to 
instill fear and terror in us. We are alarmed, and show our alarm. The 
Palestinians are encouraged and believe that they will win. They still don’t know 
that the two sides will have no choice but to find a path to a diplomatic solution. 
It’s very simple: Unlike them, we Israelis have nowhere to go.

We are all focused on getting diversity and we have to get there. But we also have a lot of big jobs to fill in the next few months 
and I think we have to try to slow down our process. 

We have a handful of people right now and given the leaks that are occurring in the last week, I actually think we have to shut 
down the process now to the 1-2 essential posts that need filling soon and build the diverse team we need from there. 

These stories will only matter/hurt us if we keep pushing hard and get too much chatter out there. 

I think we have to settle on what roles need to be filled immediately and limit our activity to that. If we can create a "silent 
period" for a couple of weeks and possibly slow down the press appetite we can buy ourselves some space to fill in the team we 
want and need. This would starving the beast instead of feeding it. 

I think as we continue to search, we have to one person assigned to each post, talking to only the people we need to talk and 
expand that search process when we run into a dead end. It seems clear that multiple people talking to multiple people is not a 
strategy for containment and containment has to be a top priority for the next six weeks I think. 

We face risks with either approach but I think we have seen what happens when we're all reaching out and I don't' think that's 
getting us where we want.

Objective: As media attention increasingly turns to 2016 and Secretary Clinton continues to move towards a decision, 
we want to be proactive in shaping a public narrative that does three things:

As discussed on our call, we are all in agreement that the time is right place a story with a friendly journalist in the 
coming days that positions us a little more transparently while achieving the above goals. 

Who: 

For something like this, especially in the absence of us teasing things out to others, we feel that it’s important to go 
with what is safe and what has worked in the past, and to a publication that will reach industry people for recruitment 
purposes. 

We have has a very good relationship with Maggie Flaberman of Politico over the last year. We have had her tee up 
stories for us before and have never been disappointed. While we should have a larger conversation in the near future 
about a broader strategy for reengaging the beat press that covers F1RC, for this we think we can achieve our objective 
and do the most shaping by going to Maggie.

Dear Mr. Donohue, 

As Catholic leaders committed to promoting values of truth, human dignity, and the common good, 
we urge you to put an end to the U.S. Chamber of Commerce's deceptive advertising campaign 
against the Employee Free Choice Act. 

As a fellow Catholic, you are surely aware of our Church's unequivocal support for workers' rights 
and the dignity of labor. In his 1891 Encyclical Rerum Novarum - the inaugural document of Catholic 
Social Teaching - Pope Leo XIII affirmed the Church's support for labor unions and the central role 
they can play in ensuring human dignity in the workplace. In his recent encyclical Caritas in Veritate, 

Pope Benedict XVI called on Catholics to honor labor “today even more than in the past, as a prompt 
and far-sighted response to the urgent need for new forms of cooperation at the international level, as 
well as the local level.” 

Catholics may disagree in good conscience about whether the Employee Free Choice Act is the best 
way to realize Church teaching on workers' rights and labor unions. However, this does not excuse 
the Chamber's use of scare tactics and deception in order to turn the American public against the 
legislation and demonize those who support it. 

Here are some of the distortions to which we object: 

The Employee Free Choice Act does not, as the U.S. Chamber of Commerce claims, take away 
a worker's right to a secret ballot election. It does take away the employer's right to require a 
secret ballot election when a majority of workers have signed union cards. Elections are still 
required when less than a majority have signed cards or when workers choose to have an 
election. 

The Chamber purports to oppose the Employee Free Choice Act's binding arbitration 
provisions on the grounds that outside arbitrators should not resolve contract disputes. 

However, the Chamber fails to mention that it strongly supports the use of binding arbitration 
in resolving consumer disputes. Many of your members - such as credit card companies - 
require customers to waive their right to legal recourse and submit to binding arbitration even 
before conflicts arise. 

The Chamber claims that instituting harsher penalties for employers who violate workers' 
rights will place an undue burden on U.S. businesses. In reality, these penalties will correct a 
system that presently encourages such violations. The best way for employers to avoid 
penalties is to follow the law and respect the rights of their workers. 

Perhaps the most disturbing aspect of the Chamber's advertising campaign is its lack of recognition of 
the injustices the Employee Free Choice Act is intended to remedy. Each year, tens of thousands of 
U.S. workers are subjected to harassment and intimidation in the workplace because they exercised 
their legal and moral right to form a union, and many of the perpetrators of these injustices are 
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members of the U.S. Chamber of Commerce. This situation is untenable by any reasonable Catholic or 
American standard. 

In light of Pope Benedict's renewal of the Church's commitment to organized labor, we respectfully 
ask that you discontinue any anti-Employee Free Choice Act advertising that is currently underway, 
refrain from future deceptive messaging on the legislation, and correct the misleading information 
that is currently posted on the Chamber's Web site.

The Chamber claims that the “board’s membership is as diverse as the nation’s business community itself,” but 
this is false. A ThinkProgress analysis of federal election contribution data compiled by the LittleSis project has 
found that the Chamber’s 1 1 6-member board of directors has given more than six times as much money to 
Republican candidates and committees ($4,741,747) as it has to Democrats ($778,282), with $1,074,697 flowing 
to corporate political action committees:

Sixty-eight directly contributed to the 
campaigns of George W. Bush or John McCain. In contrast, only 27 gave to the campaigns of Al Gore, John 
Kerry, or Barack Obama. Forty-seven board members, including Chamber of Commerce president Tom 
Donohue , have contributed more than 90 percent to Republicans, averaging $74,634 in GOP contributions. Only 
seven members have contributed more than 90 percent to Democrats, averaging $3,529 to Democrats. 

The political giving is dominated by leading Republican billionaire George Aravros , the Bush pioneer who 
served a disastrous term as the U.S. ambassador to Spain. Argyros is also one of the top backers of Newt 
Gingrich’s right-wing American Solutions for Winning the Future. The following visualization of Chamber of 
Commerce board member contributions is a sea of red surrounding a few small islands of blue.

I do a version of that in my book Power of Progress, 
around my parents who come from even more humble backgrounds, but who succeeded and gave a 
chance for us to succeed. 

2) what do you think about a conscious reference to Picketty in the section on economists analysis of 
growth and inequality? It's all the rage and weighing in on the the debate may make her seem tuned 
in and sympathetic to the leaning left argument. Not arguing for much here. Just a reference to the 
debate he has set off.

Governor Brown Establishes Most Ambitious 
Greenhouse Gas Reduction Target in North America 

New California Goal Aims to Reduce Emissions 40 Percent Below 

1990 Levels by 2030 

SACRAMENTO - Governor Edmund G. Brown Jr. today issued an executive order to establish a California 
greenhouse gas reduction target of 40 percent below 1990 levels by 2030 - the most aggressive benchmark 
enacted by any government in North America to reduce dangerous carbon emissions over the next decade and 
a half. 
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“With this order, California sets a very high bar for itself and other states and nations, but it’s one that must 
be reached - for this generation and generations to come,” said Governor Brown. 

This executive action sets the stage for the important work being done on climate change by the Legislature. 

The Governor’s executive order aligns California’s greenhouse gas reduction targets with those of leading 
international governments ahead of the United Nations Climate Change Conference in Paris later this year. 
The 28-nation European Union, for instance, set the same target for 2030 just last October. 

California is on track to meet or exceed the current target of reducing greenhouse gas emissions to 1990 levels 
by 2020, as established in the California Global Warming Solutions Act of 2006 (AB 32). California’s new 
emission reduction target of 40 percent below 1990 levels by 2030 will make it possible to reach the ultimate 
goal of reducing emissions 80 percent under 1990 levels by 2050. This is in line with the scientifically 
established levels needed in the U.S. to limit global wanning below 2 degrees Celsius - the wanning threshold 
at which scientists say there will likely be major climate disruptions such as super droughts and rising sea 
levels. 

World Leaders React 

United Nations Framework Convention on Climate Change Executive Secretary Christiana Figueres : 
“California and Governor Brown have clearly understood, internalised and articulated the science of climate 
change and today have aligned the state to the growing global understanding of the step changes and strategies 
needed over the coming years and decades. Resolving climate change requires a swift peaking of emissions 
and a deep decarbonisation of the global economy by the second half of the century. California's 
announcement is a realisation and a determination that will gladly resonate with other inspiring actions within 
the United States and around the globe. It is yet another reason for optimism in advance of the UN climate 
conference in Paris in December.” 

World Bank Group President Jim Yong Kim : “Four consecutive years of exceptional drought has brought 
home the harsh reality of rising global temperatures to the communities and businesses of California. There 
can be no substitute for aggressive national targets to reduce harmful greenhouse emissions, but the decision 
today by Governor Brown to set a 40 percent reduction target for 2030 is an example of climate leadership 
that others must follow.” 

Premier of Ontario. Canada Kathleen Wynne : “I applaud Governor Brown's continued leadership on climate 
change. This shows the important role that sub-national governments can play in shaping a strong global 
agreement on climate change later this year in Paris.” 

Former New York Mayor Michael Bloomberg : “California’s 2030 goal to reduce carbon emissions is not 
only bold, it's necessary — for the economy and our future.” 

NextGen Climate Founder Tom Stever : “When it comes to climate change, California has emerged as a global 
leader - proving that we don’t have to choose between a healthy environment and a strong economy. Today 
Governor Brown took that leadership to the next level. By setting an ambitious and achievable target to 
reduce emissions of climate-altering pollutants 40 percent by 2030, Governor Brown is setting a course that 
will build upon the hundreds of thousands of good paying advanced energy jobs in California, improve the 
health and wellbeing of Californians and continue our global leadership to solve the greatest challenge of our 
generation.” 

Princeton University Professor Michael Oppenheimer : “Governor Brown’s ground-breaking commitment 
not only shows that solving the climate problem goes hand-in-hand with economic growth and technology 
leadership, but points the way toward a climate solution for other states and the world.” 

Climate Adaptation 

The executive order also specifically addresses the need for climate adaptation and directs state government 
to: 


Incorporate climate change impacts into the state’s Five-Year Infrastructure Plan; 

Update the Safeguarding California Plan - the state climate adaption strategy - to identify how 
climate change will affect California infrastructure and industry and what actions the state can take to 
reduce the risks posed by climate change; 

Factor climate change into state agencies’ planning and investment decisions; and 
Implement measures under existing agency and departmental authority to reduce greenhouse gas 
emissions. 

California’s Response to Climate Change 


In his inaugural address earlier this year, Governor Brown announced that within the next 1 5 years, 
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California will increase from one-third to 50 percent our electricity derived from renewable sources; reduce 
today’s petroleum use in cars and trucks by up to 50 percent; double the efficiency savings from existing 
buildings and make heating fuels cleaner; reduce the release of methane, black carbon and other potent 
pollutants across industries; and manage fann and rangelands, forests and wetlands so they can store carbon. 

Since taking office, Governor Brown has signed accords to fight climate change with leaders from Mexico , 
China , Canada , Japan , Israel and Pem . The Governor also issued a groundbreaking call to action 
with hundreds of world-renowned researchers and scientists - called the consensus statement - which 
translates key scientific climate findings from disparate fields into one unified document. The impacts of 
climate change are already being felt in California and will disproportionately impact the state's most 
vulnerable populations.

EXECUTIVE ORDER B-30-15 

WHEREAS climate change poses an ever-growing threat to the well-being, 
public health, natural resources, economy, and the environment of California, 
including loss of snowpack, drought, sea level rise, more frequent and intense 
wildfires, heat waves, more severe smog, and harm to natural and working lands, 
j and these effects are already being felt in the state; and 

WHEREAS the Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change concluded in its 
Fifth Assessment Report, issued in 2014, that "[w]arming of the climate system is 
unequivocal, and since the 1950s, many of the observed changes are 
unprecedented over decades to millennia" and that “[cjontinued emission of 
greenhouse gases will cause further warming and long-lasting changes in all 
J components of the climate system, increasing the likelihood of severe, pervasive 
and irreversible impacts for people and ecosystems;" and 

WHEREAS projections of climate change show that, even under the best- 
case scenario for global emission reductions, additional climate change impacts are 
inevitable, and these impacts pose tremendous risks to the state's people, 
agriculture, economy, infrastructure and the environment; and 

WHEREAS climate change will disproportionately affect the state’s most 
I vulnerable citizens; and 

WHEREAS building on decades of successful actions to reduce pollution and 
increase energy efficiency the California Global Warming Solutions Act of 2006 
placed California at the forefront of global and national efforts to reduce the threat of 
climate change; and 

WHEREAS the Intergovernmental Panel on Climate Change has identified 
limiting global warming to 2 degrees Celsius or less by 2050 as necessary to avoid 
potentially catastrophic climate change impacts, and remaining below this threshold 
requires accelerated reductions of greenhouse gas emissions; and 

WHEREAS California has established greenhouse gas emission reduction 
targets to reduce greenhouse gas emissions to 1990 levels by 2020 and further 
reduce such emissions to 80 percent below 1990 levels by 2050; and 

WHEREAS setting an interim target of emission reductions for 2030 is 
| necessary to guide regulatory policy and investments in California in the midterm, 
and put California on the most cost-effective path for long term emission reductions; 
and 

WHEREAS all agencies with jurisdiction over sources of greenhouse gas emissions 
will need to continue to develop and implement emissions reduction programs to 
reach the state's 2050 target and attain a level of emissions necessary to avoid 
dangerous climate change; and 
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WHEREAS taking climate change into account in planning and decision 
making will help the state make more informed decisions and avoid high costs in the 
future. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, EDMUND G. BROWN JR., Governor of the State of 
California, in accordance with the authority vested in me by the Constitution and 
statutes of the State of California, in particular Government Code sections 8567 and 
8571 of the California Government Code, do hereby issue this Executive Order, 
effective immediately 

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED THAT: 

1. A new interim statewide greenhouse gas emission reduction target to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions to 40 percent below 1990 levels by 2030 is 
established in order to ensure California meets its target of reducing 
greenhouse gas emissions to 80 percent below 1990 levels by 2050. 

2. All state agencies with jurisdiction over sources of greenhouse gas emissions 
shall implement measures, pursuant to statutory authority, to achieve 
reductions of greenhouse gas emissions to meet the 2030 and 2050 
greenhouse gas emissions reductions targets. 

3. The California Air Resources Board shall update the Climate Change Scoping 
Plan to express the 2030 target in terms of million metric tons of carbon 
dioxide equivalent. 

4. The California Natural Resources Agency shall update every three years the 
state’s climate adaptation strategy, Safeguarding California, and ensure that 
its provisions are fully implemented. The Safeguarding California plan will: 

• Identify vulnerabilities to climate change by sector and regions, 
including, at a minimum, the following sectors: water, energy, 
transportation, public health, agriculture, emergency services, forestry, 
biodiversity and habitat, and ocean and coastal resources; 

• Outline primary risks to residents, property, communities and natural 
systems from these vulnerabilities, and identify priority actions needed 
to reduce these risks; and 

• Identify a lead agency or group of agencies to lead adaptation efforts in 
each sector. 

5. Each sector lead will be responsible to: 

• Prepare an implementation plan by September 2015 to outline the 
actions that will be taken as identified in Safeguarding California , and 

• Report back to the California Natural Resources Agency by June 2016 
on actions taken. 

6. State agencies shall take climate change into account in their planning and 
investment decisions, and employ full life-cycle cost accounting to evaluate 
and compare infrastructure investments and alternatives. 
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Forward 




7. State agencies' planning and investment shall be guided by the following 
principles 

. Priority should be given to actions that both build climate preparedness 
and reduce greenhouse gas emissions; 

• Where possible, flexible and adaptive approaches should be taken to 
prepare for uncertain climate impacts; 

• Actions should protect the state's most vulnerable populations; and 

• Natural infrastructure solutions should be prioritized. 

8. The state's Five-Year Infrastructure Plan will take current and future climate 
change impacts into account in all infrastructure projects 

9. The Governor’s Office of Planning and Research will establish a technical, 
advisory group to help state agencies incorporate climate change impacts into 
planning and investment decisions. 

10. The state will continue its rigorous climate change research program focused 
on understanding the impacts of climate change and how best to prepare and 
adapt to such impacts. 

This Executive Order is not intended to create, and does not, create any rights or 
benefits, whether substantive or procedural, enforceable at law or in equity, against 
the State of California, its agencies, departments, entities, officers, employees, or 
any other person. 

I FURTHER DIRECT that as soon as hereafter possible, this Order be filed in 
the Office of the Secretary of State and that widespread publicity and notice be given 
to this Order.

south toward four different shopping malls. I could 
hear the muffled wailing of the children trapped 
inside the cars, dying to go to the new Episode VII 
of Star Wars instead shopping for borrriiing things, 
and I sensed the moms were gritting their teeth, because after all, for Chrissake, all the work it 
takes to keep everyone happy, and the significant others was just sitting there, staring at the red 
taillights, lost in a fog, thinking about work and their administrative assistants. 

I was really needing my latte, and so I tried to head back inside, but a dozen people surged around 
me, pushing into my arms these multi-colored boxes of the things I didn't want or need, and my 
arms were sagging, and some in the crowd began to sneer at my ingratitude, and others were 
envious because I was getting so much, so they started ripping the boxes from my hands and 
tearing at the colored paper, and the door to Starbucks opened, and the loudspeakers roared forth 
with, "HAAAVE A HAAAAPPPPYYY HAAPPPPPY NUUUUUUUU ...," and if this is the way the 
old year ends, then heaven help us for the New Year, but it didn't matter because I was falling to 
the pavement at the feet of the mob. Then with a scream, I woke. 

I was in bed. 

I was sitting upright, the blankets twisted around my waist, my hair and neck wet with sweat, the 
sun shining through the windows. 

All the world was silent. 

I rubbed my face. What a nightmare! Or was it? Was I now I falling asleep into a new dream? 
Maybe I'm dreaming that I'm awake. 
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rl tossed back the blankets, threw on some clothes and bounded down the stairs to find myself on 
the sidewalk among families with picnic baskets headed for Lake Merritt in the center of 
downtown. "Come with us," they urged. "Come, spend time with us!" I fell in step with a Chinese 
family speaking perfect Korean with their Japanese neighbors and marveled that I could respond in 
fluent, although overly formal, Korean. 

We were walking along International Avenue, one of the busiest streets in Oakland, now empty of 
cars but full of people sauntering along, enjoying the sunshine and warm air of late December.

"Nothing to worry about, sweetie! I already paid for it." 

"You?" 


"Sure," she said with an easy smile. "All of us from the street are treating y'all today, baby." 

She saw that I was staring at her perfectly straightened, shining teeth. 

"You bad boy! You thinking I look good enough to kiss, now aren't you!" she grinned again and 
struck an exaggerated movie-star pose. "Get yourself over to Kaiser for free medical care and 
dental work, you hear me?" 

"Free medical care?" 

"Honey, where you been? Don't you read the newspapers?" she pulled back with a stern gaze, 
reaching for a copy of the New York Times off the table and putting it in my hand. "Lookee 'ere!"

"Wow, this is a surprise," I gushed. 
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"What are you. Rip Van Winkle? We've been expecting this for months!" 

In the Times' left column, the Apologies & Corrections section had a letter from former reporter 
Judith Miller apologizing for her false reports on the alleged weapons of mass destruction in Iraq 
and offering to testify before the Truth & Reconciliation Commission. 

From Bagdad, columnist Tom Friedman had a story that the U.S. reparations payments to Iraq 
had gone over budget, and Iraq's Sunni-Shiite coalition government was offering some of the 
surplus payments to help reconstruction in Yemen. 

From Gaza City, its Bureau Chief Jodi Rudoren had a report about the home rebuilding 
programs in the Shuja'ivyah neighborhood , the apartment towers under construction in the 
city's downtown and new schools in Rafah , all funded by the Jewish National Fund .

I kept on strolling 
and found at the far end of the lake, the Roman Catholic parishioners of Our Lady of 
Lourdes attending the free Hebrew lessons at the Chabad open house next doo r so they could 
understand the Shema prayer — "Shema, Yisrael, Adonai eloheinu, Adonai echad. - that 
Jesus recited in the Gospel of Mark 12: 29-31 . Some even tried to sing the 

complicated "v'ahavta et Adonai Elohecha, b'chol I'vavcha uv'chol nafsh'cha uv'chohn'odecha."

Iraq sees hope of US troop withdrawal by 2010 

By BRIAN MURPHY, Associated Press Writer 23 minutes ago 

Iraq's government welcomed Democratic presidential candidate Barack Obama on Monday with word that it apparently 
shares his hope that U.S. combat forces could leave by 2010. 

The statement by Iraq's government spokesman, Ali al-Dabbagh, followed talks between Obama and Prime Minister Nouri 
Al-Maliki — who has struggled for days to clarify Iraq's position on a possible timetable for a U.S. troop pullout. 

Al-Dabbagh said the government did not endorse a fixed date, but hoped American combat units could be out of Iraq 
sometime in 2010. That timeframe falls within the 16-month withdrawal plan proposed by Obama, who arrived in Iraq earlier 
in the day as part of a congressional fact-finding team. 

"We are hoping that in 2010 that combat troops will withdraw from Iraq," al-Dabbagh told reporters, noting that any 
withdrawal plan was subject to change if the level of violence kicks up again. 

Obama made no public statements following the talks with al-Maliki and President Jalal Talabani in Baghdad's heavily 
protected Green Zone. Obama also plans meetings with U.S. military commanders who will outline recent progress in the 
war he has opposed from the start. 

This was the third stop on a foreign tour designed to gather information while burnishing the Democratic contender's foreign 
policy credentials. National security issues are the one issue area in which Obama trails Republican John McCain in the polls. 
The Iraqi government comment on troop withdrawals could be embraced by the Obama campaign, but may irritate White 
House officials. The Bush administration has refused to set specific troop level targets and only last week offered to discuss 
a "general time horizon" for a U.S. combat troop exit. 

The Iraqi stance also is another wrinkle in a confusing series of remarks and denials in recent days. 

Al-Maliki was quoted last week by the German magazine Der Spiegel appearing to endorse Obama's 16-month timetable. The 
Iraqi leader's aides have since said his comments were misunderstood, and he is not taking sides in the U.S. election. 

The U.S. military also took the unusual step of translating and distributing the Iraqi government reaction to the Der Spiegel 
article. 

The meetings with Iraqi officials came after Obama began his first on-the-ground inspection of Iraq since launching his bid 
for the White House. 

It marked the second major leg of a war zone tour that opened in Afghanistan. The contrasts in tone and message were 
distinct. 

Obama sees the battle against the resurgent Taliban and al-Qaida in Afghanistan as America's most crucial fight and supports 
expanding troop strength there to counter a sharp rise in attacks. 

But Obama had opposed the Iraq invasion and now worries that an open-ended U.S. combat mission here will sap military 
resources and focus — at a time when Iraq violence has dropped to its lowest level in four years. 

The Illinois senator — traveling with Sens. Jack Reed, D-R.I., and Chuck Hagel, R-Neb. — arrived first in the southern city 
of Basra, the U.S. Embassy said. 

Basra is the center for about 4,000 British troops involved mostly in training Iraqi forces. An Iraqi-led offensive begun in 
March reclaimed control of most of the city from Shiite militia believed linked to Iran. 

His meetings in Baghdad were expected to include the top U.S. commander in Iraq, Gen. David Petraeus, and other military 
chiefs outlining the significant gains in recent months against both Shiite militia and Sunni insurgents including al-Qaida in 
Iraq. 

The White House and military leaders — and many residents of Baghdad — trace the momentum back to last year's buildup 
of more than 30,000 troops in areas around Iraq's capital. McCain has tried to hammer Obama on his criticisms of that 
military surge. 

In an interview Monday on ABC's "Good Morning America," McCain said he hoped Obama would now "have the 
opportunity to see the success of the surge." 

"This is the same strategy that he voted against, railed against," McCain said. "He was wrong about the surge. It is 
succeeding and we are winning." 

All five surge brigades have left Iraq, but there are still about 147,000 U.S. soldiers in Iraq, more than in early 2007. 

Iraqi leaders also pressed Obama for more clarity on his long-term vision for relations with Washington. Such discussions 
have added importance since Iraq and U.S. negotiators appear stalled in efforts to reach a long-range pact to define future 
U.S. military presence and obligations. 

American diplomats hoped to reach a final accord by the end of the month, but it now seems the goal is a stopgap "bridge"

Obama arrived following talks Sunday in Kuwait with the emir, Sheik Sabah A1 Ahmed A1 Sabah. Earlier he met with U.S.

There's been even more bluster than usual from the Sanders campaign, 
this time in an effort to disqualify Hillary Clinton's historic victory in Monday 
night's Iowa caucus.

Daily Beast 
editor-in-chief John Avion writes in his book Wingnuts: Extremism in the Age of Obama of WND: 
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The site repeatedly published a thoroughly discredited drifter's claim that "he took cocaine in 1 999 with the then Illinois legislator 
[Obama] and participated in homosexual acts" with him and regurgitated bilge about Hillary Clinton's "well-known bisexuality and 
her lesbian affair with her beautiful assistant." 

All in all, it offers a relentlessly grim prognosis for America short of the Second Coming (predicted for 201 5), full of plans for 
Obama to bring back "inquisitions" and "destroy capitalism." No wonder its primary advertiser appears to be a marketer of 
"survival seeds" for your very own "crisis garden" and a "crisis cooker" to "prepare hot meals when the power is off." They are 
profiting off the paranoia they intentionally inflame in their readers. 

But the real growth industry for WorldNetDaily in 2009 was the enthusiastic advocacy of Birther claims that Obama was not 
born in the United States and is therefore ineligible to be president. Farah rented twenty roadside billboards that read, "Where's 
the Birth Certificate?" at a cost of $300,000 and collected online donations to help fund the effort. A WA/D-produced DVD, A 
Question of Eligibility, documents the claims of Birther proponents, including Alan Keyes and Orly Taitz, but darkly states that 
credits for the movie are being withheld by the filmmakers because "they fear reprisals from their government." [Salon, 9/2/14 ] 


2. Klein Claims "Obama May Not Be Eligible To Serve As President" 


Klein Is A Birther Who Doubts Obama Is A "Natural Born Citizen." Klein has suggested President Obama is not a "natural born citizen" 
because his father wasn't a U.S. citizen. Klein wrote in his book Manchurian President that there is "no convincing evidence that Obama was born 
in Kenya, nor that his birthplace was any place other than Hawaii, his declared state of birth." However, Klein argued that because Obama's father 
was not a U.S. citizen, there should be a "congressional debate about whether Obama is eligible under the United States Constitution to serve as 
president" and asserted that "Obama may not be eligible to serve as president."

Obama's very presidency could itself be 
unconstitutional. And the matter has nothing to do with where the president was born." [WND, 7/18/14 ] 

Klein: Obama Has An "Bigibility Problem." Klein repeatedly said on his WABC radio program that Obama has an "eligibility problem" because of 
his father not being a U.S. citizen. [WABC, Aaron Klein Investigative Radio, 9/4/11 ] 

Obama Natural Born Citizen Argument Is Nonsense. Legal experts have rejected the claim that Obama isn't eligible to be president because 
his father wasn't a U.S. citizen. Additionally, a 2009 report from the Congressional Research Service on the definition of "natural-born citizen" 
concluded that the "weight of scholarly legal and historical opinion appears to support the notion that 'natural born Citizen' means one who is 
entitled under the Constitution or laws of the United States to U.S. citizenship 'at birth' or 'by birth,' including any child born 'in' the United States 
(other than to foreign diplomats serving their country)."

4. Klein Said Obama "Might Be With" Al-Qaeda Given His "Islamic Background" 
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Klein: Obama "Might Be" In League With Al-Qaeda. Conspiracist radio host Alex Jones told Klein that the Obama administration is planning "to 
turn the whole Middle East and North Africa over to [Al-Qaeda] ... maybe there's something to the fact that Obama really, really is actually not even 
using these people, but actually might be with them." Klein replied that he Obama "might be with them" given his "Islamic background" and Chicago 
church: 


KLEIN: He might be with them. You can look at his larger, let's say, Islamic background, growing up in Indonesia, although, you 
know, it's hard to hold against him where he was brought against his will as a kid. But you could also look, of course, at his 
church of 20-something years which was not ordinary Christianity. It was black liberation theology, an ally basically with Islamist 
ideology, with the Nation of Islam.

5. "Ridiculous Crap": Klein Wrote Book Attacking Obama As "The Manchurian President" 


Klein's Manchurian President Book Is Filled With Falsehoods And Conspiracy Theories. In 2010, Klein released The Manchurian 
President: Barack Obama's Ties to Communists, Socialists and Other Anti-American Extremists. Media Matters noted that Klein's book 
contained numerous false claims, discredited conspiracy theories, birther arguments, deceptive editing, and guilt by association to claim Obama 
was tied to "an Anti-American fringe nexus."

Subject: Murder, She Wrote in Real Life 


I’m experiencing a real life Murder, She Wrote here in Qatar. No one is dead (just a toaster oven) but there are so many 
suspects and motives. 

There is a small toaster oven in our office kitchen area. The toaster and the coffee pot are both 110 volts, so each must be 
plugged into the 220 volt transformer when in use. The transformer only has room for one at a time, so a user must check 
and change, as appropriate, with each and every use. This seems to be a particular frustration to the three people who 
typically make the coffee in the morning.

When we were alerted to the safety violation yesterday, my paralegal decided to assist by printing a sign that read “Do not 
place toaster on top of the microwave. It is a fire hazard.” While well intentioned, she taped the paper sign directly on top 
of the toaster. This, as you may have guessed, is a fire hazard. The sign was removed and she was ridiculed. 

I am truly at a loss. I feel like all these episodes of Murder, She Wrote have been preparing me to solve this mystery. Any 
insight or help you all may provide is greatly appreciated and I'll keep you posted of any developments.

We trail by 9 points in Oklahoma (41% HRC / 50% BS), a predominantly white state where BS got up on TV first and is at 
higher point levels post NH. Following an unanswered positive message from Sanders, the gap grows to 12 points (40% HRC 
/ 52%), and unlike in other states - where a message from HRC allowed her to recoup all of Sanders' gains from his message 
- we do not make up any ground following a positive from us (40% HRC / 52% BS). Feels like OK is settling in earlier than 
other Super T states. 

The Sanders positive message generates more intensity (29% much more likely) than either our exp/results/econ msg (19%) 
or an economic-only version of the "Barriers" message that makes no mention of discrimination (22%). This economic-only 
version of the "Barriers" message also does slightly better in the vote, moving the margin back to -9 (41% HRC /50% BS) vs. - 
14 with the exp/results/econ msg (39% HRC / 53% BS). 

We do see some gains following negatives from both candidates, with Sanders advantage declining from +12 to +6 (43% HRC 
/ 49% BS). Our top hits on Sanders among voters overall are on him not being fit to be Commander in Chief (35% very 
concerning), making our country like socialist countries in Europe (35%), the VA crisis (34%), and that his healthcare plan 
would raise taxes on the middle class (32%). Each of these generated more intensity than the top hit against Clinton (Wall 
Street; 31% very concerning). 

Our top positive was on Planned Parenthood (30% much more likely), with Experience (27%), Results (26%), and Build on 
Obama progress (26%) forming a second tier, and an economic barriers message behind the rest of the pack (23%). Not 
much intensity on any of the HRC frames. 

This data suggests there is little opportunity to build the vote up here for HRC.

It is most likely that this decision has already been made by the Court, but on the off chance that history 
is repeating itself, then it's possible they are still deciding (last time, seems like Roberts went from striking 
the mandate to supporting it in the weeks before). As Jennifer will remember, it was pretty critical that 
the President threw the gauntlet down last time on the Court, warning them in the first case that it would 
politicize the role of the Court for them to rule against the ACA. As a close reader of the case, I honestly 
believe that was vital to scaring Roberts off. 


In this case, I'm not arguing that Hillary spend a lot of time attacking the Court. I do think it would be very 
helpful to all of our interest in a decision affirming the law, for Roberts and perhaps Kennedy to see 
negative political consequences to ruling against the government. 

Therefore, I think it would be helpful to have a story of how progressives and Hillary would make the 
Supreme Court an election issue (which would be a ready argument for liberals) if the Court rules 
against the government. It's not that you wish that happens. But that would be the necessary 
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consequence of a negative decision. ..the Court itself would become a hugely important political issue. 


At CAP Action, we can get that story started. But kinda rests on you guys to make it stick. 


What do you think? If you want to proceed, we should move soon.

DOJ's ADA Lawsuit Regarding Children in Nursing Homes. 

Information Bulletin #383 (8/2013) 

The U.S. Department of Justice, Disability Rights Section, filed a very 
important ADA/Olmstead lawsuit against the State of Florida on behalf 
nearly 200 children with disabilities. USA v. The State of Florida 
http://www.ada.g 0 v/ 0 lmstead/ 0 lmstead_cases_list 2 .htm#fla. These children 
"entered nursing facilities as children and grew up in these institutions" 
and were "unnecessarily segregated from their communities." 

This lawsuit also claimed that "children with significant medical needs 
who reside in the community" face "serious risk of unnecessary 
institutionalization" because of "repeated service reductions and lengthy 
and unduly burdensome recertification processes." 

While the lawsuit focused on children, DOJ's legal claims apply as well to 
adults in nursing facilities and at risk of institutionalization. Also, 
because many States have very similar ADA/Olmstead issues, we will point 
out some very important handles you might want to consider. 

1. "Denial or Reduction of Medically Necessary Services." 

DOJ asserted that Florida "in recent years unduly restricted the 
availability of many in-home services -- through a state regulation that 
requires Medicaid services to "be furnished in a manner not primarily 
intended for the convenience of the recipient or recipient's caretaker." 

DOJ asserted that there were children in nursing facilities as a result of 
Florida's limits on in-home services and/or a failure to provide such 
services. 

2. "Stagnant Reimbursement Rates for Home Health Services." 

DOJ noted that many people were unable to access home health services due 
to the low Medicaid rates paid for such services. One comparison that is 
very helpful was DOJ noting that the rate paid to nursing homes for these 
children increased in the last 9 years by 28%, but home health rates have 
not increased comparably. 

3. "Insufficient Capacity in HOBS Waiver Programs." 

After pointing out that most of these children are eligible for Waiver 
services in the community, due to lengthy waiting lists children have been 
forced to enter nursing homes. Even with additional State Waiver funds in 
2013, more than95% of the people on waiting lists will not receive 
community-based services. 

4. "Lack of Sufficient Community-Based Alternatives." 

DOJ stated there were "very few providers of care to children with 
significant medical needs" in non-institutional settings. 
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5. "Failure to Offer Meaningful Opportunities to Move to the 
Community." 


DOJ stated that "many of the Institutionalized Children remain in 
facilities for very long periods of time, even when it is apparent that 
their medical conditions would permit return to the community with 
appropriate supports. The continued stay of most of these children is the 
direct result of the State's failure to actively identify more integrated 
service options for them." 

Related to the ADA/Olmstead arguments and claims, DOJ noted that 
"providing services in integrated settings can be accommodated through 
reasonable modifications to the State s existing services." 

These five problems exist in many other States and cause adults (and 
children) to be unnecessarily segregated in nursing homes and other 
institutional settings, as well as to be at serious risk of 
institutionalization.

I want to share a first draft of HRC's opening statement for 1 0/22 with this small group and see if you think it's in 
the right direction. The structure and substance reflect conversations I've already had with many of you, but 
flagging a few notes: 

-- Length. This is about 10 minutes, which is a bit shorter than we did in Jan 2013 but still fairly long. I'm not 
sure there's any reason to obsess over this, but keep it in mind. And, as Phil reminded me, we have the option 
for a longer statement for the record. 

-- Tone. I aimed for high minded but it's possible this will come off as fairly pugilistic. Maybe that's just fine, but 
see what you think. 

-- No Emails. You'll see there's nothing in here about emails. I think that's the right call, but if we decide that its 
impossible to ignore the elephant in the room, she could say this near the top: "I am also ready to answer 
questions about my email use as Secretary of State. As I have said many times, I should have used two 
separate accounts, one for work and one for personal matters. It was a mistake to use just one. It is up to you 
and ultimately to the American people to decide if it’s wise and appropriate for a committee charged with 
investigating and learning from a national tragedy to spend its time focused on something like that."

I trimmed a bit more. Mostly cut but added a few words here and there. 

Hello. I'm sure you are hearing a lot about my emails when I was Secretary of State. So I want to take some time 
to try and explain what's going on to you directly, in one place, at one time, as best as I can. 

In 2007, when I was a U.S. Senator, I got my first Blackberry. I used it to keep up with the news, with friends & 
family - like anyone else. 

When President Obama asked me to serve as Secretary of State, it seemed simpler to have just one email 
address. After all, my predecessors at State had not relied on Department email. In hindsight, though, this has 
proven anything but simple. There's a difference between what we are allowed to do and what's smart to do. I 
shouldn't have used separate personal and government accounts. I should have set a standard that others were 
expected to meet. To do it all again, I would have used two email addresses. 

But I can't do it all again. I can only tell you it was a mistake, regret it, explain it, and help the State Department 
and others fix any challenges it caused. 

That's what I did. Now I want to explain what I didn't do. 

I didn’t keep my email secret. Whenever I emailed, it was from my address. Whenever people emailed me, it was 
to my account. Work, personal, whatever. 

I also didn't do this to skirt rules. And I didn’t do it to avoid having my records preserved. When the State 
Department asked former Secretaries of State who served since email was widely used to help fill out the 
archival record, I did so, printing 55,000 pages of email including anything related to my work at the State 
Department. To get a sense of how outdated some of the government’s archiving practices are, we had to print 
all 55,000 pages because that's what the rules demand. Believe me, printing more than 30,000 email instead of 
handing them over electronically isn't something anyone does by choice. 

That's 30,000 more emails than every other former Secretary produced combined. No one else has produced 
their emails so far. I'm the only one. 

And yes, there were 30,000 more messages that were completely personal and had nothing to do with official 
business.

Hello. I thought you might find it useful to have some answers to share with your friends if they ask about 
all these news stories out there about my email habits when I was Secretary of State. So I want to take 
some time to try and explain it to you directly, in one place, at one time, as best as I can. 


Please bear with me because parts are confusing, and like many of you, I don't understand all of the 
technological aspects. [But when you hear all the facts, I think you’ll agree that all the political noise over 
this issue is just that - political noise.] 


In 2007, when I was a U.S. Senator, I got my first Blackberry. I used it to keep up with the news, with friends 
& family - and yes, I also got my fair share of unsolicited forwards that sometimes made me laugh and 
sometimes made me want to throw it away. In short, I used email like most people. 


Fast forward to 2009. One of my husband's staff members bought the domain 

name clintonemail.com so his team could switch from the various email providers they were relying on to 
one consolidated system. I joined them. 


This was all before I started my new job as Secretary of State. Had President Obama not asked me to join 
his team, if I had stayed in the U.S. Senate, I still would have switched to this new email. 


And when I did get to State, it seemed simpler to have just the one address. After all, my predecessors at 
State had not relied on Department email. In hindsight, though, this has proven anything but simple. 
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That's the explanation - but it's no excuse. There's a difference between allowed to do and smart to do. I 
shouldn't have done it this way. I should have set the standard that others were expected to meet. To do it 
all again, I would have used two email addresses. 


But I can't do it all again. I can only tell you it was a mistake, regret it, explain it, and help State and others 
fix any challenges it caused. 


That's what I did. Now I want to explain what I didn't do. 


I didn’t keep my email secret. Whenever I emailed, it was from my address. Whenever people emailed me, it 
was to my account. Work, personal, whatever. And yes, I continued to get my fair share of unsolicited 
forwards. 


I also didn't do this to skirt rules. And I didn’t do it to avoid having my records preserved. When State 
asked former Secretaries of State who served in the era of electronic communications to help fill out the 
archival record, I did so, printing 55,000 pages of email including anything related to my work at the State 
Department. To get a sense of how outdated some of the government’s archiving practices are, we had to 
print all 55,000 pages because that's what the rules demand. Believe me, printing more than 30,000 email 
instead of handing them over electronically isn't something anyone does by choice. 


That's 30,000 more emails than every other former Secretary produced combined . 


And yes, there were 30,000 more messages that were completely personal and had nothing to do with 
official business. 


I do believe transparency in government is important. And by this point, there isn't much you don't know 
about me. My finances are out there. My medical history is out there. You know how much I've made, 
where I've gone, what I'm allergic to. 


But what wasn't work wasn't the government's business. So I didn't keep those emails. I didn't print them. I 
knew no matter what I decided to do with them, I was in for criticism. So I chose to keep a modicum of 
privacy. I hope you can understand that. 


Now I want to address the most serious aspect. 


When it came to classified information, I certainly never used my Blackberry. And that had nothing to do 
with using a personal email address. If I had been hillaryclinton@state.gov I could not have used it for 
classified information either. At the State Department, mobile devices aren't used to communicate secrets. 
Almost everything of a classified nature was presented to me via paper or in person. When I traveled, 
elaborate steps were taken. Secure phones were set up, secure tents were constructed. More than once 
when a tent was set up in some far-away hotel, I was told to read the classified material with the blanket 
over my head. No, that's not a joke. I took my responsibilities in safeguarding our nation's secrets seriously. 
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So did my team did. Everyone at the State Department did . 


This process of looking backwards to see if something should have been classified at the time is fine. I 
don't want anything released to the public that puts us at risk. And we’re all learning that different agencies 
have very different views and procedures about what should be classified and what shouldn’t. What's not 
fine is to criticize people - especially career officials who have devoted their lives to serving our country -- 
for handling what they didn't know might be deemed classified years later by another part of the 
government. That's an impossible standard to meet. Members of Congress and their staff also handled 
some of these messages. Some articles being written about this issue today contain classified information. 
Should someone sending that article to a colleague be told in 2020 that they broke the rules? I hope not. 


As for the security of my email, in more than a little bit of irony, every day we learn of a new hack by the 
Chinese, by the Russians. That millions of Americans' personal information has been stolen. 


As Secretary I was proud of what we accomplished. I was proud of the thousands of people who've 
dedicated themselves to public service - including those who came into State with me and left with me. I 
was proud of them then, I'm proud of them now. 


I wish that a video was enough to address this. I know it isn't though. But I wanted to try to put everything in 
one place. 


Along those lines, after nearly a year of offering to come up at any time anyplace, in October I'll be on 
Capitol Hill before the committee looking at the tragic events of September 2012 in Benghazi, Libya. They 
wanted to talk to me behind closed doors, but I insisted on all of you being able to see what I was asked 
and how I answered. 


It's unclear to me how it will help us understand what happened in 
Benghazi or how to help prevent future tragedies - but I'm going to do my best to answer whatever they 
ask. 


And while I can't predict the future, let me finish by taking a stab: 

• There will be many more email to pour through. 

• Some will be serious, some will be embarrassing. 

• You know I'm not great with a fax, but you're also going to learn my secret salad dressing recipe and who 
sent me Linkedln requests. (And whose I didn't accept!) 

• There will be more dramatic leaks and assertions that prove to be untrue. 


But at some point, you're going to have them all. And if you suffer through all 55,000 pages, you'll be able 
to judge for yourself.

Annual Greek-American White House Meeting

WASHINGTON, DC, April 17, 2015 —Yesterday's White House Greek Independence Day 
celebration began with Vice President Joe Biden welcoming the leadership of Greek Orthodox 
Archbishop of America Demetrios and thanking Andy Manatos for creating and maintaining this 
annual White House meeting of Greek-American leaders with each of the five US Presidents who have 
served over the last 29 years.

Van Hollen Says Conservatives Trying to “Hide The Bair From Americans And “Break Promise” to Propose Bill Because 
Their Approach Would Be “Arrow In The Heart Of Employer-Based Health Coverage”; Feder Explains Unraveling 
Employer-Based System Has Been Longstanding Goal For Conservatives 

Washi ngton, D C 

— On a conference call today hosted by the Center for American Progress Action Fund, Congressm an Chris Van Hollen, Assistant to the Speaker of 
the House and CAPAF Senior Fellow Judy Feder discussed the dearth of proposals offered by conservatives, and suggested that the reason for the lack 
of details may be a hesitancy to explain to the American people that they want to unravel the employer-based health care system and put more Americans at risk 
of losing the insurance they have now. 

Congressm an Van Holl en said, “As you know, in the house, their quarterback on health care issues, Roy Blunt, promised that they would present a health 
reform bill, as their alternative, to the American people, so we can see where they were on this very important policy question. It appears that they are going to 
break that promise. They're not going to present a Republican alternative bill , and unfortunately the American people will not be able to see the details of some 
of the ideas that have been presented on the Republican side. Clearly they want to hide the ball from the American people because they know the American 
people are not going to like the consequences of whatever proposal they might roll out , based on the fragments that they've been presented already, which 
suggest that what the Republicans primarily are focused on is politics and not policy.” 

Congressm an Van Holl en continued, “they’ve not drawn those fragments together and come up with a piece of Republican legislation because the minute 
they put those different ideas and fragments into a bill that is labeled the ‘Republican alternative bill.’ the American people will see that it will be an arrow in the 
heart of employer-based health coverage.” 

“What we do know is that fragments of the legislation that they have introduced to date - which in various ways including the way they treat employer based 
health plans from a tax perspective - would have the impact of providing great disincentives for employers who are currently providing health insurance and 
throwing them into the individual marketplace to fend for themselves and give them essentially a tax credit that does not begin to cover the costs of their health 
care.” 

CAPAF Senior Fel low Judy Feder explained that unraveling the employer-based health care system has been a longstanding goal for conservatives: 

“These Republican ideas reflect a Iona standing - and I'm talking back to the early 80’s - strategy that Republicans have advocated to tax our benefits and 
unravel the employer-sponsored market we count on ... and essentially puts us on our own against the insurance companies.” Dr. Feder explained that 
conservatives in Congress are on record supporting these ideas: “It is exactly the same strategy in the Ryan bill, the so-called Patients Choice Act [also 
introduced by Sen. Coburn], the choices don't look so good as we analyze them, and, actually, in the Senate HELP Committee, all the members, except for one. 
actually voted for a proposal of this kind .” 

Elaborating on conservative ideas, Dr. Feder said, “those aren’t about bending the curve, those are about undermining and unraveling the employer-sponsored 
health insurance system." On the other hand, progressives “are trying to strengthen it, not take it apart, and certainly not throw people who count on their 
employer-sponsored health insurance into an individual health insurance market with too little money and insufficient rules to protect us against discrimination 
based on pre-existing conditions.”

Election 2012: Sex, lies and videotape

iMAGES)President Obama’s Christian faith, or the 
Mormon faith of Republican presidential 
candidate Mitt Romney, did not become important 
issues after the primaries of election year 2012. 
Even the fact that Romney is a significant leader 
in the Mormon Church did not really emerge 
as noteworthy after he was selected as the GOP 
nominee. 

There was, of course, faith activism all over the 
political and faith landscape. But the real 
“religious” questions of 2012 were theological. 

To me, the most important theological questions 
were: Are women fully human or not? Does lying 
matter and why? Is there one nation, or are there 


All of these questions were highly politically contested and religious interpretations figured prominently in those ideological 
struggles. 

Sex: War on Women 

In 1949, French philosopher Simone de Beauvoir analyzed the persistence of women’s inequality, calling women “ The 
Second Sex .” In the 2012 election year, this is better termed the “ War on Women The “War on Women” is a political 
designation for a host of Republican initiatives at the local, state and federal level to restrict women’s rights, especially but 
not exclusively women’s reproductive rights, that took central stage in 2012. 

The “ War on Women ,” however, is also a theological issue. The underlying presumption of those who would pursue 
policies that limit women’s reproductive choices, or allow it to be legal for women to be paid less than men who do the 
same job, is that women are not of equal dignity and worth. They also presume that women do not have “freedom of 
conscience” and can exercise it equally well as men. 
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The important visual for the idea that 2012 was a year when the GOP was conducting a “War on Women” was the photo 
of an all-male panel on contraception conducted in House of Representatives. Sandra Fluke, a Georgetown University Law 
School Student, was excluded from the panel because, it was said, “the hearing wasn’t about ‘birth control,’ it was about 
‘freedom of religion and conscience.’” 

So, for me, as a Christian, that became a core theological question: Don’t women have consciences? Don’t women have 
religious freedom too? 

The “War on Women” is, at its base, an attack on women’s freedom and dignity. It had, however, so many manifestations in 
the 2012 election year, it is difficult to name them all. From Romney’s promises to defund Planned Parenthood , to the 
huge struggle in Virginia over an internal ultrasound procedure , the “trans-vaginal probe,” being required for women 
seeking an abortion, to how rape is “defined” as in the infamous comments by Rep. Todd Akin that “ legitimate rape ” rarely 
causes pregnancy that became such an issue in that Missouri Senate race, and beyond, there were numerous examples. 

Theological polarization ran in parallel to political polarization and this was well illustrated per Akin and his views. 
Progressive and moderate Christians contested Akin’s “legitimate rape” comments and the reliaious right supported him. 
The religious right is credited as the force that kept Akin in the race. 

But the “War on Women” is not confined to reproductive rights issues. Workplace discrimination, and equal pay for equal 
work as now required in the Lilly Ledbetter Fair Pay Act signed by President Obama, is another collection of political 
issues that are also theological issues. Are women human? Are they equal in theological dignity and worth? 

At the end of the day, the host of issues dubbed “The War on Women” are theological issues having to do with, as in the 
Christian tradition, “male and female” being created in the image of God (Genesis 1 :27). Theologically speaking, then, I 
believe women are equally and fully human in dignity and worth, women do have consciences, and they can act on their 
religious consciences and make informed moral choices about their reproductive lives. 

Lies: The “Post-truth” election 

It is scarcely unusual for politicians to frame events and policies so that they can be claimed to support their 
views. Thomas Jefferson , for example, in part interpreted prohibiting “establishment” of religion as a tax issue and got it 
included in the Constitution. Politicians have been widely known to state opinion as “fact” and ignore facts not of their liking. 
Yes, politicians have even lied to get themselves elected. No one is shocked to hear this. 

Election 2012, however, was the year of “post-truth.” For the first time, the idea emerged that political lying simply didn’t 
matter. This is a profound theological issue. 

One political party, the Republican Party, put out statements and ads that were lies, that is, proven to be factually incorrect, 
and simply said it didn’t matter. And they did it over and over again, while denigrating “fact-checking.” The Romney campaign 
declined, as one surrogate said, to let their campaign “ be dictated by fact-checkers 

A false equivalence emerged, where media outlets often chose not to pursue the policy of repeated, systematic and 
deliberate lying by the Romney campaign and chose instead to focus on ‘they both do it.’ 

Politicians lie. It’s the case. But that’s not the story of the 2012 election. The story is the complete contempt Republicans 
showed for being caught in lies, and instead of issuing “corrections,” merely repeated the lie. An example of this kind of lying 
is the canard that after being elected, President Obama went on an “apology tour.” This lie was repeated over and over 
again, with relative impunity from the press. President Obama himself called out this lie as a “ whopper ” in the last 
presidential debate with Mitt Romney. 

It’s not just hamburgers and fries that are supersized in America these days. The lies have been supersized as well. But it is 
not the size of the lie that is the deeply troubling theological issue. The issue is a spreading contempt for the idea that truth 
versus falsehood even matters. 

In my view, this is the first “ post-truth ” election, and if it is allowed to continue, “Be warned: ‘post-truthfulness’ will 
inevitably bleed into all areas of our lives as a result, from intimate relations to our social and work lives. It is the essence of 
the amoral, where individuals or whole nations are unable to perceive or are indifferent to questions of right or wrong.” 

Political lying as deliberate strategy, one can argue, was first crafted by Richard Nixon. Nixon developed the art of political 
lying throughout his campaign and his presidency, and continued to tell lies despite corrections. Richard Nixon began this 
as a candidate and pursued it through his deeply destructive presidency. According to Rick Perlstein, in “ Nixonland: The 
Rise of a President and the Fracturing of America .” lying was Nixon’s default, as “Nixon would lie about anything.” 
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“Post-truth,” defined as ‘lying doesn’t matter,’ needs to be called out and explicitly rejected as Republican policy. This needs 
to be done without false equivalence. Now, of course, any politician or party who deliberately lies should be called out and 
forced to issue a correction. 

The future of “post-truth,” however, is not in the hands of politicians of either party. It in the hands of the electorate and each 
voter needs to examine her or his conscience on this development. 

Ask yourself this: don’t I, at some level, want my preferred version of reality to be true, even if it’s not? “Post-truth” works 
because people desire their own version of reality, and in the age of the Internet, you can get it if you want it. 

Moral reasoning should lead you to reject that temptation. 

Videotape: the 47 percent 

Election 2012 was the year Americans stopped being one people. Occupy Wall Street, the protest movement begun in the 
fall of 201 1 , contributed the language of the 1 percent, the American mega-rich, versus the rest of America, called the 99 
percent. This language has entered the American lexicon and is the greatest success of Occupy. 

The “47 percent” burst upon the 2012 political scene with the now infamous videotape of candidate Mitt Romney telling 
attendees at a “$50,000-a-plate dinner that 47 percent of Americans — those who back President Obama — are Victims’ who 
are ‘dependent upon government’ and ‘pay no income tax.’ He noted: ‘My job is not to worry about those people. I’ll never 
convince them they should take personal responsibility and care for their lives.’” The video went viral and added the 
language of the 47 percent to the election lexicon. 

This videotape summed up the deep, deep polarizations of the American political landscape today, a polarization that is, in 
fact, approximately 50-50. 

Now, of course, the idea that Americans have always been ‘one people’ and suddenly we stopped is a myth, in fact itself a 
big lie. For nearly the first century of the democracy, we were legally a slave society and after that a nation of racial 
discrimination codified in laws called “Jim Crow,” as documented in an excellent PBS series, “ The Rise and Fall of Jim 
Crow .” 

In the 2012 election, a host of voter disenfranchisement legislation enacted at the state level in the 2012 election season 
is bringing back the era of “Jim Crow.” It is an effort to deliberately create barriers for racial ethnic minorities and younger 
voters to able to legally vote. 

Women were not part of “one people” until the passage of the 1 9th amendment in 1919 gave them the right to vote . The 
“ Equal Rights Amendment ” that would have prohibited unequal treatment under the law “on account of sex,” was not 
ratified, so it can be argued that women are still not fully part of one people. Lesbian, gay, bi-sexual and transgender 
Americans are legally discriminated against today despite the language of the 14th Amendment that guarantees “ equal 
protection under the law .” Equal unless you are gay, that is. 

The language of the 47 percent captures some of this broader American fragmentation in a better way than the 1 percent 
versus the 99 percent. 

But beyond these specific divisions, a broader gulf is opening. It is the “makers versus the takers” ideology that reveals a 
morally untenable split in the nation. 

In this emerging view, there can be no “war on poverty” argument where the idea is taking hold that those who are in need, 
who are elderly or very young, who are disabled, out-of-work or underemployed, or who are discriminated against deserve 
their unequal treatment. These “victims” deserve their victimization and unless help is denied to them they will not “take 
personal responsibility and care for their lives.” 

In this perverse view, “helping the poor” will only harm them. 

In my Christian faith, however, Jesus teaches that in caring for the hungry, the thirsty, the stranger, the sick and the prisoner 
you “did it to me,” that is, to Jesus himself. (Matthew 25:41) And when you fail to care for these, the poor, the sick, the 
suffering, you will be judged and condemned. (Matthew 25: 45-46) 

It is a perversion of the Christian faith to argue that the “poor” deserve their fate and helping them is immoral. That is deeply, 
even profoundly, morally perverse. 


Theology Matters: 
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Ada Maria Isasi-Diaz , a significant Hispanic woman theologian, would frequently say, “La vida es la lucha.” Life is 
struggle. 

This is the basis of the theological interpretation I bring to Election 2012. My Christian faith teaches me that history is a 
struggle between good and bad, between selfishness and generosity, between cruelty and compassion, and thus between 
right and wrong. I think an uncritical equivalence, whether political or theological, hides this struggle. 

You have to choose.

There were many 
highlights -not least of which was President Clinton connecting with outer space (seen HERE )— and I wanted to share a 
few with you from Secretary Clinton’s three program areas. 

Too Small to Fail 


On Wednesday, Secretary Clinton participated in a CNN broadcast session entitled. The Science of Success: Investing 
in Babies ’ Minds. Dr. Sanjay Gupta moderated the discussion with Too Small To Fail advisory council member 
Cindy McCain, Geoffrey Canada from the Harlem Children’s Zone, Dr. Nadine Burke Harris from the Center for 
Youth Wellness and Dr. Rosemarie Truglio from Sesame Workshop. The conversation focused on the early years as 
a critical time to build babies’ brains and lay the foundation for future health and learning. The panelists discussed the 
powerful role that parents and communities play and highlighted Too Small to Fail's work in promoting early brain 
development. The session will air on CNN’s “Sanjay Gupta MD” tomorrow at 4:30pm ET and Sunday at 7:30am ET. 

No Ceilings: The Full Participation Project 

In a conversation moderated by David Leonhardt of the New York Times, Secretary Clinton and Melinda Gates 
discussed why they joined forces on No Ceilings to address the critical importance of data in charting the path 
forward for women’s full participation. You can watch a video they showed HERE v previewing some of the No 
Ceilings data, and you can read a Wired story HERE 

Joined by fonner Australian Prime Minister Julia Gillard, Secretary Clinton announced CHARGE - the Collaborative 
for Harnessing Ambition and Resources for Girls’ Education — a commitment by No Ceilings and the Center on 
Universal Education at the Brookings Institution bringing together 30 cross-sector partners to reach 14 million girls 
over 5 years. The collaborative, which committed over $600 million towards the effort, will focus on key areas to 
help close the gender gap in secondary education. You can read more about the announcement in The Atlantic 
HERE and TIME HERE . 

Additionally, Chelsea Clinton announced a new commitment by GSMA and its partners to study the barriers to 
women’s access to mobile technology. With this information, the partners commit to launch initiatives that will equip 
women in low and middle income communities with the tools to access health, education, economic, and other 
critical services through to mobile devices. 

Job One 


On Monday, Secretary Clinton hosted a CGI Executive Roundtable session with nearly 20 CEOs and global 
economic leaders focused on how to create new solutions to the global youth employment challenge. The 
conversation addressed both the challenges business face in recruiting and training youth and potential private-sector- 
led solutions to improve the participation of underserved youth in the global economy. 

On Tuesday, representatives from sixteen businesses and nonprofit organizations participated in the first CGI Action 
Network on U.S. Youth Employment focused on ways the Clinton Foundation can support existing and cultivate new 
Job One commitment makers. In addition, partners including Year Up and the Ad Council premiered the first-ever 
PSA campaign encouraging employers to create career pathways for out-of-school, out-of-work youth. You can 
watch Secretary Clinton lending her support to this effort HERE and the PSA HERE .

Also on Tuesday, Secretary Clinton announced three additional Job One commitments: 

o Dermalogica , a global skin care company, launched its first U.S. program focused on training unemployed 
young women for careers in the high-paid salon industry, 
o North America’s Building Trades committed to launch a new pre-apprenticeship program in the Washington, 
D.C. region to provide unemployed youth between the ages of 18 and 24 the opportunity to enter the skilled 
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construction industry. 

o Barrick Gold , the mining company, announced a multi-faceted effort to create a local talent base in the 
Western Shoshonne tribal communities of Nevada through investments in vocational education, internships 
and mentoring. 

Finally, building on last year’s success in an area that holds personal meaning for both of them. Secretary Clinton and 
Chelsea brought together heads of state from across Africa, as well as leaders from Asia and a wide range of conservation 
organizations, to take action against elephant poaching and illegal ivory trafficking. The broad coalition committed to step up 
efforts to “stop the killing, stop the trafficking, and stop the demand.”

After Boko Haram: Hillary Clinton Promises Education For 14 Million Girls (Time)

education 

On Wednesday morning, Hillary Clinton and Former Australian Prime Minister Julia Gillard announced a new Clinton Global 
Initiative commitment with the Center on Universal Education at the Brookings Institution for girls’ education called 
CHARGE (The Collaborative for Harnessing Ambition and Resources for Girls Education). The initiative will include 30 other 
partners, including governments like the United States and organizations from the private sector, committing $600 million to 
reach 14 million girls around the world in the next five years. 

“It’s time to both celebrate the progress we’ve made and redouble our efforts,” said Clinton at the announcement. 

Gillard, a fellow at the Brookings Institution, approached Secretary Clinton and Chelsea Clinton a year ago to work together 
on the initiative. “I think across the world, as we talk about women in developing countries, there’s been increasing 
recognition that empowering women and girls is a key change agent for development. There have been some truly shocking 
incidents that have caused us to have tears in our eyes and sharply intake our breath — what happened to Malala, what has 
happened with the Nigerian schoolgirls — that powerfully remind us that in some part of the world, getting an education is still 
a very dangerous thing for a girl,” Gillard told TIME. “It’s being targeted because it’s powerful. Education is powerful, 
which is why some people want to stop it and why we should feel so passionate about assuring that it occurs.” 

Up until now, world leaders have focused on enrolling girls in primary school at the same rate as boys. And though the rate 
of female enrollment in primary school has risen from less than half to nearly 80% in the last 25 years, issues of quality and 
safety still persist. The Girls CHARGE initiative aims to address what they are calling a “second generation” of girls’ issues 
especially in Sub-Saharan Africa and South West Asia. And while incidents like the kidnapping in Nigeria of more than 200 
school girls by the radical group Boko Haram are extreme, they are emblematic of the harsh realities of educating girls in 
some parts of the world. 

CHARGE has five main goals: 

1 . Keep girls in school 

2. Ensure school safety and security 

3. Improve quality of learning for girls 

4. Support transitions from and out of school 

5. Support girls’ education leaders/workers in developing countries to fulfill these goals 
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Partners of CHARGE are taking different steps in specific regions to reach these goals. The government of Nepal is 
committing $29 million to the cause and providing bicycles to girls to ensure girls can get to and from school. The BRAC 
organization is establishing 8,000 adolescent girl clubs in Bangladesh by 2019 to provide safe spaces for girls, among other 
efforts. 

The Clinton Global Initiative and Brookings will evaluate the progress of the organizations towards their goals over the course 
of the next five years. Any government that wants to join the effort can. 

Developing nations must work towards gender equality in education to improve their economy: Educated women add to 
family income by working, and their children are more likely to become educated themselves. But those girls most 
desperately in need live in countries where the governments don’t want to cooperate with initiatives like this one. “That’s 
obviously a huge challenge,” Rachel Vogelstein of the Clinton Foundation’s No Ceilings Initiative told TIME. “We’re hoping 
to work with our partners and civil society organizations to cultivate leaders on a grassroots level in those locations.” 

But even as Clinton and Gillard look to empower women across the globe, they recognize that there are still equality gaps in 
the Western World as well. Both Gillard and Clinton have faced misogyny throughout their political careers. Gillard points out 
that women in countries like the United States and Australia cannot settle and must still fight for progress: 

“My own perspective is that in many places around the world — Australia, here in the United States — after the big push of the 
second wave of feminism in our own nations, there was the assumption made that naturally gender change was happening 
and everything would equalize. I think in recent years there’s been a realization that no, there are still problems in our own 
nations, including domestic violence, that require a dedicated focus and approach. The dialogue both in Australia and the 
United States must still include questions of political leadership, corporate leadership, civil society leadership where doors still 
need to be opened for women.”

How to help America's most vulnerable jobseekers: Undereducated youth

A new campaign announced at the Clinton Global Initiative seeks to match corporations with young, unemployed Americans 
who lack a college degree. What are the chances it will work? 

A few folks over at the Clinton Global Initiative have cooked up a plan to solve the problem of millions of young Americans 
who lack steady jobs or a college education: match them with corporations in need of entry-level talent. 

The Ad Council, which produces public service advertisements, along with a coalition of mentoring and workplace training 
non-profits, rolled out a campaign called Grads of Life on Tuesday to help corporations fill the 4 million currently vacant 
positions in the U.S. with what the campaign calls “opportunity youths,” 16 to 24-year olds who have not followed a 
traditional education path. There are an estimated 6 million “opportunity youths” in the U.S. 

The campaign launched a series of public service announcements and an online platform aimed at introducing corporate 
America to this potential workforce. The platfonn also offers companies access to job preparation-related non-profits like 
Year Up, the Employment Pathways Project, MENTOR: The National Mentoring Partnership, and Opportunity Nation. 

“Two-hundred and fifty of the Fortune 1000 companies are having trouble finding entry level talent,” says Shawn Bohen, 
national director for strategic growth and impact for Year Up, an organization that provides workplace training and 
internships to urban youth. When it comes to hiring young Americans, corporations have been derailed by negative 
perceptions of Millennials and a reliance on hiring processes that are tailored toward applicants with four-year degrees, 
Bohen says. “Meanwhile the number of people not in the economy is growing on our watch. So we’ve gotten into this 
campaign to raise awareness on the employers’ side about the success other employers are having [hiring opportunity 
youth],” she said. 

Young Americans are among those who suffered most from the economic downturn. In the recession’s wake, they have 
endured unemployment at a rate nearly twice as high as the nationwide average. Individuals age 16-24 experienced 18.1% 
unemployment in July 201 1. The country as a whole, meanwhile, reported 9% joblessness at that time. In July 2014, youth 
unemployment had dropped to 14.3%, but that was still more than double the national rate of 6.2%. Those figures are 
especially alarming since research shows that workers who are unemployed as young adults earn lower wages for many 
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years after their jobless stints. The Center for American Progress estimates that young Americans who were stuck in long- 
term unemployment during the recession will miss out on a collective $20 billion in potential earnings over the next 10 years. 

The Grads of Life campaign specifically seeks to help young Americans who have dropped out of high school or college. 
Many of these Americans struggle to build an economic foundation for adult independence, putting a burden not just on the 
individual, but on taxpayers and society as a whole. Every year, each one of these opportunity youths — through lost taxes 
and higher government spending, mainly on the criminal justice system — costs taxes payers an estimated $13,890 a piece. 
Multiply that times 6 million and you have an $83 billion problem. 

Nonprofits like Year Up have long been trying to address this issue. The 14-year old Boston-based organization uses 
community-based organizations, high schools, and religious organizations to identify young adults with high school diplomas 
or GEDs who are fit for its one-year program, which combines six months of workplace training in a classroom setting with 
six months of a professional internship at companies like AOL, Google, Facebook, Linkedln, and American Express. Four 
months after the program ends, 85% of participants are employed at jobs that pays an average of $15 per hour, Bohen says. 
One year after the program’s completion, the stats are about the same. 

By participating in the Grads of Life campaign, nonprofits like Year Up get a chance to spread the word on a growing 
problem. That’s certainly an admirable goal. The campaign “has put [its] finger on a real source of concern,” says Gary 
Burtless, a senior fellow at the Brookings Institution who researches labor market policy and unemployment. “But I’m not 
sure whether the best way to work on it is to round up employers [to fix the problem].” 

It might work, he says, if something like 35% of the business community participates, including highly regarded companies. 
(The Grads of Life campaign says that The Gap, JPMorgan Chase, and Salesforce.com have created their own programs for 
hiring non-traditional candidates.) After all, that’s how employer-sponsored health insurance spread. A few big companies 
implemented it as a way to get around the government’s wage controls during World War II and it slowly trickled down to 
smaller businesses, becoming a standard benefit by the 1960s. 

But Burtless is skeptical that non-traditional job training and hiring practices will catch on in a similar way because the United 
States, historically, has turned away from such programs. In the past, the U.S. relied on apprenticeships as a substitute path 
to employment for students who didn’t flourish in typical education settings. But instead of spreading to white collar 
professions, apprenticeships “remained little islands of the economy in the construction and building trades,” Burtless says. 
Institutions that offered worker training back in the 19th century, like what’s now known as the Rochester Institute of 
Technology, eventually started offering four-year degrees. “They realized they weren’t going to survive if they didn’t call 
themselves colleges,” Burtless says. The U.S. is now a nation that’s “very suspicious of routes that don’t end with a 
diploma.” 

It’s not that way in other countries. Burtless pointed to apprentice systems in Germany, Austria, and Denmark that are 
mainstream, but that’s largely thanks to post-World War II education system overhauls. 

Government intervention at the federal level would go a long way toward getting such a system to stick in the United States, 
but because state and local governments directly oversee school systems, “our national government is very reluctant to 
intervene,” Burtless says. And, as the Grads of Life program points out, that’s to the detriment of young Americans who 
don’t have access to — or don’t succeed in — the traditional education system. “We don’t do very well by those kids,” 
Burtless says, “They need to make a living too.”

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“Magna Carta: Muse and Mentor” Exhibition at Library of Congress to Open Nov. 6 
1215 Magna Carta from England’s Lincoln Cathedral to be on Display 

Magna Carta, the great charter of rights and liberties, stands at the heart of English and American law and has influenced the legal 
systems of many other democratic nations. One of the earliest statements of limited government and a point of departure for centuries 
of debate on individual rights, Magna Carta has become the world’s most enduring symbol of the rule of law. 

The Library of Congress will celebrate the 800th anniversary of the first issue of Magna Carta with a 10-week exhibition "Magna 
Carta: Muse and Mentor," opening Thursday, Nov. 6, and running through Monday, Jan. 19, 2015. The exhibition — to be located in 
the South Gallery, second level of the Thomas Jefferson Building, 10 First St. S.E., Washington, D.C. — will be free and open to the 
public from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. Monday through Saturday. 

The Lincoln King John 1215 Magna Carta, on loan from the Lincoln Cathedral in England, will be the centerpiece of the exhibition. In 
addition, there will be rare materials from the Law Library of Congress and from various other divisions of the Library, which will tell 
the story of 800 years of Magna Carta’s influence on the history of political liberty. The materials will both illuminate the context of 
Magna Carta in medieval and early modern England and show how the charter came to occupy such an important place in British and 
American law. 

"Magna Carta: Muse and Mentor" also will celebrate the 75th anniversary of the Lincoln Magna Carta’s first visit to the Library of 
Congress. After a six-month exhibit in the British Pavilion at the 1939 New York World’s Fair, the document traveled to Washington, 
D.C. On Nov. 28, 1939, the British Ambassador to the United States, in an official ceremony, handed Magna Carta over to Librarian of 
Congress Archibald MacLeish for safekeeping during World War II. The Library placed the document on exhibition, until the U.S. 
entry into the war, when the Library sent Magna Carta to Fort Knox, Ky. The document returned to England in 1946. 

Librarian of Congress James H. Billington said, "We are honored to place on exhibition Magna Carta, one of the lasting treasures of 
human history. The principles that underlay Magna Carta are the foundation of our liberties, inspiring this country’s Founding 
Fathers in shaping the U.S. Constitution and the laws of this land. We especially welcome the return of the Lincoln King John 1215 
Magna Carta, because the Library of Congress played an important role in its safekeeping during World War II." 

Law Librarian of Congress David Mao said, "Through this exhibition we will celebrate the core tradition of the rule of law. While 
aiming to detail the enduring impact of Magna Carta over 800 years, our exhibit will illuminate its influence on our legal traditions and 
political thought while examining the unfolding story of the rule of law throughout the world. We look forward to taking a leading role 
in the American commemoration of the 800th anniversary of this legal treasure." 

The Lincoln King John Magna Carta will travel first to the Museum of Fine Arts in Boston and then to the Sterling and Francine Clark 
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Art Institute in Williamstown, Mass. Its final stop in America will be the Library of Congress. 

After its appearance here, Magna Carta will return to England and be placed briefly on display at the British Library, along with the 
other three surviving original 1215 issues of the document. Two are held by the British Library and one by Salisbury Cathedral. Of the 
four, the Lincoln King John Magna Carta is considered to be in the best condition. 

Magna Carta or "Great Charter" was sealed in 1215, in a grassy meadow at Runnymede, by the Thames, when barons coerced King 
John into granting a number of rights and liberties. The document is the world’s most enduring symbol of the rule of law, establishing 
the principle that no one is above the law, not even the king. 

The Library of Congress also will celebrate the 800th anniversary by curating and providing materials for a facsimile traveling 
exhibition on Magna Carta for the American Bar Association (ABA). The exhibition will open at a 2014 ABA Annual Meeting in 
Boston and travel across the United States. In June 2015, the ABA Magna Carta Facsimile Traveling Exhibit will journey to England. 
For more information on ABA’s Magna Carta commemoration, visit www.facebook.com/abamagnacarta . 

The Lincoln Cathedral, officially the Cathedral Church of St. Mary of Lincoln, is located in Lincoln, England, and is the seat of the 
Bishop of Lincoln in the Church of England. The cathedral and its bishops have had a leading role in the history of England. In 1215 
the Bishop of Lincoln, Hugh of Wells, was present at Runnymede along with Lincolnshire’s Cardinal Archbishop Stephen Langton. 
When King John agreed to the barons’ demands, copies of Magna Carta, written in Latin, were made and distributed to sheriffs, 
cathedrals, and important religious houses throughout England. Lincoln Cathedral’s Magna Carta is one of only four from the 
original distribution still in existence. The cathedral itself, highly regarded by architectural scholars, is one of Europe’s finest Gothic 
buildings. Construction started in 1072 and continued in several phases throughout the medieval period. 

The Law Library of Congress was established in 1832 with the mission to make its resources available to members of Congress, the 
Supreme Court, other branches of the U.S. government and the global legal community and to sustain and preserve a universal 
collection of law for future generations. With more than 5 million items in various formats, the Law Library of Congress contains the 
world’s largest collection of law books and other resources from all countries and provides online databases and guides to legal 
information worldwide through its website at www.loc.gov/law

John: as you think about WH organization, I would urge you to think about a position on immigration and labor-- 
perhaps on the DPC. There is currently a double lack of coordination in the Executive Branch on these issues: 
(1) DHS, DOJ, HHS, Labor all have pieces, and (2) within DHS (since INS was broken up and tossed into 
various parts of DHS), there is only weak coordination. 

The long term fix is probably a new federal agency that collects the pieces from the departments and establishes 
a coherent policy process; but until that time the issues need high level and coordinated attention at the WH 
level.

McCain Aide Calls For Fully Funded No Child Left

Appearing on Meet the Press Sunday, John McCain's senior adviser Carly Fiorina touted the Senator's bona 
fides on education by laying out the reforms he had envisioned for the No Child Left Behind act. 

"He believes that No Child Left Behind was an imperfect piece of legislation," she said . "Nevertheless, there 
are things about it that have worked. We need to learn the lessons, fix the problems, fully fund it, and continue 
to focus on the education of our children as well as the education and training of our displaced workers." 

But if full funding for NCLB is what Fiorina is looking for, she can start by lecturing her current boss. Despite 
hailing the legislation as a major milestone, McCain has consistently (though not always) voted against providing 
complete funding for the education legislation. According to the National Education Association , "Since 2003, 
McCain voted repeatedly against fully funding No Child Left Behind, resulting in an unfunded mandate that has 
continued to further tap local communities and states during an economic downturn." 

The lost-in-the-news-cycle gaffe for Fiorina puts a exclamation point on what was, undoubtedly, a tough week. 
First she touted health insurance plans that covered birth control in addition to Viagra, leading to a completely 
awkward exchange for her boss with a reporter (not to mention the embarrassing revelation that in 2003, 

McCain had voted against an amendment requiring insurance coverage of prescription birth control). 

Then she mentioned, in an interview with Bloomberg's Al Hunt, that McCain would be open to raising taxes on 
the wealthy, if in a creative enough fashion - a position sure to incur the wrath of anti-tax conservatives.

Plans by the U.S. Chamber of Commerce to spend $183,000 in an effort to unseat U.S. Rep. Leonard Boswell, an Iowa Democrat, are being 
questioned by a liberal advocacy group asking if foreign money is involved. 

Americans United for Change, based in Washington, D.C., on Thursday cited a report issued this week by the Center for American Progress. The report 
alleges the Chamber is receiving “dues” payments of tens of thousands of dollars from foreign companies in countries such as Bahrain, India and Egypt, 
and then mingling the money with campaign funds. 

Americans United says the chamber plans to spend more than $75 million before the November election and it has already run 8,000 ads, most of 
which support Republican candidates. In Boswell’s race in Iowa’s 3rd Congressional District, a Federal Election Commission report filed Wednesday 
shows the Chamber plans to spend $183,000 in an effort to defeat him. 

Tita Freeman, vice president of the U.S. Chamber of Commerce, said Thursday the allegations are “unfounded, deceitful and completely erroneous.” 
The Chamber “fully complies with all applicable laws and regulations. No foreign money is used to fund poltical activities,” she said. 

Of the U.S. Chamber's 300,000 members, a relative handful are non-U. S. based companies, Freeman said. She called the allegations a “desperate 
attempt to silence those who support free enterprise.” 

Americans United issued a statement asking Republican Brad Zaun, Boswell's opponent, to repudiate the Chamber’s advertising campaign. Boswell’s 
campaign manager, Grant Woodard, echoed the criticism, saying the Chamber “is a well-known advocate of shipping American jobs overseas.” 

Timothy Maloney, Zaun's campaign manager, dismissed the criticism, saying Boswell has “apparently forgotten that huge out-of-state labor unions and 
special interests have pumped several hundred thousand dollars into his race. Now, when someone tries to get him to accept some personal 
responsibility for his voting record, he cries foul.

A disturbing new report is raising serious questions about whether the powerful U.S. Chamber of Commerce is actively 
soliciting and spending untold sums of money from foreign countries to influence U.S. elections - money from countries including 
China, Egypt, and Saudi Arabia that is likely being used to pollute the airwaves in Iowa as we speak.

India and Egypt, and then mingling the money with its fund to advocate for 
or against candidates in the midterm races ...The chamber has vowed to spend more than $75 million before 
the November election, and it has already run 8,000 ads, most of which support Republican candidates. 

It’s reported today that Congressman Leonard Boswell (IA-3) is one of the targets of the U.S. Chamber’s $75 million, likely 
foreign-funded television smear campaign. Why? 

As CAP Action Fund/ThinkProgress notes in the report, “The Chamber has repeatedly sent out issue alerts attacking 
Democratic efforts to encourage businesses to hire locally rather than outsource to foreign counties.” 

Congressman Boswell is top target of the Corporate special interests because he has fought hard to create jobs here at home by 
closing tax loopholes , embraced bv the U.S. Chamber , that reward companies that American ship jobs overseas. The 
Chamber is clearly willing to do whatever it takes to replace Representatives like Leonard Boswell who put middle-class families 
ahead of Corporate America’s bottom line. 

The question is: does Brad Zaun welcome these ads attacking Congressman Boswell on his behalf that aren’t just from out-of- 
state, but likely from out-of-country? Will he repudiate this wholly Un-American, Un-Democratic, and possibly illegal foreign 
intrusion into Iowa’s political process? 

For Brad Zaun to look the other way and say nothing as more and more foreign money likely pours into Iowa on his behalf would 
be tantamount to an endorsement of it.

To follow-up on this past weekend's request for access to our video library, attached and pasted below is a 
memo explicating the best methods for navigating tracking/media monitoring footage. 

There are two main steps involved: 1) searching and viewing footage and 2) accessing and downloading 
footage. For step one, use our private youtube account. For step two, use our box.net account. Box.net is 
not the site you want to use to search and view video; the site requires you to download footage before viewing, 
which can sometimes be a timely affair. Step-by-step instructions for using each site are detailed below. 

For those not in the trenches of the tracking/media monitoring world, it may be difficult to navigate these sites 
initially - even with instructions. I'm happy to provide a tutorial for anyone who would like one. This can be 
done over the phone and it takes about 15 minutes.

Best Method for Searching and Viewing Footage: Use YouTube 
Description 

Our private youtube account is the easiest and quickest way to search and view a broad collection of 
Progressive Media USA's tracking and media monitoring footage. In fact, every video clip the Tracking/Media 
Monitoring team has made of John McCain is posted on this private account. Further, every media monitoring 
clip we've captured is also posted on this private account. The site is currently holding thousands of video clips

Dear Friends, 

This morning, before an audience gathered at Florida International University, former 
Secretary of State Hillary Clinton said, "The Cuba embargo needs to go, once and for 
all. We should replace it with a smarter approach that empowers the Cuban private sector, 
Cuban civil society, and the Cuban- American community to spur progress and keep 
pressure on the regime." 

Earlier this week, Representative Tom Einmer wrote in an op-ed arguing that none of 
the aims of U.S. policy are achievable with the embargo still in place. The Minnesota 
Republican said ending trade restrictions would advance the goals of human rights, free 
expression, and open markets in Cuba. This week, Emmer did more than talk; he 
introduced legislation to repeal the embargo with Rep. Kathy Castor, a Florida 
Democrat. 

What are we in the U.S. supposed to think when a Democratic candidate for President of 
the United States and a Republican elected to the Congress in 2014 use the same language 
to increase public support to end the embargo that was used for decades to defend 
sanctions? 

Let's start by recognizing that Secretary Clinton and Rep. Emmer are right to call for the 
trade embargo to end. Restrictions on trade and travel hurt Cubans economically and 
demonstrate disregard for their country's sovereignty, which hurts our relations with Cuba 
and the nations of Latin America more broadly. 

These policies have also prevented the people of our country from traveling freely, 
exchanging with Cuban citizens from whom we have much to learn, and deprive U.S. 
companies of opportunities for profit and job-creation by locking them out of the Cuban 
market. 

Emmer framed his bill and Clinton framed her Cuba policy speech by defining repeal of the 
embargo as an expression of the U.S. national interest. 

Then, by coincidence or design, Emmer and Clinton both used language most likely to win 
the most valuable new converts to their cause: those least likely to change their minds 
because they are angry at Cuba's government or still hold out hope that after more than 50 
years sanctions will finally begin to work. 

Social science tells us that if you if you want someone to accept a new perspective make 
sure to present it to them in a context that doesn't trigger a defensive, emotional reaction. 

Instead, talk to them, as Tom Emmer does, in ways that connect the case for ending the 
embargo to their most cherished values. As he said to a reporter for USA Today : 
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"I understand there's a lot of pain on both sides of this issue that goes back many decades, 
something that a kid from Minnesota is not going to necessarily be able to understand. But 
I believe this is in the best interests of the Cuban people. This isn't about the Cuban 
government - it's about people on the street looking for more opportunity and to improve 
their quality of life." 

The literature also says you can advance the argument further by providing information 
to people that they also assume to be true. This was undoubtedly why Secretary Clinton 
said that Cubans "want to buy our goods, read our books, surf our web, and learn from 
our people. They want to bring their country into the 21st century. That is the road toward 
democracy and dignity," she said, "And we should walk it together." 

Their language advocating an end to the embargo must have been very effective, since it 
appeared to make supporters of the U.S. sanctions strategy very nervous - given their 
reactions. 

Mauricio Claver-Carone, director of the U.S. -Cuba Democracy PAC, lectured Secretary 
Clinton that she'd gotten the politics wrong - she was energizing voters who disagree with 
her position, operating on the basis of manipulated, unreliable polls - and allowed herself to 
be "walked down a political plank." 

Florida Senator Marco Rubio called her position "a grave mistake" and an act of 
"appeasement." 

Jeb Bush said that Secretary Clinton is endorsing "a retreat in the struggle for democracy 
in Cuba," and he called her speech "insulting to many residents of Miami." 

Of course, it depends what your definition of "many" is. A call to action "Join us to 
protest Hillary demanding the lifting of Cuban embargo" produced what Politico called "a 
relatively muted response from about two dozen participants." 

To us, this is storm and fury signifying little. 

The hardliners know — as we do — that when conservatives unite behind a policy that's 
consistent with their values, joined by businesses who believe the policy is good for their 
bottom lines, joined by foreign policy icons declaring the strategic interests of the U.S. will 
be realized by trading with Cuba rather than isolating it, joining the faith community, and 
joining experts and advocates who've been here all along - this is how great causes gather 
momentum. 

In losing the battle for language, they are really losing the war on policy. Even if some of 
the rhetoric seems a little stale, the debate has actually shifted and the wind has already 
changed course.

Campaigning in Miami, Secretary Hillary Clinton calls on Congress to end Cuba 
embargo 

In a speech delivered today at Florida International University, fonner Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton characterized the U.S. -Cuba policy debate as a choice between engagement 
and embargo, saying, "The Cuba embargo needs to go once and for all." 

Clinton , running in the Democratic primary for the presidential nomination, 
acknowledged before an audience at FIU's Miami campus, that she had previously 
supported sanctions against Cuba, but that her views changed during her tenure as 
Secretary of State, as the Washington Post reported. 

As President, Clinton said she would push for an end to the embargo, a next step she 
called "crucial" to continue progress made on the island. As reported by CBS News , 
Secretary Clinton challenged the leadership of the current Congress to change the policy: 

"Today I am calling on [House] Speaker [John] Boehner and [Senate Majority Leader 
Mitch] McConnell to step up and answer the pleas of the Cuban people. ..By large 
majorities, they want a closer relationship with America." 

If Congress failed to act, Clinton promised to use her executive authority to continue 
building ties between Cubans and Americans. 

According to Reuters and other news agencies, Clinton warned against reversing the 
Obama Administration's changes to Cuba policy, as several candidates for the Republican 
nomination for President, including former Florida Governor Jeb Bush and Senator Marco 
Rubio, have suggested they would do. 

Clinton maintained that returning to a policy of isolation would benefit no one more than 
"hardliners in Havana," making the case that this would amount to a strategic failure and 
tragedy for the Cuban people. 

In a statement released before Clinton's speech, Senator Rubio said, "Unilateral 
concessions to the Castros will only strengthen a brutal, anti-American regime 90 miles 
from our shore." 

Clinton said she supports the recent efforts of President Obama and Secretary of State 
John Kerry to re-establish diplomatic relations with Cuba, and recalled her own 
recommendation as Secretary of State to President Obama to work to lift the embargo of 
Cuba. Clinton was encouraged by policy changes implemented in 2009 and 2011 to 
encourage unlimited family travel and remittances, as well as to open opportunities for 
religious, academic and people-to-people visits to the island. 

"Small businesses started opening, cell phones proliferated. I then became convinced that 
building ties between Cubans and Americans could be the best way to promote political 
and economic change on the island," Clinton said, arguing that the U.S. should "double 
down" on a policy of engagement. 
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"What makes Secretary Clinton's speech profound is her recognition that a policy of 
engagement rather than embargo offers the best way to realize U.S. interests in Cuba and 
the region, and to ensure that Cubans write the next chapter in their country's future," said 
Sarah Stephens, executive director of the Center for Democracy in the Americas. 

Florida International University conducts a highly respected survey of public opinion 
among Cuban Americans living in South Florida. Its 2014 poll found that 52% of Cuban 
Americans opposed continuing the embargo while a larger majority, 68%, supported 
restoring diplomatic relations. 

After Cuba trip. GOP Congressman seeks bipartisan repeal of Cuba embargo 

Rep. Tom Emmer (MN-6), a Republican elected to Congress in 2014, and Rep. Kathy 
Castor (FL-14), a five-term Democrat whose Congressional district includes Tampa and 
St. Petersburg, introduced legislation this week to eliminate provisions of U.S. law that 
restrict trade with Cuba. 

In an interview on Bloomberg Television , Emmer called Cuba a "natural market" for 
businesses in Minnesota and across the United States, and described opening trade 
relations as being "in the best interests of the Cuban people." 

Rep. Castor said ending the trade embargo "will advance human rights and lift the 
fortunes of families and entrepreneurs on both sides of the Florida Straits [and give] a 
boost to our port and local small businesses in Florida." 

Rep. Emmer briefed House GOP leaders and Cuban American colleagues on his effort to 
lift the embargo, but didn't expect everyone would be "thrilled" about it. "I understand 
there's a lot of pain on both sides of this issue that goes back many decades, something 
that a kid from Minnesota is not going to necessarily be able to understand," Emmer said. 
"But I believe this is in the best interests of the Cuban people. This isn't about the Cuban 
government - it's about people on the street looking for more opportunity and to improve 
their quality of life." 

Rep. Emmer told USA Today he decided to introduce his bill to repeal the embargo after 
his trip to Cuba earlier this year - he visited the island with a bipartisan delegation led by 
the Center for Democracy in the Americas, which publishes the Cuba Central Newsblast. 

"It really makes a difference when you see the facts on the ground," said Sarah 
Stephens , the Center's Executive Director. "You get an understanding that a measured, 
gradual opening is best for us and for Cuba." 

Rep. Castor made her first trip to Cuba in 2013, also with the Center for Democracy in 
the Americas. Castor returned convinced that the U.S. should engage with the island. 
"Cuba is changing. They have embarked on economic reforms that the United States of 
America should promote." Castor said at the time. The United States of America now 
should normalize relations and begin a constructive dialogue with the island nation." 

Since traveling to Cuba two years ago, Castor has been a champion for the Tampa 
business community's efforts to increase travel and trade to the island. 

Mauricio Claver-Carone, Executive Director of the U.S. Cuba Democracy PAC, sought 
to dampen expectations for repealing the embargo, pointing to recent House votes to roll 
back several of President Obama's recent Cuba policy changes. "If anyone is trying to 
imply that somehow, within a couple of months, 61 members of the House of 
Representatives are going to flip, I think they have an unpleasant surprise coming." 

But Steven Law, President and CEO of the conservative Super PAC American Crossroads, 
who also advises the pro-normalization advocacy group Engage Cuba, thinks more 
members are going to follow Emmer. Law noted , "A lot of Republicans started out with 
the reflexive view that if Obama was behind it, there's something wrong with it. But I 
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think that's changing. A lot of these members are hearing from constituents that it's a new 
day and we need a new policy to respond to those changes." 

In June, Senator Jerry Moran (KS), a Republican, introduced similar legislation to end 
the trade embargo with Maine Senator Angus King, an Independent. 

U.S. removes Cuba from its worst offender list in annual human trafficking 
report 

Acknowledging the island's "significant efforts" to comply with its minimum standards for 
combatting human trafficking, the U.S. State Department upgraded Cuba from Tier 3 
status to Tier 2 Watch List status this week in its 2015 Trafficking in Persons report 

The United States first added Cuba to its Tier 3 list in 2003 

Senator Marco Rubio, a critic of the Obama Administration's effort to reset relations with 
Havana, criticized the report as politically motivated. "It is important that ... a country's 
rating not be determined by political considerations but by the country's record on this 
issue," Rubio commented. "For example, I find it difficult to believe that Cuba has been 
elevated this year from Tier 3 to Tier 2 Watch List solely based on the Cuban regime's 
record." 

As we recently explained , the State Department report assesses the efforts of countries 
to comply with minimum standards to combat all forms of human trafficking set forth by 
the Victims of Trafficking and Violence Protection Act of 2000. According to the annual 
report. Tier 1 countries are compliant with the minimum standards. Tier 2 countries are 
making significant efforts to comply, Tier 2 Watch List countries are making significant 
efforts but have problems, such as an inability to produce sufficient evidence of their 
efforts, and Tier 3 countries are not making significant efforts to comply with the U.S. 
minimum standards to combat all forms of human trafficking. Tier 3 designated countries 
can be subject to sanctions. 

For the past two years, the State Department's annual Trafficking in Persons reports 
have described efforts by Cuba to combat human trafficking, including cooperating with 
foreign authorities' investigations and providing information to the public on the 
government's efforts to combat trafficking, which include 13 criminal prosecutions, 
acceding to the United Nations Trafficking in Persons Protocol and inviting the UN 
Rapporteur on Trafficking to visit the island, and designating the Ministry of Labor and 
Social as the lead agency coordinating government-wide efforts. The latest report 
continues to identify deficiencies in Cuba's efforts and makes recommendations to 
improve them, including to pass new, comprehensive legislation that would cover all forms 
of trafficking. 

Since President Obama's December 17th announcement that he would seek to normalize 
relations with Cuba, his Administration has issued regulations to loosen certain restrictions 
on trade with and travel to the island, removed Cuba from the State Department's list of 
state sponsors of terrorism, re-established formal diplomatic relations and, now, has 
upgraded Cuba's status in its annual human trafficking report. 

U.S. and Cuban scientists collaborate to study rare orchids 

New scientific collaborations are becoming possible due to warming relations between the 
U.S. and Cuba, reports the Associated Press. In July, researcher Ernesto Mujica of Cuba's 
Ministry of Science ECOVIDA Research Center joined colleagues from the University of 
Florida and Illinois College to study the rare ghost orchid flower in the Florida Panther 
National Wildlife Refuge . Dr. Mujica waited two years for his visa to be approved, which 
was finally achieved with help from U.S. Senator Dick Durbin and Illinois College 
President Dr. Barbara Farley, according to the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service . 

Illinois College researcher Dr. Lawrence Zettler said that scientists "hope to compare ghost 
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orchid populations in southwest Florida to those in Cuba as a means of better 
understanding the species' specific habitat requirements and needs for continued survival," 
adding that this U.S. -Cuban scientific collaboration demonstrates, "how cooperation 
between our two countries may help at least one rare species in peril." 

The team of scientists documented the endangered ghost orchids and for the first time 
ever was able to bring Cuban innovation to improve long-term identification and 
monitoring methods of the rare flowers. Prior to Mujica's contribution, there were eleven 
known ghost orchids cataloged in the Panther Refuge; now scientists have identified more 
than 80 new orchids, according to Tom Mackenzie of the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. 

Mackenzie said that this "would not have been possible without years of persistence and 
the recent, history-making improvements in U.S. relations with Cuba." As we have 
previously reported , the U.S. scientific community has welcomed closer relations with 
Cuba as a boon for science that holds the potential for beneficial medical and 
environmental advancements.

Sherritt CEO sees brighter future in Cuba 

Canadian oil and mineral company Sherritt International Corporation is optimistic about its 
business on the island as relations continue to warm between the U.S. and Cuba, reports 
the Toronto Star. Despite flagging oil and nickel prices in recent years that have hit 
Sherritt's bottom line, causing the company to lay off 60 employees last fall, CEO David 
Pathe sees growing opportunity in Cuba. 

Sherritt has done business in Cuba for over 20 years and is the island's largest foreign 
investor, producing two-thirds of Cuba's oil and holding 50 percent ownership of the Moa 
nickel and cobalt mining joint venture with the Cuban government. While Pathe says that 
Cuba is a "remarkably stable place to do business," Sherritt has had to cope with "negative 
connotations" of conducting business on the island and serious practical impediments. Due 
to the U.S. embargo on Cuba, Sherritt executives are banned from entering or doing 
business with the U.S., as we previously reported . 

Ending trade restrictions between the U.S. holds the potential for significant cost savings if 
Sherritt were able to access U.S. ports to sell oil and use high-quality American-made 
mining equipment. U.S. heavy equipment company Caterpillar has long supported ending 
the embargo and would relish selling equipment into the Cuban market. 

Pathe maintains that ending the embargo "would be a big benefit to us. I think it would 
change the way our assets are viewed and remove some of the stigma that, from our 
experience, has been somewhat overblown, and that has the potential to create new 
opportunities for us." 

Bioven seeks IPO to help market Cuban cancer drug 

Malaysian biotech company Bioven is seeking an initial public offering (IPO) which will 
help provide the company with the financial resources it needs to more quickly move a 
Cuban-developed cancer drug to market, reports the Financial Times. 

Bioven acquired rights to the drug developed over the past 25 years by the Cuban Center 
of Molecular Immunology (CIM). As we previously reported , CIM also reached an 
agreement with Roswell Park Cancer Institute to begin clinical trials in the U.S. following 
the trade mission led by New York Governor Andrew Cuomo in April. 

The drug, known as CimaVax, has been described as a lung cancer vaccine , and 
showed promise in mid-stage trials, extending the survival of younger patients an average 
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of 6.5 months longer than existing treatments. 

Bioven CEO Stephen Drew, formerly an executive at GlaxoSmithKline, believes the closer 
relationship between the U.S. and Cuba will help open Cuba to more foreign investment 
and research in biotechnology. But he pointed out that companies such as Bioven, which 
already have longstanding relationships with Cuba, would retain an advantage over newer 
players.

Surpluses and shortages in the Cuban economy 

Inefficiencies in Cuba's economic system are creating bottlenecks in the construction 
industry and other sectors with implications for the country's economic growth and 
employment goals, according to Progreso Weekly. 

Construction work is often delayed and difficult to complete due to insufficient production 
of key goods like concrete. Yariel, a Camagiiey construction manager, told Progreso, "To 
do construction work in Cuba, it's not enough to have money or work crews. You also 
need a lot of luck and patience because, when you least expect it, you have to stop 
production for something as unusual as the unavailability of wire mesh for 
reinforcements." 

Production shortages can be exacerbated by hoarding in the bureaucratic chain, which 
particularly affects the construction sector. For example, cement producers operate 
routinely produce below capacity because their stores are overflowing. Economist Juan 
Triana argues that inefficiencies arise because of over-centralization, which affects Cuba's 
ability to sell goods abroad: "Worst is the need to apply constantly for permits. That 
excessive centralization has generated one of our worst ills: our minimal capacity to 
export." 

Periodic shortages of domestic goods such as toiletries and appliances can also be 
attributed to the lack of purchasing power from foreign countries and various 
inefficiencies in the Cuban production, distribution, and commercialization systems. 
Wholesale markets have not been widely created, which makes it hard to get both 
imported and domestic goods to market. Market inefficiencies such as lack of wholesaling 
also present challenges to entrepreneurs who need supplies, as we have previously 
analyzed .

Former Clinton aide Mark Penn is leaving his executive position at Microsoft to form a new fund to invest in 
digital marketing services. 

Stagwell Group LLC, the new company Penn has launched, has already raised a quarter of a billion 
dollars, including from Microsoft’s former CEO Steve Ballmer. The group will target companies that are 
“digital-first” and leverage technology to pursue creative business. 

“Every client is looking for how to combine good advertising creative with good data analytics,” Penn 
told The Wall Street Journal, which first reported his new venture. “I don’t think they’re getting those 
answers from the companies they’ve got, even if they’ve got some of the biggest companies in the world.” 

The new group, Penn said, will begin with medium-sized companies and attempt to grow from there. 
“There’s a lot of room for new blood in the advertising and marketing industry,” he told the Journal. 

Penn is best known as the founder of polling firm Penn, Schoen and Berland Associates, through which he 
served as a top aide to a number of prominent politicians. He served as chief strategist of Hillary Clinton’s 
2008 presidential campaign and worked on President Bill Clinton’s 1996 reelection campaign. He also 
advised British Prime Minister Tony Blair in his winning reelection campaign in 2005. He was named to his 
executive position at Microsoft in July 2012. 

Satya Nadella, Microsoft’s current CEO, informed employees of Penn’s move in a letter on Wednesday. 

“From helping craft a Super Bowl ad and helping design new business and marketing models to his work in 
data analytics, Mark has helped me set the company on a new course,” he wrote. “I look forward to seeing 
what he does next.”

Columbus — They will hate the compliment, but a number of Democratic-leaning groups in Ohio are thinking like 
Republicans. 

During a daylong conference Sunday, dubbed "Rootscamp," dozens of progressive groups met in a Columbus office 
tower to better coordinate their volunteers and resources to influence state politics. 

The gathering was significant for several reasons. First, the event wasn't about candidates. 

Four years ago, it seemed the progressive movement was driven by hype for then-Democratic presidential candidate 
Howard Dean, who thumbed his nose at the party's centrist politics. As a progressive, you had to be behind him to 
keep your street cred. 

The buzz on Sunday was the boring-sounding phrase "best practices," as groups talked about the nuts and bolts of 
reaching voters, raising money and building coalitions. (John Edwards and Barack Obama seemed to get more nods 
from participants when pressed.) 

The conference also showed many signs of long-term thin king . 

"We have to look beyond the top of the ticket," urged Scott Nunnery, who heads America Votes, an organization 
that's trying to coordinate the voter outreach efforts of more than 50 groups. 

America Votes, which helped organize the event Sunday, landed in Ohio four years ago along with America Coming 
Together (ACT), MoveOn.org and others. 

These get-out-the-vote groups, funded by progressive millionaires and labor unions, turned out record numbers of 
Democrats for John Kerry. But they plowed too many resources into the urban counties while Bush owned the rural 
counties. 

Bush won the state's 63 rural counties and 16 suburban counties. Kerry won the nine urban counties. 

Today, ACT no longer exists. Move- On.org left town. America Votes downsized from 43 staffers to six. 

But America Votes, along with new progressive faces such as Progress Ohio, have figured some things out. 

They realize that they have to get labor unions, the Sierra Club, Planned Parenthood and dozens of other progressive 
groups working together. And working in rural parts of the state. 

Four years ago, it seemed as if groups didn't chase mral progressives outside of the college town of Athens, home of 
Ohio University. That's been changing, in large part because of the success Gov. Ted Strickland and U.S. Sen. 
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Sherrod Brown found in rural Ohio in 2006. 

At last year's first "Rootscamp," labor leader Joe Eureste from Defiance took the lead on building a rural campaign for 
special-interest groups. 

Next month, he and 16 progressive organizations are to unveil the result: the Rural Organizing Campaign. It will try to 
reach like-minded voters by networking through local progressive leaders in seven Northwest Ohio counties 
dominated by Republicans. 

"Groups will be able to plug into someone where they have never had any leadership," he said. 

The Ohio Democratic Party, which has never been as well-organized as the Ohio GOP, made a brief presentation at 
the event that stressed its rural outreach program. 

Executive Director Doug Kelly said the party would promote the presidential nominee in rural counties from the minute 
he or she is named. 

Borrowing a page from Strickland's campaign, the party plans to ran ads on rural and Christian radio stations early, 
Kelly said. 

Of course, the progressive groups have plenty of differences and agendas that have split them in the past. Some 
progressives, for instance, snickered at supporters of Hillary Clinton. 

But for now, Chad White, a union grocery worker from Fayette County, in Southwest Ohio, feels the movement 
spreading. 

"Everyone went different directions in 2004," he said. "1 like that there's more unity and solidarity. Even with the chaos 
of the primary, we are still together." 

Lany Bresler, who has been organizing around social issues for 30 years, said progressives were organized in 2004 
but are more focused this year. 

He attributes this in part to the successful campaign in 2004 to pass a constitutional amendment banning gay marriage, 
which was opposed by Democrats. 

"People have taken some of the anger and developed better planning," he said.

Dear Mr Podesta, 

I would like to request a brief discussion with you in Washington for inclusion in a feature film, to be released in the UK & Europe later this year. 

I am a British filmmaker, with a background in BBC News, and I have been researching/conducting interviews with high calibre individuals on both sides of the pond 
concerning the more credible aspects of the ufo issue and the apparent political will to withhold information pertaining to certain cases. 

Throughout my 20 year interest I have also followed the Roswell case closely and at the invitation of the Roswell Investigation Team conducted interviews with the last living 
witnesses to the case. Filming included speaking with veteran S Sgt Arthur Oscepchook of the 509 lh BW in New Mexico, a wonderful man now in his 90s, who told me 
personally how he would ‘love to know’ what he transported by air from Roswell in 1947. My interviews could well be the last time these people give their testimony in 
public. 

Finally, in May this year, I will conduct interviews with certain retired NASA personnel and other eminent US/UK scientists which will complete my exhaustive 2 year 
investigation. The production will be a comprehensive, well balanced and seriously minded feature documentary film covering the wider question of historic ufo classification. 
My aim, as a curious skeptic in support of open government, is to encourage level headed discussion in a fresh and engaging way. 

I am aware of your previous work under the Clinton Administration to declassify historical documents, and your support of other seriously minded investigators such as Leslie 
Kean. I am not looking for any specific comment pertaining to particular cases. All I ask is for is your general perspective, perhaps some insight on issues around historical 
declassification, or indeed any other comments you may have. 

I understand you are very busy but I hope now may be a good time, and as I am based in the UK I felt the best solution would be to place myself at your convenience in 
Washington. As such I will be staying in Capitol Hill from the 7 th - 10 th May 2015 when I hope to introduce myself to you and perhaps film the interview. 

I would highly value whatever contribution you could make, long or short as it may be, and I would be privileged to receive your response. I am confident a 1 5 minute window 
would afford us ample opportunity, as I have conducted countless high level interviews over the years including a British Prime Minister in residence at No. 10 Downing 
Street, so I am familiar with protocols and constraints. 

I can’t stress enough how important your input would be to what is now a multinational production.

Ruth J. Simmons 

President of Brown University 

Ruth J. Simmons was sworn in as the 18th president of Brown University on July 3, 2001. She also holds an appointment 
as professor in the Department of Comparative Literature and the Department of Africana Studies. She was president of 
Smith College from 1 995 until the time of her appointment at Brown. 

A native of Texas and a 1967 graduate of Dillard University in New Orleans, Simmons received her Ph.D. in Romance 
languages and literatures from Harvard University in 1973. She is fluent in French and has written on the works of David 
Diop and Aime Cesaire. 

In 1983, after serving as associate dean of the graduate school at the University of Southern California, Simmons joined 
the Princeton University administration. She remained at Princeton for seven years, leaving in 1990 for two years to 
serve as provost at Spelman College. Returning to Princeton in 1992 as vice provost, she remained at the university until 
June 30, 1995. As vice provost she was deputy to the provost and executive secretary of the Priorities Committee, the 
university’s budget committee. In 1993, invited by the president to review the state of race relations on the Princeton 
campus, Simmons wrote a report that resulted in a number of initiatives that received widespread attention. In 1995 she 
became president of Smith College, the largest women’s college in the United States, where she launched a number of 
strategic initiatives to strengthen the college’s academic programs and inaugurated the first engineering program at a U.S. 
women’s college. 

Simmons is a fellow of the American Academy of Arts and Sciences, and a member of the American Philosophical Society, 
and the Council on Foreign Relations. She is president of the New England Association of Schools and Colleges an 
honorary fellow at Selwyn College at Cambridge University. She serves on a number of boards, including the Howard 
University Board of Trustees, Texas Instruments, and the Goldman Sachs Group. Active in a wide range of educational, 
charitable, and civic endeavors, she holds honorary degrees from numerous colleges and universities, including Amherst 
College, Howard University, Dillard University, Princeton University, Lake Forest College, University of Massachusetts 
at Amherst, Dartmouth College, Boston University, Northeastern University, New York University, University of 
Pennsylvania, Mount Holyoke College, Washington University in St. Louis, Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute, George 
Washington University, Columbia University, Harvard University, Ewha Womens College, University of Southern 
California, Tougaloo College, Jewish Theological Seminary, University of Toronto, Providence College, Bard College, 
University of Vermont, Morehouse College, and Spelman College. 

Simmons is the recipient of a number of prizes and fellowships, including the German DAAD and a Fulbright Fellowship to 
France. In 1997 she was awarded the Centennial Medal from Harvard University, in 1999 the Teachers College Medal 
for Distinguished Service from Columbia University, and in 2001 the President’s Award from the United Negro College 
Fund. She has been honored with the 2002 Fulbright Lifetime Achievement Medal and the 2002 “Drum Major for Justice” 
education award from Southern Christian Leadership Conference/WOMEN. In 2004 she received the ROBIE 
Humanitarian Award, given by the Jackie Robinson Foundation; the Eleanor Roosevelt Val-Kill Medal; and the chairman’s 
award of the Congressional Black Caucus Foundation. She was selected as a Newsweek “person to watch” and as a 
Ms. Woman of the Year in 2002. In 2001 Time magazine named her America’s best college president. In 2007, she was 
named one of U. S. News & World Report’s top U.S. leaders and — for the second time — a Glamour magazine Woman 
of the Year. 

In recent years Simmons, an articulate spokesperson and writer, has written and delivered papers or presentations on a 
wide array of educational and public policy issues, including institutional governance, foreign language study, diversity, 
liberal arts, science education, leadership, and women in higher education. Among numerous educational institutions and 
national forums, she has been a featured speaker at the White House, the World Economic Forum, the National Press 
Club, the Association of American Universities, and the American Council on Education. In September 2001 ABC News 
tapped her to serve as a respondent during its live telecast following President Bush’s address to Congress. 

During her tenure at Brown University, Simmons has created an ambitious set of initiatives designed to expand and 
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strengthen the faculty; increase financial support and resources for undergraduate, graduate, and medical students; 
improve facilities; renew a broad commitment to shared governance; and ensure that diversity informs every dimension of 
the university. These initiatives have led to a major investment of new resources in Brown’s educational mission. 

As an academic leader, Simmons believes in the power of education to transform lives. She champions the university as a 
haven of reasoned debate with the responsibility to challenge students intellectually and prepare them to become 
informed, conscientious citizens. She has spent her career advocating for a leadership role for higher education in the 
arena of national and global affairs.

If not for those advocates, activists, and ordinary 
people, we would not be where we are in preventing 
and treating HIV/AIDS. Their courage and their refusal 
to accept silence as the status quo saved lives. 

We’ve come a long way since. But we still have work to 
do to eradicate this disease for good, and erase the 
stigma that is an echo of a shameful and painful period 
in our country’s history. 

This is work that I’ve been committed to for a long time. 
As First Lady, I brought together world leaders to 
strategize and coordinate efforts to take on HIV/AIDS 
around the globe. In the Senate, I put forward legislation 
to expand global AIDS research and assistance, and 
increase prevention and education. And as Secretary 
of State, I launched a campaign to usher in an AIDS- 
free generation through prevention and treatment, 
targeting the populations at greatest risk of contracting 
HIV (including key populations at risk of discrimination), 
and investing in innovative research and technology. 

I believe there's even more we can do together. For 
starters, we should call on Republican governors to put 
people’s health and well-being ahead of politics and 
extend Medicaid, which would provide health care to 
those living with HIV/AIDS. And we should cap out-of- 
pocket expenses, and hold companies like Turing and 
Valeant accountable when they attempt to gouge prices 
of lifesaving medications. And we should expand 
access to medications like PrEP. 

The AIDS crisis looks very different today. We’re still 
surrounded by memories of loved ones lost and lives 
cut short. But we’re also surrounded by survivors who 
are fighting harder than ever. We owe it to them, and to 
future generations, to continue that fight together. 

There are more options for treatment and prevention 
than ever before. More people with HIV are leading full, 
happy lives. For the first time, an AIDS-free generation 
is in sight. And we can’t let up until we reach that goal.

Hillary Clinton's years-long 2016 presidential un-campaign has created a curious informational void. Over her several decades in the public eye, 
she's become perhaps the most-covered figure in the political scene. But her lack of meaningful opposition for the 2016 Democratic nomination 
combined, with the general exhaustion of the party's agenda in the waning days of the Obama administration, leaves us with little idea of how should 
we actually govern as president. Until now, that is. 
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A 1 60-page white paper from a think tank titled "Report of the Commission on Inclusive Prosperity" is not exactly designed to set the world ablaze. 
But the timing and circumstance of its authorship make it the best guide to what Hillarynomics is likely to look like. 


In some ways, it defies stereotypes of the Clintons as standard-bearers for neoliberal centrism — endorsing fiscal stimulus and a strong pro-labor 
union agenda, while downplaying the strong education-reform streak of the Obama administration. But it's also notable for the Obama-era liberal 
ambitions it pushes aside. There's no cap-and-trade or carbon tax in here, no public option for health care, and no effort to break up or shrink the 
largest banks. Nor is there an ambitious agenda to tackle poverty. 


Instead, you get a multi-pronged push to boost middle-class incomes. After an extended period in which Democratic Party politics has been 
dominated by health care for the poor, environmental regulation, and internecine fights about Wall Street, Hillarynomics looks like back-to-basics 
middle-class populism. It should in many ways further infuriate Clinton's left-wing intellectual critics — and then further infuriate them by turning out 
to be an agenda that makes the party's voting base perfectly happy. 


Why the Commission on Inclusive Prosperity matters 


White papers are released in Washington all the time. But this one came out under the aegis of the Center for American Progress (where, full 
disclosure, I once worked), a think tank that has a unique relationship to Hillaryland. Its founder, John Podesta, has already been announced as 
the chair of her not-yet-extant campaign. Its president, Neera Tanden, was policy director of Clinton's previous presidential campaign. 


One of the co-chairs of the Commission is Lawrence Summers. Summers ran the Treasury Department at the end of the Clinton administration, and 
ran the National Economic Council at the beginning of the Obama administration; only liberal opposition stopped him from chairing the Federal 
Reserve. He is, in other words, Democrats' go-to guy for economic policy. The other co-chair is even more telling — Ed Balls, the UK Labour 
Party's Shadow Chancellor of the Exchequer. In other words, Labour is the opposition party now, but Balls is the guy who'll be running UK 
economic policy if Labour wins the next election. The report offers separate sections for US and UK policy recommendations, but Balls' involvement 
is a sure sign of how seriously the overall document is meant as a real policy blueprint. 


The central challenge of Hillarynomics 


[CHART] 


The chart above exemplifies the report's framing of the central economic challenge of the era. Across a variety of wealthy countries, incomes for 
the bottom 90 percent of the population have not kept up with productivity or per capita GDP growth. But there is also considerable variation. The 
experiences of Canada, Australia, and Sweden show that there is nothing inevitable about income stagnation. 


The list of proposed solutions for the US is long, ranging from more infrastructure spending (with new measures to improve project management on 
federal infrastructure deals), more preschool, closing corporate tax and inheritance tax loopholes, curbing the deductibility of executive pay, a tax 
cut for middle class workers, more FHA subsidies for riskier loans, and a reiteration of the merits of comprehensive immigration reform. 


But the report is especially striking for its endorsement of labor market regulations not normally associated with the Summers wing of Democratic 
thinking. As David Leonhardt put it, "one theme is that the countries where the middle class has fared better are countries where workers have 
more power." The document endorses a variety of regulatory changes that would make union organizing easier, and calls for the creation of 
German-style works councils outside the context of traditional union organizing. It also endorses more favorable tax treatment for worker-owned 
firms, and proposing "estate tax relief for corporate founders who convert their companies to worker-owned enterprises when they retire or die. 


On the non-wage front, inclusive growth calls for paid (gender-neutral) parental leave, expanded Family and Medical Leave Act eligibility, and 
universal paid sick days and paid vacation days — all loosely under the banner of increasing women's labor force participation. Clinton has, in the 
past, field-tested feminist frames as a means of selling big government. 
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Put it all together, and you see the sketch of a Clinton economic agenda. It has a lotto offer Americans who are employed and not impoverished, 
but nonetheless struggling with stagnant incomes and a sense of pervasive economic insecurity. Yet many thinkers on the left will find a great deal 
missing. 


On the cutting board 


What Hillarynomics does not include is anything like an Elizabeth Warren-style effort to dethrone giant banks from the commanding heights of the 
American economic system. The authors suggest that the practice of settling bank misconduct claims without an admission of guilt should be 
"severely curtailed," and offers support for requiring banks to borrow less. But there's no talk of breaking up or shrinking the biggest banks, and no 
support for the Financial Transaction Tax that House Democrats are lining up behind. Nor is there much of an anti-poverty agenda here — low- 
income Americans would be helped by some of these proposals, but they are very much not front and center. 


Conversely, though the report speaks at length about the value of education, it does so primarily in the frame of liberal-friendly proposals for 
subsidizing preschool and college. The Obama administration's focus on improving K-12 teacher quality, through moves that are often hostile to the 
interests of teachers' unions, is nowhere to be found. 


Two important leftover items from the Obama-era progressive agenda — charging fees for carbon dioxide emissions and adding a "public option" to 
the Affordable Care Act — are absent. One could simply plead political realism on these points. But there's frankly no indication that Congress is 
poised to enact a paid parental leave bill, or a sweeping array of changes to the union organizing process, either. The practical realities of the 
modern Congress and the contemporary House map mean that almost anything liberals get done for the foreseeable future will have to come 
through executive action. 


You can't get there from here 

Clinton is going to have major difficulty engaging her supporters on an emotional level over economic issues. This is in some respects an exciting 
plan, but lacks a realistic path for enacting it. So who is actually going to feel excited about it? 


The Hillarynomics blueprint offers none of the Obama administration's recent emphasis on creative uses of executive power. The text hews very 
much to a path of policy literalism, and offers no real political theory about how to achieve any of this. Some of that is a matter of focus, but some 
follows naturally from the heavy emphasis on labor market policy and the de-emphasis on financial and environmental regulation. The core of the 
agenda is a laser focus on middle-class income, a subject that simply doesn't seem amenable to redress through executive unilateralism. 


Figuring out how to craft an economic message that's largely built out of politically unrealistic proposals is outside the scope of this commission's 
work. But it's a big, difficult question the Clinton camp is going to have to address. Clinton is already more accepted than loved by liberal activists, 
and there's nothing in this economic plan to change this. So while a crowded Republican primary field gets ready to entertain America and deliver a 
winner who manages to find a way to stand out from the pack, Clinton is counting more on her iconic status than her agenda to power her forward.

The Senate map is Democrats' friend in the 2016 cycle. They are defending only 1 0 seats while Republicans have two dozen of their own seats to 
hold. But wait, it gets better. Seven of those 24 Republican seats are in states that President Obama won not once but twice: Florida, Illinois, Iowa, 
New Hampshire, Ohio, Pennsylvania and Wisconsin. 


To win the majority back, Democrats need to win five of those seven seats in November 2016. (If Hillary Clinton, or some other Democrat, wins the 
White House in 201 6, then Senate Democrats need to win only four of those seven. That's the exact path Republicans took to the Senate majority 
in 2014 when, needing a six-seat gain, they won all six of the states — Alaska, Arkansas, Louisiana, Montana, South Dakota and West Virginia — 
that Mitt Romney carried in 2012 and were represented by Democrats. (Republicans also won two states — Iowa and Colorado — that Obama 
carried twice and one, North Carolina, that Obama won in 2008 and Romney won in 2012.) 


Of course, 2014 was a historically good year for Senate Republicans. The last time the party won more than nine seats in a midterm election was 
1994 when they won 10. Prior to 1994, you have to go all the way back to 1946 when Republicans netted 12 seats. 


And, while the map looks great for Democrats on paper, several of those seven races look less rosy in reality. Iowa is a very tough Democratic 
pickup unless Sen. Chuck Grassley (R) decides to retire, which he insists he isn't going to do. Ohio Sen. Rob Portman is a gifted politician and 
fundraiser while the Democratic bench in the state is decidedly thin. The Democratic fields in New Hampshire, Florida and Illinois are still quite 
muddled. And neither Sens. Pat Toomey (Pa.) nor Ron Johnson (Wis.) are political dead men walking. Not yet, at least. 


There are also two genuinely vulnerable Democrats — Sens. Harry Reid (Nev.) and Michael Bennet (Colo.) — on the ballot in 2016. 


Still, as the 2014 election revealed, the map and the math are huge factors in the battle for the Senate. Both are on Democrats' side this time 
around. 


Below are the 10 most competitive Senate contests on the ballot in 2016. The number-one-ranked race is the most likely to switch parties in 2016. 


10. Kentucky (Republican-controlled): Sen. Rand Paul (R) is staffing up, as expected, for a presidential run next year, landing incoming Illinois Gov. 
Bruce Rauner's (R) campaign manager, Chip Englander, as his campaign manager and installing Doug Stafford as a top adviser, among other well- 
known GOP consultants. Paul still has to figure out how he's going to run for president and hold his Senate seat if that former race doesn't work 
out. His opponent in that effort could be none other than Alison Lundergan Grimes, given her role as Kentucky's chief elections officer. (Previous 
ranking: 10) 


9. Ohio (R): Ohio is a swing state. But Portman isn't seen as particularly vulnerable in 2016. A lot of that is because he banked $5.8 million by the 
end of 2014. Another big reason is Democrats have a very slim bench in Ohio. Among the names mentioned are Cincinnati Councilman P.G. 
Sittenfeld, former governor Ted Strickland, former congresswoman Betty Sutton and Rep. Tim Ryan. A Strickland comeback would be particularly 
interesting, but he passed on a rematch with Gov. John Kasich (R) in 2014. (Previous ranking: 8) 


8. Florida (R): Whither Marco Rubio? The Florida senator could be the odd man out in the presidential race, with fellow Floridian Jeb Bush and other 
establishment-friendly candidates like Mitt Romney and Chris Christie in the mix. Consider this: Rubio is just 43 years old, and he's got his 2016 
reelection campaign to worry about. Perhaps it's better to focus on staying in the Senate and waiting for the next opportunity. If he runs, he'll be 
favored. And Republicans would be happy to see him stay focused on the Senate. (Previous ranking: 9) 
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7. New Hampshire (R): The massive question here is what Gov. Maggie Hassan (D) does. Democrats think there's a pretty decent chance she'll 
run against Sen. Kelly Ayotte (R), but a New England College poll showed Ayotte leading that matchup by five points. Hassan, for what it's worth, 
would have to give up her job to run for the Senate; New Hampshire governors serve two-year terms. (Previous ranking: 7) 


6. Colorado (Democratic controlled): No one though Bennet would even be in the Senate in 2016. After being appointed as a total unknown in 2009, 
Bennet ran a perfect campaign in 2010 and benefited from the fact that his Republican opponent was not very good. Given Colorado's swinginess, 
Bennet will be a major Republican target again. But who will Republicans put forward? Rep. Mike Coffman and newly elected state Attorney General 
Cynthia Coffman are mentioned — they're married — as is Rep. Scott Tipton. None of that trio has the political skills of newly elected Sen. Cory 
Gardner (R). )(Previous ranking: 5) 


5. North Carolina (R): Sen. Richard Burr (R) isn't doing much to inspire confidence in Republicans about his future plans. His fundraising is weak — 
$720,000 on hand as of the end of September 2014 — and rumors continue to swirl about him not running again in 2016. (Burr has said he plans to 
run.) If Democrats can convince former senator Kay Hagan (D) to run, this race moves up on the Line. But even if they don't, it's hard to see this 
not being a very competitive race in a presidential year. (Previous ranking: 6) 


4. Pennsylvania (R): Attorney General Kathleen Kane (D) was once the Democrats' heir apparent opponent for Toomey. She now faces potential 
criminal charges for allegedly violating the secrecy of a grand jury. This isn't huge news, given these problems have been going on for a while now 
and her name wasn't really being floated for Senate anymore, but it does reinforce that Democrats have a recruiting question here. The 
establishment does not want 2010 nominee and former congressman Joe Sestak as its nominee, but Sestak is pretty gung-ho about running again. 
(Previous ranking: 4) 


3. Illinois (R): State Attorney General Lisa Madigan is Democrats' first choice to take on Sen. Mark Kirk (R). But, she has passed up so many 
winnable races for higher office that it's hard to see why she runs this time. If not Madigan, then Democrats will turn to Rep. Tammy Duckworth or 
Rep. Bill Foster. Kirk is an excellent fundraiser and knows the seriousness of the challenge he faces. Much depends on the top of the ticket; if the 
Democratic presidential nominee wins Illinois by 15 points (Obama carried it by 17 points) then it's hard to see a path to victory for Kirk. (Previous 
ranking: 3) 


2. Nevada (D): Reid got knocked down — hard — while working out at his home in Nevada. He got so banged up that he missed the first days of 
Congress and might not regain vision in his right eye. He said it won't affect his reelection decision. The bigger question is what Gov. Brian 
Sandoval (R) does. Does he wait for Reid to decide whether to seek reelection? Force his hand? This is a big question in a race Republicans 
would love to win to stem possible losses elsewhere. Meanwhile, former lieutenant governor Brian Krolicki, who blamed Reid for a 2008 indictment 
that Krolicki later beat, is considering running. (Previous ranking: 2) 


1. Wisconsin (R): Johnson seems entirely unaware of the fact that he won a Democratic-leaning (at the federal level) state in 2010. He had the 
ninth most conservative record in the Senate, according to National Journal's 2013 vote ratings. Democrats are banking on former Sen. Russ 
Feingold, who lost to Johnson in 2010, running for his old seat. If Feingold does run, he'll have to run a much better campaign that he did five years 
ago. If he doesn't run, expect Rep. Ron Kind, who has been itching to run statewide for as long as we can remember, to leap into the race. 
(Previous ranking: 1)

infrastructure, entrepreneurship, and ethics. He also will work with other faculty members and students on their studies of management in the 
government sector. 


The former Baltimore mayor and city council member will also be a part of Johns Hopkins' 21st century cities initiative, involving faculty members 
from disciplines across the university to study and propose approaches to issues affecting cities, including economic growth, urban education, 
violence, urban health, and support for arts and culture. 


"The Johns Hopkins Carey Business School is training students to be both business leaders and exemplary citizens who will improve society and 
increase value for all stakeholders," Dean Bernie Ferrari said. "Gov. O'Malley's wealth of experience and leadership will be a welcome addition to 
our faculty and in the classroom. We are delighted to have him." 


Added Ronald J. Daniels, president of the university: "Gov. O'Malley has devoted his career to bringing data-driven decision-making to tackling our 
city and state's most complex challenges. His insights and experience will be of enormous benefit to our students and faculty." 


O'Malley, who will begin at Johns Hopkins on Feb. 2, is known as an innovator in management for the public sector. He developed a data-driven 
management system as Baltimore's mayor starting in 1999. The program, called CitiStat, provided leaders with frequent statistical performance 
updates department-by-department throughout city government, allowing the mayor and his appointees to identify problem areas and fix them. 


When he became governor in 2007, O'Malley transferred the concept to the state level, creating StateStat and putting data online so that 
taxpayers, lawmakers, and researchers could track performance along with the governor, his cabinet, and staff. 


O'Malley also incorporated his data-based management philosophy in his BayStat program, monitoring progress in restoring the Chesapeake Bay, 
and in the Genuine Progress Indicator, an index of economic, social, and environmental indicators measuring quality of life in Maryland. The index 
advanced 3.27 percent in 2013, the latest year for which full data is available. 


"I am honored to join Johns Hopkins University, a world-class institution that has done so much for Baltimore and Maryland," O'Malley said. "As 
both a mayor and governor, I've worked to make government work better for all of our citizens through a relentless focus on data and 
transparency. Our efforts got results — driving violent crime down to record lows, recovering 1 00 percent of the jobs lost during the recession, and 
restoring the health of the Chesapeake Bay for generations to come. I look forward to sharing management insights from these past two decades 
with the next generation of leaders at Johns Hopkins." 


O'Malley managed Maryland during the recession of 2008 and the subsequent recovery, cutting projected state spending while making strategic 
investments in education and infrastructure and maintaining the state's AAA bond ratings. He worked to raise the state's minimum wage to $10.10 
by 2018; has promoted renewable energy, the restoration of the bay, and reductions in greenhouse gas emissions; and signed into law same-sex 
marriage equality in Maryland and a state-level version of the Dream Act providing access to public higher education for immigrants.

• Progressives in Congress are trying to shore up Medicare’s long-term solvency 
by cutting wasteful overpayments to insurance companies through Medicare 
Adv antage - measures that could generate up to $140 billion in savings 
without affecting benefits, and that have been endorsed by AARP because 
the current system is “unfair to the majority of beneficiaries who participate 
in the traditional program.” 

o In fact, the overpayments to insurers through the Medicare Advantage 
program have actually resulted in higher premiums for beneficiaries 
in traditional Medicare , and contributed to Medicare’s long-term 
financial challenge . 

• But instead of looking out for seniors, conservatives are rushing to defend 
insurance companies and their profits - despite insurers’ long track record of 
taking advantage of seniors. 

• For instance - in response to reports that Humana is intentionally misleading 
seniors about health care reform, Sen. Mitch McConnell (who has received 
almost $100,000 from Humana) rushed to the Senate floor to defend 
Humana . In the House, Minority Leader John Boehner also rushed to defend 
Humana. 

• Conservatives are going so far as to block nominees for key positions in the 
Department of Health and Human Services in order to allow insurance 
companies to continue taking advatnage of seniors.

State and Local Fiscal Crisis -- Possible Options 


John and Rahm - 

I hope you both are doing well, and you should feel enormous pride about the tenor, pace, and direction of the first two weeks of the transition. 

I am sure you all saw yesterday's front-page NYT piece, http://www.nvtimes.com/2008/07/01/us/Q1taxes.html (and interactive map) regarding 
the serious and growing budget crisis for most states and many localities. The Times story made several compelling points: 

• Many states' mid-year revenue estimates show deep downward spikes that are directly impacting states' current-year FY 09 budgets 
(creating budget gaps that must be closed immediately by gubernatorial action and/or special legislative sessions in most states). 

• Rapidly declining state revenue bases will create very large projected FY10 budget deficits for states to address when virtually all 
of their legislatures begin to meet in early 2009. 

• For all but a few states with relatively strong oil and natural gas revenues, revenues are plunging, and this will lead to layoffs/freezes, 
program cuts, and/or fee/tax increases — which will cause real pain and exacerbate the current economic crisis. 

• Many localities with weaker credit ratings and deteriorating revenue sources could face credit crunches and fiscal problems by early next 
year. 

As the state/local fiscal problem begins to grow, I thought I might share one or more ideas that the Transition may wish to consider to position the 
new Administration on this emerging issue: 

1 . Lower-profile Transition Action: Close-in Advisory Session . Valerie Jarrett and the Transition External Affairs Team may wish to 
convene a small group of close-in governors (Rendell, etc.), state legislative leaders, mayors, state and local government groups (NGA, 
USCM, NASBO), and public finance experts (Center on Budget, SUNY-Albany) to (1 ) track the nature and extent of the emerging public 
sector fiscal crisis, (2) recommend action steps to the Economic Advisory Group, and (3) help enlist support to state/local fiscal relief in the 
stimulus or other legislative plans (e.g., increasing Medicaid matching rate). This would send a positive, early signal of interest to state and 
local officials without unduly raising public expectations for immediate federal relief. 

2 . Higher-Profile Transition Action: Public Roundtable . President-elect Obama could invite a bi-partisan group of governors, state 
legislative leaders, local elected officials, public finance experts, and leaders of the major state/local government organizations to (1 ) brief 
him and his team about the nature, extent, and severity of the emerging budget gaps and credit crunches facing local government, (2) 
recommend specific action steps for his transition and incoming administration, and (3) endorse fiscal relief and other measures in the 
stimulus and/or other proposals. While this option will draw greater attention to state fiscal conditions and potentially accelerate 

rising demands for near-term federal action, it also permits the President-elect to get in front of this issue and frame the state/local fiscal 
crisis as a byproduct of the global recession. 

3. New Administration Executive Order: Inter-aaencv Working Group on State and Local Fiscal Crisis . As one of his first 
executive orders, President Obama could create an inter-agency working group, co-chaired by NEC, DPC, and /or Senior Advisor Jarrett 
and comprised of key Cabinet secretaries (Treasury, HHS, Education, Labor, etc.), to work closely with governors, state legislative leaders, 
and local officials to (1 ) track nature and severity of state and local fiscal crises, (2) recommend Congressional action to provide fiscal relief 
(as appropriate), and (3) recommend appropriate steps that executive branch agencies could take that would both ameliorate the fiscal 
crisis and promote the the President’s priorities and policy principles (e.g., ensuring access to credit for local government borrowing, 
preserving health coverage for families losing their jobs, continuing income and child care support for parents seeking employment, and 
other forms of program flexibility). The Inter-agency Working Group could create a mechanism through which the federal government could 
explore options for preserving the safety net as economic conditions deteriorate. By consulting with state and local leaders regarding the 
design and charge of this working group now during the Transition, this option would permit the Resident-elect to convey his substantive 
interest in this issue to key state and local officials yet focus immediate attention on future practical steps that the Obama Administration 
could implement in early 2009. 

The foregoing options are not mutually exclusive, but I wanted to share them for consideration by you and your staff. 

I know you all are swamped with numerous responsibilities. While I am busy working on the HHS Transition, I would be pleased, of course, to help 
you or your team explore any of these options.

Tens of millions of Americans rely on Social Security for a majority of their 
income, but this year - for just the fourth time in the history of the program

In October, the Social Security Administration announced that there would not be an automatic increase in 
Social Security benefits in 2016, as there is in most years.

Meanwhile, CEO pay at the 350 biggest firms in the U.S. now averages more than $16 million per year - over 
1,000 times more than the average Social Security benefit. In 2014, the last year for which data is available, 
these CEOs saw their pay increase by 3.9 percent.

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so-called "performance pay" loophole, which allows corporations to deduct CEO pay from their taxable 
income as long as it is based on performance.

It's a smart bill that will give a 
much-needed raise to our seniors and veterans instead of wealthy CEOs.

Hillary Clinton has backed NAFTA-style "free-trade" agreements and she has opposed NAFTA-style "free-trade" 
agreements. Like other prominent Democrats, she has been inconsistent in her support of what is best for 
workers, the environment and human rights. 

But Clinton has a chance to get trade policy right when it matters. 

And when it matters is now 

As she launches a 2016 presidential campaign in which she seems to be interested in grabbing 
the banner of economic populism — going so far as to complain in her announcement video 
about how "the deck is still stacked in favor of those at the top" — Clinton can and should stake 
out a clear position in opposition to granting President Obama Trade Promotion Authority to 
negotiate a sweeping Trans-Pacific Partnership. 

Despite overwhelming opposition from labor, farm, environmental and social justice groups, Congress is 
preparing to consider whether to provide Obama with the "Fast Track" authority he seeks to construct a "free- 
trade" linking the North American and Asian nations of the Pacific Rim. Imagine the North American Free Trade 
Agreement on steroids and you get a sense of what is at stake. 

It is remarkable that the House and Senate would event consider surrendering their authority to make 
amendment, to provide oversight and to check and balance the executive branch on so vital an economic and 
social issue. Yet, the legislation has now been introduced and they White House and corporate interests are 
gearing up a massive campaign on behalf of Fast Track. If it succeeds, the TPP will be negotiated behind closed 
doors and with inadequate oversight from Congress. 

No matter what anyone thinks about "free trade," as it is currently arranged to benefit multinational corporations 
that seek a race-to-the-bottom economics, or "fair trade," as it should be arranged to protect workers, the 
environment and human rights, no one who believes in openness, transparency and democracy should back 
Fast Track . 

The practical arguments against "Fast Track" are clear enough. As Congressman Mark Pocan , a Wisconsin 
Democrat who serves as vice chair of the Congressional Progressive Caucus, says: "(Americans) have seen 
these type of ‘free trade' deals rushed through Washington before, and we saw the results firsthand: closed 
factories, depleted industries and lost jobs. We cannot make the same mistakes of the past. If the administration 
wants to get the approval of Congress for this new agreement, we must take the time to conduct the careful and 
thorough oversight this measure requires." 

The political arguments against "Fast Track" are, if anything, even clearer. Mark Perrone , the new president 
of the United Food and Commercial Workers union, explains that "no elected official, regardless of political party, 
who is truly interested in making the economy better and fairer, can responsibly support the TPP. Simply put, 
this trade deal, like so many others, is bad for our workers, families, and shared future. In the end, while we may 
not be able to change every mind, we will remember those elected officials who stood with America's workers by 
voting for jobs and against another destructive trade deal. More to the point, we join with the AFL-CIO and other 
unions that refuse to support any member of Congress that decides to put narrow self-interests above the 
interests of hard-working families." 
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Former Labor Secretary Robert Reich presumes that Clinton is in a tight spot. As Obama's Secretary of State 
she talked up trade deals, including the TPP initiative. As a senator, she backed some and opposed others. 
Reich says the question of whether to stick with Obama or to oppose his Fast T rack request "could definitely be 
a headache for her in 2016 because it is so very unpopular among progressives." Democracy for 
America's Jim Dean amplifies the point when he says, "Like a vote for the Iraq War or statements of support for 
the Social Security-cutting Bowles-Simpson plan, a vote for Fast Track and the TPP will never be forgotten..." 

Fair enough. 

Politics requires hard choices — the title of Clinton's memoir. 

Clinton should make one. Instead of sticking with Obama, she should stick with principles she 
embraced a senator. In 2002, she opposed granting President Bush Fast Track authority. And, as a 
candidate for the 2008 Democratic presidential nomination, she won states such as Ohio and Pennsylvania at 
least in part because of she declared that, "The United States should be pursuing trade agreements that 
promote human rights and worker rights, not overlook egregious abuses."

Beyond Copenhagen 

How Washington Can Bolster a Stronger Climate Deal

On June 2, U.S. President Barack Obama proposed the country’s first-ever federal regulation on greenhouse gas 
pollution resulting from existing power plants. The rule, intended to cut carbon emissions from the power sector to 30 
percent below 2005 levels by 2030, is an indispensable piece of the administration’s climate policy, which it has 
painstakingly assembled since a comprehensive energy and climate bill collapsed in the Senate in mid-2010. 

Predictably, Obama’s proposal set off a firestorm of political hyperbole. The Senate’s top Republican, Mitch McConnell, 
decried it as a “dagger in the heart of the middle class,” and John Boehner, speaker of the House, called it “a sucker 
punch for families everywhere.” In fact, there is much about the rule to celebrate, including the notion that for the first 
time it puts the United States on track to meet its international commitment, made in 2009 as part of the Copenhagen 
Accord, to reduce greenhouse gas emissions to 17 percent below 2005 levels by 2020. 

The Copenhagen climate conference, often remembered more for heated arguments and a chaotic conclusion than for 
what it achieved, was actually a turning point in international climate talks. For the first time, all major polluting states -- 
developed and developing - agreed to stem their emissions. This was no small victory, and it is far from secure, as 
China, India, and other major emerging economies remain keen to restore and maximize the differences between their 
responsibilities and those of developed countries in the climate negotiations. 

Fortunately, thanks to the newly proposed pollution rule and other polices, the United States is finally on a path to 
meeting its own Copenhagen emission reduction commitments. Its increased global credibility comes at the perfect time: 
At the end of next year, global leaders will convene in Paris to conclude the next major round of climate negotiations, 
where the United States can use its newfound clout to secure the gains of the Copenhagen agreement and reach a 
stronger, more durable deal. 

A DEEP FREEZE 

More than one hundred world leaders and tens of thousands of government officials, environmental activists, and 
journalists attended the 2009 Copenhagen conference, where they hoped to reach a new international agreement to 
combat climate change. But when Obama arrived in Copenhagen for the final day of the conference, negotiations were in 
what U.S. Secretary of State Hillary Clinton would later call a “deep freeze.” It fell to individual leaders to negotiate a deal 
or be party to a spectacular global failure. And it was not until the final evening, when Obama and Clinton interrupted a 
strategy session between Wen Jiabao, who was Chinese premier at the time, and the leaders of Brazil, India, and South 
Africa, that the final breakthrough occurred. 

The resulting Copenhagen Accord -- which took the form of a pledge rather than a new set of internationally legally 
binding commitments — was a major disappointment to those who had hoped for a new treaty or protocol. But it was only 
by departing from a new treaty arrangement that China, India, and all of the world’s major economies could agree, for the 
first time, to reduce their greenhouse gas pollution. 
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That accomplishment should not be diminished. It marked a major step forward from previous rounds of negotiations. The 
1997 Kyoto Protocol, for example, had divided the world into developed and developing countries -- according to 
classifications in the 1992 UN Framework Convention on Climate Change -- with only the former required to reduce 
emissions. Of course, such a permanent division is untenable for any twenty-first-century agreement aimed at curbing 
climate change, as countries that were classified as "developing” in the early 1990s are projected to account for roughly 
95 percent of the growth in future emissions -- with China alone expected to make up half that figure. China’s emissions 
have tripled since 1990; by 2020, it could well emit twice as much as the United States. In Copenhagen, it wasn’t easy to 
get large developing countries on board, but in the end, they agreed, like their counterparts from developed countries, to 
cut emissions by a self-determined amount by 2020. 

Having secured the deal, it was time for the United States to formally put forth its own target, which required a balancing 
act. On the one hand, an unrealistically high target would undercut the credibility of the entire accord. On the other, a 
cautiously low target would undermine the very purpose of reaching an agreement: to substantively alter each country’s 
emissions trajectory. The Obama administration hoped to thread the needle by selecting as its target the reduction set 
forth by the energy and climate legislation that was still winding its way through Congress. 

When that legislation floundered the following year, however, the United States was left without a clear path toward 
fulfilling its international pledge. There was still hope, of course: Obama secured major new vehicle efficiency standards 
and took other steps that limited greenhouse gas emissions, while the natural gas boom displaced emissions from some 
higher-polluting coal plants. But it wasn’t until 201 3’s Climate Action Plan that Obama articulated a clear strategy for 
reaching the Copenhagen goal. Moreover, it wasn’t until last June, with the announcement of the new regulations on 
power plants that this critical element of the plan came into focus. 

It took a few years, but never before has U.S. domestic and international climate policy been so well aligned. And that 
too just in time for the final sprint to the Paris climate conference, where countries will seek to finalize a new climate deal 
to succeed the Copenhagen Accord after 2020. 

Although a wide range of agreements may seem possible, the space for a viable deal remains quite limited, and failure is 
always a possibility. Still, the U.S. administration can maximize its chances of success by executing a strategy focused 
on securing the gains of the Copenhagen Accord and galvanizing new global action to meet the climate challenge. 

THE PARIS PROJECT 

First, the Obama administration must insist that all major economies commit to new emissions targets for the post-2020 
period. The new deal should be modeled on the Copenhagen Accord, with countries held equally accountable to their 
targets and with an intensive international review process to encourage compliance. But this is easier said than done, as 
major developing countries will undoubtedly push for as much of a Kyoto-style firewall as possible between their 
obligations and those of developed countries. 

Meanwhile, the United States must be clear with other countries about its own ability to comply with a new agreement. If 
the Paris deal takes the form of a legally binding treaty or protocol, for example, Senate ratification would be required for 
the United States to formally join. The prospects of such a ratification in the immediate future are dim, and the Obama 
administration should thus only support an agreement that it believes either doesn’t require ratification - as was the case 
with the Copenhagen Accord - or in which it could meaningfully participate while ratification is pending. Transparency 
here is key: The United States should not appear to be negotiating in bad faith even if other countries ultimately choose a 
deal that precludes U.S. participation. 

Of course, as in Copenhagen, the dynamic between the United States and China will be critical in shaping any outcome. 
This time, though, there is some cause for optimism. When President Obama and Chinese President Xi Jinping met in 
2013 at the Sunnylands estate in California for their first presidential summit, they agreed to support the use of the 1987 
Montreal Protocol to limit the production and consumption of hydrofluorocarbons, a particularly potent greenhouse gas 
used in air-conditioning units and refrigerators. The agreement signaled that China was open to making climate change a 
positive and central feature of its bilateral relationship with the United States, something the Obama administration had 
pursued with intermittent success since 2009. The agreement was also important because it utilized the Montreal 
Protocol -- an international treaty designed to phase out substances responsible for ozone depletion - which has been 
successful in large part because it does not create the same distinction between developed and developing countries that 
haunts the international climate negotiations. This may presage a willingness by China to be similarly pragmatic in Paris. 

STRONGER TOGETHER 

The form the final Paris agreement takes will be of little relevance, however, if it does not include a plan to meaningfully 
alter the global emissions trajectory. The Copenhagen agreement left it up to each country to define what that would 
mean in practice, and since it remains infeasible to win consensus on a broad formula to allocate responsibility among 
countries, the Paris agreement will likely also be comprised of commitments determined nationally. This means that the 
United States needs to lock down its own target while also pushing countries to set ambitious goals for themselves. 

The United States, in setting its target, faces a different challenge now than it did in the run up to Copenhagen. The 2009 
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energy and climate bill would have put U.S. emissions at roughly 42 percent below 2005 levels by 2030, but that 
legislation currently has no chance of revival. Obama’s new Climate Action Plan, meanwhile, enumerates only the 
policies necessary to reach the country’s target for 2020, not a longer-term goal. In the next few months, then, the United 
States must be willing to set an ambitious yet credible new target for 2025 or 2030 that commits to additional action 
beyond Obama’s time in office. 

Setting a strong target is only part of the challenge that the Obama administration faces. While the United States is the 
world’s second-largest carbon polluter, it accounts for only about 15 percent of global emissions — and its share is 
shrinking. A strong agreement, therefore, also requires aggressive action by the other major emitters. The United States, 
of course, can only influence other nations up to a point, but all goals will inevitably be measured against that of the U.S. 
target - the implicit benchmark. By sharing a strong target, the United States will affirm the credibility of its commitment 
to slashing emissions and encourage others to follow suit. 

Strong country-by-country pledges will remain the backbone of the agreement, but the United States should also work 
with other major economies to identify collective milestones such as the current goal to limit global warming to less than 
two degrees Celsius above pre-industrial levels. In the past, collective targets have been hampered by the familiar 
conflict between developed and developing countries. But if all nations are putting new commitments on the table, the 
timing may be right to build a new layer of international commitments on top. Countries could jointly set a date by which 
global emissions should peak and begin declining, for example. Or they might set a date by which they must double the 
use of renewable energy, or a clear timeframe for cutting global fossil fuel subsidies in half. Putting deadlines to these 
challenges brings them sharply into focus and helps to force countries to confront them while there is still time. 

MONEY ON THE TABLE 

In addition to helping set the goals, the United States has another job to do: It must help provide monetary assistance to 
developing countries that are trying to reduce emissions while responding to the adverse effects of climate change. 
Financial support, while justifiable in and of itself, will also go a long way toward building support for a broader agreement. 
Given that the climate conference has operated by consensus -- meaning that any of the nearly 200 countries could try to 
block an outcome -- a financial incentive would place significant pressure on China, India, Brazil, and other major emitters 
to reach an agreement. Failure to do so, after all, could cost poorer countries billions of dollars. 

This dynamic was on display in Copenhagen. With negotiations stalled on the penultimate day of the conference, Clinton 
announced that richer countries would agree to mobilize an annual $100 billion of climate finance, from a mix of public 
and private sources, by 2020. The money, Clinton said, would be provided "in the context of a strong accord in which all 
major economies stand behind meaningful mitigation actions and provide full transparency as to their implementation.” 
With money on the table for poorer countries, China, India, and the other major economies had a new incentive to reach 
an agreement. 

Meeting that $100 billion goal, however, has been a challenge -- one that became even harder with the collapse of the 
U.S. energy and climate bill, which could have generated large amounts of climate assistance. The bill would have 
allowed U.S. companies to meet a portion of their greenhouse gas reduction obligations by investing in lower-cost 
reduction opportunities in developing countries, which alone could have generated more than $10 billion annually in green 
investments. 

Despite the absence of such legislation, the Obama administration still managed to quadruple U.S. public climate 
assistance to $2.7 billion in 2013. But there is only so much more public money that Congress will appropriate for this 
purpose, and other donor countries are similarly constrained. 

In this environment of fiscal austerity, donor countries should thus focus public money on helping vulnerable countries 
cope with the effects of climate change, while encouraging private sources to finance clean energy and energy efficiency. 
One notable success in the latter category has been the U.S. Overseas Private Investment Corporation (OPIC), which 
has supported U.S. private investment in renewable energy projects in developing countries. OPIC increased its support 
for clean energy from $8.9 million in 2008 to a record-breaking $1.2 billion in 2013. Government agencies are now working 
to find and cultivate new opportunities for U.S. clean energy investment around the globe. 

Meanwhile, instead of simply making new, larger financial pledges, donor countries should instead direct resources 
toward addressing key climate needs. For one, donor countries should find creative strategies to help developing 
countries reduce fossil fuel subsidies, which amount to more than $500 billion a year and drain resources that could be 
put to better use. One idea might be for donor countries to work with the World Bank to issue bonds to developing 
countries willing to repay them through money saved from eliminating subsidies. To help developing countries cope with 
an increase in extreme weather and natural disasters fueled by climate change, richer countries could also expand tools 
such as the Caribbean Catastrophe Risk Insurance Facility, which pools risk and provides rapid payout in the event of a 
tragedy. 

Of course, the United States cannot simply impose its will in the famously fraught arena of international climate 
negotiations. Copenhagen showed how difficult climate talks can be. Still, it also demonstrated how much effort the 
United States and others are willing to invest in an agreement. Six years later, with climate change on the rise, the 
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stakes have only intensified. 

Just before leaving Copenhagen, Obama said to the press, “I believe what we have achieved in Copenhagen will not be 
the end but rather the beginning -- the beginning of a new era of international action.” A successful outcome in Paris next 
year could help to prove him right.

As First Lady, Senator, Secretary of State, and in your recent work 
with the Clinton Global Initiative, you have advocated for the cause 
of women’s empowerment around the world. Today we write to ask you to 
also join us in an important women’s empowerment initiative here at 
home. It involves an area to which you have a special connection and 
thus presents you, specifically, with an important responsibility to 
make a direct difference in the lives of hundreds of thousands of 
American women and an indirect difference in millions more. 

The Walmart Corporation is the largest employer in the United States, 
employing about one in every hundred Americans. Unfortunately, 

America’s largest employer sets a horrible example with its miserly 
wage policy. Walmart pays hundreds of thousands of their workers less 
per hour, adjusted for inflation, than minimum wage workers made 46 
years ago. With rising housing, health and transportation costs, 

Walmart workers cannot make ends meet on less than $10, $9 or even, 
for some, $8 an hour. The cashiers and hourly sales associates at the 
White Plains Walmart close to your house, for example, live in a city 
with a living wage of — as estimated by the MIT Living Wage Calculator 
— $13.05, but most hourly Walmart workers are paid thousands of 
dollars per year below that standard. It’s no surprise that one 
Walmart manager even admitted this disconnect between Walmart pay and 
fair pay by placing a bin out last holiday season to solicit donations

Why the Public Option Is Not “Fading” — Just the Contrary 

The Sunday New York Times ran a front page story headlined “The Fading Public Option.” Since the beginning of the 
health care debate in April, the main stream media and purveyors of the Conventional Wisdom have regularly pronounced the 
public option dead and gone. But in fact they continue to be dead wrong. 

In fact, the prospects that there will be some form of public option in the final health insurance reform measure this fall 
have actually increased over the last month. Here is why: 

1). The odds have dropped that some sort of “bipartisan” consensus will become the final template for a bill. 
That has reduced the ability of Republicans to tube a public option as a condition of their support. 

From day one, the Republicans were never going to support a public health insurance option for everyday Americans. The 
Republican party staunchly opposed Medicare forty years ago. Despite former House Speaker Newt Gingrich’s hope that it 
would “wither on the vine,” Medicare is now an unassailably popular public health insurance option for seniors. The 
Republicans and private insurance industry will do everything they can to prevent the American people from having access to 
another - undeniably superior - public health insurance plan. 

The insurance industry desperately wants to protect its “right” to raise prices and take home huge profits — to skim off 
as large a portion as they can of every dollar spent on health care.. 

So the insurance industry and Republicans were never going to agree to a public option. What has changed is that the 
Republican decision to try to block health insurance reform has completely eliminated their leverage over what will be in the 
final bill. In the end. Democrats are increasingly clear that they will have to pass health insurance reform with Democratic 
votes - which we can - either by using reconciliation rules or by securing 60 votes for cloture from Democrats and 50 votes 
for final passage. 

2) . The pundits ignore the legislative facts on the ground. Four of the live committees with jurisdiction in this debate 
have reported out bills with a strong public option. The bill that passes the House at the end of this month will include a 
strong public option. Whether or not the bill that passes out of the Senate has such a provision, the House-Senate 
conference committee will likely send a final bill with some form of public option to both chambers for final passage. That’s 
because a bill without a public option will have a hard time passing the House and a bill with a public option can, in fact, get 
more than 50 votes in the Senate. 

3) . The President has made it very clear that he not only supports a public option, but he will demand some 
mechanism to assure a competitive market place and drive down costs. 

The Republicans played right into his hands with their new talking points on this week’s Sunday news shows. Virtually 
every Republican argued that the Massachusetts plan - that requires everyone to purchase health insurance - has the highest 
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health care costs in the country. Precisely. You can’t force everyone to purchase insurance from private health insurers 
unless you create competitive pressure to control costs by giving consumers the right to choose a public health insurance 
plan. 

The private insurers would love the government to require every citizen and most businesses to buy their product -who 
wouldn’t.? What they don’t want is regulation — or worse yet, competition - that prevents them from doing whatever they 
can to make as much as they can. And remember that the insurance companies are exempt from the anti-trust laws that 
seek to assure competition in other markets. They can collude, divide up territories and drive up prices until they’re blue in 
the face. 

An AMA survey, released in late January, gives a score gauging the concentration of the commercial market for 3 14 
metropolitan statistical areas. The report showed 94% had commercial markets that were "highly concentrated" by standards 
set by the Federal Trade Commission and Justice Department. 

In Maine, for instance, one company - Wellpoint - had 71% of the market. The second competitor was Aetna with only 

12%. 


There is another way to control the behavior of the private insurance companies when we mandate coverage — serious 
rate regulation - treat them like regulated public utilities. 

Rate regulation is an even more serious political lift than a public option — which is also a much more efficient means of 
assuring competitive prices than rate regulation. 

The pundits, insurance companies and Republicans need to get used to one idea. Many Democrats — including the 
President - will ensure that the final bill have some robust means of ensuring competition and controlling prices, and a robust 
public health insurance plan is the best option on the table. 

4). Giving Americans a choice of a public health insurance option remains incredibly popular. A poll conducted 
for Americans United for Change by the respected firm of Anzelone and Liszt - completed last Friday — shows that, by a 
62% to 28% margin, likely 2010 voters would be more inclined to support President Obama’s healthcare reform plan if it 
included a public option that gave people a choice between private insurance plans and a public health insurance plan. 

Voters like the idea of making a choice themselves - and not having the choice made for them by Republicans who are 
trying to defend the profits of private health insurers. The voters have been unaffected by the insurance industry-generated 
talk that giving them that choice would prove the demise of the private health insurance industry. 


There are three major forces that keep pushing the notion that “public option is dead.” First are the Republicans and 
insurance industry that want to weave a “public option is impossible” narrative in order to create a self-fulfilling prophecy. 
They hope that if public option proponents think it is impossible, they will give up. That motivation is completely 
understandable, but Progressives shouldn’t fall for it - or contribute to it. 

The second is a desire in the media to create a story that President Obama has “mishandled” the health care debate. That 
is simply wrong. President Obama has moved us closer to giving America universal health care than any other President in 
60 years, and the odds are very good he will succeed where all others have failed. 

But the third is the most insidious. It is the cynicism in the media - and Washington Conventional Wisdom - that 
anything fundamental cannot pass out of Congress. That there isn’t any hope that everyday Americans can defeat the special 
interests. It is the same cynicism that convinced most of the “sophisticated” in-the-know Capitol Hill insiders that Barack 
Obama could never be elected President. And to that cynicism I give the same answer that we gave then, and that thousands 
gave at the President’s Minneapolis health care rally on Saturday: “yes we can.”

We are in full support and seek to improve working conditions for the in-home care providers who are precious to seniors and people with 
disabilities living active lives in the community. To this end we believe that a bifurcated approach to the overtime law is the best solution. 

In private sector nursing homes and nursing agencies, the old concept of liability makes it such that these organizations cannot leave their 
client alone for an hour. This makes it a bad working condition for workers who cannot get lunch breaks or rest breaks. We entirely support 
this kind of labor protection in the private sector where liability requires round-the-clock attendance to one's patient. 

But as is so much the case in in-home care there is no one-size-fits-all. Models for one type of client can be beneficial for one type of client 
while being very detrimental to another. In the case of publicly funded in-home supportive services in California, there are few caregivers 
who get paid for more than eight hours a day. That leaves 16 hours a day for meal breaks and rest time, which is clearly more than enough. 
There is no such liability requirement that makes the provider have to stay with the consumer 24 hours a day in the publicly funded in-home 
supportive services program. 

Furthermore and most important, overtime laws in these publicly funded programs could have been extremely detrimental effect by cutting 
some providers income almost in half and providing no benefit at ail. Almost 70% of caregivers are family providers. Those caregivers could 
see their hours cut by close to one half, because in the cash-strapped state like California, the chances of the state paying overtime are slim to 
none. What would likely happen is what is happening in many other states in this economic crisis which is that no one is being given more 
than 1 59 hours of work on month so that overtime and benefits do not have to be paid. There could be widespread misery, if suddenly a large 
amount of in-home supportive services providers or family members or who live in with a severely disabled people saw their incomes cut in 
half. If the state were somehow to pay time and a half for hours over 1 59 hours a month, then consumers would see a dramatic cut in service 
hours because of the finite revenues in the budget. There would be no one who would benefit from this arrangement except possibly the 
unions who would now collect two and three union dues from one consumers home. 

In summary, while we are in full support of it decent working conditions in terms of meal and rest breaks, which there is more than adequate 
time for in the IHSS program, we feel that to pay overtime in the publicly funded in-home supportive services would not occur and would 
instead results in a drastic cut in hours making it difficult for some families to survive without adequate income and requiring them to have 
strangers provide care which they may not want.

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The White House asked the National Council on Disabilities to provide input on the draft federal regs on 
overtime. I was invited to be in the roundtable discussion and received the agenda & list of participants this 
morning. The agenda indicates that the final draft reg has been submitted to OMB - so the discussion is 
shifting from what is in the draft reg to actual implementation. The draft final reg under review by OMB is 
unchanged from the drafted we reviewed last Spring (attached are our comments & the draft fed regs). 


The employer options for implementation are laid out in the regs: (1 ) pay overtime to all personal care 
assistants, (2) pay overtime to some providers based on criteria that can be set by the employer, or (3) limit 
the amount of compensable time providers can work. 


It is my understanding that OMB has 90 days to review the draft reg and the clock started 1/15/13 - to the 
deadline for OMB action would be around 4/15/13. The effective date is normally 30 days after the final reg 
is published in the Federal Register. The worst case scenario seems to be that fed regs would go into effect 
in May. Counties obviously have no fiscal exposure because of the new MOE. But the impact on consumers, 
providers, counties and Public Authorities could be huge. I’ve reached out to the state to talk before I 
participate in the roundtable on January 30 th .

Or could Mandy provide some 
intel? It would just be such a big deal for this meeting to go well and have EW walk out feeling positive and on board. 
And then there's the press question— not sure how high the chance of a leak is, but it would be good to have a joint 
plan with Mindy in the event it gets out to shape coverage. Or to proactively leak if that's what EW wants . Not a bad 
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thing to put out there that they had a constructive mtg.

A few things I was going to mention 
at meeting that I flag for your situational awareness. Happy to share further details: 

1. A unified message: Brynne and Nick were probably too polite to raise it last week but it has been a total zoo in the office since 
November 4th (not that it wasnt a zoo before). Like all of you, the questions we get asked 20 times a day is a. where is she and what 
is she doing? and b. what are John and CDM doing? 

Our answer is as honest as possible. We are giving her the time and space to think through the things she needs to think through. We 
acknowledge that there is policy process continuing and that is fairly well known. And if people have 2016 ideas, we are happy to have 
them. On John and CDM, we say you have been her closest advisors for a hundred years and that hasnt changed. Since we have 
never discussed this as a group or agreed on what to say, sharing with everyone. 

2. Progressive friends: 

- Elizabeth Warren: We confirmed this meeting last week. It is set for December 4th. We were having problems with them because this 
was supposed to take place in June. They do not want intermediaries discussing the relationship or the potential policy differences as 
they feel that is happening too much. They want to have a direct conversation about economic policy. 

- Bill de Blasio: I stay in touch with him and his team a lot. He has recently asked to have increased direct access to her so he can tell 
his progressive partners what she thinks about issues important to them. He also thinks he can be most helpful to her if he has that 
kind of relationship. He wants to be seen as the loudest progressive voice for her and in order to do that he needs access. In the next 
6 months, someone else will have to inherit this relationship because it will not be tenable for HRC. 

3. Schedule issues 2015: 

- We ended up locking in ALL her remaining paid speaking offers a few weeks ago. She reviewed them all with you at meeting so you 
know everything. 

- Listening Tour: I know you discussed. Just a note that she only loved it in hindsight. Also flagging that we have some repair work to 
do in some early states like NH and Iowa based on activity of the past year. 

- Morocco: No matter what happens, she will be in Morocco hosting CGI on May 5-7, 2015. Her presence was a condition for the 
Moroccans to proceed so there is no going back on this. Important that you know background. 

4. Constituency Groups: 

- Emilys List: Their 30th year gala is March 3rd, 2015. They have been lobbying for her attendance for over a year. Need to keep in 
mind for whatever other March activities we discuss. We have other EL issues we should discuss in next call/meeting. 

- Executive Action: We have now heard from 1 friend in community saying specifically "we planning on getting more aggressive in our 
stance with Hillary (showing up at events and in press statements), if possible she should support executive order before the 
President". Need to assume starting TOMORROW, our friends will show back up at her open press events. 

- LGBT and faith community: We have friends in both groups that want to start now or at least be part of steering committees on 
behalf of HRC and are in a holding pattern. 

Random: 

- We should be thoughtful about any group that wants to rent Friend of Hillary list now because there is interest. This is also probably 
best discussed off email.

Jessica (who visited at Georgetown from 2012-14) was most recently Associate 
Director of the Legal Research and Writing Program at George Washington University 
School of Law. Jarrod was a legal writing professor at Florida State University 
College of Law and previous to that was a litigator at Boies, Schiller & Flexner LLP. 

Teaching Innovations 

Professor Diana R. Donahoe has upgraded her interactive, online legal research 
and writing book, TeachingLaw.com, in collaboration with Jill Smith, Matt 
Zimmerman, and Michelle Wu of the Georgetown Law Library, where it is now 
published and available at an affordable price for students nationwide. 

Professor Vicki Girard is designing a practicum course on Medical Legal 
Partnership, a health care delivery model that recognizes that some barriers to good 
health have legal remedies. 

Professors Rima Sirota, Kristen Tiscione, Vicki Girard, and 
Erin Carroll created a brief-writing project based on a real-life issue: 
a prison's decision to ban the book Prison Grievances by Terri 
LeClercq. The book instructs prisoners on how to successfully pursue 
grievances through an often-hostile prison system and the courts. At 
the end of the spring semester, LeClercq spoke to students about her 
book into prison libraries.

LCV Victory Fund and Priorities USA Action Drop Early-Vote Mailer in Critical Primary States 

Washington, D.C. - Following Hillary Clinton's big wins on Super Tuesday, today, the League of Conservation Voters (LCV) Victory 
Fund and Priorities USA Action announced a direct mail campaign in support of Hillary Clinton for president and targets 
Democratic primary voters in Florida and North Carolina, encouraging them to take advantage of early vote options in their 
states. The $274,000 campaign targets 565,000 households. 

This is the first independent expenditure by LCV Victory Fund this cycle, and follows a previous digital campaign by LCV in 
support of Hillary in January. 

Early voting can play a significant role in elections. For example this week in Texas, the largest Super Tuesday state, 1.1 million 
people voted early out of 4.2 million total votes cast. 

The mailer calls on voters to "Join me in Building on the Progress We've Made Under President Obama," directly quoting Hillary. 
It details her stated positions on issues such as the ongoing water crisis in Flint as well as raising incomes, reducing gun 
violence, protecting the Affordable Care Act, and fighting racial injustice. 

"Early-voting is a critical way to encourage voter participation, and open up the democratic process to communities too-often 
excluded," said LCVVF National Campaigns Director Clay Schroers. "We are also excited to continue sharing our message about 
Hillary, who has committed to building a campaign that will build upon and expand the progress made under President Obama. 
On a whole host of issues that Democratic voters care deeply about she has outlined a bold vision for our future. This includes 
her continued outspoken leadership on bringing attention to the ongoing water crisis in Flint, and highlighting the critical 
important of environmental justice for vulnerable communities across the country."

You probably already are aware but just to be sure: yesterday in the CHAI board meeting, Ira discussed the formation of an 
advisory board for CHAI - he said he is targeting 10 people to each give $500k per year for 3 years. He mentioned the names 
below. He also said he is looking to do a series of dinners on the west coast, east coast, and overseas to raise money for a CHAI 
Innovation Fund that would "invest" in projects / businesses that CHAI deems worthy. He said the first dinner is on west coast 
with 30 people and hosted by Christian Anthony who he said he found via the Brown University alumni network. Given the 
enormous range of things that Ira is proposing the Fund be empowered to invest in, it occurred to me that IF the organization is 
comfortable with the creation of such a Fund bearing WJC's name (via CHAI), then why not have CF do it, so that CF can decide 
whether to invest in CHAI projects or also in other things like a farm in Africa, etc - and also to give WJC better control of it? The 
proposed CHAI Innovation Fund seems poised to go well beyond what we would consider to be the core traditional work of CHAI 
on HIV/AIDS, malaria, etc (at least based on the investment examples in the documents Ira provided) and I therefore just 
wondered why we'd cede this to CHAI to do/control. It's probably safe to assume that any Fund that bears WJC's name will attract 
"investors" or donors or whatever we call them. Maybe I am over-thinking this, but just wanted to brainstorm aloud and I'm 
happy to drop this if it's not worth discussing further. Thanks, Ami

DEBT-FREE COLLEGE - Tomorrow (Wed.), Elizabeth Warren is giving a major address at The 
Shanker Institute entitled, "The Affordability Crisis: Rescuing the Dream of College for the 
Working Class and the Poor." It is a pretty comprehensive speech that touches on many of the 
issues and points that we have been developing (with a harder hitting bent on the Dept of Ed's 
lack of enforcement of bad actors in the for-profit sector). Interestingly, however, while she 
says that every student should have a "debt free option" to attend college, her policy 
proposals to get there are first directed at the states: (1) states should invest more in higher 
ed; and (2) states should start refinancing student loans. She does say the federal 
government has a role to partner with states and fix the Pell grant program, but she doesn't 
really lay out a comprehensive plan of how we are going to get to a "debt free option" for 
every student. 

I do, however, think that it will get quite a lot of attention and while we can still say our plan is 
coming later, the pressure will continue to mount. I'm attaching her full speech as an FYI. 

Also, as an FYI, I'm headed to DC to do meetings with higher ed groups on Thursday and 
Friday - and so this may generate some buzz. 

PAID LEAVE - Bernie's folks have been calling my friends in the paid leave world to let them 
know that he will be giving a major speech on paid leave and introducing legislation on paid 
leave on Thursday. No one has leaked it to me yet, but I assume it will be at least as 
comprehensive as Gillibrand's FAMILY Act. I'll let you know when I learn more. 
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Let me know if you have questions - or if you hear more on these pieces.

Pfotenhauer Criticizes Obama's Transparency (FNC 09/19/08 1:35pm) 

MARTHA MACCALLUM: Let's talk about the connections to Fannie Mae. Barack Obama's campaign is saying if 
you want to open that can of worms, we can start pointing to Charlie Black and Rick Davis and others who have 
had connections through lobbying efforts to Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac. They're saying don't go there 
because it doesn't make any sense to go there given what he we have on the other side of that argument. 

NANCY PFOTENHAUER: Well, Martha the difference is that these two gentlemen actually ran Fanny Mae and 
so that's a very big difference between someone who might have done some consulting work for the entity and 
somebody who had direct control over the entire thing — 

MACCALLUM: But, Nancy what are you saying — 

PFOTENHAUER: — at a time when balance sheets were manipulated and they walked away with million 
dollar packages. 

MACCALLUM: We all know what happened at Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac, but, in terms of — they're saying 
that there was no relationship with Franklin Raines, and even the paper that first quoted those relationships has 
admitted that, you know, it was a very sort of off the cuff comment that Franklin Raines made once about, you 
know: yes, I did once get some calls from the campaign but they say he is not, never has been an official 
economic advisor to that campaign. 

PFOTENHAUER: You know, Martha, it's difficult to check them on that, isn't it — because they refuse to list 
their advisors. They've never done that despite repeated requests. They don't comply with our 
standards, which are the highest that have ever been used in presidential election history as far 
as lobbying goes and future preclusion of lobbying activities and so there is no way to check them. 
What we do know is Mr. Raines stated it and The Washington Post reported it on more than one occasion. 
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MACCALLUM: You know, they're saying that each one of those occasions that they reported it referred to the 
same moment in time but let's leave that where it is for now. Let's talk a little bit about the polls because John 
McCain is at the biggest deficit he has seen since the Republican National Convention; at least in the Gallup poll 
today: 49% for Barack Obama - 44% for John McCain. It doesn't seem that he is weathering this economic crisis 
very well in terms of the polls. 

PFOTENHAUER: Well you know what? Martha, it's not over yet. What we saw this week was emblematic and 
the difference between John McCain and Barack Obama.

SHEPARD SMITH: John McCain said today that he wants to start something called the Mortgage and Financial 
Institutions Trust, the MFI, which would identify these institutions that are on the verge of failing and then fix 
them before they collapse. Is it just more corporate babysitting, Doug? 

DOUGLAS HOLTZ-EAKIN: Well, it's an attempt to make sure we don't have happen what happened with Fannie 
Mae and Freddie Mac, which is a big collapse and the money ends up on the backs of the taxpayers.

SMITH: Noted Doug, but you say it's time to get ahead in this and in the next breath John McCain comes out 
and says the SEC, the SPIC, all these other different organizations have really done a lousy job, yet he wants to 
add one more. Before we add one more, don't we have to wipe some of these things out? 

HOLTZ-EAKIN: Well, this is not anything that would be permanent, this is a bridge to the future for the troubled 
firms we have now. The other part of the plan, a fact finding commission, a legislative strategy, some principles 
for safety and soundness, consumer protection, getting rid of golden parachutes for CEOs and having a stable 
system, that's where we have to end up, so that we're never in this position again. You know, John McCain 
called for things like this two years ago with Fannie Mae, Freddie Mac, no one listened. Here we are, big 
taxpayer bailouts, financial system in crisis. Let's not wait another two years, let's fix the problem, get America 
going again.

NORAH O'DONNELL: Let me ask you about McCain's speech this morning. He said, "no more bailouts by the 
Federal Reserve." And then we heard the president about an hour and a half later announce this bailout by the 
federal government. Does McCain support the efforts made this morning . . . ? 

DOUGLAS HOLTZ-EAKIN: What Sen. McCain talked about this morning was an approach that gets ahead of the 
problems and establishes what he calls a Mortgage and Financial Institutions Trust. That trust would take on 
proactively large trouble financial institutions. It would as a result, relieve the Federal Reserve of the obligation 
of stepping in in a crisis, bailing out another firm. It would find an orderly way to get the troubled assets off their 
books.

O'DONNELL: Ok, Doug, just so I understand, he does, McCain does support what the President laid out this 
morning?

HOLTZ-EAKIN: The details aren't yet out on exactly what they proposed, so it's hard to say. But, I think their 
broad principles match what the senator's trying to accomplish and I would encourage them to embrace his 
approach. 

O'DONNELL: Let me ask you about Barack Obama and what he did today. He essentially held off on presenting 
a more detailed plan. And this is why he explained that he has done that. Take a listen. 

BARACK OBAMA: Given the gravity of this situation and based on conversations I've had with both Secretary 
Paulson and Chairman Bernanke, I will refrain from presenting a more detailed blueprint about how an 
immediate plan might be structured until I can fully review the details of the plan proposed the Treasury and the 
Federal reserve. I think it's critical at this point that the markets and the public have confidence that their work 
will be unimpeded by partisan wrangling and that leaders in both parties work in concert to solve the problem at 
hand. 

O'DONNELL: ... he said it shouldn't be engaged in partisan wrangling, why then do you choose to put your 
plan forward? 

HOLTZ-EAKIN: Sen. Obama has policies that are bad for jobs, he's got higher taxes on dividends and capital 
gains that'll hurt the stock market in this crisis. And he's got no plan to get through the financial crisis. Sen. 
McCain is looking at a landscape that's threatening to American families and he's gauged what is necessary and 
put forth good policies for Main Street, found a way to get the trouble off of Wall Street, get a transition to a new 
regulatory regime that protects American taxpayers and allows Wall Street to know the rules of the road. That's 
a game plan for the future. And Sen. Obama's watching it go by. 

O'DONNELL: Can I ask you about a Wail Street Journal editorial today that essentially was a very scathing 
critique of McCain. It said, quote, "Mr. McCain is sounding like a candidate searching for a political foil rather 
than a genuine solution. He'll never beat Mr. Obama by running as an angry populist like Al Gore, circa 2000." 
Can you respond to that, that McCain has been flailing about for a message, that he was against a bailout and 
then he supported it; that this week he was for a 9/1 1 style commission and then you announced a different plan 
today. Are you guys still searching for the right way to deal with this crisis? 

HOLTZ-EAKIN: This is one plan. The 9/1 1 comission is intended to do the fact finding necessary for a regulatory 
reform for the 21 st century. The MFI trust will get us from here to there. We can't just let Wall Street melt while 
we study the problem. They go hand in hand and the trust is temporary and then goes away. Quite frankly, if the 
Wait Street Journal isn't upset by what's going right now on Wall Street and the damage it's doing to America, if 
they're not troubled by the fact that people were put in mortgages that they never could afford and no one had 
any intention of living to the end of their financial lives then they're missing problems in America. 

O'DONNELL: . . . people say that it was you who joked or said seriously . . . that McCain's experience was that 
he created the BlackBerry, any comment on that today? 
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HOLTZ-EAKIN: I have learned one thing and that is not to make jokes on the campaign trail and I am done 
discussing technologies and the history of their origins. 

Holtz-Eakin Wants to Give Hope to Main Street (CNN 09/19/08 7:32pm) 

DOUGLAS HOLTZ-EAKIN: The senator firmly believes that we should not be putting taxpayer money in casually. 
The only time it makes sense to put it in is to put money in to save the financial system, and thus people and 
businesses from greater harm [...]. 

LISA SYLVESTER: Wait. Let me make sure I 'm clear on this. Does he support putting in taxpayer money for 
some type of a bailout? Does he echo some of the same sentiments Secretary Paulson outlined earlier today? 

HOLTZ-EAKIN: The first choice is to not put taxpayer money in, but the reality is some institutions, AIG for 
example, are so large and present such a great threat to the American economy, that we would be negligent if 
we didn't get them through their problems, using minimal taxpayer bailouts, minimal taxpayer finances, and, in 
this case, find a way to not put them in bankruptcy. Find a way to get ahead of the curve, be pro-active. Give 
them a place to go where the workouts can happen and they can emerge as contributors to society and our 
economy, not a drag on it. 

SYLVESTER: All right. I want to play a sound bite for you of Senator Obama today and what he had to say about 
the current situation. 

BARACK OBAMA: Given the gravity of this situation, and based on conversations I've had with both Secretary 
Paulson, and Chairman Bernanke, I will refrain from presenting a more detailed blueprint about how an 
immediate plan might be structured until I can fully review the details of the plan proposed by the treasury and 
the Federal Reserve. 

SYLVESTER: What is your reaction? 

HOLTZ-EAKIN: Well, Senator McCain actually has a plan. He has a plan that minimizes the taxpayers' 
involvement, it gets ahead of the problem, it doesn't put the liabilities on the government books, it doesn't do 
what we did with Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac and take on $5.6 trillion of liabilities. Senator Obama is just 
going to, you know, vote present once more in a crisis. We need some ideas. You need to be able to 
stand up, [and] take some leadership. We hope the Bush administration, we hope the congress gets together, 
and realizes that Senator McCain has a plan and should adopt it and move forward. 

SYLVESTER: Whoever is elected the next president will have to deal with this crisis squarely. What type of 
regulations will we see coming out of a McCain administration so that we are not in the same situation down the 
road? 

HOLTZ-EAKIN: Well, you want comprehensive regulation that treats every economic transition — transaction 
exactly the same no matter where it takes place. If it takes place in Chicago, in New York, on an electronic trade, 
it should have the same regulatory structure. What should come out of that should be a regulator that has safety 
and soundness for every financial institution and the ability to shut it down if it's a danger to America and 
some consumer protections — no more mortgage fraud — and some corporate governance reforms so we don't 
see CEOs walking away from failed institutions with multimillion dollar golden parachutes and you 
like to make sure the system has some stability and there was a check on that stability. There's a path to that 
through the congress, the senator is dedicated, as president, to making it happen and we think this is a way 
forward in the 21st century to set the rules of the road right so we can have a good financial service industry but 
not see the excess and the real failures of the recent past. 

SYLVESTER: Really quickly — there are a number of democrats that are proposing some type of help or relief for 
middle-class families that are struggling, the idea being that as congress gets set forth to bail out wall street that 
something should be done for the folks on main street. What are your thoughts there? 

HOLTZ-EAKIN: I think it's imperative that we have hope for Main Street. That's why John McCain wants to make 
sure that main street doesn't get crushed by this Wall Street problem. That main street has a chance to create 
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jobs, build a foundation of future prosperity and quite frankly the senator from Illinois, Senator Obama's plans to 
give someone a $500 tax credit, that's not going to be much help if you're out of work. You need a plan to have 
jobs. John McCain is creating jobs in health care plans, energy plans, tax plans. It's the future for the middle 
class.

'Engage Cuba': A Push for Closer Ties

“The earth moved on Dec. 17. There is no question about that,” Luke Albee, a Capitol Hill veteran, says of 
the day that President Barack Obama announced his intention to normalize relations with Cuba.

Sparked by the historic announcement, Albee soon teamed up with Steven Law, another longtime 
Washington hand, and political consultant James Williams to start Engage Cuba, an advocacy group urging 
Congress to lift travel and trade restrictions with Cuba. 
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The group formally launches June 16, and it already has the backing of several business and advocacy 
groups that support opening ties to Cuba, such as the National Foreign Trade Council, Council of the 
Americas and #CubaNow. Its emergence also coincides with the start of a high-profile super PAC, the New 
Cuba PAC, with similar goals. 

Working to reverse a five-decade-long policy that has become ingrained in the American psyche will lead to 
some unusual alliances, and these three fit the bill. 

Williams, 31 , is president of Engage Cuba and one of the directors of the super PAC. A 2006 George 
Washington University graduate, Williams most recently was director of public policy at the Trimpa Group, a 
liberal consulting firm that worked on Cuba policy. He also previously was a consultant to the Bonner 
Group, a fundraising firm. 

Williams is 24 years younger than Albee and Law, who were top congressional aides from opposing parties 
but who struck up a long-lasting friendship that was put to use in creating Engage Cuba. 

Albee recently left his position as chief of staff to Sen. Mark Warner, a Virginia Democrat. He was chief of 
staff to Sen. Patrick J. Leahy, a Vermont Democrat, from 1993 to 2004. 

Law was a longtime aide to GOP Sen. Mitch McConnell of Kentucky, including working as chief of staff to 
the future Senate majority leader from 1 991 to 1 997. Law will remain president of the GOP super PAC 
American Crossroads. 

“James is the main guy in this enterprise,” Albee says. “I think Steven and I are doing what we can, based 
on our many years of experience, to give him counsel and all jointly go together and talk to folks about 
what we’re doing.” 

The three men were drawn to the issue for different reasons. Albee wrote his master’s thesis on the 1961 
Bay of Pigs invasion and has long worked on Cuba policy, at one point going to watch the Baltimore 
Orioles play in Cuba and partaking of a dinner with Fidel Castro. Law’s interest was piqued only after 
Obama’s announcement in December. And Williams, having spent time in Havana, says he has personally 
seen the desire of the Cuban people to embrace the United States. 

“I was just shocked,” he says. “Of all the countries I have traveled to, I have never been to any place that 
they were more excited and warmer to America.” 

Williams, Albee and Law know they’re in for a long fight. Each called for maintaining a sustained effort over 
the next few years and building support from people and organizations on both sides of the aisle. 

The strongest opposition to ending the embargo has come from the GOP, though some Republicans, such 
as Sen. Jeff Flake of Arizona, support the administration’s push. Many in the business community, which 
has close ties to the GOP, are eager to take advantage of new markets in Cuba. 

“There is a bit of a sense of a Washington spring going on in the Capitol,” says Law, who was previously 
general counsel for the U.S. Chamber of Commerce. Cuba “is one of those kinds of issues that could be 
one example of bipartisan cooperation flying forward.”

We just ended our Ignite! Conference in St. Louis, where 1 ,000 of our best member leaders gathered to recommit to 
fighting to build economic and political power for all workers! 


I’m following up on our conversation on how Secretary Clinton can engage with SEIU members and non-union 
workers. As you know our members are putting their hearts and souls into the Fight for $15 and a union, 
commonsense immigration reform, delivering on the promise of ACA, Blacks Lives Matter, and voting rights for 
everyone. 


I’m looking forward to working together to think about how we can create spaces for the Secretary to have a dialogue 
with our members and non-union workers, so she can hear their stories, and they can hear how she’s thinking about 
the issues that matter to working people.

Welcome to the armpit of the Third World. I feel like I could have warned you better. 

On Mar 20, 2014 7:57 AM, "Gabe Podesta" < gpodesta@amail.com > wrote: 

After nearly a week of travel I've made it to my semi-permanent temporary home in Afghanistan. 

A year ago, when I was stationed at Andrews, my boss called a staff meeting on a Friday morning. I was a 
week or so away from what proved to be a week-long court-martial and was burning the candle at both ends 
that week in preparation. I ran my fingers through my hair as I sat in the conference room and discovered my 
hair was particularly greasy. I thought back and realized that in my singular focus on the upcoming trial I had 
managed to forget to bathe all week. As in, the last shower I took was on Sunday night, a full five days earlier. 

I tell you this story so that you have some context for what I am about to declare: Afghanistan is the dirtiest 
place on the planet. The air is thick with smoke and dust. Everything— literally everything-is covered in a 
coating of dirt (one hopes). My room is absolutely filthy and despite my very best efforts all afternoon I've not 
made a dent in the cleanup. The previous tenant left a vacuum cleaner, leading me to believe that he or she 
made some effort to keep it clean and nonetheless the walls are caked in black grime. This place is truly 
gross. 

Having said that, I'm glad to finally be here. I met my coworkers earlier and it seems like the work will be 
interesting and the experience one of a lifetime. In that last 24 hours alone I've flown in a C-17 and a 
Blackhawk helicopter. My present duty station, McChord Field, is home of the C-17 Globemaster III and yet I 
am now the sole attorney in the legal office with the distinct pleasure to say I've actually flown in one. 

I suspect that the seven months will go by in a flash. Before you know it I'll be unloading off the rotator back in 
the States. You may not recognize me; I'll be the one that looks like I just emerged from a 12 hour shift in a 
coal mine.

There may not be any officially declared candidates for president yet, but prominent Republicans from Jeb Bush to Rand Paul and Marco Rubio are 
making big speeches and jostling for consultants and donors. On the Democratic side, Hillary Clinton may not formally announce whether she is 
running for months. But any number of polls would indicate, without even declaring, she has a lock on the Democratic nomination. 
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Which got me thinking — who are the other potential Democratic candidates? 


This may not be an obvious place to start, but I figured why not ask the opposition? America Rising PAC is a Republican group that exists to dig up 
dirt on Democrats. And it's on the lookout for presidential candidates to target. 


"It really is tough," says Tim Miller, the PAC's executive director. He says each quarter the staff have a meeting where they sit down and basically 
ask themselves, "Who other than Hillary Clinton should we be researching?" 


"And that list of strong candidates after Hillary is so small as to be potentially nobody." 


To test the theory, I went to downtown Chicago — hotbed of Democratic politics — to ask people whom they expect to run for president. Here are 
some of the responses I got: 


April Williams, sighing: "The only one I can think of is Hillary Clinton. That's about it." 


Martha O'Connor: "Honestly, to be honest with you, Hillary is kind of the only person that pops into my mind." 


David Johnston: "Joe Biden, you know, vice president. They usually go for it afterwards." 


Adrienne Wonzer: "Hillary Clinton, first of all, and then Liz. Oh, my gosh. I can't think of her name. ... Liz Warren, No. 2. And I can't think of a third 
possibility." 


Elizabeth Warren is a name that came up again and again. Hector Ortiz, who considers himself an independent voter, said he'd like to see her run. 
But, he said, "I don't know if she will." 


As for Warren herself, she told us back in December, "I am not running for president. Do you want me to put an exclamation point at the end?" 


So, who does that leave? Biden, who says the field is wide open but has made no obvious moves toward running. And there are three names that 
didn't come up once among the many people I stopped on the street in Chicago: former Maryland Gov. Martin O'Malley, former Virginia Sen. Jim 
Webb and current independent Vermont Sen. Bernie Sanders. 


All this is making for a lonely time for New Hampshire Democrats who are accustomed to being heavily wooed at this point in the election cycle. 


'You're seeing that fairly significantly on the Republican side, but on the Democratic side, not so much," says Kathy Sullivan, a prominent 
Democratic activist in the state. 


On the Republican side, there are so many household names considering a run it's hard to keep track of them all. On the Democratic side, there's 
just Clinton. 


One-time presidential candidate Bill Richardson has a theory about why. "The reason there's no bench is because she's the cleanup hitter that is 
so dominant nobody wants to challenge her. That's why there's no bench," he says. 
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Richardson is the former Democratic governor of New Mexico who ran in 2008 and ultimately endorsed President Obama — meaning he's not what 
you'd call a Clinton ally these days. The Democratic Party is in the midst of eight years of holding the White House, and pretty much the whole time, 
Clinton has been seen as the next in line. But Richardson isn't so sure her dominance is good for her. 


"The public may perceive that it's a coronation, that she's not hungry enough. And sometimes combat, primary combat makes you tougher, makes 
you stronger, makes you a better general election candidate," he says. 


Whether this ends up being a problem for Clinton, assuming she decides to run, depends on how the Republican primary plays out. 


Will the nominee be sharpened by the experience with a finely tuned stump speech, or bruised, staking out positions unpopular with a broader 
public? For Democrats, the current situation represents a high-risk, high-reward proposition, but it may well be the only option they have.

Angelina Jolie expanded on her humanitarian efforts Tuesday in London, announcing the creation of the Centre on Women, Peace and Security at 
the London School of Economics. 


Jolie, 39, a special envoy of the United Nations High Commission for Refugees, attended the event alongside William Hague, Britain's First 
Secretary of State and leader of the House of Commons, PEOPLE confirms. 


The new center will aim to educate students about the participation of women in "conflict-related processes" and "on enhancing accountability and 
ending impunity for rape and sexual violence in war," according to a press release from the renowned London School of Economics. 


"I am excited at the thought of all the students in years to come who will study in this new Centre," Jolie said in a statement. "There is no stable 
future for a world in which crimes committed against women go unpunished. We need the next generation of educated youth with inquisitive minds 
and fresh energy, who are willing not only to sit in the classroom but to go out into the field and the courtrooms and to make a decisive difference." 


The new center will support the goals of the Preventing Sexual Violence Initiative (PSVI), which Jolie and Hague co-founded in 2012. Next year, the 
newly announced center will begin offering post-graduate degrees. The center is also supported by former U.S. Secretaries of State Hillary Clinton 
and John Kerry. 


Tuesday's announcement comes just two weeks after Jolie published an op-ed in The New York Times regarding her recent visits to camps for 
Syrian and Iraqi refugees. 


"I have visited Iraq five times since 2007, and I have seen nothing like the suffering I'm witnessing now," wrote the mother of six. "Nothing prepares 
you for the reality of so much individual human misery: for the stories of suffering and death, and the gaze of hungry, traumatized children."

[Subtitle:] As my inbox fills with emails from groups “drafting” Warren, I find myself wondering who’s helping whom here 


I’m a huge admirer of Sen. Elizabeth Warren. She’s the best new leader to emerge in the Democratic Party in decades. If she wants to run for 
president, I hope she does so. 


But I don’t think she wants to run for president. She’s told us that in many different ways and places. I was particularly struck by her no-nonsense 
answer when asked by colleague Sheila Bair, but she’s basically given no-nonsense negative answers since the effort to “draft” her began. 


So I’m coming to find the “draft Warren” juggernaut a little bit perplexing. I know the participants have wonderful motives and genuinely would 
welcome a Warren candidacy. But with every email I receive, I get a tiny bit more cynical. It doesn’t feel so much like groups are using their 
organizational strength to help Warren, but enlisting Warren to help build their organizational strength. 


Don’t get me wrong, I think MoveOn and Democracy for America have done important infrastructure and leadership building on the left of the 
Democratic Party. But I’m not really sure that the “Draft Warren “effort does much more for progressives than encourage a cult of personality - and 
risk member disillusionment when Warren all but certainly declines to make the race. 


I confess my misgivings about all this crystallized Sunday night, when I heard the news that the Working Families Party had joined the “Draft 
Warren” movement. I admire WFP; I think they’re doing exactly what progressives should be doing: Working within the Democratic Party and pulling 
it to the left, not standing outside the party and declaring it no better than the GOP. 


But it was hard not to contrast their “Draft Warren” move, which looks symbolic at best, and contains an implicit challenge to Hillary Clinton, with 
their cave-in to Gov. Andrew Cuomo last year — which was not merely symbolic but had real ramifications. At that time, they had a terrific 
progressive female candidate, Zephyr Teachout, ready to challenge Cuomo - and they backed Cuomo. So to recap: With a willing progressive 
woman challenging a politically centrist Democratic man - the progressive didn’t get the WFP endorsement. But now, with a centrist but more liberal 
(than Cuomo) Democratic woman, Hillary Clinton, (probably) running for president, WFP is courting a challenger — who (probably) isn’t running 
anyway. 


Predictably, other “Draft Warren” groups hailed the WFP news. Move On emailed to invite me to share a graphic on Twitter and Facebook that 
thanks WFP for joining the movement. “It’s important that we show them this morning that the number of people who think they absolutely made the 
right decision far outweighs the nay-sayers” - that would be me, I guess. 


In addition to advancing the assumption that the Clinton campaign won’t be progressive enough, before she’s even declared her candidacy, the 
hype about Warren serves to obscure the depth and breadth of the new populist movement afoot among Democrats in Congress. Why not draft 
Sen. Bernie Sanders, who says he’ll run if he believes he has organizational backing? Or other progressive senators like Sherrod Brown or Al 
Franken or Kirsten Gillibrand? Elizabeth Warren is a star in her own right; she doesn’t particularly need this kind of help. 


It’s also past time to observe that in addition to saying she isn’t running, Warren hasn’t done anything to build an organization in any of the early 
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primary or caucus states. Now, presumably “Draft Warren” could help with that in the unlikely event she changes her mind - but Warren’s failure to 
make any of the moves associated with building a campaign is just one more reason to believe she won’t run. 


I'd love to see a campaign that popularizes Warren’s “eight point plan to build the middle class” and encourages all Democratic candidates - 
including Clinton — to back it. Building a movement around a single political leader rather than around issues seems like a recipe for disappointment, 
especially when that leader has made it so clear she’s not looking to run for president.

In December, I stopped by the MoveOn/Democracy for America/Ready for Warren draft campaign launch in Des Moines, and saw around 1 00 
progressives brainstorm ways to get Massachusetts Senator Elizabeth Warren to run for president. On Super Bowl Sunday, I sat in on a next- 
stage meeting, one of 209 happening around the country, in Washington. Twenty progressives showed up. This past weekend, The Washington 
Post's Robert Costa walked into a house party for Warrenphilia in Ames, Iowa, one of the state's largest college towns - a place where 250 
progressives had gathered to watch Vermont Senator Bernie Sanders give a December speech. Covering that speech, I'd noticed MoveOn one- 
sheets on a table, advertising the Draft Warren cause. 


Thirteen people showed up to the house party that Costa covered. The headline, "Democrats suffering from Clinton fatigue say they’re ready for 
Warren," could be written from any room. It sounds a lot like what I've covered - skewing old, lots of praise for Warren, bitterness about Clinton 
tamped down by people who worry that the energy will curdle if it's negative. Not much has changed since six months ago, when Ready for Warren 
emerged at Netroots Nation in Detroit, and reporters wrote basically the same stories. The October Bloomberg Politics/Des Moines Register poll of 
Iowa, for example, found Clinton up 43 points on Warren in a hypothetical 2016 caucus. January's edition of the poll found a flurry of Warren activity 
closing the gap to... 40 points. 


The willingness of reporters to cover a fresh angle on the Clinton restoration - an escape from the I, Claudius infighting of Clintonworld itself - 
does not indicate that Draft Warren is working. In Salon, Joan Walsh has opened herself up to friendly progressive fire by asking what the 
Warrenphiles are even doing. Making news, obviously. The Working Families Party had told the New York Times that it was joining the Draft 
Warren effort. That made national news; a search for coverage of the Draft campaign finds it to be the most-covered WFP story since last summer. 


What happened last summer? The WFP narrowly denied a nomination to 2014 Andrew Cuomo challenger Zephyr Teachout. It stiffed a candidate 
who was running; it was all-in for a candidate who wasn't. 


"I’d love to see a campaign that popularizes Warren’s “eight point plan to build the middle class” and encourages all Democratic candidates - 
including Clinton — to back it," wrote Walsh. "Building a movement around a single political leader rather than around issues seems like a recipe for 
disappointment, especially when that leader has made it so clear she’s not looking to run for president." 


Less clear: Whether Warren can be the challenger the whole left wants. On foreign policy, she has hewed closely to the Democratic Party 
mainstream. In a column from last year, after constituents finally got Warren to talk about the Gaza-lsrael conflict, Glenn Greenwald surmised that 
she "sounds like [Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin] Netanyahu." Warren, whose first foreign trip as a senator took her to Israel last year, has stayed 
far away of the debate on Netanyahu's speech to Congress. The surreal result is that the only national politician trekking through Iowa taking on 
Hillary Clinton's foreign policy from "the left" is Kentucky Senator Rand Paul. 
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"I think the issue with Warren, to me, is somewhat different," said Jonathan Tasini, an activist and writer who challenged Clinton from the left in her 
2006 re-election to the U.S. Senate. "It's distracting from building campaigns on issues and a better progressive movement. It actually has a bit of 
the 2007 love with Obama — people willing to not ask questions about what someone believes in and, then, surprise, they get a president who they 
are 'disappointed' with. I'm not sure what Warren's world view is on foreign policy — on Israel/Middle East, for example — that is that different than a 
pretty conventional wisdom position." 


The Bernie Sanders network, which spends a lot of time answering questions about Warren, is sanguine about the draft movement. "If they’re going 
to hold a lot of people in place for a while in free parking," said Sanders adviser Tad Devine to MSNBC, "and then Bernie can go collect the rent 
later, that’s fine with me." 


There's plenty of precedent for that. In 1968, when Senator Robert F. Kennedy dithered about challenging President Lyndon Johnson, Eugene 
McCarthy rushed into the gap. In 2004, when progressives lacked an obvious champion, Vermont Governor Howard Dean transformed from a 
Cato Institute-approved fiscal hawk to an anti-war icon. Dean's campaign spawned countless progressive organizations, activists, and writers, 
from Zephyr Teachout to Democracy in America. 


But Dean did not have to put up with the dashed expectations that, say, Bernie Sanders would. If Warren has not been constantly lying to 
supporters and reporters - a safe bet -the Draft campaign will end without a candidate. Sanders et al will enter the race as also-rans. The Draft 
Warren campaign is not wrong at all about presidential politics; there is no replacement for the energy of an insurgent bid. All it lacks right now is a 
candidate, and an insurgency.

Could this be what the “special relationship” between Britain and the U.S. looks like a few years from now? 


London’s mayor, Boris Johnson, a possible future contender for British prime minister, is due to hold one of his most high-profile overseas 
meetings on Wednesday when he sits down with potential U.S. presidential candidate Hillary Clinton during a six-day trade mission to the U.S. 


Mr. Johnson, who was born in the U.S. and is a joint American/British citizen, has made a string of overseas trips to China and India in recent 
years. Officially, he is drumming up business for London, but observers suspect he is also on a mission to build his international profile and 
connections in preparation for a bigger job down the line. 


Mr. Johnson recently announced he is standing as a parliamentary candidate in the U.K.’s general election in May, which has fueled speculation 
about his prime ministerial ambitions. Prime Minister David Cameron's Conservatives currently are neck and neck with the main opposition Labour 
Party in opinion polls. If the Conservatives put in a poor showing, that could trigger a party leadership contest. 


Mr. Johnson was previously a member of Parliament but stepped down in 2008 to run for mayor. Known for his mop of blond hair and propensity for 
jokes that push the envelope, he is one of the Conservative Party’s top electoral performers: He won more than one million votes in securing his 
second term as mayor in 2012. His profile grew with the successful Olympic Games in London that year. 


In Boston on Monday, Mr. Johnson delivered a speech on technology. During Tuesday’s visit to New York he is due to meet his counterpart Mayor 
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Bill de Blasio, then on Wednesday he meets Mrs. Clinton and the city’s Police Commissioner Bill Bratton. Mr. Johnson is then on to Washington, 
D.C., before ending his trip back in New York with a visit to the 9/1 1 memorial among other things. 


During his visit the London mayor is looking to focus on collaboration between London and the U.S. on life sciences, business, technology, policing 
and culture, according to his office. London exports to the U.S. stand at about £4 billion (about $6.1 billion) a year, and there are now over 9,000 
U.S.-owned companies in the British capital, according to the mayor’s office. 


While in the U.S., we can expect Mr. Johnson, whose full name is Alexander Boris de Pfeffel Johnson, to show his knack for publicity. In January, 
on a visit to the Kurdish prime minister, he posed for photographs taking aim with an AK47 and gave an interview in which he said men who joined 
extremist groups like Islamic State were losers who were unsuccessful with women.

Republicans are wasting no time waiting for Hillary Clinton. 


While several potential candidates jockey for spots in the GOP presidential primary field, the Republican National Committee is taking the fight 
straight to its presumed general election opponent, who has been notably absent from public view this year. 


The RNC released a Web video Tuesday casting Clinton as the heir to President Obama’s third term. The spot, first shared with RealClearPolitics, 
pieces together heavily edited video clips taken from White House and campaign video, news interviews, and a White House correspondents’ 
dinner spoof, to make it look like the White House is calling upon Clinton to run and take up Obama’s mantle. 


The video opens with the president calling Clinton on his phone, which features “Hillary Home,” “Hillary Jet,” and “Hillary Jet 2” on speed-dial. “I 
want to know if you’re on board . . . because I’m counting on you,” he says in one clip, set to cheesy slow-jam music. “Of course, I will do anything 
to help,” Clinton says in a spliced-in separate clip. 


The spot then cuts to Obama calling upon Vice President Biden, whose response implies he is declining to run for the Oval Office. “No, I’m not 
going, I’ve been there once,” Biden says. “OK, good,” the president responds. 


The footage concludes with the text, “Hillary already signed up for Obama’s third term.” 


This week, the RNC launched a “Hillary’s Hiding” campaign to highlight the presumed candidate’s absence from the national stage this year after a 
series of high-paid speeches around the country and elsewhere. A committee memo highlights the days passed since Clinton visited Iowa (103) 
and New Hampshire (100), urging her to “face the American people” she wants to lead. 
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With a crowded Republican field and little substantial opposition to her on the Democratic side, Clinton can afford to lie low and concentrate on 
building her campaign while the GOP opponents duke it out amongst themselves. Some reports say Clinton won’t officially announce her campaign 
until July. 


For now, the former secretary of state has taken to weighing in on issues of the day through the condensed form of Twitter. During the recent 
vaccine debate that put some GOP contenders on the hot seat, Clinton waited out the storm until tweeting that the “science is clear.’’ She used the 
hashtag, “#GrandmotherKnowsBest.”

This summer, for the first time since the Apollo 17 mission, NASA published pictures of the Earth captured in a 
single frame. They show our “blue marble” shining brightly in the darkness and vastness of space — a view of our 
world beamed by a satellite one million miles away. The pictures remind us all that our life here is mysterious, 
fragile, and worth fighting for. 


His Holiness Pope Francis calls Earth “our common home.” “Our common home requires our striving for the 
common good,” Social Service Sr. Simone Campbell, one of the Nuns on the Bus, wrote earlier this year. 

Other faith traditions believe this, too — including mine. As a Methodist, I was taught that we have a sacred duty to 
care for God’s earth. “All creation is the Lord’s,” say the Methodist social principles, “and we are responsible for 
the way we use and abuse it.” 


As a person of faith, a mother, and a grandmother, I am deeply moved by Pope Francis’ recent teachings on 
climate change — to reflect and above all to act. 


The effects of climate change are too obvious to ignore. We can see them with our own eyes, in our own 
communities. In California, higher temperatures have worsened a brutal drought, which has lasted four years and 
shows no signs of abating. In New York, flooding from Hurricane Sandy was made worse by the fact that New 
York Harbor is nearly a foot higher now than it was too years ago. In Alaska, villages that were settled before the 
United States even existed are facing imminent destruction because of a rising ocean, retreating ice and more 
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violent storms. 


Pope Francis is right. All countries and all people are responsible for preventing the worst impacts of climate 
change. But countries like the United States have a particular role. We are rich, powerful, and blessed with many 
advantages. We must lead the charge. 


Climate change will have serious economic and public health consequences for the United States — but that’s 
nothing compared to what some other countries face. At the Copenhagen climate conference in 2009 , 1 listened as 
the leaders of small island nations like the Maldives pleaded for the world to act. Otherwise, they said, our 
homelands will cease to exist. Rising seas will engulf us. 

I’ve met with leaders from Africa’s Sahel region. Droughts there have created millions of climate refugees. 


For the first time in history, we are within reach of eradicating hunger and extreme poverty. But climate change 
threatens that progress. 


Thanks to President Obama’s leadership, the United States is rallying the world to act. Now Pope Francis is 
bringing his extraordinary moral leadership to the fight. 


I’m grateful — as so many Americans are — for the pope’s teachings. And as president, I hope to follow his 
example. I will make combating climate change a top priority of my administration. 


We’ve made progress in promoting clean energy. Now we must do more to help developing countries embrace 
lower-carbon fuel sources, and continue to pick up our pace at home. 


We’ve made progress in managing our lands and waters. Now we must do more to protect our global forest, which 
is still being slashed and burned, and our global ocean, which is growing more acidic, threatening the lives and 
livelihoods of billions of people. 


We’ve made progress in cleaning our air over the last 40 years. Now we must do more to protect our poorest and 
most vulnerable citizens — including the elderly, children and communities of color — from the worst health 
effects of climate change. 


But in spite of the strongest possible scientific consensus about what climate change means for our environment, 
economy, health, and future, there are still some who deny the facts. They’re intent on obstructing progress. 


We can’t let them win this fight. We have no choice. There is no Planet B. 


We need to develop an ethic of stewardship, of responsibility and sustainability — in our businesses, in our 
governments, and as citizens of the earth. The scale of the challenge we face demands nothing less. 


The great American conservationist John Muir wrote, “Everybody needs beauty as well as bread, places to play in 
and pray in, where nature may heal and give strength to body and soul.” Climate change threatens every place on 
our planet, from majestic landscapes to ordinary city streets. It threatens every facet of our economy— our 
agriculture, energy, transportation and tourism. And most importantly, it threatens the health, happiness, and 
future of every one of our children. 
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I want my granddaughter Charlotte to know that her grandmother did everything possible to protect and preserve 
God’s gift to us, this beautiful planet, our common home. That’s why I’m in this fight. And I want all children 
everywhere, in countries large and small, to know the same thing about their leaders. 


This week, as Pope Francis visits the White House, Congress and the United Nations, I urge Americans of every 
faith and political persuasion to listen to what he has to say. Heed his message of God’s love for all creatures. 
Follow his urging to become good stewards of the earth. And do your part to fulfill our shared responsibility to our 
planet, our children, and our future.

Jake, 

I just had dinner this week with Zalman Shoval, who was twice Israeli Ambassador to the U.S. (1990-93 and 1998-2000), and is a 
keen observer of the Palestinian issue. He does not think a third intifada is likely, but that there will be persistent, 
uncoordinated, random acts of violence. Of course, an incident could lead to greater violence, particularly since the Prime 
Minister has given great latitude for the use of force in suppressing violence. But, basically, the Palestinian leadership's strategy 
is unilateral actions to isolate Israel and elevate the Palestinian cause, in the UN, ICJ, and with various BDS strategies, including 
the EU on West Bank labeling, rather than a third intifada. Moreover, given the enormous disruption in the region, the Palestinian 
people do not seem to have an appetitive for a major disruption. 

That having been said, I am starting work on an op-ed on a "Plan B" for "peaceful coexistence", under the assumption that the 
peace process is stalled for the medium term and that greater economic development and opportunity for the Palestinians is 
good for them, good for Israel's security, and will reduce the risk of a third intifada. In the Clinton Administration, I was 
responsible for the economic dimensions of the peace process, which led to a QIZ in Gaza, the Gaza airport, a huge increase in 
Palestinian workers in Israel, some 20,000 Palestinian business leaders with passes to come into Israel, etc. New steps could 
include more vetted Palestinian workers coming into Israel (at the height it was around 100,000, of which 50,000 were legal and 
the balance tolerated); fewer checkpoints in the West Bank (I have a friend, David Harman, the son of Abe Harman, one of the first 
Israeli Ambassadors to the U.S. and then long-time president of Hebrew University), who teaches at Bard College, Hebrew 
University and al-Quds University in the West Bank. He tells me it takes some of his students 2 to 3 hours to get to classes: QIZs 
in the West Bank (there are none now, although there are about a dozen in Jordan and several in Egypt), which allow duty free 
treatment for goods produced in the QIZ, with as little as 10% Israeli content); more Palestinian construction permitted in Zone B 
and C, and transfer of some land from B and C to Zone A; greater Western/US assistance and development (it is unclear what 
happened to Secretary Kerry's pledge of $ billion).

The Employment Situation in March

The March employment report reflects a pace of monthly job growth below the recent trend, coming on the heels of February’s strong report. The 
unemployment rate was stable, broader measures of unemployment fell, and hourly earnings continued their rise. A range of factors including the 
weather and the global economic slowdown have affected economic data for the first quarter. The President has been clear that he will continue to 
push for policies including investments in infrastructure and relief from the sequester that would help ensure the strong underlying longer-term trends 
persist. 

FIVE KEY POINTS IN TODAY'S REPORT FROM THE BUREAU OF LABOR STATISTICS 

1. The private sector has added 12.1 million jobs over 61 straight months of job growth, extending the longest streak on record. Today we 
learned that total nonfarm payroll employment rose by 126,000 in March, driven by a 129,000 increase in private-sector employment. This particular 
month's job gains were below the recent trend, as job growth in a number of industries slowed somewhat (see point 5). Over the past twelve months, the 
private sector has added 3.1 million jobs, nearly the highest year-over-year growth in the recovery so far.

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2. Real aggregate weekly earnings have risen nearly 5 percent over the last twelve months. Real aggregate earnings track the purchasing power 
of total wages and salaries paid to U.S. private-sector employees, reflecting the combined effects of rising employment, rising wages, and a longer 
workweek. Aggregate earnings are nearly 7 percent above their pre-crisis peak. Indeed, they have recovered nearly twice their losses during the 
recession. Year-over-year aggregate earnings growth trended about 2-3 percent at an annual rate in recent years, but has risen to 5 percent year-over- 
year in recent months as hourly earnings have begun to rise (see point 3).

3. Over the past twelve months, rising real hourly earnings accounted for nearly half the increase in real aggregate weekly earnings. The large 
contribution of rising hourly earnings is a recent trend. Aggregate earnings reached a trough in December 2009, and over the following year-and-a-half, 
real hourly wages declined. The aggregate earnings increase during that early period was driven by a combination of rising employment and a longer 
workweek. Over the next three years, both hourly earnings and the workweek were largely stable, with rising employment accounting for 80 percent of 
the growth in aggregate earnings. Real wage growth over the past year has been a major contributor to the speed-up in aggregate earnings, due to 
both rising nominal wages and slowing consumer price growth as oil prices have declined. While the recent progress is encouraging, there is more work 
to do to ensure that real earnings growth is sustained and shared with a broad range of American families.

4. The overall share of jobs held by women rose from an average of 48.5 percent in 2001-2007 to 49.3 percent in March 2015. This 0.8 
percentage point increase masks substantial variation within industries. Female workers shifted out of smaller industries like financial activities and 
information services where the female share declined by 3.1 and 3.7 percentage points, respectively and into higher-employment industries like retail 
trade. Women’s share of employment also increased somewhat in the government sector, where 57 percent of workers are female. Accordingly, women 
were disproportionately affected by the cuts to government employment that occurred between 2010 and 2013, but they have also disproportionately 
benefited from net job growth in this sector since mid-2013.

5. Job growth in a number of industries fell below recent trends in March. Looking over the 61-month streak of private-sector job growth, March was 
an especially weak month for mining and logging (-1 1 ,000), manufacturing (-1 ,000), leisure and hospitality (+13,000), and construction (-1 ,000). The 
weakness in mining and logging is likely attributable in large part to the recent decline in oil prices. March was a stronger than usual month in retail 
trade (+26,000) and health care and social assistance (+30,000). Across the 17 industries shown below, the correlation between the most recent one- 
month percent change and the average percent change over the last twelve months rose to 0.51 from 0.13 last month, remaining somewhat below the 
average correlation over the past two years.

Today's Progress Report has a good summary of all the stimulus hypocrites who are bashing the measure one day and trying to take credit for its 
benefits the next: 

CONGRESSIONAL HYPOCRITES: Several House Republicans who opposed the Recovery Act quickly returned 
to their districts to tout projects that it funded. Stimulus opponent Rep. Joseph Cao (R-LA) met with New Orleans 
Mayor Ray Nagin (D) and Transportation Secretary Ray LaHood recently to solicit stimulus money for streetcar 
expansions and road repairs. Cao proudly boasted that he is looking "at federal monies that the state has and 
channeling more of that money to the district Sen. Mitch McConnell (R-KY) earlier this month asked for 
stimulus funds to be diverted into paving down the deficit rather than paying it out to states. But the same day 
he took credit for the construction site at Blue Grass Army Depot in Madison County, Kentucky -- a project that 
was funded in large part by the Recovery Act . One of the most brazen acts of hypocrisy came from House 
Minority Whip Rep. Eric Cantor (R-VA), who has repeatedly claimed that the stimulus is " failing " to create jobs. 
Earlier this month, Cantor appeared at a job fair in Midlothian, VA, to demonstrate how he is working on " long- 
term solutions that will put.. .Virginia workers back on the path to financial stability." But scores of jobs advertised 
at the jobs fair were created by the stimulus , and Chesterfield County, where the fair was being held, will 
receive more than $38 million in stimulus funding over the next two years. 

HYPOCRITICAL GOVERNORS: Republican governors lined up to attack the Recovery Act and oppose its 
passage as well. Gov. Bobby Jindal (R-LA), said if he was still a member of Congress he would've voted 
against the stimulus and wrote an op-ed in Politico lambasting the Recovery Act's effect, calling it the " stimulus 
that has not stimulated ." Yet the very next day, he appeared with constituents in Louisiana to present a jumbo- 
sized check of federal grant money authorized under the Recovery Act to residents of Vernon Parish. He later 
toured the state in a "Louisiana Working" tour, handing out millions of dollars of stimulus money while 
simultaneously attacking " Washington Spending ." Similarly, Gov. Mark Sanford (R-SC) wrote an op-ed in the 
Wall Street Journal last year titled " Don't Bail Out Mv State. " proudly boasting about being the only governor to 
travel to Washington to lobby against the stimulus package. Yet after the legislation was passed, Sanford 
changed his mind and told reporters that being against the Recovery Act " doesn't preclude taking the money ." 
In April, Sanford became the last governor to seek economic recovery funds. 

THE STIMULUS IS WORKING: The Council of Economic Advisers, in a report released earlier this month, called 
the Recovery Act the " boldest countercyclical fiscal stimulus in American history " and concluded that the 
stimulus added nearly 500,000 jobs to the economy in the second quarter of 2009 that would not have been 
there without it. Sen. Olympia Snowe (R-ME), one of the few Republicans who voted in favor of the stimulus, 
noted last March that even "those who were opposed to the stimulus spending will see some of the projects 
that are underway in their communities as they've initiated." Snowe said she believes that the effect of the 
spending has been to create an "amazing" number of projects in her home state. Many conservatives who 
opposed the stimulus or the idea of Keynesian spending in general have started to line up to defend the 
Recovery Act. On Aug. 7, Douglas Holtz-Eakin, who served as Sen. John McCain's (R-AZ) chief economic 
adviser during his 2008 campaign, told reporters that " no one would argue that the stimulus has done 
nothing." Three days later, Niall Ferguson of the conservative Hoover Institution said the Recovery Act "has 
clearly made a significant contribution to stabilizing the US economy."

More Background: (Compiled by Portland's Climate Action Council, aka CAC 

The Fennica is arriving in Portland from Alaska for repairs to a damaged hull. It is scheduled to return to the Arctic in a few 
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days where it will act as the ice-breaking ship for Shell oil drilling rigs and its support fleet, allowing Shell to commence delayed 
drilling operations off the Alaska coast. 

Carbon emissions from the burning of fossil fuels are warming the Arctic faster than the rest of the globe, and the Arctic Ocean 
is rapidly becoming ice-free. The International Energy Agency warns that over two-thirds of all proven fossil fuel 
reserves must remain in the ground by 2050 to avert catastrophic climate disruption. In January, the journal Nature 
reported that to maintain even a 50% chance of avoiding catastrophic global warming (beyond 2°C), there can be no drilling 
for Arctic oil. Nevertheless, Shell Oil is now exploring for even more oil in the Arctic with the permission of President Obama. 

In a newly released study NASA's former top climate scientist, Dr. James Hansen, says that with a 2°C temperature 
increase sea levels could rise at least 10 feet as soon as the middle years of this century, inundating coastal cities and even 
reaching inland cities such as Portland. With 1 0 feet of sea level rise, the dry dock where the Fennica is scheduled to be 

repaired would ironically be underwater . 

This drilling also poses huge risks for local marine ecosystems The Arctic is a vital breeding and feeding ground for marine life, 
and home to numerous indigenous peoples who rely on a healthy marine environment for their survival. Offshore Arctic oil 
operations pose a 75 percent chance of a spill in the Arctic, the Department of the Interior calculates. The best expert opinion 
is that a spill would be virtually impossible to clean up.

Statement by AFL-CIO President Sweeney On the Current Crisis in Iran 
June 23, 2009 

The AFL-CIO, representing over 1 1 million working women and men in the United States, expresses its deep 
concern over the immediate situation in Iran, following the contested election of President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad. Several people have been killed and many more wounded and injured by Iranian government 
forces attempting to repress massive demonstrations demanding either an annulment of the elections or a vote 
recount. 

Our Federation, joining the International Trade Union Confederation (ITUC) and the global labor movement, 
calls on the Iranian authorities to cease and desist their violent repression of these peaceful demonstrations, as 
well as fully prosecute under due process of law all of those responsible for the tragic and reprehensible deaths 
and injuries. 

The AFL-CIO also condemns and demands an immediate end to the continued violations of fundamental 
worker rights in Iran, including the recent arrest of four trade unionists and a journalist for participating in May 
Day rallies in Tehran - Jafar Azimzadeh, Said Youzi, Kaveh Mozaffari, Gholamreza Khani and Mehdi Farahani 
Shandiz. We also condemn the ongoing detention and harassment of Mansour Ossanlou and Ibrahim Medadi of 
the Tehran Bus Workers’ Union, Farzad Kamangar of the Teachers’ Union, AN Nejati of the Sugar Workers, and 
Mahmoud Salehi of the Bakers’ Union. 

Our Federation also joins the ITUC in supporting the June 26 Day of Action: Justice for Iranian Workers, 
which demands the following: 

The immediate release of all imprisoned Iranian trade unionists; 

The recognition of all authentic and independent workers’ organizations in Iran; 

Full ratification of and compliance with ILO Conventions 87 and 98 guaranteeing 

Freedom of Association and Collective Bargaining; 

And the immediate reinstatement of all unfairly dismissed Iranian workers 

exercising their legitimate organizational rights. 


And as the 2009 ILO Conference Committee on the Application of Labor Standards concluded, Iran must fully 
and immediately comply with its obligations to end discrimination in employment against women, religious 
minorities, and other persecuted groups pursuant to Convention 111.

Reviving this thread because AP is working on a story similar to Pat Healy's article in Sunday's NYT about HRC's "Wall Street image 
problem." The reporter, Lisa Lerer, plans specifically to note that her paid speeches to banks were closed-press affairs, and transcripts are 
not available. She is asking if we wish to characterize her remarks in any way. 

I think we could come up with a vanilla characterization that challenges the idea that she sucked up to these folks in her appearances, but 
then use AP's raising of this to our advantage to pitch someone to do an exclusive by providing at least the key excerpts from this Deutsche 
Bank speech. In doing so, we could have the reporting be sourced to a "transcript obtained by [news outlet]" so it is not confirmed as us 
selectively providing one transcript while refusing to share others.

Following up on the conversation this morning about needing more arrows in our quiver on Wall Street, I wanted to float one idea. In 
October 2014, HRC did a paid speech in NYC for Deutsche Bank. I wrote her a long riff about economic fairness and how the financial 
industry has lost its way, precisely for the purpose of having something we could show people if ever asked what she was saying behind 
closed doors for two years to all those fat cats. It's definitely not as tough or pointed as we would write it now, but it's much more than 
most people would assume she was saying in paid speeches. (Full transcript is attached and key riff is pasted below.) Perhaps at some 
point there will be value in sharing this with a reporter and getting a story written. Upside would be that when people say she's too close to 
Wall Street and has taken too much money from bankers, we can point to evidence that she wasn't afraid to speak truth to power.

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...Now, Jacques was talking about Eleanor Roosevelt, and I hope a lot of you have seen the extraordinary Ken Burns documentary series 
on PBS about the Roosevelts. It's just riveting. And you should see it if you haven't, because it tells stories and shows pictures that have 
never been seen before of Teddy Roosevelt and Franklin Roosevelt and Eleanor Roosevelt. 

But Eleanor Roosevelt in particular is someone that I admire as one of my predecessors, and I adore the book that Jacque's mother-in-law 
has written about the relationship that she and her late husband, who was Eleanor's personal physician, had with Eleanor Roosevelt. 

And you look at the documentary and you really are struck once again how every generation has to do what it can to make sure that 
economic opportunity is broadly shared and upward mobility remains at the core of the American dream and experience. 

I mean, Teddy Roosevelt said it well. His commonsense slogan, the square deal, captured the American imagination and still resonates 
today. 

Just think about the changes that were going on at the turn of the last century: technological transformation, growing economic inequality, 
the steady accumulation of vast power and wealth in the hands of a select few. 

Roosevelt was a Republican from the party of big business, but he resisted both the elites who sought to protect their gilded age 
advantages and the rising tide of populist anger that threatened to sweep the nation. Instead, he stood up for the level playing field, no 
special deals, just a fair shot for everybody willing to get out there and work hard. 

I think that's a message worth recalling today when so many hardworking American families, and I add European families feel like they're 
falling further and further behind, while they see, in their view, the playing field becoming more unlevel, and feeling as though it doesn't 
matter how hard they work because the game is rigged against them. 

Now, to me this is not just about fairness, although I think that's an important principle. We now know, based on research done by the IMF 
and others, that income inequality holds back growth for the entire economy. There is no more important driver of growth around the world 
than the purchasing power of American consumers. That is once again becoming clear as we move forward more dynamically than a lot 
of our friends and allies are economically. 

Stagnating wages translate into fewer customers, and that's not a new insight. Just ask Henry Ford who first articulated it. 

And it's no surprise that many Americans feel frustrated, some even angry, as you probably see in news coverage. And a lot of that 
anger has been directed at the financial industry. 

Now, it's important to recognize the vital role that the financial markets play in our economy and that so many of you are contributing to. 

To function effectively those markets and the men and women who shape them have to command trust and confidence, because we all 
rely on the market's transparency and integrity. 

So even if it may not be 1 00 percent true, if the perception is that somehow the game is rigged, that should be a problem for all of us, and 
we have to be willing to make that absolutely clear. And if there are issues, if there's wrongdoing, people have to be held accountable and 
we have to try to deter future bad behavior, because the public trust is at the core of both a free market economy and a democracy. 

So it is in everyone's interest, most of all those of you who play such a vital role in the global economy, to make sure that we maintain and 
where necessary rebuild trust that goes beyond correcting specific instances of abuse of fraud. 

Last year, the head of the Chicago Mercantile Exchange, Terry Duffy, published an op-ed in the Wall Street Journal that caught my 
attention. He wrote, and I quote, "I'm concerned that those of us in financial services have forgotten who we serve, and that the public 
knows it. Some Wall Streeters can too easily slip into regarding their work as a kind of moneymaking game divorced from the concerns of 
Main Street." 

We heard a similar point from a more global perspective this spring at a conference in London on inclusive capitalism organized by my 
friend, Lynn Rothschild, who's here with us tonight. Mark Carney, the Governor of the Bank of England, offered what we in America might 
call straight talk about how the financial industry has lost its way and how to earn back public confidence. 

And I think his words are worth both quoting and thinking about. Here's what he said. "The answer starts from recognizing that financial 
capitalism is not an end in itself, but a means to promote investment, innovation, growth and prosperity. Banking is fundamentally about 
intermediation, connecting borrowers and savers in the real economy. In the run-up to the crisis, banking became about banks not 
businesses, transactions not relations, counterparties not clients." 

And then Mark Carney went on to outline proposals for stronger oversight, both within the industry and by government authorities, but he 
noted "Integrity can neither be bought nor regulated. Even with the best possible framework of codes, principles, compensation schemes 
and market discipline, financiers must constantly challenge themselves to the standard they uphold." 

So this is a time when for all kinds of reasons trust in government, trust in business has eroded. And I believe that it has to be rebuilt, not 
only by those in offices in Washington or Albany but by so many of you. 

Over the years, I've had the privilege of working with many talented, principled, smart people who make their living in finance, especially 
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when I was Senator from New York. Many of you here were my constituents, and I worked hard to represent you well. And I saw every 
day how important a well-functioning financial system is to not only the American economy but the global economy. 

That's why as Senator I raised early warnings about the subprime mortgage market and called for regulating derivatives and other 
complex financial products because even among my smartest supporters and constituents I never understood what they were telling me 
when they tried to explain what they were. 

I also called for closing the carried interest loophole, addressing skyrocketing CEO pay and other issues that were undermining that all 
important link between Wall Street and Main Street. 

Remember what Teddy Roosevelt did. Yes, he took on what he saw as the excesses in the economy, but he also stood against the 
excesses in politics. He didn't want to unleash a lot of nationalist, populistic reaction. He wanted to try to figure out how to get back into 
that balance that has served America so well over our entire nationhood. 

Today, there's more that can and should be done that really has to come from the industry itself, and how we can strengthen our 
economy, create more jobs at a time where that's increasingly challenging, to get back to Teddy Roosevelt's square deal.

John - Just wanted to give you a heads-up on some of the hiring that I've done this week. 

Cassandra, Melody, and I are all on payroll now. I've also hired two research assistants: Blake Roberts and Mike Mongan. 

Blake is a Harvard Law School graduate, 4 th Circuit clerk, and has been volunteering for the campaign policy staff. Mike just 
finished clerking for Justice Souter. Both of them are going to start cataloguing policy promises, first the big four (energy, health 
care, economy, and national security) and then work their way through the other ones. I also am looking at a woman, Desiree 
Pipkins, who is the research director at the NAACP Legal Defense Fund. Cassandra recommended her. 

I've talked to Ryan Cunningham, who was Jim Johnson's assistant in 2004, to come on in a mid- level role. Don and Melody could 
use him on the agency team, and Ryan handles energy issues for Glover Park, so he could staff that policy group, as well as pitch 
in on economy and national security (if necessary). There are also a couple of projects that cut across different working groups 
like the personnel database and website that could use some coordination. And he could help me manage things in general. 

I've run the budget numbers, and we're well within our $300K budget (we're actually at about $275K), even with a lot of padding 
on the travel budget. The campaign is picking up our lease costs which has freed up a good amount of money. 

On the operations front, we've convened the working group with Betsy Myers, Brad Kiley, and Katy Kale (Sherrod Brown's office 
manager). Brad and Katy are coming with me tomorrow to meet with GSA.

McCain argues the educational benefits in Webb's bill 
will hurt retention, citing one study that says it will reduce it by "16 percent." Basically McCain thinks that one 
enlistment isn't enough for his plans in the Middle East. 

Full Transcript Below: 

Remarks By John McCain On Memorial Day 

May 26, 2008 

ARLINGTON, VA -- U.S. Senator John McCain will deliver the following remarks as prepared for delivery at the 
New Mexico Veterans Memorial in Albuquerque, New Mexico, today at 10:30 a.m. MDT (12:30 p.m. EDT): 

Thank you. I'm always grateful for the opportunity, and pleased to be in the company of Americans who have 
had the burden of serving our country in distant lands, and the honor of having proved your patriotism in difficult 
circumstances. 

I was blessed to have been born into a family who made their living at sea in defense of our security and ideals. 
My grandfather was a naval aviator; my father a submariner. And it was nearly pre-ordained that I would find a 
place in my family's profession, and that occupation would one day take me to war. Such was not the case for 
many of you. Your ambitions might not have led you to war; the honors you sought were not kept hidden on 
battlefields. Many of you were citizen-soldiers. You answered the call when it came; took up arms for your 
country's sake; and fought to the limit of your ability because you believed America's security was as much your 
responsibility as it was the professional soldier's. And when you came home, you built a better a country than 
the one you inherited. It's a privilege to be in your company. 

The sacrifices made by veterans deserve to be memorialized in something more lasting than marble or bronze or 
in the fleeting effect of a politician's speeches. Your valor and devotion to duty have earned your country's 
abiding concern for your welfare. And when our government forgets to honor our debts to you, it is a stain upon 
America's honor. The Walter Reed scandal recalled, I hope, not just government but the public who elected it, to 
our responsibilities to the men and women who risked life and limb to meet their responsibilities to us. Such a 
disgrace is unworthy of the greatest nation on earth. As the greatest leaders in our history, George Washington 
and Abraham Lincoln, instructed us, care for Americans who fought to defend us should rank among the highest 
of national priorities. 

Those who have borne the burden of war for our sake must be treated fairly and expeditiously as they seek 
compensation for disability or illness. We owe them compassion, knowledge and hands-on care in their transition 
to civilian life. We owe them training, rehabilitation and education. We owe their families, parents and caregivers 
our concern and support. They should never be deprived of quality medical care and mental health care 
coverage for illness or injury incurred as a result of their service to our country. 

As President, I will do everything in my power to ensure that those who serve today and those who have served 
in the past have access to the highest quality health, mental health and rehabilitative care in the world. The 
disgrace of Walter Reed must not be forgotten. Neither should we accept a situation in which veterans are 
denied access to care due to great travel distances, backlogs of appointments, and years of pending disability 
evaluation and claims. I believe we should give veterans the option to use a simple plastic card to receive timely 
and accessible care at a convenient location through a provider of their choosing. We should no longer tolerate 
requiring veterans to make an appointment to stand in line to make an appointment to stand in line for 
substandard care of the injuries you have suffered to keep our country safe. Whatever our commitments to 
veterans cost, we will keep them, as you have kept every co mmitment to us. The honor of a great nation is at 
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stake. 

I also believe we should provide veterans with a substantial increase in educational benefits. I have joined with 
colleagues to offer legislation that will do just that. The bill we have sponsored would increase monthly education 
benefits to $1500; eliminate the $1200 enrollment fee; and offer $1000 annually for books and supplies. 
Importantly, we would allow veterans to transfer those benefits to their spouses or dependent children or use a 
part of them to pay down existing student loans. We also increase benefits to the Guard and Reserve, and even 
more generously to those who serve in the Selected Reserve. 

I know that my friend and fellow veteran, Senator Jim Webb, an honorable man who takes his responsibility to 
veterans very seriously, has also offered legislation that would provide more generous benefits. Both Senator 
Webb and I are united in our deep appreciation for the men and women who risk their lives so that the rest of us 
may be secure in our freedom. And I take a backseat to no one in my affection, respect and devotion to 
veterans. I grew up in the Navy; served for twenty-two years as a naval officer; and, like Senator Webb, 
personally experienced the terrible costs war imposes on the veteran. The friendships I formed in war remain 
among the closest relationships in my life. The Navy is still the world I know best and love most. 

But, as you might know, I am running for the office of Commander-in-Chief. That is the highest privilege in this 
country, and it imposes the greatest responsibilities. And this is why I am committed to our bill, despite the 
support Senator Webb's bill has received. It would be easier politically for me to have joined Senator Webb in 
offering his legislation. More importantly, I feel just as he does, that we owe veterans the respect and generosity 
of a great nation because no matter how generously we show our gratitude it will never compensate them fully 
for all the sacrifices they have borne on our behalf. 

The most important difference between our two approaches is that Senator Webb offers veterans 
who served one enlistment the same benefits as those offered veterans who have re-enlisted 
several times. Our bill has a sliding scale that offers generous benefits to all veterans, but 
increases those benefits according to the veteran's length of service. It is important to do that 
because, otherwise, we will encourage more people to leave the military after they have 
completed one enlistment. At a time when the United States military is fighting in two wars, and 
as we finally are beginning the long overdue and very urgent necessity of increasing the size of 
the Army and Marine Corps, one study estimates that Senator Webb's bill will reduce retention 
rates by 1 6 percent. 

Most worrying to me, is that by hurting retention we will reduce the numbers of men and women who we train 
to become the backbone of all the services, the noncommissioned officer. In my life, I have learned more from 
noncommissioned officers I have known and served with than anyone else outside my family. And in combat, no 
one is more important to their soldiers, sailors, marines, and airmen, and to the officers who command them, 
than the sergeant and petty officer. They are very hard to replace. Encouraging people to choose to not become 
noncommissioned officers would hurt the military and our country very badly. As I said, the office of President, 
which I am seeking, is a great honor, indeed, but it imposes serious responsibilities. How faithfully the President 
discharges those responsibilities will determine whether he or she deserves the honor. I can only tell you, I 
intend to deserve the honor if I am fortunate to rece ive it, even if it means I must take politically unpopular 
positions at times and disagree with people for whom I have the highest respect and affection. 

Now, I would like to end by discussing the subject that concerns all of us more than anything else, the war in 
Iraq. When I was five years old, a car pulled up in front of our house in New London, Connecticut, and a Navy 
officer rolled down the window, and shouted at my father that the Japanese had bombed Pearl Harbor. My 
father immediately left for the submarine base where he was stationed. I rarely saw him again for four years. My 
grandfather, who commanded the fast carrier task force under Admiral Halsey, came home from the war 
exhausted from the burdens he had borne, and died the next day. In Vietnam, where I formed the closest 
friendships of my life, some of those friends never came home to the country they loved so well. I detest war. It 
might not be the worst thing to befall human beings, but it is wretched beyond all description. When nations seek 
to resolve their differences by force of arms, a million tragedies en sue. The lives of a nation's finest patriots are 
sacrificed. Innocent people suffer and die. Commerce is disrupted; economies are damaged; strategic interests 
shielded by years of patient statecraft are endangered as the exigencies of war and diplomacy conflict. Not the 
valor with which it iOOs fought nor the nobility of the cause it serves, can glorify war. Whatever gains are 
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secured, it is loss the veteran remembers most keenly. Only a fool or a fraud sentimentalizes the merciless 
reality of war. However heady the appeal of a call to arms, however just the cause, we should still shed a tear 
for all that is lost when war claims its wages from us. 

As we meet, in Iraq and Afghanistan, American soldiers, Marines, sailors and airmen are fighting bravely and 
tenaciously in battles that are as dangerous, difficult and consequential as the great battles of our armed forces' 
storied past. As we all know, the American people have grown sick and tired of the war in Iraq. I understand that, 
of course. I, too, have been made sick at heart by the many mistakes made by civilian and military commanders 
and the terrible price we have paid for them. But we cannot react to those mistakes by embracing a course of 
action that will be an even greater mistake, a mistake of colossal historical proportions, which will -- and I am 
sure of this -- seriously endanger the security of the country I have served all my adult life. 

We have new commanders in Iraq, and they are following a counterinsurgency strategy that we 
should have been following from the beginning, which makes the most effective use of our 
strength and doesn't strengthen the tactics of our enemy. This new battle plan is succeeding 
where our previous tactics failed. The Government of Iraq and the Iraqi Army are now taking 
more responsibility for the security of their own country and fighting successfully in Basra, Sadr 
City and Mosul. We must give General Petraeus and the Americans he has the honor to command adequate 
time to salvage from the wreckage of our past mistakes a measure of stability for Iraq and the Middle East, and a 
more secure future for the American people. 

To walk away now -- before the Iraqi government can fully protect its people from ruthless 
enemies -- would strengthen al Qaeda, empower Iran and other hostile powers in the Middle 
East, unleash a full scale civil war in Iraq that could quite possibly provoke genocide there, and 
destabilize the entire region as neighboring powers come to the aid of their favored factions. The 
consequences would threaten us for years, and I am certain would eventually draw us into a 
wider and more difficult war that would impose even greater sacrifices on us. 

Our defeat in Iraq would be catastrophic, not just for Iraq, but for us. I cannot be complicit in it. I will do whatever I 
can, whether I am effective or not, to help avert it. That is all I can offer my country. It is not much compared to 
the sacrifices made by Americans who have volunteered to fight this war for us. I know that and am humbled by 
it. But though my duty is neither dangerous nor onerous, it compels me nonetheless to say to my fellow 
Americans, as long as we have the opportunity to succeed we must try to succeed. And I firmly believe that, with 
the continued right course of action, we will succeed. 

I have many responsibilities to the American people, and I take them all seriously. But I have one responsibility 
that outweighs all the others and that is to use whatever talents I possess, and every resource God has granted 
me to protect the security of this great and good nation from all enemies foreign and domestic. And that I intend 
to do, even if I must stand athwart popular opinion. I will attempt to convince as many of my countrymen as I can 
that we must show even greater patience, though our patience is nearly exhausted, and that as long as there is 
a reasonable prospect for succeeding in this war then we must not choose to lose it. That is how I construe my 
responsibility to my country. That is how I construed it yesterday. It is how I construe it today. It is how I will 
construe it tomorrow. I do not know how I could choose any other course. 

The war in Iraq has divided the American people, but it has divided no American in our admiration for the men 
and women who are fighting for us there. It is every veteran's hope that should their children be called upon to 
answer a call to arms, the battle will be necessary and the field well chosen. But that is not their responsibility. It 
belongs to the government that called them. As it once was for us, their honor will be in their answer not their 
summons. Whatever we think about how and why we went to war in Iraq, we are all -- those who 
supported the decision that placed them in harm's way and those who opposed it -- humbled by 
and grateful for their example. They now deserve the distinction of the best Americans, and we owe them a 
debt we can never fully repay. We can only offer the small tribute of our humility and our commitment to do all 
that we can do, in less trying and costly circumstances, to help ke ep this nation worthy of their sacrifice. 

Many of them have served multiple tours in Iraq and Afghanistan. Many have had their tours extended. Many 
have returned to combat sooner than they had been led to expect. It is a sad and hard thing to ask so much 
more of Americans who have already given more than their fair share to the defense of our country. Few of them 
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and their families will have received the news about additional and longer deployments without aiming a few 
appropriate complaints in the general direction of people like me, who helped make the decision to send them 
there. And then they shouldered a rifle and risked everything -- everything -- to accomplish their mission, to 
protect another people's freedom and our own country from harm. 

It is a privilege beyond measure to live in a country served by them. I have lived a long, eventful and blessed life. 
I have had the good fortune to know personally a great many brave and selfless patriots who sacrificed and 
shed blood to defend America. But I have known none braver or better than those who do so today. They are 
our inspiration, as I suspect all of you were once theirs. And I pray to a loving God that He bless and protect 
them.

Debt Ceiling Deal Is Flawed, But US Default Worse 

WASHINGTON — Members of Congress will vote soon on a debt ceiling agreement that will reduce the deficit and avoid a 
national default - a default that would have a devastating effect on millions of Americans, especially children, seniors and 
working families. The bipartisan agreement was made Sunday night between the White House and Congressional leaders and 
is set to raise the federal government’s debt ceiling while cutting deficits by at least $2.1 trillion over the next ten years. 

Dennis Van Roekel, president of the National Education Association, issued the following statement in response to 
the deal: 

“For the last several weeks, everyday Americans watched a reckless game of political brinksmanship that threatened the 
stability of the United States economy. What finally emerged is a flawed, yet bi-partisan agreement that will allow us to do 
what should never have been subject to a debate in the first place: pay our bills. In doing so, lawmakers have protected the 
senior widow barely scraping by and dependent upon her Social Security check and working parents barely able to make 
ends meet at minimum wage jobs and reliant upon the food stamps they desperately need to ensure their children are fed. 
These are not rhetorical debates. They are the real, life-and-death consequences if policy makers fail to come together and 
act in the best interests of the nation. 

“Flawed as it may be, we understand that failure to raise the debt ceiling and the resulting default would have been 
catastrophic. We are pleased that this agreement funds Pell Grants for two years and temporarily protects Medicaid — the 
sole source of healthcare for one-third of the nation’s children— Social Security, and Medicare. That being said, we have 
very real concerns as the Bipartisan, Bicameral Congressional Committee takes up its work in the fall. 

“We urge the lawmakers serving on this Committee not to be shortsighted. Cuts to education, Medicaid, and financial aid are 
irresponsible and short-sighted; they ignore the well-documented return on investments in education in the form of a more 
educated workforce earning higher wages and feeding that money back into the economy. 

“The fact that the subject of tax fairness has been punted to a bipartisan committee, rather than addressing it now is 
especially hard to stomach. It’s abundantly clear that some lawmakers are committed to maintaining the fundamental 
economic imbalance that puts the interests of Wall Street over Main Street. That notion is unconscionable to our 3.2 million 
members and the American people. The fact that the top one percent of earners in America makes one quarter of all the 
income is not lost on the middle class. The fact that some corporations made billions in profits yet paid no taxes at all last 
year is beyond offensive. It’s offensive to the cafeteria workers, librarians and teachers who got pink slips as state budgets 
dried up and it’s offensive to the students they served who will soon be piling in to overcrowded classrooms, riding longer 
bus routes to school and will find narrowed curriculums when the school bell rings in a few weeks. 

“What working families need most from lawmakers and business alike are stable jobs, quality, affordable healthcare, and a 
world class system of public education from preK to graduate school. 

“The 3.2 million members of the National Education Association will vigorously fight to ensure that the Bipartisan, Bicameral 
Congressional Committee and the ensuing economic debate address our concerns. Our greatness as a nation in the long term 
and our recovery in the short term depend upon the same thing: honoring those who have educated, protected, and built the 
nation's economic strength. Those people are found on Main Street in every community in every state in this land.”

The effort comes on the heels of the release Tuesday of Republican House Budget Committee Chairman Paul Ryan’s budget plan that would 
replace Medicare with a system where seniors receive a voucher to purchase private health insurance, that according to the CBPP, “would fall 
farther and farther behind health care costs — and purchase less and less coverage — with each passing year.” And according to the 
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Congressional Budget Office : “Under the proposal, most elderly people would pay more for their health care than they would pay under 
the current Medicare system.”

“And I want to thank Amy Freedman who is our field organizer here in Cedar Falls. She is one of the incredible 
group of people, predominantly but not exclusive young, who are doing our field organizing, who are volunteering 
full-time, our fellows who are part of this process and I could not be prouder. We have an amazing team across the 
state who are working every single day, and they just had a training session with the new thirty organizers and a 
hundred fellows, and we welcome each and everyone of you to be part of this winning campaign so that you can 
see firsthand what it’s like to try to work in a campaign on behalf of a better future for all of us and I am grateful to 
Amy and all the hardworking team here in Iowa. 


“I want to thank President Ruud for inviting me here. I’m always impressed by what I hear is happening at UNI. I 
was told about a certain football game as well. 


“But there’s a lot more going on in addition to winning at football. I think this university is winning in a lot of ways. 
And for that I congratulate not only the leadership, but all of you who are part of making a difference here. I just 
had a chance to visit with a group of students and faculty, the dean, as well as some others from different colleges 
and universities about the issues of domestic violence and sexual assault on campus. I did that in part because I 
care deeply about the issue and am rolling out some policies today that I think will help us move this issue forward 
so that we would have more comprehensive services for survivors. We would have much more emphasis on a fair 
process and figure out exactly how we’re going to do that. And we would increase prevention efforts. Now part of 
the reason I wanted to come here and to talk about this is because yesterday we celebrated the 21st anniversary of 
the Violence Against Women Act. And that was a landmark piece of legislation in our country and, in fact, in the 
world. 
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“The person chosen by then-President Clinton... you know you can’t beat that, right. ..the person chosen to begin 
to lead the efforts to translate into reality what we meant by trying to prevent violence against women was the 
former attorney general of Iowa, Bonnie Campbell— who is here with us. Where's Bonnie? There she is back there, 
Bonnie Campbell. She was the first person to lead the Violence Against Women Office in the Department of 
Justice. She has made that her life’s work. She went with me when I went to Beijing in 1995 on behalf of the United 
States to state what should have been obvious but needed to be said: that human rights are women’s rights and 
women’s rights are human rights, once and for all. 


“And it was great having Bonnie with me because it wasn’t just enough to go and make a speech. That was 
important. I didn’t realize fully the importance until. ..I was really nervous, before I did it. There were a lot of 
people who didn’t want me to go. I thought I should, but still, it wasn’t clear exactly what the outcome would be. So 
it was important to have with me people like Bonnie who were doing the work that the United States had to lead, to 
actually translate into positive programs, policies, changes, what we meant we talked about women’s rights and 
humans rights and, particularly, discourage violence against women. 


“So this is a special time and a special place to be talking specifically about an issue that affects one in five women 
on campus. And it is something deeply important to me to try to work together with everybody to bring about the 
changes that are necessary in behavior and attitude. To try to confront the continuing challenge of violence 
against women, and in particular, here on campuses. 


“Now I want to be sure that we have a chance to talk further about that but I also want to lay out some of the other 
elements of my agenda, because I happen to think that we have to get the basic bargain in America working again 
for everybody. What do I mean by that? Well, it’s pretty simple actually. If you work hard and do your part you 
should be able to get ahead and stay ahead. That’s how it’s supposed to work in America. That is how it has worked 
for generations. 


“You know my grandfather, my dad’s father, was a factory worker. He went to work every single day of his life in 
the Scranton Lace Mills— he worked there for many years. He did it because he had to support his family but he 
also did it because he believed, as an immigrant to this country, that it would be better for his children, that they 
would have a better life. That is the essence of the dream of the bargain, right? And it worked. 


“He had three sons they all got to go to college. You know, my dad got out of college in the middle of the 
Depression, he couldn’t find a job, jumped on freight train— don’t do this, but he did— took that train to Chicago. 
He began looking for a job— he got a job as a salesman, worked at that for a number of years and went into the 
Navy during World War II. And when he came out, he started a small business. And he worked really hard because 
it was a small business. ..but it provided a good, solid middle-class life for my family. 


“So here I am, at UNI, running for President in three generations. And I am deeply grateful not only for the hard 
work and sacrifice of my family, my parents and grandparents, but to this country, because this country held out a 
promise. It made a bargain with them that was kept. And I want to be the President and make sure to in the eyes of 
every single person, particularly young people in this country and tell you, honestly and truly, we’re keeping that 
bargain for you too. And your future deserves to be as good as anybody’s. 


“So how do we do that? Well we’ve got to make America work for everybody, for all people and families not for 
those at the top. And I think we need a President who takes on all the big issues. You know, issues like ISIS, 
climate change, Syrian refugees— those issues. And I am both prepared and ready to do that. I’ve negotiated a 
cease-fire between Israel and Hamas and Gaza. I put together the coalition that came up with the sanctions that 
brought Iran to the negotiating table. I know what we have to do to protect our country, to protect our security, 
and to meet the big challenges. 


“But I also know this: that a lot of what is affecting people today is what’s going on in their lives. How do they 
afford college? How do they pay off the debt once they’re out of college? How do they afford childcare if they get 
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that job that they need? How do they get equal pay for equal work if they are a woman in the work force? So I am 
prepared and ready to take on those big questions that fill the screens and screech at us from the headlines, that 
must be addressed by American leadership. 


“But I’m also ready to take on those issues that keep you up at night. To talk about., .that are a source of worry and 
concern, because I hear about them. I’ve had some amazing experiences in the last months coming back into 
politics. Traveling around Iowa and elsewhere. People tell me the most personal concerns. They tell me about 
their friend’s child that they just buried from a heroin overdose. They tell me about their mother, their 58 year- 
old mother who got addicted to opioids and just died. They tell me about the untreated mental health and the 
absolute inexplicable decision by your governor to shut down two of your four mental health facilities in Iowa. 


“So, those are issues that really, they really grab me. They touch my heart because I know what it’s like to worry. I 
know what it’s like to be concerned about what’s happening to somebody you care about, somebody you love in 
your family. A friend. I want to be about the President who’s also trying to figure out how to empower you with 
more opportunities and more tools and more support to deal with all of those problems as well. 


“Now when it comes to how we’re going to keep that basic bargain and fulfill that dream again, first and foremost 
we’ve gotta get the economy working for everybody. There’s no two ways about it. It’s got to work for everybody, 
not just those at the top. So much of what we want to do in our country cannot be realized. Now I will tell you 
without trying to be either partisan or personal: our country does better in the economy when we have a Democrat 
in the White House. 


“I mean, that’s just a fact. It’s an inconvenient fact for the other side, but that’s a fact. Employment, income, the 
stock market— it's all better. And I watched, during the eight years of my husband’s presidency, how hard it was to 
try to undo the effects of trickle-down economics. But by the end of those eight years we had the longest 
peacetime expansion, twenty-three million new jobs, and incomes rose not only at the top, but in the middle and at 
the bottom. Everybody was starting to do better and we ended up with a balanced budget and a surplus which 
would have given us real opportunities in dealing with our long-term challenges. 


“Now, I was elected in 2000 to the Senate from New York. I got 55% of the vote, over 3.7 million votes. So I went 
to the Senate really energized about what we could do to chart a sensible course that would continue our economic 
upward movement. But I found a very different reception. The new Republican administration... they wanted to 
undo everything that had been done the last eight years, they wanted to go back to trickle-down economics, to cut 
taxes on the wealthy, get out of the way of corporations and everything would just be fine. You know how that 
turned out. You know, shortly after the November 208 election, I got a call from then-President-elect Obama and 
he said he wanted me to come see him in Chicago, I really had no idea why. It turned out he wanted me to be 
Secretary of State, but in large measure, he to talk about why he needed me to go out and deal with the incredible 
problems we were inheriting around the world, while he tried to deal with the extraordinary problems we had 
inherited right here at home, with the economy in recession. 


“Imagine: you’re a newly elected President and you get handed the worst financial crisis since the Great 
Depression. Now the Republicans want us to have amnesia about why that happened, don’t they? They want us to 
just forget that it happened on their watch, their policies. Now thanks to the hard work of the American people and 
the leadership of President Obama, who does not get the credit he deserves for digging us out of that deep ditch... 
You know we’re out of the ditch, we’re standing. My goodness we were losing over eight hundred thousand jobs 
per month! We've recovered over twelve million, but we have a ways to go don’t we? Because even though we’re 
recovering jobs, we haven’t recovered paychecks and income. People back to where they were before this big 
crash wiped out jobs, wiped out wealth, and decreased incomes. 


“So we have to have an economic policy that will reverse this. That’s what I have laid out. I have laid out a specific 
set of policies that are aimed at raising incomes again. Because I think that is the central defining issue in this 
campaign. How are we going to raise Americans’ incomes? And how are we going to make sure that the hard work 
Americans do, the productivity that we have, is going to be rewarded by a share of the profits they helped to make 
for the corporations and businesses they work for? I am going to do everything I can to incentivize profit sharing. 
It doesn’t matter to me if you’re in the headquarters or you're on the factory floor. If that company you're 
working for is turning a profit, you should be rewarded— and that is going to be one of my key efforts. 
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“So I’ve been talking about policy that is not always the most exciting kind of campaign rhetoric. But I think it’s 
important because we need an agenda about what we're fighting for in this campaign. Personalities are important— 
I believe that. I’ve been around politics awhile. But you know what I have found is that you got to know what 
people tell you they are going to do because chances are they will try to do it. And that’s especially important when 
it comes to women and women’s issues. 


“Because what you will find if you listen to the Republicans is they have a very different idea about what to do with 
the economy. Now clearly they want to go back to trickle-down economics. You’ve got to love them. I mean, I 
admire their persistence in believing in a failed policy. I suppose there is something that you’ve got to give them 
credit for there. But honest to goodness, we can’t afford to go through that again. That’s what they are all saying 
they would do as President. Cut taxes on the wealthy one more time. Get out of the way of corporations, let them 
pollute, let them exploit, let them take advantage of workers— and it’ll all turn out okay. 


“Now, we know better than that. But it’s also important to listen to them when they talk about women. Because it is 
clear to me that a lot of what I believe is important for women, for families, and for our economy, is just not on 
their radar screen at all. So when I talk about strong growth, fair growth and long-term growth, I have a central 
plank about how we have to make it more available to women to be in the workforce and to afford to be there in 
order to stay engaged to contribute to their own well-being and that of their family and the economy. Because to 
me child care is a woman’s issue but its also a economic issue. Because when women are able to participate fully in 
the workforce, our economy grows. You just can look at the numbers again. Paid family leave is a woman’s issue, 
but it’s also an economic issue. You shouldn’t have to lose your paycheck or your job when you have a new baby 
or a family member gets sick. We make it just about as hard as we can imagine for women to be able to balance 
family and work. Now I know there are men who do it as well, but predominantly it is still women... caring for 
newborns and babies, caring for relatives, spouses, and parents and others. 


“And equal pay, that shouldn’t even be debated, but we’re debating it. You know, I don’t understand why we still 
debate it. 


“So any issue that affects women’s lives and women’s futures, and the future of families and our economy, is an 
issue I take seriously. And it’s one that I’m campaigning on, and I’m going to continue to speak out about. Raising 
the minimum wage is a woman’s issue, right? Two thirds of the people being paid minimum wage in America are 
women. And here’s one of the worst things, and a lot of Americans don’t know about this and I’m trying to talk 
about it so I can get a real groundswell of support... is when we raise the minimum wage in the Congress, which we 
will get to - it will be a hard job, but if we can elect some more Democrats for the next election, we will raise the 
minimum wage and when we raise minimum wages in states and localities, which I also support, do not forget there 
are people in many places in America today predominantly women who get what is called the tipped minimum 
wage. Do you know what that is? They can be paid as little as $2.13 an hour. 


“Waitressing, bartending, hair salon employees. Because the theory is they will get up to the minimum wage with 
tips. The reality is, that’s often not the case. That in fact, they might not get those tips, or they have to be harassed 
on the job to get those tips. Or even worse, their employer pockets those tips. So when we raise the minimum 
wage, we are going to do away with this incredible injustice of the tipped minimum wage. People are going to all be 
eligible to earn the same minimum wage. 


“So yes, we have to increase economic opportunity and we have to increase support for women doing work at 
home and work in the job. And that leads to me to something else we have to do and that is confronting the 
epidemic of sexual assault on college campuses. 


“I saw heads nod when I said one in five women report they were sexually assaulted during college. Just look 
around you. If we were to have one out of every five women stand up, that would be a pretty big crowd. 


Think of the impact on their lives. They’re trying to manage the emotional, physical, sometimes the educational 
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financial fallout. They miss classes, some drop out, some never finish their education. Thankfully this is an issue 
that is finally gaining the attention it deserves. But it is not enough to condemn campus sexual assault, we need to 
end campus sexual assault. 


“Thanks to the courage and determination of survivors and advocates, America is waking up to this challenge. 

And on campuses across the country, including very impressively this campus, people are coming together and 
coming up with solutions. I was really impressed by what I heard has been happening here at U and I since 2000 — 
you got the first grant from that office Bonnie Campbell first led all those years ago, to begin having what is and 
certainly continues to be a very challenging conversation: everybody at the table, listening to people, coming up 
with a way to approach this problem and try to end it. 


“President Obama’s administration has worked hard to shine a bright light on campus sexual assault and I intend 
to keep talking about it and building on that. Here’s why: right now in too many places, survivors don’t know 
where to go to go and find help. Some campuses don’t even offer support services including counseling and 
healthcare, so a lot of young women are truly lost and left out. Others present a maze of bureaucracy that forces 
survivors to navigate that without any real help at one of the most painful times of their lives. 


“As President, I’ll fight to make sure every campus offers every survivor the support she needs, and we’ll make 
sure that these serves are comprehensive, confidential, and coordinated. 


“I want to add, too, that although the survivors of sexual assault are predominantly women, this also happens to 
men. It happens to the transgender community— it happens to others as well. So no matter gender, sexual 
orientation, ethnicity, race— services have to be there for everyone. 


“Now too often the process of addressing sexual assault on campuses is confusing and convoluted. And many who 
do choose, which is a hard choice I recognize, to report in the criminal justice system fear that their voices will be 
dismissed instead of heard. We need to ensure a fair process for all involved, whether it’s in campus disciplinary 
proceedings or a criminal justice system. Rape is a crime wherever it happens and schools and schools have an 
obligation — I think it’s both a legal obligation and a moral obligation — to protect every student’s right to get an 
education free from discrimination, free from fear, particularly as to one’s safety. So reports of sexual assault 
need to be treated with the seriousness, professionalism, and fairness they deserve. 


“Now we have a great resource in our nation’s law students who on many campuses can help to navigate this 
process. There are some successful models of law school clinics across the country where students are already 
working alongside experienced attorneys. Back when I was in law school I volunteered for the New Haven Legal 
Services program. It’s one of the best things I did in Law School, it’s part of what inspired me to go work for the 
children’s defense fund after I graduated. And so I’m looking for good ideas that come from anywhere. I’ve heard 
some great ones upstairs. And I want to commend a young men from one of the fraternities here on campus, who 
has taken on the issue— the fraternity has taken on the issue of working to try to change attitudes, to educate not 
only their fraternity members but the broader campus and event beginning to reach out in to the community. And 
I want to also commend a mentoring program for silence prevention that was originated her on campus. 


“There are good smart solutions, we just need more of them. We need to spread them so that people have more 
access to them. There are the issues of responsibility and respect that start long before students arrive on campus. 
I don’t think it’s enough to try and get a better response once an assault has happened. We need to stop sexual 
assault from happening in the first place and we need strong prevention efforts to change attitudes associated with 
violence. 


“We need to be spreading the ideas and talking to young people — literally starting in high school — about issues 
like consent and bystander prevention. This is a lot bigger than a single conversation at freshman orientation or, 
as I heard earlier, an online program that everyone has to take that's kind of in isolation. People have to talk about 
this, they have to listen to each other, they have to try to understand that this is a serious problem that can be 
solved. This is something that everybody can play a part in addressing. So today I want to send a message to every 
survivor of sexual assault: don’t let anyone silence your voice. You have the right to be heard. You have the right 
to be believed. And we’re with you as you go forward. 


“And let’s remember sexual assault doesn’t just happen on our campuses, it happens in the workplace, it happens 
in the military. For too many, it happens in homes and in their communities. So we need to take this on as a 
broader campaign against violence that stalks and afflicts women and girls at home and across the world. 
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“Now, I’m well aware that when I talk about these issues like paid leave, equal pay for equal work, reproductive 
rights, sexual assault against people on campus, Republicans often say I’m playing the gender card. Well if 
supporting women’s health and women’s rights is playing the gender card, deal me in. Because that is exactly 
where I want to be. 


“Now, on Wednesday the Republicans will have another one of their debates. And we can expect to hear more of 
the same: the top-down out of touch policies that they’ve been hawking for years. They actually seem oblivious or 
indifferent to how their ideas would hurt people. 


“Last time not one of them had a single word to say about how to make college more affordable because I listened. 
Not a word for equal pay for women or paid family leave or quality affordable pre-schools so our kids can get the 
best start in life. No real ideas about promoting clean energy or combating climate change No serious plans for 
how to keep growing the economy or trying to bring down sky-rocketing prescription drug costs. No real solutions 
for ending the gun violence that plagues our communities. No one saying loudly and clearly that 'black lives 
matter' and no one defending marriage equality. 


“Now I have to confess that it is somewhat entertaining. Their flamboyant frontrunner has grabbed a lot of the 
attention lately. But if you look at the policies of all of them running, they’re pretty much the same. They’re 
Trump just without the pizazz and the hair. You’ve heard Mr. Trump insult and demean women. He occasionally 
throws some heat my way. He recently said I don’t have a clue about women’s health issues. And he’d do a much 
better job for women that I would, and as I've said, that is a general election debate I’m really looking forward to, 


“And I love it when he gets called out for his offensive comments about women. He comes back and he says he 
loves women. In fact he says, he cherishes women. Well that’s nice. But if it's all the same to you, Mr. Trump, I’d 
rather you stop cherishing us, and start respecting us instead. 


“But don’t get distracted by what he says alone because the other candidates are saying pretty much the same 
things. Senator Rubio brags about denying victims of rape and incest access to abortion. Governor Bush says 
$500 million dollars is too much to spend on women’s health. Ben Carson, a medical doctor, when asked if he 
supports life-of-the-mother exceptions to abortion bans, said “I’m not sure that’s a legitimate argument.” 


“And every single one of them wants to defund Planned Parenthood. Well I just wish they’d go meet the mom who 
caught her breast cancer early because she got screened. Or the teenager who avoided an unattended pregnancy 
because she had access to birth control. Or, the survivor of sexual assault who turned to Planned Parenthood for 
emergency contraception and testing and support. 


“Now, these views might be acceptable in a Republican primary, but they are dead wrong for 21st century 
America. And we need to keep making it [inaudible, applause]. I’m not going to let them shame and blame women. 
I’m not going to keep silent when they say climate change isn’t real or same sex couples are threatening our 
freedom. Or when they keep going back to trickle down economics no matter what they call it. I’ve been fighting 
for families and underdogs my entire life 


“If you want a president who will tell you everything that’s wrong about America and who’s to blame for it, you’ve 
got plenty of other choices. But if you want a president who will work her heart out to forge a better, stronger, and 
fairer country - an America that works for people again - you’re looking at her. 


“So, it starts right here in Iowa and I need your help. I’m asking you to get involved in my campaign to organize 
your neighbors, your classmates, your friend, wherever you have them in the real world and the virtual world. 


“Next time someone sends you a text or an invite to play Candy Crush, turn around and ask them if they’re 
caucusing. And right now you can text JOIN to 47246, 47246, and go to hillaryclinton.com 


“I think this campaign is one of the most important that we’ve had in a really long time. I’m not running for my 
husband’s third term and I’m not running for President Obama’s third term, I'm running for our first term. But I 
can tell you, I watched what worked, I know how hard it is. Look, if we could snap our fingers and make the 
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changes we think are best for America, we’d be snapping like crazy. 


“This is hard work. This takes intensive effort to find common ground, to build those relationships. I did it while I 
was in the White House, when I was in the Senate, and as Secretary of State. You know, after I worked really hard 
to try to get healthcare and we got derailed— I could have given up, but I didn’t. So, I said okay, let’s at least get 
healthcare for our children. I worked with Congress members, Senator Kennedy and others, to get the children’s 
health insurance program that insures more than eight million kids to this day. 


“And when I was in the Senate I worked across the aisle with anybody who I thought had a good idea. No pride of 
authorship. I worked actually with one of the fellows who’s running for President on the other side. Because we 
both saw the same problems in our respective state: Lindsey Graham from South Carolina, me from New York. We 
had National Guard and Reserve members who weren’t getting healthcare. So we did bipartisan legislation to make 
sure those who served our country got the care they deserved. 


“And as Secretary of State, the same thing. Reaching out, constantly, looking for ways to find common ground 
with Republicans. I will go anywhere anytime to speak to anybody about trying to find that common ground. I 
think that’s what you’re supposed to do in a democracy. You know, you can move to a different country - there's a 
couple we can name, there are a couple of big ones and contentious ones out there where you just do what you’re 
told. There’s no democracy. There's no seeking consensus, there’s no seeking compromise. It’s their way, or no 
way. That’s not the way we work in America. It’s frustrating, it can sometimes cause you to want to pull your hair 
out. But overtime we keep making progress together and we produce results if we stick with it. 


“I will also stand my ground. And I will stand my ground against those who want to rip out the progress that we 
have made together over the last years. 


“I can’t do it without your help. I think we are on the way to the campaign of great significance in laying out an 
agenda that people can actually believe is possible. And then having an election on that agenda and getting to work 
every single day to achieve it. 


“So, please join me in helping build an America where everyone has a shot in achieving their dreams and living up 
to their potential. And yes, where a father can say to his daughter, you can be anything you want, even President 
of the United States - thank you all very much!”

Ten years ago, the Inter-American Court of Human Rights first held the Government of the Dominican Republic accountable 
for violations of the right to nationality in the landmark case of Yean and Bosico, which the UC Berkeley International Human 
Rights Law Clinic helped litigate. Despite the judgment, statelessness continues to be a major problem that affects the 
enjoyment of other rights, such as the right to education, as documented in the 2014 Georgetown Law Human Rights Institute 
report "Left Behind: How Statelessness in the Dominican Republic Limits Children's Access to Education." Moreover, in 2013, 
Judgment 168-13 issued by the Constitutional Court of the Dominican Republic exacerbated the problem of statelessness by 
retroactively stripping hundreds of thousands of Dominicans - primarily of Haitian descent - of their nationality. 

A panel of experts will take stock of the impact the citizenship and migration policies of the Dominican government have on 
people's lives and the solutions to resolve issues regarding the right to nationality moving forward. Additionally, the panel 
discussion will be informed by a recent fact-finding trip by Robert F. Kennedy Human Rights to the Dominican Republic. 
Santiago A. Canton, Executive Director of RFK Partners for Human Rights at Robert F. Kennedy Human Rights and Adjunct 
Professor of Law at the Georgetown University Law Center, will provide introductory remarks and lead the panel discussion. 
Shaw Drake (L' 14), who co-authored Left Behind, will return to the law school as a panelist. Coffee and light refreshments will 
be provided.

Thanks for agreeing to take a look at this. Attached are a background memo and the policy agenda. The current plan is that 
H, Chelsea and Melinda Gates will launch the data (both the written report and the visualization) together at an event on 
March 9, and H will speak alone at the UN on March 10 articulating her vision and outlining the policy agenda. 

As I mentioned on the phone, we met today to discuss the policy agenda. She and Chelsea were very pleased with the 
structure and content. The only change that she wants to make is to remove the language on sexual rights so as not to go too 
far and cause an issue in the post-2015 negotiations. 

Two questions for you. First, should she release a written document at all or simply give a speech laying out this agenda? On the 
one hand, nothing in here departs from her previous positions (other than sexual rights), and the release of her position in 
written form makes sense as the world marks the 20th anniversary of Beijing and approaches negotiations on the sustainable 
development goals. On the other hand, since I'm not clear on potential campaign timing, I wanted to raise with you in case the 
release of this agenda in March causes any concern. And of course some of these issues, in particular abortion and reproductive 
rights, are always controversial, so I also wanted to flag. Second, do you agree that she should soften the language on sexual 
rights? 

Of course, with your keen eye toward both the domestic and international contexts, any other thoughts you have on this are 
welcome. Let me know if you'd like to discuss by phone. And I'd love your guidance on me/my role if you are willing to take a 
minute on that too at some point.

Ahead of this call, I wanted to circulate two options we currently have for language to reflect either a gentle nod 
to Gillibrand (basically status quo) or a full embrace of Gillibrand: 

Neutral/nod to Gilllibrand 

• Zero-tolerance for Military Sexual Assault and Harassment by strengthening protections 
to ensure that our women and men in uniform can serve without fear of sexual assault 
or harassment, including by protecting against retaliation for reporting.

Pawlenty’s top financial 
advisor, Tom Hanson, told Minnesota legislators that stimulus funds used to plug the state’s massive budget shortfall would make “ all of our lives 
just a little bit easier.” He added, “The federal money will give us the opportunity to accept federal assistance and push it out into our state, to 
help as many people as possible.” 

Not only is Pawlenty hitching his wagon to the outrageous “death panel” lie being propagated by Newt Gingrich and Sarah Palin , but he’s also 
joining the Iona line of hypocritical Republicans who try to score political points by knocking the stimulus while claiming credit for its success at 
home.

Hidden Oppression in Eritrea

In Europe’s debate about how to deal with the flow of desperate migrants from Africa, there is an important 
element missing: the crisis in Eritrea. Every month almost 4,000 Eritreans flee to escape oppression, 
according to a United Nations special rapporteur. 

A visit to Asmara, the Eritrean capital, is revealing. In the cafes you won’t hear people talking about the 
government of President Isaias Afewerki, and in the streets you will never see a march or a demonstration. 
Any sign of protest is quickly crushed, and opponents of the government face immediate imprisonment and 
torture, often in underground jails in remote areas. There they are stuffed into metal containers where the 
heat is unbearable, and given little food or water. The right to trial does not exist, and those convicted have 
no recourse to appeal. 

This oppression is eerily invisible. You won’t see police officers along the sunny avenues of Asmara, nor 
are there soldiers around. But if you have a camera and start taking pictures, people stare and point at 
you. In this silent, secret system of terror, reminiscent of Soviet communism, every citizen is a potential spy. 

The government in Eritrea exercises control also through the “national service,” which is compulsory and 
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open-ended for both men and women from the age of 17. It is easy to see why Eritreans will risk dangerous 
journeys to escape. 

On Oct. 3, 201 3, 366 young Eritreans drowned off the tiny island of Lampedusa. The night after the 
shipwreck, I watched the survivors mourn the dead. They were taken to an airport hangar to wander 
among long rows of dark wooden coffins, and a line of five little white coffins for the children. The weeping 
sounded like a howl of despair for a generation fated to live in a country where hope for a better future had 
been banished. It was a cry for help. 

As people gathered in the main streets of Asmara after the shipwreck to view photos of the dead, the 
police arrived to disperse the crowd, but not before making a list of those who attended. 

“Nobody will come to save us,” said a 30-year-old teacher I met on my way to Asmara in May, who asked 
not to be identified. At one time, she said, she worked for European NGOs, but these organizations were 
expelled by the government in 2006. President Afewerki denies that the country needs any aid or 
assistance from foreigners. 

“Isaias keeps isolating our country so that nobody can see what happens here,” the teacher told me. 

State workers earn an average monthly salary of 500 nakfa (about $15 at the black market rate) and 
represent cheap labor for both the public and private sectors, especially in mining and construction, where 
Chinese investments are growing. Many Eritreans rely on informal work to feed their families. In Massawa, 
once a major port on the Red Sea, Awate Tsegay rents his car to foreigners and hopes to earn enough 
money to cross the border and join his brothers in Sudan. “Military officers ask up to $1 ,000 per person to 
hide you in a car so that you can get through safely,” he said. 

The government tacitly encourages illegal migration, recently introducing a 2 percent tax on remittances 
from abroad. 

Once in Sudan, Eritreans avoid the police and take any job available, until they can hire a trafficker to take 
them to Libya or Egypt, where they can attempt the sea crossing to Europe. The desert crossing is 
perilous, and many refugees fall victim to torture and organ harvesting. 

Meanwhile, President Afewerki, who has ruled for 20 years, still plays the role of the victim. He uses the 
pretext of the border conflict with Ethiopia to justify tight control over his people. European Union diplomats 
have expressed concern about the systematic violation of human rights. But if Europe were serious about 
addressing the causes of the exodus from Eritrea, it would put more pressure on Mr. Afewerki to loosen his 
grip. 

Likewise, the international community has done little to resolve the border conflict. Even less has been 
done to support Eritrean opposition forces, which could challenge the generals and set the country on the 
path to democratic elections. But the Eritrean opposition is fractured and presents little threat to the 
Afewerki government. 

“The most active democratic groups are based elsewhere, in Sudan or Europe,” says Valentina Fusari, a 
researcher in Asmara. Smaller ethnic groups of dissidents are in exile and too disorganized to be an 
option. 

At this stage, without a coordinated effort by the opposition, the dictatorship will keep perpetuating terror 
and forcing its people to choose between the loss of their freedom if they stay, or a potentially deadly 
journey if they leave.

Peter Mandelson’s memo on how Labour’s modernisers lost their way - and where they go next 

Amongst party members, the leadership contest did not produce a landslide for Corbyn. Fewer voted 
for him than for the others. 

The three mainstream candidates between them got 123,769 votes and Corbyn received 121 ,751 
votes. 

Only a third of Corbyn’s support came from people who had been Labour members before May; in 
other words, the rest of his supporters are people who got swept up by him rather than by any 
enthusiasm for Labour as such and in all probability became more emotionally than politically attached 
to his campaign and what he stood for. They were voting more for an emblem than a leader. 

Far from being a tidal wave of new, young idealists, it has also emerged from research that, overall, 
only 12 per cent of his voters were under 24 years old. The bulk were retreaded Old Labourites who, 
together with people who voted Green at the election, gave Corbyn his victory. 

This does not take away his success but it puts it into perspective and colours its legitimacy. 

At the same time we need to acknowledge that those who supported him have invested a lot 
personally in Corbyn, we are not going to convince them overnight they were wrong and before then 
they will provide an army to draw on as they become absorbed into constituency parties. 

We are in for a long haul during which time the atmosphere in the party will become increasingly 
acrimonious at branch and constituency levels. 

Let’s put our dramatic setback in context. 

The original New Labour generation owe the younger generation an apology: what we passed on 
when we left government in 2010 was not fit for purpose. 

With hindsight, we can see New Labour’s failure: we provided good policies and a strong electoral 
machine but not organization in the party and not enough renewal of our ideas as circumstances 
changed. 

Progress and Policy Network were originally created to provide a think tank and rallying point for our 
supporters but Blair did not invest enough in either and Brown shunned them because he always 
wanted to position himself to the left of New Labour, whatever the issue. He used the unpopularity of 
Blair’s public service reforms, for example, on both left and right of the party, to garner support for 
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himself. 

This was the beginning of our “Tory life” problem - accusing the Labour government of following a 
quasi-Conservative agenda - which has de-legitimized Labour’s moderates. 

From 2005 onwards, malaise set in as Blair wrestled to keep himself in office and Brown did 
everything he could to get him out. We said at the time that if this conflict continued it would define 
New Labour’s legacy more than our achievements in government and this is what has happened. 

Blair tried to spearhead fresh policy direction for New Labour in his final year, chiefly in respect of 
public services, but this was ignored by Brown. 

We then drifted badly for a year after the non-election in 2007 until the banking and financial crisis 
kicked in and gave us, perversely, a new lease of life. 

When the election came in 2010, we were seen under Brown as a broadly competent government but 
without adequate explanation of why people should vote Labour again and no forward agenda. 
Nevertheless we were strong enough to deny the Tories their overall victory. 

By 2015, under Miliband, we had still not acquired any coherent forward agenda but nor did we have 
a leadership the public recognized as ‘big’ figures. They appeared to the public more like special 
advisers than real politicians. 

Our whole profile as a party became desperately weak and narrower in its appeal as we saw at the 
election this year in the north as well as the south of England, not to mention Scotland. 

The door had been shut on New Labour without replacing it with anything strong or coherent. Linder 
Miliband, Labour was anti-austerity but then intermittently tough on the deficit. We were pro-growth but 
anti-business. We were against inequality but for caps on welfare. We were for immigration but didn’t 
want people taking ‘our’ jobs. We were internationalist but against foreign intervention. And so the 
jumble went on. 

In choosing Corbyn instead of Miliband, the general public now feel we are just putting two fingers up 
to them, exchanging one loser for an even worse one. We cannot be elected with Corbyn as leader. 

Nobody will replace him, though, until he demonstrates to the party his unelectability at the polls. In 
this sense, the public will decide Labour’s future and it would be wrong to try and force this issue from 
within before the public have moved to a clear verdict. 

We must be ready when this happens. We can put forward as compelling a critique of Corbynism as 
we like but unless we have built in the meantime a coherent, modern and inspirational alternative to 
him - one that manages to tap in to the passions and emotional commitment of the party as well as 
speak convincingly to the public - the party will not be ready for a replacement. 

We also have to go back to basics in the party where many are arguing again that electability spells 
unacceptable compromise and that relentless oppositionism is preferable - the ‘new politics’ of the 
street rather than parliament. 

We have to re-win the argument from the branches upwards that electability remains the party’s 
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founding purpose from when the trade unions first created the Labour Representation Committee. If 
we cannot represent people in parliament and government what is the point of the party ? It is as 
fundamental as that. 

Our organizational challenge is to make this argument, create excitement around new policy ideas, 
ensure it is articulated by a new generation of parliamentary leaders and generate new methods of 
grassroots activity and excitement across the party. We have to work with others, in a non-sectarian 
way, both to renew the party’s intellectual base and its reach into the public at a local level. 

This activity will not be achieved by a single group or structure. It needs to reflect the broad ideological 
position of people spanning the party’s entire centre left mainstream. 

Some initiatives will be taken by Labour MPs, others by think tanks, pressure groups, academics and 
grassroots associations in the party. In time, we need them to converge on a single platform within the 
party. They must have one defining purpose: to get Labour back into government not at the expense 
of our ideals and principles but with new thinking and a fresh programme that embodies them in a 
modern, relevant and credible way. 

Whatever the means, we must not meekly accept that Labour should change its job description from 
party of government to party of protest and give up on building a winning coalition of voters. 

The old labels, totems and divisions have no use anymore, they are damaging and counter- 
productive. 

“New Labour”, Blairites, Brown ites - they are all redundant. They prevent us reaching out in the party 
and building essential new bridges. If we want people to listen to us, we must no longer look as if we 
are continuing past fights. 

Instead we have to modernize the modernisers’ ideas in true revisionist fashion. 

We can be very proud of our time in government and our record, and we should certainly keep 
reminding people of it but not be imprisoned by it. For many of us it is living history but it is history 
nonetheless. 

People will choose to play their part in renewal in different ways, including on and off the frontbench. 
We must respect that. We must not have truck with a “no compromise with the party” mentality - look 
what happened the last time that was tried out on the public. 

The last five years’ intellectual sterility has left Labour floundering before an electorate that wanted to 
vote against the Tories but did not feel they were being offered a workable alternative. 

They are open to new ideas and approaches to building a responsible and inclusive capitalism - in 
this sense Ed Miliband identified something important - but just because they question aspects of 
markets does not mean they are in love with the state. 

In addition, politics as a whole in Britain and Europe is desperately unattractive. No wonder 
momentum has been gained by populists and those who advocate a ‘new politics’. If we do not catch 
up with this and present a viable, attractive and exciting alternative we will be buried by it. It may be 

scant consolation, but we are not alone in our difficulties. In Spain, Podemos run against “the caste”. 
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In Greece Syriza swept aside a hollowed out Pasok. 

Recognising this and understanding the profound changes in identity and culture that have swept 
through our politics in recent years must be our starting point. Labour, like most mainstream parties 
across Europe, looks like an analogue entity in a digital age. 

Our principal activity now should not be what’s going on in the frontbench in parliament or internal 
opposition to Corbyn - that will take care of itself - but developing the policies and arguments needed 
to follow him, disseminating these through publications and events. We should contribute robustly to 
Corbyn’s policy review, a new generation with new ideas. 

One last point. There will be many local party members, including parliamentary candidates and 
councillors, who backed the mainstream candidates in the leadership contest and are in despair about 
what’s happened. 


They are in the mood to say “we’ll come back when the party gets its act together and is serious 
again”. Those people need to be given the chance to come together. Without this, the party in the 
country will slowly disintegrate as mainstream people withdraw from elected party and local council 
office. We have to give them hope that there is a way out of our predicament and that Labour does 
have a future.

Message Meeting: 3/12/08 
Research: Stan Greenberg 

We're dealing with swing voters— test showed it works, but need to do more on base voters. McCain is using this period 
to shore up his base. 

Need to test the new information on lobbyist, economics, etc. 

In focus groups of 18-29 year olds, the lobbyist issue with McCain has permeated more than expected. 

McCain attributes: honest, trustworthy, will keep country safe, strong leader. Most of these are hard to move and not 
predictive of the vote. 

Lobbyist attack was one that drove the "won't bring the right kind of change'' shift, which moved voters. 

Three dynamics that are drivers for our side: people vs. Washington special interests, take care of home vs. being stuck 
in Iraq, average people/middle class vs. being for big corporate special interests. We have to attack government— People 
First message only works if you start with changing government as the way to bring change. 

How to use Iraq: priorities, endless war, have made us less secure by being stuck on Iraq to the detriment of everything 
else (can use Fallon, other military experts). NOTE: with what's happening over the next six weeks— Patraeus coming back 
to Congress, anniversaries, etc. — Iraq may dominate the news. 

Media Market test: 

McSame was the most effective in moving the vote, ran the ad in Erie with 1200 points and radio and robocalls. Did pre- 
surveys in Erie and control market (Evansville IN). 

Very successful— weighted pre-and post tests in both markets to original weighting of partisan shift. Overall, movement 
away from McCain against both candidates in the test market, with no movement or negative movement for Democrats in 
the test market. 

Slight shift in negative feelings toward McCain, but more shifts on the attributes: will bring the right kind of change: in PA 
went from 40 percent well/48 percent not well, to 38 well/57 not well after test. On too close to Bush, went from 42/50 to 
55/38(7). On being independent, he still has a positive rating, but moved away from having a majority. 

78 percent recalled content of ad. 

Messaging: 

PB: Very strong frame that's not going to change: John McCain is not going to change. 

We know the country's for change, we're for change, and conservatives are not going to bring about the change we need. 
Proof points: 

o McCain is the same as Bush. 

o McCain is his own words: On the economy— completely at odds with the country, doesn't want to change, says 
we're not in a recession, 
o He's been corrupted by Washington: 
o Endless War vs. Priorities here. 

Also should be making the priorities argument— he's against pork all over America. But there's one place where he's for 
pork. Can link up the lobbyist/warmonger/misplaced priorities arguments together. 

Need to focus on seniors— new comments on privatization, shift health care cuts to "cut Medicare (or Medicare for 
seniors)" in ads. 

Will Robinson: 

Ties to lobbyists are strong, but who cares? What do we do to make this something people care about? 

Need to lay out a story— McCain is close to a complete image right now, so some of the attacks we launch on him bounce 
off. We need the stories that show that his relationship with his lobbyists friends made a difference in his story, and then 
use real people to sell the story as to how McCain's policies will hurt them. 

Can we turn the Straight Talk Express into the lobbyist express for ads? (Will be a problem under C-4 issues guidelines, 
but can talk more about his work for 20 years). Example: the wheels on the bus vs. the lobbyists' on the bus go ring, ring, 
ring, the money on the bus goes plop, plop, plop...; or do some free media with wrapping a bus to go up and down K Street 
with lobbyist express to get some press. 

Now that he's raising money, can we do more with his fundraisers, having people outside, etc? 
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Could we do fake NPR tags: John McCain is brought to you by the insurance industry, etc. etc. 

He's still really squishy with his base— how do we mess with him there? Working with hunters' groups, his support from 
gaming/lottery groups? 

Question about Bush: We've already done a good job tagging him with Bush, but we need to tag McCain. Gluing McCain 
to Bush is easier and we're well on our way, but we need to glue these lobbyists to McCain. 

We need to continue to give people NEW information, in a verifiable way, and a way that's not Washington lingo, but 
with real people. 

Surrounded by politics, won't change Bush's Washington 
Mark Armour: 

Primary goal is to show McCain is not the right kind of change. Same as Bush, same old politics, just the same. 

Bad economy, recession, high gas prices, money down the toilet in Iraq. Paint McCain as out of touch on the 
economy— ties him to Bush, wrong for people, 

We need to deauthenticate McCain— let people see how he's the same as Bush before we just assert it. 

We need to put McCain into the pocket of big oil now. McCain says special interests don't give him any money, but he's 
taken big money from big oil. Tie him to industries as gas prices increase. 

Iraq priorities attack— 


Pacey: 

Hot issue right now is the Boeing deal: implied quid pro quo in a way that most outrages people— listening to lobbyists 
and outsourcing jobs from America. Can be localized: he came to McCain to change things, and he did; he sent XXXX Ohio 
jobs overseas. 

Old argument: talking about him being out-of-touch is different for someone older— becomes a euphemism for old. 

Should be using that term for economy, Iraq, etc. He's out of touch not just because he's allied with Bush, but because 
he's just old. 

Should be calling him a war president: his answer to everything is go to war. When the call comes in at 3 am, you don't 
want someone whose first response will be "fuck 'em, bomb 'em." Wants to stay in Iraq forever, bomb Iran, takes his 
focus away from things like the economy. Happy Warrior. 


Lobbyist piece is symbolic of everything else: out-of-touch, doing things in the old Washington way, not the kind of 
change we need, putting things up for sale, lack of sincerity. 

We need to get this back to a definition of him personally. Maybe lobbyist piece can be a part of the overarching 
narrative, particularly since with so many lobbyists, this will be an ongoing narrative. 

What's the description of McCain that resonates that most? It's not that he's old and set in his ways, it's that he's old 
and set in Bush's ways. Incapable of change: stuck in his ways/stuck in the status quo, can't teach an old dog new tricks. 
Set in his ways also undercuts the maverick image. 


Bush: 

Do we use him as a metaphor? Some in meeting were pivoting away from Bush, while the media market test shows that 
Bush moves voters. 

Mistakes in the past were letting Nixon, Reagan go away. We need to make Bush live forever. 

Need oppo on Bush and lobbyists. Loeffler is the link— but there are others (Charlie Black). 

Have we looked at tying McCain to the Republicans, not just Bush? Pollsters: haven't looked at. Admakers: could be 
worth doing given the wrong direction numbers and how unpopular the Iraq War is. 


Ideas: 

If McCain goes to Paris, we could run a web ad in French with subtitles: Merci John McCain... 

Get French people to do something outside his events. 

Use McCain/Bush hug as an iconic image— works on the spot, could be a billboard, etc. 

Targeted Google ads by zip code: McCain opposed this project here, but voted for bridges in Iraq.

No need to reply. Just that when I talked to Nicco Mele last week I began to think more about what is happening and then I talked to Nides 
who said I should write you two. So for what it is worth... 

I have to believe that the current contrast theme is the right one. 

The donor/pundit class always points to "message" and new messages never cure anything; they just give the donor/pundit class more to 
complain about especially with the meme of inauthenticity around HRC. 

I believe the real issue is the perception of passion - hers and her supporters. And it seems like that will just get worse after Nevada. The 
Bernie phenomenon comes largely from simplistic appeal of his message and from the size of his crowds. I see your work on undermining the 
former - all things to all people without consequences message. Nothing you can do about the latter except win some states. 

On the enthusiasm side, I have a couple of thoughts: 

First, on her passion - 1 thought the trip to Flint was brilliant. Getting ahead of him around "caring" can be repeated. I am thinking - though 
may be unrealistic given the shortness of time - that there must be any number of low income communities with high rates of asthma or other 
stuff in South Carolina sitting next to fossil fuel plants belching out toxic material or at least unhealthy fumes. Not on the scale of Flint but for 
sure to be found all across the country. And there is a federal policy to tie to it as well as action steps including big story in CA about use 
of cap and trade $$ put into a healthy air fund (AB 535). I heard Maya Yoshitani from APEN (see below) talk about it -a fantastic story of 
climate change, federal-state action, poor communities, jobs. Bet you could find instances in every upcoming state if you wanted to create a 
"theme" appealing to young people (climate change) and people of color (though there must be white communities affected as well) and 
anyone who could benefit from potential job creation. 

Whether this theme or some others - you would know better than I - when she gets real about real communities the contrast is stark. 

Next, though small bore, I think if the campaign is up for it, there could be a series, a drumbeat of actions she asked others to take that is 
not all about her but about her beliefs, a little bit like the Flint fundraising. Opportunities pop up daily. Flere are two: 

Elizabeth Warren petition about Pfizer inversion. 

Stand with me. Americans for Tax Fairness Action Fund and Democracy for America in calling on Congress to pass the 
Stop Corporate Inversions Act.

Senator Barack Obama's campaign is steering the candidate's wealthy supporters away from independent Democratic groups, calling into 
question what had been expected to be the groups' central role in this year's Democratic offensive against Senator John McCain. 

Obama's national finance chairwoman, Chicago hotel mogul Penny Pritzker, told supporters at a national finance committee meeting in 
Indianapolis May 2, and in other conversations, not to give money to the groups, people familiar with her comments said. 

"From the beginning of this race Obama has told supporters that if they want to help his effort, they should do so through his campaign," said 
Obama spokesman Bill Burton, who confirmed that Pritzker has told donors not to give to the groups. "And he means exactly what he says." 

Most presidential candidates say they don't encourage the outside groups, and donors are accustomed to taking those words with a grain of salt. 
The candidates' words are typically seen as mere legal defenses against allegations that the campaigns are illicitly coordinating with outside 
groups. 

The donors have been considering entreaties from Progressive Media USA, run by conservative-journalist turned liberal media critic David 
Brock; from former Clinton aide John Podesta's Fund for America; and from America Votes, a group backed by billionaire George Soros that 
focuses on voter mobilization, among other efforts. 

But in recent days, major donors have begun to conclude that Obama is serious in trying to cut off funds to the outside groups. 

"It's given donors pause," said one prominent Democratic donor of Pritzker's words.

McCain's disconnect on gas prices the 1992 Bush grocery store scanner moment of 2008? 

McCain's comments on gas prices this weekend are just the latest example of how out of touch he is with 
American families. Like Bush, McCain is closer to special interests than Americans' interests. He has 22 staffers 
and fundraisers on his campaign who have lobbied for Big Oil, and his economic plan would give $45 billion in 
tax breaks to the Fortune 200 companies — and nearly $4 billion to the top 5 gas and oil companies alone.

I don't recall and frankly, I don't 
see how it matters. I've had hundreds and hundreds of town hall meetings, many as short a time ago as yesterday. I communicate with the 
people and they communicate with me very effectively. 

• In February, Bush " hadn't heard " how much gas cost. 

QUESTION: What's your advice to the average American who is hurting now — facing the prospect 
of $4 a gallon gasoline, a lot of people facing - 

BUSH: Wait a minute. What did you just say? You're predicting $4 a gallon gas? 

QUESTION: A number of analysts are predicting $4 a gallon gasoline this spring when they 
reformulate. 

BUSH: That's interesting. I hadn't heard that. 

• Gas prices have nearly tripled since Bush took office. Today gas prices in the US hit a record 
high , with a national average cost of $4.09 a gallon. When Bush took office, gas was $1 .46 a gallon . 

• McCain, like Bush, offers billions in tax breaks for big oil, but no relief for families. McCain's 
tax plan gives nearly $4 billion in tax breaks to the top five American oil companies, but gives families 
very little. 

• McCain, like Bush, is surrounded by big oil lobbyists. More than 22 staffers or fundraisers for 
McCain's campaign have lobbied for Big Oil, and as a group, they have received more than $6.5 million in 
lobbying contracts, according to the Center for Responsive Politics. 

-McCain would take care of CEOs not middle class Americans. 

• McCain's economic adviser thinks CEOs are "exploited workers." On Saturday Phil Gramm told 
the Wall Street Journal that a CEO who retired with a $158 million pay package was "probably the most 
exploited worker in American history... His severance package should have been billions." 

• McCain's economic plan does more for the Fortune 200 than American families. Fortune 200 
companies who would get $45 billion in tax cuts under McCain's economic plan according to a new report from the Center for American 
Progress Action Fund - enough to lift 9 million Americans from poverty.

Sen. Chuck Schumer (D-N.Y.) outlined a path Tuesday for Hillary Clinton to enact a carbon tax if the 
Democrats prevail in the 2016 elections. 

Schumer, the Senate Democrats’ leader-in-waiting, said that a Clinton presidency and the return of his party to 
the Senate majority in 2017 could pave the way for lawmakers to enact a carbon tax to help fund the 
government.

The mere suggestion of a new fee on the emissions blamed for climate change, however, could become a 
political headache for Clinton and other Democrats, and it’s routinely dismissed by Republicans. The Obama 
administration disavowed the idea after the 2012 election. 

“If Hillary wins and we take back the Senate, I believe many of our Republican friends will say we’ve been 
starving the government for revenues,” Schumer told an environmental event on Capitol Hill, “but many of 
them will not be for raising rates.” 

Noting that half a dozen European oil and gas CEOs came out in favor of a price on carbon this month, and 
that ExxonMobil CEO Rex Tillerson has expressed openness to the idea, “you might get a compromise” 
carbon tax in that event, Schumer added. 

“I think in 2017 people of both parties might come to that as the best way to fund the government,” he said.

Schumer’s comments came at an event hosted by Sen. Sheldon Whitehouse (D-R.l.), who recently unveiled a 
carbon tax proposal at the conservative American Enterprise Institute that would offset the funds raised by 
cutting corporate taxes and returning rebates to the public. 

The New York Democrat hinted at the potential controversy of his carbon-tax prediction by first asking if his 
remarks the event, which was streamed live online, would be “on the record” for the press. 

Schumer also vowed that Democrats would successfully defend President Barack Obama’s landmark climate 
change rules for power plants from GOP attacks, saying, “We will hold that — they’ll need 60 votes to change 
things, and we’re not going to let that happen.” 

Three Democrats considered swing votes on any Republican bid to unravel Obama’s climate rules, Sens. Joe 
Manchin (W.Va.), Heidi Heitkamp (N.D.) and Joe Donnelly (Ind.), face reelection in 2018.

As our team returns from site visits in the states of Washington, Texas, North Carolina, Ohio, and Nevada, it is clearer than ever 
that states have become key testing grounds for progressive policy ideas, framing, and new organizing strategies.

What are the characteristics that indicate or 
nourish progressive governance, and what factors explain and move a state towards achieving it?

I’ve heard from countless people who are hurt and 
disappointed by what I said yesterday at Nancy 
Reagan's funeral about the Reagans' record on 
HIV/AIDS, and I understand why. The comment 
was just wrong, and I said so right away. 

The Reagans did not start a national conversation 
about HIV/AIDS. Unfortunately, the opposite is true. 
That distinction belongs to generations of brave 
men and women who started not just a 
conversation, but a movement that continues to this 
day. 

The AIDS crisis in America began as a quiet, deadly 
epidemic. When many in positions of power turned a 
blind eye, it was groups like ACT UP, Gay Men’s 
Health Crisis, and others that came forward to 
shatter the silence. They organized and marched, 
held die-ins on the steps of city halls and vigils in 
the streets. They fought alongside a few 
courageous voices in Washington, like U.S. 
Representative Henry Waxman, who spoke out 
from the floor of Congress. 

Then there were all the people whose names we 
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don't hear and maybe don't even know - the 
unsung heroes who fought on the front lines of the 
crisis, from hospital wards and bedsides, some with 
their last breath. Slowly, too slowly, ignorance was 
crowded out by information. People who had once 
closed their eyes opened their hearts. 

If not for those advocates, activists, and ordinary 
people, we would not be where we are in preventing 
and treating HIV/AIDS. Their courage and their 
refusal to accept silence as the status quo saved 
lives. 

We've come a long way since. But we still have 
work to do to eradicate this disease for good, and 
erase the stigma that is an echo of a shameful and 
painful period in our country’s history. 

This is work that I’ve been committed to for a long 
time. As First Lady, I brought together world leaders 
to strategize and coordinate efforts to take on HIV/ 
AIDS around the globe. In the Senate, I put forward 
legislation to expand global AIDS research and 
assistance, and increase prevention and education. 
And as Secretary of State, I launched a campaign to 
usher in an AIDS-free generation through 
prevention and treatment, targeting the populations 
at greatest risk of contracting HIV (including key 
populations at risk of discrimination), and investing 
in innovative research and technology. 

I believe there's even more we can do together. For 
starters, we should call on Republican governors to 
put people's health and well-being ahead of politics 
and extend Medicaid, which would provide health 
care to those living with HIV/AIDS. And we should 
cap out-of-pocket expenses, and hold companies 
like Turing and Valeant accountable when they 
attempt to gouge prices of lifesaving medications. 
And we should expand access to medications like 
PrEP. 

The AIDS crisis looks very different today. We're 
still surrounded by memories of loved ones lost and 
lives cut short. But we’re also surrounded by 
survivors who are fighting harder than ever. We 
owe it to them, and to future generations, to 
continue that fight together. There are more options 
for treatment and prevention than ever before. More 
people with HIV are leading full, happy lives. For the 
first time, an AIDS-free generation is in sight. And 
we can’t let up until we reach that goal.

Charlie Black, one of John McCain's top advisers, was the head of a lobbying firm, BKSH & Associates, that represented 
brutal dictators like Ferdinand Marcos in the Philippines and Mobutu Sese Seko in Zaire — along with terrorist rebel Jonas 
Savimbi in Angola. Black also profited off the war in Iraq by representing firms such as Blackwater and Iraqi fraudster 
Ahmed Chalabi. Working with Chalabi, BKSF1 helped promote the he, later repeated by the Bush Administration, that the 
Flussein regime possessed weapons of mass destruction. 

Earlier this week, two of John McCain's senior campaign staff were forced to resign after revelations that their lobbying firm 
was paid hundreds of thousands of dollars to represent Burma's brutal military dictatorship. 

In total, John McCain's campaign is run by over 100 lobbyists representing foreign and corporate interests. 

"Charlie Black has helped some of the world's worst dictators get away with murder," said Noah T. Winer of MoveOn.

Bruce, 

I hope you are recovering well and feeling better. I am not expecting a response from you necessarily but 
wanted to ensure you were kept in the loop. I have coed John here so he is aware as well. 

Chelsea, 

I know that you are still dealing with your grandmother’s passing and so forgive me for sending this email but 
due to the time sensitivity here I wanted to be sure you were apprised in real time. 

I did a walk through today with CBRE and Cushman Wakefield re: 2nd floor. As you know the 2nd floor is at 
approximately 25000 rentable square feet is the only option for expansion in this building. They just rented floors 
15 + 16. They may have 16000 rentable available on mezzanine level (1st floor) but they have an offer on the 
table and so that would have to fall through in order for us to have a chance. The second floor is completely 
gutted, as 18 was and so it would be a build out from scratch. The south side offers some light. The north side is 
very dark. It has limited views of Statue of Liberty and no real water view. They have someone who has 
expressed interest in renting part of the 2nd floor and so they would need to know if we are serious by the end 
of this month. In the meantime, I have asked Genzler to do some test fits for us. I will speak to Bob on his needs 
since a whole floor only makes sense if we move CGI in and I need to know what the needs for Secretary Clinton 
would be to ensure we are accounting for that. Obviously we could modify and move people from 18 as needed 
to accommodate the Secretary’s needs and so we can explore modifications for additional executive office space 
on 18 and/or add executive space in the test fit options for 2 depending upon her preferences. I assume she 
would prefer the views of 18 to the non-views of 2. I will also incorporate the individuals from Harlem as 
discussed in the test fits. (Note: I may move a few of those individuals down before any additional space is 
procured for business reasons and am currently working on whether I can accommodate them within our current 
space). 

Chelsea- please let me know who best person is to discuss your Mom’s needs, Huma? We need some basic 
head counts and preferences in order to do the test fits. Once we have the test fits then we can better visualize 
what we need, how best to make it work and the basis for how we move forward. I told Cushman that I would get 
them head counts by COB Monday and asked for test fit options by the end of next week so that is our 
timeframe. I will share those when they are completed. 

According to CBRE, the market value for space here has increased to the $33-34 a square foot but they are 
hopeful we could sign a deal (if we decide to go this route) at around $30-31 and with similar numbers on the 
build out for 1 8 and possibly additional free rent which would be good for CGI’s needs. If there is anything 
anyone disagrees with, additional input or needs more from me please advise. Thanks, Laura

Industry and left-leaning advocacy groups are waging last-minute lobbying efforts as the Senate prepares to 
vote tomorrow on a measure aimed at blocking federal climate regulations. 

A coalition of 24 industry groups sent a letter yesterday to members of the Senate urging them to support a 
resolution from Sen. Lisa Murkowski (R-Alaska) that would prevent U.S. EPA from regulating greenhouse gases 
under the Clean Air Act. 

The groups include the U.S. Chamber of Commerce, American Petroleum Institute, National Mining Association, 
National Petrochemical & Refiners Association, National Association of Manufacturers and National Cattlemen's 
Beef Association, among others.

Meanwhile, a liberal advocacy group is expanding a television campaign targeting Murkowski's 
supporters to include Massachusetts Sen. Scott Brown, one of the few Republicans who has not yet 
declared support for the resolution. 

Americans United for Change - a group formed in 2005 by Democratic officials and labor interests — 
will launch a $40,000 television ad in Boston tomorrow targeting the Massachusetts senator after 
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hearing that he is "leaning toward supporting it," said Jeremy Funk, the group's spokesman. 

The 30-second ad, which features images of oil spewing from BP PLC's Deepwater Horizon rig, 
accuses Republicans of "working to gut the bipartisan Clean Air Act" and "giving Big Oil a bailout." 
Worst of all, the ad says, "Senator Brown is considering voting ’yes."' 

Brown and Maine's Olympia Snowe and Susan Collins are the three Republican senators who have 
not yet publicly staked out a position on the resolution. The remaining 38 GOP senators are co- 
sponsoring Murkowski's legislation. 

Brown's office did not immediately respond to a request for comment. 

Americans United for Change is running similar ads in Maine targeting Collins and a national ad 
running on Washington, D.C., cable channels during the run-up to tomorrow's vote (E&ENews PM, 
June 7).

A D.C. -based liberal non-profit will be running TV ads tomorrow urging Sen. Scott Brown to vote no on a Senate 
resolution designed to prevent the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency from regulating greenhouse gas 
emissions.

The resolution is deeply controversial. The White House this week issued a statement saying President Obama 
would veto it if it came before him. 

The resolution, the White House statement said “would undermine the Administration’s efforts to reduce the 
negative impacts of pollution and the risks associated with environmental catastrophes, like the ongoing BP oil 
spill. 

Murkowski said earlier this week that her bill was to prevent harm to the nation’s economy. 

"Ultimately this resolution is about protecting the economy and preventing agency overreach. It's as simple as 
that," said Murkowski. 

The spot is expected to air on a mix of broadcast and cable TV in Boston. Here it is.

The Senate is set to take up a bipartisan push this week to undo the EPA’s power to regulate emissions from fossil fuels, and reverse the agency’s 
“endangerment finding” that such greenhouse gas emissions threaten the environment. 

Sen. Lisa Murkowski's resolution — with Democrats Mary Landrieu, Ben Nelson and the embattled Blanche Lincoln on board — would exercise 
Congress’s right to review such executive branch rulings. 

The effort has 41 cosponsors and Murkowski said recently she’ll get an up-or-down vote on Thursday. But starting tomorrow, the the Democratic-affiliated 
Americans United for Change are hoping to embarrass a few Republicans into shunning the move, which EPA boss Lisa Jackson says would gut the 
Obama administration's push for higher fuel efficiency standards under the Clean Air Act, among other things. 

So AUC is linking the vote to the Gulf oil disaster in an ad airing in the D.C. cable market until the expected vote. 

“What kind of a politician can look at worst oil spill in U.S. history and think, ‘You know, big oil pollution should be regulated less.’ A wildly out-of-touch 
and irresponsible one,” said AUC’s Jeremy Funk, who notes that oil companies have given more money to the bill's sponsors. “It's gut check time for 
these Senators who need ask themselves: ‘Hasn’t big oil polluted our environment and politics enough?” 

Under the deal Murkowski announced for the vote, it cannot be filibustered. If it passes, it seems unlikely to survive in the House, and President Obama 
would likely veto it if it did.

A liberal advocacy group is tying Sen. Lisa Murkowski’s (R- Alaska) bill to block EPA climate change rules to the Gulf of 
Mexico oil spill ahead of a pivotal Senate vote on the measure Thursday. 

Americans United for Change is launching a three-day TV ad in Washington, D.C., cable markets that combines images of 
BP's gushing well with the claim that Republicans are “working to gut the bipartisan Clean Air Act. ..and give big oil a bailout.” 

Murkowski’s plan would overturn EPA’s “endangerment finding” last year that greenhouse gases threaten humans. The 
finding is the legal precursor to rules that would eventually require facilities including oil refineries and power plants to 
minimize emissions. 


Murkowski argues that EPA regulations will harm the economy and eventually reach small businesses, despite an agency 
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plan to shield small emitters. 

But opponents of Murkowski's measure argue that she and the bill’s backers are doing the bidding of industry lobbyists 
bent on warding off any emissions-cutting mandates. 

“Tell the Grand Oil Party - oil money has polluted our politics and environment enough,” states the ad, which highlights 
oil industry contributions to Republicans. The labor-backed advocacy group is spending $40,000 on the three-day buy 
that starts Tuesday, a spokesman said. 

Murkowski’s resolution cannot be filibustered, but she will still face an uphill fight to reach 51 votes. The measure 
currently has 41 backers, including three moderate Democrats: Blanche Lincoln (Ark.), Mary Landrieu (La.) and Ben 
Nelson (Neb.).

The Senate might vote on a climate change measure this week - but not the comprehensive overhaul that Democrats say is needed in light of the 
Gulf oil spill. 

Sen. Lisa Murkowski, R-Alaska, will push her measure, backed by a few Democrats, to block the Environmental Protection Agency from regulating 
greenhouse gas emissions, reports The Hill . She argues that Congress should set such standards, not the executive branch. 

Murkowski has 41 co-sponsors, according to Roll Call , which says the final vote is expected Thursday evening. 

"Such regulation will ultimately endanger job creation, economic growth and America's competitiveness," Murkowski wrote last week in The Hill. 

Opponents are mobilizing to defeat the measure. Americans United for Change says it's spending about $40,000 on cable TV 
ads in the Washington area this week against what it calls Murkowski's "big oil bailout." 

Sen. John Kerry, D-Mass., who introduced a broad climate-energy bill in May with Sen. Joe Lieberman, 1-Conn., called Murkowski's measure a 
"distraction." 

"If you don't want the EPA to do it, then the Senate needs to provide some adult leadership to pass a comprehensive climate and energy bill instead 
of keeping our heads in the sand and then tying the hands of the EPA," Kerry told The Hill. 

Kerry said Sunday on ABC's "This Week" that the Gulf oil spill shows the need to "put America on the course to true energy independence and 
self-reliance," reports Roll Call. 

President Obama cited the Gulf spill last week in calling for passage of Kerry's bill, which Republicans oppose. 

Sen. John Cornyn, R-Texas, also appearing on "This Week," said he's open to parts of it but remains opposed to the entire package as currently 
written, The Hill reports . 

"We need to be very careful here. I think rather than hit a grand-slam home run, I'd like to work with Sen. Kerry and others to try to hit some 
singles," Cornyn said. 

Kerry responded with his own baseball analogy: "Let me tell you, Joe DiMaggio and Ted Williams and Babe Ruth never stepped up to bat in the 
World Series and said, 'I want to try and hit a single.'"

Environmentalists and liberal advocacy groups are also trying to link the Murkowski resolution to the spill that 
began in April when the BP PLC Deepwater Horizon oil rig exploded off the Louisiana coast, prompting the worst 
oil spill in U.S. history. 

The left-leaning advocacy group Americans United for Change will launch a 30-second television spot tomorrow 
accusing senators backing Murkowski of promoting more pollution in the wake of the massive Gulf oil spill. 

The ad features images of oil spewing from the BP's rig and accuses Murkowski's backers of "working to gut the 
bipartisan Clean Air Act and give Big Oil a bailout." 

The television ad blasts Senate Republicans for their financial ties to large oil companies. "Senate Republicans, 
who have taken nearly 20 million dollars from Big Oil, think our environment hasn't been polluted enough," the 
ad says. 

The $40,000 ad will air through Thursday on MSNBC, FOX News and CNN in Washington, D.C., said Americans 
United for Change spokesman Jeremy Funk. 

Funk said the group is preparing a separate ad aimed specifically at Sen. Susan Collins (R-Maine), after hearing 
that she was leaning toward backing Murkowski's measure. Collins is one of the three Republicans who has not 
signed on as a co-sponsor to the resolution. 

A Collins spokeswoman was not immediately available for comment. 

Americans United for Change was formed in 2005 by Democratic officials and labor interests and has run 
campaigns for a number of Democratic initiatives, including health care legislation, financial reform and climate 
legislation.

Democratic groups, seeking to take advantage of the Gulf oil crisis, are seizing on Big Oil contributions to Republicans in a bid 
to undercut the GOP's 2010 candidates and legislation that threatens the broad cap and trade energy bill pushed by Sen.

Americans United said, however, that the Murkowski bill would boost pollution and is being supported by lawmakers who've 
accepted Big Oil contributions. Murkowski has 41 co-sponsors. Said Funk. "It's gut check time for these senators who need

SHOWDOWN THIS WEEK ON MURKOWSKI SCHEME.... The fate of climate/energy legislation in the Senate remains 
entirely unclear, but policymakers hoping to combat global warming have an alternate route. 

As we talked about a few weeks ago, though it's not ideal, the Environmental Protection Agency can use the Clean Air Act 
to regulate carbon emissions. The White House would like to use this for leverage, telling Congress that if lawmakers don't 
take steps to deal with the problem, the administration will let the EPA use its regulatory authority . It's the White House 
giving lawmakers a choice: either you act or we will. 

Sen. Lisa Murkowski (R-Alaska) wants to create a third option: nobody acts and the problem just gets worse. 

Murkowski has already demonstrated that her sympathies rest with oil companies . but her latest gambit is "a rarely - 
used procedural maneuver that enables Congress to overturn regulations set by the executive branch." In effect, 

Murkowski wants to block climate legislation on the Hill and prevent the EPA from having the authority to act. 

This will come to a head on Thursday. 

Murkowski plans to offer a resolution barring the Environmental Protection Agency from regulating carbon emissions. In 
other words, Murkowski plans to offer a resolution making it less likely we move away from fossil fuels, making it less likely 
we act to prevent a foreseeable catastrophe (in this case, global warming) from occurring, blocking regulators from doing 
their jobs, and disrupting one of our best opportunities to prevent climate change rather than scramble to respond after its 
incalculable effects rip through our atmosphere. 

Murkowski says that her effort is much simpler than all that. "My decision to introduce this measure is rooted in a desire to 
see Congress -- not unelected bureaucrats -- lead the way in addressing climate change," she wrote. 

What an odd thing to say. Murkowski doesn't want Congress to lead the way in addressing climate change. She doesn't 
want anyone addressing climate change. Her defense for this scheme is little more than a pathetic rationalization, 
intended to persuade people who aren't paying attention. 

The Murkowski effort is generating a fair amount of pushback. EPA Administrator Lisa P. Jackson is going 
after the measure , as are progressive groups like Americans United for Change, which has labeled the 
proposal the " Murkowski Big Oil Bailout ." 

We'll see what happens on the Senate floor on Thursday , but keep in mind, the resolution cannot be filibustered -- if it 
gets 51 votes, it passes. The Alaskan senator would effectively need all of the Senate Republicans -- which may itself be 
tricky, since Snowe, Collins, and Brown are hesitant -- and 10 Senate Democrats. That may sound like too high a threshold, 
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but Murkowski already has four Dems, and the senators from West Virginia and Virginia have not yet weighed in.

Tomorrow, the U.S. Senate will take up a controversial measure that would restrict the ability of the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency to control the release of greenhouse gases by cars and industry. Maine's two moderate Republican 
senators are considered swing votes on Alaska Senator Lisa Murkowski's resolution. Both Maine Sens. Susan Collins and 
Olympia Snowe have been critical of EPA rules and won't say how they will vote, which is unsettling to environmental 
groups and state officials. 

"The Senate should defeat it and act swiftly to lessen the extensive damage caused in the Gulf, to cut our oil dependence and 
move to a clean energy economy," says Paul Bums, who is with the group Environment Maine. He says the resolution 
detracts from the climate change legislation currently pending in Congress, including a bill sponsored by Sen. Collins. 

"EPA would have to rescind its clean car standards because the resolution would veto EPA's scientific findings that global 
warming pollutants endanger human health and the environment," Bums says. 

A sticking point for Collins does not have to do with car emissions but the way EPA intends to regulate emissions from 
burning biomass — which is to say, no differently from other sources of greenhouse gases. 

The forest products industry maintains that biomass users should be exempted from EPA rules. They consider biomass 
combustion carbon-neutral because it releases carbon dioxide into the air, offsetting the C02 trees sucked in during their 
growth. 

Collins appears to be on the same page. In a statement she says, "While I support regulating greenhouse gas emissions, I 
have reservations about the sweeping approach EPA is pursuing. For example, for the first time the EPA has classified 
biomass as not carbon neutral, which could have a negative impact on Maine's forest products industry."? 

But Maine Environmental Commissioner David Littell says it's one thing to call biomass harvested from sustainable forests 
carbon-neutral. But he says not all biomass is the same. "We can't accept the proposition that trees that are harvested and cut 
down for permanent development ,that never are going to grow back again, is sustainable and carbon-neutral. Obviously 
those trees are never going to regrow." 

Littell has sent a memo to both senators, urging them to reject the Murkowski resolution, which also seeks to undo the 
EPA's greenhouse gas standards on tailpipes. "This resolution is clearly heavily supported by the petroleum industry and by 
the coal industry in this country, and it's really about greenhouse gas reduction and whether we're going to clean up our air 
and clean up the air sources that are upwind of us," Littel says. 

Gov. John Baldacci has personally written the senators. David Farmer, a spokesman for the governor, says that passage of 
the resolution would be a step backward for Maine, which he describes as a national leader on climate change. 

"Maine was one of the states that joined Massachusetts in suing the EPA to move forward with the control of greenhouse 
gases under the Clean Air Act," Farmer says. "Maine is among the 10 states that were part of the regional greenhouse gas 
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initiative, which is one of the first programs in the country to control greenhouse gases." 

Collins is not just getting pressure from within Maine. The national advocacy group. Americans United for Change, 
is also running ads in Maine against the resolution. 

The ads specifically target Collins, but spokesman Jeremy Funk says the group would have liked to target Maine 
Sen. Olympia Snowe as well, whom he says, in recent days, has been rumored to be open to the resolution. 

Snowe's office maintains that she is still reviewing the legislation, but points out that the senator is worried about what 
repercussions the new EPA rules will have for dozens of major employers in Maine. 

President Obama has signaled he will veto the Murkowski resolution. But Lisa Pohlmann of the Natural Resources Council of 
Maine says that this does not give senators a pass to approve the resolution. 

"The U.S. is the biggest emitter in the world and we have to be the leaders on taking action by our government," Pohlman 
says. "We really believe that there's an important window right now for legislation to actually be able to move through the 
Senate and on thorough Congress, and this is just not the moment to show any weakness, any sense that this is not an 
important issue." 

The Senate is expected to take up the resolution in the morning. The measure needs only 5 1 votes instead of the typical 60 
because it falls under a special Congressional procedure for measures that change agency rules.

Most Important Climate and Energy Vote of Year Tests Senate Direction

Late last year when Senator Lisa Murkowski announced she would vigorously oppose any effort to use the Clean Air Act to 
regulate carbon emissions, enviromnental leaders in Washington understood the significance of the Alaska Republican's 
challenge. A loyal ally of fossil fuel developers, Senator Murkowski attracts more campaign financing from the oil and utility 
industries than all but two other Senate lawmakers, according to federal election records. 


The months-long skirnishing between Senator Murkowski and environmental advocates is now in its final hours, with 
both sides asserting they will prevail. A t stake is a vote in the Senate scheduled for Thursday night on a “resolution of 
disapproval” introduced by Senator Murkowski last January and meant to disrupt the Obama administration’s pioneering 
work to respond to climate change by limiting emissions of carbon dioxide and five other greenhouse gases in the U.S. 


Though the Murkowski resolution faces an arduous route through a Democratic-controlled Congress and White House, the 
Thursday vote will be the most important Congressional test yet this year on where the United States is going on climate 
action and clean energy. 


The details of what's been happening look like this: Senator Murkowski's resolution, which has 41 co-sponsors, would 
overturn the Environmental Protection Agency’s formal scientific finding on December 7. 2009 that carbon dioxide and 
five other climate-changing pollutants endanger human health and the environment . 

The EPA’s “endangerment finding,” introduced at the start of the United Nations climate summit in Copenhagen last year, 
was saluted by climate activists and government officials around the world. The finding made it legally possible to use the 
Clean Air Act, the nation’s primary air pollution statute, to set and enforce new manufacturing practices and emissions limits 
that tamed the U.S. contribution to global climate change. 


Moment of Reckoning For Both Sides 

The vote couldn't come at a more opportune moment for climate advocates and the fossil fuel industry and should provide a 
helpful sorting out of the relative political influence of both sides. 


The last six months have been a period of dismay for the American climate action community, challenged by the 
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disappointing results in Copenhagen, and fighting back against the furious attack by pundits and lawmakers on the validity of 
climate science. 

The last six weeks have been equally dismal for the oil industry, which has attracted new public scrutiny because of the 
horrendous oil spill in the Gulf, and the equally destructive environmental consequences of mining and processing oil from 
Alberta, Canada's tar sands. 

If the resolution passes, an event seen as unlikely by Democratic Senate staffers, it would almost certainly have the effect of 
putting an even deeper trench in the already difficult path that comprehensive climate and energy legislation has in the 
Senate. Conversely, if the resolution fails by a wide margin, that result would likely build new legislative enthusiasm for a 
climate and energy bill this year. 

Important players from both sides are making their cases. Americans United for Change today began three days of 
cable TV advertising in Washington, D.C., that explicitly link the BP Gulf disaster to the Murkowski resolution 
and the assertion that at Republicans are “working to gut the bipartisan Clean Air Act and give big oil a 
bailout.” 

Senator Murkowski issued a statement this week that accused critics of the resolution of misrepresenting her intentions. 
"There has been a great deal of misinformation spread about my effort by groups — almost all of which are based outside of 
Alaska — who want to cut the emissions blamed for climate change no matter what the cost," Murkowski said. Her 
spokesman, Robert Dillon, said the resolution is not about debating the science behind climate change. Rather, he told the 
Associated Press, it's about stopping an "out of control" government agency. 

Senator Murlcowski's conservative supporters contend that using the Clean Air Act to regulate carbon emissions is a 
regulatory overreach by big government. “Every sector of our economy — transportation, power generation and 
manufacturing — would be subjected to EPA’s bureaucratic reach,” said Tom Borelli director of the Free Enterprise Project 
at the National Center for Public Policy Research .

Electoral maps put together by the consulting firm helmed by Karl Rove, and obtained by ABC News, show Sen. Hillary Clinton, D-NY, to be a 
stronger general election candidate in a hypothetical general election match-up against Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., than Sen. Barack Obama, D- 
lllinois.

States are allocated in Rove's exercise based on an average of public polls, which many pollsters would tell you is a rather unscientific way to 
look at the data. 

Still, for political junkies the information is interesting. 

In the first map from Karl Rove & Co., McCain leads Obama in a hypothetical match-up, winning states totaling 238 electoral votes to Obama's 221 
electoral votes. 

There are 538 total electoral votes. At least 270 are needed to win the presidency. 

The trend is positive for Obama - he is up 1 4 electoral votes from May 1 1 , and McCain is down 1 3 electoral votes. 

The map shows McCain winning Florida, New Hampshire, West Virginia and Wisconsin. States with 79 electoral votes - Connecticut, Colorado, 
Iowa, Michigan, Nebraska, New Mexico, North Dakota, Ohio, and Virginia - are toss-ups, within a margin of error of +/- 3 points. 

In the hypothetical Clinton-McCain match-up, Clinton leads with 259 electoral votes to McCain's 206 electoral votes. 

States totaling 73 electoral votes - Connecticut, Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, and New Mexico - too close to call. 

Clinton, too, is trending upwards, with a gain of 1 1 electoral votes since May 1 1 . 

The big differences between Clinton and Obama, beyond the her larger number: 

Clinton would make competitive some states that Obama would lose - such as Missouri and New Hampshire - and she would win others outright, 
such as Arkansas, Florida, Ohio and West Virginia. 

On the other hand, McCain would handily win beat Clinton in some states that Obama made competitive, such as Colorado, North Dakota, and 
Virginia. Some states that Obama would win, such as Minnesota and Nebraska - Clinton would lose to McCain. 

Occasionally this election cycle the electoral maps of Karl Rove & Co. have reared their heads. In March, McCain adviser Mark McKinnon was 
spotted holding some of these maps, as reported by Texas Monthly

Good evening 

This afternoon the AFL-CIO convened the Political Committee (usually chaired by AFSCME President Lee 
Saunders but because of a health issue, Trumka chaired). Interesting intel from this meeting to pass along. 

Political Committee Discussion Points today: 

1 . Stuart Appelbaum pushed back on the AFT at the meeting regarding their early endorsement process. He 
stated that he understood there to be a 60 day notification to affiliated unions by an endorsing union. Trumka 
clarified that that was incorrect. He engaged in debate with Randi Weingarten's Executive Assistant Michelle 
Ringuette about their process and Trumka cut off debate. Appelbaum also urged no early endorsement by the 
AFL-CIO in the Presidential primary. 

Randi personally called today to mention this exchange with Stuart along with the importance of prep for the 
Executive Council meeting and reconnecting on policy. She stated that she will be directly following up with 
Appelbaum and was very shocked by his comments at the meeting. Randi is in Canada or would have been 
there in person. 

I am attaching a letter from Lee Saunders in the response to attacks Randi has received over the past week, 
FYI. 

2. The Political Committee decided that there would not be a President endorsement recommendation coming 
off of the Executive Committee meeting by July 30th. This is not news for us but it was formally voted on. This 
still allows them to move in the future, internally I have heard a lot of talk that they know they need to endorse 
and would be looking to before February 2016 (how it looks today, we'll see). 

3. The Bricklayer Unions (HRC spoke with President Boland on 6/10/15 and he also attended the Podesta's 
reception) announced that they will be making a endorsement recommendation at their Convention on 9/14-17/ 
15. I will follow up with them tomorrow, but this is good news for us. BAC was a 2007 HRC endorsers. 

4. Write off APWU and the Flight Attendants (affiliated with CWA)-Both Presidents publicly stated their support 
for Sanders in the Political Committee meeting today. I think our work is to keep them neutral. 

Preparation for the Executive Council Meeting: 

Randi mentioned today she very much wants to be on the offense going into the July 30th Executive Council 
meeting. She is going to be asking for a point of privilege at the meeting to emphasize the importance of her 
early endorsement. She has already lined support in the room among AFSCME, Trade Unions and 1AM. She 
wants HRC to go into the room on offense too. I flag this because I think it could be helpful to have a strategy 
session around the July 30th meeting for the Secretary. Randi also raised the Cadillac Tax issue with me 
today. Randi is really an amazing HRC champion. 

Other Follow Up Items: 

AFT will be in the HQ tomorrow in department meetings from 1 1-4pm. 
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*Flag for you, UTU President Mike Mulgrew will be attending the Policy meeting from 1 -2pm. This was at the 
request of Randi. 

We will be meeting in the Nevada room if anyone would like to stop by. 

I am reviewing tonight/tomorrow the research on ATU/APWU/CWA and will circle back. 

I am setting up meetings with Suzie Ballentine this week and have a meeting with Heather and Erin next week. 

I'm going to only be asking Suzie for her insights on the CWA and ATU, but not asking for assistance beyond her 
thoughts. FYI. 

Thank you! September 9th is locked in for the Building Trades Council Meeting. Great news.

McCain knows exactly how Ralph Reed helped Jack Abramoff defraud Indian tribes out of tens of millions of dollars, and how 
Reed lobbied on Abramoff's behalf to protect sweatshop owners in the Northern Mariana Islands. Sen. McCain should spare 
himself any further embarrassment by canceling this event immediately. Whose help will he accept next? Tom DeLay's? 


Reed was a key figure in the scandal that resulted in his longtime friend Jack Abramoff being sent to prison in 2006. 
After stepping down as head of the Christian Coalition, Reed and Abramoff, along with others, participated in an elaborate 
scheme that involved Reed taking laundered money from one of Abramoff's Indian tribe clients to fund religious opposition to 
the efforts of other tribes to open casinos that would offer competition. In the process, Abramoff overcharged his clients by 
millions of dollars. Reed's consulting buisness received $5.3 million from his involvement in the plot. 

While Reed was never charged with wrongdoing in the scandal, his ties to Abramoff played a significant role in his 
defeat in the 2006 Republican primary for lieutenant governor of Georgia. Campaign Money Watch aired ads ahead of that 
contest that mentioned his involvement with casinos as well as his efforts opposing legislation to protect workers in the 
Northern Marianas Islands, some of whom were forced to have abortions or engage in prostitution to keep their jobs. 

Campaign Money Watch is a project of the nonpartisan Public Campaign Action Fund. The organization works to hold 
politicians who are against comprehensive campaign finance reform accountable for where they get their political donations.

The 2016 Republican presidential field is shaping up into a legendary free-for-all, with polls showing the race wide open and more candidates 
expressing interest by the day. Will it be Jeb Bush who consolidates establishment support? Can Rand Paul or Ted Cruz break through with a 
powerful grassroots coalition? Could Scott Walker thread the needle between both sides? What about Marco Rubio? 


And then there’s the Democratic side. Will it be Hillary Clinton who prevails? Or will— actually, you know what, it will probably just be Hillary Clinton. 


While the former secretary of state hasn’t even said whether she’ll seek the party’s nomination, her overwhelming dominance in polls, organization 
and endorsements raises the question of whether the Democratic vacuum might drag the Republican primary into its orbit - and even carry over 
into the general election. 


It’s a scenario that has veteran operatives from both parties talking in early primary and caucus states, where a Clinton coronation could prompt 
some less partisan voters to skip the Democratic contest and participate in the more competitive Republican race. 


“If Hillary Clinton is viewed as having the Democratic caucus in the bag, Republicans will be vying for independents and other persuadable voters," 
Jeff Patch, a Republican strategist in Iowa and former state GOP spokesman, told msnbc. 


“It’s pretty typical if you don’t have a heavily contested election that independents would be more interested in voting in a contested election,” said 
Kathy Sullivan, the former chair of the New Hampshire Democratic Party. 


Politicos for the most part see true blue Democrats leaping to the Republican side as an unlikely scenario, but the large, varied and poorly 
understood group of undeclared and independent voters are another story. In the right circumstances, a surge in participation could swing the 
race to the candidate who courts them hardest. 


Independents Day 
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The imbalance between the two parties would hardly be a first. After all, it was just four years ago that a crowded Republican field hogged the 
spotlight while Resident Obama went uncontested for re-election. 


Republicans were hoping for a surge of interest and turnout in early states versus 2008, when the prolonged Democratic primary ended up 
boosting that party’s registration in key states and strengthening Obama, the eventual nominee. The GOP surge didn’t materialize in most cases, but 
with one key exception: Turnout did go up in states where independents could vote or easily switch their party registration on the day of the race, 
suggesting the lack of Democratic competition may have brought some crossover votes with it. 


These include the critical contests of Iowa, where voters can change party registration at the caucus site on the day of the election; New 
Hampshire, where undeclared voters can vote in either party’s primary; and South Carolina, which has a fully open primary. In that state, 25% of 
GOP primary voters described themselves as independents in 2012 exit polls, up from 18% in 2008. In New Hampshire, the number jumped from 
34% in 2008 to 47% in 2012. 


Political analysts sometimes sneer at the notion of true “independents,” saying many behave like partisans or are on the fringes of electoral politics 
and hard to reach. In 2012, a significant chunk of tea party conservatives traded in their “R” for an “I,” which lulled Mitt Romney supporters into the 
false belief that their candidate’s lead with independents showed he was winning swing voters. 


But that doesn’t mean voters outside the traditional party bases aren’t relevant, especially in a low turnout caucus or primary where even a small 
number of surprise votes can swing the outcome. In Iowa, a record 1 22,000 people showed up to vote in the 2012 Republican caucuses - but 
they were only about 1 9% of registered GOP voters. 


“It’s a bit of a self fulfilling prophecy,” Ann Selzer, the pollster behind the famed Des Moines Register survey, said. “If candidates go in thinking the 
only way to win the caucuses is to turn out Christian conservatives, than that’s how they campaign and that’s who shows up.” 


That’s what happened in Iowa in 2008 and 2012, when Mike Huckabee and Rick Santorum four years later rode social conservative support to 
victory. On the Democratic side, however, Obama toppled Clinton in 2008 in Iowa thanks to an intense organizing effort that enlisted thousands of 
new caucus-goers, including independents. The then-lllinois senator won that group in the caucuses by an 18 point margin over second-place 
finisher John Edwards. It’s possible that in 2016, the right candidate could accomplish something similar on the GOP side. 


One Republican candidate in particular is building their campaign hopes around this idea: Kentucky Sen. Rand Paul. “I think Rand Paul has an early 
edge in trying to expand the Republican electorate,” Fhtch, the former Iowa GOP spokesman, said. 


The Kentucky senator’s father, former Congressman Ron Paul, finished a strong third in Iowa’s 2012 caucuses while winning 43% of 
independents, and a distant second in libertarian-heavy New Hampshire while also leading the field with independents at 31%. The younger Fhul 
has spent the last four years pitching the GOP on attracting younger voters and minorities, even if they’re in the other party’s camp, by promoting 
causes like sentencing reform and protection from federal surveillance. 


Doug Stafford, a senior Paul adviser, told msnbc Paul is “certainly well positioned to reach out to Independents and Democrats, whether that is in a 
primary or a general election,” in addition to Republicans. 


Paul “seems to cross party lines, particularly with younger voters,” Stephen Duprey, the former chairman of the New Hampshire GOP, told msnbc. 


But while Paul has been most explicit about appealing outside the Republican box, he’s not the only candidate who could benefit from an inflated 
independent vote if they play their cards right. Duprey noted that centrist Republicans have performed well in New Hampshire by targeting 
independents, who made up close to half of GOP primary voters in 2012. 


The most famous example is John McCain, who romped to an upset victory in the Granite State over George W. Bush in 2000 thanks in part to a 
staggering 41 -point lead with independents. They played a big role in McCain’s crucial 2008 South Carolina primary win as well in which he 
narrowly defeated Mike Huckabee in part by winning independents by a 1 7-point margin. Fterhaps someone like Jeb Bush could make a similar play 
to offset conservatives upset with his position on Common Core education standards and immigration reform. 


Democratic Danger 
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Whether or not an individual Republican candidate can ride independent support to victory, party officials are hoping a more competitive race will 
give them an extended opportunity to make their pitch to persuadable voters that carries over into the general election. 


“I think theres a danger on the part of the Democrats in settling too early and I think, quite frankly, that helps us,” Iowa GOP chair Jeff Kaufmann told 
msnbc. “We have an electorate that’s still searching, and some of the energy might carry over into the independents.” 


Democrats are aware that contested primaries in swing states like Iowa and New Hampshire may give the GOP a head start when it comes to 
organizing voters. Primary campaigns invest months and millions of dollars on identifying, persuading, and mobilizing voters on behalf of their 
individual candidates, and all that work can end end up benefiting the party’s nominee as well. 


“Folks who turn out to vote in primaries are much, much more likely to turn out to vote in the fall,” Josh Fbtnam, a professor of government at 
Appalachian State University who runs election site Frontloading HQ, told msnbc. 


To confront this issue, Obama’s reelection campaign began preparing for the 2012 general election in 201 1 , using the remnants of his 2008 
campaign and the Democratic National Committee to pummel Republican frontrunner Mitt Romney in early primary states and organize Democrats. 
When the primaries did roll around, his campaign used them as a dry run to test get-out-the-vote efforts ahead of the general election. 


Clinton will still need to compete in those primaries, but she can take a page from Obama in organizing early even if she doesn’t face a serious 
challenger. It may be a tough task to keep voters’ interest in her campaign, even though many will view her candidacy as a forgone conclusion, but 
Democrats say she can stay relevant by varying her message as time goes on, layering one rationale for a run on top of another. 


Mitch Stewart, one of Obama’s top organizers from both the 2008 and 2012 campaigns, and current advisor to the pro-Clinton super PAC Ready 
for Hillary, acknowledged the challenge, but said he’s not too concerned about it. “If the Republican primary is more interesting, that doesn’t mean 
that we’re doomed in the general election,” he said. 


He recalled an example from his work during the 2004 election cycle for Edwards in Iowa. President George W. Bush was running for reelection 
and had no primary, so Republicans spent far less time organizing in the state. “In 2003, when I was in Iowa working on the caucus, there were 
five or six [Democratic] campaigns actively working the states for the year, and I remember leaving the state and thinking, there’s no way a 
Democrat will lose in Iowa in 2004,” he said. 


Bush ended up narrowly defeating John Kerry in Iowa en route to his re-election.

If you're an aspiring presidential candidate, says professional crisis manager Eric Dezenhall, right now is "a great time to take a pratfall because it's 
so far away from anything major." 


That's a good thing because so many of the candidates' feet have been sliding out from under them. 
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The first six weeks of 201 5 have featured mangled messages, snappishness, a bad hire and other flubs from the Republicans who would be 
president. 


It's pretty much to be expected in the earliest stages of a campaign with just short of a gazillion potential candidates who haven't done this before. 


In recent days: 


— Former Florida Gov. Jeb Bush cut loose a new hire with a history of inappropriate comments about women, gays and blacks. 


— New Jersey Gov. Chris Christie and Kentucky Sen. Rand Paul struggled to strike the right tone on whether parents should have to vaccinate 
their children. 


— Wisconsin Gov. Scott Walker caught flak for ducking questions and picking a fight with the revered University of Wisconsin. 


Candidates-in-waiting got peevish. They gave underwhelming speeches. They tried to disavow their own words. And so on. 


Do these responses sound like guys who are ready to be president? 


Do you believe in evolution, Gov. Walker? "I'm going to punt on that one." 


What about the Islamic State group, Gov. Christie? "Is there something you don't understand about, 'No questions?"' 


It's part of the long and brutal learning curve for a presidential race, where even seasoned politicians find the scrutiny more intense than for lesser 
offices. 


Dezenhall calls this the season of "gaffe congestion" for would-be candidates and says 20 months out from Election Day 2016 is a good time to get 
them over with. 


In an earlier time, even eight years ago or 1 2, none of this recent drama would have been much more than a paragraph in the saga that is a 
presidential race. 


"Now, thanks to Twitter and the immediacy of political commentary, mistakes are much more painful," says Ari Fleischer, a communications 
consultant who was President George W. Bush's press secretary. 


Still, he says, the best candidates will learn from their early stumbles and quickly regain their stride. 


Jeb Bush's team probably will check out future job applicants more carefully. A less bombastic Christie was back working in Iowa not long after 
snapping at reporters in London. Walker turned to Twitter to at least explain, somewhat, his thinking on evolution after his refusal to answer a 
question on the subject during his own trip to London became a distraction. 


"Much of what's happening right now won't be remembered a year from now or in a general election," says Stephanie Cutter, a veteran of 
Democratic presidential campaigns for Barack Obama and John Kerry. She said part of the problem may be that potential candidates don't yet have 
a full complement of campaign staff. 
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But she also said that some of the recent commotion, such as the vaccine flap, could signal a dynamic that will carry forward in the race as GOP 
candidates try to cater to primary voters without tacking so far to the right that it causes them trouble in the general election. 


It's also clear that even if regular voters aren't tuned in yet, the potential candidates are being sized up by donors, activists and potential staff who 
will be crucial to helping them run an effective campaign. 


Mo Elleithee, communications director for the Democratic National Committee, predicts that some of the recent GOP missteps could turn out to be 
particularly telling for voters in the long run. 


Christie and Paul, with their bluster and argumentative interaction with the press, are "letting people see who they really are," he said. 


For now, Democrats can largely sit back and enjoy the GOP clatter because expected candidate Hillary Rodham Clinton has the experience of the 
2008 Democratic primaries on her resume and is expected to face little primary opposition this time. 


But Fleischer said even Clinton will have an adjustment to make if she jumps back into the presidential mosh pit after eight years of "the paid 
speaker's life, which is scrutiny-free, and the charmed life of a secretary of state, where you're not covered in the same way you are in political 
campaigns." 


Dezenhall said one skill that candidates on both sides will need to learn early on is damage control — both how to respond and what safely can be 
ignored — because errors are inevitable. 


"Fblitics used to be about where you stood," he said. "Now, it's about what you stepped in."

Overall, stocks perform better under Democratic presidents than Republican ones, according to S&P Capital IQ. 


In the last 1 00 years, the S&P 500 (SPX) had about a 1 2% median annual gain during the tenures of Democratic presidents. Republican presidents 
only saw a median rise of just over 5% a year. 


Of course, any analysis comes with the large disclaimer that the past is no predictor of future returns. But investors have started to take notice. 


'90s throwback? President Clinton is in a league of his own when it comes to stock market performance. The S&P 500 rose by a total of 210% 
during his two terms, well ahead of any recent president. To put that in context, the index has grown 160% since Obama took office. 
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There's hope that Hillary would bring more of the same. 


"She would be very well received," by Wall Street, says Greg Valliere, chief political strategist at Potomac Research Group. "There's a certain 
comfort level there because of Bill." 


Gridlock city: Hillary - or any Democrat in the executive branch - would likely continue the gridlock between the White House and a Republican-led 
Congress. Considering the opposition Bill faced from a GOP Congress, that may not be a bad scenario for markets. 


When Congress is split, the S&P 500 gains 10% a year with Democratic presidents and 3% a year with Republicans presidents, according to data 
from Standard & Poor Equity Research. 


For better or worse, gridlock means no significant reforms to Wall Street. Investors like that, says Valliere. 


"The markets, in general, can live with gridlock," Valliere says. "They pass less activist legislation." 


Bush, Clinton compete on the Street: As the election nears, all the candidates' policies will be in the spotlight. 


The most formidable candidate competing for Wall Street's hearts, minds and checkbooks so far is former Florida Governor Jeb Bush. No stranger 
to Wall Street, Bush recently quit a stint as an adviser to investment bank Barclays. 


Investors' views of any candidates could hinge on one big issue for corporate America: cybersecurity, says Kristina Hooper, U.S. investment 
strategist at Allianz Global Investors. 


Almost 90% of CEOs say cybersecurity is their top priority this year, according to a recent survey by investment bank Piper Jaffray. TurboTax and 
Anthem can speak from experience. 

"It is a huge issue now among corporate leaders," Hooper says. Cybersecurity "is completely under the radar now for investors in terms of the 
election [and that] could really come to the fore in the next 1 8 months." 


How much does a president do? Of course, some point out that a president's policies don't really drive the markets much. These days, every 
investor is hanging on the words and actions of Federal Reserve Chair Janet Yellen, and when the Fed decides to raise interest rates. 


Love it or hate it, the Fed's stimulus program undoubtedly played a major role in the U.S. economy over the past six years. 


"Sometimes we ascribe more influence by administrations to the performance of the economy and the financial markets than they really deserve," 
says Ed Yardeni, president of Yardeni Research, an investment strategy firm.

Barack Obama announced on Feb. 1 0 

Tom Vilsack was preparing to withdraw the next week to endorse Hillary Clinton. 

For Republicans: 

Duncan Hunter announced on Oct. 30 

Sam Brownback announced on Jan. 20 

Mike Huckabee announced on Meet the Press Jan. 28 

Mitt Romney announced on Feb. 1 3 

Rudy Giuliani confirms his candidacy on Feb. 14 

John McCain was preparing to announce on David Letterman on Feb. 28 

In fact, many of the candidates listed above officially launched exploratory committees well before their formal and ceremonial announcements. 

This year, Former Virginia Senator Jim Webb is the only major candidate to say he is launching an exploratory committee (technically there are 165 
federally registered 2016 candidates race).

Despite the formal announcements, staffs are growing, donors are being locked down, and book tours and trips to Iowa and New Hampshire are 
increasing. A glance at the speakers at the Republican cattle calls last month — or the one coming up in March — will show a list of "likely" 
candidates giving policy speeches and openly working to build support. 


Instead of creating the exploratory committees, these "likely" candidates have launched their own fundraising groups that allow them spend money 
for political activities. Out of the major candidates, 15 potential republicans and two democratic candidates have announced forming these 
Leadership PACs or 527s. 


University of Maryland Government and Politics Ffofessor David Karol studies elections and agrees this election cycle is developing slower than 
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previous years, but warns that's not the entire picture. 


"Whether people are formally declared — or not — isn't the whole story here, they're running anyway," Karol explained to NBC News. 


"I think if Jeb [Bush] is going around making speeches on key issues, getting reported on by you guys, talking to Republicans in key states, then" 
Karol continued, "he's out there and people know he's out there."

This is an interesting statistical analysis that backs up my theory of the election, that turnout is the key and that 
Hillary faces greater danger than polling indicates because of her enthusiasm gap. That the danger is that 
because of her enthusiasm gap the 2016 general election could be closer to the turnout pattern of midterm 
elections than most presidential elections have been. If my theory of 2016 is correct Hillary will underperform 
compared to her pre-voting polling numbers and Bernie and Cruz, and possibly Trump, will overperform and 
receive a higher percentage of the actual vote than pre-voting polling suggests. 

This also explains my observation in recent years of foreign polling that the right has performed better than a 
string of pre-election polling in a number of nations such as Israel, Britain, Poland and U.S. Midterms. 

However this patten was broken in the Canadian election, where Trudeau outperformed, and in the recent 
French regional elections where the national front dramatically underperformed in actual voting in the second 
round lower than first round voting and pre-election polling before the second round as voters had to make the 
power decision of actual electing they pulled back from the far right. 

Net net the biggest danger to Hillary, in my opinion, is not Bernie or Republicans but Hillary. The nature of her 
calculating and maneuvering political style is an enthusiasm reducer, in the same way and for similar reasons 
that Obama had the exact same result in 2010 and 2014 midterms of depressing Democratic voters and 
energizing Republican voters. 

This is why I have long believed that nobody will win in 2016, the issue is which candidate loses in 

2016 whether Hillary depresses more voters through the enthusiasm gap she generates or whether the 

Republican right will look strong in primaries but weaken in the general election as the national front did in the 
recent French elections. Either outcome is possible. If we add a new variable, a potential major terror attack in 
America in the months before the election, there is a conceivable scenario in which a rightist candidate is elected 
president because her Secretary of State experience becomes more of a negative, because she will share 
blame with Obama for the attack, while Republican and rightist turnout soars through the charts on the upside 
because of anger and fear.

Eastern. The main event with the top 10 candidates begins at 8 p.m. EST. 

If you’re watching at home, I strongly encourage you to follow along on our robust live blog. 
(It’s accessible here .) 

— What are the pros watching for? This afternoon I asked my colleagues on the Post’s 
politics team, all living and breathing this campaign, what they’re watching tonight: 

Dan Balz: “Looks like a night of bumper cars. Lots of potential collisions that could occur. 
And then there is John Kasich’s shot across the bow. Candidates seem ready to break the 
rules. Would be surprised if there are not interruptions.” 

Karen Tumulty: “Will any of the other Republican candidates attack the new Iowa front- 
runner, Dr. Ben Carson? His favorable ratings are stratospheric, so they do it at their peril.” 

Matea Gold: “The must-see-TV factor tonight: the inevitable Trump-Carson engagement. 
Will Trump get a rise out of Carson? And will Cruz find a savvy way to navigate their tension 
and pull more conservatives to his camp? The secondary drama will be all about Bush and 
Rubio. I’m really curious to see which Jeb shows up: the scolding figure on display in South 
Carolina Saturday, or the upbeat, happy warrior who charmed donors in Houston on 
Sunday and Monday? And lastly: will anyone call Trump on his ties to the super PAC that 
disbanded last week?” 

Chris Cillizza: “WWJD: What Will Jeb Do? He has to find a way to make himself heard 
from in this debate after two forgettable performances and reports that his campaign was 
forced into cutbacks amid a fundraising shortage. Does he attack Trump? Carson? Rubio? 
All three? None? This is a guy who has always been uncomfortable getting down in the 
mud to win campaigns, but it looks like he might have to tonight.” 

David Weigel: “I’m looking for Rand Paul to out-denounce everyone in his approach to 
Washington; he’s been insisting that no one else credibly can destroy the IRS or pass a 
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Balanced Budget Amendment. And I’m looking for Mike Huckabee to be the lone, full-bore 
defender of Social Security as it is.” 

Abby D. Phillip has been exploring why Carly Fiorina has faded so much since her 
breakout performance last month: “Her last debate polling bump is long gone, so she has a 
lot to prove. Can the one-time rising star of this Republican primary impress again? The 
former CEO will have a natural advantage: tonight’s CNBC debate will be heavily focused 
on economic and business issues — her strength. But she will need to stand out on a stage 
of big personalities.” 

Jenna Johnson, on the Trump beat, was with The Donald in Iowa last night. She 
wonders how he will respond if he’s no longer the center of attention: “In the past week, 
Trump has at times seemed to struggle with how to tactfully go after Carson, so it will be 
interesting to see if he takes the lead on that tonight or let’s his opponents have at it.” 

Philip Rucker is most interested in the Carson factor: “How does he handle policy-specific 
questions from the debate moderators? How will other candidates handle him? Will any 
attack? Donald Trump has begun hitting Carson hard and is likely to amplify his attacks on 
the debate stage. But will other candidates, such as Ted Cruz, draw contrasts with Carson 
considering that the mild-mannered doctor now stands in their way in Iowa?” 

Katie Zezima, who travels with Ted Cruz, is interested to see if the Texas senator tries to 
insert himself more in this debate and if he more explicitly sharpens the contrasts with his 
rivals. In recent weeks, he has still been effusive about Trump on the trail, but Katie has 
noticed a subtle shift. Cruz now says that Trump has reframed the central question of the 
primary as: Who will stand up to Washington? “I’m wondering if he’s going to draw a 
distinction between himself and Carson, now the front-runner, and Bush and Rubio, and if 
he’ll put any daylight between himself and Trump.” 

Sean Sullivan: “Jeb Bush’s top aides wouldn’t have branded Marco Rubio a ‘GOP 
Obama’ in a presentation to major donors on Monday if they weren’t prepared for it to come 
up during tonight’s debate. In the first two debates, the exchanges between Rubio and 
Bush were pretty tame. That could change tonight. Watch to see how aggressive Bush is 
against his longtime friend and whether Rubio wants to engage him. It will say a lot about 
the tone of the campaign moving forward.” 

Ed O’Keefe: “Does Jeb’s physical distance from Trump make him more willing to attack 
the frontrunner? And how will he confront Rubio standing right next to him?” 

Jose DelReal: “Kasich’s outburst yesterday was super interesting because it speaks to 
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how frustrated establishment candidates are feeling about being ‘demonized,’ in Bush’s 
words, for being reasonable. They are having serious trouble messaging on the lacking 
political tenability that underlies many ideas put forward by Trump and Carson. The problem 
is that when they DO bring up how impractical some of these proposals are (Kasich on 
health care; Christie on Social Security; Bush on immigration), they turn off huge swaths of 
GOP voters AND also implicitly criticize those voters as impractical.” 

Anne Gearan: “The next president will inherit the morass in Iraq and Syria. With word this 
week that U.S. troops will be back on the ground in Iraq, albeit under very limited 
circumstances, I’d like to hear candidates either propose a true exit strategy or say plainly 
that they envision an ongoing U.S. military presence.” 

David Fahrenthold will watch closely to see how Carson responds if pressed on 
Medicare, guns and immigration. But he’s also looking forward to the undercard: “I’d also 
like to see if Lindsey Graham is still hung over. ‘No bright lights!’” 

Again, please follow our live blog for updates from these reporters and many 
others. 

BREAKING THIS AFTERNOON: Bush now wants to “phase out” the sugar 
subsidy. This puts him at odds with and to the right of Rubio on an issue 
important to fiscal conservatives, many of whom decry the special breaks as 
“crony capitalism” at its worse. Tom Hamburger notes that Bush’s position comes as he 
retools his operation to focus on early-voting states, including Iowa, where the corn industry 
is preparing to begin an ad campaign attacking the subsidy. Bush’s campaign said he’s 
held this position for awhile now, but it caught industry players and old allies off 
guard. Rubio, who has steadfastly defended the special breaks, is being backed in a big 
way this year by members of the Florida-based Fanjul family, which controls one of the 
world’s biggest sugar empires. In light of his scoop, Hamburger wonders: “Will the 
candidates address the issue of agriculture subsidies, a tough but revealing question given 
the upcoming Iowa caucuses?”

We just ended our Ignite! Conference in St. Louis, where 1 ,000 of our best member leaders gathered to recommit to 
fighting to build economic and political power for all workers! 


I’m following up on our conversation on how Secretary Clinton can engage with SEIU members and non-union 
workers. As you know our members are putting their hearts and souls into the Fight for $15 and a union, 
commonsense immigration reform, delivering on the promise of ACA, Blacks Lives Matter, and voting rights for 
everyone. 


I’m looking forward to working together to think about how we can create spaces for the Secretary to have a dialogue 
with our members and non-union workers, so she can hear their stories, and they can hear how she’s thinking about 
the issues that matter to working people.

For example, we could pull together a group of childcare 
providers and fast food workers to talk with the Secretary about the challenges of our nation’s lack of affordable, 
accessible, and universal childcare for low-wage workers and providers.

Progressive European research finds: around five million crowd workers in the uk ‘gig 

economy’ 


Joint study by the Foundation for European Progressive Studies (FEPS) and UNI Europa, carried out by University of Hertfordshire, with 
fieldwork by Ipsos MORI, indicates the true size of the UK’s ‘gig economy’. The findings have prompted calls for further research into the 
impact on workers' rights, consumer protection, public health and tax revenues. 

It is known by many different names: ‘gig economy’, ‘sharing economy’, ‘crowd working’, ‘platform capitalism' and even ‘uberisation’. But one 
thing is clear: we are witnessing a phenomenal growth in new forms of work organised via online platforms. Up to now there has been little 
accurate information about its extent in the UK but, according to the latest research into the scale of this far-reaching change to national work 
culture, around 11% of online adults aged 16-75, equivalent to five million people, are being paid for work through online platforms like 
Upwork, Uber and TaskRabbit.

Main source of work or a supplement to a main job? 

It is often thought the gig economy is used either for altruistic reasons or as an occasional income top-up in addition to another main job. In 
fact, for a substantial proportion of UK crowd workers, it is the only or main source of income. As graphic shows, over a quarter of those willing 
to divulge this information say they rely on this income as their sole or main source of income.

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Who are the crowd workers? 

Women are somewhat more likely than men to be crowd workers, with 54% of the crowd workforce female and 46% male. 

Crowd workers are generally young, with just over half (51%) under the age of 35. Nevertheless, around one crowd worker in six (16%) is over 55 
showing that age is no barrier to participating in the gig economy. 

It is often thought that most crowd workers are students. This is not the case. Only 10% of those actually doing crowd work in the sample were 
students, a proportion that dropped to 6% among those doing crowd work at least weekly. This is in line with the general proportion of students 
in the adult population of the UK (at around 8%).

"Upon waking, I look at my phone. No messages, so I turn on my laptop and get it looking for some work. As I brush my teeth, an alarm goes 
off, and I rush back, toothbrush hanging from my mouth, to write some titles for porn videos. Once the 10, 000 pieces of work are complete, I 
return to the bathroom. Next I grab my laptop and head to the kitchen to get breakfast, but before I can crack an egg the alarm goes off again. 
This time it is a survey that takes me over an hour, but when I get to the last page it tells me I don’t qualify and that I won't be paid for what I 
had done up to that point. Infuriated, I head to Turkopticon, a site where workers can rate people who post work on Amazon Mechanical Turk, 
to warn others, but by now there are already over a dozen other comments from people who have already faced the same issue. After this I 
make breakfast, sit down, and watch for any work that might come through. I need $100 today to pay the rent, buy some groceries, and pay 
for my daughter’s school trip, but I'm not sure I'm going to get it. By bedtime, after being at my computer for over 12 hours, I only have $20. 
Tomorrow I’ll have to work extra hard, or maybe skip breakfast, or I might not make the rent".

Dear John, On the unwarranted assumption that time lies easy on your hands, I am taking the liberty of imposing on you another letter on the 
economy. First, re Tim Geithner - It seems likely that, with some hiccups, he will be confirmed. However, it now seems clear, for reasons of which 
you are undoubtedly far more aware than I am, that his failure to pay his taxes cannot be dismissed as simply an oversight. At the golf club and in 
the corporate world these are, at best, perceived as minor transgressions, but in the highest levels of the financial community, where reputation is 
the bedrock on which one's ability to function rests, they are perceived rather differently. My concern is that the Geithner "currency" in his 
dealings with the G5,G7,G8,G20,BIS and, most importantly, the career professionals at the Treasury has been tarnished. However brilliant his 
ideas and however well he presents them, he cannot escape the stigma of having cheated on his taxes, hence his ability to inspire confidence is 
sadly diminished. The global economic crisis is at heart a perception that asset valuations are wildly over-stated, whether it be those carried on 
the balance sheets of Citigroup and Merrill, the shares of GM or Mr. and Mrs. Smith's house in Queens, and no recovery is possible until that 
perception is changed. Through monetary and fiscal policy the central banks and finance ministries of the world are attempting to address this 
by subsidizing the devaluation. The difficulty with this approach, necessary though it is, is that the more money thrown at the problem the more 
perceptions as to true value decrease and the currency employed becomes debased (not a problem for the U.S.yet as we remain the world's 
reserve currency, but just look at the pound, the euro and the ruble). The other method of addressing the problem is to raise people's perception of 
value by the restoration of confidence in the system. I believe Harold passed on to you Prof. King's (Governor of the Bank of England) comment to 
me that the single most important thing the President-elect could do for the global economy would be to appoint Paul Volcker as Secretary of the 
Treasury. I did not know at the time, and am breaking a confidence in revealing it, but Paul had received a letter from Carlo Ciampi, former Minister 
of Finance and head of the Central Bank of Italy which read, in its entirety, as follows "Dear Paul, We T rust You. Carlo". The position of Secretary 
of the Treasury is now filled but, surely, there is a way for the President to make the world aware that Paul is playing a key role in developing the 
response of the United States to the global economic crisis. Restoration of confidence is far less costly and far less politically controversial than a 
bailout but, of course, both are needed. On a far lighter note, I gather that Steve Rattner is likely to be the "car czar. "As he is one of the most 
unpopular people on Wall Street (number 2 in my Pantheon, a distant second, but nonetheless second, to Bruce Wasserstein) the prospect that 
between the unions, the managment, the shareholders and Nancy Pelosi we will be treated to a 21 st Century version of that delightful medieval 
custom of drawing and quartering will give pleasure to many. With deep felt congratulations for the magnificent job you and your colleagues have

ABC News' Rick Klein Reports: A watchdog group is launching an advertising campaign and filing an FEC 
complaint questioning the McCain campaign's ties to lobbyists, as Sen. John McCain and Sen. 

Barack Obama spar over each other's ties to special interests. 

The TV ad from Campaign Money Watch, set to run on Washington, D.C., broadcast and cable outlets 
starting Monday, focuses on McCain's role in the awarding of an Air Force contract that would 
eventually go to the French company Airbus instead of the American company Boeing. 

"Seven of McCain's staff and fundraisers lobbied for Airbus," the ad says. "And guess what? lohn 
McCain intervened, which helped Airbus get that Pentagon contract. Tell lohn McCain to kick those 
lobbyists off the Straight Talk Express." 

The group is also asking the Federal Election Commission to investigate two other public reports that 
touch on McCain's connections to lobbyists: That a lobbying company, the Loeffler Group LLP, made 
payments this year to McCain's national finance director, Susan Nelson; and that a company controlled 
in part by campaign manager Rick Davis sliced more than $100,000 off of McCain campaign's tab, when 
the campaign was starved for cash last year. 

While working for Loeffler, Nelson lobbied on behalf of Airbus. 

Newsweek reported last month that Nelson was rehired early this year as a consultant for the company, 
while on the McCain campaign's payroll. 

Campaign Money Watch alleges that the payments made by the Loeffler Group and the discount arranged 
by the company 3eDC could amount to illegal corporate contributions, according to an FEC complaint to 
be filed Monday. A copy of the group's letter to the FEC was provided to ABC News. 

"That both of these matters involve excess or illegal contributions from for-profit entities raises 
serious questions about the McCain campaign that must be answered," the complaint states. "Simply 
asserting, without evidence, that they have done nothing wrong does not, in our judgment, 
satisfactorily answer the serious possibility that federal election law has been violated on at least 
two separate occasions." 

The McCain campaign dismissed the allegations, calling them "baseless" 
and expressing confidence that the FEC complaint would be dismissed. 

On the Boeing-Airbus deal, McCain aides note that the senator did not directly intervene on Airbus' 
behalf, but rather encouraged the Air Force to level the playing field during the bidding process.

Iraqi PM backs Obama troop exit plan: report

BERLIN (Reuters) - Iraqi Prime Minister Nuri al-Maliki told a German magazine he supported prospective U.S. 
Democratic presidential candidate Barack Obama's proposal that U.S. troops should leave Iraq within 16 
months. 

In an interview with Der Spiegel released on Saturday, Maliki said he wanted U.S. troops to withdraw from Iraq 
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as soon as possible. 

"U.S. presidential candidate Barack Obama talks about 16 months. That, we think, would be the right timeframe 
for a withdrawal, with the possibility of slight changes." 

It is the first time he has backed the withdrawal timetable put forward by Obama, who is visiting Afghanistan and 
us set to go to Iraq as part of a tour of Europe and the Middle East. 

Obama has called for a shift away from a "single-minded" focus on Iraq and wants to pull out troops within 16 
months, instead adding U.S. soldiers to Afghanistan. 

Asked if he supported Obama's ideas more than those of John McCain, Republican presidential hopeful, Maliki 
said he did not want to recommend who people should vote for. 

"Whoever is thinking about the shorter term is closer to reality. Artificially extending the stay of U.S. troops would 
cause problems." 

Maliki, who is due to visit Germany this week, has suggested a timetable should be set for a U.S. withdrawal but 
U.S. officials have been more cautious, despite an improving security situation. 

The White House said on Friday President George W. Bush and Maliki had agreed that a security deal under 
negotiation should set a "time horizon" for meeting "aspirational goals" for reducing U.S. forces in Iraq. 

"The Americans have found it difficult to agree on a concrete timetable for the exit because it seems like an 
admission of defeat to them. But it isn't," Maliki told Der Spiegel. 

Some five years after the U.S. -led invasion, there are still some 146,000 U.S. soldiers in Iraq.

Bill Clinton: It’s time to overturn DOMA 

The writer is the 42nd president of the United 
States. 

Jh 1996, I signed the Defense of Marriage Act. 
Although that was only 17 years ago, it was a 
very different time. In no state in the union was 
same-sex marriage recognized, much less 
available as a legal right, but some were moving 
in that direction. Washington, as a result, was 
swirling with all manner of possible responses, 
some quite draconian. As a bipartisan group of 
former senators stated in their March 1 amicus 
brief to the Supreme Court, many supporters of 
the bill known as DOMA believed that its passage 
“would defuse a movement to enact a 
constitutional amendment banning gay marriage, 
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which would have ended the debate for a 
generation or more.” It was under these 
circumstances that DOMA came to my desk, 
opposed by only 81 of the 535 members of 
Congress. 

On March 27, DOMA will come before the 
Supreme Court, and the justices must decide 
whether it is consistent with the principles of a 
nation that honors freedom, equality and justice 
above all, and is therefore constitutional. As the 
president who signed the act into law, I have 
come to believe that DOMA is contrary to those 
principles and, in fact, incompatible with our 
Constitution. 

Because Section 3 of the act defines marriage as 
being between a man and a woman, same-sex 
couples who are legally married in nine states 
and the District of Columbia are denied the 
benefits of more than a thousand federal statutes 
and programs available to other married couples. 
Among other things, these couples cannot file 
their taxes jointly, take unpaid leave to care for a 
sick or injured spouse or receive equal family 
health and pension benefits as federal civilian 
employees. Yet they pay taxes, contribute to their 
communities and, like all couples, aspire to live in 
committed, loving relationships, recognized and 
respected by our laws. 

When I signed the bill, I included 
a statement with the admonition that 
“enactment of this legislation should not, despite 
the fierce and at times divisive rhetoric 
surrounding it, be understood to provide an 
excuse for discrimination.” Reading those words 
today, I know now that, even worse than 
providing an excuse for discrimination, the law is 
itself discriminatory. It should be overturned. 

We are still a young country, and many of our 
landmark civil rights decisions are fresh enough 
that the voices of their champions still echo, even 
as the world that preceded them becomes less 
and less familiar. We have yet to celebrate the 
centennial of the 19th Amendment, but a society 
that denied women the vote would seem to us 
now not unusual or old-fashioned but alien. I 
believe that in 2013 DOMA and opposition to 
marriage equality are vestiges of just such an 
unfamiliar society.

We 
understand that, while our laws may at times lag 
behind our best natures, in the end they catch up 
to our core values. One hundred fifty years ago, 
in the midst of the Civil War, President Abraham 
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Lincoln concluded a message to Congress by 
posing the very question we face today: “It is not 
‘Can any of us imagine better?’ but ‘Can we all 
do better?’” 

The answer is of course and always yes. In that 
spirit, I join with the Obama administration, the 
petitioner Edith Windsor , and the many other 
dedicated men and women who have engaged in 
this struggle for decades in urging the Supreme 
Court to overturn the Defense of Marriage Act.

Claim: Clinton Collected $50K Per Month From MF Global 

Former president's new firm Teneo Strategy was hired to boost Corzine.

A former MF Global employee accused former president William J. Clinton of collecting $50,000 per 
month through his Teneo advisory firm in the months before the brokerage careened towards its 
Plalloween filing for Chapter 1 1 bankruptcy. 

Teneo was hired by MF Global’s former CEO Jon S. Corzine to improve his image and to enhance his 
connections with Clinton’s political family, said the employee, who asked that his name be withheld 
because he feared retribution. 

“They were supposed to be helping Corzine improve his image as a CEO — I guess you can tell how that 
went,” he said. Corzine resigned as CEO and chairman November 4. 

Before Corzine joined MF Global in May 2010, the firm was a smart and well-run commodities broker, a 
culture that was turned upside-down by his leadership style, he said. 

“The traders would be shaking their heads,” he said. “They would come back to their desk and say, 
‘Well, I thought we were going to do this — but Corzine would come by and do something else all by 
himself,”’ he said. 

The Teneo contract with MF Global lasted at least five months, he said. “The board cancelled it after 
Corzine resigned.” 

The source, who is no longer associated with MF Global, said Teneo is a dual-track company with one 
side devoted to merchant and investment banking and the other side set up to provide image and 
strategy consulting services. 

Clinton is the chairman of the company’s advisory board. His duties and compensation have not been 
released. The other member of the board is former British prime minister Tony Blair 

Two of the three founding partners are very close to the former president and his wife, Secretary of 
State Hillary R. Clinton. They are Douglas J. Band, who is the former president’s counselor and has 
served on his personal staff since 1995 and Declan Kelly, who earned the “Hillraiser” status in the 
secretary’s 2008 run for president for bundling more than $100,000 for the campaign. 
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Another prominent member of the Clinton political family is Tom Shea . Shea is a senior vice 
president for Teneo Strategy and served as Corzine’s chief of staff, when Corzine was the governor of 
New Jersey. 

Kelly sold his public relations firm Financial Dynamics in 2006 to FTI for $340 million, and stayed with 
that company until July 2009, when he joined the State Department as the Economic Envoy to Northern 
Ireland. 

The source said, “Kelly was given a job they created out our whole cloth.” The job did not exist 
previously. 

“He basically got to ride around developing a book of business, while he waited for his non-compete 
clause to run out,” he said. 

Kelley and the former president traveled together networking and making introductions at international 
conferences and events, he said. 

The Secretary of State also traveled with Kelly, including the October 2010 U.S. - Northern Ireland 
Economics Conference, which Kelly organized and at which the secretary was the featured speaker. 

The secretary announced that she accepted Kelly’s resignation May 1 1 . 

Teneo landed its first major client June 1, when the Rockefeller Foundation gave Teneo a $3,447,150, 
six-month contract to help plan the foundation’s 2013 centennial. 

The foundation is another member of the Clinton’s extended family. It gave Clinton its Lifetime Innovation 
Achievement Award July 27 and the foundation is listed as a between $1 to $5 million contributor to the 
William J. Clinton Foundation, along with several members of the Rockefeller family who are listed as 
individual contributors.

Hillary Clinton knows that the children of Flint have waited too long for help. For nearly two years their parents 
spoke out about problems with the city’s water— only to be silenced and ignored. Later, scientists and 
pediatricians added evidence to those parental concerns— and yet they were told that they still did not have 
proof that there was a real problem. 

We now know that the population of Flint has been exposed to dangerously high levels of lead in the water— and 
the children who have been exposed are most likely to suffer long-term consequences. Enough is enough. 
Hillary Clinton is not going to wait to help the people of Flint. After visiting Flint herself and sending her 
daughter and senior campaign officials to learn more from community leaders and experts on what the 
community most needs, today Hillary is announcing that she will: 


• Work with Mayor Weaver to Restart More Frequent Home Water Delivery by Hiring Local 
Residents to Deliver Water. When the Governor recalled part of the National Guard and the state 
police several weeks ago, the State Emergency Operations Center had to significantly scale back their 
home delivery of water and their door-to-door public information campaign. Now residents must go to 
their local fire station to pick up water, which is extremely burdensome for the elderly, the disabled, 
parents of newborns or those who are working multiple jobs just to get by. Hillary Clinton is committed to 
raising the necessary resources and partnering with the Mayor and community partners to ensure that 
local residents can be hired to continue to deliver water so that every resident receives a water delivery 
every three days. 


• Encourage everyone around the country to support the children of Flint by donating to 
the Flint Child Health and Development Fund , which is working to provide health care and 
educational support to families in Flint affected by this crisis. We know that lead poisoning can affect kids 
for their whole lives, so too percent of donations will help provide ongoing services for the next 20 years 
to the most vulnerable families in Flint. Hillary’s effort is aimed at helping the people of Flint make 
significant progress on reaching their goal of raising $100 million for this critical fund. 

• Ask her Hillary for America volunteers to deliver water instead of canvassing for 
votes. Today, Hillary for America volunteers joined the Red Cross and United Way effort to distribute 
water to the neediest residents of Flint. 

• Provide Connections and Support to Help Health and Education Officials Expand their 
Capacity. Hillary Clinton has been working in the area of child health, development and well-being for 
decades and she is calling on experts from around the country to lend their support and services. For 
example, together with Senator Debbie Stabenow, she encouraged Dr. Irwin Redlener of the Children’s 
Health Fund to bring two mobile health units to Flint - one to be used for comprehensive primary care and 
the other to be used to provide rolling mental health services. 


These immediate actions are in addition to her continued call for greater federal and state support for the 
people of Flint. Hillary Clinton urges: 
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• Congress to put their differences aside and act immediately to pass the emergency funding proposal, put 
forward by Senators Stabenow and Peters, and Congressman Kildee, to replace and rebuild the pipes in 
Flint to ensure that families can safely drink again from their faucets. It is an unbelievable abdication of 
responsibility for Congress to have adjourned for a week’s long vacation without having resolved their 
differences over funding for Flint, while families in Flint have no access to safe water in their homes. 

The Senate should also pass the bipartisan safe drinking water amendments to ensure that the EPA notifies 
consumers when concentrations of lead in drinking water exceed certain levels and when corrosiveness 
from water being transported in lead pipes could leech into public drinking water - so that we never have a 
situation like Flint again where consumers were kept in the dark about the safety of the water they were 
drinking. This legislation was recently passed by the House under the leadership of Representatives Dan 
Kildee and Fred Upton, and has been introduced in the Senate by Senators Peters and Stabenow. 

Finally, Congress should work urgently to pass the Children's Head Start Intervention for Life and 
Development (CHILD) Act, sponsored by Senators Peters and Stabenow and Congressman Kildee in the 
House, which would establish one-time Head Start and Early Head Start grants to areas impacted by water 
polluted with lead and other toxic substances, including Flint. We know that the children of Flint need 
early interventions and support to mitigate the impacts of lead poisoning. 

• The Obama Administration to continue to build on their actions to increase access to nutrition and 
health services by providing a Medicaid waiver to Michigan so that every resident of Flint who is 21 years 
or younger and pregnant women who have been exposed to Flint's lead contaminated water will 
automatically be enrolled in health care. Providing universal Medicaid coverage to all residents under 21 
would allow Flint to build on their Children’s Healthcare Access Program (CHAP) to ensure that every 
child in Flint has a medical home to coordinate care and needed services. 

• Governor Snyder and the state legislature to quickly pass the $195 million proposed by the 
Governor in his budget to provide the families of Flint access to safe drinking water, physical health, food 
and nutrition, education, and social and developmental services. And the state should work to 
immediately provide the $25 million in emergency funding Governor Snyder has proposed as a down 
payment in the effort to repair and rebuild Flint’s water pipes. 

Together, the Governor and Congress should ensure that Mayor Weaver receives the full $55 million in 
support she needs to implement the Fast Start Lead Service Line Replacement Program so that the water 
infrastructure in Flint may be repaired to remove any danger of lead poisoning now or in the future. 


Even with all of the fixes proposed above, Hillary Clinton believes that Flint, like so many cities that have been 
left behind, needs real, immediate investments to spur good job creation, rebuild crumbling infrastructure , 
and connect housing to opportunity. That is why last week, Hillary Clinton released the first part of 
her “Breaking Down Every Barrier Agenda,” committing $125 billion to an Economic Revitalization Initiative 
that will grow the economy in communities that are being left out and left behind.

The State of Arkansas celebrated its sesquicentennial in 1986, but the General Assembly did not meet in Regular Session in 
1986, so both the 1985 and 1987 Regular Sessions saw packages of bills dealing with the "official" symbols of the state. From 
the looks of the bills, legislators were taking up subjects/issues that had long been matter of custom but had never been 
enshrined in Code. 

The title of Senate Bill 377 makes this abundantly clear: "AN ACT TO ADOPT THE DESIGN OF THE STATE FLAG AS DESCRIBED 
IN SENATE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 11 OF 1913, AS AMENDED BY HOUSE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 4 OF 1923, AND 
HOUSE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 11 OF THE SECOND EXTRAORDINARY SESSION OF 1924. 

This is not a new design for the flag, and there is no record in media accounts that we can find that indicates that there was 
ever any public discussion about the design at the time. They were merely enshrining in state code what had happened via 
resolution many years before. The bill passed both chambers without a dissenting vote, indicating that there was no 
controversy. 

The package of "sesquicentennial bills" in 1987 included: 

SB 377 by Senator Bill Moore on the state flag 

HCR 1003 by Rep. Stephens, which established "Arkansas" as the official "State Anthem" and "Arkansas (You Run Deep In 
Me) as the official "State Song." 

HCR 1007 by Rep. Fairchild that established "The Arkansas Traveler" as the official "state historical song." 

HB 1541 (Act 850) by Rep. Flanigan requiring the Arkansas Secretary of State to provide sheet music to "Arkansas" to anyone 
who requested a copy. 

HB 1480 (Act 255) by Rep. Upton establishing "The South Arkansas Vine Ripe Pink Tomato" as BOTH the "State Fruit" AND 
the "State Vegetable." 

HB 1014 (Act 40) Establishing English as the "Official Language" of Arkansas. 

The package of "sesquicentennial bills" in 1985 included: 

Act 414 which requires the Arkansas Secretary of State to maintain and distribute a stock of Arkansas state flags. 

Act 998 which established milk as the "State Beverage." 

Act 277 which established the fiddle as the "State Musical Instrument."

Union: Respect, but don't vote for McCain 
Focus on economic issues, AFL-CIO says 
By Jill Zuckman

June 21, 2008 

WASHINGTON — Jim Wasser, an electrician from Kankakee, III., stands 
defiantly, hands on hips, wearing a bright orange International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers T-shirt with a message from the 
AFL-CIO to 400,000 of its union members in key swing states. 

"John McCain? War hero? Absolutely," says Wasser, a Navy veteran who 
served in Vietnam with Sen. John Kerry (D-Mass.). "Voice for working 
families? No way." 

Worried about McCain's appeal among its members and even more worried 
about Sen. Barack Obama's difficulty attracting white, 
non-college-educated working-class voters, the AFL-CIO is spending $53.4 
million to reach 13 million of its members and their families. The plan 
is to try to peel them away from McCain by persuading them to vote their 
economic interest, which they say would be hurt — not helped — by 
McCain. 

As soon as he seemed to be closing in on the Republican nomination for 
president this winter, organized labor began polling its members and 
holding focus groups to find out what people thought about the Arizona 
senator. 

"They had a lot of respect for his service to the country, but were 
unclear about his positions on unions and unclear about his positions in 
general," said Karen Ackerman, political director for the AFL-CIO. "They 
felt he was a maverick and took positions different from the Bush 
administration. They had a favorable view of him." 


Support of Democrats 

At the same time, McCain has spoken frequently about his desire to find 
support among "Reagan Democrats" — the white, blue-collar voters in 
industrial sections of the country who helped Ronald Reagan win the 
White House in 1980. 
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"He's probably in the best position of anybody since Reagan, just 
looking at his popularity, his favorable ratings," said Charles Black 
Jr., McCain's chief strategist, adding that McCain shares similar views 
on social issues and national security with many blue-collar workers. 

Asked why working-class voters would support him, McCain said recently 
that he would offer them a safe and prosperous country, and noted he has 
sharp differences with Obama. 

"I won't tell them that in small towns across America and in 
Pennsylvania that they are bitter and angry about their economic 
condition, so therefore they embrace religion and the 2nd Amendment of 
the Constitution of the United States," McCain said in a dig at 
controversial comments Obama made at a fundraiser in San Francisco. "I 
will never do that, because I know why they embrace their constitutional 
rights and I know why they embrace their religion because of the 
fundamentally good and decent people that are the reason why America is 
the pre-eminent nation in the world today." 

'An American hero' 

Peter Brown, assistant director of the Quinnipiac University Polling 
Institute, which specializes in swing-state polling, called it smart 
politics by the AFL-CIO to give its members information that might turn 
them away from McCain. 

"Many of these people were reluctant to vote for Obama in the primary; 
they were looking for an alternative and now McCain is the alternative," 

Brown said. "He's not a hard-line conservative; that's attractive. He's 
an American hero. These are people who respect the military and military 
service. He has kept his distance from a president who is incredibly 
unpopular with this group." 

McCain was a Navy fighter pilot who was shot down over Hanoi and spent 
51/2 years as a prisoner of war, frequently tortured by his captors. 

Joe Rugola, the AFL-CIO president in Ohio and international vice 
president of the American Federation of State, County and Municipal 

Employees, began talking to his members in March aknocking on doors, calling on the phone and distributing 
literature at 
work sites. 

At the heart of his message: "Generally speaking, the senator has never 
met a trade deal he didn't love regardless of the impact on American 
workers and American families," Rugola said. 

The union federation is using micro-targeting to determine which members 
are more interested in learning about health care or trade or the 
economy to ensure they get the information that will best convince them 
that McCain does not represent their interests. Labor officials are 
dogging McCain at his campaign events, raising questions about his 
policies. On Friday, following McCain's trade speech in Ottawa, Canada, 
the AFL-CIO organized a conference call for reporters with Sen. Sherrod 
Brown (D-Ohio) to criticize McCain's pro-trade stance. 

The labor federation also created a Web site, mccainrevealed.org, to 
show where McCain stands on issues. 
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In particular, the AFL-CIO has focused attention on five key states: 

Ohio, Pennsylvania, Michigan, Minnesota and Wisconsin. Union households 
comprise 25 percent to 35 percent of the vote in those states, which 
have the potential to decide the election. 

Mike Podhorzer, the AFL-CIO's deputy political director, said, "McCain's 
got to get non-college, working-class voters to come his way. That is 
going to be the battleground. If he's successful, he has a chance to be 
president. If he's not, there's no path to victory for him. The union 
program is really part of putting up a firewall against that. The only 
way he gets the majorities in a place like Michigan is through 
ignorance." 

Mailers include such messages as "John McCain wants to tax your health 
care" and "John McCain thinks NAFTA was a good idea." 

So far, Ackerman and Podhorzer believe the program has been working. In 
February, 57 percent of their members had a positive view of McCain. In 
April, it dropped to just 33 percent, according to polling conducted for 
the labor federation. 

The general board of the AFL-CIO is expected to vote soon on endorsing 
Obama. And eventually their campaign against McCain will include 
pro-Obama messages. 

Wasser, who served with Kerry on his first swift boat in Vietnam, spoke 
out against attacks on Kerry's war record during the 2004 election. 

Today, he said, he wants to be sure his fellow union members know the 
truth about where McCain stands on the issues that matter to them. 

"I want people to see that they have to look at the real John McCain and 
not at the war hero," Wasser said. "I respect his service to this 
country. I don't know how he endured what he did. That was a superhuman 
thing. But I can't take another four years of a George Bush term."

Last Thursday, April 12, I met individually with the Ambassadors from Qatar, Brazil, Peru, Malawi, and Rwanda, in Washington, 
DC. Below is a summary of key points from each meeting, and we are following-up on each point. I'd welcome your feedback. 
Sincerely, Ami 

QATAR 

- Would like to see W3C “for five minutes" in NYC, to present $1 million check that Qatar promised 

for W3C's birthday in 2011. 

- Qatar would welcome our suggestions for investments in Haiti - particularly on education and 

health. They have allocated most of their $20 million but are happy to consider projects we 
suggest. I'm collecting input from CF Haiti team. 


BRAZIL 

- President Rousseff may come to NYC for UN in September; I pitched CGI, again, and will continue 

to do so. 

- We agreed to try to arrange a WDC-Rousseff meeting whenever she and he are next in the same 

city. 

- With regard to Rio climate conference. Ambassador's team is going to think about any sites that 

W3C could visit to highlight Brazil's leadership on climate issues. [I made clear W3C visit to 
Rio is undecided.] They said they'd be happy for W3C to come. 

- I committed to send them details on CCI in Brazil. 

- Ambassador mentioned Lula receiving an award in Iowa and how much Lula enjoyed Iowa. I suggested 

Lula come to Little Rock when W3C convenes meeting of former heads of state (Club of Madrid). 
Also discussed Ambassador going to Little Rock to speak with Clinton School students - he said 
he'd like to. I'll work with Stephanie on this.\ 

- We discussed Lula's health - Ambassador said he's recovering and still committed to agriculture 

work in Africa. We agreed it would be good for W3C and Lula to do something together on 
agriculture in Africa. 


PERU 

- Per CGSGI, I asked for Ambassador's ideas on which sectors/parts of Peru to focus on in order to 
create jobs. He suggested we speak with his son, an alderman in Lima, about jobs projects for 
young men who otherwise could be recruited by gangs. Ambassador also suggested speaking with 
Minister for Women and Vulnerable Populations, Ms. Ana 3ara, for jobs projects for women. 


MALAWI 

- Ambassador told story of Mutharika's death (said he collapsed with no prior symptoms during a 

morning meeting, was taken to hospital, then flown to South Africa but passed away en route); 
and emphasized significance of smooth transition to successor, within their constitutional 
framework. Sounds like new President is laying low until the memorial service for Mutharika, 
and then plans to announce her new government. 

- Ambassador again urged that CDI consider dairy/cattle projects; I reminded him we'd be happy to 

speak with minister of agriculture or whoever Ambassador suggests in the industry; he said he'd 
let us know. 


RWANDA 

- Kagame is organizing an event in 3une to commemorate closing of Gacaca process for the genocide. 

They asked if W3C could go. I said Africa trip is probably in 3uly and we haven't decided 
countries yet but if there's anything they'd want W3C to do in Rwanda in 3uly, to let us know. 

I also said to let us know if they'd want a message from W3C for the 3une event; they'll let us 
know. 

- Ambassador asked if W3C/CF/CGI could do anything to help on education/universities in Rwanda. I 

explained we are constrained by funding but if they have specific ideas, to let us know. He 
said they'll put together some ideas for us.

Also 
mentioned Kagame doing a side-meeting at/around CGI that convenes investors interested in 
Rwanda, akin to W3C's investor meeting for Ireland or session W3C did for Haiti last year at 
CGI. 
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- Ambassador said criticism of Kagame seems to have quieted, partly due to W3C and Blair's 
unwavering support for Kagame. Ambassador said Kagame and Rwanda very much appreciate W3C' 
unflinching support.

As described in the attachments, Pew Charitable Trusts is convening a new Global Oceans Commission - to focus on preserving the high seas, 
which cover 50% of the planet and are mostly international waters - and they are asking WJC to be a “patron” alongside 1 2 other leaders including 
David Miliband and Ted Waitt. They say the Law of the Sea provides a framework but it doesn’t go into detail on specific issues or activities 
happening on the high seas. As a result, there’s a lot of over/illegal fishing and no governmental effort to create protected areas in high seas. Soon 
there’ll be 40 year anniversary of the Law of the Seas. Pew’s goal is to have this Commission look at overfishing, and articulate cost-effective 
measures on what needs to be done over next 50 years. They have the funding (from Pew, a Dutch family foundation called Adessium who we 
know, and the OceansFive (which includes Oak Fdn, Leo Dicaprio Fdn, Ted Waitt, and others). The Univ of Oxford is the host of the Commission. 
Pew is asking for WJC to be a “patron,” which they say wouldn’t entail much: WJC would give his name to it; keynote the launch in Fall 2012; 
provide background advice to the Chair of the Commission. Would be 1 8-24 months; and they have hired an Executive Secretary, Simon Reddy 
(who used to work at the C40), who starts March 21 . They say the commission will be independent of any government. Outcome would be action 
points for governments. I explained sensitivity of not putting WJC into a position where is making or associated with policy recommendations that 
contradict HRC or USG positions; and challenge of taking on new things as we try to stay focused on delivering on things he already is committed 
to; and we discussed idea of highlighting it at CGI and thereby enabling WJC to be supportive without having any formal role or title in the 
Commission. [As background, Oceana, which approached WJC also via Ted Danson and to which WJC committed to attend fundraising event in 
Fall 2012), focuses on waters WITHIN countries’ jurisdictions, whereas the Commission focuses on international waters. The Commission and 
Oceana know each other and have amicable relationship but they are distinct efforts.] My vote is to try to nurture this via CGI but for WJC not to 
take on a formal role with this Commission. I’ve already connected Pew folks with CGI folks to sort the details. Is it ok for us to proceed as 
suggested above, or would you or he like us to explore WJC being officially part of the Commission? Thanks, Ami

“Bunny-Drowning” President Sets Sights on 
Philosophers 
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Philosophers are under attack at Mount St. Mary’s University in Emmitsburg, Maryland. The reason appears 
to be that they questioned the university president’s surreptitious attempt to improve his school’s retention rate 
by culling students ahead of the federal reporting deadline. 

Thane Naberhaus , until yesterday a tenured associate professor of philosophy at Mount St. Mary’s 
University , was among those fired or demoted for an alleged lack of “loyalty” to the university. The Frederick 
News-Post reports that Naberhaus and Ed Egan (communications professor and faculty advisor to the 
student paper) were fired Monday as part of university president Simon Newman ‘s response to the public- 
relations disaster following a student newspaper article about his plan to increase student retention rates. The 
president also removed Joshua Hochschild from his position as dean of the university’s College of Liberal Arts 
and David Rehm from his position as provost. Hochschild and Rehm are also philosophy professors. 

Newman’s plan was to administer a survey pitched to first-year students as a “valuable tool that will help you 
discover more about yourself’ and then use the results of the survey to cull 20-25 students from the freshman 
class prior to the deadline for submitting enrollment information to the federal government. 

Inside Higher Ed has some coverage of the story here . 

The student newspaper, The Mountain Echo , had obtained emails among administrators prior to the survey. 
From their report: 

[Then-provost] Rehm wrote that he was “deeply concerned... on several fronts ” about how the survey might be 
used... 

Newman 's email continued: “My short term goal is to have 20-25 people leave by the 25th [of Sep.]. This one 
thing will boost our retention 4-5%. A larger committee or group needs to work on the details but I think you get 
the objective. ”... 

Rehm shared Newman ’s email with a larger group comprised of Murry, Associate Provost Leona Sevick, then- 
Dean Josh Hochschild and Fr. Jim Donohue. 

In an email sent at 11:03 p.m. on Aug. 21, Hochschild responded: “As I read this, in response to David’s 
concerns about how and whether survey results are communicated to students, Simon clarified a goal: to dismiss 
some students. ” 

“This new bit of information is deeply disturbing, ” Hochschild wrote. “I already thought this survey was ill- 
conceived on many levels. If one of the intended uses is to identify students to dismiss, I think it is unethical. 
How can we in good conscience administer this? ” 

Hochschild ’s email continued: “The survey ’s introductory paragraphs almost persuaded me — this could be 
helpful to students, as part of a project of self-discovery .... But now, it seems that some responses to this survey 
could lead to drastic decisions. ‘There are no wrong answers ’?!?!” 

“If this is not an anonymous survey, nor even a confidential personality test, but a highly intrusive, and 
misleadingly framed administrative tool, can we proceed without disclosing to our students ' what ’s at stake? ”... 

Newman continued to pursue the dismissal of 20-25 first-year students in the face of strong opposition from a 
small group of faculty and administrators, who were aware of his plan... 

Newman said, “This is hard for you because you think of the students as cuddly bunnies, but you can ’t. You just 
have to drown the bunnies ...put a dock to their heads. ” 

According to The Frederick News-Post, Naberhaus received a termination letter from Newman on Monday 
saying that he 

had violated his “duty of loyalty to [the] University” in unspecified “ recent actions” that “ clearly justify your 
termination of employment. ” Naberhaus, who had tenure, said he was unsure why he was fired and is 
considering a lawsuit against the university ... The letter states Naberhaus has been “designated persona non 
grata ” and is not allowed to visit the campus or attend any university activities or sporting events on Mount 
property. Doing so “will result in legal proceedings ” not specified in the letter. 

The supposed “duty of loyalty” that Mount St. Mary’s faculty owe the university was not explained in any of the 
reports, nor is it clear it appears in any faculty contracts, the university’s faculty handbook, or other 
employment documents. 
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I’ll update this post with further information as it becomes available.

This Is The Most Important Tweet About Hillary’s 
Announcement And Everyone Pretty Much Ignored It 

On Sunday, Hillary Clinton announced she'd run for president in 201 6. Her intentions were hardly secret as key staff 
were already hired and a campaign headquarters was recently established in Brooklyn. 

But that didn't stop an avalanche of commentary on Twitter on whether her announcement was " late " and 
her new campaign logo . But the most important tweet, by her campaign chairman John Podesta*, was mostly 
ignored. 

Podesta's tweet was retweeted about 1 30 times in the first four hours but none of the retweets were by verified users, 
other than one ThinkProgress reporter — journalists at major media outlets typically have verified Twitter accounts. 
The tweet has also not been embedded in a news article by any major publication. 


This would make Hillary's campaign the first major presidential campaign ever to make combating climate change a 
central issue. 

Al Gore, who would go onto win a Nobel Prize for his advocacy of climate change, did not make it a key issue of his 
campaign for president in 2000 . The environment section of John Kerry's 2004 website did not mention climate 
change . (The issue gets one paragraph in a 1 4-page white paper on the campaign's environmental policies .) 

In 2008, Clinton and Obama more readily acknowledged climate change as a serious issue, but is was hardly a central 
policy issue in a campaign dominated by the fallout from the Iraq war and the emerging economic collapse. 

In 201 2, with no primary opponent and an opposition party that mostly refused to acknowledge climate science 
"neither Obama nor Mitt Romney was asked about the issue in any of the presidential debates, and it has not 
featured prominently in any of the plans for their presidencies ." (Ultimately, Obama embraced aggressive action on 
climate change during his second term including important new rules for power plants and a landmark agreement 
with China .) 

Meanwhile, nearly all Republican candidates won't acknowledge the existence of climate change or — if they do — 
suggest nothing should be done about it. 

The world faces disastrous consequences from climate change in the coming years and ultimately the global response 
will succeed or fail based on the actions of the world's two largest economies, the United States and China. 

Podesta's tweet signals that Clinton plans to make action on climate change a central part of her campaign. If Clinton 
were to win in 201 6 with a mandate to take action on climate, it could save the planet from catastrophic warming.

Happy New Year! We hope you had a wonderful and restful holiday season with friends and family. The break gave us some 
time to reflect on what a memorable year 2014 had been. 

2014 was a year of great progress and achievement, with a healthy dose of suspense and excitement to go along with it. For 
example, after Chelsea announced her CGI commitments on the Annual Meeting stage, everyone wondered if she would end 
up giving birth there too. Thankfully she didn't but less than two days later Chelsea's proudest moment came with the arrival 
of her and Marc's daughter, Charlotte Clinton Mezvinsky. Her arrival has been a blessing for the whole family (despite its 
impact on Chelsea and Marc's sleep habits). 

Chelsea recently said that she never thought it would be possible for her to care more about the work of the Clinton 
Foundation, but having a daughter has given her an even deeper understanding of why the Foundation's work is so important, 
and why it must continue. 

Much of the success the Foundation enjoyed in 2014 was supported by the great work of Eric Braverman. Chelsea and her 
parents are extremely grateful for his contributions and leadership over the last 18 months and wish him the best in his future 
endeavors. We are all grateful Maura Pally has agreed to be acting CEO of the Foundation through the search and transition 
process. 

I wanted to highlight some of the tremendous strides we made during 2014 across the Foundation's range of work. 

In our ongoing efforts to make the Foundation faster, leaner and more effective, 2014 saw the creation of a new metrics 
team. A key priority for Chelsea, this team will find innovative ways to measure and assess our impact and ultimately use that 
data to help all of our programs accomplish their goals. 

The Clinton Health Access Initiative expanded its anti-diarrheal work and is now providing enough affordable medicine to 
potentially save the lives of 170,000 children in Nigeria, Kenya, India, and Uganda. 

Regarding No Ceilings, our initiative to advance the full participation of women and girls around the world, Chelsea along with 
her mother helped lead the formation of CHARGE —a 600 million dollar CGI commitment that will strengthen primary 
education and expand secondary education for 14 million girls around the world. Looking ahead, we're working on announcing 
the findings of our forthcoming No Ceilings Progress Report and crafting an effort we hope will galvanize a millennial audience 
around this issue. 

Chelsea has also continued to extend the work of the Alliance for a Healthier Generation - our joint anti-obesity initiative with 
the American Heart Association - to improve the health of the youngest incarcerated population. This month, we celebrate 
the completion of a successful one-year pilot program that was implemented at nine facilities in Arkansas and California. 

As you may remember, we celebrated the 20th anniversary of AmeriCorps this past September. At the CGI Annual Meeting, 
we announced Making a Service Year Part of American Life, a four-year campaign to encourage 18-28 year-olds to engage in a 
year of service as a strategy to tackle the nation's most pressing challenges, while empowering and developing the next 
generation of civic leaders. This initiative will create 30,000 new Service Year opportunities, with the goal of creating one 
million service opportunities annually by 2023. Early this year, Chelsea will kick off the "Serve a Year" campaign in Los Angeles 
to continue this work. 

Finally, it wouldn't be right to send an update without talking about our work to stop the African Elephant poaching crisis. In 
2014, we saw more than a dozen partners added to this fight. From featuring elephants on runway shows at Oscar de la 
Renta and MADE Fashion Week to TOMS shoes and BRIKA , major fashion and consumer brands have joined our 
efforts to protect these creatures and educate their consumers. We worked with Kathryn Bigelow to release a short film called 
"Last Days" that you should all check out . And at the end of 2014, Chelsea and Secretary Clinton hosted an event with Prince 
William and the Royal Foundation on this topic at a special event during his visit to New York City. 

If you made it your New Year's resolution to read all the way to the bottom of these emails, then good for you for sticking to it. 
We have even more on tap for 2015 from expanding the CGIU platform to a special collaboration between Chelsea, Elmo and 
Too Small to Fail that will be announced next week. And please, don't hesitate to be in touch with ideas, suggestions, or 
anything else on your mind.

As protesters enter their second week fighting the anti-worker and anti-union budget bill in Wisconsin, and as protests spread to 
state capitals in Ohio, Indiana, and dozens of other states, it is clear that these battles are taking place in the broader context of 
the role of corporate money in our elections and public policy arenas. What is happening in Wisconsin is not just about unions, 
and it's not just about Wisconsin. It's about whether corporate special interests and conservative politicians will succeed, in 
state after state, in their efforts to dismantle, damage, and defund their political opponents. 

Overarching frame 


Big Oil executives Charles and David Koch and the Chamber of Commerce spent millions to elect Governor Scott Walker and 
Republicans in Wisconsin, just like they did in other states around the country. Now Walker is paying them back by targeting 
teachers, nurses, and other public employees in a radical attack on working people in his budget. We won't have government of, 
by, and for the people if elections are bought and paid for by corporate special interest money. 

BACKGROUND 

Billionaires Charles and David Koch and Koch Industries were big financial players in electing Governor Scott Walker (R-Wisc.) and 
Republicans in Wisconsin. 

"State records also show that Koch Industries, their energy and consumer products conglomerate based in Wichita, Kan., 
was one of the biggest contributors to the election campaign of Gov. Scott Walker of Wisconsin, a Republican who has 
championed the proposed cuts."

The RGA also spent a whopping $3.4 million on TV ads and mailers attacking Walker's 
opponent, Milwaukee Mayor Tom Barrett. Walker ended up beating Barrett by 5 points. The Koch money, no doubt, helped 
greatly."

Gov. Walker's budget also includes a provision that would allow for no-bid sales of state-owned power plants, a lucrative 
giveaway to energy lobbyists and corporations like Koch Industries.

Far from being concerned about workers, Koch Industries' subsidiaries have been cutting jobs in Wisconsin, while 
rewarding themselves with huge compensation packages.

(1) The American Academy of Pediatrics came out with a strong policy 
statement in 201 1 that every child/teenager should be screened for 
substance abuse disorders when they visit the doctor for their annual child 
check up or for an accute care visit in which it might be suspected. HRC 
has a long history of working with AAP and supporting their efforts to do 
more screenings. When she was First Lady, she worked on the Newborn 
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Hearing Screening to make sure all babies get hearing screenings, and in 
the last several years she has pushed for and supported the AAP's effort 
to screen young kids for symptoms of "toxic stress." This is not 
"mandatory," but it is part of prevention and wellness and it is about 
supporting the AAP in making this happen by raising awareness, making 
sure pediatricians get reimbursed for their time in doing these screenings, 
etc. I have tried to clarify with edits to the speech, pasted below and 
attached. 


(2) On Mandy's question about mental health parity, I have added a line. 


(3) On Karen's question of whether we reached out to urban leaders, we 
talked to a number of policy experts who serve urban communities. Maya is 
going to work with political to be sure we do political outreach to leaders in 
next 48 hours. 


(4) On Karen's suggestion, that she alludes to problems in her own family - 
I have modified accordingly. 


(5) On Nick's question about specialized care, we are good with it as 
Kristina noted - but let me know if you have further concerns. 


I am also attaching our final fact sheet. If all are good, we should get her 
this draft op-ed together with the fact sheet. Let me know if you have more 
questions or concerns.

DRAFT substance abuse op-ed

I was on my first trip to New Hampshire this spring, in a Keene bakery, 
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when a retired doctor spoke up. I had just announced I was running for 
president, and I had traveled to Iowa and New Hampshire to hear directly 
from voters about their concerns, their hopes, and their vision for the 
future. He said his biggest worry was the rising tide of heroin addiction in 
the state, the result of a wave of prescription drug abuse. He said hospitals 
were seeing more babies born addicted, that police officers were 
responding to more overdoses, that families were being torn apart. 


To be candid, I didn’t expect what came next. In several states, this issue 
crept up again and again - from so many people, from all walks of life, in 
small towns and big cities. 


In Iowa, from Davenport to Council Bluffs, people spoke to me about meth 
and prescription drugs, and scores of lives upended. In South Carolina, a 
lawyer spoke movingly about the holes in the community left by 
generations of black men who ended up imprisoned for non-violent drug 
offenses rather than getting the treatment they needed. 


These stories shine light on some harrowing statistics. Nearly 23 million 
Americans suffer from addiction, but in 2014, only 2.5 million were able to 
receive treatment at a specialized facility. Fifty-two million Americans over 
the age of 12 have abused prescription drugs, including one in four 
teenagers. In 2014, more Americans died from overdoses than car 
crashes. 


Enough is enough. It’s time we recognize as a nation that we have a quiet 
epidemic on our hands. Plain and simple, drug addiction is a disease, not a 
moral failing — and we must treat it as such. 


It’s time we recognize as a nation that there are gaps in our health care 
system that allow too many sufferers to go without care — and invest 
substantially more in prevention and treatment. 


It’s time we recognize as a nation that our state and federal prisons, where 
65 percent of inmates meet the medical criteria for substance use 
disorders, are no substitute for drug treatment — and reform our criminal 
justice system. 


That’s why I’m releasing a comprehensive strategy [LINK] to confront the 
drug addiction crisis head-on. My plan sets four goals: first, ensuring every 
American family has access to affordable and effective treatments; second, 
ensuring that we work with pediatricians to be sure that every child and 
teenager is educated about and screened for substance use disorders as 
part of their annual doctor’s visit, just as we do for hearing, eyesight, 
developmental delays and so much more; third, ensuring all first 
responders have access to naloxone, which stops overdoses from 
becoming fatal; and fourth, requiring that all health-care providers receive 
training in recognizing substance use disorders and consult a prescription 
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drug monitoring program before providing opiates. 


Achieving these goals won’t be easy. It’s going to take real commitment 
from all corners — law enforcement, doctors, insurance companies, schools, 
and governments. That’s why my plan starts by increasing funding for the 
Substance Abuse Prevention and Treatment Block Grant by 25 percent, so 
states and localities have more resources to work with, and changing rules 
that arbitrarily limit how many patients can be treated with medication 
assisted treatment, a proven intervention for opiate addiction. I will also 
direct the federal government to re-evaluate Medicare and Medicaid 
payment practices, to remove obstacles to reimbursement for patients 
seeking help and promote greater coordination of care. And I will make 
sure that our mental health parity laws are fully enforced so that insurance 
practices are not a barrier to substance abuse treatment. 


But we can't stop there. As President, I will do everything I can to partner 
with states and communities across America to meet the four 
goals — treatment, prevention, overdose intervention, and improved 
prescriber practices. We’ll ask states to design ambitious plans for tackling 
these four goals using the programs that make most sense for their 
citizens’ needs and challenges. In return for strong plans to address the 
substance abuse crisis, the federal government will draw on a new $5 
billion fund to help states meet their goals. 


Every town I’ve visited so far in this campaign has stories of families 
upended by drug addiction. But across the country, I’ve also heard about 
second chances. The young mother who overcame addictions to alcohol 
and heroin so her son would never see her with a drink or a drug in her 
hand. The man who served 11 years in prison who is now serving others 
through a prison ministry. 


They all say the same thing: no matter how much time has passed, no 
matter how different their lives are today, they’re all still in recovery. It’s a 
process — one that began when a family member, a friend, a doctor, a 
police officer extended a hand to help. As one New Hampshire woman 
said, “We're not bad people trying to get good, we're sick people who 
deserve to get well.” 


There are 23 million Americans suffering from addiction. There are untold 
millions more. No one is untouched - we all have family and friends who 
are affected. We can’t afford to stay on the sidelines any longer-^because 
when families are strong, America is strong. Through improved treatment, 
prevention, and training, we can end this quiet epidemic once and for all.

So I’ll be watching closely to see how negotiations develop.

I called Senator Wyden. I told him I can't support his bill. I don't support a broad grant of trade authority that extends for years beyond this administration and this trade agreement. I think this 
President should have the authority to drive a hard bargain on TPP, but this broader bill doesn't work from my perspective. 


As for TPP, I'm going to set a very high bar. It has to pass two tests: First, does it protect American workers, raise wages and create more good jobs at home than it displaces? And second, 
does it also strengthen our national security? If the agreement falls short of these tests, we should be willing to walk away. The goal is greater prosperity for American families, not trade for 
trade’s sake. 

There are a number of pivotal questions to be decided in the coming months: from improving labor rights, the environment, public health, and access to life-saving medicines; to cracking down 
on currency manipulation and unfair competition by state-owned enterprises; to opening new opportunities for our family farms and small businesses to export their products and services 
overseas. Getting these things right will go a long way toward ensuring that a final agreement will be a net plus for everyday Americans. 

We also have to get dispute settlement provisions right. So-called “investor-state dispute settlement,” or ISDS, lets individual companies bring cases to enforce trade agreements. In the past, 
ISDS has benefited some American companies by letting them challenge unfair actions by foreign governments. But as I warned in my book, Hard Choices, we shouldn’t allow multinational 
corporations to use ISDS to undermine legitimate health, social, economic, and environmental regulations, as Philip Morris has tried to do in Australia. 

So I’ll be watching closely to see how negotiations develop.

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Two trusted aides depart Obama's circle (WAPO) 12 
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Warren's 'no' doesn't deter faithful in Iowa (Boston Globe)

FAIRFIELD, Iowa — Not far from this town’s transcendental meditation school, on the second floor of the used bookstore, a mosdy 
white-haired group plotted Elizabeth Warren’s presidential campaign. 

Carole Simmons, a retired researcher who hosted the gathering of Warren devotees last weekend, read instructions from the state’s new Run 
Warren Run headquarters. 

“We’re supposed to take pictures and tweet,” she said. “Who’s good at tweeting?” 

Iowa is on the front line of the draft-Warren movement, a f 1.25 million effort funded by the liberal groups MoveOn.org and Democracy 
for America, which have chosen the country’s first caucus state as a cornerstone for their push. 

This “house party” — one of 1 1 in Iowa and more than 200 nationwide last weekend — embodies the effort: scrappy, earnest, ambitious. 
And, quite possibly, pointless. 

The shadow campaign’s greatest challenge is Warren herself. She has repeatedly stated that she will not mount a White House bid, so these 
supporters are left to prove they are something more than a doting fan club of wishful thinkers — political freelancers who are dedicating 
numerous hours to organize ground troops and raise large sums of money in the name of a noncandidate. 

“Elizabeth Warren is a ridiculous long shot, but you can call that a sense of desperation,” said Patrick Bosold, a 65-year-old software 
engineer at the meeting who made a retching sound to explain his distaste for corporate interests. “We are not being terribly politically 
realistic, and I don’t care.” 

Warren’s national profile has shot up in recent months, after she knocked out President Obama’s pick for a key Treasury Department post 
and tried to block a major spending bill because she objected to a provision that eased financial regulations. Her laserlike focus on income 
inequality and corporate greed have triggered a groundswell of liberal support and pleas from some of her biggest backers that she run for 
president. 

It does not seem to matter that Warren has said she will complete her Senate term, which ends in January 2019. Her refusals have only 
prompted more organized draft efforts. 

Ready for Warren, a super PAC that can spend unlimited funds, was launched in July and has raised nearly $99,000. The political action 
committee for MoveOn.org, an advocacy group started in 1998 to defend President Bill Clinton from impeachment, pledged $1 million to a 
Run Warren Run movement in December. Democracy for America, a political action committee founded by former Vermont governor 
Howard Dean, has vowed to assist with at least $250,000. 

But many Iowa Democrats take her multiple refusals at face value. She visited the state only once last year, to stump for a Senate candidate, 
Bruce Braley. He lost. No prominent Iowa advisers are providing their services. Party officials have yet to come forward and endorse a 
potential Warren candidacy. 

“It’s good that people are organizing and taking action, but I can’t imagine this is fruitful,” said Scott Brennan, a former Iowa Democratic 
Party chairman who stepped down in January. “There’s not a point.” 

The last effective presidential draft movement took place more than a decade ago, when “Draft Clark” supporters helped encourage an eager 
Wesley Clark to run in the 2004 race. He backed out several months later and endorsed John F. Kerry, the Massachusetts Democrat. 

The young faces in the draft movement’s state headquarters in Des Moines believe Warren will prove the next success. 

Iowa’s Run Warren Run headquarters opened in an office warehouse space last Thursday with a crowd of about 30 people, a potluck that 
consisted largely of prepackaged sweets and unwavering assurance that activists could sway the Massachusetts senator. 

One of the five paid staffers recruited his father to help with telephone calls. They encouraged visitors to fill out postcards for Warren and 
promised to run a “100 percent positive campaign,” despite a general distrust of presumed primary front-runner Hillary Rodham Clinton 
and her support from Wall Street interests. In the 2008 Iowa caucus, Clinton came in third. 

The embryonic Warren movement, only two months in, has tapped into a deeper discontent with the Democratic Party’s agenda and given 
liberals a rare sounding board. 

“What we are trying to do is not just draft Elizabeth Warren, but we are trying to model what a Democratic campaign should look like,” 
said Charles Chamberlain, Democracy for America’s executive director. 

The Iowa garage operation represents one piece of a sophisticated national fund-raising effort that could benefit the groups, even as it helps 
Warren. 

A Run Warren Run website asks donors to click on boxes from $5 to $1,500 and sends the money to MoveOn.org’s coffers. 

The group, whose members voted to support the draft, has not created a separate pot for the funds it gets from the Warren recruitment 
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efforts. Ilya Sheyman, executive director of MoveOn.org Political Action, declined to discuss how much the group has raised off the Warren 
brand but said those who contribute “can see the resources being invested by grass-roots donors are going to the service of drafting 
Elizabeth Warren for president.” 

Warren has ignored the latest campaign, though her attorney wrote to the Federal Election Commission last year, making it clear she did not 
“authorize, endorse, or otherwise approve” of Ready for Warren. 

A Warren spokeswoman said the senator does not support MoveOn.org’s and Democracy for America’s fund-raising efforts, either. Ready 
for Warren, because it can raise unlimited money, has different legal requirements. But her office declined to explain why she has not 
formally distanced herself from the latest effort. 

MoveOn.org has brought on two senior advisers to guide its national draft-Warren campaign. A New Hampshire office will open in 
coming days. And more than 90 artists signed a letter on Tuesday encouraging a Warren bid, including celebrities Susan Sarandon, Mark 
Ruffalo, and Ed Norton. 

They don’t seem to notice that Warren keeps saying no. 

‘We will show her so much momentum she will get into the race,” said Blair Lawton, the campaign’s Iowa field director. 

Advocates note it took a similar effort to draw Warren into the 2012 Senate campaign in Massachusetts. 

A Bloomberg Politics/Des Moines Register poll last week showed Clinton receiving 56 percent of the vote from Iowa Democrats and 
Warren taking second place at 16 percent, up from 10 percent in October. 

The half-frozen Des Moines River separates the Run Warren Run headquarters from Ready for Hillary’s Iowa office near the gilded State 
Capitol. Clinton supporters, buoyed by Warren’s refusals, don’t consider the draft campaign much of a threat. 

“Someone is spending a lot of money to push a person that doesn’t want to be pushed, so what is their mission?” said Bonnie Campbell, 
a former Iowa attorney general, gubernatorial candidate, and current Clinton backer. 

Ready for Hillary, a super PAC with which Campbell volunteers, was launched two years ago and has raised nearly $13 million, 130 times 
that of Ready for Warren. 

Two hours away, at the exit with a hand-written “Dump Obama” sign, the Fairfield group sat above a cafe that offered organic elk burgers 
and they devised a plan. 

They decided on an open house at the public library, considered finding local leaders to discuss their support, and talked about a weekend 
celebration. To celebrate what wasn’t exactly clear — as host Carole Simmons pointed out.

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Busy March for Hillary Clinton could presage campaign launch (MSNBC)

After months of relative quiet, Hillary Clinton is pressing ahead with preparations for a return to the campaign trail, ramping up her public 
activity in March ahead of an almost certain campaign launch. 

Clinton has only one public appearance scheduled for February — a paid speech at a Silicon Valley conference for women — but will 
significandy expand her profile in March with at least four appearances. First up, she’ll receive an award at the 30th anniversary gala of 
Emily’s List, the powerful Democratic group that works to get more pro-choice women elected to office. Emily’s List’s founder Ellen 
Malcolm co-chaired Clinton’s 2008 presidential campaign and the group has been one the former secretary of state’s key outside allies. The 
March 3 event will give her an opportunity to speak about need to get more more women in elected office — perhaps even the White House. 

Next, Clinton will be inducted into the Irish America Hall of Fame at a ceremony in New Y ork City on March 1 6, the day before St. Patrick’s 
Day. Clinton is not Irish — her parents are of English, Welsh, Scottish, and French descent — but as first lady, she played a key role in the 
peace process in Northern Ireland. “She galvanized women’s groups on both sides by meeting with them, shaping their agenda and making 
sure they always had a friend in the U.S. administration,” said Irish America co-founder Niall O’Dowd. Two of her potential Democratic 
primary opponents. Vice President Biden and former Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley, along with her husband Bill Clinton, are previously 
inductees. 

After that, Clinton heads to Atlantic City, New Jersey for a paid speech on March 19 to the American Camp Association, an industry group 
of summer camp professionals. Four days later, she’s back in Washington to present a journalism award named in honor of Robin Toner, 
the first woman to be named national political reporter for The New York Times. 

What Clinton does next is the key question for Clinton watchers and Democrats alike. 

People close to Clinton say her plans have not changed since April was first identified as likely launch window for a campaign, and that her 
preparation is pressing ahead full steam. Some Clinton allies, however, say the presumed Democratic front-runner might wait until as late 
as July to formally announce her campaign. They say she might also opt to form an exploratory committee or PAC in the spring, and then 
wait until Summer for a formal launch. Clinton’s strength buys her time, but some Democrats fear she risks appearing like she’s taking the 
Democratic primary system for granted if she waits too long. 

Meanwhile, outside groups are keeping up enthusiasm for the likely candidate. The pro-Clinton super PAC Ready for Hillary this week 
reported raising more than $740,000 in the last quarter, for a total haul of more than $12.9 million since it was created two years ago. 

Other Democratic 2016 hopefuls are also ramping up activity. Vermont Sen. Bernie Sanders will make two appearances at a progressive 
festival in Pennsylvania this weekend, before speaking on his economic plan at the Brookings Institution in Washington Monday. Later this 
month, he’ll make three-day swing through Iowa. 

Former Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley has a busy March as well, with appearances at Democratic events in South Carolina, Kansas, New 
Hampshire, and Iowa. His O’Say Can You See PAC, which he is using the lay the groundwork for a presidential run, reported raising more 
than $191,000 in the last quarter. 
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Top White House Official to Leave for Emerging Hillary Clinton Campaign (WSJ)

Another top aide to President Barack Obama will be leaving the White House to join Hillary Clinton ‘s would-be presidential campaign, 
people familiar with the matter say, the latest example of the two major camps within the Democratic Party coalescing behind the former 
Secretary of State’s likely candidacy. 

Jennifer Palmieri will leave her job as White House communications director for a comparable role with Mrs. Clinton, these people said. 

The move locks in place another top position on Mrs. Clinton’s campaign team, should she choose to run. 

Ms. Palmieri has connections to both the Obama and Clinton worlds, having worked in Bill Clinton’s White House in the 1990s. She is 
also close to another figure who bridges both the Obama and Clinton worlds: John Podesta. 

Mr. Podesta is currently a senior adviser to the president. He is due to leave the White House this month and to later join the Clinton team, 
perhaps in the role of campaign chairman, people familiar with events have said. 

The earliest Ms. Palmieri will leave is March, a White House official said Wednesday. The White House declined to say what Ms. Palmieri 
will do next. Mrs. Clinton’s office didn’t respond to a request for comment. 

Mrs. Clinton has given no timetable for when she’ll announce her candidacy, but people familiar with the matter expect her to jump in 
sometime between April and J uly. Before her formal announcement, she might set up a presidential exploratory committee, which would 
enable her to raise campaign funds to help cover travel and other expenses. 

Ms. Palmieri has strong relations with the press corps, a potential asset to a Clinton team whose dealings with the media in the 2008 
campaign were frosty. 

Ms. Palmieri didn’t serve in Mr. Obama’s 2008 campaign and is one of the few outsiders to gain influence in a White House that prizes 
loyalty. She was tasked, in part, with improving White House relations with the press and is seen as a fair broker between the administration 
and the press corps. 

Mr. Obama particularly has sought her input on media relations issues that require knowledge of precedent, given her experience in the 
Clinton administration. 

The addition of Ms. Palmieri rounds out the top ranks of Mrs. Clinton’s emerging campaign organization. 

Others expected to play key roles are Joel Benenson, who was Mr. Obama’s campaign pollster; Jim Margolis, a media adviser to Mr. 

Obama’s campaigns; Cheryl Mills, who served as a counselor to Mrs. Clinton in the State Department and worked in her husband’s White 
House; and Philippe Reines, a trusted confidante of Mrs. Clinton. 

The White House also announced Wednesday that Dan Pfeiffer, one of Mr. Obama’s top advisers, will depart in early March. Mr. Pfeiffer 
has been part of Mr. Obama’s senior team of advisers since the 2008 presidential campaign.

White House communications director Jennifer Palmieri will leave the administration this spring, according to individuals familiar with the 
decision, to serve as communications director for Hillary Rodham Clinton’s likely presidential campaign.

“We need energized, new people to do that,” the aide said, referring to the president’s remaining agenda. 

Clinton, for her part, is revamping her communications and press strategy — a minefield for a candidate with a deep distrust of the news 
media. Relations between the 2008 White House contender and the press became toxic and suspicious, and strategists have expected 
Clinton to hire several campaign spokespeople this time who come with established good relationships with reporters. 

A senior Democratic strategist supporting Clinton, who requested anonymity because Clinton has not yet said she is running, said Palmieri 
emerged last month as the leading candidate to head the former secretary of state’s campaign communications operation. For an image- 
conscious campaign where men have been identified for nearly all the top positions, according to the strategist, the team very much wanted a 
widely-respected woman in the lead role. 

Recent discussions among the Clinton cadre have centered on ways she can communicate through the political press and in spite of it, 
strategists said, including ways she can exploit social media outlets that did not exist when she ran in 2008. 

First word of an April exploratory committee could come via Twitter or another platform, strategists said, although all such plans remain 
up in the air. 

Obama pollster Joel Benenson, now serving as a chief Clinton adviser, is leading some of the discussions about communications strategy 
and other topics, two people familiar with recent meetings said. Also under discussion: Whether the campaign headquarters would be in 
White Plains, N.Y., near Clinton’s home in suburban Chappaqua, or in New York City. White Plains is out, Manhattan or Brooklyn are in, 
strategists said.

White House communications director Jennifer Palmieri is planning to leave the White House later this spring, and is expected to take a role 
in Hillary Clinton’s presidential campaign.

The official cast the departures as an opportunity for President Obama and his chief of staff, Denis McDonough, to build a new 
communications infrastructure “specifically designed to work on the president’s goals for the next 18 months in a rapidly-changing media 
environment.” 

“Instead of filling jobs as one-offs, this timing presents an opportunity to build a cohesive team that is expressly designed to achieve and 
implement the president’s priorities for the fourth quarter of his presidency,” the official said. 

Still, the departures seem to underscore the extent to which focus, even inside the West Wing, is shifting to Hillary Clinton’s fledgling 
campaign. 

There has been significant speculation about the timing of an announcement, and who will help run the campaign of the former Secretary of 
State. In addition to Podesta and Palmieri, Obama campaign pollster Joel Benenson and campaign media adviser Jim Margolis are expected 
to be involved in the leadership structure of her campaign. 

Republican National Committee spokesman Michael Short used the moves to cast Clinton as a continuation of the Obama presidency. 

“It’s getting clearer with each Obama official leaving for Hillary Clinton’s campaign that the sole purpose of her candidacy is to continue his 
failed policies under another name,” Short said. “Voters overwhelmingly don’t want a third term for President Obama’s liberal agenda, but 
that’s what Hillary Clinton intends to give them.”

Two trusted aides depart Obama's circle (WAPO)

President Obama is losing two of his most trusted aides in a White House exodus that will shrink the already small circle of confidants 
around the president. 

Both White House senior adviser Dan Pfeiffer - one of President Obama’s longest-serving aides and top political strategists - and 
communications director Jennifer Palmieri are leaving the administration in the coming weeks. 

The exits come at the same time as a handful of other top staffers are also on their way out this month, including Obama’s senior counselor 
John D. Podesta and his Ebola strategy coordinator, Ron Klain. Podesta and Palmieri are joining the nascent 2016 presidential campaign of 
Hillary Rodham Clinton. 

The flurry of departures presents a challenge for the president, who has a limited window for action before the political center of gravity 
shifts toward the 2016 presidential campaign. The Pfeiffer departure means that nearly every member of the team who helped orchestrate 
Obama’s rise to prominence has left the White House. 

Palmieri is one of the president’s top female advisers and has played a key role in the administration’s media relations efforts, first as 
Pfeiffer’s deputy and then his successor in the top communications job. 

“It’s going to be a really strange world without Dan Pfeiffer in the White House,” said Jim Messina, who served as Obama’s deputy chief of 
staff during his first term and managed the president’s reelection bid. “It now kind of leaves Valerie [Jarrett] and the president as the last 
two along for the whole journey.” 

A White House official, who asked not to be identified in order to discuss personnel matters, said Obama and his chief of staff, Denis 
McDonough, were discussing how to restructure Pfeiffer’s role and bring on new staff to implement the president’s agenda for the next 
two years. 

“We need energized, new people to do that,” the aide said. 

The 39-year-old Pfeiffer, who described his own role in a Post interview as trying to shape how the president and the rest of the nation see 
“Barack Obama 10 years from now,” has worked doggedly to amplify the president’s message and leave a mark on the Democratic Party 
more broadly. A workaholic and sports fanatic, he has aggressively experimented with social media and other digital tools to bypass 
traditional news organizations and communicate directly with the public. 

He first joined Obama as a staff member in his Senate office and, over the years, developed a bond with the president that became a 
friendship based on common interests, especially their love of basketball, said Tommy Vietor, a former National Security Council 
spokesman. 

“Dan has been beside me on every step of this incredible journey, starting with those earliest days of the campaign in 2007,” Obama said in 
a statement. “And through it all, he’s been smart, steady, tireless and true to the values we started with. Like everyone else in the White 
House, I’ve benefited from his political savvy and his advocacy for working people. He’s a good man and a good friend, and I’m going to 
miss having him just down the hall from me.” 

During Obama’s first term, Pfeiffer spent much of it as communications director, a behind-the-scenes job that focused more on developing 
and disseminating the administration’s message about political and policy initiatives. He had a hand in virtually everything the White House 
did as he sought to coordinate the message between the West Wing and the vast government bureaucracy, colleagues said. 

Pfeiffer developed a reputation for being driven and demanding, often sending co-workers e-mails about news stories at all hours of the 
night. After suffering a mini-stroke two years ago, he returned to work the next day. He changed his diet and made an effort to strike a 
better balance in his life. 

He was often antagonistic with reporters over their coverage, sending them angry e-mails. Inside the West Wing, Pfeiffer was often the one 
reminding others that amid the day-to-day scandals that dominate Washington discourse, they should not forget the reasons Obama ran 
for office. 

“He would step back and ask what do the American people care about - jobs, the economy, the big-picture things that you have to be 
focusing on,” Vietor said. 

But the intensely competitive Pfeiffer was often deeply engaged in those arguments. In 2012, he apologized to columnist Charles 
Krauthammer after accusing him, in a blog post on the White House Web site, of making a “ridiculous claim” that Obama had returned a 
bust of Winston Churchill to the British Embassy that had been displayed in the Oval Office. 

“This is 100% false. The bust [is] still in the White House. In the Residence. Outside the Treaty Room,” Pfeiffer wrote. In fact, 
Krauthammer was right and Pfeiffer had mistakenly referred to another Churchill bust that had been given to Lyndon B. Johnson. 

Palmieri, who served in the Clinton White House and joined the Obama administration in December 2011, played a key role in improving 
the president’s visibility, and she has a reputation for being able to foster and maintain good relations with members of the national media. 
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“In our strategic discussions, Jen has been a consistent advocate of the president taking a leading, visible role in engaging the public and 
driving our message,” White House press secretary Josh Earnest said by e-mail. 

Clinton is revamping her communications and press strategy - a minefield for a candidate with a deep distrust of the news media. 

A senior Democratic strategist supporting Clinton, who requested anonymity because Clinton has not yet said she is running, said Palmieri 
emerged last month as the leading candidate to head the former secretary of state’s campaign communications operation. For an image- 
conscious campaign where men have been identified for nearly all the top positions, according to the strategist, the team wanted a widely 
respected woman as communications director. 

Obama has been criticized by other Democrats and even agency officials inside the administration of at times being too insular, while relying 
on his small bevy of longtime advisers. One former aide to President George W. Bush cautioned Wednesday that Pfeiffer’s departure, along 
with Podesta and Klain, could leave the remaining few long-timers with even more power. 

Rep. Steve Israel (N.Y.), an influential Democrat with close ties to the White House, said it was not surprising that some of Obama’s staff 
would want to leave now, when “it’s on a high note.” 

The president will continue to be guided by the aides who helped win the White House, even if they are no longer on the payroll. On Jan. 
10, a group of Obama’s former aides gathered in the White House to discuss both the upcoming State of the Union address and how to 
manage the remainder of the president’s term. 

Pfeiffer’s alma mater’s basketball team, the Georgetown Hoyas, was playing during the session, according to a participant, prompting 
Pfeiffer to check his smartphone regularly as the advisers conferred with the president. 

At one moment Pfeiffer’s head jerked up, and he quietly uttered a curse word. “Hoyas down by two,” he whispered to a couple of 
colleagues, by explanation. Georgetown ended up losing. 

Some predict more basketball in Pfeiffer’s future. His White House departure “guarantees he will spend the NCAA tournament ensconced 
in fritos and Yuengling surrounded by 15 TV sets,” CNN’s Jake Tapper wrote on Twitter. 
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Hillary Clinton signals desire for fresh start with press (MSNBC)

White House Communications Director Jennifer Palmieri plans to leave the administration in the coming months, likely to take a top job 
on Hillary Clinton’s emerging presidential campaign-in-waiting. 

The White House confirmed Palmieri’s departure to msnbc, which was first reported by the Wall Street Journal Wednesday evening. 
Palmieri is expected to join a Clinton campaign led by fellow White House official John Podesta, who is close with Palmieri and will step 
down soon as well. 

The move is perhaps the strongest evidence yet that Clinton is moving ahead with a 2016 candidacy, and signals that she intends to seek 
warmer relations with the press than during her last presidential bid. 

“There’s been a collective sigh of relief from flacks and reporters alike,” said one Democratic communications operative, who requested 
anonymity to speak candidly. “It is clear they’re ready to turn the page.” 

The sentiment was reflected by several Democratic press operatives who spoke with msnbc Wednesday night, many of whom had worried 
about a repeat of Clinton’s hostile posture towards the press from 2008. 

Mike McCurry, who served as Bill Clinton’s White House Press Secretary, called the hire a “smart move,” while other operatives praised 
Palmieri as smart and lacking in ego. 

“Her campaign can’t double down on a decade-old failed strategy with the press. That approach just made the coverage worse and made life 
miserable for everyone. Today’s news seems like a first step in the right direction,” said another Democratic communications operative. 

Last year, Politico surveyed 61 White House reporters and asked them to name the most helpful official in the building. Their clear top 
choice was Palmieri. 

McClatchy White House Reporter Steve Thomma, who until recently served as president of the White House Correspondent’s Association, 
said Clinton is respected by White House reporters. “I’ve known Jen since the Clinton White House,” he said in an email. “She won’t 
always tell us what we want to know. But she’s accessible, and likes talking with reporters.” 

Clinton’s 2008 campaign was beset by many problems, but one of it’s major woes was perpetually difficult relations with the press. Her 
communications director, Phil Singer, was infamous for berating journalists and staffers alike in an especially harsh manner, even for the 
sharp-elbowed world presidential campaigns. 

Clinton offered little access to reporters traveling with her during her first run, at least while she was a top the polls, and her team had what 
former aides and staffers alike described as an almost paranoid and hostile view of the Fourth Estate. 

As Clinton has prepared for a run over the past year, Democrats hoping she would change her posture have been watching warily from the 
sidelines as some unflattering stories emerged. “The campaign has a choice of how they’re going to treat the press. And that matters not 
just philosophically, but actually,” said one concerned Democratic ally last month. 

Advisors to Clinton insist a 2016 campaign will be different from 2008, and she so far delivered with hires from outside her orbit of 
longtime loyalists Palmieri worked for former North Carolina Sen. John Edwards’s presidential campaign that year, not Clinton, before 
joining Podesta at the Center for American Progress after the election. 

But operatives also say that Clinton herself will set the tone for her campaigns interactions with the press. Clinton has been wary of the 
press in the past, but reportedly got along well the press corps that covered her as secretary of state. In one sign of goodwill, Clinton recently 
agreed to present an award next month for journalism, named in honor of the late New York Times reporter Robin Toner. 

Whether the moves ultimately signal meaningful change remain to be seen. 
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The Democratic establishment is uniting behind Hillary Clinton (Vox)

1. The Wall Street Journal reports that Jen Palmieri, the current White House communications director, will leave her post in the spring 
to become communications director on Hillary Clinton’s nascent presidential campaign.

It’s Clinton, not Biden, who’s absorbing the Obama White House’s top operatives 

In addition to Palmieri and Podesta, Joel Benenson, Obama’s top pollster, is expected to be part of the Clinton campaign as well. You 
expect to see this kind of top White House talent making early moves towards a campaign when it’s the vice president gearing up for a run. 
But it’s Clinton, not Biden, who looks to be absorbing the many of the key players in Obamaworld. 

This speaks to Clinton’s weird and enviable position: she’s running with the traditional advantages of the vice president — staffing talent, 
name recognition, national donor network, etc — but she isn’t as closely tied to Obama’s record as Biden would be. She can run as 
Obama’s anointed successor while retaining the space to criticize. 

The Democratic Party is united 

The 2008 Democratic primary was rough (remember the PUMAs?), in part because it came in a period when Democratic Party really had 
been deeply divided on key questions of foreign policy. But the 2016 Democratic Party is unusually unified. 

As Matt Yglesias wrote back in June, Clinton’s overwhelming frontrunner status is a function of that unity. There’s no obvious challenger 
for dissatisfied Democrats to flock to because there’s no obvious issue that can power an insurgent campaign the way Iraq powered 
Obama’s 2008 campaign. 

Clinton’s political team is coming into focus. Her policy team is still a mystery. 

In addition to Palmieri and Podesta, the New York Times names a number of other political strategists who appear likely to assume key 
roles in Clinton’s campaign: 

Brian Fallon, currendy at the Justice Department, is expected to potentially handle rapid response, and Karen Finney, a longtime Democratic 
operative and MSNBC regular, could serve as a press secretary. 

Tapping Ms. Palmieri rounds out a team of senior advisers who could lead Clinton’s campaign, including Joel Benenson and Jim Margolis 
who both worked on President Obama’s presidential campaigns. Robby Mook, who managed Terry McAuliffe’s successful campaign for 
governor of Virginia, is expected to be campaign manager. 

That’s a murderer’s row of communication staffers, pollsters, and campaign strategists. But it’s not clear yet who will serve as Clinton’s top 
policy staffers. Which is part of why it’s hard to say much about what Clinton’s agenda will look like. There look to be hints if you stare for 
very long at the policy proposals being released by longtime policy allies of the Clinton’s, but her campaign is staffing up its political side 
well in advance of its policy side. 
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2016 election campaign will debate U.S. troops to stop Islamic State (McClatchy)

The horrifying murder of a Jordanian pilot, made public this week, suggests that U.S. efforts to stop the Islamic State extremist group are 
ineffective, making it more likely that the 2016 election campaign will become a debate about ground troops. 

President Barack Obama has launched waves of airstrikes at Islamic State targets in Iraq and Syria, but he steadfasdy rules out sending 
ground troops into combat. 

At least six potential Republican presidential candidates won’t dismiss that option. Others, though, hedge when asked how they’d proceed 
beyond criticizing Obama’s airstrikes-only strategy as ineffective. 

Dealing with the Islamic State is risky political business. Politicians have to be careful that they don’t appear to be taking advantage of fear 
and outrage over the group’s brutality. And they know that ground troops are not a crowd-pleasing idea, since a war-weary public has vivid 
memories of the lengthy U.S. involvement in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Americans are increasingly worried about terrorist threats and want heightened readiness and a tough response. A recent Pew Research 
Center survey found combating terrorism inching ahead of the economy as Americans’ top priority for Obama and Congress. Two-thirds 
were concerned that the Islamic State was a major threat to this country. 

The drumbeat of horrors keeps the apprehension fresh. The beheadings of hostages , the killings at the offices of satirical Paris-based 
magazine Charlie Hebdo and the burning alive of Jordanian Lt. Moaz al Kasasbeh intensify the concern. 

Republicans, far more than Democrats, have for months sensed an opportunity to use terrorism policies to their advantage, and aren’t 
relenting. 

“There is a Democrat in the White House, so it’s a litde easier (for Republicans) to be hawkish,” said Craig Robinson, editor of 
TheIowaRepublican.com , a partisan website. 

Add to that the prospect of former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton as the Democratic nominee, even though she was in office in 2011, 
when American forces killed terrorist mastermind Osama bin Laden. As a U.S. senator, Clinton voted in 2002 to authorize President 
George W. Bush to use military force in Iraq, a vote she later said she regretted. 

“Republicans likely view her as being weak on foreign policy,” said Robinson. 

Clinton said last month that military action against Islamic terrorists was “critical.” She did not get more specific about U.S. ground troops. 

Republicans argue that weakness from the Obama administration, including the withdrawal of combat troops from Iraq, allowed the rise of 
the Islamic State. “We should not be surprised,” former Virginia Gov. James Gilmore said of Tuesday’s murder. “When the good guys 
step out and leave a void, the bad guys step in and fill it.” 

Ground troops, many suggest, could or should be an option. Among their views: 

— Former Texas Gov. Rick Perry. He “believes we shouldn’t take options off the table when it comes to protecting America’s interests,” said 
spokeswoman Lucy Nashed. 

— Retired neurosurgeon Ben Carson. “If you need ground troops to take ‘em out, you put in ground troops,” he told McClatchy in a recent 
interview . 

— Wisconsin Gov. Scott Walker. ‘We have to be prepared to put boots on the ground if that’s what it takes,” he told ABC on Sunday. 

— Sen. Marco Rubio of Florida. The fight against the Islamic State “might require some element of U.S. ground power in order to finish the 
job,” he told CNN last fall . He continues to think the U.S. shouldn’t take options off the table. 

— Sen. Lindsey Graham of South Carolina. He suggested “ground troops on the American side to supplement a regional force . . . with large 
enough numbers to defeat” the Islamic State. He called for about 10,000 American support personnel “to make sure that we win not only 
in Syria but in Iraq.” 

— Sen. Rand Paul of Kentucky has been a supporter of U.S. airstrikes, though he said Obama had acted improperly by not seeking 
congressional authorization first. In December, he introduced a resolution providing that consent, which hasn’t been taken up for a vote. It 
included a section limiting how ground forces could be used. 

It said such forces could be used “for limited operations against high value targets or as necessary for advisory and intelligence gathering 
operations.” Ground power could also be used to protect or rescue U.S. citizens or military personnel from “imminent danger” posed by 
the Islamic State. 

Others are less specific. 

Sen. Ted Cruz of Texas suggested Tuesday, “The question of what is to be required should be a military question driven by the objective.” 
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The problem with Obama’s foreign policy, he said, is that “the objective has not been focused appropriately on destroying ISIS. Rather, it 
has been a photo op foreign policy.” 

Former Florida Gov. Jeb Bush told a New York audience last fall that the rise of the Islamic State has come partly because of allies’ inability 
to trust Obama and his policies. His office didn’t respond to requests for comment. Nor did former Arkansas Gov. Mike Huckabee’s 
political committee. 

Former United Nations Ambassador John Bolton wanted to see a more focused strategy. 

“The United States needs an objective more than anything else,” he said. “Asking about U.S. ground forces before asking about what our 
objective should be is a propaganda technique encouraged by the White House, and which reveals all the weaknesses of current 
administration thinking.” 

Asking anyone to predict the specifics of policy two years ahead is probably an impossible task, though. 

“I can’t tell you today what is the best policy for whatever crisis is to come,” said former Gov. Gilmore, who headed an influential high-level 
congressional panel before and after the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist attacks that assessed threats and recommended policies. 

What is clear is this, said Carroll Doherty, Pew director of political research: “There’s always potential for national security and terrorism to be 
an issue.” 
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Justice Hillary? What could have been (MSNBC)

In his new book, longtime advisor David Axelrod reveals that President Barack Obama briefly considered appointing Hillary Clinton to the 
Supreme Court after she withdrew from the 2008 presidential race. 

Obama ended up naming her secretary of state instead, but some Clinton allies have long been warm to the idea of the Yale-educated lawyer 
being named to the high court. 

In an October 2008 interview with Fox News, Clinton flatly ruled out any interest in the job. She said there was “zero” chance she would be 
named to the court. “I have no interest in doing that,” she added. 

But in the same interview, she also came close to slamming the door shut on running for president again. The chance of another White 
House bid was “probably close to zero,” she said. 

When Justice John Paul Stevens stepped down in 201 1, speculation grew that the then-secretary of state might be on Obama’s short list to 
replace Stevens. Even GOP Sen. Orrin Hatch, a former chairman of the Judiciary Committee, was open to the idea. 

But the White House quashed the notion, “The President thinks Secretary Clinton is doing an excellent job as secretary of state and wants 
her to remain in that position,” said White House spokesman Tommy Vietor, who, incidentally, would go on to help Clinton in 2014 
around the rollout of her memoir. 

And the chatter grew again in the lead-up to the 2012 presidential election. As Clinton prepared to step down as secretary of state, some 
Democrats floated the idea of Clinton and Vice President Joe Biden switching jobs. Others suggested she replace Justice Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg, whom some Democrats wanted to resign from the bench ahead of the election to ensure Obama would choose her replacement, 
in case a Republican won that year. 

Last year, former Clinton White House Press Secretary Mike McCurry provocatively suggested the idea again, writing in op-ed for Real Clear 
Politics that “Hillary is probably the one person Barack Obama could nominate who would be confirmed in a nanosecond.” 

Of course, an appointment on the high court would have made it very difficult — if not impossible — for Clinton to run for president in 
2016. 

Already, some Democrats have privately speculated, if somewhat factiously, that a President Clinton could appoint Obama, a constitutional 
law professor by trade, to the court.

The $500,000 Green Card: Obama, Clinton Kin Courted By Foreign Middlemen (ABC News)

The obscure immigration program that helps wealthy foreigners get American Green Cards is proving profitable to some people with very 
familiar names. 

Hillary Clinton’s brother is involved. So are powerful California politician Willie Brown and Chicago political boss Richard M. Daley. One 
firm that helps wealthy Chinese gain access to the little-known immigration program even tried to recruit President Obama’s half-brother, 
Mark Obama-Ndesandjo. 

“There are always going to be people in China — and in any country for that matter — who will try to use influence and try to use well- 
known people for business opportunities,” Obama told ABC News. 

The immigration program in question is known by its visa designation — EB5. It provides a short-cut to a Green Card for foreign 
nationals willing to invest $500,000 to $1 million in certain American business and development ventures. Obama said he was approached 
by a Chinese firm trying to find Chinese investors for a transit development in the Los Angeles suburb of El Monte. 

“They said they wanted to pay a lot,” said Obama, who shared the same father as the American President, but now lives in China. “But I 
told them I’m out of this, I don’t want anything to do with it.” 

His gut instinct against further involvement appears to have been well placed. The El Monte development as first proposed was never built 
and the original developers are no longer involved. And like more than three dozen others connected to the immigration program, it 
became the subject of a wide-ranging federal investigation, according to documents obtained by ABC News. 

Politicians have been an attractive draw for the so-called EB-5 regional centers. The privately-run centers have the job of recruiting foreign 
investors — most of them coming from China. The centers then pair the investors (and their money) with various hotel developments, 
business ventures and construction projects. 

Familiar names such as Obama or Clinton — as in Hillary Clinton’s brother Anthony Rodham, who runs a regional center called Gulf Coast 
Funds Management — help lend prestige to the ventures, Obama-Ndesandjo said. That’s even true despite having a distant relationship 
with his half-brother — a topic Obama discussed in his recent book, An Obama’s Journey. 

“My feeling is that they probably felt that they would be able to get some status from that,” he said. 

Rodham did not return calls from ABC News seeking comment for this report. 

The list of political names with ties to EB-5 continues to grow. Just this week, The Chicago Sun Times reported on Daley’s involvement in 
Tur Partners, a firm the former Chicago mayor opened with his son, and has been approved by Homeland Security to recruit overseas 
investment for those looking to obtain permanent U.S. residency. 

In a number of high profile cases, internal documents show that regional centers with political connections made efforts to use them. When 
Terry McAuliffe, now the governor of Virginia, got involved in an electric car venture that was funded in part with EB-5 investments, he 
attempted to unclog the government review process with calls and emails to the head of the program, Alijandro Mayorkas, internal emails 
show. Sen. Harry Reid also used his political muscle to persuade the immigration agency to expedite the processing of visas for investors in 
a Las Vegas hotel and casino project. 

Sen. Charles Grassley said he has spoken to several whistleblowers who are concerned about the impact of this kind of political pressure. 

“I have run across concerns from whisde blowers that people within the Department of Homeland Security administering this program 
have... responded to political pressure to do what I call get to yes very quickly,” Grassley told ABC News. 

The investment program exploded in popularity during the recent economic downturn, in large part because it encouraged investment at a 
time many development projects were struggling to find financing. Peter Joseph, who heads the trade association for EB-5 regional centers, 
said there is nothing unusual about politicians getting involved to help cut through red tape in Washington. 

“Generally speaking, it’s very common for congressional offices to undertake issues on behalf of constituents that — involve dealing with 
federal bureaucracy,” Joseph said. 

Politicians appreciated that, Joseph said, because in many cases the foreign investment stimulated job creation in their districts. Las Vegas, 
where construction had stagnated as the recession hit, was a prime example of that. 

“Senator Reid is proud to have successfully fought for a project that creates 8,600 Nevada jobs,” a Reid spokesman told ABC News in 
response to questions. 

Increasingly, EB-5 programs have created headaches for the politicians who got involved. In South Dakota, the use of political influence in 
an EB-5 venture to expand dairy operations in the state became grist for attack ads in the recent U.S. Senate campaign. McAuliffe’s reported 
efforts to enlist help for his project from Mayorkas (a one-time Clinton appointee) wound up grist for political attacks during his 2013 
gubernatorial campaign. McAuliffe released a statement at the time saying he made no effort to prod the immigration agency into granting 
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visas. In his statement, he blamed Grassley for ginning up the controversy. 

“I find it unfortunate that a Republican Senator from Iowa — who has a long history of support for the EB-5 program selectively 

released information for the purpose of partisan attacks instead of getting facts,” McAuliffe said in the statement. 
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The GOP's 2016 Edge (Politico)

The 2016 presidential election is going to resemble Thomas Hobbes’ famous description of the natural state of human life in two ways: It 
will be nasty and brutish 

What it will not be is short. 

The campaign shifted into full swing on December 16, when former Florida governor Jeb Bush announced that he would “actively explore 
the possibility of running for president,” and it accelerated with Mitt Romney’s double January bombshell that he was considering, then 
had stopped considering, a third run. 

Beyond Bush, a growing list of credible and incredible Republicans have been gearing up to run, while the Democratic heavyweight, Hillary 
Clinton, has been agonizing not over if, but when, she will announce her campaign. 

Let’s put the primaries aside, though, and assume (maybe dangerously) that both parties, as they typically do, produce credible nominees 
from each party’s mainstream to compete for the presidency. 

At this early stage, does either party have an obvious edge? 

Around the time of the GOP-dominated midterms, it seemed logical to say the Republicans held the advantage. Not because their strong 
performance in congressional and gubernatorial races has any predictive value — ask President Romney about how well 201 0’s midterms 
predicted the future — but because President Barack Obama’s approval rating was mired in the low 40s. Should Obama’s approval be low, 
he’ll be a drag on any Democratic nominee, who will effectively be running for his third term. 

Alan Abramowitz of Emory University, writing for our Crystal Ball newsletter, recently assessed the importance of Obama’s approval to the 
next election. Basically, if Obama’s over 50 percent, the Democratic nominee gets an edge; if he’s under, the Republican does. The election 
won’t be quite this simple, of course, but you can’t beat presidential job approval as a leading predictive indicator — though it is a bit less 
powerful when the incumbent isn’t running. 

Obama is not at 50 percent approval in most polls, but his numbers have been better lately as the country’s economic outlook has 
improved. In addition to sunnier GDP and unemployment statistics, consumer confidence is at its highest point in a decade, according to a 
University of Michigan survey. 

This upward trend could change, of course, with a new recession, a Middle Eastern crisis or a fresh political scandal. We just don’t know 
what Obama’s approval rating will be when 2016 rolls around, but his standing matters a great deal even though he isn’t on the ballot. 

On the other side of the party ledger, it’s very possible the Republicans will split deeply or choose an ideologically narrow, unelectable 
nominee. It appears that the GOP will have one of the largest, and probably the largest, field of candidates in modern presidential history 
(while Democrats have one of the smallest). Intense competition can invigorate a party, but the dangers of corrosive factionalism are 
substantial — and the current Republican Party is faction-ridden. 

All that said, some might put a pinkie on the scale for the GOP at this very early moment. Why? Primarily because American politics is 
cyclical, and our recurrent history makes an argument for turnover at 1600 Pennsylvania Ave. 

Running for a third consecutive presidential party term probably does exact a penalty on the incumbent’s party. Dan McLaughlin, writing at 
the conservative website The Federalist, looked at the 1 1 elections conducted since the end of the Civil War when there was no incumbent 
on the ballot and an incumbent had been reelected in the previous election (which is what we’ll have in 2016). He found that the incumbent 
party lost an average of 6.9 percent of the two-party vote in the next election. So, subtract 6.9 percent from Obama’s 2012 share of 52 
percent, and the Republican wins the presidency quite easily — though in today’s polarized America such a significant shift from one election 
to the next doesn’t seem very likely. 

Still, if in every state there were a more modest uniform shift of 3 points in the 2012 result from the Democratic ticket to the Republican 
ticket, Republicans would win 305 electoral votes — 35 votes more than the 270 needed to lock up the election. Precisely uniform shifts 
among a diverse 50 states don’t happen, but 270 electoral votes certainly isn’t an impossible dream for the GOP, despite demographic 
changes — including the growth of the Hispanic electorate — that favor Democrats. Does the Electoral College really feature a “Big Blue 
Wall”? Not necessarily. 

There’s also this: A party winning three presidential victories in a row is uncommon. George H.W. Bush won what was effectively Ronald 
Reagan’s third term in 1988. Before that, the Democrats were the last to win the White House in at least three consecutive elections, from 
1932 through 1948 (four elections for Franklin Roosevelt, and one for Harry Truman). 

Granted, this history is not conclusive. In recent postwar elections, several candidates have come achingly close to winning a third term for 
their parties. 

A decade and a half ago, A1 Gore won the popular vote but narrowly lost the Electoral College to George W. Bush in 2000. Flipping a few 
hundred votes in Florida would have given him a victory; he also would have won if fewer than 4,000 voters in New Hampshire had voted 
for him instead of Bush, or if he would have gotten just a little more than a third of the votes that Ralph Nader won. 

Less remembered is Gerald Ford’s near victory over Jimmy Carter in 1976. Ford lost the two-party vote to Carter by just a little more than 2 
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points in a late-breaking contest. Flipping fewer than 6,000 votes in Ohio and 4,000 votes in Hawaii would have put Ford at exacdy 270 
electoral votes. (A faithless Ford elector in Washington State would also have had to refrain from casting his electoral vote for Ronald 
Reagan — but if his vote had been determinative, he probably wouldn’t have gone rogue.) 

Hubert Humphrey in 1968 and Richard Nixon in 1960 each lost the national popular vote by less than a point as they sought third terms 
for their party. 

Prior to that, Truman won a fifth consecutive party term for the Democrats in 1948, Roosevelt won a third Democratic term in 1940, and 
Herbert Hoover won a third Republican term in 1928. 

The point is this: With a few breaks for the White House incumbent party here and there, three straight terms in the White House for one 
party or the other might seem common as opposed to rare. 

What can we say about the 2016 election, then? Mainly, it is likely to be relatively close, especially in the popular vote. 

As Sean Trende of RealClearPolitics recently reminded, political science forecasting models based on election “fundamentals” — factors such 
as the economy and the sitting president’s approval rating — suggest the election should be highly competitive. James Campbell, professor 
of political science at the University at Buffalo-SUNY and someone who studies this subject, agrees. “One lesson from many of the models 
is that as an open-seat race, the 2016 election is likely to be quite close, has no significant advantage for either the ‘in’ or ‘out’ party, and is less 
of a retrospectively determined contest than one directly involving an incumbent president,” Campbell told us. “Presidential approval and 
the economy will matter, but not nearly as much as it would if President Obama were in the race.” 

Recent history and the country’s current state of starkly polarized politics also presage a competitive contest. 

Going back to 1988, there have been seven straight presidential elections that saw neither party win more than 55 percent of the two-party 
vote. Republican George H.W. Bush garnered 53.9 percent of the two-party vote in his 1988 win but lost his 1992 reelection bid to 
Democrat Bill Clinton, who won 53.5 percent (with the caveat that third-party candidate Ross Perot won 19 percent of the full vote in that 
contest). Clinton then won 54.7 percent of the two-party vote in his 1996 reelection. But Clinton’s vice president, A1 Gore, famously lost in 
the Electoral College to Republican George W. Bush despite winning the major-party vote 50.3 percent to 49.7 percent. The younger Bush 
then won reelection in 2004 with 51.2 percent of the two-party vote. In the last two cycles, 2008 and 2012, Democrat Barack Obama won 
53.7 percent and 52.0 percent, respectively, of the major-party vote. These seven presidential elections saw an average two-party vote margin 
of 5.5 percentage points and a median of 6.9 points. 

Such a streak of two-party competitiveness has been seen only once before in American electoral history, from 1876 to 1900. In fact, the 
seven elections in that period were even more competitive than our most recent septet, with an average margin of 2.7 points and a median 
of 3.0. Twice, in 1876 and 1888, the popular- vote winner lost in the Electoral College, misfires that wouldn’t happen again until 2000. The 
1880 election saw the closest popular- vote margin in American presidential history, with Republican James Garfield defeating Democrat 
Winfield Hancock by 0.1 percentage points in the two-party vote — a margin of just over 9,000 votes. The last two elections of that period 
saw Republican William McKinley twice beat Democrat William Jennings Bryan, with McKinley’s 1 900 reelection featuring the largest 
margin in this period, 6.3 percentage points. 

These presidential data illustrate in some ways how our current era and the post-Reconstruction years are the two most polarized periods in 
U.S. political history. Congressional polarization data from voteview.org confirm this view: The last time there was nearly as much 
ideological distance between Democrats and Republicans in Congress was right around the turn of the 20th century, a peak that wouldn’t be 
seen again until around the turn of the new millennium, and it has since been surpassed. With so much polarization, it’s hard to fathom 
either side pulling off a “landslide” presidential victory without some kind of monumental development. Even the 2008 economic crisis, 
which almost guaranteed a Democratic victory that November because the collapse occurred on a Republican’s watch, didn’t lead to a 
crushing win for Obama, who prevailed by 7 points. 

This polarization shows up down the ballot, too. In 1900, for instance, just 3.4 percent of House districts voted for different parties for 
House and for president (a lack of crossover voting was common in this era). That’s fairly similar to 2012, when only 6 percent of House 
districts backed a different party for House and president. 

If this sounds like war between two increasingly distinct partisan tribes, that’s because it is. 

You might think that the long, fierce battle the country will endure all the way to November 2016 would dull the voters’ senses, but it is far 
more probable that a brutal presidential campaign will sharpen party divisions, engage the public (maybe by angering it) and produce a solid 
turnout in the end. 
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Jeb Bush's test: Can a general-election message carry the GOP primaries? (WAPO)

Jeb Bush went before the Detroit Economic Club on Wednesday sounding very much like a politician ready and eager to run a general 
election campaign for president. Whether he is as ready to run for and win the Republican nomination is another question. 

For the past two months, Bush has set the pace among prospective Republican presidential candidates. Wednesday’s appearance was the 
latest example. In broad terms, Bush offered Republicans a template for the policy debate about middle-class economics and economic 
mobility, one designed to put Republicans on a more-level playing field in a debate that Democrats long have believed favors them. 

Bush’s goal seemed clear: to prod more Americans to look at his party as one that is as committed to address the struggles of middle-class 
families - but with different solutions than the Democrats. This was neither the “kinder, gender” rhetoric of his father nor the 
“compassionate conservative” mantra of his brother. Rather it was a conservative’s assertion that liberal policies have failed the very people 
they claim to help and that the Republican Party should and can offer more effective alternatives. 

Echoing President Obama in his State of the Union address, Bush argued that the struggles of the middle class and the “spider web” of 
policies and circumstances that traps people in poverty are the overriding domestic issues of this cycle. But in contrast to the president, he 
argued that the federal government is not the place to look for solutions. 

Speaking in a city whose recent bout with bankruptcy came to symbolize the decline and neglect of American cities, Bush said his party 
should take this argument over poverty and the middle class directly into the urban areas, “where our ideas can matter most, where the 
failures of liberal government are most obvious.” In doing so he was seeking to rebut the idea that Republicans are a party of the suburbs, 
exurbs, small towns and rural America. 

But it was as much Bush’s demeanor and comfort before his audience as his message that conveyed the kind of campaign he hopes to run 
(and on the question of whether he will become a candidate, there was little pretense about where he is heading). Though he read from a 
prepared text, the message he delivered sounded authentically his. Taking questions, he seemed at ease and generally forthcoming - and 
aware that a candidate for president speaks to a wider audience, no matter the venue where he appears. 

Bush’s speech Wednesday stopped short of policy proposals. Fie said he would detail his ideas in the coming months “with a mix of smart 
policies and reforms to tap our resources and capacity to innovate.” At that point, everyone will have a better understanding of whether 
these ideas represent new approaches or rebranded party orthodoxy. 

The most successful presidential candidates generally are those who, at the start of their campaigns, know what they hope to be saying at the 
end of their campaigns. That is the impression Bush gave on Wednesday. The most successful also are often candidates who redefine their 
party rather than be defined by it, whether Bill Clinton in reinterpreting his Democratic Party in 1992 or George W. Bush trying to soften the 
harsher edges of his party in 2000. Is that what Republican primary voters want in 2016? 

Some Republicans believe the party can win the White House by energizing the base more effectively than either John McCain in 2008 or 
Mitt Romney in 2012. They argue that millions of their voters stayed home - working-class whites or religious and social conservatives - 
because they lacked enthusiasm for their nominees. 

Other Republicans believe that the way to win in 2016, given demographic trends, the state of the electoral map and the experience of 2012 
in particular, is to find ways to appeal to a broader audience of voters. That’s everything from more voters of color, particularly Hispanics, to 
women (especially single women) to younger voters to suburban moms. Bush clearly falls into this second camp. 

Wednesday’s performance offered evidence of why Democrats see Bush as a potentially formidable general election candidate against their 
presumed nominee, former secretary of state Hillary Rodham Clinton - despite the liabilities that come with his last name. 

And yet, for all of this, Bush has anything but an easy path to becoming his party’s nominee. When Romney and his team were deliberating 
about whether he should enter the 2016 competition, one question kept coming back at them: Who among Romney’s prospective rivals 
would have an easier path to the nomination? At least in what they were willing to share with reporters, the answer was no one - and 
certainly not Bush. 

The latest poll of Iowa Republicans, from the Des Moines Register and Bloomberg Politics, showed the reason why. Bush is in the middle 
of the pack in Iowa, the favorite of just 8 percent of likely caucus participants. More troubling, 46 percent gave him a favorable rating, 
compared with 43 percent who view him unfavorably. 

All this can change over the course of a year, but Bush’s standing in Iowa today reminds strategists of Clinton in 2007, when she looked 
strong nationally but more vulnerable in Iowa. She eventually finished third in the caucuses there, behind Obama and John Edwards, an 
outcome that totally rearranged the Democratic race. Beyond that, though he is now called the GOP front-runner by dint of his name, big- 
state experience, network and fundraising capacity, Bush’s national standing among Republicans is not nearly as strong as Clinton’s was 
among Democrats eight years ago. 

Bush’s posture on immigration and on educational standards troubles some conservatives. His answer Wednesday to a question about 
immigration lacked any of the red-meat rhetoric common among other prospective GOP candidates. How he plans to speak to the kind of 
conservative forum that was held in Iowa recently will be an indicator of his navigational skills.

Bush was asked Wednesday whether Republicans can avoid a repeat of their chaotic 2012 nomination contest, which the questioner likened 
to the bar scene in “Star Wars.” Bush acknowledged the nominating process is often a little bit like the “Wild West,” but said he was 
hopeful that the party’s desire to win in 2016, along with moves by the Republican National Committee to limit debates and tighten the 
primary-caucus season, will have a tempering effect. 

There will be many candidates running. The goal, he said, should not be to tear one another down but rather to explain “why you and why 
are you doing it.”

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Carly Fiorina: The GOP's weapon against Hillary Clinton? (Fortune)

Is Carly Fiorina the dark horse candidate in the GOP race for President? 

That’s what Megyn Kelly proclaimed on Fox News this week, after the former Hewlett-Packard CEO rallied the Republicans at the Freedom 
Summit in Iowa and earned rave reviews there. “We must win in 2016,” Fiorina said in an interview on The Kelly File, sounding very much 
like a candidate. “I don’t think this country can endure four years of Hillary Clinton or Elizabeth Warren.” 

Fiorina, 60, hasn’t yet announced she’s running, but as she told Kelly on Monday, “it is something that I’m giving very serious 
consideration to.” We bet she’ll run. . .because whatever the challenge she’s faced, Carly possesses more ambition than she first lets on. 

Fortune knows Fiorina well. She was on the cover of the very first Fortune Most Powerful Women issue, in 1998, when she had had only 
one story written about her, in Investor’s Business Daily. At the time, she was a 44-year-old hotshot at Lucent Technologies. She had risen 
from entry-level sales to the very top of Lucent’s largest division, Global Services, and she had closely advised then-CEO Rich McGinn on 
the company’s IPO, which was a whopping success. (Ah yes, the gogo days of telecom!) 

The daughter of an artist mother and a law professor who prodded her to follow in his footsteps, she rebelled by quitting law school and 
flying off to Italy to teach — and eventually landed at the entry level of AT&T, where she went on to shine in sales. Fiorina knew how to sell 
products, ideas, and herself — and more power to her. I’ll never forget going to Lucent headquarters in New Jersey in the summer of 1998 to 
interview Pat Russo, who later became Lucent’s CEO, and little-known Fiorina, whose charisma and career story turned out to be 
captivating. 

The next day, I told my bosses that Fiorina was such a comer that she could be No. 1 on our first MPW list. Back then, Mattel was the only 
Fortune 500 company led by a woman (Jill Barad), so we bumped Fiorina above her and Oprah Winfrey to anoint her the No. 1 Most 
Powerful Woman in Business. 

The world noticed. Ten months later, the HP board recruited Fiorina to be the new CEO of the tech giant — ”a Fortune 1 1 company,” as 
Fiorina liked to remind investors about the power of her perch. 

“My strength is my strength, but it also can be a weakness,” Fiorina once admitted to me, explaining that her style too often worked against 
her. Granted, she’s suffered the unduly harsh judgement (that narrower band of acceptable behavior) that cripples too many high-flying 
women leaders. But Fiorina has always struggled to channel her fierce ambition. Passionate in every pursuit and often prickly toward her 
doubters, she showed her budding political will (and talent for campaigning) when she waged a drag-on proxy fight for HP to buy 
Compaq. She won. But she lost her more critical leadership campaign when her brashness turned off too many senior managers and her 
board of directors. The HP board fired her, very publicly, in 2005. 

Fiorina moved on advise John McCain in his 2008 Presidential bid, and then she waged a couple battles of her own. She fought off breast 
cancer in 2009. A year later, she ran against veteran Barbara Boxer to represent California in the U.S. Senate, and she lost. 

Now, Fiorina says, she’s interested in running for President because the federal government needs fixing. If — or when — she begins her 
official campaign, there will be no shortage of ways to attack Fiorina — her failed Senate bid, her ouster from HP, her leadership style — but 
she’s worth watching because she’s knows how to fight, and she enjoys it. 

And for the GOP, she’s already proving herself to be a handy weapon against Hillary Clinton. “Like Hillary Clinton, I too have traveled 
hundreds of thousands of miles around the globe,” Fiorina said at the Freedom Summit. “But unlike her, I have actually accomplished 
something. Mrs. Clinton, flying is an activity not an accomplishment.” Ouch! That’s hardly fair or realistic, but we can fantasize: Wouldn’t 
Carly vs. Hillary be fun? 
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My problem with the Clinton Death Star (Yahoo News)

A year before the Iowa caucuses, Washington’s entrenched Democrats are already girding for a general election. You could raid the Four 
Seasons at the height of breakfast and not turn up a single Democratic lobbyist, consultant or lawmaker who isn’t already behind Hillary 
Clinton — and who doesn’t assume she’s the nominee. 

Writing in Politico last week, the ever-prescient Mike Allen reported that Clinton has already charged John Podesta, recently a senior Obama 
adviser and the closest thing the party has to a reigning wise man, with assembling her rumbling tank of a campaign. The current hope is 
that Clinton may not even have to risk debating in the primaries, unless someone really is crazy enough to run against her. (Um . . . have you 
guys actually heard Bernie Sanders?) 

I have to say, there’s something about this latest iteration of Clinton Industries that I find a little dispiriting, though probably not for the 
reasons you might think. 

It’s not that I think Hillary Clinton couldn’t be a good president, or even the right fit for the moment. Going back to her days in the Senate, 
Clinton has always been pragmatic and dexterous with the machinery of government. That might be a welcome contrast with Barack 
Obama, who after six years in the job still seems to regard himself as a critic of the system, rather than as the guy who owns it. 

And although you might be tempted to say I’m just a typical journalist who’s dying to cover a more exciting Democratic primary campaign 
than the one taking shape right now, that really isn’t it, either. I’ve seen all the freezing, late-night rallies and desperate attack ads I need to 
see for one lifetime. If Hillary can spare us more of that a year from now, I say go for it. 

Some people around Clinton assume that any skepticism about her candidacy has to do with latent sexism, but I’m pretty sure that’s not 
my issue, either. Last week, my 6-year-old daughter informed me that she couldn’t be president because she’s a girl. So believe me, if Hillary 
Clinton takes the oath of office on the third Friday of 2017, we’ll be watching together. 

Nor am I necessarily devastated, as some people are, by the idea of yet another Clinton campaign (which would be the fourth in seven 
presidential elections), or even another Bush-Clinton matchup, should it come to that. Dynastic politics can’t be good for the democracy, 
but that’s up to the voters, and if they want to treat the presidency like it’s a “Rocky” sequel, so be it. 

No, my problem with the Clinton Death Star strategy — and the sense of entitlement that comes with it — is that a generation of 
influential Democrats seems to have lost touch with the anti-establishment impulse that brought them into politics in the first place. 

Although it’s hard for us Gen Xers or you millennials to envision, the parties didn’t always pick their presidents in these crazy caucuses and 
primaries. Until 1968, in fact, the process in the Democratic Party was mostly controlled by a loose affiliation of elected officials, machine 
bosses and union chiefs, each of whom commanded the loyalty of “regulars” who walked the precincts and manned the phones. 

There were primaries in some states, but they mainly existed to demonstrate the viability of the candidates, which might in turn persuade 
the insiders to get behind them. 

But then along came the young, liberal reformers of the ‘60s generation, opponents of Vietnam and segregation, who felt shut out by the 
backroom process dominated almost exclusively by white men. The modern primary system, with its reliance (for better or worse) on 
binding votes in the states, sprang from a commission chaired by the antiwar senator George McGovern, who turned around in the very 
next election and used the new system to shock the establishment and steal the nomination for himself. (Republicans almost immediately 
followed suit.) 

For the next several elections, younger Democratic activists worked to undermine the plans of the aging establishment. A lot of them 
backed Ted Kennedy in his bid to unseat an incumbent president, Jimmy Carter, in 1980. One of Clinton’s most important loyalists and 
fundraisers, Harold Ickes, helped lead Jesse Jackson’s surprisingly strong insurgency against Michael Dukakis and the party establishment in 
1988. 

By then, though, a lot of the reformers of the ‘60s and ‘70s were starting to build a new establishment of their own. Some — Podesta and 
Ickes among them — started powerful lobbying and public relations shops. Others became admen and pollsters, pioneering the new, 
lucrative campaign-for-hire industry. Still others, like the Clintons, ran for office themselves. 

And now, whether they like to think of it this way or not, a lot of these onetime reformers make up a powerful machine that’s just as bent 
on controlling events as the bosses were back in the day. They’re no longer interested in having a fight over the direction of the party, in 
empowering new voices and letting the voters decide. They’re interested in locking up the big money, freezing out potential competitors 
and making sure other officials get on board early, so as to avoid any intraparty debate. 

Witness the procession of Democratic boomers, liberals as unimpeachable as Howard Dean and A1 Franken, who have lined up in recent 
months to endorse a candidate who isn’t even running yet and hasn’t offered a single reform one could endorse. 

I’m not saying it’s all the fault of Clinton or her longtime acolytes that there aren’t other candidates coming forward to challenge her. The 
party’s ranks of up-and-coming politicians took a real hit during the wave elections of 2010 and 2014, and there just aren’t a ton of strong, 
natural contenders this time around. It’s not Clinton’s job to invent them. 
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But there are some potential rivals, including the more than able vice president of the United States and the well-regarded, former two-term 
governor of Maryland, Martin O’Malley. And at some point, if your goal is to tig this thing for Clinton, you have to look in the mirror and 
ask yourself if this is the kind of Democratic politics you really intended to create — the kind where the establishment decides who the 
nominee will be 18 months before the convention, without a single idea on the table or a single choice yet defined. 

You have to ask yourself something else, too: Does trying so blatandy to steamroll the modern nominating process make it more likely that 
your candidate will avoid a bunch of bruising primary debates, or less so? If you got your start in Democratic politics 40-odd years ago, the 
answer to that one should be obvious. 
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Income inequality emerges as key issue in 2016 presidential campaign (LAT)

Twenty-two months ahead of the 2016 election, the nascent presidential campaign already has a leading issue: the economy’s failure to 
produce rising incomes for the middle class. 

From World War II through the 1970s, virtually all working Americans saw paychecks rise. Those gains have become uneven since the 
1980s, however, and in the last 15 years, they stopped for most families. 

Americans at the middle of the income ladder now earn less, adjusted for inflation, than they did in 2000. Small gains during the early years 
of the last decade were wiped away by the deep recession that began in 2007. 

Although economic growth has resumed, the stock market has soared into record territory, and the number of Americans filing new claims 
for unemployment benefits has fallen to its lowest level in nearly 15 years, income has remained stuck except for those at the very top. 

Voters have noticed. A Gallup poll released Friday, for example, showed that two-thirds of Americans said they were dissatisfied with the 
way income and wealth are distributed in the U.S. 

The unhappiness was most pronounced among those earning $30,000 to $75,000, roughly the middle third of the U.S. population. Nearly 
80% expressed dissatisfaction. 

That discontent has begun to shape the agendas of presidential hopefuls in both parties. 

The issue has moved Democrats to the left, bolstering arguments for a more aggressive effort to redistribute income away from the 
wealthiest Americans and to do more to help families who earn far less. 

The impact can be seen in the budget that President Obama released Monday and in a recent policy blueprint from a group closely aligned 
with former Secretary of State Hillary Rodham Clinton. Both advocated increasing taxes on inherited wealth to pay for tax cuts and wage 
supplements for middle-class and lower-income working families. 

Republicans also have begun talking about the issue, as former Florida Gov. Jeb Bush did Wednesday in a speech to the Detroit Economic 
Club. Among other goals, Republicans hope to underscore the fact that income inequality has worsened on Obama’s watch. 

Until recently, most Republicans dismissed arguments about inequality as an invitation to what they labeled as “class warfare.” Now Bush, 
as well as Florida’s Republican senator, Marco Rubio, and other GOP hopefuls have publicly identified the issue as a key problem facing the 
country. 

“The fact that Republicans are feeling they have to talk about inequality” testifies to the issue’s power, said Dartmouth College political 
scientist Brendan Nyhan. 

The language Republicans use, at least to describe the problem, often sounds much like Democratic rhetoric. 

Bush’s Right to Rise political action committee, for example, declares in its mission statement that millions of Americans feel “the playing 
field is no longer fair or level,” a metaphor also employed by the liberals’ hero Sen. Elizabeth Warren of Massachusetts for her PAC. In his 
speech, Bush said Americans were frustrated seeing “only a small portion of the population riding the economy’s up escalator.” 

Rubio, at a recent breakfast for reporters sponsored by the Christian Science Monitor, said the country had experienced a “recovery at the 
upper echelons in the economy.” 

“So much of the recovery over the last couple of years has gone to such a small segment of the population that now middle-class and 
upward-mobility stagnation has become more apparent,” he said. “I think it’s good that there’s a consensus that’s what we need to focus 
on.” 

Republicans have criticized Obama’s proposals, saying they would just make the problem worse. Rep. Paul D. Ryan (R-Wis.), chairman of 
the House Ways and Means Committee, for example, accused Obama of preaching “envy economics” in his budget, and Bush said in his 
speech that liberals had built “a spider web that traps people in perpetual dependence” instead of providing incentives for business growth. 

Beyond that criticism, Republicans have had an easier time identifying the problem than proposing solutions. Bush, for example, said he 
would outline proposals in “coming weeks.” Even identifying the problem, however, can help a campaign, at least initially. 

“It’s a way to demonstrate that ‘I care about your needs. I care about the average voter, ’“ said pollster Margie Omero of the bipartisan firm 
Purple Strategies, based in Alexandria, Va. “‘Does he get me?’ is the door” that candidates have to get through before voters will listen to 
policy prescriptions. 

When the argument does get to policies, Republicans face the problem that stagnant wages challenge a cornerstone of their economic creed. 
The GOP has historically argued that growth benefits all segments of society and that, as a result, government can largely leave economic 
affairs to the free market. 
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The results of the last 15 years undermine the idea that a rising tide reliably lifts all boats. 

Even as the economy has rebounded from the recession, which technically ended in mid-2009, nearly all the gains have gone to the top. 

In the first three years of the recovery, 91% of income gains went to the wealthiest 1% of households, a group with incomes above roughly 
$400,000, UC Berkeley economics professor Emmanuel Saez has found. 

Inequality has reached levels not seen since the 1 920s, his data show. 

Democrats argue that the trend shows the need for a more active role for government. The U.S. and other major economies have 
experienced a “toxic combination of too little growth and rising inequality,” a panel of Democratic economists and policymakers with close 
ties to Clinton recently declared. 

The group, headed by Lawrence H. Summers, who served as Treasury secretary under President Clinton and as chief White House economic 
advisor under Obama, issued a report that has been widely seen as an early draft of a Hillary Clinton economic platform, should she decide 
to run. 

The report was published by the Center for American Progress, a Washington think tank that is headed by Neera Tanden, policy director for 
Clinton’s 2008 presidential campaign. It was previously run by John Podesta, the White House counselor, who is expected to head her 2016 
effort. 

Their report contends that the yawning gap between the wealthy and everyone else contradicts America’s belief in social mobility and hurts 
the economy overall. That’s because the wealthy tend to spend proportionally less of their income than middle-class families do, so 
concentrated wealth leads to lower demand for goods and services. 

Globalized competition, changes in technology that have eliminated many low-skill jobs and the declining power of labor unions have all 
played a big role in producing the problem, it says. 

Over the long term, the group says, the surest path to higher incomes is improved education to increase the skills of the U.S. workforce. But 
that could take years to show an impact. In the meantime, many Americans will continue to struggle to gain financial security, the report 
says. 

To combat that, the report offers a menu of policies that add up to a relatively liberal, populist economic platform that Clinton could 
espouse. They include steps to strengthen unions, an expansion of wage supplements for low-income workers, a middle-class tax cut and 
more spending on roads, bridges and other infrastructure projects to generate jobs and improve the economy’s productivity. 

To pay for those measures, the report advocates increased taxes on inherited wealth as well as closing what the report labels as unjustified 
tax loopholes for corporations and wealthy individuals. 

On the Republican side, most potential candidates have not come up with similarly detailed proposals, although Rubio laid out several 
ideas in a new book he is promoting. 

GOP hopefuls have generally argued that Obama’s policies should take the blame for stagnant wages, saying that too much regulation and 
high taxes have stifled business growth and job creation. 

For Republicans, however, a credible plan for expanding middle-class incomes may be a necessity for 2016. 

In the last election, polls showed one of Obama’s strongest advantages was the voter perception that he, more than Republican nominee 
Mitt Romney, cared about the problems of average Americans. Changing that impression will be even more important this time around, 
when Democrats hope to finally be able to brag about solid economic growth and unemployment at or below 5%. 

Accomplishing that goal is not impossible but will require the GOP to fight on what voters have traditionally seen as Democratic turf.

Can only John Kasich stop the Hillary Clinton onslaught in batdeground Ohio? 

The Ohio governor and former secretary of state are essentially deadlocked among Buckeye State voters in a matchup of prospective 2016 
presidential hopefuls, a new Quinnipiac Poll shows. 

Clinton, a Democrat, tops other Republicans in the poll by double figures. But she beats Kasich only by 44 percent to 43 percent in the first 
poll by the Connecticut university of potential White House contenders in traditional presidential swing states. 

The poll holds good news for Clinton in the batdeground states, where no presidential candidate since 1960 has won without taking at least 
two of the three. Only Kasich in Ohio and former Florida Gov. Jeb Bush in his home state came within single digits of Clinton. Kasich was 
not polled in Florida or Pennsylvania. 

Ohio traditionally has been kind to Clinton and her husband, former President Bill Clinton. He carried the state both times he ran, and she 
won a crucial 2008 Democratic primary over Barack Obama. 

This year, aside from native son Kasich, she is besting all comers: 

* 47 percent to 36 percent over Bush. 

* 47 percent to 34 percent over New Jersey Gov. Chris Christie. 

* 48 percent to 36 percent over Sen. Rand Paul of Kentucky. 

* 49 percent to 34 percent over former Arkansas Gov. Mike Huckabee. 

A small majority of Ohioans, 51 percent, have a favorable opinion of Clinton, with 40 percent unfavorable. The negatives outweigh the 
positives for all the leading GOP contenders save Paul, who is largely unknown even though he is from a neighboring state. He is viewed 
positively by 27 percent, negatively by 25 percent. 

Kasich — who won re-election by more than 30 points in November — wins a favorable opinion of 43 percent of Ohioans, compared with 
29 percent who view him unfavorably. That 14-point-plus rating is 2 points below the figure from Quinnipiac’s last Ohio poll, released in 
July. 

The university’s telephone poll of 943 registered voters from Jan. 22 through Sunday has a margin of sampling error of plus or minus 3.2 
percentage points. 

The random, digital-dialed calls resulted in responses from 32 percent independents, 28 percent Democrats, 26 percent Republicans, and 13 
percent other or didn’t answer. 
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Vaccine paranoia gives Jeb Bush a shot in the arm (Globe and Mail)

Vaccine paranoia cuts across the American political spectrum. Ground zero for the antivaxxers is liberal Marin County, near San Francisco, 
where hundreds of wealthy, well-educated parents have succumbed to conspiracy theories about a Big Pharma plot to poison their children. 

No one does paranoia better than wing-nut conservatives, however. The Republican fringe sees vaccines not as a corporate plot, but as a 
government one. 

Remember Michele Bachmann? 

The former Minnesota Republican congresswoman and early 2012 presidential candidate warned that the F1PV vaccine could cause “mental 
retardation.” That pretty much put an end to her presidential run. Tier political career flamed out soon after. 

The race for the 2016 GOP nomination has barely begun, but the paranoid style in GOP politics may have already claimed its first victim. 
Kentucky senator, med-school grad and expected presidential candidate Rand Paul told CNBC this week that he was aware of “many tragic 
cases of walking, talking, normal children who wound up with profound mental disorders after vaccines.” 

Whatever that is, it is not a mainstream point of view. (An official at the U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Prevention told Congress 
that no such incidents have resulted from the current measles vaccine.) Mr. Paul still has strong support among libertarian Republicans. But 
his vaccine eruption has just made him even more toxic to a party establishment bent on picking a candidate who can win over mainstream 
voters. 

New Jersey Governor Chris Christie might have been that candidate. But he, too, botched the vaccine debate by trying to appease a 
Republican base that believes in parental choice above all else. He spent a trip to London meant to show off his foreign-policy chops doing 
damage control, visibly deflated. 

The timing could not have been worse for Mr. Christie. With Mitt Romney now officially not running — the 2012 GOP nominee stood 
down last week, realizing that one more news story about him putting his dog on the car roof would be too much to bear — GOP 
establishment types are moving fast to lock in their support, and their dollars. 

By and large, they are picking Jeb Bush. The former Florida governor, son and brother of former presidents, has steered clear of the vaccine 
debate, instead choosing downtrodden Detroit to lay out his vision for “reform conservatism” in a Wednesday speech — all while telling 
parents they “need to make sure their children are vaccinated.” It was the unofficial opening act of a campaign focusing on the “Right to 
Rise” through policies favouring social mobility, a more uplifting idea than Democratic talk of redistribution. 

Will it work? The U.S. economy is on a roll — this will favour the Democratic candidate in 2016, provided that a global currency war doesn’t 
entirely cripple American exports and corporate profits. Everyone and Mitt’s dog expects that Democrat to be Hillary Clinton, who tweeted 
this week: “The science is clear: The earth is round, the sky is blue, and #vaccineswork. Let’s protect all our kids. 

#GrandmothersKnowBest.” 

The factors that make Mr. Bush a compelling general election candidate — his support for a path to citizenship for undocumented 
immigrants, his appeal among Hispanic voters and his endorsement of national education standards — make him a tough sell among big 
chunks of the Republican base. 

Many Republicans also doubt that Jeb could win a Bush-Clinton matchup. The country has already elected two Bushes and most feel that’s 
enough. There’s Clinton fatigue, too, but Americans are warm to the idea of a woman president. 

The deal-breaker for many could be the Terri Schiavo case, which would be endlessly relitigated in a Bush-Clinton campaign. As Florida 
governor, Mr. Bush intervened to stay a court decision that favoured the husband of a brain-dead woman seeking to disconnect her feeding 
tube. His legislation was declared unconstitutional. Mr. Bush, a convert to Catholicism, struck many then as a bully for whom the end 
justified the means. 

Those in the party who remain uneasy with Mr. Bush think the fresh, if unexpressive, face of Wisconsin Governor Scott Walker could catch 
on with both the base and the establishment. Mr. Walker won a 2012 recall election in purple Wisconsin, a de facto referendum on 
Republican legislation banning collective bargaining in the public sector. He’s a hero to free-market types. 

Still, no other likely candidate has the machine, the money or the mainstream cred of Mr. Bush. 

He has become the overwhelming favourite for the nomination, with a little help from the antivaxxers. 
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These Anti-Vaxxers Are Funding ‘Ready for Hillary’ (Daily Beast)

Albert Dwoskin and his wife, Claire, have been heavy hitters in Democratic politics for decades, boasting fundraisers with access to top 
Democratic leaders — even the Clintons. 

Bill Clinton has spoken at their mansion in McLean, Virginia twice. 

Albert, a real estate developer, donated more than $10,000 to Ready for Hillary — Clinton’s campaign in waiting — in 2013. That’s on top of 
the thousands of dollars both Clintons have received from the pair since the 1990s. 

But it’s Albert and Claire Dwoskin’s other hobby that is under scrutiny now. The Dwoskins fund a multimillion-dollar family foundation 
that has publicly tied the use of vaccines to a rise in autism, and is dedicated to addressing “gaps in the knowledge about the biological and 
genetic risk factors for vaccine induced brain and immune dysfunction.” 

In other words, they’re vaccination skeptics. And the foundation is just one in a series of anti-vaxx projects that the wealthy couple 
bankrolls. 

The political class’s views on vaccines suddenly leapt to the forefront of the national conversation this week, when presumptive presidential 
candidates Chris Christie and Rand Paul said, to varying degrees, that vaccination should be a matter of parental choice. 

The problem is, when parents opt out of the vaccination regime, the rest of us can get infected. In recent days, more than 100 cases in 14 
states have caught the measles — a disease all-but-eradicated years ago. 

The Dwoskins, through an assistant, said they were not “anti-vaccine,” had vaccinated their children, and were just committed to researching 
the causes of disorders such as autism and Alzheimer’s disease. 

“Everyone is looking for an easy way to label things; that’s not uncommon,” said Kellie Boyle, a communications professional who 
described herself as an “unpaid assistant” for the Dwoskins. “When things are complex, or when things are political, let’s go ahead and 
chalk a label — that you’re black or white and there’s not anything in between. I think they’ve been caught in that.” 

Boyle added that the Dwoskins were shocked by the sudden attention to their cause. 

Neither Ready for Hillary nor Hillary Clinton’s office returned a request for comment. 

But even if the couple are not dyed-in-the-wool anti-vaxxers, the websites of their various foundations contain information that has been 
debunked or unsubstantiated. During a time when more and more people are becoming infected with diseases best left on the Oregon 
Trail, their charitable efforts look less than sane. 

For example, the foundation warns against the unforeseen consequences of vaccines and links vaccine ingredients — such as aluminum — to 
autism. 

In a September 23, 2014 post on the foundation website, author “dwoskin” wrote: 

“Autism spectrum disorder (ASD) has a prevalence of 1 in 68 children — a 30% increase since 2012 according to the Center for Disease 
Control and Prevention (CDC). ASD was once a rare disorder but is occurring more frequently than before, as more cases are being 
diagnosed each year. The reason for this increase may be linked to certain ingredients found in vaccines, specifically aluminum formulated 
vaccines.” 

While the post cites the CDC statistics, it ignores the CDC’s findings that “there is no relationship between vaccines and autism rates in 
children. Besides [controversial vaccine ingredient] thimerosal, some people have had concerns about other vaccine ingredients in relation to 
autism as well. However, no links have been found between any vaccine ingredients and autism.” 

But to “dwoskin,” that is neither here nor there, apparently. 

The Dwoskin Family Foundation post goes on: 

“Autism and ASD can be defined as a condition characterized by impaired cognitive and social skills along with compromised immune 
function. The fact that ASD rates have rapidly increased over the last two decades suggests that there are environmental components that 
lead to its prevalence. The root cause of ASD is still unknown; however, current research is suggesting that the use of vaccines are [sic] 
playing a role in its development.” 

The Dwoskins also fund the Children’s Medical Safety Research Institute (CMSRI), an entity that allows the couple to also fund research on 
the issue overseas. It, too, has claims that are, let’s say, less than true: 

“Certain toxic ingredients in vaccines have not been individually tested for safety such as aluminum adjuvants, polysorbate 80 and 
Thimerosal,” the CMSRI website says. 

Except there have been studies, according to the Food and Drug Administration. “This study is important because it provides additional 
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scientific information confirming that the benefits of aluminum-containing vaccines administered during the first year of life outweigh any 
theoretical concerns about the potential effect of aluminum on infants,” the FDA website notes. 

Experts, like Dr. Paul Offit, a professor of pediatrics in the division of infectious diseases at the Children’s Hospital of Philadelphia, told the 
Daily Beast that the amount of aluminum in vaccines is “logarithmically less” than the amount of the element that could lead to damage in 
healthy people. 

“Generally vaccines are given to people whose kidney’s work,” he said. “So biologically the notion that the quantity of aluminum contained 
in vaccines could in any way mimic the toxicity in clinical situations is fanciful.” 

“Anti-vaccine people. . .they put this stuff out all the time,” Offit added. 

The Dwoskins are not only big Democratic donors (name a prominent Democrat and they probably have received money from the pair). 

Albert Dwoskin was an appointee in the Clinton administration — twice — serving as the director of the Securities Investor Protection 
Corporation. 

The pair was mentioned in a 2007 ABC story under the title “influence for sale.” The story spotlighted a Democratic Congressional 
Campaign Committee fundraiser at their “posh Northern Virginia manse” and deemed it “one of the highest-dollar fundraisers since the 
McCain-Feingold campaign finance limits.” 

“Tonight at the posh Northern Virginia manse of local real estate magnate Albert Dwoskin,” the report said. “The Democratic 
Congressional Campaign Committee will host one of its most expensive events in recent memory — $28,500 per couple — featuring access to 
[then Speaker Nancy] Pelosi and 10 powerful House committee chairmen.” 

The Dwoskins’ vaccination skepticism might have gone unnoticed if a measles outbreak — which is thought to have originated from 
unvaccinated children — hadn’t begun to spread across the country. 

Democrats in particular have spent the last several days gleefully tweaking Republican presidential contenders for their off-message remarks 
on the topic, after New Jersey Governor Chris Christie called for a “balance” on vaccinations and Senator Rand Paul indicated there might be 
something to the argument vaccines can harm children. 

Hillary Clinton tweeted on Tuesday night, “The science is clear: The earth is round, the sky is blue, and #vaccineswork. Let’s protect all our 
kids. #GrandmothersKnowBest” 

But Clinton’s belief in vaccines wasn’t always so absolute. According to the American Prospect, Clinton wrote in 2008, “I am committed to 
make investments to find the causes of autism, including possible environmental causes like vaccines.” 

In an interview with AutismOne last year, Claire Dwoskin explained that the couple’s foundation’s research is “focused on aluminum as 
being something that everyone is exposed to through their childhood vaccines and through other environmental factors such as in food, 
and in skin care products, and over-the-counter medicines, and even baby formula unfortunately has aluminum.” 

“It’s a neurotoxin, it’s an immune system toxin, and that past published researchers, over 900 studies, linking aluminum to all kinds of 
chronic health conditions,” she said. “So we thought that was a very rich target for going after for seeing whether or not aluminum is 
directly linked to autism, Alzheimer’s disease and many other conditions.” 

Outside of the family foundation, Claire Dwoskin also serves on the board of directors of the National Vaccine Information Center or 
NVIC, a group that is in favor of “informed consent” for parents considering vaccinating their children. Or, in English, an anti-vaxx group. 

Claire Dwoskin also funded an anti-vaccine movie — titled The Greater Good. 

It served the opposite purpose of good, according to the New York Times. “Carefully excluding critical information that might challenge its 
sympathies, “The Greater Good” does a disservice both to the suffering of the few and to the public health needs of the many,” the paper 
wrote. 

Through Boyle, the assistant, Claire Dwoskin said this wasn’t “a political issue.” 

“She has no problems with what Hillary said, or what Rand Paul says or what anybody says; they are not a political organization,” she said. 
“They simply fund research and education to try to find the causes of these chronic illnesses.” 
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How Democrats Became the Child-Care Party (New York)

Presidential speeches and budgets are symbolic measures, especially when the Congress is controlled by an opposing party disinclined to 
pass anything the president wants. But over the last few weeks, Obama has used the symbolic power of these tools to leave an imprint on 
American politics, if not on government itself. Obama has cemented a decision by the Democratic Party to make quality universal child care 
the next major goal of American liberalism. 

Obama signaled his intention in the State of the Union address, when he announced, “it’s time we stop treating child care as a side issue, or 
as a women’s issue, and treat it like the national economic priority that it is for all of us.” His budget, released this week, includes |200 
billion over the next decade to support child care and early education. But this is not Obama’s idea. He is merely ratifying a consensus that 
has formed among liberal-policy intellectuals. 

The rise of early education brings together two powerful strands of liberal thought. The first can be thought of as a kind of social policy: 

Our society is still constructed as if most households still consist of a working father and a stay-at-home mother, even though that old 
model has mostly disappeared. The costs of caring for children too young to attend public school is overwhelming for working-class and 
even middle-class parents. Because many parents can hardly afford decent child care on their incomes, huge swaths of the system are 
horrifying and even dangerous nightmares, as Jonathan Cohn documented two years ago. Parents are forced to stash their children in 
understaffed and frequently unsafe facilities. 

Conceived of this way, America’s child-care problem is a humanitarian disaster. It requires public subsidy because most parents cannot 
adequately finance their own child-care needs, just as Social Security came into existence because most Americans could not adequately 
provide for their own retirement. If society expects parents to work, it ought to make it possible to do so while raising children, which is a 
thing we want and need to happen. And this moral- justice logic is a strong enough rationale on its own. 

Congress passed a universal child-care law in 1971, but President Nixon, tamping down a revolt among conservatives outraged at his peace 
overtures with communist China, issued a surprising veto. Nixon’s rationale captured the culture-war implications that surrounded the 
issue at the time. “For the Federal Government to plunge headlong financially into supporting child development,” he wrote, “would 
commit the vast moral authority of the National Government to the side of communal approaches to child rearing over against [sic] the 
family-centered approach.” At the time, when women accounted for a mere 38 percent of the workforce, the notion of public endorsement 
and subsidy for a program that would allow mothers to avoid their socially required duty to care for their own children seemed, to a major 
segment of America, radical and threatening. In the current day, when women account for nearly half the workforce, condemning child care 
as a threat to the family has a more antiquated ring. In the place of a distrust of working mothers, though, the Republican Party has 
developed a dogmatic opposition to new spending programs that would have shocked even Nixon. (Who even tried to pass universal 
health care, only for his proposal to be killed by Democrats who deemed it too moderate.) 

The other main difference between today and 40 years ago is that advocates of universal child care now see it not just as a social issue but an 
economic strategy. 

A large and growing body of research suggests that early education exerts a disproportionate impact on the development of the brain. From 
this perspective, warehousing millions of tiny future workers in facilities that hardly bother to stimulate them, or leaving them to stare at the 
television or sit in a playpen stashed in their mother’s workplace, is a horrendous human-capital strategy. American day care is the economic 
equivalent of having rutted dirt roads for interstate highways. 

University of Chicago economist James Heckman has conducted probably the most influential work in the field. Heckman has argued that 
the social return on investments in early childhood education can run at an annual rate of at least 1 4 percent a year. These programs do not 
merely benefit hard-pressed parents, or even their children, but society as a whole. Children who enjoyed well-designed early childhood 
education are less likely to need special education, commit fewer crimes (and are thus less likely to consume expensive criminal-justice-system 
resources), and earn more money over their lifetimes, which means they pay more taxes. 

Conservative critics have disputed these findings, citing long-term studies measuring the impact of Head Start, a long-standing child-care 
program with uneven results. But Head Start has yielded inconsistent results because it mostly provides inexpensive babysitting, rather than 
high-quality education. The most exciting findings in the field suggest well-designed education for pre-kindergarten can have a 
transformative impact. 

Heckman’s findings build on the still-nascent field of brain research, the conclusions of which have overturned long-settled assumptions. A 
person’s mental capacity, far from being fixed by nature, is deeply impressionable to its environment beginning at a very young age. 
American schooling traditionally begins at kindergarten, treating schooling in the years beforehand as mere babysitting. But these formative 
years, when the brain develops its eventual potential, may be more, not less, important. We have invested most heavily in the years with the 
least impact, and ignored the years with the most. 

Bill Clinton’s presidency invested enormous hopes in worker retraining, which the 42nd president imagined would retool the industrial 
workforce for the mental rigors of the new economy. Yet job training never realized the potential its advocates imagined. Early childhood 
education has replaced worker retraining as liberalism’s human-capital strategy. 

When the next Clinton candidacy takes shape, some version of the idea Obama has embraced is likely to hold a place of prominence. 
Economist Heather Boushey, who has studied the connection between child care and economic opportunity for more than a decade, is the 
executive director at the Washington Center for Equitable Growth, a think tank started by John Podesta, who is now a senior Hillary 
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Clinton advisor. These are the sorts of transmission channels that turn ideas into platforms. 

In addition to its emerging status as party doctrine, early childhood education solves several of Hillary Clinton’s messaging problems at 
once. Affordable child care as a social issue appeals to the working poor all the way through to the upper middle class. It lends policy heft to 
her status as potentially the first female president in American history. And it would undergird a forward-looking economic program, 
simultaneously attacking the problem of stagnant opportunity for working parents and their children. 


It took 65 years from the time Harry Truman proposed universal health care for Obama to sign a law actualizing his vision. Universal child 
care may not happen in the next presidential administration, which will begin with the same implacable Republican Congress that makes 
Obama’s proposal dead on arrival. But it will eventually happen, and probably in less time.

From top to bottom, Senator McCain's campaign is run by lobbyists who make millions representing special interests instead of American families. 
These lobbyists, who McCain has called "good people, " have made millions by advocating for Big Oil and insurance companies, Iraq contractors 
and white washing the crimes of dictators. See attached research. 

McCain has a history of doing favors for lobbyists, from the Keating Five scandal to favors for Paxson, McCain has been 
a long-time advocate for special interests that benefit him. Being admonished by the Senate Ethics Committee for personally profiting 
from a real-estate deal didn't curb McCain's favors for lobbyists. 

McCain has had at least 1 58 lobbyists, working for or raising money for his presidential campaign. These lobbyist advisers 
have made millions advocating for big oil, insurance companies, Iraq contractors and white-washing the crimes of dictators. 

• McCain campaign changes policy for employing lobbyists. In May, McCain's campaign manager and former lobbyist Rick 
Davis claimed the campaign would not employ any registered lobbyists; yet last night Rick Davis assured Katie Couric that whether one is a 
lobbyist is not a "litmus test for employment". 

McCain puts Big Oil's profits before families struggling to get by. 

• After McCain adopted Bush's off-shore drilling policy, donations from the oil and gas industry flowed to McCain's 
campaign. According to the Washington Post , McCain received more than $1 million from the oil & gas industry last month - more than 
three fourths coming after he reversed his position on drilling. 

• Like Bush, McCain is surrounded by Big Oil lobbyists. At least 29 top advisers or fundraisers for McCain's campaign have 
lobbied for Big Oil. They have represented 4 of the 9 oil companies in the 2008 Fortune 200. 

• Like Bush, McCain offers billions in tax cuts for Big Oil, but no relief for families. According to the Center for American 
Progress Action Fund . McCain's tax plan gives nearly $4 billion in tax breaks to the top five American oil companies, but gives families very 
little. Economists have panned McCain's gas tax holiday, saying it won't help families with gas prices.

I've been inside Hillary Clinton's national campaign headquarters in Brooklyn. 

I've talked with "senior officials" about her bid for the White House. They sat in these chairs. 

Wish I could tell you more. But they said very little. 

Notice that I typed very little and not "very little," because under the ground rules of Thursday's briefing 
reporters were not allowed to quote their words directly. 
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You're not missing much. 


The former secretary of state plans to kick off the heavy-rhetoric stage of her campaign on June 1 3. I can't say 
where or what time because the senior officials wouldn't say. 


She plans to lay out some policy proposals after that. Can't say which ones. 


She'll take questions from reporters. Can't say how often. 


She'll start having rallies. Not too many, because the election's a long way away. But some. 


She might take a summer vacation, which means reporters covering her can, too. Don't know when, but one 
senior official observed that summer vacations traditionally occur in mid-August. 


Her aides are organizing furiously in the early battlegrounds of the nomination fight (Iowa, New Hampshire, 
Nevada, South Carolina) because they are competing in every state. They take the primary challenges of Bernie 
Sanders, Martin O'Malley and perhaps others very seriously. 


They are also taking their Republican opposition very seriously — some in the sprawling GOP field more seriously 
than others. Can't specify which ones. 


They are raising lots and lots of money and are pleased with how much is pouring in. But they absolutely, 
positively are NOT seeking to raise $2 billion, which some journalists have reported is their goal. 


They are building a large digital constituency for their efforts to communicate and mobilize voters on social 
media. Are they starting with the lists from President Barack Obama's organization, and Hillary Clinton's 2008 
campaign? Can't say for sure, but they're exploring lots of lists. 


Her husband, Bill, and daughter, Chelsea, will play roles in her campaign. Can't say exactly what, or when. 


She's feeling more in control of her campaign effort this time around, unlike 2008 when she sometimes felt the 
campaign was controlling her. 


Controversies over her emails as secretary of state or the Clinton Foundation have not inflicted significant 
political damage. That's because voters who might support her see the controversies as politically motivated. 

She might even be able to expand the roster of battleground states beyond those Obama targeted. Can't say 
which ones. 
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I'd show you pictures of the office and desks where campaign officials do their jobs, but the post-briefing tour 
was deemed off-the-record. 


There will be more briefings, however. Stay tuned.

Chances are the Koch brothers are part of any recent right-wing attack as of late as they have fought health 
reform, Wall Street reform, collective bargaining rights, and efforts to curb climate change, to name just a few. 
We have identified at least $85 million the Koch brothers have given to at least 85 right-wing think tanks and 
advocacy groups over the past decade and a half. 

Their main advocacy group, Americans for Prosperity, has chapters in 32 states and spent $45 million in the 
last election, predominantly to help elect Republicans. 

The Kochs donated directly to 62 of the 87 members of the House GOP freshman class. 

The Koch brothers are active at the state level, spending $5.2 million on candidates and ballot measures in 
34 states since 2003. They donated directly to 13 governors that won election last year. 

The Kochs are not going away. In fact, they have already pledged to raise $88 million for the 2012 election 
and have started scheduling events for potential Republican presidential candidates. 

As this report will demonstrate, the Koch brothers’ network works hard to advance a right-wing ideological 
agenda that helps their businesses reap more profits at the expense of our environment, our economy, and the 
American middle class. Understanding how they operate is the first step in countering their efforts to reshape our 
nation’s laws to benefit the wealthy even more than they do today.

MORE than anything, John and Adriana Roldan love each other and their two 
little boys, Brandon, 5, and Samuel, 1. And so now that Mr. Roldan, a 
mechanic and a building superintendent and a New Jersey National 
Guardsman, has been deployed to Iraq for the second time in three years, 
he and his wife will start lying to each other again, just as they lied 
their way through his first Iraq tour. 

That first time, Mr. Roldan told Mrs. Roldan that as a mechanic, he never 
left the base in Iraq. 

And Mrs. Roldan — who has taken over his job as building superintendent — 
told Mr. Roldan that everything was great with their son Brandon. 

The truth was. Sergeant Roldan was accompanying convoys in combat zones to 
repair armored vehicles that broke down. "Every time we went out, we got 
small arms fire," he said. "I try to keep it to myself. I thought if I 
told her what exactly I was doing, she was going to be more worried." 

As for Mrs. Roldan's lies: Brandon was 2 during that first deployment, and 
missed his father so much — "His two big words were 'Where's Daddy?' " — 
that he threw terrifying tantrums, his mother said. 

"He used to bang his head against the floor, he used to bite himself, he 
used to scratch himself," she said. "I guess he was just mad and furious 
that his Daddy wasn't here and he couldn't understand, being so small." 

Mrs. Roldan has developed a mantra for her husband's calls home from Iraq: 
"It's only a three-minute call, the lines are long, just tell them you're 
doing fine," she said. "Never tell them you're depressed or sad." 

"Him not knowing what I do, I think it helps him through the deployment. I 
mean, I didn't give him no problems, I always try to be as happy as I can 
when he calls. I said his son was great, he never cried." 

It wasn't until her husband came back that he learned the truth. Mrs. 
Roldan had made a video of one of Brandon' s tantrums and played it for 
him. "John cried," she said.

LAST month, 2,850 of New Jersey's 6,000 National Guard citizen-soldiers 
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left for Iraq, the largest combat deployment of the state's Guard since 
World War II. And it is not just the soldiers doing hard duty. During the 
Vietnam War, the average soldier was 19. Today the average age for the 
active-duty Army is 27; 55.5 percent of Army soldiers are married, as are 
45 percent of the National Guard, according to a 2007 Office of Army 
Demographics report. For every active duty Army soldier (518,000) there is 
nearly one child (493,484) .

In June, when Guard members (including 250 women) left New Jersey for two 
months of training at Fort Bliss in El Paso, Tex., before shipping out to 
Iraq, they left behind 1,400 children, according to Amanda Balas, the 
state Guard's youth coordinator. And that number is growing. "I know of 20 
more since," said Ms. Balas, who sends handmade quilts to newborns of 
deployed soldiers .

Early voting changes political strategies, voter habits

If Barack Obama and John McCain seem to be trying to win your vote earlier than any presidential candidate 
has before, it's not your imagination. 

For the first time in a presidential election, registered voters across Ohio can cast ballots early -- beginning 
Tuesday -- without giving any of the reasons required in the past. All you need to do is mail in an absentee ballot 
or show up in person to vote at your county Board of Elections or another site chosen by the board. 

"It changes everything for everybody," said Medina County Democratic Chairwoman Pam Miller. 

For voters, the option to cast ballots early offers the chance to avoid not only long lines at polling places on 
Election Day, but also the risk of a snowstorm, last-minute business trip or some other emergency. For 
campaigns and political activists, it means that expensive efforts that once waited until closer to Election Day are 
already under way -- from advertising and canvassing to organizing rides for people who want to vote. 

"All of our grass-roots activity at this point is focused on early voting," said Paul Lindsay, a McCain 
spokesman in Ohio. 

"It's going to be a major part of our effort in Ohio," Obama spokesman Isaac Baker said. "We plan to turn out a 
significant and substantial number of our voters during the early-vote window. That way those people on 
Election Day will be able to volunteer on our behalf and help turn out other voters." 

Nationally, more than 30 states this year are allowing voters to cast ballots in person or by mail without a stated 
reason before Election Day, according to the Early Voting Information Center at Reed College in Oregon. In 
Ohio, the secretary of state's office expects a quarter or more of votes to be cast early. 

In some counties, the numbers may be even higher. Lake County Republican Chairman Dale Fellows said 
he's anticipating between one third and 40 percent of voters will cast ballots before Election Day. 

"A lot of people are looking at it as a convenience thing," he said. 

To encourage early voting, both presidential campaigns have mailed applications for absentee ballots to voters 
they have identified as likely supporters — especially voters who don't have a history of voting consistently and 
who are likelier to vote if they can pick a time they find convenient. 

For the Obama campaign, early voting could be helpful in boosting turnout among newly registered young and 
black voters who are balancing classwork or child-care obligations that can make it hard for them to show up on 
Election Day. For the McCain campaign, it could be helpful with independents who are drawn to the candidate's 
maverick image but aren't in the habit of voting regularly. 

The McCain campaign has mailed out more than a million absentee-ballot application forms in Ohio, Lindsay 
said. The Obama campaign, Baker said, has sent out "a very substantial number," which he wouldn't specify for 
strategic reasons. 

For voters willing to cast ballots weeks before the campaign is over, one advantage is that they're less likely to 
be interrupted afterward by phone calls and knocks on the door from campaign activists. The McCain campaign, 
for example, is using new technology that will instantly eliminate voters from the list of people to contact once 
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But there are also potential disadvantages to voting early. One is that voters can't change their choices if they 
become disenchanted with a candidate's performance later in the campaign or if a major event, such as a 
financial collapse, war or terrorist attack, were to occur. 

"You have to wonder how many people vote in early October and then something happens in late October and 
they would've changed their minds," Fellows said. 

Another potential disadvantage is that early voting in Ohio, even in-person voting, requires filling out an 
absentee-ballot application, which entails submitting more information than is necessary at the polls on Election 
Day. 

The application requires voters to provide their home address, date of birth and either a driver's license number, 
the last four digits of a Social Security number or a copy of a current ID. 

Athens County Democratic Chairwoman Susan Gwinn, who formerly served on the Elections Board in her 
southern Ohio county, said it's not uncommon for people to make mistakes that aren't caught before they cast 
their vote — and such mistakes can result in their ballots not being counted. College students sometimes 
mistakenly put in their parents' address, and voters sometimes write the current year instead of their birth year, 
she says. 

When early voting first started in 2006, "there were people who were Ph.D.s whose ballots weren't counting," 
she said. "Those little errors add up." 

In the 2006 election in Ohio, 707,856 absentee ballots were cast, representing nearly 17 percent of all votes 
tallied in the state. But only 639,416 of the absentee ballots were counted, making for a 10 percent rejection rate 
because of errors or other problems, according to the secretary of state's records. 

Gwinn said she fears the chance of errors is so high that it makes sense for party activists to push early voting 
mostly for sporadic voters who aren't a good bet to show up at the polls on Election Day. 

"The worst thing we could do is push our base out to vote absentee," she said.

> Eurozone Finance Ministers concluded a 9 hour meeting at around midnight European time, and will 
reconvene at 1 1 am tomorrow morning. The 1 8 Eurozone leaders will meet on Sunday at 4pm, followed by a 
meeting of the 28 EU leaders at 6pm. Some members of the Eurogroup were pushing for a conclusion that 
would have given a mandate to begin formal negotiations; but other member states, particularly the Germans 
and the Finns, refused to sign on. Many countries remain concerned about the €80 billion financing gap 
identified by the IMF as Greece’s needs over the next 3 years. 

> 

> A document has surfaced in the press allegedly summarizing a hard line German position that Greece must 
either commit to additional reforms and put aside assets in escrow for later privatization or else leave the 
Eurozone for five years. While officials have not acknowledged the veracity of the document, its contents match 
positions that the German finance ministry has taken in the past, and hence it underscores Chancellor Merkel’s 
challenge in managing her own domestic politics surrounding Greece. Importantly, however, we are hearing that 
most of Greece’s European creditors have now accepted that debt relief will be necessary in any new program, 
though reportedly a number of countries are concerned about the magnitude of this relief. The most likely option 
is extending the maturity of Greece’s debt and further reducing interest rates, as Germany has indicated that 
providing outright nominal hair-cuts is a redline. For the Greeks, this will make passing and implementing reform 
more palatable, but for Greece’s European creditors it will further complicate the politics of providing Greece with 
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a third program.

Talking points on Quinnipiac below. 


> As a general rule, we put very little stock in public polls because they rarely employ an accurate model of the electorate. They allow 
demographics and party ID to swing markedly without making corrections, which leads to inaccurate and inconsistent polling. 


> This is not the first time Quinnipiac polls in swing states have produced data that is out of step with actual results. 

o In 201 2, their final Colorado poll showed Mitt Romney winning that state by a point. In reality, President Obama won Colorado by 5 
points. 

o Similarly, in Virginia, they underestimated President Obama’s margin of victory by two points. 


> Their refusal to apply a consistent and rigorous likely voter model also led to variable polling in the 2014 cycle: 

o Their final poll in the Iowa Senate race had Ernst and Braley tied. Ernst won that race by 8.5 points. 

o Their final poll in the Virginia Senate race had Senator Warner ahead by 9 points. He won by less than a point. 

■ And in the 2013 Governor’s Race, they predicted McAuliffe would win by 6 points, when he won by 2.5 

o In Colorado, where Governor Hickenlooper won by 3 points, Quinnipiac had his opponent, Republican Bob Beauprez up by 2-5 
points in the final weeks of the campaign. 

o And in the Colorado Senate race, they had the race swinging from Gardner 46/ Udall 39 (+7) to Gardner 45/ Udall 43 (+2), over the 
course of 10 days. (Final result was Garner 49/Udall 46). 


> Their current polls build on these flaws to produce results that tilt the scales against Secretary Clinton. In particular, they allow party ID to 
swing significantly from poll to poll. Party ID does not swing wildly from month to month - and if it is, your data is not credible. 


> In Virginia - where Quinnipiac has Clinton running 2-3 points behind the major Republican candidates - their poll is 5 points less Democratic 
than their own April poll and 6 points less Democratic than the 201 2 exits. 


> In Colorado - where they have Clinton 5-9 points behind - they have 7 points fewer Democrats than the 2012 exit polls keeping Republican 
party ID stable. And they have a 5 point swing in Fhrty ID from their own April poll. 

o Additionally, they have a lower number of Hispanics in their poll than in the 2012 exits (1 1 vs 14), in a state where the Hispanic 
population is on the rise. 


> In Iowa - where they have Secretary Clinton 6 to 8 points behind the Republican candidates - their poll has Democratic Party ID 6 points 
lower than the 2012 exits. 

o Additionally, they have a 4 point spread on gender (48% men / 52% women) when that state had an 8 point gender spread in 
2012 (46% men / 54% women)

Two things I wanted to share — 

1) HRC ratings historically have been worse when she is a candidate, which is true about everyone else — her positive/ 
negative in WSJ poll has ranged only from 42 to 45 positive and 36-42 negative since June of 2014, which is about when 
the speculation phase began. The uptick to 42 in April, was indeed up from 36 in March but was also as high as 39 in 
November which is well before emails or cash stories. Suggests that this could be noise and may be worth using with 
reporters on background when having discussions. 

2) Strategically — We have been asking ourselves if Rs are picking up something on "national security" since they keep 
driving it. If WSJ poll is right, they have but it has to do with GOP primary voters.

Meet the same-sex couple in Clinton campaign video

Jared Milrad and Nathan Johnson didn’t know exactly where they were getting into about three 
weeks ago when they agreed to help make a video on behalf of Hillary Clinton. 

The Chicago couple was asked by a friend who works for Organizing for America if they wanted to 
participate in video of people going through big changes in life that were somehow related to Clinton, 
who they supported at the time as a potential presidential candidate. 

“When we were first contacted, they basically told us a little bit about what they would be doing and 
said they were interviewing people going through big changes in life and also said that it was 
something affiliated with Hillary, but didn’t exactly say what it would be,” Johnson told the Washington 
Blade on Sunday during a telephone interview. “So they just mainly wanted to hear our story about 
that and our life and decision to get married and how we’re dealing with that and how excited we are 
about that.” 

The footage for their segment of the video was filmed just outside their apartment in Chicago, where 
Milrad, 31 , works as an attorney and social entrepreneur who founded the non-profit Civic Legal 
Corps, and Johnson, 30, works as project manager for a health care consulting company that 
conducts clinical trials for medications. 
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On Sunday, when they discovered the video in which they were participating was actually the 
campaign announcement for the candidate they support, the couple was pleasantly surprised. 

“We were really excited to see that our interview was featured in the campaign announcement,” Milrad 
told the Blade. “It was particularly moving to see Secretary Clinton feature a gay couple engaged to 
be legally married, the first of any major presidential candidate. To us, this decision demonstrates 
Secretary Clinton’s commitment to LGBT equality and the type of inclusive leader she would be as 
president.” 

The video features the couple among other Clinton supporters in a segment where they hold hands 
as they walk down a street. Overheard is Milrad’s voice, who says, “I’m getting married this summer to 
someone I really care about.” 

Johnson and Milrad plan to marry on July 19 in Chicago in a park adjacent to Lake Michigan, then 
hold a reception at Center of Halstead, an LGBT community center in the city. 

For Milrad, his decision to back Clinton is based on her support for same-sex marriage and the 
progressive views she holds. 

“We really believe that we need a progressive leader in the White House for years to come,” Milrad 
said. “I was also a strong supporter of President Obama, particularly on the issues that affect our 
generation as well as the LGBT community, whether it be marriage equality, or climate change, or 
raising the minimum wage. I think all those issues are something that we agree with Secretary Clinton 
pretty strongly on. So, we’re among many other reasons happy to support the campaign.” 

Johnson said Clinton’s role in advancing women’s rights contributes to his support for her candidacy 
as president. 

“I’ve been raised by a pretty awesome mom and my grandmother’s also pretty awesome, too,” 
Johnson said. “I think women’s rights is a very important thing for me. I mean [Clinton has] over the 
past 20 or 30 years has been obviously, internationally and domestically, a huge supporter of 
women’s rights and issues. She’s been very strong on that, so for me, that’s been a very important 
issue. And obviously here support now for same-sex marriage for LGBT couples is important reason 
for why I support her over any Republican candidate.” 

The couple apparently isn’t the only same-sex couple in the campaign video. Toward the end, what 
seems to be a lesbian couple exchanges a brief kiss before the video concludes. But the identity of 
the other couple is unknown to Milrad and Johnson, who noted the campaign filmed the video in 
multiple states and locations. 

Milrad and Johnson plan to contribute financially to the Clinton campaign and volunteer for her — 
perhaps traveling to the early primary states of Iowa, New Hampshire and South Carolina — but have 
no plans to work for Clinton in an official capacity as they plan their wedding and continue to work full- 
time. 

Neither Milrad nor Johnson are new to presidential politics, but the candidate that one of the men is 
supporting in the 2016 election is different from before. In the 2008 election, when then-U.S. Sen. 

Barack Obama (D-lll.) and Clinton were engaged in a heated Democratic primary, Johnson worked 
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on the Clinton, but Milrad was an Obama supporter and worked for him in New Hampshire. 

The ongoing war in Iraq at the time was the reason why Milrad was an Obama supporter. Clinton had 
cast a vote as a U.S. senator in favor of the resolution for military engagement in the country, but 
Obama was opposed to it. 

“It was the war in Iraq; I supported his position on that,” Milrad said. “He opposed the war in Iraq. I felt 
like he was quite strong on LGBT issues, although, honestly, Sen. Clinton was as well. I really liked 
his sort of youthful vision for the future at the time, and I felt like just given his involvement in the issues 
[important] to me, President Obama was the right person for the job at that moment.” 

But as the 2016 election approaches, Milrad said he’s confident that Clinton is the right candidate “to 
continue down the path that President Obama has set us on.” 

“I feel like Hillary Clinton is actually the right candidate for now, for 2016,” Milrad said. “She has 
someone who has been on the world stage. She most recently worked on the world stage as a 
diplomat and is someone who believes strongly, as Nathan said, in women’s rights, in equal 
opportunity for all us, in raising the minimum wage and leveling the playing field for the middle class, of 
which Nate and I are both a part.” 

Johnson said he has yet to meet Clinton, but Milrad had the opportunity to briefly speak with her in 
2008 when he was working on the Obama campaign. 

“I briefly met Secretary Clinton in 2008, when she spoke after I did at a rally for then-Sen. Obama in 
New Hampshire,” Milrad said. “I was there to rally voters to support President Obama in the general 
election, and so was Secretary Clinton. She was very warm, friendly, and engaging.” 

It was immediately after the election in 2008 that the couple first met. After working with the Obama 
campaign, Milrad went to live in Boston, where his good friend was already living with Johnson as a 
roommate. 

“My roommate had him over for just a night out and so I got to meet Jared that night and just instantly 
sort of fell for him,” Johnson said. “He’s a very passionate guy with kind of different background than I 
had being from a small town in Michigan especially. This guy was from New York, was a Jewish gay 
guy and had a lot of passion in life, so I think we hit it off pretty quickly. So that was 2008 just after the 
campaign. We pretty much started dating right after that.” 

In addition to the Clinton campaign, the couple remains interested in the litigation before the Supreme 
Court seeking marriage rights for same-sex couples across the country. 

As a native of Potterville, Michigan, a small town about a 20-minute drive from the state capitol of 
Lansing, Johnson has a vested interest in overturning state bans on same-sex marriage, saying his 
home state’s prohibition on gay nuptials is “incredibly disappointing.” 

“We’re excited Illinois allows gay marriage, but hopefully with the U.S. Supreme Court decision that 
will change nationally and be recognized everywhere,” Johnson said. 

Johnson said they have many friends in Michigan, including a same-sex couple who decided to marry 

at the same time he and Milrad became engaged, but won’t actually be hearing wedding bells anytime 
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soon. 

“They’re just going to wait until it’s allowed in Michigan to get married, and it’s just too bad they have to 
wait too long for that,” Johnson said. 

Although Clinton has come out in favor of marriage equality, she hasn’t yet said anything about 
pending litigation before the U.S. Supreme Court seeking the right to marry nationwide. Her last 
comment on marriage was during an interview on National Public Radio in which she talked about 
marriage being “a matter left to the states,” stopping short a supporting a national ruling on the issue. 

Milrad said he’d like to see Clinton articulate support for the constitutional right for same-sex couples to 
marry across the country, although he believes she already holds that position. 

“I think it is important,” Milrad said. “I think she does quite frankly support the right of every same-sex 
couple to marry legally in this country. I think she likely will articulate it and I hope she does, but I also 
do think we do have a judicial system in this country. We should let it play out and I’m hopeful the 
Supreme Court will rule in favor of same-sex couples and their right to marry legally.” 

As evidence of Clinton being “a strong supporter of our equality,” Milrad pointed to her statement via 
Twitter against the religious freedom measure in Indiana seen to enable discrimination against 
LGBT people. 

“She was as far as I know, the only major presidential candidate on either side to come out in support 
of the non-discrimination bill in Indiana and opposed the so-called religious freedom act there,” Milrad 
said. “I was really happy with that and I think that’s one example of the difference between her and 
the Republican candidates.” 

It should be noted that former Maryland Gov. Martin O’Malley, another potential Democratic candidate 
for president, called the Indiana law “reprehensible” and “shameful” when speaking to reporters in 
New Hampshire. 

As the campaign season is underway, Milrad said LGBT people should pay attention to the candidate 
that would advocate on behalf of them and other minority groups. 

“I think, from our perspective, they should be focusing on which candidates are on their side, which 
candidates stand up vocally, unabashedly for their equal rights, so which candidate is supporting 
same-sex marriage, which candidate is supporting ENDA and workplace rights, which candidate is 
standing up for the transgender community and against all the violence and discrimination that they 
continue to face around the country, which candidate is promoting our full rights and equality under 
the law,” Milrad said. “I think that’s incredibly important. That’s a point of distinction that I think we’ll see 
as the campaign season plays out between Hillary Clinton and the Republican candidates.”

This obviously constitutes the bulk 
of the House wins this year. Among these districts most of them had 
paid organizers in them, all of them had our calling program going 
into them, some of them had advertising in them. Most were Iraq Summer 
targets as well. 

In the Senate, the Iraq Campaign in 2007 targeted seven senators 
in-cycle. Four of them were defeated. There were other Iraq Senate 
targets who were not in-cycle. And other competitive Senate races this 
year that were not Iraq campaign targets. 

It is a record to be proud of. 

While obviously the work we did was advocacy, the public did fulfill 
part of the promise of "political extinction." 

With president-elect Obama we can now hope and pray for peace.

As the public option makes a comeback in the House and Senate, a new video, by MoveOn.org Political Action, 
features actress Heather Graham revising her role as the public health insurance option.

While many thought it was dead, in the last few weeks the public health insurance option has made a 
remarkable comeback, with 22 Senators and 1 19 members of the House of Representative signing letters urging 
the passage of the public health insurance option through reconciliation. On Friday, Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid said that he would support holding a vote on the public option if health care moves via reconciliation, 
something he said on Saturday was likely. 

The video, which states “the public option is making a comeback,” depicts lazy and out-of-shape insurance 
company executives from CIGNA, Blue Cross/Blue Shield, United Health and Humana being forced to compete 
in a track meet with Heather Graham playing the public option. 

“This video shows, in a creative way, that the public option is making a comeback: because of its popularity and 
because competition helps lower the price of health care,” said Justin Ruben, Executive Director of MoveOn. 
“With insurance companies continuing to dramatically raise their rates, it’s obvious that the insurance industry 
will not reform itself. While we wish the President had included the public option in his plan, Congress can and 
should act and use reconciliation to pass real health care reform including a public option.”

The counterpoint is that the companies took none of the concept cars they created in this program in the direction of market, and 
all were diesel hybrids. 

The most positive assessment we found of the program came from a UC Davis professor, who found that it improved 
relationships between automakers and the federal government and later benefited Detroit through a 'boomerang' 
effect— basically all of the pomp and circumstance around the program made Japan and Korea invest even more in making 
efficient vehicles, which eventually boomeranged back to push Detroit forward. 

Sierra Club was opposed to the program (though not with any great depth of feeling) because they agreed with Nader that it was 
an excuse to not push for strong fuel economy standards. (Not because they hate cars.)

I want to raise this again, and pull John and Jen into this loop, to see what we think of this hit. I know that PNGV wasn't hugely 
successful, but I think Sanders is going to pound away on "Trade Ruined Detroit," and I'm not sure we have enough stuff to stop 
that. So I really think we need to weigh this hit as an option for the debate: 

"Yes, Senator Sanders, trade agreements have had mixed impact here. But it wasn't a trade agreement that had the 
Japanese car makers clean our clocks in the 1980s - it was our auto executives letting workers down, by not staying up 
with the latest technology. And so, my husband came up wit a plan for a partnership with Detroit to build a new 
generation of cars - government helping car companies get new technology to catch up and pass Japan. So the Clinton 
administration went to work to help Detroit. But they faced tough opposition. Republicans didn't want government help 
coming to Detroit. And Ralph Nader hates cars, and so, he tried to stop this partnership. And so Congress voted on 
killing this partnership. And when that vote was taken, you voted with Ralph Nader to kill it, while President Clinton 
stood with Detroit. So that's the choice you made." 

I know that we then get some push back on whether PNGV worked or not (though we can say we'll never know because it was 
killed), and I know today we want to regulate autos, not just help their tech - but I think we are going to have a battle over who 
killed Detroit, and Bernie has a theory, and we need some weapons...

This month, Alabama announced the closing of 31 driver’s license offices in counties across the state, 
including those in eight of the 10 counties with the highest percentage of African Americans. Despite 
Governor Bentley’s insistence that the decision — which came a year after the state’s voter ID law took 
effect — has nothing to do with race, the parallels are inescapable: Alabama is living through a blast from the 
Jim Crow past. 


It’s hard to believe that 50 years after Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. marched and Rosa Parks sat and John 
Lewis bled, Americans are still fighting to exercise the most fundamental right in our democracy. Meanwhile, 
Governor Bentley is offering the same excuses we’ve heard for half a century to justify laws that 
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disproportionately affect people of color, low-income people, women, young people, and seniors. It reminds 
me of a saying from Arkansas: “You find a turtle on a fence post, it did not get there on its own.” 

But for every Republican governor working to dismantle voting rights, there are Americans determined to keep 
marching forward. I’m proud of the outcry in Alabama from people who have come together to demand 
better. It’s time for Governor Bentley to listen to your voices and reverse the decision to close DMV offices 
in the Black Belt and other rural counties. But the reforms shouldn’t stop there. Alabama is one of a handful 
of states with no early voting — that needs to change. Alabama should also eliminate the discriminatory and 
demeaning state requirement that people provide proof of citizenship along with their voter registration 
forms — a law modeled on one that has stopped more than 30,000 would-be voters from registering in Kansas. 
And they should make sure that Americans who have served time should have their voting rights restored 
once they’re released. 


Unfortunately (but not surprisingly), Alabama isn’t an outlier. Over the past few years, many states have 
passed laws that make it harder to vote. Since the Supreme Court gutted a key provision of the Voting Rights 
Act, a dire situation has gotten even worse. And there are those — including many of the Republican 
candidates for president — who would continue to push our country in this shameful direction. 


Jeb Bush says he wouldn’t reauthorize the Voting Rights Act — because it’s gotten easier to vote since it was 
passed. As Justice Ginsburg has said, that’s like throwing away your umbrella in a rainstorm because you’re 
not getting wet. Marco Rubio has supported harsh voter ID laws. John Kasich restricted early voting in 
Ohio — a state where 77 percent of early voters in 2008 were African American. What part of democracy are 
they so afraid of? 


Many of the people who fought and sacrificed for the right to vote are no longer alive to witness these 
abuses. But we are. And we have an obligation to stop the systematic and deliberate effort to disenfranchise 
voters. 


First, Congress should put principle ahead of politics and pass the Voting Rights Advancement Act — a 
bipartisan bill that would restore the full protections of the Voting Rights Act. 


Second, we should set a standard across this country of at least 20 days of early, in-person voting — including 
opportunities for weekend and evening voting. 


Third, we should go even further. We need universal, automatic voter registration — so that every young 
person in every state is automatically registered to vote when they turn 18, unless they choose to opt out. I 
applaud California for implementing this measure last week — an incredible victory in our most populous state. 


These steps alone won’t solve all of the challenges we face. But we owe it to future generations to fight back 
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against attacks on voting, and to meet this moment with the bravery and determination of those who have 
come before us. It’s time for leaders in every party, at every level of government, to be on the right side of 
history.

you have (characteristically) gone right to the heart of the most difficult problem. In response to your specific 
question, over that last 15 years, the capacity of labor to demand a greater share of profits from productivity 
gains have been overwhelmed by several factors: 1) globalized wage competition as incomes have slowly 
equilibrated around the world, 2) the increasing portion of our economy that is generated by service work (as 
opposed to good production) that is less susceptible to productivity improvement, 3) the use of technology to 
generate productivity gains (so that the benefits accrue to capital rather than labor), 4) the overhang on the 
labor market and wages from discouraged workers who dropped out and the long-term unemployed, 5) the 
replacement of lost middle wage jobs with lower wage jobs, and 6) more recently, the change in the nature of 
work itself which is now more part-time, project (or "gig") oriented and based on an independent contractor 
model. 

All of this had led to both stagnant wages and rising income insecurity - both of which are far more relevant than 
income inequality. I think some smart candidate for public office is going to figure this out and start talking about 
the modern economy in a way that resonates with workers' actual experience. 

The public policy response can be a re-tooling of the policies that touch on work - unemployment insurance, 
OSHA, worker's compensation, retirement savings etc - in a way that is relevant to the modern economy, 
refocusses the debate in an innovative way and proves that the candidate(s) understand the world in which the 
voters live.

LOS ANGELES - The successful strategies used by six urban school systems across the country 
to boost African-American student participation in and performance on Advanced Placement 
tests are detailed in a new report released today by The Eli and Edvthe Broad Foundation . 

The report, " The Road to Equity: Expanding AP Access and Success for African-American 
Students ." details how the following school systems are increasing college readiness of African- 
American students by improving their AP passing rates quickly enough to gain on their white 
peers while increasing or keeping participation rates steady: 

• Cobb County School District, Ga. 

• Fulton County School System, Ga. 

• Garland Independent School District, Texas 

• Jefferson County Public Schools, Ky. 

• Orange County Public Schools, Fla. 

• San Diego Unified School District 


In looking to identify urban school districts with promising trends in student achievement and 
college-readiness, The Broad Foundation analyzed four years of AP exam participation and 
passing rates for students in the 75 districts whose demographics qualify them for 
consideration for the annual Broad Prize for Urban Education 

The foundation found that the districts were able to simultaneously raise performance on AP 
tests without losing ground on participation by employing many of the following practices and 
strategies: 

1 . Offer a rigorous curriculum beginning in elementary grades 

2. Expand access to gifted programs 

3 . Analyze student results on precursors to college entrance exams— like PSAT and 
EXPLORE— to identify potential AP students and actively recruit them to enroll in AP 
courses 

4. Provide extra academic and social support to students 

5. Dramatically increase the number of AP course offerings 

6. Offer additional teacher training and professional development 
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7. Instill confidence in students about their college-going potential 

8. Educate parents about the benefits of AP 


The College Board's Advanced Placement program is a benchmark for academic rigor and offers 
high school students the opportunity to earn college credit, thus saving students time and money. 
Enrollment in AP courses has tripled since 2000 as districts moved to increase course offerings 
and broaden student recruits in the challenging courses. 

"AP is an important predictor of college success when teachers and students use AP's standards 
as an inspiration, developing through practice the most important academic skills needed in 
college," said Trevor Packer, the College Board's senior vice president for AP and instruction. 
"Data identify thousands of minority and low-income students who have the academic potential 
to succeed in Advanced Placement courses, but lack access or encouragement to pursue such 
opportunities. We celebrate the AP teachers and students of these six urban districts for their 
extraordinary accomplishments. Their successes show that with the right support systems and 
best practices, broader access to AP can provide a diversity of students with a stronger 
foundation for college and career success." 

The report found that in nearly all of the 75 Broad Prize-eligible school districts , the gap in both 
AP passing rates and participation rates between African-American students and their white 
counterparts is significant. 

"This report underscores the need for districts to actively work to increase access to and 
success on AP tests," said Rebecca Wolf DiBiase, managing director of programs for The Broad 
Foundation. "We are highlighting the practices in these six districts to demonstrate that 
improvement is possible. But progress needs to happen much faster and in all schools before we 
can truly ensure that all students have access to and the necessary preparation for success in 
college." 

The Education Trust also released the findings today of new research that low-income and 
students of color do not have equal access to AP and International Baccalaureate programs. The 
report, " Finding America's Missing AP and IB Students ," reveals that most national participation 
gaps could be eliminated if every school with an AP program focused on encouraging and 
enrolling its low-income and students of color in the college preparatory courses. 

The $1 million Broad Prize, established in 2002, is the largest education award in the country 
given to school districts. The Broad Prize is awarded each year to honor urban school districts 
that demonstrate the greatest overall performance and improvement in student achievement while 
reducing achievement gaps among students from low-income families and students of color.

One Day Until Super Tuesday, 

When Some Clarity (Maybe) Moves In 

By MAGGIE HABERMAN 

Good Monday morning. 

A raucous Republican race could gain clarity this week, and Senator Bernie 
Sanders of Vermont could face a dwindling opportunity to prove he can develop 
support beyond his coalition of younger, whiter voters, as the parallel primaries 
head into Super Tuesday. 

With roughly a dozen nominating contests in both primaries, the Republican votes 
present an opportunity for Donald J. Trump to amass a plurality of the 595 
delegates available, and to put that much more distance between him and Senators 
Ted Cruz of Texas and Marco Rubio of Florida. Mr. Cruz is fighting to win his 
home state of Texas, which votes on Tuesday, while Mr. Rubio is looking to increase 
his vote totals in congressional districts and to bolster his delegate count. 

But it also appears that those in the Republican Party who do not back Mr. Trump 

are realizing that he could be their problem through the fall. And in the last two days, 
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Mr. Trump has given his opponents a lot of ammunition — by initially refusing to 
disavow support from the former Ku Klux Klan leader David Duke, who has 
praised Mr. Trump’s ascent in the primaries, and by retweeting a famous quote from 

Mussolini. 

Mr. Trump has proved Teflon-like in the campaign so far. But he is now facing the 
first sustained attacks in the form of television advertisements, and he is doing little 
to counter them with his own spending. And Mr. Rubio and Mr. Cruz are unloading 
their opposition research files, including mentions that Mr. Trump avoided the 
military draft as a younger man and that some news accounts have claimed his 
businesses had reported ties to organized crime. But the biggest charge that Mr. 
Rubio hopes will stick is the one in which he has called Mr. Trump a “con man” over 
and over. With lesser schoolyard taunts, like discussing the size of Mr. Trump’s 
fingers, he is tiying to get in the real estate billionaire’s head. 

As for the Democrats, Mr. Sanders is looking to rebound after a deeply lopsided loss 
to Hillary Clinton in the South Carolina primary, where more than half the voters 
were African-American. Mrs. Clinton overwhelmingly won black voters. And while 
it is hard to translate the results from one state to others, Mr. Sanders had a number 
of paid staff members in South Carolina and worked hard — raising questions about 
where he will next find success. 


What We’re Watching Today 


• On the day before 11 states participate in Super Tuesday, where are the 
candidates choosing to make their final appeals? On the Democratic side, both 
Mrs. Clinton and Mr. Sanders will be in Massachusetts, where 116 delegates 
are at stake and where polls show Mrs. Clinton with a slight edge. Mr. Sanders will 
also be in Minnesota, 93 delegates, and Mrs. Clinton will be in Virginia, 110. 

• Mr. Rubio will appear in several of the states, including Georgia, 76 delegates; 
Tennessee, 58; Arkansas, 40; and Oklahoma, 43. Mr. Trump and Ben Carson 
will be in Virginia, 49. Gov. John R. Kasich of Ohio will be in Massachusetts, 
42 delegates, and Vermont, 16. Mr. Cruz will be in Minnesota, 38, and Texas, his 
home state and, with its 155 Republican delegates, the contest on which he is 
staking his strategy.

Sen. Elizabeth Warren professes that she is not running for president, but her Wednesday speech to a major labor conference 
is loaded with not-terribly-veiled references to Hillary Clinton and attacks on Bill Clinton s record as president. 

The Massachusetts Democrat’s prepared remarks to the AFL-CIO’s National Summit on Wages in Washington are a lesson in progressive 
economic theory. In this retelling, landmark free trade deals and banking deregulation boost the fortunes of the wealthy at the expense of the 
poor and middle class. 

Criticism of the Clintons is threaded throughout Ms. Warren’s remarks. Most comes in the form of a liberal critique of Mr. Clinton’s economic 
record, but there is one significant shot at Mrs. Clinton as well. 

Of course, Ms. Warren has insisted she isn’t running for president but has couched it in the present tense, most recently last month when 
she refused to rule out a run during an interview with NPR. 

Washington Wire found at least four instances in Ms. Warren’s Wednesday speech in which she takes political shots at the Clintons. 

The Wal-Mart wmt+1.48% dog-whistle: ‘‘Corporate profits and GDP are up. But if you work at Wal- 

Mart, and you are paid so little that you still need food stamps to put groceries on the table, what does more money in stockholders’ pockets and 
an uptick in GDPdo for you?” 

Wal-Mart is a regular bogeyman for Big Labor, but it is also a particularly tough attack for Mrs. Clinton to echo, since she served on the retailer’s 
board of directors for six years when her husband was the Arkansas governor.

Clinton’s opponents during the 2008 presidential primary campaign and remains well remembered in Iowa, where several Democrats 
raised it unprompted during interviews last week. 

“B/en though they don’t exist anymore, her connections to Wal-Mart, those don’t sit well,” said Jennifer Herrington, the Democratic Party 
chairwoman in Page County. “People still talk about it. The sense is that not much has really changed.” 

Bill Clinton was just as bad as the Republicans: “Pretty much the whole Republican Party - and, if 

we’re going to be honest, too many Democrats - talked about the evils of ‘big government’ and called for deregulation. It sounded good, but it 
was really about tying the hands of regulators and turning loose big banks and giant international corporations to do whatever they wanted to 
do.” 

Part of the Hillary Clinton argument is that her husband’s presidency presided over the economic growth of the 1 990s. But here Ms. Warren 
takes direct aim at Mr. Clinton’s record on deregulation and harkens back to his 1996 State of the Union address and its signature line , 
“The era of big government is over.” 

NAFTA was a bad deal: “Look at the choices Washington has made, the choices that have left America’s middle class in a 
deep hole. . . The choice to sign trade pacts and tax deals that let subsidized manufacturers around the globe sell here in America while good 
American jobs get shipped overseas.” 

Labor has long been sour on free-trade agreements, and Mr. Obama during the 2008 campaign said he would renegotiate it, though that never 
happened. Mrs. Clinton at the time also said she would seek a better NAFTA deal with Canada and Mexico , but it becomes 
politically difficult for her to offer substantive critiques of her husband’s White House record. 

Mr. Clinton wasn’t good for the middle class: “So who got the increase in income over the last 32 

years? One hundred percent of it went to the top 1 %. All of the new money earned in this economy over the past generation — all that growth 
in the GDP — went to the top. All of it.” 

Here Ms. Warren makes a potent argument that Mr. Clinton - and by association, Mrs. Clinton - had the same results for the middle class as 
Republican presidents. By tying the records of the Reagan, Clinton, Obama and two Bush administrations together, Ms. Warren paints herself as 
the outside-the-system crusader her supporters want her to be.

Judith Giuliani always dreamed big, which got her out of small-town 
Pennsylvania, through two marriages, and into the arms of Rudy 
Giuliani. But, as her husband runs for president, people are asking, 
"Who does she think she is?"

It was the first anniversary of 9/1 1 at Ground Zero, an occasion when the names of the dead were read aloud. 
The first reader was to be Rudy Giuliani, New York's mayor at the time of the disaster, whose actions during 
those terrible days would prove a political boon. An army of policemen flanked him — an excessive number, 
spectators thought, since, due to the hundreds of dignitaries gathered, security outside was extremely tight. 

Inside the tent were Secretary of State Colin Powell, New York governor George Pataki, Richard Grasso, who 
was then head of the New York Stock Exchange, and New York mayor Michael Bloomberg. Senator Hillary 
Clinton stood in the aisle — until she was unceremoniously pushed by a phalanx of four burly cops entering the 
tent, these guarding Judith Nathan, Giuliani's girlfriend. No apologies were offered, one observer noted. 

"The nerve of that woman!" Hillary exploded, recalling that her own daughter's Secret Service detail evaporated 
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soon after Bill Clinton left office. Why should an ex-mayor's girlfriend get such royal treatment? "Who does she 
think she is?" Hillary said to an observer, who later recounted the story. 

An interesting question. Who does Judith Stish Ross Nathan Giuliani think she is? These days, even with her 
husband, a freshly minted multi-millionaire, far ahead of the competition in the Republican presidential polls, no 
one, least of all Judith, 52, seems to have a clue. In a way, this is understandable. There have been so many 
different Judiths. As her second husband, Bruce Nathan, has told friends, "She is in an ever changing mode 
upward." 

Three decades ago, Judi Ann Stish, as she was known in Hazleton, Pennsylvania, left her parents' home, a gray 
two-story house fronted by potted geraniums and a ribbon of flagstone. Fifteen years ago, while working for 
$1,200 a month as a part-time receptionist, she was living on borrowed money and the hospitality of 
friends — and threatening her estranged second husband with prosecution over a $3,500 rug. "Judi started from 
scratch, so of course she grabs every opportunity that comes into her life," Manos Zacharioudakis, her onetime 
live-in companion, tells me. "Of course she was attracted to Giuliani." 

Today she and Giuliani, when they are not boarding private Gulfstream IV jets to Europe or trying to woo voters, 
shuttle between a $4 million Hamptons house and a $5 million nine-room Upper East Side apartment near 
Madison Avenue, its dining room walnut-paneled and crammed with crystal, china, and linen from Scully & 

Scully. Her annual salary has also improved: $125,000, evidently for helping to write some of the speeches 
Giuliani likes to give (for which he received $11.7 million between January 2006 and March 2007). This comes 
as a surprise to at least one of Judith's acquaintances. Asked if he knew Judith was writing speeches, one 
former Giuliani aide replied, "Holy cow! God forbid!" 

The details of Judith's life have also undergone some refurbishing. Her monogrammed hand-stitched napkins 
embraced by thick silver napkin rings are on display, along with the new cigar room designed for her husband, 
and a mantelpiece adorned with white porcelain figurines of Winston Churchill, the statesman with whom Giuliani 
likes to invite comparison. She struck an odalisque pose in Hamptonstyle magazine, and appeared robed in a 
floor-length burgundy gown by Carolina Herrera on the cover of Avenue magazine, whose editorial director, 
Pamela Gross, accompanies her frequently, especially when TV cameras are present. ("Never get between 
Pamela, Judith, and a camera," advises one observer.) Judith sits in the front rows of fashion shows, her hair 
freshly styled by a full-time assistant lured from Frederic Fekkai, and, when asked to pose, thrusts out an 
obliging hip for the cameras. Although she informed WWD, "I have no room for shopping in my life," she buys 
Dolce & Gabbana. 

A dramatic transformation has occurred, one she does not care to discuss, despite repeated requests by Vanity 
Fair. She had always been known as "Judi." "Judi is what she was born. I don't think we called her Judith ever," 
says her father, Donald Stish, 78, seated on his porch one sultry June day in the shade of a gray metal awning. 
He is a calm, thick-set man who marvels at his daughter's makeover. After her second divorce, she upgraded 
herself to "Judith" with such vehemence that, one former Giuliani aide confides, "at City Hall we were prohibited 
from calling her Judi. She would bawl us out if we did." 

For years she appeared, in the public record, to have had only one failed marriage, but as it turned out she'd 
had two. It seemed that she had gone to Pennsylvania State nursing school, as The New York Times once 
reported, but she had not. She completed two years of nursing school, but left hospital work before a year was 
up. Nonetheless, Giuliani has publicly referred to her "expertise" in "biological and chemical" disasters, and 
believes she would be a help in the event of an anthrax attack. 

Her second husband, Bruce Nathan, was, Barbara Walters mentioned in a March interview with Judith, a man of 
"means" — a notion Judith promoted. A former boyfriend tells me that after the divorce Judith often referred to her 
ex-husband as a "millionaire." But in 1991, the year before their separation, Nathan earned exactly $72,775. 
Judith would later insist that Nathan had a trust fund worth perhaps $1 million and a yacht. However, as Bruce 
has informed friends, there was only a boat — and no trust fund at all. "Do you honestly think I'd be selling 
wallpaper if I had all that money?" he would ask. 

Inside the marriage, according to friends, Bruce considered himself a "golden retriever, who put a lot of faith and 
trust in things," only to find that trust misplaced. "Some people can fool you," he would declare sorrowfully. 

There were expenses incurred by Judi — large sums, considering his modest salary, he complained, mostly for 
her clothes or tuition for their adopted daughter, Whitney, at elite schools. Toward the end of their marriage, 
when Bruce's credit cards were no longer at her disposal, Judi was incensed. 
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The family was then living in a small rented house in the pricey neighborhood of Pacific Palisades, California. 
Although Judith also claimed on ABC that she had to "re-enter the workforce, after, oh gosh, more than a 
decade of being a wife and mother" following her divorce, she had actually resumed working in surgical sales 
months before leaving Nathan. 

And finally, Judith told Walters, she would not reveal the circumstances of how she first met Giuliani, in 1999, 
except to say that the encounter, fraught with mutual attraction, was "by accident." In reality, it was she who 
approached Giuliani, who was then married and a father, with words of admiration and a proffered business 
card. 

Within Giuliani's camp the picture of who Judith is is not much clearer. "When I see her, she's only interested in 
my jewelry, where I buy my dresses," says a friend of the former mayor's. "Does anyone really know Judith 
Giuliani? Let's be honest: no one does." 

The Giuliani people certainly wish to keep it that way. "I'm hearing bad reports about you. Bad reports. You 
interviewed Mrs. Giuliani's father, in Hazleton!" Mike McKeon, the campaign spokesman, barks at me within four 
hours of the encounter. 

"We're not allowed to talk to the press," Judith's mother, Joan, says nervously when she discovers me 
interviewing her husband. She is a short, brisk woman in black trousers — she shares with Judith a small, 
purposeful mouth — who expresses despair over her husband's candor and wants me to shred my notes on the 
carpeted porch. 

Bits of the real Judith are scattered all over the country: in the South, East, and West. They must be carefully 
pieced together. 

When Judi met Rudy, he was mayor of New York and married to the actress Donna Hanover, who is the mother 
of his children, Andrew, now 21 , and Caroline, 1 8. At the time, the family was living in Gracie Mansion. In 
retrospect, it is odd it took Hanover so long to catch on. By then she had endured at least one very public 
embarrassment as a result of her husband's roving eye. In the late 90s, Cristyne Lategano, the mayor's press 
secretary, had been widely assumed, despite Lategano's heated denials, to hold a special place in his heart. By 
March 1999, however, Hanover was breathing easier, even as Lategano grew anxious. According to 
knowledgeable sources, Lategano was well aware there was a change in her friend the mayor, a sudden 
mysterious chill. 

It was around this time that Judi Nathan met Giuliani at Club Macanudo, an East Side cigar bar he was known to 
frequent. The details of that fateful night have since been industriously hidden and altered. They met at a 
private-school function, went one version of the story; at Coopers Classic Cars and Cigars, the former bar of 
Elliot Cuker, Rudy's onetime confidant, went another. 

Around a year ago, Cuker has told friends, he was pressed to back up a version worthy of a potential president 
and First Lady. Specifically, Cuker has confided, he was told to say it was he who formally introduced the couple 
at his restaurant. He pointedly refused. "It pissed Elliot off that he was asked to lie for them," says a friend, who 
adds that Giuliani and Cuker are no longer close. 

At the time of that first meeting, Judi and her daughter were living in a one-bedroom apartment off Third Avenue 
with Zacharioudakis, a handsome Greek psychologist nine years her junior. "Whitney slept in the bedroom, Judi 
and I in the pullout bed in the living room," Zacharioudakis tells me, adding that he didn't mind the cramped 
quarters. He found Judi to be "a beautiful, sensual, erotic creature." She was no pushover, he adds. "She will 
fight teeth and claws in order for her dignity not to be abused." 

Still, after four years, he says, "you get bored, the passion is not the same." Moreover, "she wanted to get 
married." He did not. 

With that revelation, their relationship fell apart, inducing in Judi some bitterness, he recalls, "because she had 
invested some years in this." When he came home at night, she would leave. It was on one of these forays that 
she met Giuliani — not that Zacharioudakis knew this at the time. In retrospect, however, he understands her 
fascination. "Giuliani was the No. 1 man in New York!" he says. 

And Judi was thrilled with her new boyfriend. "This is the guy," she informed her mother after their third meeting. 

Rudy and she, she later told the press, were simply "two people in love — never mind the extracurricular stuff that 
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went on around us." That "extracurricular stuff," however, included not just Rudy's wife and kids but the entire 
city of New York. 

Giuliani invited Judith everywhere: to Yankees games in the summer of '99, to Cuker's restaurant, to the 
millennium celebration in Times Square, and to Town Hall meetings. This lack of restraint was not unusual for 
him: "Rudy has no willpower when it comes to relationships. This is why it's such an issue," says a Giuliani 
friend. 

By 1999 he had acquired only the thinnest veneer of discretion — even though at the time he was seriously 
planning a Senate run against Hillary Clinton. "I was told Judith was Kate Anson's best friend and that's why she 
was going to all these big events.... Everyone was told that," reports one top aide from that era. Anson was and 
still is Giuliani's loyal scheduler. 

The mayor began to spend his weekends — accompanied, as the New York Post reported, by a detail of 
detectives, which may have cost taxpayers $3,000 a tryst — in Southampton, where Judith owned a 
condominium. Since he had until then always accounted for his weekends, says the incisive Giuliani biographer 
Wayne Barrett, "his press office started telling reporters, 'He's teaching Andrew how to play golf.' Now, Andrew's 
old enough to understand — he has to be aware that his father used him as a beard!" 

At the annual Saint Patrick's Day Parade, in 2000, Judith marched right behind the mayor. She was by his side 
when he went to the hospital for prostate tests a month later and then learned he had cancer. When he decided 
to leave Hanover, in May, he made a public announcement — "Judith Nathan is a very, very fine person" were his 
words, "and I'm going to need her more now than maybe I did before." That was how his wife of 16 years 
discovered her marriage was over. 

Donna consulted a divorce lawyer, the Daily News revealed later that month, and learned she could potentially 
bar Judith from Gracie Mansion as "poisonous to the home environment." Giuliani canceled his Senate run. 

From then on, the couple seemed to grow even closer. "The cancer really got to Rudy because of his own 
feelings about mortality. He is very, very afraid of death," says a friend. "As his career went downhill, he was 
being publicly flogged about Donna. Judi was totally loyal. She reflected the essence of what he considered 
important. Loyalty." Giuliani's divorce lawyer, Raoul Felder, tells me that Judi and Rudy "used to go early in the 
morning for treatment" to Mount Sinai Hospital. One evening there was a public stroll with Judith for the benefit 
of the media. 

An aide from that time recalls that Judith wasn't disliked — at first — nor did she come as a surprise. "We had been 
through this all before. When they first come around, they're nice. Until they realize the power they have over 
him." 

Who was this new girlfriend, worried staffers wondered. Their suspicions aroused, they began checking into her 
background. 

Hazleton, Pennsylvania, population 25,000, is a friendly but desolate town ringed by a scarred landscape that in 
Judi's high-school years was best known for its coal mines. When Judi Stish was born, in 1954, the second of 
three children, her father was a circulation manager for The Philadelphia Inquirer. "Quite honestly the Stishes 
were just very nice, simple people," says an old friend. "They ate dinner every night at five p.m. Salad was not 
something they knew much about. Hoagies and potatoes and corn they knew about." 

Their only son, Donald, born with his umbilical cord around his neck, was always frail, according to two family 
friends. Three years ago, the father says with simple gravity, "while Donnie was praying, he just fell over slowly 
and passed away. It was like someone was holding him up until he dropped." Judith, the second child, was the 
family star, as far as her parents were concerned. "They were just enamored with this daughter of theirs who 
left," says an old friend. 

"If you had told me back when we were in high school that one day Judi would move to New York and marry a 
presidential candidate, I wouldn't have been in the least surprised," says Gemma Matteo, a former classmate of 
Judi's, now a special-education teacher in Hazleton. In an era of blue jeans and rebellion, Judi was a fresh- 
faced, meticulously groomed enigma — quiet, self-possessed, biding her time. "Very prim and proper, not a hair 
out of place," according to Holly Ciotola, another former classmate. "She was always in a dark blazer, white 
collared shirt, and dark skirt." 
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In 1974 she graduated from St. Luke's School of Nursing, in Bethlehem, Pennsylvania. As a registered nurse, 
young Judi spent only a few months at Sacred Heart Hospital, in Allentown, Pennsylvania. She would never care 
for patients after that. She had other plans. At 19 she married Jeffrey Ross, a U.S. Surgical salesman six years 
her senior. 

In short order both Rosses were working in Charlotte, North Carolina, for U.S. Surgical (now part of Tyco 
Healthcare), which eventually grew into a billion-dollar enterprise marketing surgical staplers. Judi was excellent 
at her work, and earned $40,000 a year by the late 70s. But problems arose when animal-rights groups began 
investigating the way the company sold its products — problems recently pointed out by the New York press. U.S. 
Surgical used dogs in demonstrations to doctors and hospitals as part of its marketing plan. 

"Every salesperson at U.S. Surgical was trained for six weeks with dogs at Lincoln Hospital in the Bronx, and 
that was really brutal," explains a former employee. "They spent days and days with dogs, taking out the spleen 
or stomach or the lobe of a lung. Then if the dog started moaning or fidgeted, whoever was closest would push 
more sedative into him from the syringe. It was horrible. Then the dog would be killed with potassium chloride." 

After training, the salespeople marketed the staplers to doctors, and, once again, in many cases large dogs 
were used, as they had organs comparable in size to those possessed by humans. "After the stapling, 
sometimes they'd put a big clamp above and below the staple lines of the dog, and fill [the area] with lots of 
fluid," the ex-employee says. "It would fill up like a balloon, and the salesperson would say to the doctor, 'See — it 
doesn't leak!' That's how they marketed and sold the product." (Some years ago, former C.E.O. Leon Hirsch 
defended the company's practice of using dogs, claiming that there was no proper substitute.) 

WABC radio host Ron Kuby, a lawyer and severe Giuliani critic, marvels at the campaign's sublime lack of 
preparation for the storm of fury that greeted the dog issue, in April. "Think of all the hacks and politicos who sit 
down and they say to Judi, 'O.K., we've gone through your background, husbands, etc.,"' he muses. "'Is there 
any other thing in your background, some crazy little thing, that might catch someone's attention?' It's at that 
point you should raise your hand and say, 'Oh, you mean when I was killing puppies?"' 

But for some reason the campaign entered the ring gloveless. "I wouldn't dignify it with a comment" was 
Giuliani's reply when asked about the use of dogs. 

Bruce Nathan, dark, handsome, and 28, was earning a modest salary in 1979 selling wallpaper in the South 
when he met Judi Ross, by then separated from her first husband. Five days after the Rosses were divorced, 
Bruce and Judi wed, and she moved into his small house, in Charlotte, North Carolina. 

Two years later the couple left for Atlanta, where, in 1 985, they adopted Whitney. They settled into a more 
spacious house with a portico of black-and-white marble. Judi joined the Junior League. But it was clear to her 
intimates that none of this was enough. 

"Judi's goal was always to go to New York. Why do you think? Because it's the capital of the world!" says a 
friend from that era. The Nathans moved to New York in 1987, the year the stock market plunged, and along 
with it, Bruce's prospects of selling a lot of wallpaper on the East Coast. 

It was growing obvious to Judi that, to quote one of Bruce's friends, "his was not a bottomless pit of money." The 
couple had rented what is described by an old friend as "a teeny-weeny apartment on the Upper East Side." 

"They never could afford a big co-op on Park Avenue and she wanted it," says another friend. "I think Bruce 
wasn't doing well enough for her, and she was ambitious." 

Pretty soon these friends heard the same stories that would eventually find their way into court papers: Bruce 
would claim that his wife called him "'a kike,' when I couldn't afford something; 'a rich little kike,' ... 'Jew boy."' 
Certainly he felt they had entirely different ambitions. "Unlike my wife, I was not a social climber," he would later 
observe. "My wife's 'main goal' in life was being involved with whatever was 'the in-thing' at the moment ... the 
'right church' ... the 'right people'; adopting a child for status purposes." 

For her part, Judi claimed Bruce had a "violent temper" and was physically abusive: there was, for example, she 
said, a blow to her uterus and later another to the ear, which required a hospital visit. "Not true," Bruce tells me 
flatly. 

Despite severe misgivings, in the summer of 1991 Judi Nathan, accompanied by seven-year-old Whitney and 
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their cocker spaniel, followed Bruce to California, in the hope that somehow or other the marriage would thereby 
be improved. The couple furnished their small rented house, in Pacific Palisades, with articles of whimsy — a 
framed picture of cats in human garb — and antique reproductions. In the cupboards were a few trinkets from 
Lalique and six Baccarat glasses. About the only item of value was the $3,500 Aubusson rug Judi would later 
fight for. 

Outwardly, Judi appeared happy enough, says Marilyn Stein, a friend who still lives in the neighborhood. On the 
other hand, Stein notes, "I always got the feeling that for her the move was temporary." 

Certainly Judi was eager to increase the couple's income. Her husband had had to take a 10 percent cut in his 
$80,000-a-year salary. In the last months of her brief California sojourn, Judi signed on as a saleswoman for 
DynaMed Surgical, which makes ophthalmologic products. "Very, very savvy, very professional" is Bradley 
Bakke's estimation of his former employee's work in California. The head of the Minnesota-based firm adds that 
"when she left I had no idea why. She gave no explanation." 

But to her friend Stein, Judi was more voluble. Late one night in mid-March 1992, she and Whitney arrived at 
her neighbor's door. Bruce had told her he had stopped loving her, Judi said. He had punched her "on the side 
of my head," she claimed. He had screamed "vile epithets" at her. He had spit. The police were summoned. 

The next day she and the child left. Bruce Nathan called and called his wife and daughter, hoping Whitney 
would be brought back home, in vain. He phoned the police, accusing his wife of child abduction, also in vain. 
"My kid was just gone," he tells friends these days. 

There is no doubt that Judi Nathan faced tough times when she moved back to New York more than a decade 
ago. She and Whitney initially had to live with friends. Her first job there, as a dental receptionist, was not 
substantial enough to defray her legal fees, which came to just under $28,000; it was her parents, by then 
retired in Hazleton, who lent her much of the money, after taking out a second mortgage on their house. Whitney 
went to the exclusive Spence School, in Manhattan, on a partial scholarship. 

Even the $1 ,600 a month in alimony payments and the resumption of her work as a hospital sales rep, this time 
for Bristol-Myers Squibb, didn't wholly lighten Judi's load. "She didn't have an easy life bringing up a child in New 
York as a single mother," says Felder, Giuliani's divorce lawyer, whom she hired when Bruce sued for custody of 
their daughter, six years ago. 

Whitney, whom Judith described to the judge as "this precious little paper doll," was, her mother announced, 
fighting anorexia, in bad trouble, and associating with the wrong kids. "Failing school, missing classes," Felder 
added. 

Inside the courtroom, Bruce couldn't believe his ears as his former wife offered up every one of Whitney's 
adolescent issues for inspection. "Her mother publicly came out with this stuff about her own child! You want to 
screw up a kid? There's a good way!" a family confidant recalls. The teenage Whitney, adds this friend, was 
"confused, furious, and upset" by her mother's decision to air her problems. There was also fear that the court's 
judges would be swayed by Giuliani's clout. "We're talking about an extremely powerful man here," Bruce 
worried aloud. 

"My wife drinks often," Bruce had maintained for years. "She is a manipulator and a pathological liar and 
exaggerator." It was all fuel for the tabloids. Everything in Judi's life was. 

"The newspapers talked about her $3,000 pocketbooks and all this stuff. None of this was true," says Felder. 
"No, she was a very prudent shopper who would go to the store and buy hundred-dollar copies of whatever." 
The lawyer recalls his client "switching outfits very carefully. She'd wear the dark pearls, not real ones, with the 
white blouse. She didn't have money." 

And when she met Giuliani, Felder adds, he didn't have much money, either, "because Rudy was living on a 
mayor's salary" — $195,000 a year — "and had no inherited wealth, and was supporting his family very, very well." 
Giuliani's final settlement with Hanover obliged him to pay her $6.8 million. Prior to that arrangement, her lawyer 
told the press, she had seriously considered a trial, along with subpoenas to both Judith and Lategano. 

The entire divorce battle was played out badly in the press. When Hanover sued to prevent Judith from entering 
Gracie Mansion, and also refused to move out with her children, Felder announced one bright Mother's Day that 
New York's resolute First Lady "will have to be dragged from the chain of the chandeliers in Gracie Mansion by 
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the next mayor.... She doesn't care what happens to the children. She cares about getting her name in the 
paper and embarrassing the mayor and getting more movie roles." 

"Yes, the children were upset," recalls a close confidant of the Giuliani kids, who is not referring simply to the 
unraveling of their parents' marriage. Far worse "was an application for Dad to allow Mrs. Nathan into Gracie 
Mansion. That kind of thing was very disconcerting to everyone." 

In the midst of all this family strife came 9/1 1 : the deaths, the turmoil, the necessary absences and 
preoccupations of the Giuliani children's father. 

Judith tried valiantly to fill this vacuum: "When Andrew had a football game in New Jersey, say, and Rudy would 
have to appear on ABC, it would be Judith who'd be the one pushing to make sure the schedule was set up so 
he could go to Andrew's game, and I know this for a fact," says one former aide who in other respects can be 
critical of Judith. "Caroline — she wouldn't want her to miss dinner with her father, so Judith made sure his 
schedule would accommodate that dinner." A pause. "She could be a bitch to everybody else but not to his kids." 

There were other efforts at reaching out. Soon after the Twin Towers fell, Judith volunteered at the Family 
Assistance Center, on Pier 94. When Paul O'Neill of the Yankees came by, Judith got the star right fielder to sign 
a ball, which she then gave to the teenage Andrew, "as a way of making peace," says Manny Papir, a former 
Giuliani deputy chief of staff. 

None of Judith's efforts, however, proved to be of much consequence — and some, like her recent Christmas 
gifts of Bibles to the Giuliani kids, have backfired, I am told. According to a number of Giuliani's good friends, the 
former mayor insists on Judith's presence at events for his offspring — and when this demand is thwarted, he 
doesn't attend. He was not present, they say, at Andrew's graduation from St. Joseph Regional High School in 
New Jersey. Now 21 and a Duke University junior, the son tells friends he doesn't speak to Rudy, according to 
one of his classmates — this at a time when his father is desperate to attract conservative, family-values backing. 

Just recently, after explaining to The New York Times that he would not help his father campaign for the 
presidential nomination, Andrew cited, among other issues, his stepmother, with whom, he said, "there's 
obviously a little problem." 

"Andrew was really siding with his sister, Caroline, here," says a source friendly to Giuliani. "Caroline is silent, 
but she was very traumatized by the divorce." Two sources who know the family well tell me that Rudy is more 
attentive to Whitney than he is to his own children. At Caroline's recent graduation, from New York's Trinity 
School, Rudy and Judith sat in the last row of the balcony and left 10 minutes before the two-hour ceremony 
ended. 

Despite the messy divorces, Judith worked very effectively in the aftermath of 9/1 1. "For four months she was 
right in there with [police commissioner] Bernie Kerik, [fire commissioner] Tommy Von Essen, and Richie Sheirer, 
who headed emergency management," reports one observer, who recalls she sat in on about half the meetings. 
"We went through the phase where we had to change the operation from rescue to recovery.... You know — you 
have to come to a decision that, frankly, everyone is dead. There's no one to save." 

Judith, this former city employee says, quickly pitched in with "You may want to talk to someone in psychological 
services about that — how to get the message across to the families." Three mental-health specialists came to 
the operation command center, at Pier 92, to discuss the best ways of communicating terrible news. Those 
assembled found Judith's ideas valuable. During those difficult days, she was also extremely solicitous of 
Giuliani. "It started during his cancer, actually. But after 9/1 1 , even more, she was watching his food, his care, 
his sleep. She was smack-dab in the middle of it," says a top aide from that era. "You couldn't have asked for 
anything more. If she was a nuisance at the time, I'd be the first to say it, but it was sincere caring." 

No one was surprised when Giuliani presented her, one year later, with a $20,000 Ceylon sapphire-and- 
diamond ring, selected by the bride-to-be at a store in Atlanta, to which she had flown with one New York City 
police officer. What did astonish friends was the venue where the couple exchanged vows before 400 guests: 
the lawn of Gracie Mansion, with Mayor Bloomberg officiating. On May 24, 2003, Andrew Giuliani (as best man), 
Whitney Nathan (as maid of honor), Vera Wang, Barbara Walters, Henry Kissinger, and Donald Trump all 
witnessed Judith triumph at Donna's old home. "It was definitely Judith's idea to have it at Gracie," a close 
confidant tells me. "Rudy — he doesn't give a shit about clothes, bags, suits, or where he gets married." 

Judith, on the other hand, clearly put special thought into the occasion. The train of her pale Vera Wang dress 
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was studded with Swarovski crystals; on her dark-red hair perched a Fred Leighton diamond-and-pearl- 
encrusted tiara. 

"There is a reason why she wore that tiara at her wedding: she really does see herself as a princess," says 
another former Giuliani aide. "Not as a queen. Queen is her goal. Queen is who she wants to be." 

Queenly is certainly what Judith became, her demands and expectations heightened in large part by her 
husband's new affluence. Giuliani Partners (where she maintains an office) was established five years ago with 
the help of Giuliani's onetime chief of staff Anthony Carbonetti. It is a firm with management-consulting and 
security divisions; its clients, as The Washington Post reported, include Purdue Pharma, which hired the firm 
while being investigated by the D.E.A. and the F.D.A. over deaths stemming from the misuse of its painkiller 
OxyContin, and the Florida-based Seisint, Inc., which produces a data-mining product. Since Giuliani Partners' 
inception, the newspaper also reported, it has earned more than $100 million. 

This is not the couple's only means of support. At least until recently, Giuliani has been raking in the speaking- 
engagement fees. Those willing to pay the former mayor $100,000 a speech (and to foot the $36,000 bill for a 
Gulfstream IV charter) also were contractually obligated to accommodate his wife: "Please note that when 
arranging your seating, Judith Giuliani must be seated directly next to him." This demand was not confined to 
paid events. Some years ago at a Hamptons July Fourth party thrown by the journalist Lally Weymouth, two 
guests were astonished to learn that Judith was in a snit after discovering she and Rudy were at separate 
tables. 

She has become used to getting her way. An organizer of a recent fashion shoot received a call from one of 
Rudy's business associates warning her to address his wife as Judith. According to this source, Judith became 
so smitten with the dress she was modeling "that she simply didn't want to take it off. She didn't offer to pay. She 
made it very clear she wanted it for free. You know how it is when someone stalls." Instead, says this source, 
Judith kept repeating a kind of mantra: "I'm a sample size, I'm a sample size." 

The fashion insider sighs. "But the problem was the dress was a sample, and the designer's only sample. But 
she was very persistent. We had almost a metaphorical tugging of the dress away!" And not just that dress. 
"There were a number of items she tried on she wanted. There was greed in the air. We finally brokered a deal 
with the designer to give her some sort of discount for the dress." 

Around the office of Giuliani Partners, it is said, Sunny Mindel, Giuliani's communications director, spoke of the 
need for providing an entire plane seat for Judith's "Baby Louis" — a reference to her Louis Vuitton handbag, 
which sits in solitary splendor on her travels. 

If Giuliani's third wife became less popular as time went on, it was in part due to the feeling that she had a 
private list of Rudy loyalists she wanted fired. "The atmosphere is slippery, but not always venomous," says one. 
"You just realize there's an agenda there: she's worming her way in so she can push you out." Papir, for 
instance, was fired five years ago after word got around that he had called Judith a "princess" behind her back. 
But there are others, two sources say, of whom she patently disapproves. "Kate Anson, his scheduler, and this 
was the person who was so nice to her — everyone likes her!" says one Giuliani friend, holding up fingers to 
enumerate those of whom Judith disapproves. "Matt Mahoney [now deputy senior political adviser] — he loves 
Rudy. And Tony Carbonetti too, that's the other person Judith hates.... He would never be confrontational. His 
job is Rudy." A shrug. "Anyone supportive of him, close to him — Judith wants them fired. A lot of the senior staff 
. . . She just gets furiously jealous and treats them like shit!" 

And her ire is apparently not confined to staff. "Listen. She can be very, very abrasive. At him!" says a close 
friend. There have been blowups, say those who have witnessed them, and obtuse demands. Some years ago 
on a plane to Japan, Judith became so angry at her husband, says a close Giuliani friend, that Rudy, who 
"couldn't take it anymore," moved to the back of the aircraft, switching places with an advance man. 

In a massive Baden-Baden hotel suite five years ago, an observer tells me, a loud quarrel erupted when Judith 
pointedly denied one of her husband's requests. She refused to remove her toiletries case from a bedroom 
reserved for a policeman, claiming it would be bothersome, since the case was already unpacked. In Mexico, I 
am told, at a time when security was very tight and armored S.U.V.'s were deemed necessary, she asked her 
husband to leave the car to retrieve a bag of health bars she had mislaid. 

There are also, of late, large expenses: a Palm Beach house Rudy bought for the elder Stishes, and other lavish 
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purchases by Judith. Around New York, reporters are hearing that she recently spent $40,000 in a week. 
"Driving him crazy" is the phrase used. 

There have been public missteps as well. In April, for example, she spoke before fellow Republicans of her 
unrivaled ability "to pick up the phone as Judith Giuliani" to get charitable contributions, at which point the 
tabloids made a meal of what they perceived to be her vainglory. However, it was clearly a phrase that came 
from Judith's heart: a tribute less to herself than to the clout of her husband, to whom she is indebted for 
whatever power she holds, for however long she holds it. 

The position of "Mrs. Giuliani" has not historically been a secure post. Although the candidate has lately been 
warned by advisers to avoid any hint of scandal, there is a sense that perhaps he is not listening. "Does a 
leopard change its spots?" says one close friend. Recently, Starr Shephard, a Texan who informs me she used 
to be on the "U.S. world team of rhythmic twirling gymnastics," emerged in The National Enquirer, which ran a 
story suggesting she might be a Giuliani love interest. "I am not having an affair with Rudy Giuliani. I do not need 
a political power stick," the 36-year-old redhead says when I call her. "I believe in his vision and his voice even if 
I do not believe in his family." 

"What do you mean by that?" I wonder. 

"Oh, you know, you hear things about his family," she replies. 

"God Bless America for his power," Shephard writes on MySpace. Beneath a photo of herself and Rudy there is 
a promise that he will "advance our one nation under God." 

Naturally, Judith is on her guard. "And who are you?" she inquired of an attractive and prominent Republican 
woman who embraced her husband during a chance encounter in a New York restaurant. The woman marvels 
at such behavior. ("I felt like saying, 'Really, it's O.K.! I love my husband!"' she recalls.) But who can blame 
Judith? 

"They're all there to stay," says Papir. "Until they're gone. And the staff usually knows before they do. And we 
hear the footsteps." 

There have been other moments of vulnerability. At the close of the May Republican debate, Judith leapt 
onstage eagerly, her face beaming with delight. Giuliani, it was noted, appeared strangely disconcerted. "It did 
not look like he was happy to see her. It looked to me like he was estranged," says Barrett. "He was cold." 

It was in the ladies' room before the event that observers got a telling glimpse of the real Judith. She had gone 
there to touch up her makeup when some of her husband's staff informed her Giuliani was in the vicinity, walking 
by. 

"He's out there! Coming by!" repeated Judith, her voice tense with excitement. And then a plea: "Tell him to wait 
for me!"

Too many families have stories like Erin’s - or worse. 

We’ve seen yet another mass murder - this time, in a community college in Oregon that’s probably a lot 
like this one. That same day, a five-month-old baby girl strapped into her car seat was killed by a stray bullet 
in Cleveland. She was the third child killed by a gun in Cleveland in the last month alone. 

We can’t just pray for the victims and their families, and pretend like that’s enough. It’s not nearly 
enough. We need to act. We need to build a movement. 

You shouldn’t have to be afraid to go college, or the movies, or a Bible study class, or to drive around 
your hometown with your kids in the backseat. What’s wrong with us that we can’t we stand up to the NRA 
and gun manufacturers? 

I’m sick of politicians reacting to gun deaths with what amounts to a shrug. Here’s what Jeb Bush 
actually said about the massacre in Oregon: “Look,” he said.

Mr. Craig, the top lawyer at the White House and a close aide to President Barack Obama, has helped lead the 
administration's efforts on several national-security issues that once enjoyed popularity but have since become 
become political liabilities for Mr. Obama.

These include the closure of the prison at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, the release of Bush administration-era 
national-security documents, and efforts to find legal ways to indefinitely hold some detainees who can't be put 
on trial. 

The decision to close the Guantanamo facility became a political problem for Mr. Obama when concerns arose 
that some of the detainees would be released into the U.S. and the public soured on the move. 

Mr. Craig didn't respond to questions about his job as White House counsel for this article. 

The people familiar with the matter said a final decision hasn't been made. 

In a statement, White House Deputy Chief of Staff Jim Messina said: "We've addressed these rumors before. 
They are nothing more than typical Washington parlor games. It's disappointing that while we are focused on 
reviving the economy and fighting two wars, others spend their time pointing fingers in an attempt to promote 
their own status." 

Mr. Craig has come under criticism from inside the administration and in Congress for a perceived failure to 
manage the political issues that have originated from Mr. Obama's decision to close Guantanamo, according to 
officials in the administration and in Congress. This criticism has drawn focus away from president's priorities, 
such as health care and energy. 

One administration official involved in Guantanamo matters defended Mr. Craig, saying he has been responsive 
and helpful when consulted. One member of Congress who has worked with Mr. Craig on detainee issues, 
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called Mr. Craig "a smart guy who understands Congress very well." 

As an example of the difficulties Mr. Craig faced, the officials cite the president's move in May to reverse a 
decision that would have led to the release of photos showing abuse of terror detainees during the Bush 
administration. 

Weeks earlier, Mr. Craig brought Mr. Obama plans to release Justice Department memorandums detailing the 
Bush administration's policies on terrorism detainees. Some Obama national-security officials complained they 
hadn't been consulted, people familiar with the matter said, and the objections prompted weeks of debate inside 
the administration. 

Mr. Craig and Attorney General Eric Holder won the fight to release the memorandums, with minimal redactions, 
but the White House had to move quickly to limit political damage. Former Vice President Dick Cheney 
sharpened criticism of Mr. Obama during a televised speech that followed Mr. Obama's own address intended to 
explain his national-security vision. 

At around the same time, the administration was running into trouble with plans to move to northern Virginia at 
least some Chinese Muslim Uighurs who remain detained at Guantanamo despite being cleared for release. The 
furor over the possible release of former suspects in the U.S. led Congress to overwhelmingly pass new 
restrictions, including barring spending to close the Guantanamo prison. 

Mr. Obama signed executive orders during his first week in office to close the Guantanamo prison, to review the 
cases of the more than 200 detainees there and to draw up possible changes to detention and interrogation 
policies. 

At the time Mr. Obama enjoyed public support for his Guantanamo plans, polls showed. Six months later that 
public support has dissipated, polls show. 

Sen. Lindsey Graham (R., S.C.), one of the administration's allies on the Guantanamo closure, faulted the White 
House handling of Guantanamo. "Announcing the closure without a plan has put in jeopardy the ability to close 
Guantanamo. Now public opinion has turned," Mr. Graham said Monday. 

Mr. Craig, 64 years old, was with Williams & Connolly, a prominent Washington law firm, before joining the 
Obama campaign. President Bill Clinton tapped him in 1998 to lead his defense during congressional 
impeachment proceedings against the president. 

Mr. Craig has built a White House counsel's office of formidable size, with 41 lawyers, according to the 
administration's most recent filings. Mr. Bush left office with about 30 lawyers in his counsel's office. 

In response to earlier questions about why he had built such a large office, Mr. Craig said: "We have the best 
new law firm on the planet." He noted that the Obama administration faced an economic crisis and major 
national-security issues.

Putting Mitt Romney's attacks on 'You didn't build that' to the 
Truth-O-Meter 

For nearly two weeks, the Romney and Obama campaign have 
been arguing about whether President Barack Obama insulted 
entrepreneurs. 

The argument started with comments Obama made about the 
intersection of business and government during a July 17. 2012 
campaign appearance . 

Romney, in comments at public events and in several ads , 
has argued that the remarks show a general disdain for business. 

The Republican National Committee and the National 
Federation of Independent Business are among the groups have 
released their own videos and statements echoing Romney that 
the president is out of touch. 

In one fundraising e-mail, Matt Rhoades, Romney's campaign 
manager, decried Obama's "naive view that government, and not 
the hard work, talent, and initiative of people, is the center of 
society and the economy." In another campaign e-mail, Amanda 
Flenneberg, a Romney spokeswoman, said Obama had "denigrated Americans who built their own businesses." 

The issue has become so big that the Obama campaign felt the need to address the issue head-on in a Web video titled 
"Tampered" that quoted media accounts saying the quote had been taken out of context. 

Earlier, we looked at the full context of Obama's statement. Flere we will put a recent Romney claim about Obama's 
comment to the Truth-O-Meter. To do this, we'll look at the latest Romney web video in the seemingly endless back and 
forth. 

Flere's how the Romney campaign prefaced the video on its website: 

"President Obama recently said: 'If you've got a business, you didn't build that. Somebody else made that happen.' 
"Clearly, this President doesn't understand how our economy works. 

"Mitt Romney understands that we have to celebrate people who start enterprises and employ other people rather than 
devalue them. Success is not the result of government, it is the result of hard-working people who take risks, create 
dreams, and build lives for themselves and for their families. 

"Stand with Mitt today and stand up for Americans who work hard to build their businesses, their homes, their families and 
their communities." 

In this item, we'll rate the claim that Obama was saying success "is the result of government," not "hard-working people," 
when he said, "If you've got a business, you didn't build that. Somebody else made that happen." 

In case you didn't catch it the first 5,000 times the snippet ran on cable, yes, those words were uttered by Obama. 

But as you can see when you read the full text of his remarks, that quote distorts the meaning of Obama's claim. (Romney 
himself has been a victim of this kind of shenanigans, when opponents claimed he said he liked firing people .) 

Flere is the full context, from Obama's speech in Roanoke, Va.: 

"There are a lot of wealthy, successful Americans who agree with me -- because they want to give something back. They 
know they didn't -- look, if you've been successful, you didn't get there on your own. You didn't get there on your own. I'm 
always struck by people who think, well, it must be because I was just so smart. There are a lot of smart people out there. 
It must be because I worked harder than everybody else. Let me tell you somethinq -- there are a whole bunch of 
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"If you were successful, somebody along the line gave you some help. There was a great teacher somewhere in your life. 
Somebody helped to create this unbelievable American system that we have that allowed you to thrive. Somebody invested 
in roads and bridges. If you've got a business -- you didn't build that. Somebody else made that happen. The Internet 
didn't get invented on its own. Government research created the Internet so that all the companies could make money off 
the Internet. 

"The point is, is that when we succeed, we succeed because of our individual initiative, but also because we do things 
together. There are some things, just like fighting fires, we don't do on our own. I mean, imagine if everybody had their 
own fire service. That would be a hard way to organize fighting fires. 

"So we say to ourselves, ever since the founding of this country, you know what, there are some things we do better 
together. That's how we funded the G.I. Bill. That's how we created the middle class. That's how we built the Golden Gate 
Bridge or the Hoover Dam. That's how we invented the Internet. That's how we sent a man to the moon. We rise or fall 
together as one nation and as one people, and that's the reason I'm running for President -- because I still believe in that 
idea. You're not on your own, we're in this together." 

We believe, as do our friends at FactCheck.org and the Washington Post Fact Checker , that Romney has seriously 
distorted Obama's comments. 

Romney cherry-picked a quote that made it sound like Obama was dismissive of businesses when in fact he was making a 
point that success comes from the combination of "individual initiative" and the fact that "we do things together." 

The biggest problem is that the Romney campaign has left out the lead-up to the statement -- that "if you were successful, 
somebody along the line gave you some help. There was a great teacher somewhere in your life. Somebody helped to 
create this unbelievable American system that we have that allowed you to thrive. Somebody invested in roads and 
bridges." 

These words indicate that Obama was referring to infrastructure and educational opportunities that were paid for by 
taxpayers through the government -- things that established a necessary foundation for making private businesses 
successful. 

We think his meaning is clear -- that both business people and government play a role in the American enterprise system, 
not purely one or the other. 

Our ruling 

In speeches and videos, the Romney campaign has repeatedly distorted Obama's words. By plucking two sentences out of 
context, Romney twists the president's remarks and ignores their real meaning. 

The preceding sentences make clear that Obama was talking about the importance of government-provided infrastructure 
and education to the success of private businesses. 

Romney also conveniently ignores Obama's clear summary of his message, that "the point is ... that when we succeed, we 
succeed because of our individual initiative, but also because we do things together." 

By leaving out the "individual initiative" reference, Romney and his supporters have misled viewers and given a false 
impression. For that, we rate the claim False.

When they knew that cable news 
networks were going to be 24/7 on a horrifying story that they wouldn’t be able to help themselves from.” Mika asks him if they should have 
canceled the event, pushed back on his comment. Scarborough says “come on, you know it was planned to drop this way. This is how campaigns 
think. This is how cynical campaigns think.” Says it’s unbelievable that she says the State Dept allowed her to do this but people in the Obama 
administration say that it wasn’t allowed and there was a regulation against it. She was the Secretary of State so she ran the show, ignored 
President Obama.

Shows clips of HRC saying we’ll have to wait to hear what Biden decides but she’ll run her 
campaign, and her saying that using personal email wasn’t the best choice but she’s confident she never sent or received any email marked 
classified. Hannity says this is typically parsing her words. Mercedes Schlapp and Joe Trippi as guests. Hannity says the stars aren’t aligning for 
HRC with leaks of Biden’s meetings and Josh Earnest’s comments.

If there was any doubt that Janet Yellen would be a different type of Federal Reserve chair, her speech Friday in Boston 
removed it. 

Her speech had the dry title of "Perspectives on Inequality and Opportunity From the Survey of Consumer Finances," which 
seems almost intended to play down some of the conclusions she reached. By the cautious standards of central bankers, 
they are downright radical. 

"The extent of and continuing increase in inequality in the United States greatly concern me," Ms. Yellen said at a 
conference sponsored by the Federal Reserve Bank of Boston. "I think it is appropriate to ask whether this trend is 
compatible with values rooted in our nation's history, among them the high value Americans have traditionally placed on 
equality of opportunity." 

Nothing about those statements would seem unusual coming from a left-leaning politician or any number of professional 
commentators. What makes them unusual is hearing them from the nation's economist-in-chief, who generally tries to 
steer as far away from contentious political debates as possible. 

Consider, for example, the approach the last Fed chief took when he gave a speech on the same topic. Instead of raising the 
possibility that a widening gap between rich and poor could be contrary to American values, here's what Ben Bernanke 
said in a 2007 speech to the Great Omaha Chamber of Commerce: "I will not draw any firm conclusions about the extent to 
which policy should attempt to offset inequality in economic outcomes; that determination inherently depends on values 
and social trade-offs and is thus properly left to the political process." 

Ms. Yellen's speech is a thorough airing of some of the latest research on how much inequality has widened in recent years 
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and why. In the course of 4,300 words, she explores the role of rising debt loads poor students must incur to get a college 
education, a slowdown in small-business formation, and trends in inheritances, among other issues. 

But in many ways the issues she leaves out are more instructive. In particular, she stays away from the aspects of the 
inequality puzzle that have a close tie-in to the policies of the Federal Reserve. 

First, there is a growing body of evidence — far from proven, but certainly gaining traction — that income inequality could 
be a significant force behind disappointing overall economic growth over the last 15 years. 

The story goes like this: The wealthy tend to save a large proportion of their income, whereas middle and lower-income 
people spend almost all of what they earn. Because a rising share of income is going to the wealthy, spending — and hence 
aggregate demand — is rising more slowly than it would if there were more even distribution of income. Skyrocketing debt 
levels papered over this disconnect in the mid-2000s, but now we could be feeling its effect. 

If true, this would help account for why the economy has notched mediocre growth since the turn of the century, with the 
exception being a brief period of the housing bubble.

It would also have big implications for Fed policy. It would imply that, under the current economic arrangement, the 
nation's potential economic growth is lower than it might otherwise be. Which implies that it would be dangerous for the 
Fed to try to seek growth much faster than that using monetary policy, as doing so might unleash inflation, financial 
bubbles or both. 

A second area in which monetary policy interacts with inequality — and which Ms. Yellen also leaves unaddressed — is 
the role of the Fed's easy money policies in encouraging inequality. 

For the last five years of economic expansion, Congress has been unwilling to use fiscal policy to try to encourage faster 
growth. That has left the Fed as the only game in town, and the Bernanke Fed again and again turned to quantitative easing 
and ultralow interest rate policies to try to shock the economy into speedier expansion. (Ms. Yellen was the No. 2 official at 
the Fed for most of this time, and helped engineer the policies). 

But this has contributed to an imbalanced form of growth in the United States. Many of the first-order effects of the Fed's 
bond buying have been, for example, to drive up the stock market and to help lower mortgage rates. Because stocks are 
disproportionately owned by the wealthy and the upper middle class have been in best position to refinance their 
mortgages, the benefits of Fed policy for middle and low-income workers have been more indirect. 

It is unclear what that means for the proper course of monetary policy. If quantitative easing policies led to stronger 
overall growth that are the reason employers are adding more jobs, then the trickle-down benefits for ordinary workers are 
still meaningful. But Ms. Yellen did not address in her speech whether she agrees with the premise that a Fed-driven 
economic recovery has contributed to inequality, and if so what it implies for her agency. 

it seems like Ms. Yellen offered this speech as a way to use her bully pulpit to cast public attention on an issue she cares 
about deeply, deliberately avoiding areas where inequality intersects with the policy areas under which she has direct 
control. And it is true that the future of inequality in the United States is surely shaped more by decisions on the levels of 
certain taxes and the size of the social welfare state more than by anything that the Fed does. 

Perhaps in future appearances, Ms. Yellen will give us a sense not just of what is wrong with inequality, but what it might 
mean for the policies over which she has some control.

Perspectives on Inequality and Opportunity from the Survey of Consumer Finances 

The distribution of income and wealth in the United States has been widening more or less steadily for several decades, to a greater extent 
than in most advanced countries.! This trend paused during the Great Recession because of larger wealth losses for those at the top of 
the distribution and because increased safety-net spending helped offset some income losses for those below the top. But widening 
inequality resumed in the recovery, as the stock market rebounded, wage growth and the healing of the labor market have been slow, and 
the increase in home prices has not fully restored the housing wealth lost by the large majority of households for which it is their primary 
asset. 
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The extent of and continuing increase in inequality in the United States greatly concern me. The past several decades have seen the most 
sustained rise in inequality since the 1 9th century after more than 40 years of narrowing inequality following the Great Depression. By 
some estimates, income and wealth inequality are near their highest levels in the past hundred years, much higher than the average during 
that time span and probably higher than for much of American history before then.2 It is no secret that the past few decades of widening 
inequality can be summed up as significant income and wealth gains for those at the very top and stagnant living standards for the majority. 

I think it is appropriate to ask whether this trend is compatible with values rooted in our nation's history, among them the high value 
Americans have traditionally placed on equality of opportunity. 

Some degree of inequality in income and wealth, of course, would occur even with completely equal opportunity because variations in 
effort, skill, and luck will produce variations in outcomes. Indeed, some variation in outcomes arguably contributes to economic growth 
because it creates incentives to work hard, get an education, save, invest, and undertake risk. However, to the extent that opportunity itself 
is enhanced by access to economic resources, inequality of outcomes can exacerbate inequality of opportunity, thereby perpetuating a 
trend of increasing inequality. Such a link is suggested by the "Great Gatsby Curve," the finding that, among advanced economies, greater 
income inequality is associated with diminished intergenerational mobility .2- In such circumstances, society faces difficult questions of how 
best to fairly and justly promote equal opportunity. My purpose today is not to provide answers to these contentious questions, but rather to 
provide a factual basis for further discussion. I am pleased that this conference will focus on equality of economic opportunity and on ways 
to better promote it. 

In my remarks, I will review trends in income and wealth inequality over the past several decades, then identify and discuss four sources of 
economic opportunity in America-think of them as "building blocks" for the gains in income and wealth that most Americans hope are within 
reach of those who strive for them. The first two are widely recognized as important sources of opportunity: resources available for 
children and affordable higher education. The second two may come as more of a surprise: business ownership and inheritances. Like 
most sources of wealth, family ownership of businesses and inheritances are concentrated among households at the top of the 
distribution. But both of these are less concentrated and more broadly distributed than other forms of wealth, and there is some basis for 
thinking that they may also play a role in providing economic opportunities to a considerable number of families below the top. 

In focusing on these four building blocks, I do not mean to suggest that they account for all economic opportunity, but I do believe they are all 
significant sources of opportunity for individuals and their families to improve their economic circumstances. 

Income and Wealth Inequality in the Survey of Consumer Finances 

I will start with the basics about widening inequality, drawing heavily on a trove of data generated by the Federal Reserve's triennial Survey 
of Consumer Finances (SCF), the latest of which was conducted in 2013 and published last rnonth.^ The SCF is broadly consistent with 
other data that show widening wealth and income inequality over the past several decades, but I am employing the SCF because it offers 
the added advantage of specific detail on income, wealth, and debt for each of 6,000 households surveyed.^ This detail from family 
balance sheets provides a glimpse of the relative access to the four sources of opportunity I will discuss. 

While the recent trend of widening income and wealth inequality is clear, the implications for a particular family partly depend on whether 
that family's living standards are rising or not as its relative position changes. There have been some times of relative prosperity when 
income has grown for most households but inequality widened because the gains were proportionally larger for those at the top; widening 
inequality might not be as great a concern if living standards improve for most families. That was the case for much of the 1 990s, when real 
incomes were rising for most households. At other times, however, inequality has widened because income and wealth grew for those at 
the top and stagnated or fell for others. And at still other times, inequality has widened when incomes were falling for most households, but 
the declines toward the bottom were proportionally larger. Unfortunately, the past several decades of widening inequality has often 
involved stagnant or falling living standards for many families. 

Since the survey began in its current form in 1 989, the SCF has shown a rise in the concentration of income in the top few percent of 
households, as shown in figure 1 .2- By definition, of course, the share of all income held by the rest, the vast majority of households, has 
fallen by the same amount.^ This concentration was the result of income and living standards rising much more quickly for those at the 
top. After adjusting for inflation, the average income of the top 5 percent of households grew by 38 percent from 1 989 to 2013, as we can 
see in figure 2. By comparison, the average real income of the other 95 percent of households grew less than 1 0 percent. Income inequality 
narrowed slightly during the Great Recession, as income fell more for the top than for others, but resumed widening in the recovery, and by 
201 3 it had nearly returned to the pre-recession peak.S- 

The distribution of wealth is even more unequal than that of income, and the SCF shows that wealth inequality has increased more than 
income inequality since 1 989. As shown in figure 3, the wealthiest 5 percent of American households held 54 percent of all wealth reported 
in the 1 989 survey. Their share rose to 61 percent in 201 0 and reached 63 percent in 2013. By contrast, the rest of those in the top half of 
the wealth distribution-families that in 201 3 had a net worth between $81 ,000 and $1.9 million-held 43 percent of wealth in 1 989 and only 
36 percent in 2013. 

The lower half of households by wealth held just 3 percent of wealth in 1 989 and only 1 percent in 201 3. To put that in perspective, figure 4 
shows that the average net worth of the lower half of the distribution, representing 62 million households, was $1 1 ,000 in 201 3.2- About 
one-fourth of these families reported zero wealth or negative net worth, and a significant fraction of those said they were "underwater" on 
their home mortgages, owing more than the value of the home.12 This $1 1 ,000 average is 50 percent lower than the average wealth of 
the lower half of families in 1989, adjusted for inflation. Average real wealth rose gradually for these families for most of those years, then 
dropped sharply after 2007. Figure 5 shows that average wealth also grew steadily for the "next 45" percent of households before the 
crisis but didn't fall nearly as much afterward. Those next 45 households saw their wealth, measured in 2013 dollars, grow from an 
average of $323,000 in 1989 to $516,000 in 2007 and then fall to $424,000 in 2013, a net gain of about one-third over 24 years. Meanwhile, 
the average real wealth of families in the top 5 percent has nearly doubled, on net-from $3.6 million in 1 989 to $6.8 million in 2013. 

Housing wealth-the net equity held by households, consisting of the value of their homes minus their mortgage debt-is the most important 
source of wealth for all but those at the very top.U- It accounted for three-fifths of wealth in 2013 for the lower half of families and two- 
fifths of wealth for the next 45. But housing wealth was only one-fifth of total wealth for the top 5 percent of families. The share of housing 
in total net worth for all three groups has not changed much since 1 989. 

Since housing accounts for a larger share of wealth for those in the bottom half of the wealth distribution, their overall wealth is affected 
more by changes in home prices. Furthermore, homeowners in the bottom half have been more highly leveraged on their homes, amplifying 
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this difference. As a result, while the SCF shows that all three groups saw proportionally similar increases and subsequent declines in 
home prices from 1989 to 2013, the effects on net worth were greater for those in the bottom half of households by wealth. Foreclosures 
and the dramatic fall in house prices affected many of these families severely, pushing them well down the wealth distribution. Figure 6 
shows that homeowners in the bottom half of households by wealth reported 61 percent less home equity in 201 3 than in 2007. The next 
45 reported a 29 percent loss of housing wealth, and the top 5 lost 20 percent. 

Fortunately, rebounding housing prices in 201 3 and 201 4 have restored a good deal of the loss in housing wealth, with the largest gains for 
those toward the bottom. Based on rising home prices alone and not counting possible changes in mortgage debt or other factors, Federal 
Reserve staff estimate that between 2013 and mid-2014, average home equity rose 49 percent for the lowest half of families by wealth that 
own homes 22 The estimated gains are somewhat less for those with greater wealth. 22 Homeowners in the bottom 50, which had an 
average overall net worth of $25,000 in 201 3, would have seen their net worth increase to an average of $33,000 due solely to home price 
gains since 2013, a 32 percent increase. 

Another major source of wealth for many families is financial assets, including stocks, bonds, mutual funds, and private 
pensions. 22 Figure 7 shows that the wealthiest 5 percent of households held nearly two-thirds of all such assets in 2013, the next 45 
percent of families held about one-third, and the bottom half of households, just 2 percent. This figure may look familiar, since the distribution 
of financial wealth has concentrated at the top since 1 989 at rates similar to those for overall wealth, which we saw in figure 3. 1 5 

Those are the basics on wealth and income inequality from the SCF. Other research tells us that inequality tends to persist from one 
generation to the next. For example, one study that divides households by income found that 4 in 10 children raised in families in the lowest- 
income fifth of households remain in that quintile as adults. 22 Fewer than 1 in 10 children of families at the bottom later reach the top 
quintile. The story is flipped for children raised in the highest-income households: When they grow up, 4 in 1 0 stay at the top and fewer 
than 1 in 1 0 fail to the bottom. 

Research also indicates that economic mobility in the United States has not changed much in the last several decades; that mobility is lower 
in the United States than in most other advanced countries; and, as I noted earlier, that economic mobility and income inequality among 
advanced countries are negatively correlated XL 

Four Building Blocks of Opportunity 

An important factor influencing intergenerational mobility and trends in inequality over time is economic opportunity. While we can measure 
overall mobility and inequality, summarizing opportunity is harder, which is why I intend to focus on some important sources of opportunity- 
the four building blocks I mentioned earlier. 

Two of those are so significant that you might call them "cornerstones" of opportunity, and you will not be surprised to hear that both are 
largely related to education. The first of these cornerstones I would describe more fully as "resources available to children in their most 
formative years." The second is higher education that students and their families can afford. 

Two additional sources of opportunity are evident in the SCF. They affect fewer families than the two cornerstones I have just identified, 
but enough families and to a sufficient extent that I believe they are also important sources of economic opportunity. 

The third building block of opportunity, as shown by the SCF, is ownership of a private business. 22 This usually means ownership and 
sometimes direct management of a family business. The fourth source of opportunity is inherited wealth. As one would expect, inheritances 
are concentrated among the wealthiest families, but the SCF indicates they may also play an important role in the opportunities available to 
others. 

Resources Available for Children 

For households with children, family resources can pay for things that research shows enhance future earnings and other economic 
outcomes-homes in safer neighborhoods with good schools, for example, better nutrition and health care, early childhood education, 
intervention for learning disabilities, travel and other potentially enriching experiences.!®- Affluent families have significant resources for 
things that give children economic advantages as adults, and the SCF data I have cited indicate that many other households have very little 
to spare for this purpose. These disparities extend to other household characteristics associated with better economic outcomes for 
offspring, such as homeownership rates, educational attainment of parents, and a stable family structure. 22 

According to the SCF, the gap in wealth between families with children at the bottom and the top of the distribution has been growing 
steadily over the past 24 years, but that pace has accelerated recently. Figure 8 shows that the median wealth for families with children in 
the lower half of the wealth distribution fell from $13,000 in 2007 to $8,000 in 2013, after adjusting for inflation, a loss of 40 percent. 

21 These wealth levels look small alongside the much higher wealth of the next 45 percent of households with children. But these families 
also saw their median wealth fall dramatically-by one-third in real terms-from $344,000 in 2007 to $229,000 in 2013. The top 5 percent of 
families with children saw their median wealth fall only 9 percent, from $3.5 million in 2007 to $3.2 million in 2013, after inflation. 

For families below the top, public funding plays an important role in providing resources to children that influence future levels of income and 
wealth. Such funding has the potential to help equalize these resources and the opportunities they confer. 

Social safety-net spending is an important form of public funding that helps offset disparities in family resources for children. Spending for 
income security programs since 1 989 and until recently was fairly stable, ranging between 1 .2 and 1 .7 percent of gross domestic product 
(GDP), with higher levels in this range related to recessions. However, such spending rose to 2.4 percent of GDP in 2009 and 3 percent in 
2010. 22 Researchers estimate that the increase in the poverty rate because of the recession would have been much larger without the 
effects of income security programs. 22 

Public funding of education is another way that governments can help offset the advantages some households have in resources available 
for children. One of the most consequential examples is early childhood education. Research shows that children from lower-income 
households who get good-quality pre-Kindergarten education are more likely to graduate from high school and attend college as well as 
hold a job and have higher earnings, and they are less likely to be incarcerated or receive public assistance. 22 Figure 9 shows that 
access to quality early childhood education has improved since the 1 990s, but it remains limited-41 percent of children were enrolled in 
state or federally supported programs in 2013. Gains in enrollment have stalled since 201 0, as has growth in funding, in both cases 
because of budget cuts related to the Great Recession. These cuts have reduced per-pupil spending in state-funded programs by 12 
percent after inflation, and access to such programs, most of which are limited to lower-income families, varies considerably from state to 
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state and within states, since local funding is often important. 22 In 2010, the United States ranked 28th out of 38 advanced countries in 
the share of four-year-olds enrolled in public or private early childhood education. 22 

Similarly, the quality and the funding levels of public education at the primary and secondary levels vary widely, and this unevenness limits 
public education's equalizing effect. The United States is one of the few advanced economies in which public education spending is often 
lower for students in lower-income households than for students in higher-income households. 22 Some countries strive for more or less 
equal funding, and others actually require higher funding in schools serving students from lower-income families, expressly for the purpose 
of reducing inequality in resources for children. 

A major reason the United States is different is that we are one of the few advanced nations that funds primary and secondary public 
education mainly through subnational taxation. Half of U.S. public school funding comes from local property taxes, a much higher share than 
in other advanced countries, and thus the inequalities in housing wealth and income I have described enhance the ability of more-affluent 
school districts to spend more on public schools. Some states have acted to equalize spending to some extent in recent years, but there is 
still significant variation among and within states. Even after adjusting for regional differences in costs and student needs, there is wide 
variation in public school funding in the United States. 22 

Spending is not the only determinant of outcomes in public education. Research shows that higher-quality teachers raise the educational 
attainment and the future earnings of students. 22 Better-quality teachers can help equalize some of the disadvantages in opportunity 
faced by students from lower-income households, but here, too, there are forces that work against raising teacher quality for these 
students. Research shows that, for a variety of reasons, including inequality in teacher pay, the best teachers tend to migrate to and 
concentrate in schools in higher-income areas. 22 Even within districts and in individual schools, where teacher pay is often uniform 
based on experience, factors beyond pay tend to lead more experienced and better-performing teachers to migrate to schools and to 
classrooms with more-advantaged students. 22 

Higher Education that Families Can Afford 

For many individuals and families, higher education is the other cornerstone of economic opportunity. The premium in lifetime earnings 
because of higher education has increased over the past few decades, reflecting greater demand for college-educated workers. By one 
measure, the median annual earnings of full-time workers with a four-year bachelor's degree are 79 percent higher than the median for 
those with only a high school diploma. 22 The wage premium for a graduate degree is significantly higher than the premium for a college 
degree. Despite escalating costs for college, the net returns for a degree are high enough that college still offers a considerable economic 
opportunity to most people. 22 

Along with other data, the SCF shows that most students and their families are having a harder time affording college. College costs have 
risen much faster than income for the large majority of households since 2001 and have become especially burdensome for households in 
the bottom half of the earnings distribution. 

Rising college costs, the greater numbers of students pursuing higher education, and the recent trends in income and wealth have led to a 
dramatic increase in student loan debt. Outstanding student loan debt quadrupled from $260 billion in 2004 to $1 .1 trillion this year. Sorting 
families by wealth, the SCF shows that the relative burden of education debt has long been higher for families with lower net worth, and 
that this disparity has grown much wider in the past couple decades. Figure 10 shows that from 1995 to 2013, outstanding education debt 
grew from 26 percent of average yearly income for the lower half of households to 58 percent of income. 22 The education debt burden 
was lower and grew a little less sharply for the next 45 percent of families and was much lower and grew not at all for the top 5 
percent. 22 

Higher education has been and remains a potent source of economic opportunity in America, but I fear the large and growing burden of 
paying for it may make it harder for many young people to take advantage of the opportunity higher education offers. 

Opportunities to Build Wealth through Business Ownership 

For many people, the opportunity to build a business has long been an important part of the American dream. In addition to housing and 
financial assets, the SCF shows that ownership of private businesses is a significant source of wealth and can be a vital source of 
opportunity for many households to improve their economic circumstances and position in the wealth distribution. 

While business wealth is highly concentrated at the top of the distribution, it also represents a significant component of wealth for some 
other households. 22 Figure 1 1 shows that slightly more than half of the top 5 percent of households have a share in a private business. 
The average value of these holdings is nearly $4 million. Only 14 percent of families in the next 45 have ownership in a private business, but 
for those that do, this type of wealth constitutes a substantial portion of their assets-the average amount of this business equity is nearly 
$200,000, representing more than one-third of their net worth. Only 3 percent of the bottom half of households hold equity in a private 
business, but it is a big share of wealth for those few. 22 The average amount of this wealth is close to $20,000, 60 percent of the 
average net worth for these households. 22 

Owning a business is risky, and most new businesses close within a few years. But research shows that business ownership is 
associated with higher levels of economic mobility. 22 However, it appears that it has become harder to start and build businesses. The 
pace of new business creation has gradually declined over the past couple of decades, and the number of new firms declined sharply from 
2006 through 2009.4ft The latest SCF shows that the percentage of the next 45 that own a business has fallen to a 25-year low, and 
equity in those businesses, adjusted for inflation, is at its lowest point since the mid-1 990s. One reason to be concerned about the apparent 
decline in new business formation is that it may serve to depress the pace of productivity, real wage growth, and 

employment.^! Another reason is that a slowdown in business formation may threaten what I believe likely has been a significant source 
of economic opportunity for many families below the very top in income and wealth. 

Inheritances 

Along with other economic advantages, it is likely that large inheritances play a role in the fairly limited intergenerational mobility that I 
described earlier .4^ But inheritances are also common among households below the top of the wealth distribution and sizable enough that 
I believe they may well play a role in helping these families economically. 

Figure 1 2 shows that half of the top 5 percent of households by wealth reported receiving an inheritance at some time, but a considerable 
number of others did as well-almost 30 percent of the next 45 percent and 1 2 percent of the bottom 50. Inheritances are concentrated at 
the top of the wealth distribution but less so than total wealth. Just over half of the total value of inheritances went to the top 5 percent and

40 percent went to households in the next 45. Seven percent of inheritances were shared among households in the bottom 50 percent, a 
group that together held only 1 percent of all wealth in 201 3.43. 

The average inheritance reported by those in the top 5 percent who had received them was $1.1 million. That amount dwarfs the $183,000 
average among the next 45 percent and the $68,000 reported among the bottom half of households. But compared with the typical wealth 
of these households, the additive effect of bequests of this size is significant for the millions of households below the top 5 that receive 
them. 

The average age for receiving an inheritance is 40, when many parents are trying to save for and secure the opportunities of higher 
education for their children, move up to a larger home or one in a better neighborhood, launch a business, switch careers, or perhaps 
relocate to seek more opportunity. Considering the overall picture of limited resources for most families that I have described today, I think 
the effects of inheritances for the sizable minority below the top that receive one are likely a significant source of economic opportunity. 

Conclusion 

In closing, let me say that, with these examples, I have only just touched the surface of the important topic of economic opportunity, and I 
look forward to learning more from the work presented at this conference. As I noted at the outset, research about the causes and 
implications of inequality is ongoing, and I hope that this conference helps spur further study of economic opportunity and its effects on 
economic mobility. Using the SCF and other sources, I have tried to offer some observations about how access to four specific sources of 
opportunity may vary across households, but I cannot offer any conclusions about how much these factors influence income and wealth 
inequality. I do believe that these are important questions, and I hope that further research will help answer them.

Independent Expenditures 
Anti-Obama Group's Future Plans Unclear; 

Others Spending on Issue Ads for Hill Races 

The American Issues Project- a "qualified nonprofit corporation," or QNC-that emerged into the spotlight in August with television ads 
blasting Democratic presidential nominee Sen. Barack Obama (D-lll.) — has no "concrete plans" for further action during the presidential campaign, 
according to the organization's president, Ed Martin. 

While the group's plans are uncertain, Martin told BNA in a recent phone interview that the American Issues Project would "be around for 
the long haul" and would not fold up shop after drawing attention with the anti-Obama ads. 

Martin said possible future avenues of activity could include "more generic" types of ads related to the issues that concern the group, such 
as national security. He also hinted that the group could still sponsor more messages related to the presidential race. 

The American Issues Project paid $2.8 million for over 7,000 airings of an ad linking Obama to a 1960s radical, William Ayers, and asking 
viewers if they "know enough to elect" the Democratic presidential candidate. The ads were aired in late August on local TV stations in four key 
battleground states in the presidential contest: Michigan, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and Virginia, the group said in a press release announcing that the ad 
campaign had wrapped up. 

QNC Rule Allows Advocacy 

The QNC designation allowed the American Issues Project to take advantage of a Federal Election Commission rule (11 CFR 1 14.10) 
permitting "independent expenditures" for direct advocacy for or against a candidate's election. 

However, the Obama campaign quickly and forcefully disputed the legitimacy of the newly revealed group's efforts. The campaign argued 
that the rule in question was intended to protect issue-based groups with only a minor interest in electoral politics. The American Issues Project, on the 
contrary, was an organization unveiled with the clear purpose of conducting a multi-million-dollar ad campaign to influence the presidential race, the 
Obama campaign charged. 

The American Issues Campaign has argued that it is a conservative organization mainly interested in such issues as national security, the 
economy, and family values. 

So far, only a relative handful of other QNCs have been active in the current election cycle, though another group in this category recently 
made its presence known through a Sept. 4 FEC filing. 

The conservative religious group Focus on the Family Action, headed by influential radio commentator James Dobson, filed a report with 
the FEC indicating that it was a QNC under campaign finance law. Focus on the Family disclosed that it was spending about $40,000 for a radio 
broadcast of a "2008 issues update" that supported Republican presidential nominee Sen. John McCain (R-Ariz.). 

Chamber, AFL-CIO Report Spending 

While the American Issues Project ad campaign was the most visible foray by an independent group into the presidential campaign, so far, 
other groups also have reported significant spending on broadcast ads appearing in congressional races, including key Senate races. These include 
major business and labor organizations, such as the U.S. Chamber of Commerce and AFL-CIO, which are spending for ads airing in about a half-dozen 
races. 


Both the Chamber and the AFL-CIO have filed new reports with the FEC disclosing recent spending for "electioneering communications"— 
television or radio ads that mention a federal candidate in the weeks before an election. Ads that air within the period 60 days before the Nov. 4 
general election or 30 before a primary are covered by provisions of the Bipartisan Campaign Reform Act, which restrict financing of such messages 
and require public disclosure. 

Recent reports from the Chamber, AFL-CIO and others reveal that they are taking advantage of an FEC rule (1 1 CFR 1 14.15) adopted late 
last year, in the wake of the Supreme Court decision in FEC v. Wisconsin Right to Life Inc. (WRTL). The WRTL decision and FEC rule established that 
corporations and unions have a constitutional right to pay for ads that mention candidates along with lobbying messages on legislative and policy 
issues. 


The Supreme Court's majority opinion in WRTL, authored by Chief Justice John Roberts, said the corporate and union financing ban could 
apply only to messages capable of no other reasonable interpretation than as an appeal to vote for or against a candidate. 

The FEC's 2007 rule implementing the WRTL decision fleshed out this concept by indicating that corporate and union financing of a 
particular message could still be regulated if the message refers to an election or to the "character" of a candidate. Otherwise, a message focusing on a 
legislative or policy matter and urging a candidate to take a particular position may be funded by a corporation or union, though the funding source 
must be reported, the FEC regulations said. 

States With Senate Races Targeted 

Citing the new rule, the Chamber has reported nearly $1 .6 million in spending for TV ads in six states, focused on Senate races in 
Louisiana, New Hampshire, and Minnesota, as well as a House race in Wisconsin. The ads are part of a larger advocacy effort centered on the election- 
the Chamber has put a price tag of $20 million on the overall effort. But details of the Chamber's ad campaign and strategy are not being revealed, 
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according to J.P. Fielder, a spokesman for the Chamber. 

Meanwhile, the AFL-CIO has reported to the FEC nearly $100,000 in spending for radio ads in just two states with Senate races--New 
Hampshire and Louisiana. These ads are part of a larger campaign by the labor federation involving six states with key Senate races, according to 
federation spokesman Steve Smith. The states are New Hampshire, Oregon, Louisiana, Maine, Kentucky, and Minnesota. 

AFL-CIO officials have suggested that the federation is preparing to spend over $50 million on election-related efforts, mostly centered on 
communication with union members and mobilization of voters rather that broadcasting messages to the general public. 

Both the Chamber and AFL-CIO ads appear similar in that they mention specific candidates in the context of advocacy for legislative or 
policy positions. For example, AFL-CIO ads criticize incumbent Republican senators for supporting President Bush's proposed budget cuts for health 
care, education, and job training. A Chamber ad, meanwhile, faults Democratic Senate candidates for backing legislation that would aid union 
organizing by dispensing with requirements for secret ballots when workers vote on whether to form a union. 

New Groups Sponsor Ads 

Other organizations reporting electioneering communications spending to the FEC are not as well known as the Chamber and AFL-CIO but 
have cited the same new FEC rules allowing corporate and union funding of their messages. These include such organizations as the American Future 
Fund, American Rights at Work, and the Alliance for a Better Minnesota, all of which have sponsored recent, hard-hitting television ads focused on 
Senate candidates' stance on particular issues. 

The ads do not ask for votes or explicitly discuss elections but instead generally ask the viewer to call the targeted candidate and ask him or 
her to vote or take a stand on the highlighted issue. 

Robert Lenhard, an attorney with the firm Covington & Burling, was chairman of the FEC last year when the regulations implementing the 
Supreme Court's WRTL decision were adopted. Lenhard said the FEC rulemaking was an attempt by the agency to follow the principles of Chief Justice 
Roberts' opinion allowing corporations and unions to fund electioneering communications. The regulations still do not allow companies and unions to 
pay for "express advocacy" messages that call for voters to elect or defeat favored candidates, he noted. 

QNCs Have Drawbacks 

Unlike the organizations reporting spending for electioneering communications, those like the American Issues Project and Focus on the 
Family, which cite the QNC exception to campaign finance rules, can potentially have a way to avoid the toughest restrictions of campaign finance 
rules. 


The FEC rule governing these groups was adopted to implement a 1986 Supreme Court opinion in FEC v. Massachusetts Citizens for Life, 
which said an issue-based nonprofit corporation could advocate in elections under certain, narrow circumstances. 

Despite the potential advantages of this category, very few QNCs have registered with the FEC or reported major spending in the 
presidential race or congressional races. None has come close to the reported spending level of the American Issues Project or sponsored high-profile 
TV ads. Rather, money has gone for such efforts as direct mail, phone banks, door-to-door canvassing, or newspaper and online ads. 

Asked why there has not been more of a migration of campaign related spending to this category, campaign finance experts note that there 
are still important restrictions on QNCs. For example, tax laws restrict the campaign involvement non-profit corporations organized under Section 
501(c)(4) of the tax code. Generally, an organization must spend no more than half its budget on politics to maintained the coveted 501(c)(4) 
designation. 

Also, QNCs have limited funding sources because they cannot keep the designation if they take money from for-profit companies or unions- 
a restriction that can severely limit financing of expensive broadcast ad campaigns. End of article graphic

Progress Texas Stands Strong With Texas Women 


JJ Stand With Texas Women Rally 


Despite the amazing work of Senator 
Wendy Davis and the hundreds of 
Texans that protested the anti-abortion 
bill last week, Governor Rick Perry 
called another special session with 
renewed intentions of passing the bill. 
The special session started this past 
Monday, July 1st, and to mark the 
occasion thousands of Texans joined 
together to show their opposition to the 
attack on women’s reproductive rights. 
More than 8,000 people gathered 
outside the Capitol for the Stand 
With Texas Women Rally organized by 
a coalition of progressive groups 
including Planned Parenthood, 

NARAL, Progress Texas, and many 


more. 


As a part of the rapid response social media team Progress Texas made sure to capture the 
action and spread it far and wide. This photo of the crowd from the 4th floor of the Capitol has 
2,932 likes and 3,268 shares. Facebook metrics show that 282,368 have seen the post. Progress 
Texas’s photos were used widely and in particular were featured on MSNBC via Chris Hayes's 
show last Friday. 

For those who weren't able to attend the rally in person, they have provided a transcript of 
the speech given by Senator Wendy Davis. To add to your July 4th barbecue conversations, we 
have published highlights of the Stand With Texas Women's movement here 

On the morning that Senator Wendy Davis launched her filibuster, Progress Texas initiated a 
"Thank You Wendy Davis" campaign to offer people a chance to show their support. The 
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organization collected 12,471 support messages during the filibuster - nearly 1,000 
messages an hour - and delivered those messages to Senator Davis’s office. Through this 
campaign Progress Texas has given supporters in Texas and across the country the chance to 
thank the Senator and join the fight to protect women’s rights. 


Progress Virginia Highlights Conservatives Effort to Restrict Women’s Rights 

One year ago, legislation went into effect that requires women seeking an abortion to undergo a 
mandatory ultrasound and then wait 24 hours before she can have a legal abortion. This law was 
clearly designed to restrict access to safe abortions and has given the government the opportunity 
to play the role of doctor, even though this should be a women’s personal health decision. 
Progress Virginia marked the one-year anniversary by challenging state legislators to support 
repeal of the law. Working with medical providers and Planned Parenthood Advocates of 
Virginia, Progress Virginia highlighted state legislators who think they make better doctors than 
actual physicians. Progress Virginia is working to inform voters of politicians who put their own 
beliefs above those of medical practitioners as well as their constituents. 

Additionally, the Progress Virginia Education Fund is working in a coalition with women's health 
advocates to educate voters on the deceptive “medical clinics” known as Crisis Pregnancy Centers 
(CPCs). CPCs are essentially fake medical practices that seek to dissuade women from obtaining 
abortions under the guise of providing health advice. Progress Virginia assisted NARAL Pro- 
Choice Virginia in debuting a new investigative report Crisis Pregnancy Centers Revealed . 
The shocking report finds the Virginia Department of Health refers Virginia women to 18 CPCs to 
obtain a free or low-cost ultrasound. Many of those CPCs have indicated they will refuse to 
provide an ultrasound image to women seeking an abortion, so they cannot comply with the law. 
Progress Virginia worked with NARAL VA to design a press rollout and social media campaign 
to make sure every Virginian knows how conservatives and CPCs are working together to limit 
women's constitutional rights. 


ProgressOhio Responds to Governor Kasich’s Harmful Budget 

Throughout the legislative session, ProgressOhio has worked tirelessly to educate voters about 
Governor John Kasich's budget and the harsh abortion restrictions that would go into effect. This 
included a series of press conferences with NARAL Ohio and Planned Parenthood Advocates of 
Ohio to question the attack on women’s rights. Additionally executive director, Brian Rothenberg, 
discussed the issue on NBC4i's The Spectrum and WOSU-TV’s Columbus on the Record. 

Despite, the efforts of ProgressOhio and 
allies, Governor Kasich signed the 
budget on June 30th. The 
provisions enacted will make it 
more difficult for family planning 
groups such as Planned Parenthood to 
receive funding for preventative care, 
women seeking an abortion will be 
required to undergo an ultrasound, and abortion providers’ ability to get transfer agreements with 
public hospitals will be severely limited. Also, thousands of Ohio women will now be unable to 
receive crucial cancer screenings or annual check-ups. The controversial budget also undermines 
crisis and rape centers, leading Progress Ohio to ask... "who does Kasich work for?” 

The Governor seems to have forgotten that he works for all Ohioans, including women. However, 
ProgressOhio intends to remind the Governor that his actions will not be forgotten. What happens 
in 2013, will be remembered in 2014. By educating and engaging voters, ProgressOhio will show 
Governor Kasich that this attack on women’s rights will cost him votes. By donating to the “Help

My grandfather was a steelworker in Coatesville. I 
know that our Commonwealth's industrial base 
and proud manufacturing tradition can allow us to 
be a leader in the green infrastructure revolution.

County has been repurposed to make wind 
turbines and now employs hundreds of unionized 
steel workers.

That entrepreneur and his partner were 
actually forced to initially sell their company to a Spanish firm in 2006 because our 
policies made it so American-owned renewable energy companies simply weren't 
viable.

Development of this 
resource can bring much needed tax relief, good jobs, and renewed economic 
opportunities across the state, and we must take full advantage of it.

Backbone Campaign 


Dear Friend -- 


Today is Backbone's 13th anniversary. Backbone Campaign has grown from a humble group of friends and 
artists conspiring over potlucks to now earn international headlines, defeat multinational corporations, and be a pillar of 
support to passionate change agents nation-wide. To commemorate this occasion, I thought it timely to share with you a 
few revelations that have occurred to me on my personal journey and why Backbone may be the perfect metaphor for 
what our social movements need most. 

Why Backbone? A personal perspective from co-founder and E.D. Bill Moyer-- 


As far back as I can remember, I always loved climbing trees. I sat in one on May 29, 1992, 
feeling inspired by nature's beauty and our part in it, peering over the canopy of trees padding 
the landscape and the birds flitting from tree top to tree top. After sunset, I began making my 
way down, but my adult weight was too much for the upper branch of the fir. It snapped. I lost 
my grip and fell, thinking "This could be it." That's all there was time for in my rapid 60-foot 
descent. 

But when I hit the ground I was conscious: surprised to be alive, shocked that neither legs nor arms had broken, and amazed to have not been 
skewered. I attempted to stand up, but I could not manifest the idea of standing into the structure of my body as my T12, LI and L2 vertebrae were 
shattered. Fear set in. I called out for help. Each call became weaker as the blood was flooding my lung cavity. 

Blessedly, my friend Don Roberts was on his way to see me. He heard my call, ran to me, and then ran to get Susie his wife who comforted me 
while he called 91 1 . Jason, a volunteer fireman who I knew from the lumberyard, arrived first. Others followed. They stabilized me and got me on a 
stretcher. On the way to the ambulance I was in a place of utter vulnerability and surrender. "I trust you God" was what came to my agnostic mind, 
along with the internal unconditionally loving voice of the inner parent "I love you Bill." I repeated each in turn as a mantra, a buoy of sorts. 




I was delivered into the ambulance, where Stan the Vashon paramedic put a flutter valve in my chest and gave me 
oxygen. A helicopter was waiting in the park by the woods where we lived. Flight EMT Robyn soothed me as we flew to 
Harborview trauma center. My doctors there stabilized my spine with a titanium apparatus first. A week later they went 
through my side to extract bone from pelvis and rib cage, and combined them with fragments of the vertebrae, constructing 
a bridge and fused my damaged spine. 

After just two weeks I returned to Vashon. Donald and Susie had installed a hospital bed where their kitchen table had 
been. Their 800 square foot house somehow had room for me, along with them and the periodic presence of 3 kids and a 
dog. The love of friends and family, along with the special nursing care of my new love Esther, paved the way for healing of 
my body and transformation of my life. In the fall I returned to school to study music. (Life is too short and precious not to do 
what you love!)

Eleven years later, some friends and I founded the Backbone Campaign. We choose the spine metaphor to displace the 
dismissive labels "bleeding heart" and "weak-kneed" that were often assigned to progressive-minded folks. Amazingly, it 
took months for me to realize that the Backbone metaphor may have jumped out at me from my own direct experience of 
loosing, and regaining, the power of the backbone. 

Backbone is a resonant biological metaphor: as long as there have been vertebrates, there have been moments like mine 
under the tree. And these biological metaphors may well be anchored in our collective cellular memories. 

For me, the metaphor of Backbone is more than personal courage for principled action. It’s more than the natural 
connection between causes unified by a common array of underlying values. It is also an instructive metaphor for building 
Power. One way to define power is the capacity to manifest your aspirations. Today, I see the metaphor of Backbone, and 
my experience of being on the ground unable to get up, as an analogy for aspirations without the power to realize them. A 
social movements is to our collective aspirations, what a functional spine is to a creature desiring to stand up. 

We can have infinite brilliant ideas or aspirations for a better world, but merely having those ideas and shouting them from 
the street corner to the halls of power is a waste of energy, and not much fun. It will only wear out your voice. 


When training activists and organizers, I find it helpful to deconstruct the idea of "Political Calculus." It’s often said that politics 
is the art of the possible. Elected officials and others in positions of institutional power almost always do only what is 
necessary to remain electable or relevant to their constituents. That’s what they see as politically “possible” given the 
constraints of their public roles. 

Calculus is the mathematics of changing variables. Our goal as agents of change is not to ask politicians or power holders 
for favors -- which in any case never works -- but to shift what is politically possible. We are victorious when we shift the 
social, political, or economic variables in a way that makes delivering on our demands - making our values and vision 
manifest in the society essential to their political survival and their connection and relevance to their constituents. 


This is another way to translate the wisdom of community organizer Tom Kertes, formerly of Baltimore's United Workers. 
Kertes told me, "It is not the role of the change agent to ask for favors, but to build power." And, "You build from the power 
you have to the power you need."

As director of a movement-building organization called the Backbone 

Campaign, I utilize my personal story of being on the ground, unable to manifest my aspiration to stand up, as an analogy 
for the importance of social movement for manifesting change. We build that movement power by using every campaign, 
every strategy, and every tactic to expand alliances, increase the cohesion amongst those allies, and deepen the resolve of 
our people. When we do that our social movement grows and we win. We win because our collective backbone becomes 
stronger - and together we change the variables in the political calculus, expanding what is politically possible - often 
making what was said to be impossible - inevitable - manifesting a world more aligned with our deepest values and 
aspirations. 


Finally, the deep sense of connectedness I felt before the broken branch and shattered spine was also simple, real and 
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rings true for me still. Nature is wondrous and beautiful. We are all part of nature and inextricably connected to it and to 
each other. Division is an illusion that undermines our power. Love is the connective force that draws us together to dream 
and co-author a beautiful future into being.

McCain’s Foreign Policy: Where’s the Beef? 

Washington, D.C. - Throughout this campaign Senator McCain has failed to lay out concrete plans on some of the most 
important national security issues before the U.S. McCain has either adopted an incoherent approach, such as with Iran, 
where he will attack his opponent's position in one sentence and then agree with it in the next, or replaced policy proposals 
with empty platitudes about "not surrendering" and achieving "victory" in reference to Iraq and Afghanistan. 

• On Iran, McCain's position is completely incoherent after the last debate. In a well publicized exchange McCain said 
he was in favor of "diplomacy" and endorsed his advisor former Secretary of State Henry Kissinger, views' that there 
should be high-level talks at the Secretary of State level with no preconditions. Yet McCain called Sen. Obama's plan to 
meet at the highest level without preconditions "naive" and "dangerous." Is the only difference then that McCain is for 
talks at the Secretary of State-level while Obama would favor talks between the President and the Iran's Supreme 
Leader? 

• On Iraq, McCain has never laid out a clear plan to bring the troops home. He has simply said he would achieve 
"victory" and bring troops home before his first term in office ends. He has insisted that conditions on the ground be 
met, but he has never explained what those conditions are or how he would push Iraqis to achieve political progress. 

• On Afghanistan, McCain has said he supports an Iraq-style surge there. But he has failed to explain how this would 
work. Meanwhile both Generals Petraeus and McKiernan have said that Iraq and Afghanistan are very different and 
rejected the idea of a parallel surge. 

Tonight is the last Presidential debate in which foreign policy issues can be raised. While the focus will likely be on the 
economy, Americans deserve more clarity on McCain's positions on the most crucial foreign policy issues before us. 

After debates, McCain's position on Iran is completely incoherent. McCain takes a confrontational approach on Iran: 
singing "bomb, bomb, bomb Iran," and blasting Sen. Obama's calls for high-level diplomacy without preconditions at the first 
debate as "dangerous. It isn't just naive; it's dangerous." McCain has claimed Kissinger as an adviser and argued that 
Kissinger's position was in sync with his. Yet at a forum hosted by CNN a week before the debate Kissinger said he was "in 
favor of negotiating with Iran" and said "I do not believe that we can make conditions for the opening of negotiations." 
McCain and Kissinger also seem out of sync on the appropriateness of high-level talks. Yet McCain said during the first 
presidential debate, "Look, Dr. Kissinger did not say that he would approve of face-to- face meetings between the president 
of the United States and the president -- and Ahmadinejad. He did not say that. He said that there could be secretary-level and 
lower level meetings. I've always encouraged them. And I guarantee you he would not — he would not say that presidential 
top level." McCain is correct that Henry Kissinger has called for meetings at the Secretary of State level, but Kissinger 
described this as "high level" saying, "Well, I am in favor of negotiating with Iran, at a high enough level so that they 
have to study it. And, therefore, I actually have preferred doing it at the secretary of state level so that we — we know we're 
dealing with authentic." CNN's Frank Sesno followed up "Put at a very high level right out of the box?" Kissinger 
responded, "Initially, yes." Yet despite having the opportunity to clarify their positions between the Presidential and Vice 
Presidential debates, Gov. Palin said at the debate that "Henry Kissinger especially. I had a good conversation with him 
recently. And he shared with me his passion for diplomacy. And that's what John McCain and I would engage in 
also. "[Presidential Debate Transcript, 9/26/08 . CNN's "Live Event," 9/20/08. New York Times, 10/2/08 ] 

McCain has never laid out a plan for bringing the troops home from Iraq. In May of this year McCain laid out an 
aspirational vision for his administration, "By January 2013, America has welcomed home most of the servicemen and 
women who have sacrificed terribly so that America might be secure in her freedom. The Iraq War has been won. Iraq is a 
functioning democracy, although still suffering from the lingering effects of decades of tyranny and centuries of sectarian 
tension. Violence still occurs, but it is spasmodic and much reduced. Civil war has been prevented; militias disbanded; the 
Iraqi Security Force is professional and competent; al Qaeda in Iraq has been defeated; and the Government of Iraq is 
capable of imposing its authority in every province of Iraq and defending the integrity of its borders." Yet McCain has not 
given any details or even an over-all approach to achieve these goals. In a just released interview, Michael Gordon of the 
New York Times writes when "asked to explain his plan, Mr. McCain did not provide any specific suggestions for how he 
could persuade Iraqi officials to make headway on these thorny political issues, beyond the sort of behind-the-scenes cajoling 
that American officials are already undertaking." [John McCain, 5/15/08 . New York Times, 10/6/08 [ 
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McCain's simplistic approach for Afghanistan - to apply the "surge strategy" from Iraq - has been publicly rejected 
by commanders on the ground. During the Presidential debate, McCain said of the surge that "that same strategy will be 
employed in Afghanistan," but even earlier he had said that "it is precisely the success of the surge in Iraq that shows us the 
way to succeed in Afghanistan." Speaking in Washington last week, General David McKiernan, head of the NATO-led 
coalition in Afghanistan and former head of ground forces in Iraq, rejected McCain's plan for Afghanistan. McKiernan 
argued that more troops "are urgently required to combat a worsening insurgency, but he stated emphatically that no Iraq- 
style 'surge' of forces will end the conflict there." The commanding general clearly stated "Afghanistan is not Iraq." General 
David Petraeus, now the head of CENTCOM and former commander in Iraq said, "People often ask, 'What did you learn 
from Iraq that might be transferable to Afghanistan?"' The first lesson, the first caution really, is that every situation like this 
is truly and absolutely unique, and has its own context and specifics and its own texture." [John McCain, 9/26/08 . John 

McCain, 7/15/08 . Washington Post, 10/2/08 . New York Times, 10/1/08 ]

According to proposals released this week, Senator McConnell, the 
Chamber of Commerce, and the Club for Growth have made it clear that they want big tax cuts for corporations and the richest Americans, no matter the hour or 
season. 

"Tax cuts alongside investments in clean energy, health care, and education can strengthen our economy and create jobs. But skewing those cuts to benefit the 
wealthiest Americans is not smart policy. Tax cuts for low-income Americans will not only serve as a lifeline for the most vulnerable families, they will also do 
the most good for the economy. Struggling families are most likely to spend tax relief rather than save it, generating economic activity."

On Sunday, during an appearance on ABC’s This Week, Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell proposed cutting the 25 percent tax bracket to 15 percent as 
part of an economic recovery, a move which he claims would cut taxes for “the 
middle class” : 


But Republicans, by and large, think tax rel ief i s a great way to get 
money to peopl e i m m ediatel y . A possibility would be to take a look at the 25 
percent rate currently applied to the middle class, lower it to 15 percent. 

While McConnell’s proposal would provide some limited “immediate” relief, his 
cut would disproportionately benefit the super rich, not middle class Americans. 

A new analysis from the Tax Policy Center finds that this tax change would 
lower taxes by less than $400 for average middle-class Americans, give a $4,000 
tax break to those making over $2.8 million a year, and do nothing for households 
making less than $40,000. 

For households with children the benefits are even more uneven. Families 
making less than $70,000 a year would see their taxes go down by an average of 
just $21 and those making between $70,000 and $140,000 would get even less. 
Households making over $600,000 with children, however, would get an average 
tax cut of $3.600 . 

While McConnell and the conservatives would like to dress this up as middle 
class relief, it’s really just another giveaway for the mega-rich.

Hey everyone, 

I wanted to give a quick update. 

Over the course of the weekend, we've been conducting analytics tracking calls to check in on our models and see if we need to make any 
last minute adjustments. Though we are not changing our Friday forecast of a four point lead, i wanted to update you on the calls we have 
conducted since then. 

The weekend data has been encouraging - voters are telling us that they support us at higher rates than we expected and indicate slightly 
more enthusiasm and caucus awareness than Sanders supporters. However, the sample from the last two days is too small to change the 
topline. 

And none of this is to say that Monday will not be extremely competitive (it will be) nor that the caucus process is still inherently favorable to 
a candidate like Sanders who appeals to the activist base (it still is), but I wanted to share that the limited recent data has been promising. 

I’m going to set up a call for later today to discuss. In the meantime, please let me know if you have any questions.

It was such a pleasure to meet you at the Hillary fundraiser in Berkeley on Thursday evening. I particularly 
appreciated your gracious patience with my questions and comments.

You'll note that very few people are posting events at hillaryclinton.com and even fewer people are going 
there to find events. Facebook has become the organization tool of choice but I'd think you'd want people 
going to hillaryclinton.com first for information.

Dear members of the Strategic Planning Council, 

I am writing today to describe an exciting first-year initiative taking place at Georgetown Law and to ask for your help with 
it on January 7, 2015. Week One: Law in a Global Context (“Week One”) is a one-week course we offer to first-year 
students at the beginning of their Spring semester. It was developed to introduce first-year students to lawyering in a 
transnational setting and is entirely problem-based — students must step into an advocate’s shoes and practice real lawyering 
skills over the course of the week. It is a signature element of our international curriculum, and is unique amongst top tier 
law schools. 

Last January, we developed and piloted a new Week One problem, which is based on the application of the Foreign Corrupt 
Practices Act (FCPA) to an international corporate acquisition. As part of the problem, we asked volunteers to play the role 
of general counsel of the acquiring or target company. They met with one or two small groups of students — who play the 
part of outside FCPA counsel — as they described their analysis of potential FCPA liability unearthed during due diligence and 
their recommendations for how to move forward with the deal. The volunteers listened to the student presentations, asked 
questions (based on a teacher’s guide that was provided), and offered feedback on content and presentation skills. Because 
it went so well, we have expanded it to three of our six sections of first-year students for this academic year, and I am 
looking for committed volunteers to help make it a success. 

This program is a wonderful opportunity to take part in something distinctly Georgetown Law and to interact with our 
students during this formative first year of legal education. I would be especially excited to see members of this Council 
participate, as the problem embodies so much of what you helped develop in our Strategic Plan — cultivating students’ 
professional competencies, providing them with opportunities to engage in problem-solving involving the use of multiple 
skills, and exposing them to a growing practice of law in the Washington D.C. area and beyond. Let me assure you that no 
General Counsel or FCPA experience is required — just the ability to ask good questions, and give good feedback. 

As the attached flyer outlines, we are looking for volunteers on Wednesday, January 7, 2015 to assist in each of the 
following three time slots: 9:15 a.m. to 11:30 a.m., 1:45 p.m. to 4:00 p.m., and 5:30 p.m. to 6:30 p.m. We will be 
hosting an informal reception for the volunteers and students after each of these sessions. If you are interested in 
participating, please contact Margaret Gerety, Director, J.D. Program, at meg239@law.georgetown.edu or 202-662-9041 
and indicate your preferred time.

“How many more children must die before Washington does something to end our gun violence problem?” said 
Mayors Against Illegal Guns Co-Chair and New York City Mayor Michael R. Bloomberg. “We need political leaders to 
hear Roxanna loud and clear: we cannot wait any longer for you to do something about gun violence. Another child 
should not have to die.” 

“Roxanna Green knows all too well the pain of losing a loved one to gun violence - sadly, there are parents 
and siblings and friends who learn this every day in our country,” said Mayors Against Illegal Guns Co-Chair and 
Boston Mayor Thomas M. Menino. “It’s time for Washington to act to reduce gun violence - for the 33 Americans 
that are killed everyday and for all of our children.” 

The ad will air on Washington D.C. cable through January 14 and in the following markets where there have 
been mass shootings: Tucson, AZ; Waco, TX; Roanoke, VA; Denver, CO; Binghamton, NY; Milwaukee, WI. In 
Tucson the ad will air at or very near 10:10 AM MT - the exact time of the shooting. 

The Demand A Plan campaign was launched following the theatre shooting in Aurora to demand that the 
President and Congress take concrete steps to prevent 12,000 Americans from being murdered with guns every 
year. Since the Newtown shooting, Mayors Against Illegal Guns has issued policy recommendations to leaders in 
Washington for ending the country’s gun violence epidemic including fixing the broken background check system by 
requiring a criminal background check for every gun sale, removing military-style assault weapons and high-capacity 
magazines from our streets and making gun trafficking a federal crime.

Before we get started, I’d like to take a minute to talk about the topic. ..of emails. 

I think there has been some confusion out there about my emails as Secretary of State, so I want to talk about it 
directly. 

When I was in the Senate, I used a Blackberry for both work and personal emails. When I got to work as 
Secretary, I wanted to do the same thing. So I opted to use my personal email account - which was permitted 
by the department - because I thought it would be easier to carry just one device for my work and for my 
personal emails, instead of two. 

A lot of you know, I’m not exactly a technological whiz. 

Looking back, it would have been better if I had simply used a second email account and carried a second 
phone, but at the time, this certainly didn't seem like an issue. 

I sent my work emails to government employees at their government addresses, which meant they were 
immediately preserved on the system at the State Department. 

After I left office, when the Department asked for all emails from former secretaries of state sent from their 
personal accounts, I responded right away and we have turned over all of my work related emails, which total 
roughly 55,000 printed pages. 

I have also asked that the State Department make all of these emails public so everyone can see them for 
themselves.

Hi John (I see you are still on China time), 

To answer you directly, a consistent, national disclosure would ensure that all consumers have basic information 
about their food and create a simpler regulatory environment for food manufacturers. FDA has the authority to 
compel such a disclosure. 

However, state action will inevitably move us towards a national solution, albeit not as swiftly. Many companies 
will choose to comply with Vermont’s GMO labeling law by changing their packaging for all 50 states, not simply 
for Vermont. 17 states are now considering legislating mandatory labeling and apparently there will now be a CA 
referendum again in 2016 with a stronger and better crafted proposal. As more states enact GMO labeling laws, 
the numbers of companies that choose to label for the national market will grow. In addition, more companies will 
work with us to craft a national solution — just like menu labeling for restaurants. 

So, permitting states to continue to require GMO labeling is certainly an option and Secretary Clinton could 
stand for the principle that states have long held the right to require disclosure on food packages — a right 
enshrined in the preemption provisions of the NLEA (which only apply to the nutrition facts panel and the 
ingredient line, not the rest of the food package). States have used their power to compel everything from use- 
by and sell-by dates to grading for butter and maple syrup. 

And though as you say, it is probably obvious, nothing less than mandatory labeling is going to ensure a level 
playing field for all manufacturers. While most complain about any new labeling requirements, every CEO I know 
prefers the certainty of a single national solution over a patchwork one. I lived through the food industry's 
endless protests against the NLEA (passed as you know during the Clinton Administration), but once it was in 
place, everyone has been happy and gone back to business as usual.

Until then, please let me know if and 
how I can be useful. 

On a separate and related note, I have heard both you and Robby speak about Secretary Clinton's strong interest in promoting sustainable and 
clean industry and job growth.

During the 201 2 presidential election, voters reportedly waited on line 
for upwards of six hours . That wait alone is enough to deter would-be 
voters from going to the polls. But now residents in Florida's most populous 
county will have another disincentive: they won't be able to go to the 
bathroom. 

Earlier this year, the Miami-Dade County Elections Department quietly 
implemented a policy to close the bathrooms at all polling facilities, 
according to disability rights lawyer Marc Dubin. Dubin said the policy 
change was in "direct response" to an inquiry to the Elections Department 
about whether they had assessed accessibility of polling place bathrooms to 
those with disabilities. 
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"I was expecting them to say either yes we have or yes we will," Dubin said. 

Instead, he received a written response announcing that the county 
would close all restrooms at polling places "to ensure that individuals with 
disabilities are not treated unfairly," a January email stated. "[T] he 
Department's policy is not to permit access to restrooms at polling sites on 
election days," Assistant County Attorney Shanika Graves said in a Feb. 14 
email . Elections Department officials did not immediately respond to 
ThinkProgress inquiries. 

Dubin said he was "shocked" at this response, and not just because it 
suppresses the vote for everybody. The Americans with Disabilities Act also 
requires entities to make "reasonable accommodations" to those with 
disabilities. For those with a number of conditions, including diabetics and 
those taking diuretics, closing the restroom will make standing in that line 
impossible, and thus discriminate against disabled voters. 

But those with disabilities are not the only ones who would suffer 
disproportionately from this policy. A Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
analysis found that blacks and Flispanics waited almost twice as long to 
vote as whites in the 201 2 presidential election. Another analysis found that 
this "time tax" also impacted young voters . And this would be one of a 
number Florida voter suppression policies that have a particular impact on 
the elderly. 

The state's next-most populous counties, Broward and Palm Beach, told 
the Sun Sentinel they would not implement this policy.

State by State Medical Assistance FY 2012 LTSS Data for Aged and Disabled. 
Information Bulletin #389 (May 2014) 


For the past eleven years, we have tracked Medicaid funds by State by 
comparing community versus institution expenditures for people with 
disabilities. The FY 2012 data is now available. This Information 
Bulletin will focus only on Older Adults and People with Physical 
Disabilities from both a six year (FY 2007-2012) perspective with a more 
detailed look at FY 2012. 

It was reported that "Federal Fiscal Year (FFY) 2012 marked the second 
consecutive year with little or no growth in national Medicaid spending 
for long-term services and supports (LTSS) [which includes both 
institutional and home and community-based services (HCBS)] Average annual 
growth from FFY 2010 to FFY 2012 was 0.4 percent, compared to 6.2 percent 
from FFY 2000 to FFY 2010." 

Some good news: the "total LTSS spent on home and community-based 
services (HCBS) increased from 48.7 percent in FFY 201 1 to 49.5 percent in 
2012. The shifting balance was attributable to both an increase in HCBS 
spending of 2.4 percent and a decrease in spending for institutional 
services of -2.3 percent." 

However, this national average significantly "masks differences across 
population groups. HCBS accounted for 70 percent of spending in programs 
targeting people with developmental disabilities," but only "39 percent of 
spending in programs targeting older people or people with physical 
disabilities." That means for people with ID, only 30% of the entire MA 
LTSS went to institutionalize people, but for people with A/PD 61 % went to 
nursing facilities. 

Yes, once again the ID advocates and ID community continues to spend a 
significantly higher percentage of their LTSS in the community and not 
institutions, as compared to the PD/A advocates. 

Focusing on the LTSS for people with physical disabilities, including aged 
people with disabilities [yes, the "aged"] group is counted only if they 
have a disability that would qualify for nursing facility care, there is 
some encouraging data. 

The "good" news is that in FY 2006, the national average of community 
versus institutional Medicaid expenditures was 29.6% to the community and 
70.4% to the nursing homes. In FY 2012, it was 38.8% to 61 .2%. Yes, it's 
a slow, incremental change. And yes, inherent in the lethargy and pace 
are people being discriminated against in violation of the ADA. Without a 
serious national attack, the arc of history will continue to bend, but 
very, very slowly. 

We all know why this imbalance is so slow to change: the nursing home 
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industry is very powerful and contributes a lot of money to Governors and 
State legislators, and they set your State budgets. Given that most 
people want to live in the community and not nursing homes, the quid pro 
quo is obvious. The nursing home industry "contributes" to your elected 
State officials, who in return continue to raise the per diem nursing home 
reimbursements and continue to allocate Medicaid funds with an 
institutional bias. 


Unlike the for people with Developmental Disability, where 28 States spend 
more than 75% of their Medicaid expenditures in the community and only 3 
States spend less than 50% in the community, for the Older Americans and 
People with Physical Disabilities no States spent more than 65% in the 
community and 48 spent less than 50% in the community. Quite a 
difference! 

Here are the States that spent the least in the community in FY 2012 for 
A/PD, and therefore spent the most in the nursing homes. The worst/least 
Medicaid expenditures in the community was North Dakota, followed by 
Kentucky, Alabama, New Jersey, South Dakota, Indiana, New Hampshire, Rhode 
Island -- all spent less than 20% of their MA LTSS in the community for 
people with A/PD, and by definition therefore spent more than 80% in 
nursing homes. 


Six of these "worst" A/PD states either have an exceptionally strong 
nursing home industry or the State elected officials have a particular 
dislike of Old Adults and People With Physical Disabilities. Compare 
their community-based Medicaid expenditures for people with Developmental 
Disabilities versus Older Adults and People with Physical Disabilities. 

The following five states spent more than 70% of the Medicaid funds in the 
community for people with DD, while spending less than 20% in the 
community for people with A/PD: New Hampshire, Alabama, Rhode Island, 
South Dakota and Kentucky. Quite a difference! 


Here are the States that spent the most in the community in FY 2012 for 
A/PD, and therefore spent the least in the nursing homes: Minnesota, 
Alaska, Washington, Oregon, California, District of Columbia, Texas and 
Wisconsin. These States are the winners -- virtually the same as in 201 1 . 
What are advocates in these States doing right? Tell us. 


Advocates for Older Adults and people with Physical Disabilities should 
sit down in your State with the advocates for people with Developmental 
Disabilities to discuss their successful strategies.

June 14, 2015 By O. Kay Henderson 

Democratic presidential candidate Hillary Clinton spoke with Radio Iowa this afternoon following her 
rally in Des Moines. 

AUDIO of interview, 21 :00 

The conversation began with a discussion about trade and the Trans Pacific Partnership. What 
follows is the sequence of questions and some of her responses. 

Did President Obama mishandled it in his negotiations with Republicans? 

“Any trade agreement is going to be fraught with all sorts of problems,” Clinton said. 

Is it time for a rethink, time to send US troops to do combat-type maneuvers in Iraq? 

“I do not believe that U.S. troops should be on the ground in Iraq doing combat,” Clinton said. 

Your Republican friends have already cited (universal preschool) as one example of a big 
government approach as opposed to their view. What would you say to that criticism? 

“I think investing in early childhood and pre-kindergarten is good for our economy. It’s good for our 
democracy. I make absolutely no apologies for believing that,” Clinton said. “I also notice that many 
Republican governors are beginning to institute preschool programs.” 

In your husband’s administration you had a significant policy role. In a Hillary Clinton administration, 

what role would Bill Clinton play in regards to policy? 
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“I don’t like to think about what might happen unless it does happen,” Clinton said. 

In 2008, members of the Clinton team, including Bill Clinton, had some concerns about the Caucus 
process... Are you comfortable with the process... and how does this feel different than it did eight 
years ago? 

“I am very committed to competing in the Caucus system and I do think that the Democratic Party in 
Iowa has made some changes that will provide some greater opportunity for people who wish to 
express themselves in the Caucuses to be heard,” Clinton said. 

There are sort of two Americas. ..it seems as if in one America you’re well respected, your admired. In 
the other America, you’re hated and your vilified. How in presenting what many are describing as a 
progressive agenda do you then govern for the two Americas as president when maybe the 
proposals you’re presenting don’t appeal to that sector of the country? 

“I will work with anybody anywhere anytime to find common ground,” Clinton said. “...I think a lot of 
the political heat that is directed at me is kind of a strange form of respect and even flattery because 
if they weren’t so concerned about me, they’d leave me alone, but they get up every day you know 
worried that the case I’m making will break through.” 

In 2007 when I covered you, you to paraphrase said I’m not running for president because I’m a 
woman but because I’m the most qualified, Now you’re talking about breaking the glass ceiling. Why 
the change? 

“There is an eagerness that I find now in crowds here in Iowa and elsewhere, not just to support me 
because they’d think I’d be a good president because of X, Y, or Z... but because we would shatter 
that highest and hardest glass ceiling,” Clinton said. 

One of the things I hear from Iowa Democrats at (Sanders & O’Malley) events is that they’re unsure 
about your commitment to Wall Street reform or going after the big banks. How do you reassure 
skeptics? 

“I will have to do a better job of explaining my record,” Clinton said. 

Some of them use the phrase Clinton fatigue as well. Is that something that can be cured? 

“When I ran for the Senate the first time in New York I heard all of this,” Clinton said. “...I’m going to 
work hard to earn every vote and then the voters will decide. I understand what my opponents in both 
the Democratic Party and Republican Party are trying to do. I don’t blame them. That’s their 
campaign, but I’m going to set forth what I believe, what I think will work... and then people will make 
their own decisions.” 

Your mother was here in December before the Caucuses. You talked in your speech yesterday about 
going home from work and talking about your travails with your mother. I’m sure the Caucuses came 
up. What was her advice to you? 

“She didn’t immerse herself in the political details. She was there to support me and to be there in 
that wonderful way she had of kind of reminding me of what’s mportant in life,” Clinton said.

The order that Apple create a new operating system with a back door, using the 18th Century “All Writs Act”, is an astonishing overreach of 
authority by the Federal government. 

Apple, as other technology companies, complies with lawful orders and warrants. But they are unable to deliver to the government what they 
do not have, in this case a key to break into their operating system in the manner the FBI desires. It is astonishing that a court would 
consider it lawful to order that a private american company be commandeered for the creation of a new operating system in response. 

The issue of mandating back doors in encryption has been a topic of vigorous discussion in the Congress. The emerging consensus has 
been that creating back doors for the use of law enforcement, important as law enforcement is, would endanger Americans by weakening 
security generally. These weaknesses will inevitably be exploited by criminal hackers or foreign opponents. That a single magistrate should 
substitute her judgment for that of the duly elected President and Congress that was already thoroughly engaged in the subject is wrong as a 
matter of policy and of law.

Supreme Court Decision Will "Open Floodgates" for Big Oil, Corporate Spending Against Energy

Washington, DC - Today, the Supreme Court issued its opinion in Citizens United vs. FEC, declaring that corporations are permitted 
to make independent expenditures and electioneering communications under federal election law. This ruling would allow all 
corporations to make unlimited communications, such as advertising, that advocate for or against federal candidates. 

LCV President Gene Karpinski released the following statement on the Court's decision: 

"This decision will open the floodgates for oil companies like Exxon to spend vast sums of money to influence the outcome of 
federal elections in favor of candidates who stand with them and against a clean energy future. With unlimited spending in the 
electoral arena, misinformation campaigns by Big Oil and other special interests will be amplified and more lethal, potentially 
drowning out the voices of the majority of Americans who support investing in clean American energy and reducing harmful 
carbon pollution." 

With this decision, opponents of energy reform will become especially empowered in federal elections. For-profit corporations 
such as Exxon Mobil now have the ability to tap into their general treasuries for their electoral work, as opposed to having to 
work through more restricted connected federal PACs. For example — Exxon Mobil's federal PAC spent just over $800,000 in the 
2007-2008 cycle.* During the same time period, Exxon Mobil spent more than $46 million on lobbying at the federal level, an 
advocacy area where there are no limits on how much can be spent.**

WASHINGTON, DC - The Center for American Progress released a report today outlining the grave impact the weak dollar has on consumer prices, including the 
analysis that 40% of the increased price of oil for Americans is attributed to the weak dollar. In dollars, oil cost about 28 percent more on average in 2004 than it 
had cost in 2000, but in Euros, the price was 8 percent lower in 2004 than in 2000. 

America's working families have been squeezed for most of this decade by stagnant wages and diminishing health and retirement benefits. Now they face new 
economic pressures from rising gasoline, food, heating, and electricity prices. A portion of those higher costs are directly attributable to the weakening of the 
dollar and the economic policies that have produced a weak dollar. 

Energy companies are directly benefited by a weak dollar since the value of their domestic reserves increase in proportion to the dollars decline. At the beginning 
of 2001, ExxonMobil shares traded at less than $36 apiece. By early 2008, the share price had jumped to nearly $85. For most of that period, the increase in 
ExxonMobil's share price matched almost precisely the appreciation in the price of a barrel of crude oil. 

The fall of the dollar has affected oil prices in two specific ways. 

• First, as the dollar falls against the euro and other major currencies, oil-exporting states have been demanding more dollars per barrel of oil to protect 
their ability to meet expenses paid in euros and other currencies. 

• Second, more recently, retirement funds, hedge funds, speculators, and other institutional investors around the world have tried to protect themselves 
against further declines in the dollar by moving money into commodity futures that are denominated in dollars-financial instruments that will remain 
stable or even rise against other currencies even as the dollar falls. These investment strategies create, at least temporarily, additional demand for those 
commodities, driving the price upward. 

The fact that oil prices have risen nearly fivefold when measured in dollars, but slightly less than threefold when measured in euros, would indicate that nearly 
40 percent of the increased price American consumers are paying for oil is attributable to the weak dollar. 

If only 10 percent of the price increase is attributable to the flow of dollars and other currencies into commodities to hedge against further weakening, then at 
least half of the explanation for high gas prices is the weak dollar.

Campaign 


Jim Messina- Perfect Choice to be Obama Campaign Manager 

I first got to know Jim Messina right after the Democratic disaster in 2004. Bush had been re-elected - 
along with a Republican Congress. The centerpiece of their program for a second term was the privatization 
of Social Security - their plan to trade Social Security’s guaranteed benefits for a risky investment scheme 
that allowed Wall Street to get its hands on the Social Security Trust Fund. 

Messina was Senate Finance Chair Max Baucus’ Chief of Staff. I was working with a group of unions and 
other progressive organizations to set up a campaign to stop the privatization of Social Security. 

With Messina’s help, the coalition recruited Paul Tewes to manage that campaign. Tewes would go on 
several years later to run the most extraordinary grassroots effort in the history of American politics - 
managing the Obama victory in the Iowa caucuses that made him a contender for the Presidency. Brad 
Woodhouse - who is now Communications Director at the DNC - became Communications Director of the 
Social Security campaign. I became Field Director. 

Through the next nine months, the coalition - that became Americans United to Protect Social Security - 
ran a major grassroots effort that was successful at stopping privatization dead in its tracks. 

I can tell you for certain that much of the credit for the campaign’s success went to Jim Messina. 

Messina worked the Senate - helping to hold wayward members in line - and devised strategy with his 
boss and the Democratic Leadership. But there was never a day that he didn’t focus on what he said really 
mattered: that out in the Districts people were mobilizing to support Social Security. 

Jim has always been absolutely committed to the view that Progressives win through a grassroots 
movement - through people taking action. And he understands that you engage people by making them 
simultaneously feel that they are part of something bigger - something historic - and at the same time they 
can each make a personal contribution that really matters to the movement’s success. 

When Messina left Baucus to join the Obama Campaign as Chief of Staff, those of us who had worked with 
him were thrilled. Messina was a committed Progressive who started out in politics as a grassroots organizer 
in Montana. He has the management skill of a top CEO coupled with boatloads of political savvy. 

And there was one other quality that made him the perfect choice for Campaign Chief of Staff then - and 
Campaign Manager now: 

From my personal experience working with Messina over the last six years, I can tell you firsthand that he 
is completely committed to progressive values. But he doesn’t believe that is good enough. Messina believes 
that you have to put those values into practice - that you have to convert them into public policy. Messina is 
passionate about winning. 

I haven’t always agreed with every tactical choice of the Obama Administration - or with Messina’s 
approach to every issue. He’d be the first to tell you that I am regularly hounding him with suggestions on how 
he - or the Administration - should do something, or not do something. 

But I have no doubt whatsoever that Messina is absolutely devoted to the fulfillment of the Progressive 
vision that is at the heart of what is special about America. And more times than not he is successful at 
making progress happen. 

Messina is sometimes criticized by Progressives for his management of the health care 
battle. Progressives like myself believe strongly that the Affordable Care Act would be better if it had included 
a Public Option. So, by the way, does Messina. 
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I personally would have preferred if the White House would have fought more forcefully for the Public 
Option. 

But having been deeply involved in the health care battle working with Americans United for Change and 
Health Care for America Now (HCAN), I’m not sure we could have gotten a Public Option no matter what the 
President did or did not do. The Senate Filibuster, the health insurance lobby, and Senator Lieberman were 
our chief obstacles. The Administration and Senate leadership had negotiated a deal with Progressive 
Senators to include a Medicare buy-in for people from 55 to 65 years of age - which would have been a huge 
advance. But then the insurance industry told Lieberman - who had favored the plan - to drop it. And that 
was that. 

I think Messina and others, like David Axelrod, would agree that there were mistakes made in the 
campaign. One of those was allowing the battle to go on for so long - indulging Senator Baucus’ attempt to 
get bi-partisan compromise over so many months that it amplified our opponent’s ability to dominate the air 
waves. By the way, I don’t know that Messina could have personally done a lot more to get Baucus off of the 
bi-partisan program more quickly - notwithstanding their close relationship -- though I suspect he tried. The 
White House was being told that the bill had to go through the committee process in order to keep sixty 
votes. Getting Baucus to move that process more quickly would have required a major confrontation, that at 
the time the White House apparently did not think would be productive. In retrospect Messina may view it 
differently, I don’t know. 

Another problem was not shifting soon enough to framing the battle as a fight with the insurance industry 
- a message frame that ultimately allowed us to win. But the decision for the Administration not to use the 
insurance frame early was not made to “coddle” the industry. It was made to keep their money off the 
airwaves as long as possible. I think there is now general acknowledgement that the campaign would have 
been better off moving to the insurance frame earlier. 

But all of that being as it may, the fact is that Obama - and Jim Messina - won a major reform in the health 
system that others had tried to win for almost 100 years and failed to achieve. 

After Scott Brown’s victory in the Massachusetts special Senate election in January 2010, there were those 
who believed the health care fight was lost. Messina led the battle that helped overcome the Massachusetts 
disaster that cost Democrats a 60-vote margin in the Senate. Nancy Pelosi’s iron-willed leadership, the 
President’s determination, and Harry Reid’s skill - were all necessary ingredients for the victory. But without 
Jim Messina, I don’t believe that health care reform would be the law of the land. 

Health insurance reform wasn’t tough to pass because it was so complicated. It was tough to pass 
because it gored the oxen of major vested interests that weren’t just going to roll over and play 
dead. Messina was the general who beat those forces in a major war. 

Jim has also been criticized by some in the gay rights community for not moving forcefully enough to 
eliminate Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell (DADT). But in the end, his strategy - of getting buy-in from the Defense 
Department and leading Generals - worked. It got the votes the President needed in Congress to pass the 
bill. 


And in case you mistakenly believe Messina is just a hard-bitten political operative and not a true-believer, 
here’s what Joe Solmonese of the Human Rights Campaign Fund said about the day that Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell 
was repealed, in a recent article in The Nation: 

Solmonese said that Messina was “unquestionably one of the great unsung heroes of DADT 
repeal.” Solmonese then described how he stood side by side with Messina on the Senate floor as the bill 
cleared the body on December 18. When the sixtieth vote came in, Solmonese said, Messina began to cry. 

The same thing happened at a Common Purpose meeting where all present toasted Messina and each 
other for passing health care reform - after a century of trying. 

Messina represented the Administration week after week at Common Purpose - an organization that was 
the first effort of its kind to assure systematic contact between the leadership of Progressive organizations 
and a Democratic president. 

Others may differ. I think they that those meetings have proved invaluable, assuring passage of 
progressive initiatives like the health care law, financial reform, repeal of DADT, the economic stimulus bill that 
saved the economy from a depression, and the critical first Obama budget. 
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My understanding is that the campaign plan for 2012 is still in formation. But one critical element is 
clear. The campaign will be even more reliant than it was in 2008 on its grass roots ground game. Messina 
is devoted to the central values of the Obama campaign culture: respect, empowerment, accountability and 
inspiration. 

His management style is to treat the people who are part of his organization with respect; empower them to 
do their jobs; and hold everyone in the organization accountable for meeting concrete goals. And he 
understands that people excel when they are inspired - when they feel that they are part of something 
historic, and are called upon to contribute personally to make that historic goal a reality. 

Those are the principles that gave the 2008 Obama campaign the most successful field operation in the 
history of American politics. Messina intends to build on that success. That’s why he’s chosen 2008 alums 
Mitch Stewart and Jeremy Bird to manage the field operation in 2012. 

If you talk to the people who’ve worked for Jim over the years, you find nothing but respect and admiration 
for his talent and for the way he treats the people who work for him. 

Obama’s 2008 field organizers revered Campaign Manager David Plouffe. I predict the same will be true of 
Jim Messina. 

In President Obama’s first two years the Progressive forces took enormous amounts of new ground. We 
didn’t win everything. One of the most heartbreaking defeats was the failure to pass Comprehensive 
Immigration Reform. Another was the defeat of energy legislation. But we were definitely back on the offensive 
after a long period in a defensive crouch. 

None of those victories would have happened without a massive battle. Last November, Wall Street, the 
Insurance Industry, the Big Banks and the Chamber of Commerce regrouped and the empire struck 
back. Change isn’t easy. If it were, it would have happened a long time ago. 

Now we have to defend our gains and regroup for a Progressive counter-offensive in 2012 - one that will 
allow us to make this period in our history a real “big change” moment like the New Deal or the 1960’s. 

The stakes are enormous. If we are successful at taking back the House, holding onto the Senate and re- 
electing the President we can realize the promise that millions felt as we watched Barack Obama take the oath 
as President just over two years ago. If we are not successful, we could fall back into the political dark ages. 

In a battle like that, I can’t think of anyone I would rather have as Commanding General more than Jim 
Messina.

The actual names for the agencies I know look fine, with one suggested 
switch. You have Phil Weiser doing both DoJ antitrust and FTC. I would 
keep Phil at FTC and move Bill Baer (currently listed for FTC) over to 
DoJ antitrust. 

I have talked to Lisa about a bigger overall concern with independent 
agencies e.g. those agencies specifically NOT in the executive branch. 

At the SEC, CFTC, FEC< and the FTC 90% of what they do is law 
enforcement - investigate and bring cases. During the Transition (and 
even in the WH) we can't know anything about that. To the extent these 
agencies "make policy" it is largely through the cases they bring and to 
a lesser extent through rulemaking. Rulemaking (a lot of which the FCC 
does) is governed by the Administrative Procedures Act and any 
conversations with anyone about a proposed or ongoing rule must be 
publicly disclosed, recorded, etc. 

I don't know if there are specific rules about going into independent 
agencies, but as I recall in 92 at the end of the day we decided the 
risks of appearing to involve the transition personnel in ongoing law 
enforcement or rulemaking were just too high and we did not go in. 
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There is also - arguablely - a separation of powers issue as these are 
not executive branch entities. We concluded that everything we needed to 
know we could get from people familiar with the agencies and the public 
record. Obviously we have concerns like this at DoJ, but there are more 
controls in place there than at the agencies, and it is part of the 
executive branch, c 

I would be interested to know if we have done any thinking or analysis 
on this. Hate to raise a question with out answering it, but this one 
is worth it.. C

Overdue Justice for Guatemalan Victims of Venereal Disease Experiments 

A petition for the victims of U.S. and Guatemalan experiments that infected vulnerable Guatemalans with venereal diseases was 
filed today in the Inter-American Commission on Human Rights by the Office of Human Rights for the Archdiocese of Guatemala, 
represented by the UC Irvine School of Law International Human Rights Clinic and The City Project of Los Angeles.

First there was silence, then investigation, and then denial of a remedy. Now, over 70 years later, may come international 
justice. Today, the Office of Human Rights for the Archdiocese of Guatemala filed a petition in the Inter-American 
Commission on Human Rights on behalf of the victims of the U.S. and Guatemalan governments' scientific experiments 
that infected vulnerable Guatemalan people with syphilis, gonorrhea, and chancroid. At least 5,000 Guatemalans were 
purposefully infected, and only a small fraction received treatment. The rest were left to suffer, almost without purpose; 
though the experiments were well-documented, the results were virtually abandoned before the research team pursued 
their purported aim: the discovery of whether penicillin could be used as a preventive treatment, or prophylaxis. 

The experiment were motivated by the government's desire to stamp out sexually transmitted infections that were 
ravaging soldiers during the Second World War. Similar experiments were started in the 1930s in rural Alabama with 
African American men with syphilis, known as the Tuskegee Experiments. The experiments were conducted with a team of 
researchers from the US Public Health Services. Dr. John Cutler, who directed the Guatemala experiments, also took part 
in the Tuskegee experiments. Other similarities between the Tuskegee and Guatemala experiments include the lack of 
individual consent to the experiments, lack of treatment for infected victims, and deception of victims and the public. In 
Guatemala, researchers intentionally infected the victims and generally left them without treatment or compensation for 
the remainder of their lives. In Tuskegee, the nearly 400 victims were already infected but were left without treatment for 
nearly 30 years while U.S. government researchers observed the progress of their infections. The United States eventually 
provided treatment and compensation for victims, families, and heirs in Tuskegee, including funding to locate the victims 
and pay attorneys' fees. 

In Guatemala, experiments were conducted beginning in the 1940s and continuing through at least the 1950s on some 
of the most vulnerable populations in Guatemala: mental health patients, prisoners, soldiers, prostitutes, and even 
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orphans. There is no documentation that orphans were ever purposefully infected, but orphans already infected with 
syphilis did receive experimental treatment options in exchange for medical supplies given to the orphanages. The rest 
of the vulnerable populations were infected through injections and the topical application of infected material, usually 
transmitted by causing an abrasion on the victims' genitals. These experiments were conducted without the victims' 
consent and without any compensation — sometimes, the research team gave the victim a pack of cigarettes afterward. 

The drastic effects of the experiments have been passed down through generations, since untreated syphilis also infects 
children. The petitioners in the case before the Inter-American Commission are children and grandchildren of the infected 
population, who suffered from birth defects such as blindness, paralysis, and still-birth. The victims are petitioning with 
the Office of Human Rights for the Archdiocese of Guatemala, one of the leading non-governmental organizations for 
human rights in Guatemala City. 

Petitioners are legally represented by the International Human Rights Clinic at the University of California-Irvine Law 
School, directed by international human rights attorneys Paul Hoffman and Catherine Sweetser. The petition has been 
filed against the U.S. and Guatemala at the Inter-American Commission on Human Rights in Washington, D.C., claiming 
violations of the rights to life, health, freedom from torture, and crimes against humanity under both the American 
Declaration of the Rights and Duties of Man, and the American Convention on Human Rights. 

To the governments' credit, both the U.S. and Guatemala later apologized and issued reports about the unethical 
medical experiments. Under the direction of President Barack Obama, the U.S. established a Commission to investigate 
and expose the crimes, publishing a report in 2011 on the findings called "Ethically Impossible: STD Research in 
Guatemala from 1946 to 1948." However, the petitioners' attempts to hold the perpetrators accountable in U.S. civil 
courts was unavailing — the District of Columbia Court of Appeals decided that the victims were too late, since the 
accountable governmental authorities had already left office. Jessenia Ovalle, an attorney in Guatemala working for the 
Office of Human Rights for the Archdiocese of Guatemala, states that the ultimate goal of the petition is "truth and 
justice for the Guatemalan victims' families of these experiments through comprehensive and dignified reparations." 
Another federal case is pending in Baltimore against the private entities involved, but not against the government 
entities. 

The petition also alleges the denial of a right to a remedy for human rights violations, as the victims have never been 
compensated. According to Citlalli Ochoa, a law student at UC Irvine School of Law who wrote the international petition 
with the International Human Rights Clinic: "Given that U.S. courts have denied victims a remedy, it was important for us 
to seek international avenues to hold the governments accountable. Keeping this issue in the public eye within a legal 
context is crucial for ensuring government accountability and preventing similar events from happening again." 

According to Robert Garcia, a civil rights attorney with The City Project / Proyecto del Pueblo, who is co-counsel on the 
petition and who was born in Guatemala, "Intentionally infecting Guatemalan people without their knowledge or consent, 
and leaving them untreated to the present day, is a crime against humanity.

Edwards takes lead in InsiderAdvantage Iowa poll

John Edwards has leapfrogged over his rivals Hillary Clinton and Barack Obama, and leads 
the Democratic field in Iowa, according to the latest InsiderAdvantage/Majority Opinion poll. 

In the Republican caucus race, Mike Huckabee continues to hold a narrow lead over Mitt 
Romney. 

The race among the three top Democrats is extremely close, with the potential for any of 
them to finish first - or third. 

Edwards leads with 30 percent in a poll of Democratic voters who said they intend to 
participate in the Jan. 3 presidential caucuses, followed by Clinton with 26 percent and 
Obama with 24 percent. When the sample was narrowed to the most likely caucus-goers, 
based on several questions, Obama leads Edwards by less than a percentage point with 27 
percent, with Clinton in third place at 24 percent. 

Edwards holds a significant advantage, however, among a group who could be key to the 
first contest of the presidential year: those who say their first choice is someone other than 
the top three. Under Iowa Democratic Party rules, candidates who poll less than 15 percent 
in the first vote at each caucus around the state are eliminated, and their supporters get a 
second chance to vote for another candidate. 

Under both screens, Edwards leads as the second choice of these voters, with Clinton 
trailing Obama. 

"If Edwards is the second choice at this stage of those who intend to vote for other 
Democrats, then it would not be surprising if he produced a bit of a shock in Iowa," said 
InsiderAdvantage CEO Matt Towery. 

Towery said the firm employed the same methodology with regard to asking the second 
choice of those who were voting for candidates other than those in the top tier, and obtained 
an accurate picture of John Kerry's lead. 

The poll of 977 Democrats who said they will go to the caucuses, conducted Sunday and 
Monday has a error margin of plus-or-minus 3 percent. The tighter screen of 633 voters has 
an error margin of plus-or-minus 4 percent. 

The Republican race is a duel between Huckabee, with 28 percent in this poll, and Romney, 
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with 25 percent. 

Rudy Giuliani, who has led most national polls of the Republican candidates, garnered only 
is in 6 th place in this poll, behind Fred Thompson, with 10 percent, John McCain, with 9 
percent, and Ron Paul, with 6 percent, in addition to the two frontrunners. 

In the tighter voter screen, the frontrunners change places: Romney leads with 28 percent, 
to Huckabee's 25 percent. 

The poll of 835 Republican voters who said they intend to go to the caucuses has an error 
margin of plus-or-minus 4 percent. The tigher screen of 418 voters has an error margin of 
plus-or-minus 5 percent. Both the Democratic and Republican polls were weighted for age 
and gender.

And amidst all this back-and-forth, parsing and equivocating about Jim Johnson , the man who is vetting Sen. Barack 
Obama's vice presidential hopefuls, we now ask: who is vetting Sen. John McCain's would-be heirs to the throne? 

The only reason any of us even know that former Reagan White House counsel Arthur Culvahouse is helping McCain vet his 
Veep possibilities is because Sen. Lamar Alexander, R-Tenn., told The Hill last month. 

"It's Arthur B. Culvahouse, that's who's heading the search," Alexander said, spilling the beans. 

Culvahouse is a partner at O'Melveny & Myers and despite McCain's past anti-lobbyist posture, A.B. Culvahouse has been in 
the past a quite successful lobbyist — though he is not one currently. 

According to lobbying reports (you can read them HERE ), Culvahouse lobbied Congress, the Justice Department and the 
White House and Department of Justice for a group pushing tort reform, the Civil Justice Reform Group, which the liberal 
group Public Citizen says has worked to weaken the rights of consumers, describing it as "a coalition of general 
counsels from more than 50 of the Fortune 100 firms." 

Time Warner hired Culvahouse in 2003 to lobby Congress to continue the moratorium against internet taxation — which 
many states and localities say hurts their ability to provide effective government services, and many small business say is 
unfair, as once argued by Secretary of Health and Human Services Mike Leavitt back when he was governor of 
Utah. 

Aerospace titan Lockheed Martin retained Culvahouse in 1999 to lobby for a Senate bill that would have enabled the 
Secretary of Transportation to give Lockheed Martin and other companies financing for the companies to develop 
"commercial space transportation vehicles with launch costs significantly below current levels." 

Culvahouse has occasionally lobbied on behalf of Fannie Mae — which Obama VP vetter Jim Johnson helmed, of course. 
Records indicate Culvahouse lobbied Congress, the Office of Federal Housing Enterprise Oversight , and the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development on regulatory issues concerning Fannie Mae. (This may be why we haven't 
heard the McCain folks hit Obama about Johnson's controversial time at Fannie Mae.) Culvahouse also lobbied the Senate to 
obtain approval by the Federal Housing Finance Board of Fannie Mae's Mortgage Partnership Finance Program, records 
show. 

The McCain campaign would not agree to answer questions about the appropriateness of McCain — who once described 
himself as having taken on the "iron triangle of money, lobbyists and legislation" — securing the help of one of the rungs of 
that triangle in vetting his possible No. 2.

The Employment Situation in November 


The strong pace of job growth continued in November as the unemployment rate held at its lowest level since April 2008 and labor force 
participation ticked up. We have added more jobs over the past three years than in any three-year period since 2000, and wages are continuing 
to rise. Nevertheless, we have more work to do to drive further job creation and faster wage growth. That’s why Congress should take steps 
including passing a complete budget that builds on October’s bipartisan budget agreement, approving the Trans-Pacific Partnership to open our 
exports to new markets, and raising the minimum wage. 


FIVE KEY POINTS ON THE LABOR MARKET IN November 201 5 

1. Our businesses have now added 13.7 million jobs over 69 straight months, extending the longest streak on record. Today we 
learned that private-sector employment rose by 1 97,000 jobs in November. Private employment growth in September and October was revised up 
by a combined 52,000 jobs, bringing October’s growth to 304,000 — the best month of the year so far. The unemployment rate held at 5.0 percent in 
November, even as labor force participation edged up to 62.5 percent. Wages continued to rise; nominal average hourly earnings for all private 
employees have now risen 2.3 percent over the past year. Overall, our economy has created 8.1 million jobs over the past thirty-six months, the 
fastest pace since 2000.

2. The unemployment rate has consistently fallen much faster than economists expected throughout this recovery, reaching 5.0 
percent considerably earlier than projected. The chart below shows the median paths of the unemployment rate forecasted in each of the 
past four years by a large panel of private-sector economists. Each year the unemployment rate declined markedly faster than economists 
expected, a testament to the remarkable pace of employment growth observed throughout this recovery. As of March 2014, economists expected 
the unemployment rate to remain above 5.0 percent at least until 2020. 6/en as recently as March 201 5, they expected unemployment to average 

5.0 percent throughout 2016 — but it reached that level just last month. Of course, the recovery in the unemployment rate does not tell the entire 
story of the labor market recovery, and important challenges (such as wage growth, discussed in point 3, and non-demographic components of 
labor force participation) remain. But the strong progress so far is encouraging evidence of the health of our labor market.

3. Average hourly earnings for all private-sector workers rose 2.3 percent over the past twelve months, a somewhat faster pace 
than the average over this recovery. Although earnings growth has not yet reached desirable levels, it increased amid the strong pace of 
employment growth over the past year. At the same time, declining energy prices have driven inflation to especially low levels, benefiting wage- 
earners by further boosting real (inflation-adjusted) earnings growth. Even over the past three years, real hourly earnings for production and non- 
supervisory workers have risen 1 .6 percent per year, well above the average annual pace of 0.5 percent during the previous economic 
expansion. The recent uptrend in nominal earnings growth is an encouraging sign for the labor market, but because nominal earnings often grow 
between 3 and 4 percent during expansions, there is more work to do to boost wages as the recovery continues.

4. The demographic factors that boosted employment growth in previous decades have been less supportive during this 
expansion, but the recovery in our unemployment rate has been especially strong. Employment growth depends on three factors: 
population growth, the extent to which the population participates in the labor force, and the extent to which the labor force is employed. The chart 
below decomposes employment growth into contributions from each of these factors. It further decomposes labor force participation into shifts 
attributable to demographics (such as the changing age distribution) and shifts attributable to other factors (such as the increased participation of 
women). Demographic factors boosted employment growth in previous decades, as population grew faster than current rates and baby boomers 
reached working age. But in this recovery, demographic factors have been less supportive as overall population growth has slowed and the baby 
boomers have begun to retire. However, the sharp decline in our unemployment rate — reflecting the depth of the recession and the strength of our 
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job market recovery — has contributed more to employment growth than in any of the past five expansions.

5. Global headwinds weighed on manufacturing and mining job growth in November, while industries less sensitive to such 
factors continued to see robust gains. Above-average gains relative to the past year were seen in industries such as construction 
(+46,000), financial activities (+14,000), wholesale trade (+9,000), private educational services (+8,000), and utilities (+2,000). At the same time, 
manufacturing employment — which is especially sensitive to global growth — fell slightly (-1 ,000). Mining and logging employment, which includes oil 
extraction, continued to decline (-1 1 ,000) as low oil prices have slowed investment. Across the 17 industries shown below, the correlation 
between the most recent one-month percent change and the average percent change over the last twelve months was 0.85, somewhat above the 
average correlation over the previous two years.

As the fight to remove the Confederate flag from the state House grounds in South Carolina heats up, 
politicians are weighing in on the debate. 

Republican Sen. Lindsey Graham defended displaying the flag, while former presidential candidate Mitt 
Romney called for its removal. Carly Fiorina called it a “symbol of racial hatred,” but stopped short of 
saying it should be removed. Sen. Ted Cruz said South Carolinians should decide what their state does. 
President Barack Obama’s spokesman said the flag belongs in a museum. 

But while former Secretary of State Hillary Clinton has weighed in on the gun control aspect of the national 
discussion, the leading candidate for the Democratic presidential nomination has remained silent on the 
flag controversy. 

In 1 987, when her husband was governor of Arkansas, Bill Clinton signed Act 1 1 6 that stated “The blue 
star above the word “ARKANSAS” is to commemorate the Confederate States of America.”

BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF ARKANSAS: 

SECTION 1. (a) The official state flag shall be a rectangle of red on 

which is placed a large white diamond bordered by a wide band of blue on which 
are twenty-five (25) white stars. Across the diamond shall be the word 
"ARKANSAS" and four (4) blue stars, one (1) above and three (3) below the word 
"ARKANSAS". The star above the word "ARKANSAS" shall be below the upper 
corner of the diamond. The three (3) stars below the word "ARKANSAS" shall be 
placed so that one (1) star shall be above the lower corner of the diamond, 
and two (2) stars shall be placed symmetrically, parallel above and to the 
right and left of the star in the lower corner of the diamond. 

(b) The three (3) stars so placed are designed to represent the three 
(3) nations, France, Spain and the United States, which have successively 
exercised dominion over Arkansas. They also indicate that it was the third 
state carved out of the Louisiana Purchase. Of these three (3) stars, the 
twin stars parallel with each other typify that Arkansas and Michigan are twin 
states, having been admitted to the Union together on June 15, 1836. The 
twenty-five (25) white stars on the band

When the Confederate flag issue arose in the 2000 election, Matt Drudge reported that then-President 
Bill Clinton’s spokesman Joe Lockhart was asked about the issue. Lockhart told reporters, “I’ve just never 
heard any discussion or any objections that the president has raised. 

In 2000, Drudge reported Vice President and Democratic nominee Al Gore as accusing then-Texas Gov. 
George W. Bush of refusing to take a stand on the Confederate flag issue, which then was flying over the 
capital dome in South Carolina.

The Gore campaign over the weekend repeatedly refused to comment on the vice president’s silence 
when it comes to the flag flying over the Arkansas State House! 

“The vice president will not be commenting on the Arkansas flag,” a campaign rep told the DRUDGE 
REPORT.

So does anyone doubt that if President Obama had appointed a medical expert to become the Ebola "czar" to manage the Ebola 
virus crisis, many Republicans would have criticized him for not appointing someone with experience in crisis management, 
media and political communications? Or if the president had appointed someone with those media/political skills, they would 
have criticized him for not appointing a medical expert? 

Get the drift? 

Ron Klain, whom I have known for over 20 years, is the right choice at the right time to bring order, management, discipline, 
media and political communications skills to helping the American people understand what is happening and not happening and 
why. My guess is Klain's approach will be, to reframe the familiar expression, "it's about communicating, stupid"; and/or "it's 
about winning trust, stupid." 

Klain has followed a remarkable career path in Washington. He served as associate counsel to President Clinton; and chief of 
staff for Attorney General Janet Reno and Vice Presidents Gore and Biden. And famously, Kevin Spacey played Klain's part in the 
HBO version of the true-to-life drama of the 2000 presidential election recount in Florida, which Klain ran for Gore. In short, his 
career has followed the multidisciplinary path of skills — law, media, politics, communications — that is just what the country 
needs to demonstrate that our government and our president can manage and get out in front of this Ebola crisis. Klain's lack of 
medical expertise is certainly not as important as having these many crisis management skills, especially communications. 
Undoubtedly, he will rely on medical experts as part of his team. 

So far, this crisis has been made worse by the absence of transparency by almost all involved. For example, recall when the 
supervisor of the Texas Health Presbyterian nurse, Amber Vinson — who treated the Ebola-stricken patient, Thomas Duncan — 
called the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) to ask whether Vinson should board a commercial flight back to 
Dallas. Here's what the CDC told us was its response: that Vinson "was not told she could not fly." 

That is a double negative, last time I read English. What was she told, exactly, in plain English? By whom? Why? What 
procedures are in place to do better the next time? None of those issues were addressed by the CDC in plain English. 

No doubt, Klain would have worded that CDC statement differently. He knows the basic rules of crisis management because he 
has lived through and managed multiple crises in business, politics and life by following these rules: Get the facts out, get them 
out yourself, clearly and plainly, and get everyone working together to fix the problem. 
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President Obama, you made the right choice. No matter that rabid partisan Republicans are criticizing you. It's "Groundhog Day" 
as far as that goes. 

I only hope the president does what President Franklin Roosevelt did during the Great Depression — use the "fireside chat" on TV 
and radio to talk directly to the American people to reassure us that this horrible disease can be contained. We want, we need, to 
know everything, good and bad. Ron Klain will help the president do this, as I believe will the rest of his White Plouse team. 

And then there are Republican and Democratic candidates in campaign ads using the Ebola crisis to gain last-minute advantage 
in the coming congressional elections. Some Republican have accused Democratic candidates of favoring porous borders that 
make us vulnerable to the Ebola virus. And Democrats have blamed Republicans for supporting "cuts" in the CDC budget, and 
thus, undermining the anti-Ebola effort — a charge that The Washington Post Fact Checker gave the maximum of Four Pinocchios. 

To these Republicans and Democratic candidates, I say: Shame on all of you.

These 
are identical to her town hall in New Hampshire on Tuesday, except I've significantly chopped down the 
Republican hit, and I've added a few bullets on our help to student parents. I'm pasting the new bullets below.

Help for parents: 


And today, I want to talk more about one important piece of the New College Compact: 
giving more support to students who are also parents. 


One of out every four post-secondary students in America is also raising a child. Think 
about that - one in four. Many are single parents. And many are working full- or part-time on 
top of that. So they’re taking classes. They’re up late studying. They’re earning a living. And 
they’re trying hard to be the best moms and dads they can be. 


That’s not easy. In fact, it’s heroic. It’s exactly what we want parents to do - get a good 
education so they can get a good job, earn a good living, and give their families a better 
future. 


The financial benefits are clear. Students with college degrees earn more than half a million 
dollars over their lifetimes than students with high school degrees. 


A soon-to-be-released study goes even further. It found that when a parent with young 
children increases his or her income by $3,000, their children’s future earnings go up 20 
percent. So the benefits of a higher-paying job pay off over generations. 


Plus, when little kids see their parents working hard to get their degree - when they see the 
pride on their parents’ faces when they ace a test, or hang their diploma on the wall - they 
understand on a gut level just how valuable and empowering an education can be. And that’s 
something we want every American child to know. 


But of course, getting an education while raising children isn’t easy. Plenty of parents end 
up dropping out. And for many, the problem isn’t that that they lack the drive or the discipline. 
It’s because they can’t afford to pay for college and childcare. It’s just too expensive. But they 
end up paying a much higher price in the long run - because they miss out on all the benefits 
that higher education can offer. 
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Plus, on average, student parents who do graduate are saddled with more debt than other 
students - which has its own negative impact over time. 


In the interests of those families - in the interests of our country - we’ve got to 
make it easier for student parents to afford for college. 


Here’s my plan. First, we’re going to create a scholarship program for student parents. 
We’re calling it SPARK - Student Parents in America Raising Kids. It’ll give extra financial help 
for students who keep their grades up. It’s not a lot of money, but it’s enough to help pay for 
gas or a babysitter - just the kind of extra help that student parents need. 


I created a scholarship just like this back in Arkansas. We helped nearly 40,000 parents 
pay for their educations. And we saw drop-out rates go down, and graduation rates go up. 
The program worked. And if it worked in Arkansas, there’s no reason it can’t work across 
America. 


And second, we’re going to increase access to quality childcare on college campuses. 
Now, childcare centers already exist on some campuses, thanks to a great program that 
specifically helps low-income student parents. I want to expand that program. We know it 
works - it’s gotten proven results, in the form of higher graduation and retention rates. So 
let’s give it a boost, so it can reach more families. 


Here’s the bottom line. It’s good for our whole nation when student parents graduate. So 
we should be doing everything we can to make it easier for hard-working students to afford 
that degree. This is a no-brainer.

Hillary Clinton Calls for Universal, Automatic Voter Registration in Houston Voting Rights Speech 

During a speech at Texas Southern University in Houston today, Hillary Clinton called for expanding Americans’ voting 
rights while decrying Republican efforts to restrict them. Clinton’s remarks centered on a call for universal, automatic voter 
registration for every American in every state when they turn eighteen— unless they actively choose to opt out. She also 
called for a new national standard of no fewer than 20 days of early in-person voting in every state, including opportunities 
for weekend and evening voting. Additionally, she urged Congress to restore key sections of the Voting Rights Act which the 
Supreme Court invalidated, among other proposals. 

Clinton discussed her long history of fighting to expand voting rights - from her work in 1972 to register Latino voters in 
Texas’ Rio Grande Valley to her advocacy as Senator for legislation to make Election Day a federal holiday, mandate early 
voting opportunities, and criminalize some forms of voter deception. 

In her speech, Clinton also denounced Republican efforts to restrict voting, which have had a disproportionately harmful 
effect on young and minority voters and seniors. She specifically criticized actions by Republican governors Scott Walker in 
Wisconsin, Jeb Bush in Florida, Rick Perry in Texas, and Chris Christie in New Jersey that have reduced or prevented early 
voting, purged voters, or enacted harsh and restrictive identification requirements. 

A transcript of her remarks is included below: 

Wow! Thank you so very much. I cannot tell you how personally honored I am to be here with all of you, to be at this 
historic institution. Let me start by thanking President Rudley, everyone at Texas Southern university. It's a great treat to be 
here, to have heard just briefly from Dr. Rudley and others about the incredible programs and progress and the fact that you 
graduated more than 1,000 young people into the world not so many days ago. This institution is the living legacy, the 
absolute embodiment of Heman Marion Sweatt and the long struggle for civil rights, and for me, to be surrounded by so 
many here in Houston, Texas, and indeed from across our country, who were part of that movement is especially touching. 

I am delighted to be here with my friend, Sheila Jackson Lee, she has been a tireless champion for the people of the 18 th 
district and state, and the country. 

I have to tell you though I thought she would tell you about the most important news coming out of Congress. And that is 
she is finally a member of the Grandmother’s Club. And as a member of now a little over 8 months it is the best club you 
will ever be a member of Sheila. I have to tell you I was excited to come here and to talk about an issue that is important to 
Barbara Jordan and should be important to all of us. But to do so in front of Dr. Freeman is a little daunting. I mean anyone 
who knows what this man has meant, not only to Barbara Jordan but to so many who have studied here who have been in 
anyway effected by his brilliant teaching, elocution and delivery would be a little daunted too. I noticed that both Dr. Rudley 
and Dr. Sheila both got off before Dr. Freeman came up. 
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I also want to say my thoughts and prayers are with all the families in Houston and across Texas affected by the recent 
terrible flooding. And I am confident that this community will embrace them. I remember very well coming here after 
Katrina with my husband and in face we decided to invite along a young Senator from Illinois by the name of Barack Obama, 
along and with Sheila and other leaders in the community we toured the facilities that Houston had provided to those who 
were fleeing that horrific storm. And I saw how people had opened their hearts and their homes. This is a city that knows 
how to pull together and I’m confident you’ll do so again on behalf of those who are suffering from this latest terrible 
disaster. 

And it is also a special moment to be here knowing that Barbara Jordan was succeeded by Mickey Leland and the 18 th 
District was so well represented for so long and I am delighted to be here with Alison and to remember the pioneering work 
he did on behalf of children and the poor and hunger. So many issues that he was the champion of. And I want to thank 
Rosemary McGowan and all the friends and loved ones of Barbara Jordan here today. This is such a particular honor for me 
because the award is in memory of one of my true personal heroes - a woman who taught me and so many others the 
meaning of courage and determination and justice. 

I first met Barbara Jordan when I was a young attorney and had been given a position working for the House of 
Representatives Judiciary Committee investigating Richard Nixon, and it was such a profound moment in American history 
and there wasn’t anyone who was a more effective eloquent inquisitor than Barbara Jordan. 

As a 26-year old fresh out of law school, as some of you are perhaps now having graduated from the Thurgood Marshall 
school here at TSU, I was riveted and not a little intimidated to tell you the truth by this unstoppable Congresswoman from 
Texas. I got to talk with her, which was thrilling, I got to hand her papers, which was equally exiting but mostly I got to 
watch and listen to her. 

At a time of shaken confidence, she stirred the entire nation with her words. 

Remember what she said “My faith in the Constitution is whole, it is complete; it is total.” 

It was that passion and moral clarity that took Barbara Jordan from the TSU and the halls of Texas legislature all the ways to 
the halls of Congress. The first woman and the first African American ever elected to represent Texas in the House of 
Representatives. 

And she defended and continued the civil rights legacy of Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. and her friend and mentor President 
Lyndon Johnson - and in particular she was a staunch advocate for the Voting Rights Act, which had helped make it 
possible for her to be elected. 

In 1975, in the face of fierce opposition, Barbara Jordan led the fight to extend the special protections of the Voting Rights 
Act to many more Americans, including Hispanic Americans, Native Americans, and Asian Americans as well. 

And like every woman who has run for national office in this country in the last four decades, I stand here on the shoulders 
of Barbara Jordan and so does our entire country. 

And boy do we miss her. We miss her courage, we also miss her humor, she was funny and most of all her irresistible 
voice. 

I remember talking to her and Ann Richards one time. And between the two of them, forget trying to get a word in at all. 
And they were telling me about how they would love to go to the University of Texas women’s basketball games. Right, and 
Barbara would be there by that time in her wheelchair and Ann would be holding court right next to her. And Barbara would 
be yelling directions like she was, you know, the coach. “Why are you doing that? Jump higher! That's not a pass!”, you 
know all of those kinds of sideline comments. And so Ann was telling me this, with Barbara right there and I finally turned to 
her and said, “Barbara, encourage these young women, don’t just criticize them.” And Barbara turned around and said to me, 
“When they deserve it, I will”. 

We sure could use her irresistible voice. I wish we could hear that voice one more time. 

Hear her express the outrage we feel about the fact that 40 years after Barbara Jordan fought to extend the Voting Rights 
Act, its heart has been ripped out. 

And I wish we could hear her speak up for the student who has to wait for hours to vote. . . 
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For the grandmother who’s turned away from the polls because her driver’s license expired... 

For the father who’s done his time and paid his debt to society but still hasn’t gotten his rights back. 

Now we know, unfortunately, Barbara isn’t here to speak up for them and so many others. But we are. And we have a 
responsibility to say clearly and directly what’s really going on in our country - because what is happening is a sweeping 
effort to disempower and disenfranchise people of color, poor people, and young people from one end of our country to the 
other. 

Because since the Supreme Court eviscerated a key provision of the Voting Rights Act in 2013, many of the states that 
previously faced special scrutiny because of a history of racial discrimination have proposed and passed new laws that make 
it harder than ever to vote. 

North Carolina passed a bill that went after pretty much anything that makes voting more convenient or more accessible. 
Early voting. Same-day registration. 

The ability of county election officials to even extend voting hours to accommodate long lines. 

What possible reason could there be to end pre -registration for 16-and 17- year olds and eliminate voter outreach in high 
schools? 

We should be doing everything we can to get our young people more engaged in democracy, not less. 

In fact I would say it is a cruel irony - but no coincidence - that Millennial, the most diverse, tolerant, and inclusive 
generation in American history, are now facing so much exclusion. 

And we need look no further than right here in Texas. You all know this far better than I, but if you want to vote in this 
state, you can use a concealed weapon permit as a valid form of identification - but a valid student ID isn’t good enough? 

Now, Krystal Watson found out the hard way. She grew up in Louisiana but came to Marshall, Texas to attend Wiley 
College. Krystal takes her responsibilities as a citizen so seriously that not only did she register to vote in Texas where she 
was living and would be for a number of years, she even became a deputy registrar to help other people vote as well. But 
this past year, when she showed up at her local polling place with a Wiley College ID, she was turned away. 

Experts estimate that hundreds of thousands of registered voters in Texas may face similar situations. 

And while high-profile state laws like those in Texas and North Carolina get most of the attention, many of the worst 
offenses against the right to vote actually happen below the radar. Like when authorities shift poll locations and election 
dates. Or scrap language assistance for non-English speakers - something Barbara Jordan fought so hard for. 

Without the pre-clearance provisions of the Voting Rights Act, no one outside the local community is likely to ever hear 
about these abuses, let alone have a chance to challenge them and end them. 

It’s not a surprise for you to hear that studies and everyday experiences confirm that minority voters are more likely than 
white voters to wait in long lines at the polls. They are also far more likely to vote in polling places with insufficient numbers 
of voting machines. 

In South Carolina for example, there’s supposed to be one machine for every 250 voters. But in minority areas, that rule is 
just often overlooked. In Richland Country, nearly 90 percent of the precincts failed to meet the standard required by law in 
2012. Instead of 250 voters per machine, in one precinct it was more than 430 voters per machine. Not surprisingly, people 
trying to cast a ballot there faced massive delays. 

Now there are many fair-minded, well-intentioned election officials and state legislators all over this country. But this kind of 
disparity that I just mentioned does not happen by accident. Now some of you may have heard me or my husband say one 
of our favorite sayings from Arkansas, of course I learned it from him. “You find a turtle on a fence post, it did not get there 
on it’s own.” Well all of these problems with voting did not just happen by accident. And it is just wrong, it’s wrong to try 
to prevent, undermine and inhibit American’s right to vote. Its counter to the values we share. 

And at a time when so many Americans have lost trust in our political system, it’s the opposite of what we should be doing 
in this country. 
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This is the greatest longest lasting democracy in the history of the world, we should be clearing the way for more people to 
vote, not putting up every roadblock anyone can imagine. 

Yet unfortunately today, there are people who offer themselves to be leaders whose actions have undercut this fundamental 
American principle. 

Here in Texas, former Governor Rick Perry signed a law that a federal court said was actually written with the purpose of 
discriminating against minority voters. 

He applauded when the Voting Rights Act was gutted, and said the lost protections were “outdated and unnecessary.” 

But Governor Perry is hardly alone in his crusade against voting rights. 

In Wisconsin, Governor Scott Walker cut back early voting and signed legislation that would make it harder for college 
students to vote. 

In New Jersey, Governor Christie vetoed legislation to extend early voting. 

And in Florida, when Jeb Bush was governor, state authorities conducted a deeply flawed purge of voters before the 
presidential election in 2000. 

Thankfully in 2004 a plan to purge even more voters was headed off. 

So today, Republicans are systematically and deliberately trying to stop millions of American citizens from voting. 

What part of democracy are they afraid of? 

I believe every citizen has the right to vote. And I believe we should do everything we can to make it easier for every citizen 
to vote. 

I call on Republicans at all levels of government with all manner of ambition to stop fear mongering about a phantom 
epidemic of election fraud and start explaining why they’re so scared of letting citizens have their say. 

Yes, this is about democracy. But it’s also about dignity. About the ability to stand up and say, yes, I am a citizen. I am an 
American. 

My voice counts. And no matter where you come from or what you look like or how much money you have, that means 
something In fact, it means a lot. 

I learned those lessons right here in Texas, registering voters in south Texas down in the valley in 1972. 

Some of the people I met were, understandably, a little wary of a girl from Chicago who didn’t speak a word of Spanish. 
But they wanted to vote. They were citizens. They wanted to exercise all the rights and responsibilities that citizenship 
conveys. 

That’s what should matter because when these rights are denied, it doesn’t just hold back the aspirations of individual 
citizens. It holds back our entire country. 

That’s why, as a Senator, I championed a bill called the Count Every Vote Act. If it had become law, it would have made 
Election Day a federal holiday and mandated early voting opportunities. Deceiving voters, including by sending flyers into 
minority neighborhoods with false voting times and places, would have become a federal crime. And many Americans with 
criminal convictions who had paid their debt to society would have finally gotten their voting rights back. 

Well today, with the damage to the Voting Rights Act so severe, the need for action is even more urgent. 

First, Congress should move quickly to pass legislation to repair that damage and restore the full protections that American 
voters need and deserve. 

I was in the Senate in 2006 when we voted 98 to zero to reauthorize the Voting Rights Act after an exhaustive review 
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process. 

There had been more than 20 hearings in the House and Senate Judiciary Committees. Testimony from expert witnesses. 
Investigative reports documenting continuing discrimination in covered jurisdictions. There were more than 15,000 pages 
of legislative record. 

Now that is how the system is supposed to work. You gather the evidence, you weigh it and you decide. And we did 98 to 
nothing. We put principle ahead of politics. That is what Congress needs to do again. 

Second, we should implement the recommendations of the bipartisan presidential commission to improve voting. That 
commission was chaired by President Obama’s campaign lawyer and by Governor Mitt Romney campaign’s lawyer. And 
they actually agreed. These are common sense reforms, including expanding early, absentee, and mail voting. Providing 
online voter registration. Establishing the principle that no one should ever have to wait more than 30 minutes to cast your 
vote. 

Third, we should set a standard across our country of at least 20 days of early in-person voting everywhere — including 
opportunities for weekend and evening voting. 

If families coming out of church on Sunday before an election are inspired to go vote, they should be free to do just that. 

And we know that early in-person voting will reduce those long lines and give more citizens the chance to participate, 
especially those who have work or family obligations that make it difficult to get to the polls on Election Day. 

It’s not just convenient — it’s also more secure, more reliable, and more affordable than absentee voting. So let’s get this 
done. 

And I believe we should go even further to strengthen voting rights in America. 

So today I am calling for universal, automatic voter registration. Everyone, every young man or young woman, in every 
state in the union should be automatically registered to vote when they turn eighteen — unless they actively choose to opt-out. 

But I believe this would have a profound impact on our elections and our democracy. Between a quarter and a third of all 
eligible Americans remain unregistered and therefore unable to vote. 

And we should modernize our entire approach to registration. The current system is a relic from an earlier age. It relies on a 
blizzard of paper records and it’s full of errors. 

We can do better. We can make sure that registration rolls are secure, up-to-date, and complete. When you move, your 
registration should move with you. If you are an eligible voter, and want to be registered, you should be a registered voter - 
period. 

Now, Oregon is already leading the way modernizing its system, and the rest of the country should follow. The technology 
is there. States have a lot of the data already. It’s just a matter of syncing and streamlining. 

Now, all of these reforms, from expanded early voting to modernized registration, are common sense ways to strengthen our 
democracy. But I’ll be candid here, none of them will come easily. 

It’s going to take leadership at many levels. 

Now more than ever, we need our citizens to actually get out and vote for people who want to hear what is on their minds. 

We need more activists working to expose abuses, educate Americans about their rights, and hold authorities accountable for 
protecting them. Some of the worst provisions in recent laws have been blocked or delayed by tireless advocates raising the 
alarm and filing legal challenges. But they can’t do it alone. 

We need more grassroots mobilization efforts like the Moral Monday movement in North Carolina to build momentum for 
reform. 

We need more Justices on the Supreme Court who will protect every citizen’s right to vote, I mean the principle underlying 
our Constitution, which we had to fight for a long time to make apply to everybody, one person, one vote and we need a 
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Supreme Court that cares more about protecting the right to vote of a person than the right to buy and election of a 
corporation. 

But of course, you know what we really need? We need more elected leaders from Houston to Austin to Washington who 
will follow in the footsteps of Barbara Jordan and fight for the rights and opportunities of everyday Americans, not just those 
at the top of the ladder. 

And we need to remember that progress is built on common ground, not scorched earth. 

You know, when I traveled around the world as Secretary of State, one of the most frequent questions I was asked was: 
How could you and President Obama work together after you fought so hard in that campaign? 

People were genuinely amazed, which I suppose is understandable, considering that in many places, when you lose an 
election or you oppose someone who wins you could get imprisoned or exiled - even killed - not hired as Secretary of State. 

And it’s true, I was surprised when the President asked me to serve. But he made that offer, and I accepted it, because we 
both love our country. 

So my friends, here at this historic institution let us remember that America was built by people who knew that our common 
interest was more important than our self-interest. 

They were fearless in pursuit of a stronger, freer, and fairer nation. 

As Barbara Jordan famously reminded us, when the Constitution was first written, it left most of us here out. But 
generations of Americans fought and marched and organized and prayed to expand the circle of freedom and opportunity. 
They never gave up and never backed down. 

And nearly a century ago on this very day, after years of struggle, Congress finally passed the 19 th amendment to give 
women the right to vote in the United States. 

So that is, that is the story of progress, courageous men and women, expanding rights, not restricting them. 

And today we refuse, we refuse to allow our country or this generation of leaders to slow or reverse America’s long march 
toward a more perfect union. 

We owe it to our children and grandchildren to fight just as hard as those who came before us did. To march just as far. 

To organize just as well. To speak out just as loudly. And to vote, every chance we get for the kind of future we want. 

That’s what Barbara Jordan would do. That’s what we should do in honor of her.

AB 1239 is a less restrictive version of the 
temporary tax brackets initiated by former 
Governor Wilson in 1991, and it impacts only those 
who make more than a quarter million dollars a 
year. AB 1239 establishes a temporary 10% 
income tax bracket for those with taxable incomes 
over $250,000 (single)/$500,000 (joint), and a 
temporary 11% income tax bracket for those with 
taxable incomes over $400,000 (single)/$800,000 
(joint). Like the tax brackets established by former 
Governor Wilson, the tax brackets under AB 1239 
are temporary and apply only to tax years 
beginning January 1, 2012 and before January 1, 
2017. 

If passed, AB 1239 is estimated to raise almost 
$8 billion of critical funding over the next five 
fiscal years.

Watchdog Group Calls For Federal Investigation Into Presidential Campaign 
Fundraising 

Washington, D.C. - In a letter to Attorney General Michael B. Mukasey, Campaign Money Watch urged the Justice 
Department to investigate potential criminal fundraising activities regarding bundlers for Sen. John McCain's presidential 
campaign. 

"Media reports over the past week have brought to public attention the possibility that supporters of Sen. McCain's 
presidential campaign have used 'straw' donors as a means to circumvent federal campaign contribution limits," wrote 
the group's director, David Donnelly, in the six-page letter. "We urge you to investigate two distinct cases where 
violations may have occurred - violations like those committed by Norman Hsu, who was swiftly indicted by the Justice 
Department earlier this election cycle after news accounts brought similar violations to light." 

The letter was hand-delivered today with more than 12,000 petition signatures and comments collected over the 
weekend by MoveOn.org Political Action urging the Justice Department to investigate. In addition, the letter was faxed to 
U.S. Attorneys in three separate jurisdictions: Southern District of New York, Southern District of Florida, and the Central 
District of California.

The cases, which both emerged in news coverage last week, include two high-profile connections to oil executives and 
companies: 

* The letter urges a full examination of a series of unlikely donations from California that were bundled by a foreign 
national on behalf of a McCain bundler from Florida, Harry Sargeant III. While $50,000 of the Sargeant fundraising haul 
has been returned, he raised more than $500,000 in total. Sargeant and the foreign national, Mustafa Abu Naba'a, are 
owners of International Oil Trading Company, which holds a controversial contract worth roughly $1 billion to deliver fuel 
oil to U.S. military bases in Iraq. 

* The letter also encourages Justice to investigate two $28,500 donations made by a Hess Corporation office 
manager and her husband, an Amtrak foreman, to the McCain Victory 2008 committee. The individuals, Alice and 
Pasquale Rocchio, have no federal campaign contribution history before giving to McCain. Hess Corporation CEO, John 
Hess, is a McCain bundler, and the company would likely profit immensely if McCain's proposal to expand offshore 
drilling, an idea he opposed until June, becomes law. Hess employees and family members donated more than 
$300,000 in June to the joint fundraising committee. 

In the group's letter to the Attorney General, Donnelly argues that only an official investigation will get to the bottom of 
the matters. 

"Campaign Money Watch is concerned the McCain campaign's approach is in effect a 'don't ask, don't tell' policy that 
seeks to limit political damage rather than to turn over to authorities those who may be violating the law," Donnelly 
writes in the letter. "These are not trivial matters. Individuals who are found guilty of making donations in the names of 
others face up to five years imprisonment for each violation." 

Campaign Money Watch is a project of the nonpartisan Public Campaign Action Fund. The organization works to hold 
politicians who are against comprehensive campaign finance reform accountable for where they get their political 
donations.

Wayne Berman: Berman, the managing director of lobbying firm Ogilvy Government Relations, is McCain’s 
national finance co-chairman and has bundled over $500,000 dollars for his campaign. Berman has 
lobbied for Chevron since 2004. 

John Green: Green, who also works for Oglivv , has been the McCain campaign’s chief Congressional 
liaison since March. Green has lobbied for Chevron since 2005. 

Richard Hohlt: Hohlt, who is the leader of a group of Washington, DC insiders called the “ Off the Record 
Club ” that includes top McCain strategist Charlie Black, is a fundraiser for the McCain campaign. Holht has 
lobbied for Chevron since 2005. 

In June, McCain went before oil executives in Texas to reverse his position on offshore drilling and lay out a 
set of policy proposals that add up to a big fat kiss to Big Oil. Since then, the oil industry has flooded 
McCain with money and McCain has begun promoting the advice of “ the oil executives 

Update: The Chevron oil rig McCain is visiting is a joint venture with Exxon, which owns 38.38 percent of the 
project. Lobbyists for Exxon also work and fundraise for McCain's campaign. 

Update: McCain's plan to cut the corporate tax rate would result in a $480 million per-yeartax break for 
Chevron and $1.2 billion per-yeartax break for Exxon.

Subject: how to really improve attendant jobs -- brilliant piece by caregiver Lynn Hsu 


If the Department of Labor was sincere about turning attendant care into decent jobs for family and non-family members they would find a way to 
instead pay out sick pay and two-week vacations and enough emergency services for us to find someone to replace that attendant. Emergency 
services that really work with workers experienced with people with significant disabilities and Alzheimer's etc, must go hand-in-hand with these 
vacation and sick days or we will threaten seniors and people with disabilities with institutionalization . Making these three changes would help 
everyone. And of course the minimum wage must go up for all working people. It is so out of line with the cost of housing its laughable and tragic 
all at once. 

Paying sick pay and two weeks paid vacation, would turn California's attendant job more into a real job. This would cost much much much less an 
overtime across the board which will not happen because the states Medicaid programs will still likely cap hours instead. We should tell 
Department of Labor to bring these jobs into alignment with real jobs by having sick days and paid vacation. It would cost a fraction of the 
money. It's one shot payment once a year instead of an enormous increase every month for some, and it helps every attendant. They have it in 
New York. The unions won't get more union dues by doing this but they will turn this into a better job by asking for far less money that will actually 
turn into a good for everyone instead of a pie in the sky request that will only result in caps on hours. 

Here is a brilliant analysis by Caregiver Lyn Sue posted on me IHSS Consumers Union page: : 

I have considerable firsthand experience with the IHSS system. On the one hand, the ability of people with disabilities to hire and manage their own 
caregivers is an essential component of making independent living in the community possible. (And keeping people out of institutions not only saves 
the state money, but also averts untold human suffering.) On the other hand, it's a lousy system to work for. A majority of the care providers are 
family members of the person they assist; and in those cases, IHSS is basically just providing a subsidy so that people can afford to be at home 
caring for their own loved ones. For people who work through IHSS as a "real job," it's no picnic. The pay is abysmal; the red tape is beyond 
incredible; and there's no job security or sick leave. It's hard for people with IHSS benefits to hire good caregivers, because the reality is that there 
are far better working conditions to be had outside the IHSS system for those with even the most minimal qualifications. 

With direct care providers comprising one of the fastest-growing employment sectors in this country, there is every reason to fight for fair living 
wages and working conditions that give workers the same dignity and security that they labor to provide for their clients. However, simply slapping 
an overtime requirement on top of the existing system will not help anybody. The system will not *pay* overtime, so the real-world result will just be 
a cap on the number of hours a given provider can work with a given client. Providers will still have to work long hours without overtime; they'll just 
have to split those hours among multiple clients. Clients who have been able to rely on a few trusted caregivers will have to look for outsiders (in a 
system that, as I noted, attracts few truly qualified workers who aren't working as a "labor of love" for someone they care about) to fill in the gaps. 
Nobody will be any better paid or any more secure. 

Enacting a law like this is a feel-good measure that circumvents the real work of finding the resources to compensate people providing essential 
services in our society fairly. It's all about the growing inequities in our economy, and our willingness to let the people doing the real work in our 
communities live in poverty while the wealthiest have the power to siphon off all of the added value our economy generates to multiply their own 
wealth. We have a "service economy" that does not value service fairly. Arbitrary rules with no resources to back them up will do nothing to 
correct that.

I wanted to follow up on the email below. I'm going to be a bit out of pocket earlier this coming week, but I 
wanted to see if we could find a time to discuss the November planning schedule this coming weekend-- 
perhaps before/after our follow up press call. 

I put together the attached chart (which I will make prettier this week for HRC) to highlight the work that will 
need to be done to research and design her site and digital program for the exploratory and launch. There 
was a lot of material in the timeline document she got in August and I wanted to make sure to highlight the 
design piece in particular. I've also touched on communications, finance, political and Iowa hiring — all of 
which are very important as well, although a bit more straightforward. 

Bottom line: even if we wait to announce an exploratory committee until February, the web design and 
strategy process needs to get rolling the third week of November--and that's contingent on using research 
from Emily's List or some other group (and important detail we should discuss). For that reason, I think it's 
very important that we quickly get aligned with her after Election Day on overall vision for key functions of 
the campaign and the hiring process. 

We have good people to build the technical plumbing of the website, but it's very important in my view that 
the strategic decisions around branding, targeting, and message are made with the Digital Director, Media 
Director, Communications leadership, and CTO engaged. We should give them the benefit of making the 
bed they sleep in, so to speak. The CTO, Digital Director, and Media Director--among others--are 
particularly important to getting the design and message development process initiated in the first place. 

Let me know what you think. I just wanted to make sure everyone is clear on the timeline piece, because 
the train leaves the station earlier than one might think!

It used to be that national politicians of both parties would diligently travel to Florida during every election cycle and compete, in speeches and town 
hall meetings, over who could be more in favor of the embargo on Cuba. 
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It was, after all, common political sense: Cuban-Americans were, for decades, a fairly monolithic voting bloc and their feelings toward the embargo 
were unequivocal. They were for it. No ifs, ands, or maybes. 


But in the last decade, all that has changed. The reason is shifting demographics — the same trend that rocketed President Obama to the White 
House in 2008 and 2012 and that will do more to influence the outcome of 2016 than perhaps anything else. 


Younger Cuban-Americans are less into the embargo than their parents’ generation, and much more in favor of relaxing laws to make it easier to 
travel and trade with the island. 


This shifting dynamic is going to play out in 2016, too. In fact, it already has. Jeb Bush, who announced yesterday that he is considering a run for 
the White House, takes the old-school hardline position. He’s in favor of the embargo, full stop. 


Meanwhile, Hillary Clinton’s position has evolved over the years. In 2000, when she was running for Senate, and in 2008, when she was running 
for the Democratic nomination, she too took the old-school stance. In December 2007, she said rather clearly that the embargo was the law of the 
land, and it wasn’t going anywhere anytime soon. 


“Until there is some recognition on the part of whoever is in charge of the Cuban government that they have to move toward democracy and 
freedom for the Cuban people, it will be very difficult for us to change our policy,’’ she said. 


But then, as Secretary of State, her position began to crack, and then soften, and then flip entirely. She called on Obama to take a second look at 
the embargo, which she argued was actually helping Fidel and Raul Castro, not Americans. “It is my personal belief that the Castros do not want to 
see an end to the embargo and do not want to see normalization with the United States, because they would lose all of their excuses for what 
hasn’t happened in Cuba in the last 50 years,” she said in a 2010 speech in Kentucky.

The startling announcement that the United States and Cuba will restore full diplomatic relations and open an embassy in Havana could fill in one of 
the most enduring fault lines in American politics and reshape the fight to win the vital battleground state of Florida. 


For more than a generation, Republicans have taken a hard line against the communist nation, endearing themselves to the politically potent bloc of 
Cuban-Americans who have been a crucial force in deciding elections in the state. But those animosities have given way to generational shift, and 
younger voters who have family ties to Cuba — but no direct memories of the island under Fidel Castro — have been willing to support Democrats. 


The Hispanic population of Florida is also increasingly made up of former residents of Puerto Rico, who typically vote Democratic. President Obama 
won the state twice, and Republican presidential candidates have an extremely difficult time winning without winning Florida’s Electoral College 
votes. 
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Now the issues debated in the state are likely to change, even if those long simmering disputes about Cuba linger. 


The news offered an early glimpse into the challenges facing Jeb Bush, the former Republican governor of Florida, who on Tuesday announced he 
was going to explore a 2016 presidential run. 


While Mr. Bush praised the release of Mr. Gross on Tuesday, earlier this month, in a speech to a group of pro-embargo Cuban exiles at the 
Biltmore Hotel in Coral Gables, Fla., he called for the embargo to be strengthened. 


“Will lifting the embargo change the fact that the government receives almost all the money that comes from these people that travel to the island?” 
he said. “Cuba is a dictatorship, plain and simple. The United States should only have a new relationship with Cuba when there is progress on 
basic human rights of the Cuban people, including the release of political prisoners, fair and free elections, the respect of the rule of law, the 
cessation of destabilizing countries in the region and the embrace of a free-market economy.” 


Among the new generation of Cuban-Americans there is far less passion for the embargo. There is even less among those of Puerto Rican 
heritage. 


“Each day that passes, the proportion of the Hispanic electorate that comes from embargo-era Cubans shrinks, and they are now vastly 
outnumbered by an explosion of new Puerto Rican voters,” said Steve Schale, a Democratic strategist in Florida who worked on both Obama 
campaigns there. “Moreover, the grandchildren and now great-grandchildren of those embargo era Cubans have a more open view towards the 
Cuban question.” 


Even so, Senator Marco Rubio, Republican of Florida and a potential 2016 candidate, slammed the rapprochement Wednesday. 


“Today’s announcement initiating a dramatic change in U.S. policy toward Cuba is just the latest in a long line of failed attempts by President Obama 
to appease rogue regimes at all cost,” Mr. Rubio, a Cuban-American, said in a statement. “When America is unwilling to advocate for individual 
liberty and freedom of political expression 90 miles from our shores, it represents a terrible setback for the hopes of all oppressed people around 
the globe.” 


Mr. Rubio said “America will be less safe as a result of the president’s change in policy,” and promised to use his perch as the incoming chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee’s Western Hemisphere subcommittee to block Mr. Obama’s diplomatic efforts with Cuba. 


Senator Robert Menendez, Democrat of New Jersey and one of three senators with Cuban ancestry, also criticized the president, who as part of a 
larger agreement with Cuba is releasing three Cuban spies who were arrested in Miami in 2001 . Mr. Menendez, chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, warned that the exchange sets a “an extremely dangerous precedent.” 


“Let’s be clear,” he said, “this was not a ‘humanitarian’ act by the Castro regime. It was a swap of convicted spies for an innocent American. "This 
asymmetrical trade will invite further belligerence toward Cuba’s opposition movement and the hardening of the government’s dictatorial hold on its 
people.” 


Senator Bob Corker, Republican of Tennessee, who will take over as chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee in January, was more 
reserved. 


“The new U.S. policy announced by the administration is no doubt sweeping, and as of now there is no real understanding as to what changes the 
Cuban government is prepared to make,” he said in a statement. “We will be closely examining the implications of these major policy changes in the 
next Congress.” 
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Ana M. Carbonell, a Cuban-American Republican strategist in South Florida, said Mr. Obama’s move would place pressure on Hillary Rodham 
Clinton. “She’s going to have to make a serious evaluation about this and decide which side of history she wants to be on,” Ms. Carbonell said. 
Should Mrs. Clinton run for president, she said, her chances of winning Florida will suffer “unless she distances herself from this decision” 


Ms. Carbonell rejected the idea that the generational shift among Cuban-Americans and the rise in Florida’s Puerto Rican population had made the 
embargo issue less potent in statewide races. She pointed to this year’s race for governor, in which the unpopular incumbent, Gov. Rick Scott, a 
Republican who backs the embargo, defeated Charlie Crist, a Democrat. 


“Crist would have been the first Florida governor in history to openly favor normalizing relations and look at the results,” she said. (Mr. Crist won 
decisively among Hispanics who were not from Cuba, but only narrowly among Cuban-Americans).

Voters are sharply divided about a Hillary Clinton run for the White House, although she still has sizable advantages over other potential 
Democratic and Republican candidates, a new poll shows. 


Fifty percent of those surveyed said they could support Clinton, and 48 percent said they would oppose her potential presidential bid, according to 
an NBC News/Wall Street Journal poll released Wednesday. 


Clinton’s tenure with the Obama administration could also work against her, as 71 percent said they want the next president to take a different 
approach than the current occupant of the White House. Showing further voter fatigue, 40 percent said they want to see a Republican elected, 
whereas 38 percent prefer a Democrat. 


Nevertheless, Clinton’s numbers are still strong compared with those of the GOP hopefuls. 
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Only 31 percent said they could support former Florida Gov. Jeb Bush, who announced Tuesday he is actively exploring a bid, while 57 percent 
said they couldn’t see themselves supporting him. Thirty-three percent said they would back Mitt Romney, and 60 percent said they would not. 
Only 27 percent said they would back a run by New Jersey Gov. Chris Christie. Fifty-three percent said they’d oppose him. 


Democratic voters also continue to swarm to Clinton, with 82 percent saying they would support her bid. Fifty-one percent would back Vice 
President Joe Biden, and 37 percent said they’d support Massachusetts Sen. Elizabeth Warren. 


On the GOP side, Romney comes out on top of possible contenders, with 63 percent of Republican voters saying they would back another bid by 
the 2012 GOP presidential candidate. Fifty-five percent would favor a Bush bid, 47 percent would back former Arkansas Gov. Mike Huckabee, and 
47 percent said they would support Kentucky Sen. Rand Paul if he were to run. More Republicans would actually oppose a Christie bid — 43 
percent — than the 40 percent who said they would support him. 


The NBC/WSJ poll was conducted Dec. 10-14 and included 1,000 adults. It has a margin of error of plus or minus 3.1 percentage points, and a 
margin of error among all 836 registered voters of plus or minus 3.4 percentage points.

TRENTON — If Gov. Chris Christie is interested in making a bid for the Oval Office in 2016, everyone may find out about it sooner rather than 
later, says former Gov. Christie Whitman. 


“I think he’s probably going to have to move up his timetable,” Whitman said. 


Her statement follows news former Florida Gov. Jeb Bush will “actively explore the possibility of running for president” in addition to establishing a 
leadership PAC in January, Bush said on Tuesday. 


“By setting up this committee it allows Jeb Bush to put money in the bank and since money is the name of the game, . . . you’re going to want to lock 
people down,” Whitman said. “They’re going to try to make a move and they’re not going to want to wait too long.” 


Whitman’s comments comes on the heels of some national Republicans declaring T uesday they’re lining up behind Bush despite being an “admirer” 
of Christie, said Mel Sembler, a former Republican National Committee finance chairman. 


Had Bush ruled out a run, “I absolutely would have looked at Christie,” he said. 


But to Republicans like Whitman, who previously doubted Bush would ever enter the 2016 fray, the recent announcement is “a clear signal” Bush is 
running - which has considerable implications to a Christie campaign, she says. 
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“Look at some of the big donors in the past and see who donates to Jeb’s committee,” the former governor said 


“That will be the telling thing,” she said, “They will be making a bet (that Bush will win the nomination).”

Dear Ralph Nader, Pete Davis, Al Norman, Adolph Reed,.... 

Thank you for your letter. I am indeed proud of my advocacy on behalf of women and 
women's economic empowerment over several decades. I know that in today's economy, 
women are disproportionately bearing the burden of tough economic times. Women are 
disproportionately poor and tens of millions of women are financially insecure - just 
one paycheck away from poverty. 

It is in part because of my support for economic advancement of all women that I am a 
strong, and longstanding supporter of increasing the minimum wage, not just for some 
companies, but for all US companies. Currently 60% of all minimum wage workers are 
women, and many of them are moms. Raising the minimum wage to $10.10 should not be 
an issue subject to political polarization. It makes economic sense because those people 
who get a raise will spend it buying goods and services, fueling economic activity in 
their local communities. It also makes budgetary sense because it will reduce 
expenditures by the government. The Center for American Progress recently released a 
study that found an increase of the minimum wage to $10.10 an hour will reduce SNAP 
expenditures - popularly referred to as food stamps - by $4.6 billion a year. That means 
that companies that pay below the minimum wage are in essence relying on government 
subsidies to ensure their workers do not go hungry. I hope that those that rail against 
government spending would support this increase in the minim wage that will reduce 
such spending. But I also believe raising the minimum wage is the moral thing to do as 
well because I simply believe that in America, if you work a job full-time, you shouldn't 
live in poverty. I believe that should be a basic bargain for all Americans. 

However, I know wages aren't the only issue for women at the bottom of the economic 
ladder. Women suffer disproportionately from a lack of flexibility policies in American 
companies. Seventy percent of low-income women do not have access to a single paid 
sick day and the United States is the only developed d nation that does not require paid 
maternity leave. As a country, we need to do far better helping all parents balance their 
responsibilities at home and at work. Too often parents, especially low-income workers, 
have to choose and that is not good for our companies or our families. 
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These are policies that I am happy to discuss because they are the issues I have fought 
for over the course of my career. I am proud of my work to underscore the importance of 
a minimum wage increase for women the last time the federal government increased the 
minimum wage in 1996. And I continued that advocacy as a Senator from New York. I 
know these issues are central to both our economic growth as a nation and to the 
American promise of shared prosperity we all hold so dear.

Most Believe Hillary Clinton Can Relate to Average Americans, Poll Finds (NBC News)

Fifty-five percent of Americans say that Hillary Clinton can relate to and understand the problems of average citizens as well 
as other presidential candidates can, according to a new NBC News/Wall Street Journal/ Annenberg poll. 

By comparison, 37 percent of respondents disagreed, saying she can’t relate as well as other candidates can. These numbers 
come after Hillary Clinton declared that she and her husband were “dead broke” after leaving the White House in 2001. 

‘We came out of the White House not only dead broke, but in debt,” she said to ABC News, answering a question about the 
six-figure payments she and her husband command when giving paid speeches. 

Bill Clinton has defended his wife, telling NBC News’ David Gregory: “She’s not out of touch, and she advocated and 
worked as a senator for things that were good for ordinary people. And before that, all her life - and the people asking her 
questions should put this into some sort of context — I remember when we were in law school, she was out trying to get legal 
assistance for poor people. I remember she was working on trying, believing in paid leave for pregnant mothers in the 1970s.” 

In a PBS interview, Hillary Clinton expressed regrets over her “dead broke” comments. “Well, I shouldn’t have said the five 
or so words that I said. But my inartful use of those few words doesn’t change who I am, what I’ve stood for my entire life, 
what I stand for today.” 

“Bill and I have had terrific opportunities, both of us, you know, have worked hard,” she said. “But we’ve been grateful for 
everything that we’ve been able to achieve, and sadly that’s just not true for most Americans today.” 

The NBC/WSJ /Annenberg poll was conducted June 26-28 of 592 adults, and it has a margin of error of plus-minus 5.1 
percentage points.

Hillary Clinton's Truly Hard Choice: Change Or Continuity? 
By Fareed Zakaria

Hillary Clinton's problem is not her money. Despite the media flurry over a couple of awkward 
remarks she made, most people will understand her situation pretty quickly — she wasn't 
born rich but has become very rich — and are unlikely to hold it against her. Mitt Romney did 
not lose the last election because of his wealth. Hispanics and Asians did not vote against 
him in record numbers because he was a successful businessman. Clinton's great challenge 
will be to decide whether she represents change or continuity. 


Clinton will make history in a big and dramatic way if she is elected — as the first woman 
president. But she will make history in a smaller, more complicated sense as well. She would 
join just three other non-incumbents since 1900 to win the White House after their party 
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had been in power for eight years. She would be the first to win who was not the vice 
president or the clear protege of the incumbent president. 


The examples will clarify. Since 1900, the three were William Howard Taft, Herbert Hoover and 
George H.W. Bush. Six others tried and lost: James Cox, Adlai Stevenson, Richard Nixon, 
Hubert Humphrey, Al Gore and John McCain. Interestingly, even the three successful ones 
had only one term as president. 


A caveat: Beware of any grand pronouncements about the presidency because in statistical 
terms there have not been enough examples, and if you vary the criteria, you can always find 
an interesting pattern. The Republican Party broke almost every rule between 1861 and 
1933, during which it held the presidency for 52 of the 72 years. 


But the challenge for Clinton can be seen through the prism of her predecessors — should 
she run on change or continuity? The three who won all pledged to extend the president's 
policies. They also ran in economic good times with popular presidents. That's not always a 
guarantee, of course. Cox promised to be "a million percent" behind Woodrow Wilson's 
policies, but since Wilson was by then wildly unpopular for his signature policy, the League of 
Nations, Cox received the most resounding drubbing (in the popular vote) in history. 


Some of the candidates had an easier time distancing themselves from unpopular presidents. 
McCain was clearly a rival and opponent of George W. Bush. Stevenson was very different 
from Harry Truman, but he was, in effect, asking for not a third term for the Democrats but 
a sixth term — after 20 years of Franklin Delano Roosevelt and Truman. Shortly before the 
1952 election, Stevenson wrote to the Oregon Journal that "the thesis 'time for a change' is 
the principal obstacle ahead" for his campaign. After all, if the country wants change, it will 
probably vote for the other party. "It's time for a change" was Dwight Eisenhower's official 
campaign slogan in 1952. 


The most awkward circumstance has been for vice presidents trying to distance themselves 
from their bosses. Humphrey tried mightily to explain that he was different from Lyndon 
Johnson without criticizing the latter. "One does not repudiate his family in order to establish 
his own identity," he would say. Gore faced the same problem in 2000, though many believe 
that he should not have tried to distance himself so much from a popular president who had 
presided over good times. As Michael Kinsley noted, Gore's often fiery and populist campaign 
seemed to have as its slogan: "You've never had it so good, and I'm mad as hell about it." 


Today the country is in a slow recovery and President Obama's approval ratings are low. This 
might suggest that the best course would be for Clinton to distance herself from her former 
boss. But Obamacare and other policies of this president are very popular among many 
Democratic groups. Again, the three people in her shoes who won all ran on continuity. 


Clinton's recent memoir suggests that she has not yet made up her mind as to what course 
she will follow. The book is a carefully calibrated mixture of praise and criticism, loyalty and 
voice, such that she can plausibly go in whatever direction she chooses. 


The world today is different. And Clinton is in a unique position, especially if she can truly 
mobilize women voters. But history suggests that choosing change or continuity will truly be 
her hard choice.

Attached and to follow is a brief memo laying out our thinking on how to move forward on the next step of the 
vetting process or the "deep dive." As you will see by the proposed dates, we will need to move forward quickly 
in assembling the legal teams necessary to carry out this process, so we hope to chat with you about it tomorrow 
following the transition meeting if possible.

For all individuals selected to go through the deep dive (the "subject"), we recommend the following: 

Process: 

1 . The subject be contacted by a senior official and asked if they are interested and willing to go through the 
deep dive process described below in order to be considered for a Tier I position. 

2. The next contact with the subject will come from the senior outside lawyer leading the deep dive team for 
that individual. The lead will explain the process to the subject, including: 


• provide the subject with a copy of all required forms that must be completed, including the SF86 for the FBI 
background check; the appropriate committee questionnaires, the SF 278 Financial Disclosure; and schedule an 
interview for the subject with the lead lawyer of the deep dive team (the interview team) [?and a transition 
representative?]. 

• notify the FBI to begin the background check with the completion of SF86 (if that has not already been done 
in connection with obtaining security clearances for the transition effort); 

• have the subject sign a consent form to provide access to credit reports, driving, court, medical, and other 
relevant materials needed beyond the required forms; 

• ask the subject to compile needed tax returns; 


3. The deep dive team will proceed to pull together and review credit records, bankruptcy, liens and judgment 
data, court records, driver records, etc. prior to the interview. 

4. The deep dive interview team will interview the subject, covering all the material provided and retrieved prior 
to the interview. The interview will go into an in-depth and candid review of all issues that could impact 
confirmability or job performance, including family life, finances, medical history, etc. The interview will be 
conducted using a standard comprehensive outline of questions and topics. 

5. As necessary and appropriate, the team will conduct a follow-up interview and interview references. 

6. The lead lawyer on the deep dive team will then report orally their findings to the appropriate senior 
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transition representative. The oral report will be accompanied by a written summary. 

Structure: 

We recommend having ten teams up and ready to go as soon as practicable. Each team would have a lead and 
be assisted by three or four attorneys. The leads would be senior lawyers, primarily in Washington, who are 
well-known to the campaign/transition, have experience in the vetting process, and can make the time 
commitment. Each lead would, in turn, assemble a team of three to four attorneys - in consultation with the 
transition - to assist in the deep dive. We envision a deep dive to take approximately ten days, depending upon 
the responsiveness of the subject. 

We propose assembling ten teams by mid-October and doing trainings with the team leads no later than 
Saturday, October 25th. With a goal of making a limited set of announcements shortly after the election, we 
would like to begin the first six to eight deep dives by October 26, at the latest, in order to conclude by 
November 5th. We estimate we can then do up to 10 names every seven to 10 days thereafter in order to have 
approximately 30 senior appointments ready for confirmation as soon as possible after the inauguration. We 
expect to grow the number of deep dive teams needed to expand our post-election capacity. 

A senior transition group (we propose to take the lead working with Mike) should coordinate handing out 
assignments to the team leads, following up on status, and answering questions from the team leads. When the 
deep dive is done, the lead lawyers will prepare both a written and oral report to be delivered directly to John. 

All paper will then be destroyed. 

We strongly recommend that this process maintain a flat management structure that consists of the team leads 
reporting directly to the designated senior transition leads.

Granholm uninterested in an appointment to Obama administration

LANSING - Gov. Jennifer Granholm has no interest in an appointment to President-elect Barack Obama’s administration, her spokeswoman, 
Elizabeth Boyd, told the Free Press today. 

“The governor has made it clear she does not want to be considered for an appointment at this time,” Boyd said, although it was unclear if 
Granholm conveyed that sentiment to Obama’s transition team. 

Still, it was Granholm’s strongest denial of a possible path to Washington, in the middle of her four-year term as governor. 

Speculation has swirled that Granholm might receive a presidential appointment, given her high-profile inclusion as part of Obama’s team of 
economic advisors and her support for Obama during the campaign. Most recently, that speculation centered on an appointment as U.S. secretary 
of labor. 

Granholm has said numerous times - most recently on the television news show “Meet the Press” - that she is looking forward to being governor 
with a Democratic president to help Michigan. 

Granholm originally supported Hillary Clinton for president, but she became an ardent Obama campaigner after he clinched the Democratic 
nomination. 

Asked if Granholm knew whether she was undergoing a background check for a possible Obama appointment, Boyd replied, “That’s immaterial 
because she’s not interested.”

WASHINGTON — Sen. Bernie Sanders (I-Vt.) is filibustering President Barack Obama's trade agenda — sort of. 

Early Wednesday, Sanders forced the Senate Finance Committee to abandon a legislative hearing on a bill that 
would grant Obama so-called fast-track authority on trade agreements. Sanders invoked an arcane procedural 
maneuver, objecting to a rule that allows committees to meet during legislative sessions. By doing so, Sanders has 
prevented the Finance Committee from dealing with the trade bill until at least 4:00 p.m. 

That's significant because Senate Democrats, including Sherrod Brown (D-Ohio), have prepared dozens of 
amendments to the fast-track bill, which will take several hours to address in committee. If the panel can't finish its 
work Wednesday, or just decides to call it a day early and resume its business tomorrow, Sanders can raise the 
same objection again, potentially delaying the process for several days. 

It's not quite a filibuster, but it's an aggressive maneuver to stall the trade package for as long as possible while 
Democrats and many Republicans marshal votes against it. 

Sanders explained the motivation for his procedural gambit in a lengthy speech on the Senate floor. 

"I think it's time we slowed down fast track," Sanders said. "It is basically insane to keep going with the same type of 
trade policy that has failed and failed and failed." 

"It's a very brave tactic," said Lori Wallach, director of Public Citizen's Global Trade Watch, one of the leading 
opponents of Obama's Trans-Pacific Partnership deal. 

Democrats have been howling about TPP for years, concerned that the agreement with 11 other Pacific nations will 
exacerbate income inequality and undermine key regulations in the U.S. and abroad. Sen. Elizabeth Warren (D- 
Mass.) has been particularly critical of a clause that would empower multinational corporations to challenge 
domestic laws and regulations before an international tribunal, which could jeopardize key environmental, 
financial and public health protections. The Obama administration treats TPP negotiation drafts as classified 
information, but leaks of parts of the pact have only heightened Democratic concerns. 

The deal has opened a major rift between Obama and the rest of his party, including Senate Minority Leader Harry 
Reid (D-Nev.) and Sen. Chuck Schumer (D-N.Y.), who is next in line for the leadership position. TPP is one of the 
more contentious issues for Hillary Clinton in the Democratic presidential primary, and Sanders is considering 
challenging Clinton for the nomination. 

Republican leadership in both chambers of Congress supports the trade pact, arguing it will boost U.S. exports and 
economic growth, but a host of tea party members in the House oppose the pact, arguing that it undermines 
American sovereignty. 

The fast-track bill would strip Congress of its power to amend or filibuster TPP and other trade pacts for several 
years, and is widely viewed as essential to getting TPP approved. Under fast track, Congress sends the president 
negotiating objectives on trade as a set of non-binding instructions, which would be all but immaterial to the 
substance of an agreement the Obama administration has been negotiating for years. While most Republicans in 
both chambers support fast track as a means to enact TPP, many in the House oppose ceding Obama additional 
executive authority on principle. 
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Fast-track supporters had hoped that passing the bill by a wide margin in the Senate would pressure opponents in 
the House to change course. Efforts by Sanders, Brown and other Democrats to block the bill are intended to 
embolden House Democrats to vote against it. To date, only a handful of House Democrats have come out in 
support of the fast-track legislation. 

The quasi-filibuster is not without risk. If committee chairman Sen. Orrin Hatch (R-Utah) decides to keep the 
Senate Finance Committee in session deep into the night, Sanders could be blamed for forcing everyone to lose 
sleep. Hatch and Senate Majority Leader Mitch McConnell (R-Ky.) could also devise their own procedural tactics to 
retaliate against TPP opponents.

This month, Alabama announced the closing of 31 driver’s license offices in counties across the state, 
including those in eight of the 10 counties with the highest percentage of African Americans. Despite 
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Governor Bentley’s insistence that the decision — which came a year after the state’s voter ID law took 
effect — has nothing to do with race, the parallels are inescapable: Alabama is living through a blast from the 
Jim Crow past. 


It’s hard to believe that 50 years after Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. marched and Rosa Parks sat and John 
Lewis bled, Americans are still fighting to exercise the most fundamental right in our democracy. Meanwhile, 
Governor Bentley is offering the same excuses we’ve heard for half a century to justify laws that 
disproportionately affect people of color, low-income people, women, young people, and seniors. It reminds 
me of a saying from Arkansas: “You find a turtle on a fence post, it did not get there on its own.” 

But for every Republican governor working to dismantle voting rights, there are Americans determined to keep 
marching forward. I’m proud of the outcry in Alabama from people who have come together to demand 
better. It’s time for Governor Bentley to listen to your voices and reverse the decision to close DMV offices 
in the Black Belt and other rural counties. But the reforms shouldn’t stop there. Alabama is one of a handful 
of states with no early voting — that needs to change. Alabama should also eliminate the discriminatory and 
demeaning state requirement that people provide proof of citizenship along with their voter registration 
forms — a law modeled on one that has stopped more than 30,000 would-be voters from registering in Kansas. 
And they should make sure that Americans who have served time should have their voting rights restored 
once they’re released. 


Unfortunately (but not surprisingly), Alabama isn’t an outlier. Over the past few years, many states have 
passed laws that make it harder to vote. Since the Supreme Court gutted a key provision of the Voting Rights 
Act, a dire situation has gotten even worse. And there are those — including many of the Republican 
candidates for president — who would continue to push our country in this shameftd direction. 


Jeb Bush says he wouldn’t reauthorize the Voting Rights Act — because it’s gotten easier to vote since it was 
passed. As Justice Ginsburg has said, that’s like throwing away your umbrella in a rainstorm because you’re 
not getting wet. Marco Rubio has supported harsh voter ID laws. John Kasich restricted early voting in 
Ohio — a state where 77 percent of early voters in 2008 were African American. What part of democracy are 
they so afraid of? 

Many of the people who fought and sacrificed for the right to vote are no longer alive to witness these 
abuses. But we are. And we have an obligation to stop the systematic and deliberate effort to disenfranchise 
voters. 


First, Congress should put principle ahead of politics and pass the Voting Rights Advancement Act — a 
bipartisan bill that would restore the full protections of the Voting Rights Act. 


Second, we should set a standard across this country of at least 20 days of early, in-person voting — including 
opportunities for weekend and evening voting. 
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Third, we should go even further. We need universal, automatic voter registration — so that every young 
person in every state is automatically registered to vote when they turn 18 , unless they choose to opt out. I 
applaud California for implementing this measure last week — an incredible victory in our most populous state. 


These steps alone won’t solve all of the challenges we face. But we owe it to future generations to fight back 
against attacks on voting, and to meet this moment with the bravery and determination of those who have 
come before us. It’s time for leaders in every party, at every level of government, to be on the right side of 
history.

Afragile cease-fire has temporarily stopped the violence in Gaza, and Israeli and Palestinian delegations have made efforts to 
negotiate a more permanent resolution. The only way they can succeed is to let the Palestinian Authority and its security forces 
back into Gaza. 

The Hamas terrorist organization forced the PA out of Gaza in 2007. But in the West Bank, the PA’s security forces have proved 
relatively effective in maintaining security. There has been good cooperation with Israeli security forces, and considerable progress 
has been made in building the governmental institutions of a potential Palestinian state. 

By contrast, Hamas’s rule in Gaza has been disastrous for its people — producing economic failure, brutal governance, human 
hardship, little hope and three wars with Israel in six years 

Both sides in the most recent Gaza conflict have their requirements for peace. Israel wants an end to rocket and missile attacks from 
Gaza (as well as terrorist tunnels) and the demilitarization of Hamas and other terrorist groups. Hamas wants the opening of crossing 
points with Egypt and Israel, the return of prisoners and the rebuilding of Gazan infrastructure, including an airport and seaport. 

These requirements can be met only by reintroducing the PA and its security forces into Gaza, supported by the international 
community. Recent polling suggests that Palestinians in Gaza would favor such an outcome. 

Hamas must recognize that Israel and Egypt are not going to open the crossing points unless a reliable party is there to ensure that 
what crosses into Gaza will not be used to rebuild tunnels and other terrorist infrastructure. The only such party Hamas is likely to 
accept is the PA, perhaps reinforced by an international presence. Hard for Hamas, no doubt, but discontent among Gaza’s citizens, 
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Hamas’s international isolation and the need to get the Gaza economy going again may be sufficiently persuasive. And some saving 
of face may be provided by the pact established last April between Hamas and Fatah (the party headed by Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas that is committed to nonviolence) — and the unity government they formed in June. 

For Israel, the PA’s return to Gaza offers the best hope for preventing the resumption of rocket, missile and tunnel attacks on Israel. 
Over time, PA security forces could take control of the heavy weapons now in the hands of Hamas and other terrorist groups and 
begin to disband their militias — steps that are fully consistent with Abbas’s avowed goal of “one authority, one law and one 
gun.” Any prisoners Israel agreed to release in return should be turned over to the PA government, not Hamas. 

As part of a more permanent cease-fire, the PA unity government should appoint a cabinet-level team to oversee the rebuilding of 
housing, factories and public facilities that were destroyed by the war. This team should simultaneously be charged with reform of 
Gaza’s governmental institutions to make them more accountable, effective and aligned with those in the West Bank. 

Implementing a permanent Gaza cease-fire along these lines could open up opportunities on the West Bank, where Hamas has 
gained in popularity because it was seen as taking on Israel. It is important now to strengthen the position in the West Bank of 
Abbas and other PA leaders who have stood against violence. The most important step would be enhancing the prospects of the 
two-state solution — with the state of Israel and a state of Palestine living side by side in peace and security. For even as mistrust 
has deepened, a majority of each community still supports this goal. 

Direct negotiations between Israelis and Palestinians are too hard politically for both communities right now. But Israel could take 
steps on the ground — in close but quiet coordination with the PA — that could preserve and even advance the two-state 
objective. Israel could cut back its security operations in areas in the West Bank where security responsibility is in the hands of the 
PA. More Palestinian business activity could be permitted in areas that remain under Israeli control. Some areas now under Israeli 
control could be transferred to the PA. And Israel could gradually pull back its military forces to the positions they held before 
the last intifada in 2000 

Why should Israel take any unilateral steps? First, they would not be truly unilateral. In parallel, PA security forces would be 
keeping Gaza quiet and assuming more security responsibility in the West Bank. Second, it is in Israel’s interest for Palestinians to 
see the PA assume more control. It will enhance Palestinian confidence that the two-state solution can become a reality and 
strengthen the prospects of Fatah — rather than of Hamas — in future Palestinian elections. 

This has been an exhausting period for Israelis and Palestinians. It is tempting to turn away even from modest steps. But today in 
the Middle East, standing still is sliding backward.

Third, add to the reference to Schumer. Senator Cardin (and Senator Menendez). 

Fourth, add a reference in the Syrian section to expedite the very slow, disappointing vetting, training and arming of the 
opposition. 

Fifth, in the references to "Death to America", "Death to Israel" to add to the gravity. This could come later in the speech when she 
refers with enphasis to the threat to Israel. 

Thanks, again, for the opportunity to comment. This kind of subatantive speech is also the best antidote to the other diversions.

Dear Chairman Podesta, 

First of all, I just want to thank you and the team for all you are doing everyday for our party and 
our Champion, Hillary :) It's assuring to see all the social media activity from the campaign staff 
from top to bottom, bottom to top, working so hard and sharing such a strong message of support 
and enthusiasm. 

The grassroots’ volunteers have been working really hard with Adam Parkhomenko. His 
responsiveness and attention to what we can only imagine - an endless number of questions and 
inquiries/requests which has been just stellar. I wanted to express my gratitude upfront. The 
conference calls and letting us know what's in the works is appreciated and I know more tools to 
empower the grassroots are forthcoming. 

I'd like to begin with my concerns on the LGBTQ hire that was recently announced. This is my 
personal opinion and feeling; though these feelings/concerns are shared by a number of activist 
friends, who are also supporters of Hillary. 

As you know, this summer was a big deal for marriage equality and the LGBTQ community; and it 
seemed like so much opportunity was lost when no director or team of LGBTQ outreach/ 
coordinators were hired. We were left waiting and wondering until the end of September when the 
hiring of Mr. Lowell was announced. No doubt he is wonderful person and looks to have some 
solid work experience, but at the same time his hire is confusing and underwhelming. Where was 
Hillary on this hire? It feels and looks like she had no part in this hire and that is extremely 
upsetting! 


This is a hire we would expect for a Senate or Governor’s race, not for an important & 
#Herstoric candidate like Secretary of State Clinton. Coming on the heels of the most

important ruling for LGBTQ civil rights in the history of our country, while the LGBTQ 
community is splintering into progressive equality movements of race, immigration, 
transgender, women's issues, and other forms of discrimination facing everyone else, 
except for the exclusive white and affluent gay male community that dominates the 
LGBTQ D.C based organizations. The optics of this hire are highly problematic within a 
rapidly changing political environment in the LGBTQ community. 

The feedback from my friends, many of whom are highly involved in the discussions and 
debates that are currently happening along the lines of gender, race, immigration, 
homeless youth, HIV, Trans-persons, etc. view this hire with cynicism, reacting with “eye 
roll” and accompanied by significant disappointment over the lack of any boldness in this 
choice. 

The feedback about this hire from my friends who are donors is deep disappointment 
because he appears to lacks requisite gravitas expected when soliciting political support 
and money from a highly sophisticated community. 

Optics - of this hire evokes the exclusionary white male dominated Human Rights 
Campaign. Even at the HRC gala this past weekend in D.C people, were expressing their 
disappointment to outright anger with respect to the audience, which had very little 
diversity present. 

Where are the 'movement' hires? Surely there were folks with credibility and breadth of 
experience who applied for this very important hire? I know from a grassroots perspective, 
many of us have experience working with Jeff Campagna. Even my contacts in Labor and 
Equality California seemed behind Mr. Campagna, so I'm confused as to why someone 
like Jeff would be overlooked. Was this an oversight? I'd think if Hillary was serious about 
the LGBTQ community she would have had a role in this very important hire, and it feels 
and looks like she had no part in this hire and that it was left to perhaps the talent director 
and that doesn't feel or look good. 

Wouldn’t a campaign task force for the LGBTQ community with a strong director at the 
helm be more appropriate to aggressively court and tie in the various components to build 
and consolidate community support for Hillary? I see no evidence of this reality. It must 
happen. 

3: Second concern: The figure of $1 ,700 is the AVERAGE campaign donation from Illinois, 
reported for last quarter. That is a PROBLEM! As a grassroots organizer and a max donor and 
someone who helps raise money and has also attended a number of the high dollar events, it's 
my observation that these events are missed opportunities and leave a considerable amount of 
money on the table. These events should be opened up to: 

10 $1 ,000 spaces (this would allow for greater diversity at these events); 

5 spots for local volunteers/ college leaders/organizers - the infusion of youth and the 
energy they bring really makes the event better and inspires Hillary's hardest and most 
important workers to carry on; 

Small Business Host Events $500/small business owners - this is affordable by a number 
of small business owners/many bring women employers; 

4. Low Dollar fundraising needs support - each state/finance team should have a staff person 
dedicated to supporting these events and help get the lower dollar surrogate events going for the 
$50 - $250 a head; 

Create an incentive for Hill-Raisers/Blazers to recruit and help low dollar fundraisers 
that commit to raising $2,700 for these events (do $5,400, $10,800 levels as well); 

Reinforce that incentive for those low dollar fundraisers that raise $2,700 by inviting 
them once they reach their goal to a high dollar event to meet Hillary/photo op :); 

The emails asking for donations need to get on a cycle that works with everyday 
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Americans, like $5 Fridays. 

The amount of emails and follow ups asking for more money makes it feel like my 
contribution isn't enough, that's the impression the experience leaves one feeling badly; 

5: Ethnic Outreach: Would it be possible to get a brief audience on November 2nd with some of 
the Chicago ethnic leaders: re: Maureen Pikarski who you met in Chicago. I see Hillary has a 
window in her busy schedule from 3-6 p.m. Also, it seems we have had little traction on the 
Bosnian American outreach and that is a HIGHLY strategic in Iowa and Missouri and enthusiastic 
supporters of Hillary. Our Missouri HRC super volunteer has asked the Midwest Fundraising team 
to schedule a side meeting with Hillary and the leadership of the St. Louis Bosnian community 
during her next trip to Missouri. The feedback I'm hearing is that folks have mixed feelings about 
the campaign’s response so far and I recommend hiring asap and engage aggressively through 
the Ethnic Outreach department - more of a TASK FORCE with liaisons to court and engage the 
diverse constituencies with the sensitivity and respect they deserve. It would be most unfortunate 
to see another young D.C organizational hire that isn't up to the task for each of the assigned 10 
desks. 

6: Hillary's 2007 delegates - have they been contacted yet? I shared an updated list with David 
Huyhn at the DNC Summer Meeting and I hope outreach is happening. I think it would be a 
wonderful gesture to do some special outreach there, (update David Huyhn says that is 
underway! :) ) 

Consider the following issues: 

7: Messaging: Hillary's four fights seem to get lost and aren't front and center (we need easy print 
outs for folks to hand out that are shrunk down so you can print and cut a page into 4 that has four 
fights on it). 

Hillary lacks a slogan like Trump: Let's Make America Great Again or Bernie: Not for Sale etc. etc. 
perhaps Hillary: A fighter in your corner (you get the idea) Bernie has cornered the market on 
income equality but Hillary can really pounce on Civil Rights and Social Justice as part an parcel of 
policy. 

watch night! THANK YOU!) 


8: Disability outreach and mobilization - again that should be a special task force - especially 
targeting caucus states and swing states. Getting them engaged in volunteer activities and 
identifying ways to get them to the polls! Dr. Janice Lehrer Stein in San Francisco has spoken to 
you and Robbie I believe on this matter. 

9: Many people would like to contribute to this campaign in other ways that do not include money. 
CREATE incentives! Like 1,000 sign-ups gets someone an autographed book by Hillary! 5,000 
sign ups by one person gets them to a high dollar event, 10,000 sign ups gets the person a 
professional autographed and framed photo with Hillary and 50,000 sign ups gets you a dinner 
with Hillary (have this set up like Hillraisers and Hillblazers with recruitment so that folks get credit 
for the efforts of their recruits) 

10: Create another incentive for merchandise: Like Hillraiser Links - provide HillMerchandiser 
Links so that folks get an incentive/credit for every sale made via purchases on those links. ..this 
helps encourage folks to sell and promote the merchandise store!

11: St. Louis is the largest Bosnian American community in the U.S. —around 80,000. Angie Acree, HRC Super 
Volunteer and the Clinton Campaign volunteer rep in Missouri has asked the Midwest Fundraising Team to 
arrange for a side meeting between Hillary and the Bosnian American leadership in Missouri during her next 
fundraising trip.

Line item one is a very personal observation that has been 
shared with me from a number of sources involved in the LGBTQ movement/leaders etc - 
particular midwest to west coast. The rest are number of observations and feedback I've heard 
from multiple folks along the way. 

Those of us in 
the grassroots and a growing contingent of volunteers continue to work hard for our Champion, 
she is worth it!

Hillary Clinton praises DOJ probes of police shootings

Hillary Clinton on Thursday praised the Department of Justice for probing the cases of two black 
men who died during encounters with the police in Missouri and New York, saying there are “hard 
truths” about how African Americans are treated by police. 

The likely 2016 presidential candidate called for criminal justice reform and commended President 
Barack Obama for forming a task force on policing, but the Democrat, a favorite of police unions in 
New York State when she served as a senator, also praised “decent, honorable, brave” police officers 
throughout the country. 

Clinton made the comments at the 2014 Massachusetts Conference for Women in Boston, where she 
delivered a keynote address before a crowd of several thousand women. They were her first 
remarks on the issue since grand juries declined to indict the white police officers accused in the two 
deaths. 

The Boston event came the day after a grand jury in Staten Island, New York, chose not to indict a 
police officer in the death of Eric Garner, who was placed in a choke-hold during his encounter with 
the police. The decision sparking a series of protests throughout New York City and headlines 
questioning the judicial process just days after a grand jury last week refused to indict a police officer 
accused of shooting 18-year-old Michael Brown in Ferguson, Missouri. 

Clinton’s comments on the DOJ probes echo calls from a number of civil rights leaders, such as the 
Rev. A 1 Sharpton, and her former New York congressional colleagues, who have urged the feds to 
take a close look at both cases. 

“I know that a lot of hearts are breaking and we are asking ourselves aren’t these our sons aren’t 
these our brothers,” Clinton said. “I’m very pleased that the Department of Justice will be 
investigating what happened in Ferguson or Staten Island. Those families and those communities 
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and our country deserve a fair and full accounting as well as whatever substantive reforms are 
necessary to assure quality justice and respect for every citizen.” 

“More broadly,” Clinton went on, “each of us has to grapple with some hard truths about race and 
justice in America. Because, despite all the progress we’ve made together, African-Americans — 
most particularly African-American men — are still more likely to be stopped and searched by police, 
charged with crimes and sentenced to longer prison terms.” 

She added that “a third of all black men face the prospect of prison in their lifetimes — what 
devastating (consequences) that has for their families.” 

“The United States has less than 5 percent of the world’s population, yet we have almost 25 percent 
of the world’s total prison population,” said Clinton, a former secretary of state. “Now, that is not 
because Americans are more violent or criminal than other (people) around the world, but it is 
because we have allowed our criminal justice system to get out of balance, and I personally hope that 
these tragedies give us the opportunity to come together as a nation to find our balance again.” 

She praised the “creative and effective police departments” around the nation that demonstrate 
“that it is possible to keep us safe and reduce crime and violence.” 

“There are decent, honorable brave police officers out in our communities every single day, inspiring 
trust and confidence rather than fear and frustration,” she said. “So let’s learn from the best 
examples.” 

Clinton also tackled an issue that’s risen in the wake of the Ferguson shooting: whether to 
demilitarize police forces. She called for keeping the good and getting rid of “weapons of war that 
have no place on our streets and contribute to unnecessary force or arrest.” 

As for the president’s task force and proposals for new funding streams for training and technology, 
Clinton called those “important steps.” 

But going forward, she said, will require understanding other people’s struggles. 

“The most important thing that each of us can do is to try even harder to see the world through our 
neighbor’s eyes, to imagine what it is like to walk in their shoes, to share their pain and their hopes 
and their dreams,” she said. “These tragedies did not happen in some far away place. They didn’t 
happen to some other people. These are our streets, our children, our fellow Americans and our 
grief.” 

And she quoted Brown’s father in saying, “We are stronger united.” 

Clinton gave extensive remarks about Brown’s death and the days of rolling protests a few weeks 
after he was shot to death by a police officer who claimed he was attacked by the 18-year-old. At 
that time, in a paid speech, Clinton urged people in the crowd to try to imagine what they would feel 
like if they faced the same statistics of being stopped by police as black people face. 

It was not immediately clear if Clinton’s appearance at the Boston conference was a paid speech.

Just wanted to send a quick update on where we are following today's HRC call: 

> All three TV firms are script writing, we'll review drafts tomorrow afternoon. Research had pulled for us some of our best 

news clips. The trick, of course, is to connect Benghazi to emails in a way that's credible. But we discussed different ways 
to do it. 

> The difficult part here is testing - if we want to ship something early next week, our testing options are very limited, and I 

feel like we really need to understand whether voters will believe that we can credibly conflate Benghazi and emails. But 
we do have groups tonight and tomorrow afternoon - so tonight, we're testing some video clips tonight in the groups and 
this spot that the digital team mocked up: https://app.frame.io/f/2Kh530dn 

> GMMB is working on a more polished spot for tomorrow afternoon's groups. 

Looking ahead to next week, I think we still need to resolve whether this is limited to a national cable buy or whether we're really 
going into IA and NH with this (currently mixed opinions on team). To do the latter, we'd be pulling other spots off the air before 
otherwise planned. 

Please let me know if you'd like to further discuss any of this.

John - hope you're well. Thanks for Greece suggestions. Spoke to Phil Angelides and Mike Dukakis reached 
out. Brief readouts below. Miss you here - look forward to catching up soon. JZ 

Angelides is not close with Tsipras, but noted that Tsipras visited with him and other prominent Greek-Americans 
during a trip to the US when he was opposition leader, and they've kept in touch intermittently since. He is 
talking with Jamie Galbraith, a college classmate who he's known for about 40 years, this evening about how 
they might help reinforce our Plan A messaging to Tsipras-namely, that while Tsipras has his political 
imperatives domestically so too does Merkel and he needs to come forward with a credible reform plan. 
Angelides said in the event of an exit, he wanted to be helpful and offered to help mobilize the Greek-American 
community to provide assistance. 

Dukakis offered to mobilize Greek-American community for whatever purpose. Noted he doesn't know of anyone 
who has strong ties to Tsipras directly. I emphasized our focus now is on Plan A of getting a deal done, and for 
him to dig deep into networks and think of anyone who can help move Tsipras. In longer-run, he had idea of 
lending American expertise to help Greece overcome skepticism about ability to implement reforms (e.g. former 
IRS to help them collect taxes). We agreed to stay in touch.
